Re:   Letter  of  Transmittal 


We  present  in  exhibit  and  explanation  form  the  results  of  a  special  examination  of 
the  Department  of  Administration's  Accounting  Division.   The  examination  was  made 
by  William  D.  Kuney,  beginning  on  or  about  May  25,  1967,  and  has  been  under  review 
until  this  writing. 

The  purpose  of  this  special  examination  initially  was  to  review  what  we  considered 
the  questionable  propriety  of  a  supervisor  approving  claims  in  favor  of  his  relatives. 
Such  claims  were  revealed  during  an  examination  of  a  State  Agency  indirectly  related 
to  the  Department  of  Administration. 

The  scope  of  examination  was  limited  to  those  qualifications  specifically  disclosed 
on  page  41,  and  as  elsewhere  noted  throughout  the  report. 

The  report  reveals  that  Mr.  Edmund  A.  Reuterdahl,  Director,  Division  of  Accounting, 
Department  of  Administration,  with  many  years  of  State  service,  did: 

1.  By  fraudulent  means  misappropriate  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  his" 
own  personal  use  or  gain; 

2.  Employ  questionable  practices  in  the  handling  of  State  funds; 

3.  Assume  responsibility  beyond  that  which  was  expressly  granted  him. 

The  above  is  intended  merely  as  a  brief  summary  of  that  which  is  further  detailed 
and  supported  throughout  the  report. 

The  recommendations  contained  herein,  for  the  most  part,  are  concerned  with  internal 
control,  its  absence  and  a  means  for  its  strengthening  so  that  an  adequate  system 
of  internal  control  could  exist  and  function  within  the  limits  of  this  department's 
framework. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  emphasize  that: 

1.  The  principals  involved  directly  or  indirectly  were  given  ample  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  their  own  behalf  with  or  without  counsel,  and  in  the  presence 
of  members  of  the  Attorney  General's  office,  County  Attorney's  office  and 

of  this  department.   Testimony  to  this  effect  is  of  official  record. 

2.  The  report  presentation  was  by  no  means  developed  in  a  haphazard  manner, 
but  completed  after  long  review,  evaluation  and  in  consultation  with 
members  of  the  offices  of  Attorney  General,  Auditor,  Controller,  and  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  County  Attorney. 

3.  While  as  an  examining  agency  adequate  disclosure  is  a  dictate,  we  have, 
within  the  limit  of  our  ability,  further  attempted  to  clarify  the  events 
involving  the  principals  named  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  place  these  events 
in  their  proper  perspective.

One 
warrant  was  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  as  noted  in  this  schedule;  the  other 
is  reflected  on  a  subsequent  schedule.   However,  the  corresponding  deposit  of 
$900.00  was  actually  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  janitor 
and  electric  services  but  credited  to  object  code  0201,  which  has  no  relation 
to  janitor  or  electric  services.   Therefore,  in  view  of  this  unusual  proce- 
dure there  appears  to  be  a  relation  between  the  warrant  issued  to  Margie 
Reuterdahl  and  this  deposit.

From  the  foregoing  information  it  can  be  assumed  that  warrants  comprising  the 
two  deposits  should  have  been  almost  entirely  credited  to  object  code  0413 
(utilities),  with  the  remainder  to  object  code  0215  (contracted  services  for 
machine  rental).   Therefore,  it  is  also  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  $200.00 
credited  to  object  code  0201  had  no  relation  to  the  warrants  comprising  the 
deposit.   Therefore,  it  seems  that  this  procedure  was  intended  to  indicate 
that  the  warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  had  been  redeposited  with  the 
State  Treasurer  as  a  refund. 

This  refund  deposit,  Treasurer's  Receipt  6315,  in  part  could  relate  to  a 
warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  on  June  16,  1965.   This  $250.00  appears 
to  be  a  part  of  the  $750.00  refund  credited  to  object  code  0215  as  noted  in 
Item  2.   The  balance  of  $500.00  is  reflected  on  another  schedule. 

This  refund  deposit  could  relate  to  a  warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  on 
September  13,  1965.   The  warrant  deposited  (753897)  with  the  State  Treasurer 
had  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration 
for  janitor  and  electric  services.   It  is  noted  that  the  Treasurer's  receipt 
reflects  the  entire  $450.00  as  being  credited  to  object  code  0415  (contracted 
services),  when  only  half  (for  janitor  services)  should  have  been  credited  this 
object  code. 
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7.    The  warrants  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl,  listed  in  Items  1  through  4,  appeared 
to  relate  to  warrants  deposited  as  refunds  by  similarity  of  amounts,  dates 
warrants  were  issued  and  deposited,  and  object  codes  charged. 

On  Item  7,  however,  the  number  of  the  warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  is 
the  same  as  the  warrant  number  listed  on  the  temporary  deposit  slip  attached 
to  Treasurer's  Receipt  3630,  filed  in  the  Department  of  Administration,  while 
the  warrant  number  listed  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  of  the  same  temporary  deposit 
slip  is  different.   The  number  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  is  that  of  a  warrant 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration  for  electric 
and  janitor  services.   The  entire  amount  was  credited  to  object  code  0415, 
the  same  code  which  Margie  Reuterdahl 's  warrant  was  charged. 

The  temporary  deposit  slips  appeared  to  be  duplicates  and  identical  in  every 
respect  except  for  the  warrant  numbers  listed.   Therefore,  it  can  only  be 
assumed  that  Margie  Reuterdahl' s  warrant  number,  by  appearance  on  the  deposit 
slip,  was  intended  to  give  the  appearance  of  having  been  redeposited. 
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As  noted  in  Item  7,  the  duplicate  temporary  deposit  slips  reflect  different 
warrant  numbers.   The  Department's  copy  reflects  the  number  of  a  warrant 
payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl;  the  Treasurer's  copy  reflects  the  number  of  a 
warrant  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration 
for  janitor  and  electric  services. 

13 .  As  noted  in  Items  1  through  4,  there  appears  to  be  a  relation  by  virtue  of  date, 
amount  and  object  code  between  the  warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  and  one 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  976260,  dated  June  17,  1966,  payable  to  the 
Department  of  Administration  for  janitor  and  electric  services. 

14.  As  noted  in  Items  1  through  4,  there  appears  to  be  a  relation  by  virtue  of 
date,  amount  and  object  code,  between  the  warrant  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl 
and  warrants  issued  to  the  Department  of  Administration  by  other  State  depart- 
ments for  the  apparent  intention  of  suggesting  that  her  warrant  had  been 
redeposited  to  State  f unds . 

This  deposit  consisted  of  Highway  Commission  Warrant  944411  ($258.27),  Mansion 
Warrant  970892  ($92.67),  and  Livestock  Commission  Warrant  981980  ($12.60) 
totalling  $363.54.   The  billing  claims  indicate  that  the  charges  were  for  gas 
service;  however,  as  noted  on  Schedule  2  only  $13.54  was  credited  to  0413 
(utilities)   and  the  remaining  $350.00  was  credited  to  0415  (contracted 
services).   Of  this  $350.00,  $250.00  could  relate  to  Margie  Reuterdahl' s 
warrant  -  leaving  $100.00,  which  is  reflected  on  a  subsequent  schedule. 

17.   As  noted  in  Item  7,  the  duplicate  temporary  deposit  slips  for  Treasurer's 
Receipt  1764,  reflect  different  warrant  numbers.   The  Department's  copy 
reflects  the  number  of  a  warrant  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl;  the  Treasurer's 
copy  reflects  the  number  of  a  warrant  issued  on  September  19,  1966,  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration  for  janitor  and  utilities 
services. 

19.    The  Department's  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  2747 
reflects  the  number  of  the  warrant  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl.   The  Treasurer's 
copy  had  no  warrant  number  listed  -  only  the  amount  of  the  deposit,  $450.00. 

An  unusual  characteristic  of  the   item  is  that  Warrant  102036,  payable  to  Margie 
Reuterdahl,  is  dated  November  21,  1966,  while  the  temporary  deposit  slip  for 
the  supposed  refund  of  Warrant  102036  is  dated  November  17,  1966  -  four  days 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  warrant.   It  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  warrant 
number  was  typed  on  the  Department's  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  some 
time  after  the  deposit  was  made.   The  original  and  duplicate  copy  of  this 
deposit  slip  are  exact  in  every  respect  except  that  the  wording  "State  Warr. 
102036  -  $450.00"  did  not  appear  on  the  original  copy  which  is  filed  in  the 
Treasurer's  office. 
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The  money  was  actually  part  o£  a  deposit  (Treasurer's  Receipt  2746)  on  the 
same  date  for  utilities  charges.   The  temporary  deposit  slip  for  this  deposit 
lists  eleven  separate  warrants  totalling  $708.66.   At  the  bottom  a  notation 
"Less  $450.00"  and  a  balance  of  $258.66  is  reflected,  which  is  the  amount  of 
Treasurer's  Receipt  2746.   The  $450.00  was  reflected  on  Treasurer  s  Receipt 
2747  as  noted  above.   The  temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's  Receipt 
2747  reflects  the  notation  "Make  separate  receipt  for  this".   it  can,  there- 
fore, be  assumed  that  these  Treasurer's  Receipts  and  deposit  slips  are 
directly  related  which  further  supports  the  theory  that  an  apparent  attempt 
was  made  to  indicate  that  warrants  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  had  been 
refunded. 

20.  The  duplicate  temporary  deposit  slips  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  3415  are 
identical  in  every  respect  except  for  the  warrant  numbers.   The  number 
reflected  on  the  Department's  copy  is  the  same  as  that  on  the  warrant  payable 
to  Margie  Reuterdahl;  while  the  number  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  of  the  temporary 
deposit  slip  is  that  of  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the 
Department  of  Administration  for  janitor  and  utility  services. 

21.  The  Department's  duplicate  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's 
ReceiDt  4203  reflects  the  number  of  a  warrant  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl. 
The  Treasurer's  copy  is  identical  in  every  respect  except  that  no  warrant 
number  is  listed,  and  a  notation  "Separate  Receipt  -  see  also  4204"  is  included. 

As  noted  in  paragraph  three  of  Item  19,  a  single  deposit  of  payments  made  to 
the  Department  was  split  on  two  Treasurer's  Receipts,  for  the  apparent  purpose 
of  reflecting  a  refund  to  object  code  0415  of  $450.00  -  the  amount  of  the  warrant 
payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl.   Five  separate  warrants  are  reflected  on  the 
temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  4204  which  total  $549.49.   On 
this  slip  is  the  notation  "Less  $450.00"  and  a  balance  of  $99.49,  which  is  the 
amount  of  the  Treasurer's  Receipt. 

22.  The  Department's  duplicate  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's 
Receipt  4883  reflects  the  number  of  a  warrant  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl. 
The  Treasurer's  copy  is  identical  except  that  no  warrant  number  is  listed  and 
a  notation  "Separate  Receipt  please"  is  included. 

As  noted  in  paragraph  three  of  Item  19,  a  single  deposit  of  payments  made  to  the 
Department  was  split  on  two  Treasurer's  Receipts  for  the  apparent  purpose  of 
reflecting  a  refund  to  object  code  0415  of  $450.00  -  the  amount  of  a  warrant 
payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl.   The  two  separate  warrants  which  are  reflected 
on  the  temporary  deposit  slip,  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  4882,  total  $747.95  and 
both  were  for  utilities  payments.   On  this  slip  is  the  notation  "Less  $450.00" 
and  a  balance  of  $297.95. 

23.  The  duplicate  temporary  deposit  slips  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  5363  are  identical 
in  every  respect  except  for  the  warrant  numbers.   The  number  reflected  on  the 
Department's  copy  is  the  same  as  that  on  the  warrant  payable  to  Margie 
Reuterdahl;  while  the  number  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  is  that  of  a  warrant  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration  for  janitor  and 
utility  services. 

It  is  noted  that  the  amount  indicated  as  redeposited  and  credited  to  0415,  from 
July  1,  1966,  through  May,  1967,  (Items  17  through  23  of  Schedule  2),  amounted  to ^ 
$2,700.00.   In  addition,  a  review  of  all  refund  deposits  indicated  that  three  additional 
deposits  throughout  the  same  period  not  relating  to  the  individual  amounts  of  $450.00, 
totalling  $1,870.92,  were  credited  to  object  code  (contracted  services)  0415,  also. 
These  three  deposits  consisted  of  warrants  payable  for  utility  services  (0413)  -  not 
contracted  services.   Therefore,  a  total  of  $4,570.92  was  credited  to  0415  during 
this  period.   From  Schedule  1  it  is  noted  that  the  warrants  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl 
for  the  same  period  amounted  to  $4,700.00. 
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These  figures  would  indicate  that  almost  all  the  warrants  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl 
and  charged  0415  were  offset  by  refund  deposits  credited  to  0415,  all  of  which  were 
actually  utilities  payments  chargeable  to  0413.  A  similar  review  of  the  period  from 
July  1,  1965  through  June  30,  1966,  revealed  almost  the  same  pattern. 

As  a  conclusion  to  the  items  set  forth  on  Schedule  2  and  the  subsequent  explanations 
based  on  existing  records  and  documents,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  intention  of 
these  procedures  was: 

1.  To  give  the  appearance  that  warrants  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  were  being 
redeposited  to  State  funds. 

This,  in  some  instances,  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  presence  of  different 
warrant  numbers  on  the  duplicate  copies  of  temporary  deposit  slips  for  a 
single  deposit.   The  original  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  accompany- 
ing a  deposit  would  reflect  the  correct  number  of  the  warrant  being  deposited, 
however,  the  duplicate  of  the  same  temporary  deposit  slip,  which  would  be 
filed  in  the  Department  of  Administration  for  record,  would  reflect  the 
number  of  a  warrant  previously  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl.   It  can  be  con- 
cluded that  none  of  the  warrants  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  were  deposited 
with  the  State  Treasurer,  in  that  almost  all  warrants  reflected  a  bank 
endorsement  stamp  "credited  to  the  account  of  the  within  named  payee";  and 
none  had  a  State  Treasurer's  endorsement  stamp  which  would  indicate  deposit 
with  the  Treasurer. 

In  other  instances,  it  is  only  suggested  by  virtue  of  the  similar  amounts 
of  certain  warrants  issued,  dates  of  warrants,  object  codes  charged  and 
object  codes  refunded. 

2.  To  replenish  the  General  Services  object  code  which  the  warrants  payable 
to  Margie  Reuterdahl  were  generally  charged. 

This  object  code,  0415  (contracted  services),  was  primarily  used  for 
charging  Creek's  Maintenance,  the  janitor  service  for  State  buildings. 
The  annual  cost  of  this  service  was  nearly  a  fixed  amount,  therefore,  any 
additional  charges  to  this  coding  would  be  noticeable.   By  refunding  this 
object  code,  the  net  effect  would  provide  a  neutralizing  factor  which 
would  not  be  out  of  proportion  and  readily  noticeable.   This  review 
indicated  that  most  warrants  deposited  as  a  refund  to  0415  (contracted 
services)  were  actually  for  utilities  services  and  should  have  been  credited 
to  0413  (utilities).

The  following  schedule  was  compiled  from  existing  records, 
documents  and  other  supporting  data,  and  reflects  certain 
purchases  of  equipment  which  appear  to  be  intended  for 
other  than  Department  of  Administration  purposes.   The 
unusual  treatment  involving  these  transactions,  as  noted 
herein,  would  give  credence  to  this  conclusion.   Information 
derived  from  existing  records  and  documents  support  such  a 
conclusion. 

The  footnotes  following  this  schedule,  detailed  by  corres- 
ponding item  numbers,  provide  additional  information  and 
explanation  for  the  items  set  forth  on  Schedule  3.

A.    This  purchase  is  one  of  four  items  purchased  from  Blewett  Business  Machines 

totalling  $42.42  and  included  on  Claim  270. 

Included  in  the  Accounting  Division  files  is  Treasurer's  Receipt  2076  with  a 

"Delivery  Receipt  No.  6718"  from  Blewett  Business  Machines  attached.   This 

delivery  receipt  includes  the  description  of  an  attache'  case,  costing 

$24.00  less  a  15%  discount  for  a  net  amount  of  $20.40  and  signed  "E.  A.  Reuterdahl". 

A  duplicate  copy  of  the  corresponding  temporary  deposit  slip  was  not  attached 

to  this  Treasurer's  Receipt. 

The  original  temporary  deposit  slip  for  this  Treasurer's  Receipt,  on  file  in 
the  Treasurer's  office,  reflects  "State  Warrant  #496628   $20.40"  as  a  deposit 
(refunded  to  object  code  0221,  Accounting  Division  capital  equipment).   Warrant 
496628  was,  however,  one  from  the  Highway  Commission  amounting  to  $207.15  for 
utilities  charges  (0413). 

It  is  noted  that  Treasurer's  Receipt  2077  dated  October  26,   1964,  amounting  to 
$186.75,  is  a  refund  to  object  code  0413  (utilities).   Its  corresponding 
temporary  deposit  slip  also  reflects  "State  Warrant  #496628",  but  for  $186.75. 
Treasurer's  Receipts  2076  and  2077  amount  to  $207.15,  the  exact  amount  of  the 
warrant  from  the  Highway  Commission. 

Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  deposit  of  $20.40  was  intended  to 
appear  as  a  refund  of  the  attache'  case  apparently  purchased  by  and  for  Edmund 
Reuterdahl.   This  attache'  case  is  not  evident  as  part  of  the  Department  of 
Administration's  inventory. 

B.   This  purchase  is  a  saw  attachment,  with  accessories,  for  a  power  drill  and  was 
purchased  from  Carl  Weissman  &  Sons,  Inc.,  at  $97.85  less  2%  discount  for  a 
net  of  $95.89. 

Treasurer's  Receipt  5777,  dated  May  12,  1965,  on  file  in  Accounting  Division 
files  indicates  a  refund  of  this  purchase,  in  that  the  corresponding  temporary 
deposit  slip  reflects  "Edmund  Reuterdahl  $95.89"  as  the  depositor  and  a  refund 
to  object  code  0221,  Accounting  Division  capital  equipment. 

The  original  temporary  deposit  slip  which  is  filed  in  the  State  Treasurer's 
office  appears  identical  to  the  one  noted  above  except  "Warrant  No.  650688 
$95.89"  is  reflected  in  place  of  "Edmund  Reuterdahl  $95.89".  Warrant  650688, 
however,  was  one  from  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  amounting  to 
$208.91  for  utilities  charges  (0413)  and  payable  to  the  Department  of 
Administration. 

It  is  noted  that  Treasurer's  Receipt  5778,  dated  May  12,  1965,  amounts  to 
$113.02,  and  is  a  refund  to  object  code  0413  (utilities).   Its  corresponding 
temporary  deposit  slip  also  reflects  "Warrant  No.  650688"  but  for  $113.02. 
Treasurer's  Receipts  5777  and  5778  amount  to  $208.91,  the  exact  amount  of  the 
warrant  from  U.C.C.   The  Treasurer's  copies  of  temporary  deposit  slips  5777 
and  5778  both  have  the  notation  "Separate  Receipt"  on  them. 

Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  deposit  of  $95.89  was  intended  to 
appear  as  a  refund  of  the  saw  attachment  apparently  purchased  by  and  for 
Edmund  Reuterdahl.   This  piece  of  equipment  is  not  evident  as  part  of  the 
Department  of  Administration's  inventory. 
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C.  Claim  63,  submitted  by  Carl  Weissman  and  Sons  for  the  purchase  of  a  hedge 
trimmer  and  on  file  in  Accounting  Division's  master  files,  has  a  Xerox  copy 
of  Treasurer's  Receipt  585  attached,  which  gives  the  indication  that  the 
cost  of  this  purchase  was  refunded  to  the  State. 

The  original  Treasurer's  Receipt  (585)  has  a  temporary  deposit  slip  attached 
which  reflects  "Edmund  Reuterdahl  $27.28"  on  it.   The  original  copy  of  this 
temporary  deposit  slip,  on  file  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  appears  identical 
in  every  respect  except  that  it  has  only  the  amount  of  the  deposit  listed. 
No  indication  of  what  the  deposit  consisted  of  in  terms  of  cash,  currency  or 
checks,  was  noted.   Both  copies  indicate  the  deposit  was  a  refund  to  object 
code  0421,  capital  equipment. 

It  is  noted  that  both  the  original  and  duplicate  copies  of  the  temporary 
deposit  slips  for  Treasurer's  Receipt  584  reflect  two  items,  $306.95  and 
$207.51,  totalling  $514.46,  as  being  deposited.   These  two  items  are  not 
identified  as  either  checks  or  State  warrants.   However,  the  $306.95  plus 
the  $27.28  reflected  on  Treasurer's  Receipt  585  equals  the  amount  of  Warrant 
919477  for  $334.23  issued  April  8,  1966,  by  the  Highway  Commission  to  the 
Department  of  Administration  for  utilities  services.   The  $207.51  relates  to 
Warrant  996624  issued  July  8,  1966,  by  U.C.C.  to  the  Department  of  Administration 
for  utilities  services.   The  total  amount  of  these  two  warrants  equals  the 
total  amount  of  the  two  Treasurer's  Receipts,  584  and  585. 

Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  deposit  of  $27.28  was  intended  to 
appear  as  a  refund  of  the  hedge  trimmer,  apparently  purchased  by  and  for 
Edmund  Reuterdahl.   This  piece  of  equipment  is  not  evident  as  part  of  the 
Department  of  Administration's  inventory  of  capital  equipment. 

D.  Claim  72,  submitted  by  Morris  Rudio  for  the  purchase  of  a  paint  sprayer  with 
attachments  and  on  file  in  the  Accounting  Division's  master  files,  has  a 
Xerox  copy  of  Treasurer's  Receipt  689,  dated  August  3,  1966,  attached  which 
gives  the  indication  that  the  cost  of  this  purchase  was  refunded  to  the  State. 

The  original  Treasurer's  Receipt  (689)  has  a  temporary  deposit  slip  attached 
which  reflects  "Edmund  Reuterdahl  $62.71"  on  it.   The  original  copy  of  the 
temporary  deposit  slip,  on  file  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office,  appears 
identical  in  every  respect  except  that  it  has  only  the  amount  of  the  deposit 
listed.   No  indication  of  what  the  deposit  consisted  of  in  terms  of  cash, 
currency  or  checks  was  noted.   Both  copies  indicate  the  deposit  was  a  refund 
to  object  code  0421,  capital  equipment. 

There  appears  to  be  a  relation  between  Treasurer's  Receipt  688  and  689,  in 
that  the  original  copies  of  the  temporary  deposit  slips  for  these  receipts 
reflect  the  notation  "Separate  Receipt".   Temporary  deposit  slip  688  reflects 
the  following  cash  items:

Treasurer's  Receipt  688  and  both  copies  of  the  temporary  deposit  slips  reflect 
totals  of  $460.00,  $62.71  less  than  the  amount  of  the  warrants  listed  above, 
which  is  the  exact  amount  of  Treasurer's  Receipt  689. 

The  warrants  listed  above  were  issued  by  the  agencies  specified  and  were  all 
for  utilities  charges  (0413).   It  is  noted,  however,  that  $460.00  of  the  total 
was  refunded  to  object  code  0415  (contracted  services  -  General  Services 
Division),  and  $62.71  to  object  code  0421  (capital  equipment  -  General  Services 
Division) . 
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Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  deposit  of  $62.71  was  intended  to 
appear  as 'a  refund  of  the  paint  sprayer,  apparently  purchased  by  and  for 
Edmund  Reuterdahl.   This  piece  of  equipment  is  not  evident  as  part  of  the 
Department  of  Administration's  inventory. 

E.    This  purchase  was  included  on  Claim  462,  which  included  other  supplies.   The 
cost  of  this  attache1  case  was  $22.00  less  a  15%  discount  of  $3.30. 

It  varies  from  Items  A  through  D  in  these  respects: 

1.  This  purchase  was  charged  to  0311,  supplies  and  materials,  Division  of 
Architecture,  rather  than  0321  -  capital  equipment. 

2.  There  was  no  evidence  that  any  refund  of  this  amount  had  been  made. 

Personnel  in  the  Division  of  Architecture  had  no  knowledge  that  such  a  case  had 
been  purchased  and  charged  to  their  budget.   Personnel  in  all  other  divisions 
of  the  Department  of  Administration  were  unaware  of  such  a  purchase.   A  check 
with  the  claimant  indicated  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  had  signed  a  receipt  of 
delivery  for  the  attache'  case.   (A  copy  of  this  delivery  .receipt  is  part  of 
this  item's  supporting  documents  file.) 

Since  this  attache'  case  is  unaccounted  for  and  since  Edmund  Reuterdahl 
approved  this  claim,  it  would  appear  that  only  he  had  knowledge  as  to  its 
disposition;  and  since  this  disposition  apparently  had  no  relation  to  the 
Department  of  Administration,  it  would  seem  a  questionable  and  irregular 
expenditure. 

Based  on  existing  records  and  supporting  documentation,  the  pattern  revealed  in 
Items  A  through  D  resembles  that  indicated  in  Schedules  1  and  2,  which  was  the  pro- 
cedure of  depositing  warrants  issued  by  other  State  Agencies  for  utility  charges 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  would  appear  to  be  refund  deposits  of  a  service  or  purchase, 
In  addition,  the  name  "Edmund  Reuterdahl"  appearing  on  the  duplicate  copies  of  three 
of  the  temporary  deposit  slips  would  be  an  indication  that  they  were  intended  to 
appear  as  personal  refunds.   It  is  noted,  however,  that  none  of  the  refund  deposits 
listed  as  "Edmund  Reuterdahl"  on  the  temporary  deposit  slips  indicated  a  personal 
check  number  although  they  were  all  listed  under  the  "check"  section  of  the  deposit 
slip.

FOOTNOTES  TO  SCHEDULE  4 

The  Department  of  Administration  has  had  an  unwritten  policy  in  regard  to 
employees  who  serve  on  jury  duty,  which  allows  the  employee  to  receive 
his  regular  salary  while  serving,  but  requires  him  to  deposit  to  the  credit 
of  the  fund  appropriation  and  object  code  from  which  his  salary  warrant  was 
originally  drawn,  any  payment  received  for  such  jury  duty. 

The  schedule  indicates  that  $140.00  was  received  in  total  by  Edmund  A. 
Reuterdahl,  while  only  $90.00  appeared  to  have  been  refunded. 

Further  review  of  the  deposits  and  corresponding  original  copies  of 
Treasurer's  temporary  deposit  slips  indicated  that  these  deposits  were 
comprised  of  State  warrants  only.   Both  official  Treasurer's  Receipts  and 
temporary  deposit  slips  indicated  that  the  deposits  were  split  so  that 
$30.00  would  appear  as  refunded  to  object  code  0201,  which  is  Accounting 
Division  salaries,  where  Edmund  A.  Reuterdahl !s  salary  was  charged.   The 
balance  of  the  deposits  was  charged  to  object  code  0413,  which  is  utilities 
under  the  General  Services  Division.   By  the  last  two  digits  of  the  coding 
(0013),  noted  on  the  State  warrants  from  U.CC.  and  Highway  Commission,  it 
can  be' determined  that  the  entire  refund  in  each  case  should  have  been 
credited  to  0413. 

Also,  it  is  noted  that  Treasurer's  Receipt  4900  (noted  above)  on  file  in ^ the 
Accounting  Division  had  a  Xerox  copy  of  one  Lewis  and  Clark  County  juror ^s 
warrant  payable  to  "E.  A.  Reuterdahl"  attached.   The  Accounting  Division  s 
record  of  "Refunds"  indicates  that  these  three  Treasurer's  Receipts  were 
partially  jury  duty  refunds. 

Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  Edmund  A.  Reuterdahl,  who  had  custody 
of  the  above  records  and  documents,  intended  the  above  noted  items  to  appear 
as  refunds  of  his  jury  payments  when  actually  they  were  State  warrants  issued 
to  the  Department  of  Administration  for  utilities  payments.

The  item  number  will  indicate  each  separate  transaction  in  chronological 
order  from  June  1963  to  May  1967.  This  number  will  also  relate  to  corres- 
ponding item  numbers  on  subsequent  schedules. 

2.  Approval  Date  of  Claim  - 

The  date  reflected  here  will  generally  apply  to  both  the  claim  and  warrant. 
If  different,  the  date  of  the  warrant  should  be  no  more  than  two  days 
after  the  date  of  the  claim. 

3.  Claim  Number  -  Self-explanatory. 

4.  Claimant  as  Entered  in  Claims  Register  - 

The  names  reflected  in  this  column  are  exactly  as  they  appear  in  the 
Department  of  Administration's  claims  and  warrants  register. 

5 .  Warrant  Number  - 

Number  of  the  warrant  issued  by  authority  of  the  corresponding  claim. 

6.  Payable  to  -  The  payee  as  reflected  on  the  warrant. 

7.  Amount  -  The  amount  reflected  on  both  the  claim  and  warrant. 

8.  Object  Code  Charged  - 

The  object  codes  reflected  herein  indicate  the  type  of  service  performed: 
0201  -  Accounting  Division  salaries,  0215  -  Accounting  Division  contracted 
services,  0301  -  Architecture  and  Engineering  Division  salaries,  and  0415  - 
General  Services  Division  contracted  services.   The  object  codes  reflected  in 
Items  1  and  2  were  used  prior  to  establishment  of  the  present  coding  system 
and  have  no  relation  to  the  present  codes. 

9.  Warrant  Endorsements  - 

The  signatures,  business  or  bank  cancellation  stamps  reflected  on  the 
reverse  side  of  the  warrant. 

10.   Date  of  Bank  Endorsement  - 

The  date  on  a  bank  cancellation  stamp,  reflected  on  the  reverse  side  of  the 

warrant. 
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FOOTNOTES  TO  SCHEDULE  1A 

Item 

1.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  labor  cleaning  vaults,  destroying  old  records,  and  transferring 
files".   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time 
worked  or  the  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   A  Department  claims  register, 
covering  this  period,  was  unavailable  for  review  of  this  entry.   No  evidence 

of  a  bank  cancellation  stamp  is  noted,  therefore,  it  would  appear  that  the 
warrant  had  been  negotiated  with  the  State  Treasurer. 

2.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "Walter  Anderson".   It 
specifies  "For  labor  cleaning  vaults,  destroying  old  records  and  transferring 
files".   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time 
worked  or  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   It  is  noted  that  this  claim  is 
nearly  identical  in  period  and  explanation  of  service  to  the  claim  noted  in 
Item  1;  however,  this  claim  was  approved  by  the  Controller,  Walter  Anderson, 
while  the  previous  claim  was  approved  by  E.  A.  Reuterdahl,  Barry  Reuterdahl' s 
father.   It  is  noted  that  both  claims  were  submitted  and  approved  only  days 
apart,  which  would  pose  the  question  of  whether  these  claims  were  duplicates 
and  for  the  same  singular  service.   A  Department  claims  register  covering 
this  period  was  unavailable  for  review  of  this  entry. 

3.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  moving  claims  and  files  from  East  Transformer  Vault",  and 

was  charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the  Accounting  Division  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Administration.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which 
indicates  the  time  worked  or  the  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   A 
Department  claims  register  for  this  period  was  unavailable  for  review  of  this 
entry. 

4.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  labor  moving  and  filing  claims"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted 
service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization 
which  indicates  the  time  worked  or  the  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

5.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  labor  moving  files  and  cleaning  vault"  and  is  charged  as  salary 
to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which 
indicates  the  time  worked  or  the  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   It  is  noted 
that  claims  reflected  in  Items  4  and  5  were  both  submitted  in  July  for  a  sum 
total  of  $600.00. 

6.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Labor  moving  files,  filing  claims,  etc."  and  was  charged  as  a 
contracted  service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed 
itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

7.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl"  and  also 
includes  another  State  Controller's  stamp  which  is  signed  "P.  Linton".   It 
specifies  "Transferring  and  moving  files"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted 
service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization 
which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

8.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Transferring  claims  and  moving  files"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted 
service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization 
which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   It  is 
noted  that  claims  reflected  in  Items  7  and  8  were  submitted  only  eight  days  apart 
in  April  for  a  sum  total  of  $470.00. 

9.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  cleaning  vault  and  transferring  files  and  file  cases" 
and  was  charged  as  salary  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides 

no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day 
week  or  month. 
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10.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  cleaning  vault,  transferring  files  and  moving  file 
cases"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the  Accounting  Division. 
The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked, 
rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   It  is  noted  that  the  claims  reflected 
in  Items  9  and  10  were  submitted  only  four  days  apart,  May  20  -  24,  and  the 
corresponding  claim  approvals  and  warrants  issued  were  dated  May  25,  for  a 
sum  total  of  $700.00. 

11.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  transferring  files  and  moving  file  cases"  and  was 
charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim 
provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per 
hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

12.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Transferring  files  and  moving  filing  cases"  and  was  charged  as  a 
contracted  service  to  the  Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  de- 
tailed itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day, 
week  or  month. 

13.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  moving  files,  transferring  claims,  and  mileage 
hauling  old  claims  to  dump"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the 
Accounting  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which 
indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day  or  month,  number  of  miles 
travelled  or  rate  per  mile. 

14.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Services  filing  claims,  moving  files,  transferring  claims"  and 
was  charged  as  salary  to  the  Architecture  and  Engineering  Division.   However, 
there  appears  to  be  little  or  no  relation  between  the  services  performed, 

as  stated  on  the  claim,  and  the  Architecture  and  Engineering  Division's 
function.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the 
time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month.   It  is  noted  that  this  claim 
was  not  entered  in  the  Department's  claims  register.   Review  of  an  I.B.M. 
detailed  report  of  claims  issued  indicates   that  this  was  the  final  claim 
for  the  1964-1965  fiscal  year. 

It  is  noted  that  the  claims  and  warrants  reflected  in  Items  11  through  14 
were  all  submitted,  approved  and  issued  during  the  month  of  June  for  a  sum 
total  of  $1,273.50.   It  is  also  noted,  by  the  bank  cancellation  dates,  that 
the  first  three  warrants  were  cashed  during  June  and  the  last  was  cashed  on 
July  7.   If  services  were  performed  during  the  month  of  June  as  indicated, 
then  it  is  noted  that  the  amount  paid  for  these  services  was  more  than  half 
again  as  much  as  the  State  Controller  received  as  salary  for  the  same  period. 

15.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  transferring  claims  and  moving  files"  and  was  charged 
as  a  contracted  service  to  the  General  Services  Division.   The  claim  provides 
no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day, 
week  or  month. 

It  differs  from  the  prior  items  in  that  the  entry  in  the  claims  register  is 
"Barry"  instead  of  "Reuterdahl",  and  it  was  charged  to  the  General  Services 
Division  instead  of  Accounting  as  was  the  procedure  in  all  but  one  of  the 
previous  items. 

16.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Moving  claims  and  files"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted  service 
to  the  General  Services  Division.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization 
which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month. 
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17.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  moving  ledgers  and  files"  and  was  charged  as  a 
contracted  service  to  the  General  Services  Division.   The  claim  provides 

no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day, 
week  or  month. 

18.  This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "Moving  and  transferring  files  and  destroying  outdated  claims 
and  receipts"  and  was  charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the  General 
Services  Division.   It  is  noted  that  the  entry  in  the  Department's  claims 
and  warrants  register  reflects  no  name,  only  the  date,  warrant  number, 
amount  and  object  codes  charged.   The  claim  provides  no  detailed  itemization 
which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per  hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

19 o    This  claim  is  signed  "Barry  Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E  A  Reuterdahl".   It 
specifies  "For  services  moving  files  and  transferring  claims"  and  was 
charged  as  a  contracted  service  to  the  General  Services  Division.   The  claim 
provides  no  detailed  itemization  which  indicates  the  time  worked,  rate  per 
hour,  day,  week  or  month. 

It  is  noted  that  the  claims  register  entry  reflects  "M.  Reuterdahl"  instead 
of  "B"  or  "Barry  Reuterdahl".   The  latter  entry  is  the  same  as  numerous  others^ 
during  the  1966-67  fiscal  year,  which  are  claims  payable  to  "Margie  Reuterdahl" 
(see  Schedule  1  -  Report  pertaining  to  Margie  Reuterdahl).  As  is  the 
peculiarity  of  those  entries,  the  "t"  cross  in  Reuterdahl  appears  to  have 
been  a  ditto  mark  referring  to  the  previous  two  I.B.M.  Corp.  entries,  which 
would  lead  one  to  believe  that  the  original  entry  was  not  intended  to  reflect 
a  claim  and  warrant  payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl.   Therefore,  it  would  appear 
that  the  "M.  Reuterdahl"  was  entered  at  a  later  date  but  mistakenly  for 
"Barry  Reuterdahl". 
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PREFACE  TO  SCHEDULE  2 A 

The  following  schedule  was  compiled  from  existing  records, 
documents  and  other  supporting  data.   It  reflects  warrants 
payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  and  certain  refund  deposits 
with  the  State  Treasurer  which  give  the  appearance  of  being 
refunds  of  the  stated  warrants.  While  they  denote  this 
characteristic,  in  effect,  the  related  transactions  are 
merely  a  series  of  warrant  substitutions. 

The  footnotes  following  this  schedule,  also  detailed  by 
corresponding  item  numbers,  provide  additional  information 
and  explanation  in  regard  to  the  items  set  forth  on 
Schedule  2A.

6.  Object  Code  Charged  -  0201  -  Accounting  Division  salaries,  0215  -  Accounting 
Division  contracted  services,  0301  -  Architecture  and  Engineering  Division 
salaries,  0302  -  Architecture  and  Engineering  Division  employees  benefits, 
0415  -  General  Services  Division  contracted  services  -  as  per  coding  schedule 
in  the  "State  of  Montana  Accounting  Manual". 

7.  Date  of  Redeposit  -   The  date  reflected  on  the  State  Treasurer's  official 
receipt  or  corresponding  temporary  deposit  slip.

The  notation  "none"  indicates  that  an 
identifying  warrant  or  check  number  is  not  present  on  the  deposit  slip. 

13.  Warrant  No.  Dept.  Copy  Temp.  Deposit  Slip  -  The  warrant  number  listed  on  the 
Department  of  Administration's  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip.   The 
warrant  number  reflected  on  this  deposit  slip  should  be  exactly  the  same  as 
that  of  the  Treasurer's  copy  (Column  12)  in  that  it  is  a  duplicate  copy.   This 
copy  is  stamped  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  when  the  deposit  is  made  and  then 
filed  in  the  Department  of  Administration.   In  the  Department's  files,  these 
deposit  slips  were  generally  attached  to  the  original  copies  of  Treasurer's 
receipts.   The  notation  "missing"  indicates  that  both  the  Department  of 
Administration's  copy  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt  and  the  corresponding  temporary 
deposit  slip  are  missing  from  the  Department's  files.

The  number  of  the  warrant  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  is  noted  as  being  the 
same  as  that  listed  on  the  temporary  deposit  slip  attached  to  the  Department 
of  Administration's  copy  of  Treasurer's  Receipt  5539,  while  the  warrant  number 
listed  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  of  the  same  temporary  deposit  slip  is  different. 
The  number  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  is  that  of  a  warrant  issued  by  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  to  the  Department  for  utilities  services. 
The  amount  of  this  warrant,  630254,  is  $397.63,  which  was  split  on  two 
Treasurer's  Receipts  -  the  receipt  noted  on  Schedule  2  as  a  refund  to  object 
code  0201  (Accounting  Division  salaries)  for  $250.00,  and  Receipt  5540  which 
is  a  refund  to  object  code  0415  -  General  Services  Division  -  contracted 
services  -  for  $147.63,  totalling  $397.63.   Neither  Treasurer's  Receipt  re- 
flected the  refund  to  the  proper  object  code  -  0413,  General  Services  Division 
utilities . 

The  temporary  deposit  slips  appear  to  be  duplicates  and  identical  in  every 
respect  except  for  the  warrant  numbers.   The  warrant  number  reflected  on  the 
Department's  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  visibly  appears  as  typewritten 
over  an  erasure.   Therefore,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  Barry  Reuterdahl  s 
warrant  number,  by  appearance  on  the  deposit  slip,  was  intended  to  imply  that 
the  warrant  had  been  redeposited  to  the  credit  of  the  State. 

This  refund  deposit  could  relate  to  two  $450.00  warrants  issued  just  prior  to 
this  deposit  and  charged  to  object  code  0201  (Accounting  Division  salaries). 
One  warrant  (669411)  was  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  as  noted  in  this  schedule; 
the  other  (660996)  was  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  as  reflected  on  a  separate 
schedule.   However,  the  corresponding  deposit  of  $900.00  was  actually  a 
warrant  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  janitor  and  electric  services  but 
credited  to  object  code  0201,  which  has  no  relation  to  janitor  or  electric 
services.   Therefore,  this  establishes  a  relationship,  by  similarity  of 
amount  and  object  code  charged,  between  the  warrants  issued  to  the  Reuterdahls 
and  the  $900.00  refund  deposit. 

A  deposit  was  made  on  June  10,  1965,  and  reflected  on  separate  Treasurer's 
Receipts  as  follows:

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From  the  foregoing  information  it  can  be  assumed  that  warrants  comprising 
the  two  deposits  should  have  been  almost  entirely  credited  to  object  code 
0413  (utilities),  with  the  remainder  to  object  code  0215  (contracted  services 
for  machine  rental).   Therefore,  it  is  also  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
$750.00  credited  to  object  code  0215,  which  this  Item  for  $250.00  is  a  part 
of,  had  no  relation  to  the  warrants  comprising  the  deposit;  thus,  this 
procedure  seems  intended  to  indicate  that  the  warrant  issued  to  Barry 
Reuterdahl  had  been  redeposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  as  a  refund.   (See 
also  Item  12  in  this  Schedule  and  Items  2  and  3  on  Schedule  2  of  Margie 
Reuterdahl' s  schedules). 

11.  This  refund  deposit,  Treasurer's  Receipt  6517,  could  relate  to  Warrant  677011 
issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl.   While  there  is  no  warrant  number  listed  on  the 
Treasurer's  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip,  the  refund  would  coincide 
with  a  billing  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  April,  May  and  June,  janitor  and 
electric  services,  and  subsequent  payment,  Warrant  681448  -  dated  June  14, 
1965,  $450.00,  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Administration. 

The  Department's  "Record  of  Refunds"  also  indicates  that  this  deposit  was  a 
payment  received  from  the  Board  of  Health.   It  is  noted  that  the  deposit  was 
credited  entirely  as  a  refund  to  object  code  0215  (Accounting  Division  con- 
tracted services),  when  it  should  have  been  credited  in  part  to  0413  (General 
Services  utilities),  and  0415  (General  Services  contracted  services).   It  is, 
therefore,  reasonable  to  assume  that  deposit  was  intended  to  appear  as  a 
refund  of  Barry  Reuterdahl 's  warrant  and  also  provide  an  offset  to  the  object 
code  his  warrant  was  originally  charged. 

12.  This  warrant  payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  and  the  apparent  refund  deposit  is 
part  of  that  reflected  in  Item  10  and  would  include  the  same  explanation. 

13.  This  refund  deposit  could  relate  to  Warrant  689767  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl 
for  the  same  amount,  a  figure  which  has  not  been  commonly  used.   The  object 
codes  charged  and  refunded  are  identical.   The  date  of  warrant  issuance  is 
noted  as  being  one  day  after  the  deposit. 

While  there  are  no  warrant  numbers  reflected  on  the  Treasurer's  copy  of 
temporary  deposit  slip  6575,  Warrant  679737  from  the  Highway  Commission  for 
$202.83  (dated  June  1965),  and  Warrant  758394  from  the  Governor's  Mansion,  $70.67 
(dated  April  1965)  equalling  $273.50,  appear  to  make  up  this  deposit.   These 
warrants  were  payable  to  the  Department  of  Administration  for  utilities  (object 
code  0413).   The  deposit,  however,  is  a  refund  to  object  code  0215  (Accounting 
Division  contracted  services). 

14.  This  refund  deposit  could  relate  to  Warrant  702095  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl 
on  the  same  day.   The  warrant  was  charged  to  object  code  0301  (Division  of 
Architecture  and  Engineering  salaries)  and  the  deposit  was  credited  to  object 
code  0301.   The  original  copy  of  the  temporary  deposit  slip  for  Treasurer's 
Receipt  6805  reflects  the  following  listing  of  State  warrants:

These  warrants  were  all  payable  to  the  Department  of  Administration  as  refunds 
for  three  unrelated  services.   Properly,  the  refunds  should  have  been  credited 
to  object  codes  0301,0302,  0411  and  0413.   Therefore,  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  this  deposit  in  part  was  intended  to  appear  as  a  refund  of  Barry 
Reuterdahl' s  warrant,  and  also  provide  an  offset  to  the  object  code  his  warrant 
was  originally  charged.

These  warrants  were  all  payable  to  the  Department  of  Administration  for 
utilities  services  and  would  properly  have  been  refunded  to  object  code  0413. 
As  reflected  on  the  Treasurer's  Receipt,  it  is  noted  that  only  $33.12  of  this 
deposit  was  credited  to  object  code  0413,  with  the  remaining  $250.00  being 
credited  object  code  0415  -  the  same  coding  which  Barry  Reuterdahl 's  warrant 
was  charged.    Therefore,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  deposit  was 
intended  to  appear  as  a  refund  of  Barry  Reuterdahl 's  warrant  and  also  provide 
an  offset  to  the  object  code  his  warrant  was  originally  charged. 

As  a  conclusion  to  the  items  set  forth  on  Schedule  2  and  the  subsequent  explanations, 
as  listed  in  the  footnotes,  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  intention  of  these  pro- 
cedures was: 

1.  To  give  the  appearance  that  warrants  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  were  being 
redeposited  to  State  funds. 

In  one  instance,  this  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  presence  of  different  warrant 
numbers  on  the  original  and  duplicate  copies  of  temporary  deposit  slips  for  a 
single  deposit.   In  other  instances,  it  is  only  suggested  by  virtue  of  the 
similar  object  codes,  amounts  and  dates  of  warrants  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl 
as  compared  to  object  codes,  amounts  and  dates  of  certain  refund  deposits. 

2.  To  replenish  the  object  codes  which  warrants  payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  were 
generally  charged. 

The  object  codes  charged  for  his  warrants  were  0201,  0215,  0301  and  0415.  As 
can  be  concluded  from  Schedule  2,  refund  deposits  which  generally  consisted  of 
warrants  payable  for  utilities  services  -  but  erroneously  coded  to  coincide 
with  the  coding  on  Barry  Reuterdahl 's  warrants,  nearly  offset  the  warrants 
issued  to  him.

This  schedule  consists  of  information  presented  on  Schedules  2  of  both  Barry  and  Margie  Reuterdahl,  and  compiled  in  such  a  manner  as  to  support 
observations  presented  in  the  footnotes  and  general  comments. 

The  presentation  on  this  schedule  reflects  warrants  payable  to  Barry  and  Margie  Reuterdahl  during  the  final  three-month  period  of  the  1964-1965 
fiscal  year,  and  the  corresponding  object  codes  charged.   In  addition,  refund  deposits  of  warrants  issued  to  the  Department  of  Administration, 
during  the  same  period,  are  reflected  as  credits  to  corresponding  object  codes  and  identified  by  brackets.   The  intention  here  is  to  reflect 
the  net  result  of  charges  and  refunds  for  this  period. 

While  this  schedule  has  minor  significance  in  relation  to  data  presented  on  other  schedules,  it  does  indicate  that  during  a  given  period  of  time 
certain  refunds  nearly  offset  the  combined  warrant  payments  to  Barry  and  Margie  Reuterdahl.   Of  the  $3,343.50  of  warrants  payable  to  them  during 
this  period,  it  can  be  noted  that  only  one  warrant  ($220.00)  is  not  offset  by  a  refund  credit  to  its  corresponding  object  code  -  0215.   This 
further  supports  the  theory,  as  presented  in  footnotes  to  Schedules  2,  that  it  is  evident  efforts  were  being  made  to  cause  the  warrants  payable 
to  Margie  and  Barry  Reuterdahl  to  appear  as  being  redeposited  to  State  funds,  and  also  to  provide  an  offsetting  factor  in  regard  to  the  object 
codes  charged  and  credited  by  refund.

Footnotes : 

A  master  file  of  duplicate  claims  submitted  to  every  State  Agency  is  maintained  by 
the  Accounting  Division  of  the  Department  of  Administration.   In  addition,  the 
Accounting  Division  maintains  a  separate  file  of  duplicate  claims  pertaining  to 
the  Department's  specific  operation.   The  original  of  every  claim  submitted  to  any 
State  Agency  is  filed  in  the  State  Auditor's  office. 

Subsequent  to  the  initial  findings  of  this  examination  a  review  was  made  of  every 
claim  submitted,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  examination,  to  the  Department 
of  Administration.   From  this  review,  certain  claims  were  found  to  be  missing 
from  both  the  master  and  office  files,  which  were  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Edmund  Reuterdahl,  the  Division  Accountant.   Therefore,  a  cross  check  was  made 
with  the  original  copies  of  these  same  claims  on  file  in  the  State  Auditor  s 
office.  As  a  result,  it  was  determined  that  the  claims  missing  from  the  Department's 
Accounting  Division  files  are  payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl. 

This  schedule  reflects  each  claim  payable  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  and  its  status  -- 
whether  on  file  or  missing  from  the  Department's  master  and  office  files.   Of  the 
nineteen  claims,  it  is  noted  that  only  seven  are  actually  in  the  files. 

Each  claim  listed  by  item  number  in  this  schedule  relates  to  claims  and  other 
supporting  data  contained  in  corresponding  item  numbers  reflected  in  Schedules 
1  and  2 . 
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SCOPE: 

This  examination  covers  a  period  from  July  1,  1963,  through  May  26,  1967.   It  entails 
a  review  of  existing  records,  documents  and  supporting  documentation  regarding  the 
Department  of  Administration  and  its  subsidiary  Divisions,  all  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Controller.   The  examination  is  concentrated  on  the  operation  of  the 
Division  of  Accounting,  which  was  administered  throughout  this  period  by  Edmund  A. 
Reuterdahl,  whose  title  was  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounting. 

The  extent  of  this  examination  or  review  in  regard  to  other  Divisions  of  the  Department 
of  Administration  consisting  of  Administration,  Purchasing,  Architecture  &  Engineering 
and  General  Services,  was  limited  only  to  their  tie-in  or  relation  to  the  Accounting 
Division.   Generally,  this  tie-in  or  relation  was  that  of  the  maintenance  of  financial 
records  by  Accounting  for  the  other  Divisions.   No  attempt  was  made  to  singularly 
review,  analyze  or  report  on  these  other  Divisions. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  which  led  to  this  examination,  an  intensive  and  extensive 
review  was  made  of  the  Accounting  Division's  operation.   While  every  effort  was  made 
to  examine  all  transactions  throughout  this  period,  missing  records  and  documents, 
inadequate  records,  the  lack  of  adequate  explanations  and  the  inability  to  confer  with 
the  Division  Accountant,  in  regard  to  these  transactions,  made  this  review  difficult 
and  at  times  impossible. 

A  concentrated  review  of  the  records  was  not  extended  prior  to  July  1,  1963,  because 
of  the  limited  availability  of  records.   However,  original  copies  of  claims  on  file 
in  the  State  Auditor's  files  were  reviewed  prior  to  this  time.   The  procedures  and 
transactions  questioned  generally  occurred  after  March,  1965;  therefore,  it  is 
reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  period  covered  by  this  examination,  for  all  intentions 
or  purposes,  is  adequate. 

This  report  is  not  in  the  generally  presented  form  of  a  financial  reporting  of  the 
overall  operation  of  the  Department  of  Administration.   While  financial  transactions 
of  record  were  reviewed  as  a  result  of  this  examination,  that  presentation  was 
secondary  to  the  more  serious  purpose  necessitating  this  examination.   This  will, 
therefore,  be  a  special  report  which  presents  specific  information  regarding  question- 
able transactions. 

A  separation  between  questioned  items  relating  to  Edmund  and  Margie  Reuterdahl  and 
those  directly  relating  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  is  Indicated  by  schedule  designation. 
Schedules  with  an  "A"  following  the  schedule  number  are  those  more  pertinent  to  Barry 
Reuterdahl.   In  order  to  provide  clarity  and  avoid  unnecessary  confusion,  such 
separation  was  deemed  necessary. 

INTRODUCTION: 

While  completing  an  examination  of  a  State  Agency  only  remotely  related  to  the 
Department  of  Administration,  it  was  necessary  to  review  the  original  copies  of  claims 
submitted  to  the  Agency  being  examined.   This  review  was  completed  in  the  State  Auditor's 
office  where  the  original  copies  of  all  claims  submitted  to  State  Agencies  are  filed. 
As  the  result  of  similar  expenditure  coding,  claims  pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Administration  operation  were  filed  in  the  same  file  drawer  as  those  of  the  Agency 
being  examined.   Consequently,  this  review  initially  revealed  a  claim  signed  "Margie 
Reuterdahl"  and  approved  "E.  A.  Reuterdahl". 

Because  of  the  questionable  propriety  of  supervisors  approving  relatives  claims,  this 
claim  was  the  basis  for  further  detailed  review  of  Department  of  Administration  claims 
on  file  in  both  the  State  Auditor's  office  and  the  Accounting  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Administration.   The  more  detailed  review  revealed  numerous  claims  of  this  nature. 
(Schedules  1  and  LA  of  this  report  provide  a  complete  listing  of  such  claims.) 

As  the  result  of  these  findings,  Ralph  Kenyon,  State  Controller,  who  was  Edmund 
Reuterdahl' s  supervisor,  was  queried  for  an  explanation  of  the  claims  and  procedure. 
Mr.  Kenyon  stated  that  he  was  unaware  that  Margie  Reuterdahl,  Edmund  Reuterdahl' s  wife, 
had  been  working  for  the  Department  or  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  had  been  approving  her 
claims  for  the  stated  services. 
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At  this  point,  Edmund  Reuterdahl  was  summoned  and  in  the  presence  of  Albert  Leuthold, 
State  Examiner,  Ralph  Kenyon,  State  Controller,  and  myself,  William  D.  Kuney,  Deputy 
State  Examiner,  was  asked  for  an  explanation  of  these  claims.   His  reply,  as  witnessed 
by  those  present,  indicated  that  his  wife  had  done  work  at  home  such  as  typing  reports 
and  assisting  him  in  compiling  and  maintaining  certain  reports  relative  to  the  opera- 
tion and  financial  reporting  of  the  Accounting  Division.   He  stated  that  his  workload 
required  him  to  often  stay  in  the  office  after  5  P.M.  and  also  to  take  work  home  in 
order  to  complete  all  that  was  required  of  him. 

When  asked  why  he  had  not  consulted  with  his  supervisor,  Ralph  Kenyon,  in  regard  to 
Mrs.  Reuterdahl' s  employment,  his  reply  was  that  he  knew  that  Mr.  Kenyon  would  not 
have  approved  such  a  practice;  however,  by  doing  this  he  was  able  to  complete  the 
work  required  of  him. 

Mr.  Reuterdahl  further  stated  that  although  his  wife  had  worked  for  him  and  had  re- 
ceived these  payments,  that  she  felt  they  should  not  keep  the  money  and,  therefore, ^ 
it  was  redeposited  to  State  funds.   He  stated  that  he  could  produce  State  Treasurer  s 
Receipts  which  would  substantiate  refunds  of  all  the  payments  by  warrant  to  his  wife. 
(Schedules  2,  2A  and  3  provide  additional  information  in  regard  to  refund  deposits.) 

When  asked  why,  when  they  felt  it  was  wrong  to  keep  the  money,  did  he  repeatedly 
follow  this  same  procedure  of  submitting  a  claim,  receiving  a  warrant  and  redepositmg 
the  money,  his  reply,  as  noted  previously,  was  somewhat  vague  and  only^reiterated 
that  they  thought  it  was  wrong  and  that  he  could  produce  the  Treasurer's  Receipts 
which  would  prove  that  the  money  had  all  been  redeposited. 

When  informed  that  because  of  these  unusual  procedures,  the  Attorney  General  would  be 
notified  and  if  there  was  loss  to  the  State  of  Montana  that  the  bonding  company  would 
be  notified,  Mr.  Reuterdahl  indicated  that   this  was  of  little  concern  to  him  since 
there  was  no  loss  to  the  State,  which  he  could  prove. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  Leuthold  suggested  that  Mr.  Kenyon  and  I  accompany  Mr.  Reuterdahl 
to  his  office  where  he  would  provide  the  State  Treasurer's  Receipts  in  question.   Mr. 
Reuterdahl  was  able  to  provide  only  a  few  of  the  Treasurer's  Receipts,  which  on  the 
surface  appeared  to  be  redeposits,  by  virtue  of  similar  amounts,  of  his  wife,  Margie 
Reuterdahl' s  warrants.   Not  being  completely  convinced  or  satisfied  that  these  pro- 
vided adequate  explanations,  Mr.  Kenyon  and  I  returned  for  further  discussion  with 
Mr.  Leuthold. 

At  that  point,  it  was  decided  to  contact  the  Attorney  General.   Mr.  Alfred  Coate, 
Assistant  Attorney  General,  representing  the  Attorney  General,  appeared  and  was  in- 
formed of  the  circumstances  and  all  known  details  at  that  time.   He  advised  that  Mr. 
Reuterdahl  be  given  a  temporary  vacation  until  a  thorough  examination  could  reveal 
the  complete  facts  surrounding  the  situation. 

Governor  Babcock  was  contacted  at  that  time  and  informed  of  the  situation.   His  imme- 
diate reponse  was  that  of  encouraging  and  sanctioning  an  extensive  and  thorough 
examination  of  Mr.  Reuterdahl' s  records  and  office  operation,  for  the  purpose  of 
completely  resolving  whether  or  not  there  was  a  loss  to  the  State  and  a  breach  of 
conduct  by  a  State  employee. 

Facts,  observations,  explanations,  conclusions  and  recommendations  from  the  resulting 
examination  are  presented  in  the  following  comments.   The  first  section,  'Summaries 
of  Schedules  and  Footnotes  to  Schedules"  is  separated  according  to  those  schedules  re- 
lating to  Edmund  and  Margie  Reuterdahl  and  those  relating  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  and  so 
designated  as  noted  in  the  "Scope". 
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SUMMARIES  OF  SCHEDULES  AND  FOOTNOTES  TO  SCHEDULES 
Sr.hedule  1  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  1  indicate: 

1.  Numerous  claims  apparently  submitted  by  Margie  Reuterdahl  for  services  which  are 
vague  by  lack  of  adequate  itemization  on  the  claim,  or  by  supporting  documentation 
by  presence  of  time  sheet  information  indicating  the  hours,  days,  weeks  or  months 
worked. 

2.  Approval  of  such  claims  and  expenditures  by  Edmund  A.  Reuterdahl,  Division 
Accountant  and  Supervisor,  who  was  Margie  Reuterdahl' s  husband. 

This  procedure  of  a  husband  authorizing  his  wife's  employment,  either  as  a  salary 
or  contracted  service  item,  without  the  knowledge  of  his  superior,  and  the  approv- 
ing of  subsequent  claims  for  services  of  a  dubious  nature  is  highly  irregular 
and  contrary  to  the  generally-embraced  State  policies  regarding  employment  of 
personnel.   It  can  be  concluded  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  acted  beyond  his  authority 
in  this  respect o 

3„   The  procedure  of  entering  in  the  Department's  permanent  record  of  "Claims  and 
Warrants  Issued"  numerous  claims  which  were  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl,  but 
entered  in  the  claims  register  as  another  name  -  generally  that  of  a  business 
firm.   Also,  the  procedure  of  altering  entries  in  this  register  at  a  later  date 
so  they  would  appear,  not  as  payments  to  business  firms  as  originally  intended 
by  the  use  of  ditto  marks,  but  as  payments  to  Margie  Reuterdahl. 

Altering  and  falsifying  records  in  itself  is  a  serious  offense  constituting  a 
violation  of  Section  94-1501  (5)  and  (6),  R.C.M. ,  1947,  and  a  breach  of  accepted 
accounting  procedures.   Edmund  Reuterdahl  had  the  full  responsibility  of  main- 
taining these  records.  As  nearly  as  can  be  determined,  he  made  all  entries  in 
the  claims  register  or  journal. 

4.  Although  the  explanations  of  the  claims  implied  similar  services  performed,  the 
amounts  of  these  claims  varied  from  $200.00  to  $450.00.   The  lack  of  unit 
itemization  made  it  impossible  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  amount  was  by  any 
means  equitable  to  the  purported  service. 

5.  Six  warrants  were  endorsed  "Margie  Reuterdahl"  and  negotiated  at  the  Union  Bank. 
Others  with  no  signature  endorsement  but  with  a  special  bank  endorsement  stamp, 
indicated  that  they  were  deposited  to  a  bank  account. 

Although  Mr.  Reuterdahl  stated  that  all  warrants  issued  to  his  wife  had  been 
redeposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  and  that  the  State  had  suffered  no  loss, 
it  can  be  determined  that  not  one  of  Margie  Reuterdahl 's  warrants  had  been  re- 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer,  but  that  actually  all  were  negotiated  with  a 
bank.   (See  Schedule  2  for  further  detail.) 

6.  No  conclusion  is  being  made  by  this  examiner  as  to  whether  or  not  the  signature 
"Margie  Reuterdahl"  appearing  on  both  the  claims  and  certain  warrants,  listed 
herein,  is  actually  Margie  Reuterdahl 's  signature. 

Schedule  2  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  2  indicate: 

1.  The  object  codes  these  warrants  were  charged  ranged  from  Accounting  Division  salaries 
and  contracted  services  to  General  Services  contracted  services.   This  poses  the 
question  of  why  the  services,  implied  to  be  the  same  on  all  such  claims  (see 
Schedule  1),  were  charged  as  Accounting  Division  salaries  on  the  first  two  warrants, 
Accounting  Division  contracted  services  on  the  third,  and,  beginning  a  new  biennium, 
to  General  Services  Division  contracted  services  on  the  remaining  twenty-two. 

2.  The  warrants  issued  to  Margie  Reuterdahl  and  the  implied  refunds  of  these  warrants 
reflect  the  same  object  coding  and  for  the  same  amounts.   In  that  most  payments 
received  by  the  Department  of  Administration  were  for  services  provided  under 

the  General  Services  classification,  it  can  be  concluded  that  for  purposes  of  using 
these  payments  to  imply  that  Margie  Reuterdahl 's  warrants  were  being  redeposited, 
it  would  have  been  less  obvious  to  use  warrants  which  normally  would  be  credited 
to  similar  object  codes.   This  would  be  the  General  Services  code  designation  04, 
to  which  most  of  Margie  Reuterdahl' s  warrants  were  charged. 
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While  the  element  of  coincidence  or  error  might  account  for  an  occasional  mis- 
coding of  these  refunds,  it  is  improbable  that  as  many  would  accidently  be  mis- 
coded.  Therefore,  it  can  only  be  concluded,  as  noted  in  the  footnotes  to 
Schedule  2,  that  the  purpose  was  a  twofold  attempt  to  divert  attention  from  an 
oversized  contracted  service  expenditure  and  provide  a  logical  explanation  if 
any  of  Margie  Reuterdahl's  claims  or  warrants  were  ever  questioned. 

3.   The  presence  of  different  warrant  numbers  on  duplicate  copies  of  temporary 

deposit  slips,  which  accompanied  deposits  to  the  State  Treasurer,  would  appear 
to  indicate  an  attempt  by  Edmund  Reuterdahl  to  falsify  the  records.   As  these 
deposit  slips  are  of  a  temporary  and  not  of  an  official  nature,  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Reuterdahl  would  attempt  to  alter  them  lends  further  support  to  this 
conclusion. 

In  that  certain  temporary  deposit  slips  were  missing  from  the  Accounting  Division's 
files  and  certain  copies  on  file  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  had  no  warrant 
numbers  listed,  this  in  itself  would  appear  to  be  a  questionable  departure  from 
the  established  procedure. 

Schedule  3  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  3  indicate: 

1.  Edmund  Reuterdahl  purchased  four  items  which  by  their  nature,  and  the  implied 
refunds  in  his  name,  appeared  to  be  for  personal  use.   The  fifth  item,  which 
had  no  implied  refund,  by  virtue  of  its  unaccountability,  also  appears  to  be 
a  personal  purchase. 

2.  The  patterns  established  in  this  schedule  closely  resemble  those  reflected  in 
Schedules  1  and  2.   Provided  Mr.  Reuterdahl  had  actually  made  personal  refunds 
for  the  items  purchased,  the  practice  of  purchasing  items  through  the  State 
purchasing  system  for  personal  use  would  in  itself  constitute  an  irregularity. 

The  purchasing  of  items  for  personal  use  whether  refunded  or  not,  to  the  know- 
ledge of  this  examiner,  is  not  a  practice  permissible  for  employees  of  State 
Agencies.   Therefore,  since  Ralph  Kenyon,  State  Controller,  had  not  authorized 
this  practice,  Mr.  Reuterdahl  apparently  took  it  upon  himself  to  make  these 
personal  purchases. 

Schedule  4  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  4  indicate: 

1.  Edmund  Reuterdahl  received  $140.00  for  serving  on  jury  duty  in  1964. 

2.  Existing  records  and  supporting  documentation  reveal  that  certain  deposits  with 
the  State  Treasurer  were  intended  to  appear  as  refunds  of  jury  payments  when 
actually  the  warrants  making  up  these  deposits  were  from  other  State  Agencies 
for  utilities  payments „ 

3.  Edmund  Reuterdahl  apparently  intended  to  have  documents  available,  if  questioned, 
to  indicate  that  he  had  deposited  his  jury  payments  as  refunds  to  the  State.   As 
is  the  pattern  reflected  in  Schedules  1,  2  and  3,  he  was  merely  substituting 
State  warrants  for  his  own  money  and  falsifying  temporary  deposit  slips. 

4o   There  was  apparently  an  unwritten  Department  policy  requiring  the  refund  of  money 
received  from  jury  duty  if  the  service  was  done  on  State  time.   Otherwise,  it  is 
doubtful  that  Mr.  Reuterdahl  would  have  bothered  with  this  questionable  procedure. 

5.   The  procedure  reflected  on  this  schedule  would  appear  to  be  the  forerunner  of 
the  system  and  procedures  of  offsetting  warrants  issued  to  his  wife  by  warrant 
substitutions  as  reflected  on  the  previous  schedules. 
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Schedule  5  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  5  indicate: 

1.  Certain  duplicate  claims  were  missing  from  the  Accounting  Division's  master 
and  office  claim  files. 

2.  In  almost  every  instance,  the  missing  claims  were  either  payable  to  Margie 
Reuterdahl  or  to  the  claimant  reflected  in  Schedule  4A. 

3.  The  element  of  coincidence  or  error  might  account  for  an  occasional  missing 

or  misfiled  claim,,   The  number  involved  here  is  beyond  coincidence  and  clearly 
indicates  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  did  not  want  his  wife's  claims  available  for 
review  or  examination. 

4.  Missing  or  misfiled  claims  of  an  accidental  nature  would  constitute  an 
irregularity  indicating  laxness  of  office  procedure  and  operation,  but  missing 
claims  of  a  deliberate  nature  would  appear  to  constitute  a  violation  of 
Section  94-1501  (6),  R.C.M.,  1947 . 


Schedule  1A  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  1A  indicate: 

1.  Numerous  claims  apparently  submitted  by  Barry  Reuterdahl  for  services  which  are 
vague  by  lack  of  adequate  itemization  on  the  claim  or  supporting  documentation 
by  presence  of  time  sheet  information  indicating  the  hours,  days,  weeks  or 
months  worked. 

2.  Approval  of  such  claim  and  expenditure  by  Edmund  A.  Reuterdahl,  Division 
Accountant  and  Supervisor,  who  was  Barry  Reuterdahl ' s  father. 

This  procedure  of  a  father  authorizing  his  son's  employment,  either  as  a  salary 
or  contracted  service  item,  without  the  knowledge  of  his  superior,  and  the 
approving  of  subsequent  claims  for  services  of  a  dubious  nature  is  highly 
irregular  and  contrary  to  the  generally- embraced  State  policies  regarding  employ- 
ment of  personnel,,   It  can  be  concluded  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  acted  beyond 
his  authority  in  this  respect- 

3.  Although  the  explanations  of  the  claims  implied  similar  services  performed,  the 
amounts  of  these  claims  varied  from  $200.00  to  $450.00.   The  lack  of  itemization 
made  it  impossible  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  amount  was  by  any  means 
equitable  to  the  purported  service. 

It  is  virtually  impossible  to  determine  the  amount  of  time  Barry  Reuterdahl 
actually  worked  for  the  State.   The  present  State  Controller,  Ralph  Kenyon, 
stated  he  was  aware  that  Barry  Reuterdahl  had  worked  at  various  times  in  the 
past  for  the  Division  of  Accounting,  however,  stated  that  he  did  not  specifically 
know  what  hours  or  days  he  had  worked.   In  his  opinion,  the  amount  expended  for 
this  purpose   in  the  final  three  month  period  of  the  1964-1965  fiscal  year 
greatly  exceeded  any  reasonable  estimate  of  value  received  for  services  performed. 
Mr.  Kenyon  also  stated  that  he  had  not  questioned  the  practice  of  Edmund  Reuterdahl 
hiring  his  son  for  occasional  work  since  it  was  an  existing  practice  when  he  took 
office.   The  comparable  work  of  transferring  claims  and  files  this  year,  which 
was  accomplished  by  Mr.  Kenyon  and  his  assistants,  took  approximately  one  man- 
hour  week. 

4.  No  conclusion  is  being  made  by  this  examiner  as  to  whether  or  not  the  signature 
"Barry  Reuterdahl"  appearing  on  both  the  claims  and  warrants  herein  is  actually 
Barry  Reuterdahl 's  signature. 

Schedule  2A  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  2A  indicate: 

1.   The  object  codes  these  warrants  were  charged  ranged  from  Accounting  Division 
salaries  and  contracted  services  to  Architecture  and  Engineering  salaries  to 
General  Services  Division  contracted  services.   This  poses  the  question  of  why 
the  services  implied  to  be  the  same  on  all  such  claims  (see  Schedule  1A)  were 
charged  to  different  object  codes. 
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2o   The  warrants  issued  to  Barry  Reuterdahl  and  the  implied  refunds  of  these  warrants 
reflect  the  same  object  coding  and  for  the  same  amounts. 

While  the  element  of  coincidence  or  error  might  account  for  an  occasional  mis- 
coding of  these  refunds,  it  is  hardly  probable  that  as  many  would  be  accidently 
miscoded.   Therefore,  it  can  only  be  concluded,  as  noted  in  the  footnotes  to 
Schedule  2A,  that  the  purpose  was  a  twofold  attempt  to  divert  attention  from 
an  oversized  contracted  service  expenditure  and  provide  a  logical  explanation 
if  any  of  Barry  Reuterdahl ' s  claims  or  warrants  were  ever  questioned. 

3.   The  presence  of  different  warrant  numbers  on  duplicate  copies  of  temporary  deposit 
slips,  which  accompanied  deposits  to  the  State  Treasurer,  would  appear  to  indicate 
an  attempt  by  Edmund  Reuterdahl  to  falsify  the  records.   As  these  deposit  slips 
are  of  a  temporary  and  not  of  an  official  nature,  the  fact  that  Mr.  Reuterdahl 
would  attempt  to  alter  them  lends  further  support  to  this  conclusion. 

In  that  certain  temporary  deposit  slips  were  missing  from  the  Accounting  Division's 
files  and  certain  copies  on  file  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  had  no  warrant 
numbers  listed,  this  in  itself  would  appear  to  be  a  questionable  departure  from 
the  established  procedure. 

Schedule  3A  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  3A  -indicate: 

1.   That  certain  refund  deposits,  by  virtue  of  the  object  codes  credited,  nearly 

offset  warrants,  corresponding  by  date,  amount  and  object  code,  issued  to  Margie 
and  Barry  Reuterdahl. 

Excluding  the  doubtful  elements  of  coincidence  and  error,  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  this  procedure  was  intentional  and  for  a  questionable  purpose. 

Schedule  4A  and  Footnotes  to  Schedule  4A  indicate : 

1.  Certain  duplicate  claims  were  missing  from  the  Accounting  Division's  master 
and  office  claim  files. 

2.  In  almost  every  instance,  the  missing  claims  were  either  payable  to  Barry 
Reuterdahl  or  to  the  claimant  reflected  in  Schedule  5. 

3.  The  element  of  coincidence  or  error  might  account  for  an  occasional  missing  or 
misfiled  claim.   The  number  involved  here  is  beyond  coincidence  and  clearly 
indicates  that  Edmund  Reuterdahl  did  not  want  his  son's  claims  available  for 
review  or  examination. 

4.  Missing  or  misfiled  claims  of  an  accidental  nature  would  constitute  an  irregularity 
indicating  laxness  of  office  procedure  and  operation,  but  missing  claims  of  a 
deliberate  nature  would  appear  to  constitute  a  violation  of  Section  94-1501  (6), 
R.C.M..  1947. 


GENERAL  SUMMARIES 

In  addition  to  the  items  related  on  the  foregoing  schedules,  it  is  noted: 

1.   From  a  review  of  the  State  Auditor's  outstanding  warrant  listings  of  warrants 
issued  to  various  Divisions  of  the  Department  of  Administration,  and  warrants 
listed  on  temporary  deposit  slips,  the  dates  these  warrants  were  issued  and 
the  dates  they  were  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  were  sometimes  over  six 
months  apart. 

If  not  a  violation  of  State  law,  this  constitutes  an  extreme  irregularity  and 
laxness  on  the  part  of  Edmund  Reuterdahl,  who  was  entrusted  with  the  transfer 
of  State  moneys. 

This  delayed  depositing  procedure  appeared  to  provide  an  accumulation  of  warrants 
from  other  State  Agencies  which  might  singularly  or  by  combination  equal  the 
amounts  of  warrants  payable  to  Margie  Reuterdahl,  for  the  purposes  related  in 
Schedule  2. 
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2.  Two  of  Margie  Reuterdahl's  warrants  were  charged  as  salaries  and  wages,  however, 
no  federal  or  state  withholdings  were  deducted  from  her  pay. 

3,  Entries  in  the  books  of  record  did  not  at  times  reflect  the  same  information  as 
the  supporting  documents.   Instances  of  this  were  refunds  being  credited  to  one 
object  code  on  the  Treasurer's  Receipt  and  another  object  code  in  the  Accounting 
Division's  claims  and  warrants  register  (journal). 

This  either  indicates  carelessness  or  an  intended  purpose  of  providing  misleading 
information  which  would  confuse  the  records  and  financial  reporting- 

4„   Certain  records  which  could  have  been  useful  in  the  completion  of  this  examination 
were  unavailable  for  review.   Specifically,  the  permanent  "Claims  and  Warrants 
Issued"  registers  or  journals  prior  to  July  1,  1964,  were  missing.  Whether 
destroyed  or  merely  misplaced,  these  public  records  should  be  available  at  all 
times  for  review  and  remain  as  a  permanent  and  historic  recording  of  the  Accounting 
Division.   These  records  were  entrusted  to  and  a  responsibility  of  Edmund  Reuterdahl. 

5.   Mr.  Edmund  Reuterdahl  was  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounting  in  the 
Department  of  Administration.   This  Division  is  one  of  four  making  up  the 
Department  of  Administration  under  the  supervision  of  Ralph  Kenyon,  State  Controller, 
The  responsibilities  and  authority  of  Mr.  Reuterdahl's  position,  whether  vested 
in  him  by  Legislative  implication,  a  previous  Controller,  the  present  Controller, 
or  authority  of  himself,  appeared  to  include  the  following: 


a. 


Assisting  the  State  Controller  to  establish  policies  and  procedures  for  the 
financial  operation  of  all  State  Agencies. 

b.  Supervising  the  financial  operation  of  all  State  Agencies  in  order  to  insure 
compliance  with  established  policies  and  procedures. 

c.  Establishing  appropriation  numbers  to  properly  account  for  the  expenditure  of 
funds  authorized  State  Agencies  by  the  Legislature. 

d.  Supervising  the  final  audit  of  all  claims  submitted  to  State  Agencies. 

e.  Supervising  the  financial  transactions  affecting  funds  and  appropriations  of 
every  State  Agency  and  the  reporting  of  these  transactions  and  balances 
through  the  monthly  "Controller's  Reports". 

f.  Supervising  approximately  ten  employees,  although  not  having  the  authority 
of  hiring  or  terminating  employment. 

g.  Maintaining  the  various  permanent  records  pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Administration  operation,  such  as  the  claims  and  warrants  register,  appro- 
priations register,  record  of  refunds,  record  of  income,  Treasurer's  receipts, 
accounts  receivable,  etc. 

h.  Auditing  and  approving  claims  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  his  own  and  the 
other  three  Divisions  of  the  Department  of  Administration. 

i.   Receiving  all  moneys  for  the  services  provided  other  State  Agencies  by  the 

Department  of  Administration,  which  includes  space  rentals,  telephone  services, 
PBX  services,  gas  and  electric  services,  janitor  services,  IBM  services, 
project  engineer  services,  public  employees  blanket  bond  premium,  for 
miscellaneous  sales,  etc.   The  Department  of  Administration  provides  a  medium 
of  central  billing  and  collecting  for  these  services  for  reasons  of  economy, 
control  and  uniformity.   These  services  involve  a  substantial  sum  of  money, 
all  of  which  is  channeled  through  the  Accounting  Division. 

j.   Depositing  to  the  State  Treasurer  all  moneys  collected. 

k.   Recording  all  collections  in  the  Department's  permanent  records. 

1.   Completing  any  financial  reporting  pertinent  to  the  Department  of  Administration's 
own  financial  operations. 
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From  this  listing  of  duties  and  responsibilities,  it  can  be  seen  that  Mr. 
Reuterdahl  had  a  wide  area  of  authority  and  control.   It  is,  therefore 
perceivable  that  Mr.  Reuterdahl,  with  his  many  years  of  experience  in  State 
affairs,  his  experience  in  different  positions  in  the  financial  framework 
of  the  State  and  his  probable  knowledge  of  every  facet  of  the  State  s 
financial  structure,  had  not  only  the  tools  but  the  opportunity  to  conceive 
a  plan  such  as  indicated  in  this  report. 

Also  by  this  summary  it  can  be  seen  that  internal  control,  which  is  intended 
as  a'preventative  of  self-servicing,  was  inadequate  in  the  Accounting  Division. 
This,  coupled  with  limited  external  review,  therefore,  provided  opportunities 
for  such  self-servicing. 

CONCLUSION 

From  the  foregoing  schedules,  footnotes  and  summaries,  it  is  concluded  by  this 
examiner  that  there  has  definitely  been  a  loss  to  the  State  of  Montana  through  the 
actions  of  Edmund  Reuterdahl,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounting,  a  subsidiary 
of  the  Department  of  Administration.   Although  the  degrees  of  intention,  coincidence 
or  carelessness  on  Mr.  Reuterdahl" s  part  in  regard  to  these  actions  can  only  be 
surmised  at  this  time,  these  schedules  and  explanations  clearly  indicate  the  existence 
of  a  defalcation.   The  following  summary  recapitulates  the  amounts  involved  and  is 
separated  according  to  that  portion  which  is  and  is  not  within  the  period  covered  by 
the  State  of  Montana  Public  Employees  Blanket  Bond,  effective  October  1,  1965,  and 
subject  to  the  Surety's  final  determination:

Every  effort  should  be  made  by  the  State  of  Montana  to  recover  the  loss. 

By  testimony  voluntarily  given  on  September  12,  1967,  in  the  presence  of  his  attorney, 
Leo  J.  Kottas,  Alfred  B.  Coate,  Assistant  Attorney  General,  Albert  E.  Leuthold,  State 
Examiner,  and  myself,  William  D.  Kuney,  Deputy  State  Examiner,  Barry  Reuterdahl  stated 
that  he  had  not  received  or  benefited  from  all  the  claims  and  warrants  filed  or  issued 
in  his  name  as  reflected  on  Schedule  1A  -  pages  27  and  28  of  this  report.   He  further 
stated  that  many  of  the  signatures  or  endorsements  on  these  claims  and  warrants  were 
not  his  handwriting,  which  included  those  in  Items  4,  5,  7,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14  and 
16  on  Schedule  1A,  amounting  to  $3,073.50.   Of  the  $5,143.50  reflected  on  Schedule  1A, 
Barry  Reuterdahl  stated  that  he  had  earned  and  received  warrants  amounting  to  $2,070.00 
during  the  period  covered  by  this  examination.   Therefore,  $3,073.50  is  included  in 
the  above  summary  as  a  loss  to  the  State  of  Montana  through  the  actions  of  Edmund 
Reuterdahl. 

Subject  to  the  availability  of  documents  and  records,  their  condition,  the  lack  of 
explanation  regarding  certain  transactions  by  the  principal  involved,  the  amount  stated 
above  would  then  constitute  the  entire  loss  to  the  State  of  Montana. 

The  findings  and  conclusions  reflected  in  this  report  are  further  supported  by  the 
voluntary  testimony  given  by  Margie  and  Edmund  Reuterdahl  on  June  10,  1967,  in  the 
office  of  the  Attorney  General.   The  testimony  was  given  in  the  presence  of  Alfred  B. 
Coate,  Assistant  Attorney  General,  Thomas  J.  Hanrahan,  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Attorney, 
and  Glen  E.  Mahoney,  Court  Reporter.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

There  appears  to  be  a  need  for  reorganization  of  certain  phases  of  the  Department 
of  Administration's  financial  operation  in  order  to  provide  greater  internal  con- 
trol and  a  deterrent  to  possible  self-servicing.   The  situation  and  elements  lead- 
ing to  this  situation,  as  previously  presented  in  this  report,  are  ample  justifi- 
cation for  this  need. 

1.  Division  of  responsibilities: 

As  previously  mentioned,  one  person  approved  all  claims,  eventually  received 
all  money,  deposited  all  money,  entered  all  transactions  in  the  permanent  records 
and  provided  any  financial  reporting.   Within  reasonable  limits,  the  above  duties 
should  be  divided  among  different  personnel.   The  greater  division  of  such  duties, 
by  virtue  of  the  number  of  people  involved,  would  lessen  the  possibility  of 
self-servicing  and  collusion. 

2.  Revision  of  existing  records: 

The  financial  records  used  by  the  Accounting  Division  were  somewhat  confusing 
and  in  instances  often  incomplete,  in  the  sense  that  without  supporting  docu- 
mentation it  was  virtually  impossible  to  understand  a  given  transaction.  While 
the  person  maintaining  these  records  could  in  all  probability  explain  them, 
they  should  be  in  such  form  and  completeness  so  as  to  be  easily  understandable 
to  anyone  who  examines  them.   Therefore,  it  is  suggested  that  the  form  of 
existing  records  be  revised  and  the  information  regarding  transactions  entered 
in  these  records  be  more  explicit. 

3.  Establishment  of  a  cash  book: 

Money,  generally  in  the  form  of  warrants  from  other  State  Agencies  for  services 
provided  these  agencies  by  the  various  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Administration, 
flowing  into  the  Accounting  Division  was  not  recorded  in  any  record  form  other 
than  possibly  a  temporary  deposit  slip.,  As  evidenced  previously  in  this  report, 
many  warrants  received  by  the  Division  of  Accounting  had  been  held  several  months 
before  being  deposited.   This  is  contrary  to  good  accounting  procedures  in  re- 
gard to  the  safeguard  of  public  moneys. 

Therefore,  the  establishment  of  a  form  of  cash  book  is  recommended.   Each  cash 
item  would  be  entered,  immediately  as  received,  in  this  record.   It  could 
include  such  information  as  the  date  received,  receipt  number  -  if  any,  source, 
whether  income  or  refund  of  expense,  fund  and/or  appropriation  credited,  if  a 
refund  -  object  code  refunded,  and  posting  reference  if  the  items  are  entered 
in  other  records.   In  addition,  the  Treasurer's  Receipt  number  could  be  included 
as  part  of  each  entry  in  the  cash  book,  or  an  alternative  of  reconciling  the 
total  cash  items  received  for  the  month  as  entered  in  the  cash  book,  with  the 
total  Treasurer's  Receipts  for  deposits  made  during  the  month.   Either  or  both 
alternatives  would  indicate,  for  purposes  of  audit  or  review,  whether  cash  re- 
ceived was  being  deposited  timely. 

4.  Make-up  of  deposit  slips: 

In  many  instances  the  temporary  deposit  slips  which  accompanied  deposits  to  the 
State  Treasurer  included  no  identification  such  as  warrant  or  check  number  and 
the  source  of  the  warrant  or  check. 

Although,  as  the  name  implies,  this  is  a  temporary  document,  it  should  include 
enough  information  to  provide  a  clear  audit  trail.   Therefore,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  temporary  deposit  slip  include  both  the  number  and  source  of  any 
warrant,  check  or  negotiable  document  included  in  the  deposit. 

5.  Official  cash  receipts: 

Sales  of  miscellaneous  items  such  as  flags,  used  furniture,  equipment,  building 
material,  etc.,  were  noted  throughout  the  period.   Usually  some  explanation 
was  given  on  the  records  indicating  what  the  sale  consisted  of.   Often  the 
proceeds  of  these  sales  have  been  in  currency  or  coin.   However,  only  recently 
was  a  form  of  receipt  used  for  these  miscellaneous  sales,  and  this  was  a  common 
type  receipt  available  in  stores.   It  is  recommended  that  an  official  form  of 
receipt  be  acquired  which  reflects  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Administration 
and  provides  a  prenumbered  sequence  of  receipt  numbers.   These  should  be  issued 
to  all  individuals  presenting  money  for  any  purpose  to  the  Department  of 
Administration.   The  receipt  number,  along  with  the  amount,  should  be  entered  in 
the  cash  book  previously  suggested. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  —  continued 

6 .  Itemization  on  Department  claims: 

From  the  extensive  review  of  claims  submitted  to  all  Divisions  of  the 
Department  of  Administration,  claims  which  had  insufficient  itemization  were 
frequently  noted.   Such  items  as  dates  of  service,  explanation  of  service  or 
product,  unit  price  or  rate,  etc.,  were  often  inconclusive.   Therefore,  it  is 
suggested  that  Department  policy  require  all  claims  to  reflect  adequate  unit 
itemization  to  fully  explain  the  transaction,  not  only  to  Department  per- 
sonnel but  to  outside  personnel  who  have  reason  to  review  these  claims. 

7.  Approval  of  Department  claims:  _ 

The  Division  Accountant  approved,  by  signature  in  ink,  all  claims  pertaining     ( 
to  any  Division  of  the  Department  of  Administration.   Also,  the  State  Controller  s 
approval  was  reflected  by  use  of  a  rubber  stamp  on  each  claim.   It  is  the  under- 
standing of  this  examiner  that  the  approval  stamp  had  been  applied  by  someone 
other  than  the  present  State  Controller. 

It  is  recommended  that  in  the  interest  of  expenditure  control,  the  final  review 
and  approval,  preferably  by  signature  in  ink,  rest  with  the  State  Controller. 
If  this  is  not  feasible  because  of  work  load,  then  at  least  periodic  reviews 
of  selected  claims  should  be  made  by  the  Controller  to  determine  if  compliance 
with  established  claim  policies  is  evident.   If  someone  other  than  the  Controller 
approves  these  claims,  this  employee  should  have  no  interest  in  making  any  entries 
or  maintaining  any  records  relating  to  such  claims. 

The  Department  of  Administration  consists  of  four  Divisions;  therefore,  it 
would  also  seem  desirable  to  have  initial  approval  by  the  pertinent  Division 
supervisor  on  these  claims. 

8.  Flow  and  initial  recording  of  claims: 

In  the  interests  of  better  expenditure  control,  it  is  recommended  that  all 
claims  be  recorded  as  received  from  the  claimants  --  prior  to  transfer  to  the 
corresponding  Division  for  processing.   This  procedure  would  establish  on  record 
when  each  claim  was  received  and  whether  its  processing  was  pending  or  final. 
Such  a  record  could  be  integrated  with  those  suggested  in  No.  2  -  "Revision  of 
existing  records". 

9.  Accounts  receivable  system  and  procedures: 

As  previously  noted,  the  Divisions  of  the  Department  of  Administration  provide 
various  services  to  other  State  Agencies.   These  services  amount  to  a  substantial 
amount  of  money  each  year.  While  a  semblance  of  an  accounts  receivable  system 
has  been  maintained  for  some  of  these  services,  it  has  not  been  as  complete  nor 
systematic  as  would  seem  desirable  for  an  operation  of  this  extent. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  a  more  complete  and  systematic  accounts 
receivable  system  be  established.   Such  a  system  might  employ  a  consistent  and 
uniform  billing  procedure,  an  individual  account  for  each  agency  served,  a 
master  control  account  for  each  type  of  service,  and  a  provision  for  reference 
to  a  charge  document  and  to  a  corresponding  payment  as  entered  in  the  cash  book 
previously  recommended.   A  more  systematic  procedure  would  provide  a  better 
audit  trail  for  subsequent  examinations. 

10.  Departmental  inventory: 

Updating  the  Department's  inventory  records  and  system  with  policy  and  procedural 
guidelines  would  be  desired  and  advisable  in  terms  of  good  property  accounting. 
Such  records  and  system  should  provide  information  such  as  date  of  purchase, 
description,  cost,  serial  numbers  -  if  any,  and  Department  item  numbers  for 
purchases  of  all  property  items.   The  arrangement  by  item  numbers  could  establish 
the  location  of  each  property  item  within  the  various  departments  of  the^ 
Department  of  Administration.   A  system  such  as  this,  accompanied  by  periodic 
physical  counts  would  appear  to  provide  a  reasonably  adequate  property  accounting 
and  control.

HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE  OF  THE 

BALL  BANK  INDICATOR

In  the  early  days  of  transportation,  travel  ways  were  built 
to  accommodate  the  walker  and  the  horse  rider:  gradually  they 
were  improved  to  accommodate  horsedrawn  carriages  and  wagons, 
stagecoaches,  and  finally  the  "horseless  carriage"  or  motor 
vehicle-  Vehicle  speeds  in  early  days  of  transportation  averaged 
from  3  to  8  miles  per  hour,  and  the  travel  ways  included  paths, 
log  roads,  clearings  through  forests,  and  widened  trails  around 
and  over  the  hills  and  across  the  far-reaching  valleys. 

In  the  early  1900's  the  self-powered  motorized  vehicle 
appeared-  Almost  overnight  the  system  of  roads  and  trails  had  to 
be  changed  to  accommodate  these  vehicles.  Mass  production 
beginning  in  the  1920's  made  these  vehicles  available  to  the 
general  public.  The  top  speeds  of  these  ever  improving  vehicles 
increased  from  25  miles  per  hour  to  greater  than  40  or  50  miles 
per  hour.  The  road  surfaces  were  hand  paved  and  dustproof,  thus 
allowing  higher  speeds.  Drivers'  speeds  increased  in  relation  to 
the  increased  capability  and  power  of  their  motor  vehicles. 


THE  BALL-BANK  READING  IS  A  MEASURE  OF  THE  CENTRIFUGAL  FORCES. 

An  adverse  effect  brought  about  by  higher  speeds,  more 
vehicles  and  inadeguate  roadways  was  a  significant  increase  in 
accidents.  Run  off  road  accidents  on  curves  were  not  uncommon  in 
the  early  days,  as  motor  vehicles  used  roadways  that  were 
designed  for  the  horse  and  buggy.  The  public  demanded  more  and 
improved  roadways  that  would  match  the  capability  of  the 
vehicle  s . 


Early  Highway  Design 

During  this  early  period,  there  was  little  or  no  uniformity 
or  consistency  in  highway  engineering  practice.  Roadways 
generally  matched  the  terrain  and  were  merely  widened  pathways  in 
some  cases.  Long,  straight  sections  predominated  in  flat  areas: 
in  the  hilly  and  mountain  areas,  the  highways  were  cut  through 
the  slopes  of  the  existing  terrain.  It  was  not  until  the  early 
turnpike  building  era  that  roadways  were  built  to  accommodate 
faster  vehicles. 


On  long  tangent  sections,  vehicle  speeds  were  usually  high 
as  the  vehicles's  capabilities  would  allow  and  the  risk  the 
driver  was  willing  to  assume.  The  driver  was  expected  to  slow 
down  when  traveling  a  curved  portion  of  the  highway.  Just  how 
much  the  driver  should  slow  down  was  an  independent  decision 
based  on  experience  and  judgment.  Sometimes,  due  to  the  driver's 
misjudgment  of  the  sharpness  of  a  curve,  the  vehicle  would  run 
off  the  road  or  collide  head  on  with  an  oncoming  vehicle.  Speeds 
on  sharper  curves  were  sometimes  considerably  less  than  those  on 
the  approaching  roadways,  and  in  most  cases,  they  were  lower  than 
the  posted  speed  limits  on  what  was  considered  maximum  safe  and 
reasonable  speed. 

For  economic  and  practical  reasons,  curved  sections  of 
highways  need  to  be  a  part  of  the  overall  design  and  layout  of 
the  highway  system.  The  concept  of  balanced  design,  first 
proposed  in  the  early  1930's,  was  an  attempt  to  have  tangent 
sections  of  highway  connected  with  curved  portions  all  designed 
to  be  driven  at  the  same  speed.  It  would  thus  not  be  necessary 
for  the  driver  to  slow  down  in  order  to  safely  traverse  the 
curved  sections  of  a  highway  facility. 

Superelevation 

Some  of  the  early  travel  design  engineers,  working  in  the 
1920's  and  1930's  began  their  careers  as  railroaders.  They  knew 
that  the  railroad  tracks  could  be  slightly  "banked"  on  the  curves 
to  counteract  the  outward  forces  of  the  railroad  cars  as  they 
traveled  a  curve.  On  straightaways,  the  track  rails  were  level 
with  one  another,  but  on  curved  sections  one  rail  was  higher  than 
the  adjacent  rail;  this  allowed  a  railroad  train  to  travel  at 
about  the  same  speed  on  the  curves  as  on  the  tangent  straight 
sections  of  track. 

This  effect  was  applied  to  roadway  design  and  was  known  as 
superelevation.  The  balanced  design  concept  used  superelevation 
on  highway  curves  to  allow  motor  vehicles  to  be  safely  driven  at 
about  the  same  reasonable  speed  over  the  entire  facility.  Top 
speeds  of  motor  vehicles  had  by  this  time  risen  to  60  mph  or 
above,  and  the  numbers  and  severity  of  accidents  were  at  an  all- 
time  high. 


Recognition  of  Speed-Curve  Relationship 


During  1935  the  United  States  government's  road  building 
agency,  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  began  research  testing  of 
safe  driving  speeds  of  curves.  Prior  to  that,  there  was 
considerable  disagreement  among  many  renowned  people  as  to  what 
constituted  a  satisfactory  procedure  for  determining  safe  speeds 
on  curves.   Because  of  this  disagreement  and  recognizing  that  the 


increased  speeds  of  motor  vehicles  brought  centrifugal  forces 
that  were  beyond  what  could  be  practically  counteracted  by 
superelevation  of  curves,  BPR  in  1985  issued  instructions  for 
measuring  curvature  and  superelevation  and  defined  maximum  safe 
speed  under  normal  driving  conditions. 

Maximum  safe  speed  was  defined  as  the  minimum  speed  at  which 
the  centrifugal  force  created  by  the  movement  of  a  vehicle  around 
the  curve  causes  the  driver  or  passenger  to  feel  a  "side  pitch 
outward."  It  was  felt  that  skidding  would  occur  at  much  higher 
speeds:  therefore,  a  sufficient  margin  of  safety  against  out-of- 
control  skidding  would  be  present  at  speeds  at  which  the  initial 
"side  pitch"  was  first  noticed.  This  was  the  criterion  used  to 
identify  driver  discomfort  as  correlated  with  the  centrifugal 
force  sensation.  It  was  later  known  as  the  "driver's  judgment  of 
incipient  instability." 

In  response  to  PBR's  invitation  for  experimental  test  data 
based  on  the  controlling  criteria,  900  road  tests  involving 
several  hundred  volunteer  drivers  were  sent  from  various  states 
and  evaluated  by  BPR.  Using  the  basic  side  friction  formula  E  + 
F  -  0.671  /R,  in  which  E  represents  the  superelevation  slope,  F 
the  side  friction  factor,  V  the  velocity  of  the  vehicle  in  miles 
per  hour,  and  R  the  radius  in  feet,  a  side  friction  factor  was 
calculated.  The  results  of  these  tests  were  plotted  and  reported 
by  Barnett.  The  range  of  side  friction  factors  varied  from  a  low 
of  0.07  to  a  high  of  0.20,  with  an  average  of  0.16  for  speeds 
between  20  and  60  miles  per  hour. 

There  was  no  attempt  to  account  for  the  differences  in  size, 
model,  and  weight  of  the  vehicles  used,  variation  in  the 
condition  of  the  tires,  differences  in  pavement  surfaces,  or 
varying  environmental  and  geographic  factors  at  the  test  sites. 

Although  no  driver  descriptions  were  reported,  it  is 
presumed  that  the  drivers  represented  a  cross-section  of  all 
ages,  driving  experiences,  and  capabilities.  The  general 
conclusion  from  the  tests  was  that  a  side  friction  factor  of  0.16 
was  considered  to  be  an  acceptable  limit  based  on  the  judgment  of 
the  drivers  that  participated  in  the  testing  program.  Still, 
there  was  no  relationship  of  side  friction  with  speeds  or  curves 
and  driver  discomfort  that  could  be  easily  measured. 


Ball-Bank  Indicator 


In  1937  the  Missouri  State  Highway  Department  first  began 
experimenting  with  a  ball  bank  indicator  to  measure  the 
centrifugal  force  as  a  vehicle  traverses  a  curve,  based  on 
earlier  trial  testing  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  This  ball- 
bank  indicator  was  first  used  in  airplanes  as  a  means  by  which 
the  pilot  could  judge  the  tilt  of  the  airplane  wings  in  relation 


to  the  horizon.  It  was  a  simple  and  inexpensive  instrument 
developed  specifically  for  that  purpose.  A  steel  ball  sealed  in 
a  curved  glass  tube  was  free  to  roll  traversely  under  the 
influence  of  the  forces  acting  upon  it.  The  dampening  effect  of 
the  liquid  in  the  tubes  held  the  ball  fairly  steady  when  the 
aircraft  was  being  operated.  The  glass  tube  was  graduated  from  a 
center  zero  point  outward  to  the  ends  of  the  tube  in  degrees  of  a 
full  circle. 

When  this  instrument  is  used  by  the  Missouri  Highway 
Department  to  determine  the  safe  speed  on  curves  it  is  mounted  on 
a  vertical  surface  on  the  vehicle.  When  the  vehicle  is  exactly 
horizontal  and  on  perfectly  level  roadway,  the  ball  bank  reading 
should  be  zero . 

When  the  vehicle  traverses  a  curved  path,  the  centrifugal 
force  on  the  vehicle  will  cause  the  ball  to  roll  out  to  a  fixed 
position,  much  as  a  pendulum  would  if  supported  at  the  center  of 
an  arc  of  the  glass  tube.

After  checking  to  ensure  that  the  ball  is  on  the  zero 
when  the  vehicle  is  horizontal  and  that  tire  pressures 
equal,  the  vehicle  is  driven  around  the  curve  at  a 
speed  and  parallel  to  the  center  lane  of  the  curve. 
"Cutting  the  corner"  is  not  allowed.  All  the  forces  are  acting 
upon  the  vehicle  during  this  maneuver.  On  supe re levated  curves 
the  horizontal  component  of  gravity  force  on  weight  of  the 
vehicle  opposes  the  centrifugal  force.  If  the  vehicle  speed  is 
equal  to  the  equilibrium  speed  for  the  curve  condition  (the 
resultant  of  all  the  forces  is  perpendicular  to  the  pavement 
surface),  there  is  no  vehicular  body  roll  and  the  ball-bank 
indicator  reads  zero  degrees.  At  speeds  greater  than  equilibrium 
side  friction  forces  acting  inward  react  on  the  vehicle.  If  it 
were  not  for  the  body  roll,  the  ball-bank  angle  in  degrees  would 
be  a  direct  function  relationship  with  the  value  of  this  side 
friction.  The  ball-bank  reading  in  degrees  is  the  sum  of  the 
centrifugal  force  angle  plus  the  body  roll  minus  the 
superelevation  angle,  as  shown  in  Figure  1.  It  is  a  measure  of 
the  centrifugal  forces  on  the  vehicle  and  the  driver  in  the 
vehicle.  If  there  could  be  some  relationship  between  perceived 
driver  discomfort,  as  previously  defined,  and  a  reading  on  the 
ball-bank  indicator,  a  link  could  be  established  between  safe 
driving  speed  and  curvature.  After  some  additional  testing,  it 
was  found  that  a  10-degree  ball-bank  reading  corresponded 
approximately  to  a  side  friction  factor  of  about  0.14  to  0.15 
depending  on  the  body  roll  of  the  vehicle. 


Recommendation  for  Ball-Bank  Readings 

Since  tests  in  1936  had  indicated  that  the  acceptability  of 
an  average  side  friction  factor  of  0.16  related  to  the  point  of 
driver  discomfort  as  previously  defined,  10  degrees  was  selected 
as  the  value  for  the  ball-bank  indicator  reading.  This  10- 
degree  reading  represents  a  close  fit  to  the  average  side 
friction  value  corresponding  to  the  driver's  tolerable  limit 
based  on  "side  pitch."  Considering  the  spread  in  the  range  of 
the  original  data  observations,  the  results  were  reasonably 
close.  This  10-degree  ball-bank  indicator  reading  was  the 
primary  factor  or  benchmark  used  in  future  research  work  and 
application  of  the  ball-bank  indicator  for  curve  signing. 

In  this  same  report,  it  was  further  reasoned  that  the  higher 
side  friction  values  could  be  tolerated  for  lower  speeds  due  to 
less  severe  consequences  if  a  driving  error  was  committed  while 
traversing  the  curve.  A  ball-bank  reading  of  12  degrees  was 
recommended  for  safe  speeds  on  curves  of  30  mph  or  less:  a 
reading  of  14  degrees  was  recommended  for  curves  where  speeds 
were  20  mph  or  less.  The  10-degree  criteria  applied  to  safe 
speeds  on  curves  up  to  50  mph.  The  overall  effect  was  to 
recognize  increased  driver  tolerance  of  discomfort  at  lower 
speeds . 


Body  Roll  Angle 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  initial  testing  and  early 
experimentation  work  previously  discussed  discounted  the  effect 
of  the  body  roll  angle  of  the  automobile.  All  the  ball-bank 
readings,  including  the  recommended  criteria,  are  based  on  the 
computed  angle,  and  it  did  not  include  body  roll.  The  body  roll 
angle  on  1937-1940  vintage  automobiles  was  about  2  degrees  or 
less,  depending  on  the  magnitude  of  the  centrifugal  forces. 
Tests  were  conducted  n  1940  by  the  Iowa  Engineering  Experiment 
Station  staff  on  a  wide  range  of  speeds  on  varying  degrees  of 
curvature.  Meanwhile,  another  series  of  tests  was  conducted  at 
the  General  Motors  Proving  Ground  using  different  models  of 
vehicles.  Based  on  these  tests  for  a  10-degree  ball-bank 
reading,  the  maximum  roll  angle  was  found  to  be  2.5  degrees  and 
the  minimum  roll  angle  was  1.5  degrees,  with  only  about  a  1- 
degree  difference  in  the  automobiles  tested.  It  was  also  found 
that  as  the  angle  increased  above  10  degrees,  the  body  roll 
increased  proportionally.  These  increases  were  still  considered 
to  be  negligible. 


The  effect  of  the  body  roll  was  to  increase  the  tilt  angle 
outward  toward  the  horizontal,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the 
ball-bank  reading.

Other  Variations 


Further  testing  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Highways  in  1940  on 
smooth  pavement,  slightly  rough  pavement,  and  rough  pavement, 
found  that  rough  or  slightly  rough  surfaces  caused  computed  safe 
speeds  to  be  underestimated,  while  smoother  pavements  generally 
caused  the  safe  speed  to  be  consistently  overestimated.  The 
overestimation  was  considerably  less  than  the  underestimation  of 
speeds,  and  these  differences  were  not  considered  to  be 
significant.  For  this  reason,  the  application  of  the  ball-bank 
indicator  criteria  may  be  questionable  -on  rough  surf; 
roads  where  surface  variability  may  be  extreme.

The  possibility  of  inaccurate  speedometers  during  testing 
was  recognized,  but  it  was  discovered  as  a  source  of  variation  in 
the  results.  It  is  important  to  accurately  calibrate  the 
speedometer  when  conducting  the  trial  runs  using  the  ball-bank 
indicator.

History  to  Date 

Since  1940,  states  have  generally  followed  the 
recommendations  for  establishing  safe  speeds  on  curves  that  are 
contained  in  the  report  by  Moyer  and  Berry.  Between  1937  and 
1944  the  American  Association  of  State  Highway  Officials1  (AASHO) 
Special  Committee  on  Administrative  Design  Policy  summarized  and 
published  seven  motor  vehicle  design  policies.  In  1954  the 
committee  combined  the  policies  into  a  single  manual,  and  the 
1965  AASHO  and  1984  AASHTO  editions  of  the  design  policies 
incorporated  those  recommendations. 

Various  Institute  of  Transportation  Engineers  handbooks, 
beginning  with  the  1941  editions  and  including  the  current 
TRANSPORTATION  AND  TRAFFIC  ENGINEERING  HANDBOOK,  also  followed 
those  basic  recommendations.  The  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES 
HANDBOOK,  published  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  as  a 
complement  to  the  MANUAL  ON  UNIFORM  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES, 
contains  similar  criteria. 


Design  and  Side  Friction  Factors 

Side  friction  factors  for  vehicles  on  curves  and  the 
tolerance  level  of  motorists  have  been  subjects  for  study  since 
the  original  1936-1940  studies.  Side  friction  has  been  variously 
described  as  lateral  ratio,  unbalance  centrifugal  ratio, 
cornering  ratio,  and  unbalance  side  friction,  depending  upon  the 
researcher  and  the  county  or  institution  performing  the  study 
work. 

The  values  of  side  friction  from  the  various  studies  that 
are ^  plotted  in  Figure  2  have  been  used  in  developing  the 
horizontal  curve  geometries  relationships  in  the  various  AASHTO 
policies  on  geometric  design  of  highways.  Note  that  the 
uppermost  curve  is  used  for  low  speed  urban  design  in  the  1984 
AASHTO  policy  and  represents  an  increased  sense  of  tolerance  or 
more  discomfort  to  the  driver  in  urban  conditions.  These  side 
friction  values  have  not  been  correlated  with  ball-bank  indicator 
readings.  The  lower  design  line  relationship  is  for  rural  curve 
design  and  indicates  a  lesser  degree  of  driver  discomfort  when 
compared  with  the  urban  driving  situation.  Likewise,  these 
values  have  not  been  directly  related  to  the  ball-bank  indicator 
readings .

The  current  generally  accepted  spread  in  the  ball  bank 
indicator  readings  from  14  degrees  for  lower  speed  to  10  degrees 
for  the  higher  speeds  reflects  this  similar  tolerable  driver 
discomfort  behavior.  Some  of  the  earlier  tests  also  concluded 
that  a  side  friction  factor  of  0.21  for  speeds  below  20  mph  and 
of  0.18  for  speeds  of  25  to  30  mph  were  considered  to  be 
acceptable.  These  side  friction  factors  correspond  to  ball-bank 
readings  of  14  degrees  and  12  degrees,  respectively,  and  are  also 
shown  m  Figure  2  for  comparative  purposes.  This  spread  in 
tolerable  discomfort  is  generally  reflected  in  the  most  current 
criteria  in  the  TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES  HANDBOOK,  which  is 
comparable  to  that  listed  in  the  ITE  handbook

1940,  ib  out  of  29  reporting  states  used  ball  bank 
criteria  mostly  based  on  the  10-degree  maximum  reading 
as  the  satisfactory  indications  of  safe  speed  on  curves  The 
remainder  of  the  states  either  didn't  respond  or  reported  another 
method  of  determining  safe  curve  speeds. 


Current  Status 

A  more  recent  poll  was  conducted  in  1987-1988  by  the  author 
and  an  inquiry  was  made  to  each  of  the  50  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico  concerning  the  usage  of  ball-bank 
indicator  criteria  for  safe  curve  speed  signing.  A  total  of  36 
respondents  were  received,  and  the  results  are  shown  in  Figure  3. 
In  summary,  3  states  use  the  criteria  in  the  1984  AASHTO  A  POLICY 
ON  GEOMETRIC  DESIGN  OF  HIGHWAYS  AND  STREETS,  5  states  use  the  ITE 
criteria.  11  states  use  the  criteria  in  the  TRAFFIC  CONTROL 
DEVICES  HANDBOOK,  and  17  states  use  some  slight  modifications  of 
that  criteria. 

Usage  of  the  modified  criteria  varied  somewhat,  but  the  10 
degree   reading   at   35   mph   was   still   accepted   as   "sacred." 
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Generally,  the  14  degree  recommended  reading  was  not  used,  or  if 
it  was  part  of  the  criteria,  then  it  applied  to  speeds  lower  than 
20  mph.  Also,  the  upper  limit  of  the  10  degree  reading  was 
greater  than  50  mph  in  some  cases.  Sometimes  a  lower  reading  was 
used  at  higher  speeds. 

While  conducting  this  latest  survey,  it  was  interesting  to 
note  that  there  were  a  number  of  states  that  reported  that  they 
had  established  a  criterion  for  using  the  ball-bank  indicator  as 
shown  in  Figure  3.  However,  they  didn't  routinely  use  the  ball 
bank  indicator  for  determining  the  maximum  safe  speed  signing  on 
curves.  Either  the  curves  were  not  posted  with  advisory  speed 
signs  or  another  method  was  used  to  determine  the  safe  curve 
speeds . 


The  ball  bank  procedure  is  a  well  established  procedure  in 
the  United  States,  but  it  is  not  known  how  extensively  it  is  used 
elsewhere.  A  number  of  foreign  countries  have  established  side 
friction  factors  for  highway  design  purposes  related  to  driver 
tolerance.  They  are  generally  within  a  range  that 
with  the  values  used  in  the  United  States.

The  conclusion  of  the  latest  study  on  side  friction  factors 
has  indicated  that  the  current  AASHTO  curve  design  criteria 
provide  for  an  acceptable  level  of  safety  for  automobiles  and  the 
trucks  tested.  Although  lateral  accelerations  of  the  vehicle 
were  observed,  there  was  no  attempt  to  correlate  them  with  ball 
bank  indicator  readings. 

Summary 

The  ball  bank  indicator  has  been  accepted  by  a  majority  of 
the  states  as  a  procedure  for  the  determination  of  safe  driving 
speeds  on  curves.  The  criteria  that  were  developed  in  the  late 
1930s  and  early  1940s  are  still  basically  used  today,  practically 
unchanged  from  the  initial  recommendations. 

Since  that  early  era,  there  have  been  dramatic  improvements 
in  highway  pavement  surface  materials  and  quality  of 
construction,  vehicle  dynamics,  handling  characteristics  (such  as 
the  lower  center  of  gravity  of  modern  vehicles),  and  suspension 
systems,  resulting  in  better  rideability  and  comfort,  and 
automobile  tire  tread  designs  with  reduced  rolling  resistance. 
These  beneficial  contributions  and  technological  advancements 
have  been  recognized,  yet  the  general  consensus  based  on  this 
latest  survey  is  that  the  ball-bank  indicator  that  is  based  on 
vehicles  manufactured  in  earlier  times  is  still  an  accepted 
method  for  determining  maximum  safe  speed  on  curves.  The  ball- 
bank  indicator  criteria  being  used  today  are  shown  in  Figure  3, 
but  actual  usage  in  determination  of  safe  speeds  on  curves  is  not 
necessarily  as  widespread  as  illustrated  in  this  figure.

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Analysis  of  Ball  Bank  Study  Data 

The  analysis  of  the  ball  bank  study  consists  of  determining 
where  the  critical  reading  exists.  Reviewing  the  ball  bank  data 
from  Case  Study  2,  presented  in  Table  1,  indicates  that  the 
posted  speed  of  55  mi/h  is  adequate  for  the  northbound  direction. 
The  ball  bank  reading  of  10  degrees  was,  however,  experienced  at 
45  mi/h  when  the  horizontal  curve  was  transversed  in  the 
southbound  direction.  The  safe  speed  in  the  southbound  direction 
is,  therefore,  45  mi/h.  Projecting  a  vertical  line  from  the 
posted  speed  of  55  mi/h,  in  Figure  15,  indicates  that  the 
intersection  of  the  lines  is  within  the  shaded  area. 
Countermeasures  to  provide  a  safe  speed  of  45  mi/h  through  the 
horizontal  curve  are,  therefore,  required.

Advanced  Posting  Distance  for  Warning  Signs 

Warning  signs  are  primarily  intended  to  provide  timely  and 
critical  information  to  drivers  unfamiliar  with  the  facility. 
Consequently,  warning  signs  must  be  located  in  advance  of  the 
condition  to  which  they  apply.  Basically,  the  advance  posting 
distance  is  currently  determined  by  two  factors: 

The  85th  percentile  speed  or  posted  speed  limit,  whichever 
is  higher . 

The  action  required  by  the  condition  to  be  encountered. 

These  two  factors  govern  the  time  available  for  the  driver 
to  see,  comprehend,  and  react  to  the  message  by  performing  any 
necessary  maneuver  or  action.  Time  factors  in  response  to  a 
typical  traffic  control  device  traditionally  include  Perception, 
Intellection,  Emotion,  and  Volition,  or  "PIFV"  ( Re f .  2  3).  The 
basic  problem  is  then,  given  the  vehicle  speed  and  the  reaction 
time  of  the  typical  driver,  what  is  the  appropriate  advance 
posting  distance?  A  recent  revision  to  the  MUTCD  provides 
suggested  minimum  advance  posting  distances.  The  distances  range 
from  100  feet  to  775  feet. 

Table  2-3  (which  is  shown  as  Table  11-1  in  the  MUTCD)  lists 
the  minimum  sign  placement  distances  for  the  following  three 
conditions  : 

Condition  A  -  High  Driver  Judgment.  This  involves  complex 
driving  situations  where  the  driver  needs  extra  time  to  make 
and  execute  a  decision  (e.g.  a  lane  change  or  merge  on  a 
high  volume3high  speed  roadway.) 

Condition  B  -  Stop  Conditions.  This  covers  situations  in 
which  the  driver  may  be  required  to  come  to  a  complete  stop 
(e.g.,  signalized  or  STOP  sign  intersection,  pedestrian 
crossing,  crossroad,  etc.) 

Condition  C  -  Deceleration  Condition.  In  this  case  the 
driver  will  likely  be  required  to  decrease  speed  in  order  to 
take  the  proper  action  or  maneuver  (e.g.  to  slow  for  a  turn, 
curve  ,  dip ,  etc  .  ) 

Under  Condition  A  (High  Judgment  Needed)  ,  a  supplementary 
legend  specifying  distance  to  the  condition  should  be  used  in 
urban  areas  if  there  is  an  intersection  between  the  advance 
warning   sign   and   the   condition.     Otherwise,   the   driver   might 
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become  confused  and  interpret  the  sign  to  mean  that  the  condition 
is  at  the  intervening  crossroad.  For  conditions  B  and  C,  the 
distances  are  based  on  a  sign  legibility  distance  of  125'  feet 
which  would  be  provided  by  30  and  36  inch  signs.  If  48-inch 
signs  are  used,  the  legibility  distance  may  be  increased  tc 
feet  which  would  allow  a  reduction 
distances  given  in  Table  2-3.

Signing  Curves 


The  warning  signs  such  as  the  turn  sign,  curve  sign,  reverse 
curve  sign,  etc.,  are  part  of  what  is  known  as  the  alignment 
series.  Shaped  arrows  are  used  to  indicate  the  roadway  alignment 
to  be  expected.  Table  2-3  can  be  used  to  determine  the  advance 
posting  distance  for  alignment  warning  signs.  The  point  of 
reference  used  is  the  point  at  which  the  curve  begins.

Whether  or  not  a  particular  curve  needs  to  be  signed  is 
based  on  the  recommended  speed  at  which  the  curve  may  be 
traversed.  This  speed  may  be  determined  by  the  use  of  the  curves 
in  Figure  2  6,  by  the  use  of  a  ball  bank  indicator  (Figure  2 
or  by  mathematical  computation. 

The  curves  given  in  Figure  2  6  are  used  when  the  radius,  R, 
and  superelevation,  e.  of  the  curve  are  known.  The  radius  and 
super-elevation  of  the  curve  may  be  obtained  from  actual 
measurement  or  from  construction  plans  of  the  roadway.  The 
combination  of  radius  and  super-elevation  giving  the  lowest  sp< 
for  the  curve  should  be  used. 

The  ball  bank  indicator  is  a  curved  level  which  is  used  to 
determine  the  safe  speed  around  a  curve  as  indicated  by  trial 
speed  runs.  The  trial  speed  runs  involve  the  use  of  the  vehicle 
and  ball  bank  indicator  to  show  the  combined  effect  of  the  body 
roll  angle,  the  centrifugal  force,  and  the  superelevation  angle.' 

The  device  is  mounted  in  the  car  and  checked  to  assure  that 
the  ball  within  the  level  is  on  zero  when  the  car  is  on  a  level 
surface  and  loaded  as  it  will  be  during  the  run.    It  is  desirable

I.   REPORT  INTRODUCTION 

The  Supplementary  Security  Income  Program  went  into  effect  Tuesday,  1  Jan- 
uary 197^.  The  initial  cost  of  this  innovative  program  will  cost  one  bil- 
lion dollars  and  affect  approximately  six  million  people.  The  Supplement- 
ary Security  Income  will  be  most  important  because  of  the  precedent  it 
sets  in  the  direction  of  the  widely  debated  federal  guaranteed  minimum 
income.   It  was  embraced  in  President  Nixon's  family  assistance  program 
of  August  1969?  which  Congress  failed  to  pass  and  which  President  Nixon 
dropped.  Now,  it  is  revived  for  a  special  group  of  recipients  -  the 
elderly,  the  blind,  and  the  physically  disabled.  But  the  essence  of  the 
change,  sometime  called  revoluntionary,  is  that  this  benefit  will  not 
be  financed  by  social  security  or  other  specifically  designed  taxes,  but 
will  come  directly  out  of  general  funds  of  the  United  States  Treasury. 

This  program  is  called  Supplementary  Security  Income  or  SSI.   It  became 
a  law  on  17  October  1972,  to  take  effect  in  197^.  History  may  mark 
Tuesday,  1  January  197^,  as  the  day  when  a  guraanteed  minimum  went  into 
effect  in  America  for  a  very  specialized  type  of  recipient.  The  federal 
government  will  henceforth  guarantee  a  minimum  income  of  $1^0.00  (single 
person  )  /  $210.00  (couple)  a  month  to  Americans  at  least  65  years  old, 
to  the  blind,  and  the  disabled  of  any  age.  The  money  is  distributed  as 
an  absolute  right  to  the  amount  necessary  to  establish  a  standard  monthly 
income, 


_ 
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The  Supplementary  Security  Income  Program  was  moved  from  Federal -State 
Welfare  Agencies  to  the  management  and  administration  by  the  Social  Sec- 
urity Administration  throughout  the  United  States.  There  were  various 
reasons  for  this  move,  but  a  prime  reason,  intangible  as  it  may  seem, 
was  to  encourage  those  eligible  peoples  to  participate  in  the  program 
and  its  benefits  who  had  not  done  so  because  of  pride  and  the  stigma  of 
being  on  a  welfare  role.  Despite  the  publicity  throughout  various  news 
media,  the  program  -  prior  to  January  197^  -  had  not  yet  reached  success- 
ful goals  in  participation.  For  example,  there  were  approximately  six 
million  aged,  blind  and  disabled  people  of  this  nation  who  were  poten- 
tially eligible  for  SSI  benefits  and  not  yet  participating.  As  a  result 
of  this  lack  in  participation,  it  was  decided,  at  national  level,  to 
charter  the  American  National  Red  Cross  to  conduct  an  intensive  90  day 
drive  and  campaign  and  bring  the  Supplementary  Security  Income  Program 
to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  utilizing  volunteer 
forces  and  agencies. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  show  facts  and  specific  achievements 
of  Montana's  SSI  Alert  personnel  and  volunteer  forces  in  identifying, 
locating  and  contacting  all  eligible  persons,  of  Montana  for  their  brief- 
ing, encouragement  and  participation  in  SSI  benefits., 

This  report,  detailed  in  outline  and  comprehensive  in  content,  provides 
the  action/inter-action  and  historical  data  of  all  people  who  were  act- 
ively or  inactively  involved  in  meeting  the  overall  objective  of  100% 
participation  in  the  SSI  Program  throughout  Montana. 
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From  the  beginning  until  the  end,  the  thread  of  dedicated  volunteer/Red 
Cross  action  is  interwoven  throughout  Montana's  SSI  Alert  Program;  un- 
questionably, Montana's  hard-working  volunteer  -  who  never  fails  to 
listen,  to  work,  to  respond  to  his  neighbor's  need  -  has  left  his  stamp 
of  civic  leadership  and  absolute  competency  upon  the  success  of  the  SSI 
Alert  Program  in  Montana,  197^.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS; 

This  four  month  summary  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program  by  Mr.  Lars  Lithander, 
SSI  Alert  District  Director,  Great  Falls  District,  Montana,  is  a  culmina- 
tion of  problems  and  success  in  large,  sparsely  populated  areas  through- 
out northern  and  eastern  Montana  (Appendix  I).  Three  large  Indian  Reser- 
vations (Blackfeet,  Chippewa/Cree,  Sioux  and  Assinniboine  Tribes)  lie 
within  the  16  counties  of  the  Great  Falls  District  and  represent  unique 
situations  for  SSI  briefing,  policy  and  volunteer  action  (s).  The  follow- 
ing statements  of  fact  and  achievement  are  given  in  a  format  which  help 
to  answer  specific  questions  from  state  and  national  levels  of  inquiry: 
a.  TRAINING: 

Training  of  volunteers  was,  I  feel,  carried  out  on  a  consistent  format. 
It  basically  started  with  locating  an  individual  (s)  who  would  act  as 
volunteer  chairman,  throughly  brief  them  on  SSI  Alert  and  get  their  co- 
operation to  spearhead  the  project  in  their  area. 

The  chairmen  and  volunteers,  groups  and  agencies  were  then  briefed  in 
a  consise  manner  about  SSI,  what  was  expected  of  them  and  ideas  to  im- 


plement  the  goal.  The  role  of  SSA  with  regard  to  SSI  was  explained  and 
on  several  occasions  with  larger  groups  of  volunteers,  an  SSI  representa- 
tive was  there  to  explain  the  program.   This  was  always  beneficial. 

The  complete  project  was  always  outlined  in  detail,  including  use  of 
referral  sheets  and  their  implementation,  etc.  However,  we  tried  to 
keep  in  mind  the  difference  in  community  make-up  according  to  size  and 
accessibility,  etc.   In  other  words,  different  areas  had  varying  methods 
in  carrying  out  the  project  and  used  varying  numbers  of  volunteers.  My 
main  concern  was  that  potential  eligibles  get  to  see  a  Social  Security 
representative,  regardless  of  how  they  got  there  or  the  paperwork  they 
went  through.   If  they  came  in  from  publicity,  word  of  mouth,  personal 
contact  (with  or  without  a  referral  form)  or  whatever,  I  felt  we  had 
accomplished  something. 
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Several  of  the  volunteer  chairmen  proved  themselves  extra  useful  in 
being  able  to  be  on  radio  and  speak  to  a  wide  range  of  target  groups. 
Senior  Citizens  were  probably  the  largest  audience. 

To  back  up  for  a  moment,  I  should  emphasize  that  I  generally  went 
through  county  Red  Cross  Chapters  in  looking  for  a  person  or  persons  to 
carry  the  project.  As  it  turned  out,  almost  all  people  came  from  Red 
Cross  and  several  were  Red  Cross  Chairmen  for  their  chapter. 

Extensive  mailings  were  done  to  officials,  civic  groups  and  agencies  in 
the  area.  These  people  can't  be  considered  trained  volunteers,  but  were 
aware  of  SSI  and  encouraged  to  support  the  project. 
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b.   AGENCY  PARTICIPATION; 

Actually,  agency  participation  made  up  a  large  number  of  volunteers  and, 
in  several  instances,  proved  to  be  the  nucleus  of  SSI  Alert  in  a  parti- 
cular area.   Sometimes  the  agencies,  if  their  enthusiasm  is  kept  at  a 
proper  level,  do  as  good,  and  sometimes  better  job  than  the  volunteers  - 
for  this  reason  -  they  are  already  employed  and  their  particular  employ- 
ment puts  them  in  direct  day-to-day  contact  with  much  of  the  target  group 
of  people  SSI  has  tried  to  reach.   If  they  are  really  concerned  about 
the  people  they  serve,  they  are   able  to  do  a  lot  of  good.   I  don't  think 
I  can  make  a  blanket  statement  about  all  agencies  in  general  with  regard 
to  this,  however,  our  experience  was  that  we  found  all  agencies  that  we 
worked  with  in  our  district,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  one,  to  be 
very  valuable  in  our  effort. 

Some  agencies  were  contacted  in  a  blanket  mailing  or  phone  effort  and 
the  role  they  played  could  be  considered  only  awareness. 

(])  The  Community  Health  Representative  (CHR)  on  the  Indian 
Reservations  proved  to  generally  be  very  helpful.  This  group  is  in  dir- 
ect contact  with  aged  and  handicapped  people  on  the  reservations.  They 
are  the  logical  people  to  help  in  an  effort  such  as  this. 

The  role  they  played  was  to  be  briefed  on  SSI  by  myself  and  an  SSA  offi- 
cial. Armed  with  literature  and  referral  forms,  they  then  carried  on  a 
concentrated  effort  of  locating  potential  SSI  eligibles  on  their  respec- 
tive reservations.  They  also  had  an  advantage  in  knowing  many  people 
personally  and  having  records  at  their  disposal. 
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(2)  Opportunities,  Inc.   in  Great  Falls  were  briefed  by  myself 
and  an  SSA  representative.  They  are  made  up  of  many  sub  agencies  and 
groups,  working  mainly  with  low-income  and  disadvantaged  people  in  Great 
Falls.   Their  value  was  great  in  doing  personal  contact  work  and  I'm 
sure  they  are  responsible  for  many  of  the  city  of  Great  Falls  applicants. 

(3)  Local  and  City  Health  Departments  on  the  reservations  and 
in  Great  Falls,  Fort  Benton,  Glasgow,  Malta,  Havre,  Choteau  and  Conrad 
referred  eligibles  through  personal  contact. 

{k)      Community  Action  Programs  in  Havre,  Glasgow  and  Browning 
participated  within  their  internal  organizations.  Few  of  these,  however, 
were  listed  as  actual  volunteers. 

(5)  County  Commissioners  in  all  counties  as  well  as  several  city 
governments  were  aware  of  the  project.  Most  responded  with  pledges  of 
support. 

(6)  The  Social  Service  Agency  in  Glasgow  helped  locate  eligibles, 
kept  a  liasion  with  the  local  welfare  department  and  provided  trans- 
portation. 

There  was  some  cooperation  with  rural  letter  carriers  in 
isolated  areas  to  give  SSI  information  to  people  on  their  routes. 

Good  cooperation  was  received  with  both  state  and  local 
welfare  departments  when  we  called  on  them  with  questions.   Several  in- 
dividuals also  promoted  SSI  over  and  above  their  normal  employment. 
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(7)  The  Voluntary  Action  Center  (VAC),  although  we  did  not  utilize 
their  volunteers  to  a  great  deal,  were  a  supportive  group  and  could  be 
considered  a  valuable  asset  in  a  similar  situation. 

(8)  The  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP)  gave  us  a  source 
of  people  to  speak  to  and  added  greatly  in  publicity  for  SSI  Alert. 

(9)  The  Social  Security  Administration  was  of  course,  the  agency 
with  which  we  naturally  had  lots  of  contact.  We  were  a  helping  agency 
actually,  for  them.  Regardless  of  the  official  nature  of  the  relationship, 
the  cooperation  was  especially  good  in  Havre  and  Great  Falls.   (That  does 
not  exclude  Glasgow,  but  our  contact  with  them  was  minimal  when  compared 

to  the  other  two  stations).   Raymond  Pedersen,  District  Manager,  was 
always  most  helpful  and  I  enjoyed  working  with  him.  Social  Security  had 
a  problem  supplying  us  with  materials  at  the  beginning  of  the  program. 
That  gradually  eased  as  the  project  went  on.  There  were  occasions  when 
up-to-date  information  was  not  passed  to  us  quickly  enough,  I  felt. 
Nevertheless,  some  of  the  small  problems  were  not  necessarily  the  fault 
of  the  SSA.  They  had  a  deluge  of  applicants  in  some  areas  and  didn't 
always  have  the  benefit  of  extra  help  themselves. 

c   PROCESSING  OF  POTENTIAL  SSI  APPLICANTS: 

The  total  applicants  processed  in  the  Great  Falls  District  as  of  April 
24,  1974  was  740  out  of  an  estimated  potential  of  900.  This  shows  82% 
complete  (See  monthly  reports  for  breakdown). 

d.   PROBLEMS: 
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(1)  Some  initial  problems  were  found  in  organizing  simply  trying 
to  find  chairmen  or  contacts.   As  we  made  more  field  contact  and  felt 
more  sure  of  the  project  ourselves,  this  problem  was  alleviated.   It 
actually  was  no  major  problem  and  I  don't  think  it  hurt  the  project, 
overall,  in  terms  of  getting  started. 

(2)  Occasionally  I  spoke  to  groups  that  had  questions  I  didn't 
feel  I  could  honestly  answer.  The  solution  was  to  schedule  SSA  personnel 
to  appear  with  me  or  get  back  to  brief  the  group  on  their  own. 

(3)  Toward  the  latter  half  of  Project  SSI  Alert  some  volunteers 
slacked  off  with  their  efforts.   In  some  cases  this  was  justified,  with 
others, the  solution  was  to  help  them  explore  other  avenues  of  exposure 
and  schedule  myself  to  spend  more  time  in  their  area. 
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(4)  Several  problems  arose  with  some  interested  persons  or 
volunteers  not  understanding  why  a  particular  individual  was  not  eligible 
for  SSI.   I  tried  to  explain  by  contacting  the  volunteer  and,  in  some 
cases,  the  potential  eligible.   If  my  answer  was  not  satisfactory,  I 
would  try  to  make  sure  of  an  adequate  answer  or  review  by  the  SSA. 

(5)  A  problem  arose  on  the  Fort  Belknap  reservation  at  Harlem. 

I  had  a  hard  time  pinning  down  someone  or  a  group  to  be  responsible  for 
SSI  Alert.   I  think  I  actually  made  some  progress  with  the  CHR's  but  there 
was  a  definite  lack  of  communication.   I  found  that  they  were  actually 
referring  people  and  an  SSA  representative  had  briefed  them.  The  problem 
or  fault  cannot  be  considered  all  theirs  because  I  obviously  should  have 
spent  more  time  making  positively  sure  I  had  things  under  control.  The 
problem  was  solved  to  a  large  amount  by  making  contact  with  the  public 
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health  nurse  and  her  staff  to  get  things  going  from  that  end.  They,  with 
the  CHR's,  then  seemed  to  get  things  going  in  a  much  smoother  manner.   I 
found  some  definite  benefit  in  actually  going  out  with  Mrs.  Chapman,  the 
public  health  nurse,  and  visiting  potential  eligibles. 

e.   EVALUATION  OF  PUBLICITY 

I  can  make  this  short  by  generally  saying  "good".   Initial  coverage  was 
good  in  the  major  areas.   People  got  a  feeling  of  at  least  hearing  about 
the  project.   Up-to-dates  each  month  seemed  to  get  good  play.  MTN  TV  News 
always  gave  good  state-wide  coverage  each  month  and  the  Great  Falls  Tribune 
didn't  always  use  our  releases,  but  the  project  got, good  coverage  from  that 
and  other  angles.  Weeklies  were  generally  good  and  some  smaller  area  radio 
stations  were  excellent. 

It  is  sometimes  hard  to  get  material  of  a  public  service  nature  pushed  as 
news.  I  think  the  trick  was  to  update  news  of  the  project  enough  to  make 
it  concise  and  interesting.  Toward  project  termination,  we  placed  ads  on 
radio  and  in  papers.  This  may  have  also  been  added  incentive  for  running 
last  month's  releases. 

A  project  such  as  this  has  to  depend  on  the  media  for  much  of  its  public- 
ity without  doing  it  in  a  pushy  manner,   I  have  to  say  that  I  honestly 
can't  complain  about  the  treatment  we  got. 

Other  publicity,  of  course,  was  by  speaking  to  groups,  utilizing  posters, 
church  bulletins,  senior  citizens  centers  and  the  like.   I  think  its  hard 
to  evaluate  things  like  that,  but  it  can  never  be  bad  to  have  all  the  taste- 
ful exposure  you  can  get  for  a  program. 
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f.  ACTIVITIES  THAT  HAVE  EVOLVED  AS  A  RESULT  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT, 
AS  APPLICABLE; 

I  think  I  have  to  say  this  is  a  tough  question  and  may  even  be  too  early 

to  evaluate,  plus  probabl   minimal  activity.   I  think,  however,  that 

local  Red  Cross  Chapters  participating  in  SSI  Alert  have  this  experience 

to  add  to  a  list  of  accomplishments  within  the  overall  organization. 

A  general  knowledge  to  all  concerned  regarding  an  understanding  of  SSI 
and  workings  of  the  Social  Security  Administration  Programs. 

Certain  groups,  such  as  Senior  Citizens,  have  had  extra  incentive  to 
help  in  the  project.  This  can  only  promote  more  harmony,  hopefully,  with- 
in these  groups  and  organizations. 

Young  people  have  benefited  by  learning  about  the  needs  of  the  elderly 
and  all  of  us  have  certainly  benefited  by  learning  more  about  the  needs 
of  the  aged,  blind  and  disabled. 

g.  PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS: 

Minority  groups  have  generally  been  with  the  government  agencies.  One 
in  Great  Falls  and  the  several  Indian  reservation  groups.  We  see  approxi- 
mately 35  people  involved  with  minority  groups,  almost  without  exception 
being  American  Indians.  We  can  visualize  a  slightly  top-heavy  situation 
here  with  the  ratio  of  minority  workers/volunteers  to  SSI  applicants  of 
the  same  minority.   Over  k0%   of  individuals  involved  in  SSI  Alert  were 
minority. 


h.   RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES: 
^  Refer  to  Agency  Participation. 
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i.   LOCAL  SUPPORT  FOR  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
Parts  of  a  discussion  of  this  can  be  found  in  other  areas  of  this  summary. 
Local  support  was  good  and  varied  in  the  communities,  around  the  district. 
Generally,  there  was  only  a  small  amount  of  skepticism  and  the  tie-in  with 
Red  Cross  made  support  and  enthusiasm  more  realistic  to  some. 

J •   ASSESSMENT  OF  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  SSI  ALERT; 
At  this  date,  I  have  to  say  this  is  difficult  to  assess.  Two  main  areas 
are  important  at  this  time,  however; 

1)  The  benefits  to  the  hundreds  of  people  in  the  district  that 
received,  and  will  receive,  SSI  benefits  cannot  really  be  calculated  ex- 
cept to  say  that  for  most  of  them  it  has  given  an  added  source  of  income, 
which  is  especially  important  in  this  day  of  inflation.   It  has  meant 
the  difference  between  existing  and  "living"  for  some  and  that  has  to 

be  important  at  this  time. 

2)  The  benefits  of  people  working  together  to  promote  the  pro- 
ject has  been  great.  Plus,  an  added  incentive  is  that  a  good  portion  of 
those  same  people  will  perhaps  be  willing  participants  in  future  projects. 

k.  WILLINGNESS  OF  LOCAL  SUPPORT  ORGANIZATIONS  TO  UNDERTAKE  SIMILAR 
PROJECTS  IN  THE  FUTURE. 

(See  previous  dissertation).  Willingness  probably  varies,  but 

indications  seem  to  be  good  that  the  possibilities  are  definitely  open 

to  future  projects,  especially  if  they  are  of  a  good  and  sound  value. 

While  some  people  may  honestly  be  glad  of  the  projects  termination,  sev- 
eral have  indicated  to  me  their  interest  to  do  more,  especially  with  the 
Red  Cross. 
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1.   SPECIAL  EVENTS  OR  HUMAN  INTEREST  RESULTING  FROM  THE  VOLUNTEERS/ 
CONSORTIUMS'  EFFORTS; 

Refer  to  Activities  Evolved  as  Result  of  SSI  Alert. 
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JANUARY  7 

.  We  did  a  mailing  to  all  Great  Falls  area  churches  asking  them 
to  include  SSI  information  in  their  church  bulletin  or  newsletters.  An 
abbreviated  blurb  about  SSI  was  included  for  their  convenience.   (This 
has  worked  well,  and  people  in  other  communities  are  asked  to  do  this 
with  their  area  churches). 

.  Public  service  announcements  were  prepared  for  television 
stations  and  contact  was  made  to  get  support  for  their  airing. 
Finalized  schedule. 

JANUARY  8 

Initial  news  releases  prepared  and  sent  to  all  newspapers  in 
Great  Falls  Social  Security  District,  plus  broadcast  versions  done  for 
radio  and  TV  in  the  district.  State  United  Press  International  and 
Associated  Press  received  same  as  well  as  Intermountain  Network. 

.  Appointment  was  made  for  Division  Director,  Phillip  Gonzales 
to  do  a  news  interview  with  Montana  Television  Network  at  KRTV  in  Great 
Falls.  Gonzales  kept  this  appointment  a  few  days  later  and  it  was  broad- 
cast on  the  evening  news,  reaching  all  of  the  Great  Falls  Social  Security 
District  plus  ran  the  following  day  on  "Today  in  Montana",  going  statewide. 

.  Visited  SSA  Office. 
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JANUARY  9 

.  Made  initial  visits  to  Conrad,  Shelby  and  Chester. 

.   CONRAD  -  Reverend  John  Moes,  Red  Cross  Chapter  Chairman  contacted 
and  briefed  about  SSI  Alert,  seemed  fairly  willing  to  help,  but  I  got  the 
impression  he  was  not  the  person  to  head  the  project.  Therefore,  Mrs. 
Martha  Copenhaver  will  take  the  reins.  I  have  good  feelings  about  her 
ability  to  spearhead  things  in  that  community.  She  is  well  versed  on  SSI 
and  directed  Project  Find  previously. 

•  SHELBY  -  Mr.  Calvin  Blatter,  Chapter  Chairman,  contacted  and 
briefed  about  SSI.   He,  like  Reverend  Moes  in  Conrad,  willing  to  help 
but  not  having  time,  suggested  former  Project  Find  Director,  Mrs.  Earl 
Brittain  to  head  SSI  Alert  Project  in  Shelby  area.  Mrs.  Brittain,  I 
believe  will  prove  to  be  excellent  in  that  capacity.  She  works  daily 

at  the  Senior  Citizens  Center  and  knows  her  community  well.  She  will  also 
cover  outlying  areas. 

•  CHESTER  -  One  and  only  contact  in  Chester  is  Reverend  Noel  Peter- 
son. He  expressed  interest  in  SSI  Alert  and  will  carry  the  ball  for  that 
area.   It  is  a  small  community  and  a  sparsely  populated  area,  but  Rev- 
erend Peterson  is  well  know  and  seems  to  have  a  sense  of  knowing  how  to 

go  ahead  on  his  own. 

JANUARY  10 

Visited  Mr.  Gale  Issakson,  Chapter  Chairman  in  Choteau.  He 
was  most  interested  and  helpful.  We  spent  most  of  the  meeting  discussing 
the  population  make-up  of  Teton  County  and  how  best  to  direct  our  efforts 
there.

CHOTEAU  -  Visited  Chapter  Chairman  Dale  Issakson  in  Choteau  and 
got  together  with  Mrs.  Grant  Curtis.  Mrs.  Curtis  will  head  up  SSI  Alert 
in  Teton  County  and  will  see  to  it  that  the  towns  of  Fairfield  and  Dutton 
are  adequately  covered.  Mrs,  Curtis  formerly  headed  Project  Find  and  feels 
confident  of  her  ability  to  head  the  SSI  Alert  Project. 
Checked  newspapers  in  Choteau  and  Dutton. 
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©OVERVIEW 

I  suppose  I  can  say  that  January  was  the  month  in  which  we  made  ourselves 
somewhat  visible  and  got  our  own  feet  wet,  so  to  speak.  Most  initial  con- 
tacts were  made  and  the  "gearing-up"  for  February  and  March  began.  I  would 
say  I  am  generally  pleased  with  things,  but  realize  there  is  still  much  to 
be  done  before  I  feel  that  everything  is  in  motion. 

One  area  in  Great  Falls  District  that  still  needs  some  amount  of  initial 
attention  from  me  is  the  Cut  Bank  area,  including  Browning.  We  have  not 
made  substantial  contact  there  yet  and  even  though  phone  calls  and  corresp- 
ondence have  taken  place,  the  area  needs  my  own  personal  attention.  This 
is  top  priority  the  first  week  in  February.  Hopefully,  we  have  an  idea, 
however,  of  who  our  key  people  will  be. 
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I  have  been  in  contact  by  mail  with  all  the  Indian  Reservations  in  my 
district  and  also  visited  the  Fort  Belknap  and  Rocky  Boy  Reservations  in 
person  while  passing  through  the  respective  areas.  Even  though  agency 
leaders  have  complete  SSI  information  on  hand,  l   do  not  as  yet  know  how 
they  are  working  things  from  their  end.  This  area  needs  attention  and  I'll 
be  most  interested  to  hear  ideas  from  other  districts  and  division  people 
at  the  Butte  Seminar,  January  30-31. 

The  Social  Security  branches  in  Havre  and  Glasgow  are  receiving  SSI  in- 
quiries and  some  referrals  and  have  informed  us  the  Red  Cross  people  in 
the  area  have  contacted  them.  This  is  proving  that  our  volunteers  in 
those  areas  are  at  work.  The  Great  Falls  SSA  Office  has  had  many  inquiries 
by  phone  and  in  person.  Most  of  this  has  followed  on  the  wave  of  either 
TV  or  newspaper  publicity. 
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Social  Security  figures  of  at  least  1,000  eligible  people  in  the  Great 
Falls  District  alone  may  be  a  bit  steep  (and,  likewise,  around  the  state) 
However,  we  all  realize  that  even  if  it  is  actually  only  1<  that  number, 
or  whatever,  our  job  is  still  to  help  who  we  can.  The  volunteers  mostly, 
also  feel  this  way.  When  in  doubt,  it  still  behooves  us  to  explore  a 
possible  eligible. 

I  have  to  gear  my  thought  in  a  constructive  manner  to  Cascade  County 
itself.   1  have  to  reach  more  of  the  outlying  communities  even  though 
there  is  a  representative  in  almost  all  of  them.  Possible  help  may  be 
on  the  way  from  individuals  referred  by  the  Voluntary  Action  Center. 
(See  next  month's  report). 

There  are  several  lists  available  for  use,  mostly  senior  citizens. 
There  is  a  partial  list  done  in  a  survey  by  the  Council  on  Aging  (Cas- 
cade County),  a  list  from  the  courthouse  of  those  people  who  in  1973  re- 
ceived property  tax  relief,  plus  a  list  of  retired  persons  from  the 
United  Fund.  Plus,  the  census  figures  and  city  directory.  Without  some 
sort  of  list  from  Social  Security  or  the  Welfare  Department,  I'm  not 
positive  how  to  cross-reference  anything. 

My  secretary  and  possible  volunteers  could  spend  time  telephoning,  but 
before  I  pursue  that,  I  would  welcome  ideas  pro  and  con.  As  it  is  now, 
it  is  extremely  hit  and  miss  and/or  would  take  much  time  in  cross- 
reference. 

In  my  day-to-day  report  I  have  left  out  some  undocumented  items  that  I 
wi  1 1  relate  here. 
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.  Piper,  Jaffray  &  Hopwood,  brokerage  firm  in  Great  Falls  ran  for 
weeks,  a  blurb  about  SSI  on  their  stock  market  report  on  KMON,  the  10,000 
watt  radio  station  in  Great  Falls. 

.   In  the  little  towns  between  county  seats,  I  generally  stop  and  try 
to  leave  SSI  material  at  one  or  two  places  in  town.  A  gas  station,  grocery 
store,  somewhere  visible  with  the  manager  or  proprietor's  permission. 
Likewise,  in  county  seats,  at  the  courthouse,  libraries,  city  halls,  post 
offices  and  other  gathering  places.   I,  in  no  way  just  dump  material  and 
run,  but  ask  someone  if  I  may  leave  it  and  explain  a  little  about  SSI. 
Usually,  the  cooperation,  especially  in  these  smaller  towns  is  good. 

I  also  visit  in  person  or  write  to  someone  who  I  am  not  actually 
asking  that  they  be  volunteers.  However,  because  of  their  position  in 
the  community,  I  ask  them  to  pass  on  the  information  and  have  eligible 
people  in  mind.   I  have  also  done  the  same  with  several  groups  and  organ- 
izations in  Great  Falls  who  don't  normally  take  on  such  projects  as  ours, 
but  whom  I  feel  it  is  good  to  at  least  let  them  know  of  SSI. 

.  The  preceeding  methods,  I  realize  are  chancy,  but  only  a  small 
amount  ot  time  is  actually  spent  in  implementation  and  it  is  at  least 
spreading  the  word. 

.   Social  Security  has  had  to  reorder  pamphlets  because  we  have  been 
using  a  good  number.   I  must  confess  that  my  actual  itinerary  for  January 
looks  quite  different  from  the  proposed  agenda.   However,  I  feel  the  same 
general  ground  was  covered  and  taken  care  of. 

I  also  generally  check  with  newspapers  along  the  way.   I  found  that 
most  ran  our  initial  release  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future, 
especially  as  it  is  geared  more  to  a  local  level.  ** 
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The  start  of  radio  public  service  announcements  in  our  district  will  add 
a  good  shot  of  publicity.

FIRST  WEEK 

Mailings  to  groups  and  clubs,  etc. 

News  releases  prepared. 

Visited  Conrad,  Shelby,  Cut  Bank  &   Browning. 
Mrs.  Copenhaver  in  Conrad  is  now  grasping  SSI  very  well  and  her  enthusiasm 
is  evident  in  her  willingness  to  talk  to  groups  in  her  community  and  con- 
tact outlying  areas  of  Ledger,  Valier,  Brady,  etc. 

In  Shelby,  Mrs.  Brittain,  at  the  Senior  Citizens  Center  has  always  had  a 
group  of  people  for  me  to  visit  with.  She  has  no  hesitation  about  using 
the  referral  forms  and  maintains  contact  with  Social  Security  representatives 
when  in  Shelby.  She  has  also  taken  on  the  responsibility  of  contacting  the 
outlying  communities  in  her  county. 

Cut  Bank  is  covered  by  Monte  Fauque,  Red  Cross  Chairman  for  Glacier  County. 
More  important  in  Glacier  County,  however,  is  perhaps  the  Browning  area 
and  the  Blackfeet  Reservation,  This  is  headed  up  by  Community  Health 
Representative  (CHR),  Marie  Williamson.   She  had  20  people  in  attendance 
to  be  briefed  by  myself  and  will  also  recruit  several  more  people  on  her 
own.   Several  other  individuals  were  briefed  at  the  CAP  Program  and  Black- 
feet  Agency  at  the  same  time.  Mr.  Johnson,  Social  Security  representative 
from  Havre  subsequently  briefed  the  same  group  of  CHR's  at  a  meeting  set 
up  for  Wednesday,  February  20th. 
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SECOND  WEEK 

Visited  Rocky  Boy  Reservation,  Havre,  Chinook,  Big  Sandy  and  Fort 

Benton. 

At  Rocky  Boy,  contacts  were  CHR's  Paul  Parker  and  Irene  Mitchell 
plus  four  other  workers.  The  group  I  briefed  also  included  several  other 
agency  personnel  and  teachers.  Mr.  Johnson,  Social  Security,  attended 
this  meeting  with  me  and  gave  a  briefing. 

In  Havre,  Mrs.  Plovonic  had  been  busy  and  has  been  expanding  out  into 
other  communities  in  Hill  County.  Because  of  her  position  with  the  CAP 
in  Havre,  plus  her  work  with  Senior  Citizens,  she  is  in  a  good  position 
to  find  potential  SSI  recipients.   I  spoke  to  a  group  of  35  Senior  Citi- 
zens this  trip,  plus  several  people  from  the  CAP. 

In  Chinook,  I  contacted  Mrs.  Mc  Cartney  and  Mr.  Eliason  and  spoke  to  10 
people  at  the  Senior  Citizens  Center.  Because  of  community  size,  I  let 
the  organization  be  fairly  low-keyed  and  feel  the  people  who  are  contacts 
there,  do  what  they  can  on  their  own  because  of  their  community  knowledge. 

In  Big  Sandy,  my  contact  is  Mrs.  Lucille  Seccora.  She  called  our  office 
in  January  with  a  question  about  SSI  and  from  that  contact  agreed  to 
distribute  material  and  spread  the  word  in  that  community.  Big  Sandy 
is  in  Choteau  County. 

Mrs.  El  off  in  Fort  Benton  seems  to  be  doing  what  she  can  for  the  community 
and  has  enlisted  good  help.   I  spoke  to  a  group  of  nurses  at  the  hospital 
and  informed  them  of  SSI. 
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I  also  visited  Belt,  Stockett,  Monarch  and  Neihart.  Because  of  their 
close  proximity  to  Great  Falls,  they  are  covered  by  Great  Falls  publicity. 
However,  I  do  have  four  contacts  in  those  areas .  Two  of  them  I  would  con- 
sider real  volunteers  and  the  other  two  simply  contact  people.  All  commun- 
ities except  Belt  are  extremely  small. 

Sunday  of  the  second  week,  four  church  youth  groups  in  Great  Falls  that 
visited  shut-ins  in  the  area  were  given  SSI  information  to  take  along. 
They  were  quite  enthused  about  it  and  did  a  good  job  of  presenting  SSI. 
They  will  repeat  this  in  March  to  different  groups. 

THIRD  WEEK 

.  Appeared  on  KFBB  TV  February  18  to  explain  SSI.  KFBB  has  good 
coverage  throughout  the  entire  district. 

.  Visited  Stanford,  Geraldine,  Malta,  Glasgow,  Fort  Belknap  and 
points  between. 

In  Stanford, two  more  contacts  were  made  to  insure  more  coverage  for  out- 
lying communities.   In  Geraldine,  Mrs.  Sullivan  was  carrying  out  her 
share  of  SSI  quite  well. 

In  Malta,  Reverend  Howell  had  been  pushing  SSI  through  the  ministerial 
association  and  local  civic  groups  and  also  Senior  Citizens.   I  feel 
satisfied  that  things  are  generally  being  well  taken  care  of  in  that 
area. 
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The  Glasgow  SSI  Alert  Project  is  headed  up  by  Mrs.  Blanche  Hagen,  a  tire- 
less individual.  While  there  she  had  me  speak  to  two  Senior  Citizen  groups, 
one  in  Glasgow  and  the  other,  a  noon  luncheon  in  Hinsdale.  About  30  people 
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were  in  attendance  at  each  gathering.   I  appeared  on  radio  with  her  talk- 
ing about  SSI  and  she  is  going  back  on  the  air  (KLTZ)  with  Mr.  Martin 
this  week.  He  is  the  Glasgow  Social  Security  Manager. 

Mrs.  Hagen  is  extremely  enthusiastic  and  has  plans  to  drive  to  all  out- 
lying communities  to  talk  about  SSI.  These  include,  besides  Hinsdale, 
Fort  Peck,  Nashua,  Opheim  and  also  Saco,  even  though  it  is  just  over  the 
line  into  Phillips  County.  Mrs.  Hagen  also  has  five  volunteers  helping 
her  effort  in  Glasgow. 

While  in  Glasgow,  I  also  spoke  to  a  Kiwanis  breakfast.   I  was  received 
graciously  enough,  but  it  was  definitely  the  wrong  group  to  ask  to  help. 
Nevertheless,  it  was  another  group  to  inform  of  SSI.  While  in  Glasgow, 
I  also  visited  the  Mountain  Plains  Program  at  Glasgow  AFB.  We  had  mailed 
literature  ahead  and  I  visited  with  several  people  and  answered  their 
questions.   It  is  doubtful,  however,  that  many  eligibles  will  come  from 
that  area. 

I  visited  the  last  of  the  three  Indian  Reservations  in  my  district, 
Fort  Belknap.  Mrs.  Gertrude  Work  was  to  have  been  the  CHR  I  was  to  have 
contacted,  but  she  was  not  to  be  found.  Nevertheless,  the  trip  was  not 
all  in  vain  as  other  individuals  promised  to  pass  the  material  and  a 
written  briefing  on  to  the  right  place.  While  there  I  did  brief  three 
CAP  secretaries  on  the  project  and  they  did  have  a  definite  interest. 
Mrs.  Johnson  from  Havre  will  be  available  to  talk  with  them  on  Feb.  26. 


Upon  returning  to  Great  Falls,  I  prepared  a  brief  report  on  SSI  Alert 
progress  for  all  Red  Cross  Chapters  in  the  district  plus  other  helping 
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agencies  making  up  the  consortium. 

I  visited  Cascade,  Simms,  Fairfield  and  Choteau.   In  two  of  the  communities 
I  received  assurance  of  the  possibility  of  rural  mail  carriers  delivery  SSI 
brochures  to  people  that  could  be  eligible.   In  Choteau,  I  visited  with 
Mrs.  Curtis,  volunteer  chairman  and  Mr.  Issakson.  Things  seem  to  be  pro- 
gressing quite  well. 

Spoke  to  Exchange  Club  in  Great  Falls  earlier  in  the  week. 

FOURTH  WEEK 

Was  on  KSEN  Radio  in  Shelby  for  an  hour  talk  show  about  SSI  Alert.  Mrs. 
Brittain  also  appeared  with  me.  This  was  valuable  in  that  KSEN  covers 
the  towns  of  Fort  Benton,  Shelby,  Chester,  Cut  Bank,  Conrad,  Choteau  and 
communities  in  between.  We  made  use  of  the  time  by  completely  going  over 
aspects  of  SSI,  mentioning  particulars  about  volunteers  in  all  the  commun- 
ities and  mentioned  the  travel  schedules  of  the  SSA  people.  The  last  ten 
minutes  were  devoted  to  calls  and  I  felt  it  very  beneficial.   It  was  a 
good  opportunity  to  promote  SSI  as  well  as  Red  Cross. 

Visited  Reverend  Peterson,  Volunteer  Chairman  in  Chester.  Chester  and 
the  outlying  areas  have  a  very  small  population  and  I  don't  feel  any 
specific  push  is  in  store  for  that  area  as  Reverend  Peterson  seems  to 
be  doing  all  one  can  in  an  area  of  that  makeup.  He  has  talked  to 
several  groups  of  Senior  Citizens. 

Went  to  Havre  to  cut  radio  tape  for  play  on  KOJM  Radio.  Visited  with 
Mrs.  Plovonic  and  checked  with  contacts  in  Big  Sandy  and  Fort  Benton. 
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.  Spoke  to  Mental  Health  Group  and  the  Altrusa  Club  in  Great  Falls, 

Seminar  in  Helena. 
.  Drove  2,095  miles  in  February. 
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OVERVIEW 


While  feeling  that  January  was  the  month  to  start  getting  established 
with  SSI  Alert  in  the  district,  February  was  the  month  to  get  the  ball 
really  rolling  and  establish  more  contacts  to  completely  cover  the  district. 

I  feel  that  as  February  draws  to  a  close,  the  district  is  fully  represent- 
ed with  volunteers  and  contacts  in  all  counties  and  numerous  communities 
within.  The  three  Indian  reservations  with  the  district  are  now  covered. 

Approximately  125  mailings  were  done  to  all  senators  and  representatives 
in  the  district  as  well  as  county  assessors,  extension  services,  health 
services,  libraries,  hospitals,  rest  homes,  cable  TV  companies  in  the  area 
and  all  civic  service  clubs  in  Cascade  County.  Some  of  these  groups  were 
briefed  by  mail.  We  didn't  expect  a  good  deal  of  actual  response  back 
to  our  office  because  of  the  mailings.  Our  goal  was  merely  to  inform 
them  and  ask  that  a  lookout  be  made  for  potential  eligibles.  However, 
we  have  received  some  personal  feedback,  which  is  gratifying. 

Media  coverage  this  month  has  been  good,  in  some  cases,  outstanding.  I 
feel  that  volunteers  now  are  getting  a  good  grasp  for  the  SSI  Alert 
Project  and  we  are  expanding  their  contacts.  Also,  closer  liasion  between 
myself  and  the  Social  Security  people  has  been  of  benefit. 

In  this  project  there  are  always  stones  to  be  turned,  but  I  feel  that  for 
the  purpose  of  informing  people  about  SSI,  Feb.  has  been  a  good  month. 
Seldom  do  we  run  onto  anyone  who  has  not  at  least  heard  something  of  SSI.

Letter  carriers  in  rural  areas  of  Belt,  Monarch,  Highwood,  Simms 
and  Cascade  are  taking  SSI  information  to  potential  eligibles  on  their 
routes.   In  Great  Falls,  this  is  also  being  done  in  two  major  low-income 
areas  with  the  city. 

.  More  work  was  done  with  church  senior  high  school  youth  groups 
within  Great  Falls  with  regard  to  visiting  shut-ins  with  SSI  information. 

SSI  information  available  through  the  volunteer  Income  Tax  Assist- 
ance Program  at  three  locations  in  Great  Falls.  A  similar  situation  was 
also  carried  out  in  Glasgow- 
Spoke  to  Senior  Citizens  groups  in  Great  Falls,  Chester,  Chinook 
and  Conrad.         '      ,  ' 

Spoke  to  parents  of  handicapped  children  in  Great  Falls.  Also 
meeting  of  Business  and  Professional  Women  and  FOCUS. 

Visited  all  Indian  Reservations  in  the  district.  Things  are  going 
very  well,  especially  at  the  Blackfeet  and  Rocky  Boy  Agencies. 

.  Met  and  worked  several  times  with  representatives  of  Opportunities, 
Inc.  in  Great  Falls,  updating  and  helping  them  with  various  SSI  potential 

cases. 


.  Cut  tapes  for  radio  interviews  on  two  Great  Falls  stations  and  one 
in  Shelby  and  Havre. 

„  Gave  SSI  update  information  to  Shelby,  Conrad,  Fairfield  weeklies 
plus  Havre  Daily.  Also  to  weekly  Eastern  Montana  Catholic  Register. 

.  Placed  SSI  information  ads  in  Chester,  Cut  Bank,  Harlem  and  Havre 
newspapers. 

.  Made  contacts  with  Vocational  Rehabilitation  district  and  local 
Social  and  Rehabilitative  Services  units,  plus  local  Mental  Health  Clinic. 

.  Worked  with  individual  volunteers  in  Great  Falls,  Browning,  Conrad 
and  Rocky  Boy  inviting  potential  eligibles  and  doing  follow-ups  on  people 
in  Glasgow,  Harlem  and  Great  Falls  that  were  denied  SSI  benefits.  Two 
of  these  individuals  are  apparently  going  to  receive  benefits  after  being 
looked  at  a  second  time. 

.  Made  several  speaking  engagements  for  the  month  of  April  in  Great 
Falls  Fairfield  and  Havre. 

.  Made  contact  with  as  many  local  chapter  chairmen  throughout  the 
district  as  possible  and  informed  them  of  SSI  Alert  extension  and  progress. 

.   100  names  on  Cascade  County  Tax  Reduction  List  were  called.   18 
individuals  talked  to  were  transferred  to  SSI  as  of  January  1,  197**.   85% 
had  no  comment  or  indicated  their  own  eligibility.   15%  had  questions,  but 
didn't  tip  their  hand  as  to  whether  they  would  follow  up  with  the  Social 
Security  people.

The  month  of  March  was  beneficial  in  doing  some  catch-up  work  on  SSI 
Alert  around  the  district  and  concentrating  on  methods  of  implementa- 
tion and  results  as  opposed  to  former  introductory  procedures.  Several 
communities  are,  I  feel,  honestly  in  a  wrap-up  process.  This  is  due 
largely  to  their  small  population  size  and  economic  make-up.  Other 
areas  have  given  me  the  same  feelings,  but  I  have  found  that  a  little 
prodding  was  needed  by  myself  to  explore  other  methods  so  that  the  vol- 
unteers wouldn't  lose  interest.   I  think,  generally,  it  has  been  a  good 
working  month.

GREAT  FALLS  DISTRICT 
MONTHLY  REPORT 

APRIL  197^ 


April  started  out  with  a  hard  look  at  our  budget  to  see  that  all  anticipated 
expenses  could  be  covered  throughout  the  month.  Satisfied  that  they  would, 
we  proceeded  to  cover  areas  that  needed  final  work  and  made  preparations  to 
wrap-up. 

.  A  check  of  advertising  rates  for  newspapers  and  radio  was  made  with- 
in the  district.  Copy  was  prepared  and  sent  out  or  hand-delivered.  A  tot- 
al of  $336.48  was  expended  on  the  effort.   If  that  sum  seems  high,  I  think 
justification  can  be  found  in  the  fact  that  (a)  we  had  the  funds  to  do  it, 
(b)  SSI  applicants  seemed  to  hold  and/or  climb  at  this  late  date  in  the 
project  and  (c)  we  got  some  added  exposure. 

Comprehensive  news  releases  were  sent  out  to  all  media  in  the  dis- 
trict, both  newspaper  and  broadcast  versions. 

Two  radio  interviews  were  made,  one  in  Great  Falls  and  the  other 
in  Shelby.   Public  service  spots  were  pushed  on  the  TV  stations. 

I  visited  all  Indian  Reservations. . .Blackfeet, Rocky  Boy  and  Fort  Belk- 
nap. As  I've  stated  in  earlier  reports  progress  on  the  Blackfeet  and  Rocky 
Boy  Reservations  has  been  good.  The  workers  seem  to  have  a  good  understand- 
ing of  implementing  SSI  Alert.   Having  not  felt  particularly  good  about  my 
contacts  at  Fort  Belknap,  I  returned  and  contacted  Dorothy  Chapman,  Public 
Health  Nurse.   I  elicited  her  and  her  staff's  support  and  feel  that  she 
is  doing  a  good  job.   (She  was  not  working  in  January,  February  and  part  of 
March) . 
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I  made  several  home  visits  with  her  to  potential  eligibles  while  I  was 
there.  The  CHR's  have  material,  are  aware  of  the  project,  have  been  re- 
ferring people  and  have  had  contact  with  the  SSA  representative.  My  prob- 
lem was  that  I  couldn't  get  any  communication  going  with  them.   I  don't 
blame  that  on  them,  for  I  should  have  settled  that  problem  earlier.   It 
was  a  feeling  of  knowing  something  was  taking  place,  but  always  feeling 
blindfolded  when  I  tried  to  be  specific.  Nevertheless,  I  feel  better  at 
this  time  about  that  situation  and  don't  feel  that  we  completely  struck 
out. 

I  visited  almost  all  the  counties  and  talked  (in  some  cases,  by 
phone)  to  all  volunteer  chairman.  I  was  assured  that  all  had  been  taken 
care  of  and  wanted  to  be  certain  that  adequate  coverage  had  been  given 
to  the  project  in  their  areas. 

.  All  media  were  written  letters  of  appreciation. 

.  All  volunteers  were  written  letters  of  appreciation  and  the  vol- 
unteer chairmen  received  certificates  of  appreciation  from  the  Red  Cross 
signed  by  Phil  Gonzales  and  William  Bailey. 

.  Contact  with  Hutterite  Colonies  in  Cascade  and  Judith  Basin 
Counties  was  made.  I  was  graciously  enough  received,  but  told  "no  thank 
you".  Being  not  extremely  pushy  by  nature  and  understanding  some  of 
their  thoughts  on  independence,  I  withdrew. 

.   Spoke  to  Fairfield  Lions  Club  and  RSVP  Grandmothers. 

.  Accomplished  final  wrap-up  with  Social  Security — .The  Great  Falls 
District  Office  had  high  praise  for  SSI  Alert  and  felt  that  if  it  wasn't 
for  our  effort,  SSI  applications  would  be  almost  hopelessly  lagging. 
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Our  bookkeeping  was  finalized  and  accounts  paid  up  and  closed  out. 
The  remainder  of  approximately  $171.00  (See  Financial  Statement)  of  funds 
was  turned  over  to  the  Division  Director. 

In  summary,  I  can  say  that  we  kept  up  with  the  project  as  much  as  possible 
while  also  phasing  out  gracefully.   I  suppose  in  retrospect,  one  can  al- 
ways wonder  what  else  could  have  been  done.  However,  I  feel  satisfied  that 
we  did  seem  to  do  a  decent  job  of  making  the  inhabitants  of  our  district 
aware  of  SSI  and  we  have  proof  of  success  in  seeing  the  actual  number  of 
appl icants. 

The  project  was  gratifying  to  me  in  several  ways.   I  am  now  more  aware 
of  what  good  volunteers  can  accomplish  and  am  amazed  at  most  Montanans 
for  wanting  to  help  out  in  a  project  such  as  this.   I  feel  that  many  of  the 
same  group  of  people  I  worked  with  would  be  willing  to  be  involved  in 
other,  similar  projects  in  the  future. 

The  support  and  backing  of  Red  Cross  people  in  Great  Falls  has  been  tre- 
mendous and  they  have  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

The  four  month  summary  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  Billings  District,  Mont- 
ana, was  compiled  by  two  SSI  Alert  District  Directors  -  Mrs.  Adele  Thiel 
and  Mrs.  Hattie  Martin,  Mrs,  Thiel  was  the  initial  SSI  Alert  District 
Director,  who  served  from  1  Jan  -  30  Mar  197^>  followed  by  Mrs.  Hattie 
Martin,  1  -  30  Apr  197^°  The  Billings  District  is  comprised  of  20  large 
eastern  Montana  counties,  the  largest  city  in  Montana  and  two  Indian  res- 
ervations -  the  Crow  and  Northern  Cheyenne  Tribes.   The  task  of  establish- 
ing a  viable  SSI  Alert  Program  in  sparse  and  heavily  populated  areas,  in 
conjunction  with  vast  geographical  space  and  distances,  presented  real 
problems  in  working  with  cross  sections  of  urban  and  rural  personalities. 
Inclement  weather  conditions  and  the  necessity  for  travelling  long  distances 
to  each  of  the  20  counties,  every  month,  added  to  the  job  challenge  of  the 
SSI  District  Director  in  fulfilling  her  project  duties.   Specific  achieve- 
ments, within  this  time  frame,  are  outlined  as  follows: 


#  88%  of  eligibles  have  submitted  appl  ications,, 

#  ]k   volunteers  will  receive  honor  certificates, 

#  Successful  cooperation  of  Federal  Programs  for  needy  and  senior 
citizen,  SSA,  Red  Cross  and  SSI  Alert. 
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#  Every  nursing  home  was  visited. 

#  The  three  Billings  TV  stations'  coverage  was  verygjod.  Two,  five 
minute  and  one  30  minute  interviews. 

#  All  radio  stations  gave  repeated  announcements  throughout  duration 
of  project  in  all  counties. 

#  Girl  Scouts  and  4-H  Clubs  made  posters  and  distributed  them. 

#  Home  visits  were  made  and  information  given  by  volunteers  in  all 
counties. 

#  Handicapped  persons  were  reached  through  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
and  health  agencies  in  all  counties.  Muscular  Dystrophy  letters 
went  out  to  all  known  cases  throughout  Montana. 

#  Consortiums  and  key  people  briefed  and  trained  in  every  county  and 
were  revisited  with  SSA  representatives. 

#  Every  town  of  100  persons  and  more  was  visited. 

#  Every  newspaper  and  written  media,  every  TV,  and  radio  station  in 
the  11  counties  supported  and  covered  SSI  Alert. 

#  All  Senior  Citizen  groups  were  briefed. 

#  Bi 'dings  pastors  all  received  information  and  many  had  an  article 
in  the  bulletin.  All  ministers  in  other  areas  were  visited. 

#  Letters  and  information  went  to  all  civic  clubs.   Health  and  social 
organizations  in  Billings  as  follows:   Italian  Girls  Victory  Club, 
Red  Cross,  Senior  Citizen  Centers,  Senior  Citizen  Dinners  Program,

II.   COMMENTS. 

The  following  statements  were  made  to  certain  questions  of  interest: 
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a.  TRAINING; 

The  SSI  Director  attended  two  -  eight  hour  SSA  workshops,  geared  to  various 
professional  groups.  They  were  well  planned  with  numerous  speakers  and 
visual  aids  plus  small  group  discussions.  The  director  collected  education- 
al materials  and  attended  a  workshop  in  Great  Falls  (Dec  73)  for  specific 
planning  and  instructions.  The  District  Director  arranged  meetings  of 
leaders  from  Senior  Citizen  groups  in  every  county  and  used  the  SSA  booklet 
as  a  guide  for  training,   Every  Consortium  was  revisited  with  SSA  field 
representatives  in  attendance.  Other  organizational  contacts  were  made, 
personnel  briefed  and  trained  in  the  following:   County  Commissioners, 
Public  Health  Service,  County  Commission  on  Aging,  Vocational  Rehabilita- 
tion, Community  Health  Representatives  and  the  Resource  Program. 

b.  PROCESSING  OF  POTENTIAL  SSI  APPLICANTS; 

The  total  number  of  SSI  Applicants  in  the  Billings  District  were  720,  along 
with  a  total  of  617  processed  applications  from  1  Jan  -  30  Apr  7k. 

c.  PROBLEMS: 

As  described  in  preceding  paragraphs,  the  prime  difficulties  of  time, 
distance  and  weather  conditions  were  only  temporary  obstacles,  which  were 
resolved  through  diligent  and  persistent  application  to  the  objective  of 
100%  SSI  participation.  There  were  instances  of  poor  newspaper  publishing 
of  SSI  written  material  in  various  local  newspapers;  the  reason  for  this 
apparent  lack  of  support  was  insufficient  and  misguided  understanding  of 
the  SSI  Program.   Not  enough  attention  or  careful  study  of  the  SSI  Program, 
and  how  it  related  to  the  local/state  community  were  made  by  managing 
news  editors  and  managers.  A  concerted  effort  was  made  by  the  Billings 
District  Director  to  thoroughly  brief  each  dissenting  and  doubting  news 
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media  and  encourage  their  support  and  release  of  SSI  news  material.  This 
was  successfully  accomplished  within  the  month  in  which  it  occured. 

d.   EVALUATION  OF  PUBLICITY; 
The  value  of  good  and  adequate  publicity  for  the  SSI  Program  cannot  be  over 
emphasized;  in  every  instance,  where  there  had  been  an  intensive  effort  and 
support  of  news  media  -  there  was  an  upsweep  in  the  interest  of  the  people 
to  the  program,  along  with  increased  SSI  applications. 

Coverage  was  very  good  through  radio  and  television  media,  as  attested  by 
the  number  of  times  the  SSI  message  was  given  in  local  areas,  south  central 
southeast  and  eastern  Montana.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  telephone 
inquiries  were  received  after  each  television  appearance  and  news  release. 
Good  coverage  by  large  and  small  newspaper  and  church  bulletins  brought 
forth  the  most  inquiries  and  interest.   One  half  hour  television  appearance 
on  a  state-wide  net-work  in  April  197^  was  a  classic  example  of  how  SSI 
publicity  should  be  formulated  and  presented  to  the  public.   The  television 
participants  were  the  SSI  Alert  Division  Director,  Billings  District  Man- 
ager (Social  Security  Agency)  and  the  Chapter  Chairman,  American  Red  Cross. 
The  theme  was  not  only  to  explain  the  SSI  Program  to  the  State  of  Montana, 
but  to  highlight  the  role  of  each  television  participant  and  the  spirit 
of  cooperation/coordination  each  made  to  the  other  in  establishing  this 
program.  The  real  credit  for  the  success  of  the  SSI  Project  was  given, 
publicly,  to  the  SSI  Alert  volunteer  and  a  plea  was  made  to  the  public 
for  their  cooperation  and  support  to  the  SSI  Program. 
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e.   ACTIVITIES  THAT  HAVE  EVOLVED  AS  A  RESULT  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT, 
AS  APPLICABLE; 

Bringing  groups  together  for  discussion  of  a  common  problem  led  to  a 
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combined  community  effort  that  appeared  to  have  been  missing  in  the  past. 
Many  elderly  people  have  received  an  increased  amount  of  attention  and 
visits  to  brighten  their  lives.   One  area  has  increased  the  volunteer 
telephone  calls  to  the  elderly.  Any  project  which  provides  a  focus  upon 
the  agedj,  blind  and  disabled  brings  their  problems  and  needs  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public.  These  people  are  benefited  mentally  and  physically, 
because  of  this  public  interest. 

f.  PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS; 

The  identification  of  groups  and  number  of  individual  participants  as  a 
percent  of  total  participants  are  all  related  to  Indian  groups,  which 
met  at  9  communities  and  whereby  88  people  attended  meetings  -  comprising 
.217%  of  the  total.  Within  the  Billings  District  there  are  few  Blacks  or 
other  ethnic  groups.  There  were  a  maximum  of  2  Blacks  and  8  Mexicans  in 
one  Senior  Citizen  Center,  „025%. 

g.  RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES; 

There  is  no  knowledge  of  problems  with  Federal,  State  or  local  agencies. 
Local  support  and  relationship  on  the  SSI  Project  has  been  very  good  and 
rewarding.  The  task  to  effectively  work  with  the  Indian  tribes  will 
remain  a  long  range  commitment  and  cannot  be  completed  within  this  short 
time  period.  The  proposed  solution  for  continued  work  with  all  Indian 
tribes  in  the  State  of  Montana  is  suggested  in  the  text  of  the  SSI  Alert 
Division  Director's  comments  and  analysis. 

h.   LOCAL  SUPPORT  FOR  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
Local  support  and  relationship  of  the  SSI  Alert  Project  has  been  good 
and  rewarding. 
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1 .   ASSESSMENT  FOR  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT: 
After  careful  thought  and  reflection  upon  the  long  term  benefits  of  the 
Project  SSI  Alert,  the  effects  of  concentrated  effort  in  educating  the 
people  of  Montana  on  this  project  will  be  remembered  for  many  years  to 

come. 

j.   WILLINGNESS  OF  LOCAL  SUPPORT  ORGANIZATIONS  TO  UNDERTAKE  SIM- 
ILAR PROJECTS  IN  THE  FUTURE. 

I  believe  that  volunteer  agencies  and  individual  volunteer  workers  will 

be  willing  to  undertake  such  programs  in  the  future. 

k.   SPECIAL  EVENTS  OR  HUMAN  INTEREST  RESULTING  FROM  THE  VOLUNTEERS/ 
CONSORTIUMS'  EFFORTS; 

#  Senior  Citizen  Dinners  Program  workers  began  contacting  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  reduced  property  tax  list. 

#  Two  proud  ladies  exaggerated  potential  sale  of  small  area  of 
wheat  rather  than  appear  indigent  and  needy. 

#  A  pioneer  woman  who  homesteaded  in  Montana  is  now  able  to 
meet  her  own  needs  rather  than  be  dependent  on  her  children. 

Ill  PROBLEM  AREAS: 

#  Indian'  people  are  told  not  to  sign  any  papers  because  white 
people  are  trying  to  take  their  land,  so  do  not  want  to  sign 
up  for  SSI. 

#  Birth  certificates  are  a  problem  for  some  older  persons  and 
once  turned  down$  they  are  reluctant  to  go  back  to  SSA. 

#  People  wish  that  the  checks  were  not  a  different  color,  be- 
cause this  causes  embarrassment  to  them.  Welfare  stigma 
exi  sts. 

#  People  in  Ashland  wish  SSA  representatives  would  come  there 
more  often. 

#  Concerns  regarding  over  payments  for  back  money  due  and  getting 
no  reply  if  el igible. 

#  Some  people  are  still  too  proud  to  apply. 

©#  The  report  from  Vocational  Rehabilitation  was  that  people 
who  have  been  on  welfare  because  of  disabilities  are  having 
cases  reviewed  with  four  out  of  five  being  turned  down  and 
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the  same  percentage  applies  to  new  applicants.  The  people 
have  now  lost  their  security  because  they  must  report  to 
welfare  and  re-apply  for  general  assistance  each  month. 
The  majority  of  these  people  are  between  55  and  60  years 
of  age,  unskilled  with  the  median  of  sixth  grade  education, 
who  are  no  longer  able  to  do  heavy  work.  Some  of  the  dis- 
abled can  be  returned  to  the  labor  market,  but  many  seem 
like  hopeless  cases. 

IV,   SUMMARY  AND  ANALYSIS 

The  SSI  Alert  Program  in  this  district  has  met  its  objective  in  taking 
information  to  every  town  of  100  population  and  over  in  11  counties, 
by  every  possible  method  of  communication  and  contact.   Cooperation  was 
excellent  from  every  source.  Our  office  has  received  no  complaints  re- 
garding SSI  checks  not  arriving.   Each  month,  new  people  have  been  brief- 
ed and  the  key  persons  were  glad  to  review  the  program  and  felt  knowledge- 
able enough  to  ask  more  questions  about  specific  problem  areas.  The  four 
month  period  was  busy,  productive,  necessary  and  went  smoothly  for  our 
staff.  The  SSA  should  now  be  able  to  handle  the  situation. 

V.   SOLUTION  TO  PROBLEM  AREAS 

Solution  to  a  newspaper  publicity  problem  was  resolved  through  continued 
effort  by  the  director.   Problems  that  can  be  resolved  only  by  SSA  officials 
were  presented  to  the  SSA  District  Manager.   Brought  to  his  attention  were 
the  handicapped,  lack  of  birth  certificates,  color  of  checks,  concerns  of 
Indians,  more  frequent  visits  to  Ashland,  and  some  people  too  proud  to 
apply. 

VI   RECOMMENDATIONS 
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I  suggest  that  Indian  Service  Personnel  continue  explaining  SSI  and 
assist  persons  with  applications.  If  questions  arise,  contact  the  SSA 
Office  for  information.  The  SSA  is  the  official  agency  to  handle  handi- 
capped applications,  over-payments,  under-payments  or  missed  payments. 
I  suggest  more  SSA  talks  be  made  to  groups  on  technical  questions.

I.  CONSORTIUMS 

Eighteen  initial  meetings  were  held  with  146  key  people  of  the  communities, 
The  SSI  program  was  explained  in  detail  and  the  local  representatives' 
role  discussed. 

The  Consortiums  were  made  up  of  the  leaders  from  Senior  Citizen  groups, 
Red  Cross,  Jaycees,  Women's  Club,  Hospital  Guilds,  Public  Health  Nurses, 
etc.  The  Senior  Citizens,  as  a  rule,  represented  the  largest  organized 
groups;  also  the  most  willing  and  active  in  working  on  the  SSI  Project. 
The  role  of  the  Red  Cross  in  sponsoring  the  project  was  stressed  and  it 
was  a  real  help  to  identify  with  this  organization  initially. 

Visits  were  made  in  each  of  the  eleven  county  seats  in  the  district  and 
a  few  additional  to  smaller  communities  enroute,  this  represented  1,728 
miles  of  driving. 

II.  SOCIAL  SECURITY 

A  close  working  relationship  has  been  maintained  with  the  Social  Security 
representatives  which  has  been  helpful  in  being  informed  on  new  policies 
such  as  using  the  $lifO  and  $210  base  now  instead  of  the  $130  and  $195  as 
was  originally  planned. 

One  return  meeting  was  held  with  the  Social  Security  representative  in 
Columbus  on  January  28th.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  people 
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who  attended  were  eligible  needy  who  had  been  informed  by  the  members  of  the 
consortium.   It  appears  the  representative  groups  will  be  the  volunteer 
community  workers. 

III.   BILLINGS  PROJECT 
The  foregoing  has  described  the  work  in  the  smaller  towns.  The  project 
in  Billings  is  more  time  consuming  and  will  require  more  skill  in  finding 
the  needy  eligible.  To  date  various  organizations  have  been  contacted 
and  informed.  The  news  media  have  been  most  helpful  with  one  interview 
on  0,2  TV's  "Today  in  Montana"  show,  two  radio  stations  also  broadcast 
interviews  which  to  date  have  aired  the  program  approximately  25  times,  and 
the  Billings  Gazette  published  an  article.  The  present  aim  is  to  obtain 
lists  of  names  of  the  needy  in  our  three  categories  and  then  volunteers 
will  be  oriented  and  go  out  in  the  field  to  assist  the  individuals  with 
their  applications. 

IV.  NEWS  MEDIA 

Twenty  visits  or  contacts  were  made  to  outlying  newspapers,  small  radio 
stations  and  mimeographed  news  sheets.  The  editors  have  been  most  interest- 
ed in  the  SSI  and  have  handled  the  news  release  well.  We  are  attempting 
to  keep  copies  of  these  articles.   So  far,  we  have  acquired  nine.  A 
member  of  the  consortium  is  usually  assigned  to  keep  us  informed. 

V.  SPECIAL  INTERESTS 

We  enjoyed  our  State  Director,  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales's  visit  to  our  area 
and  appreciated  his  helpful  expertise. 

Two  Indian  reservations  were  visited  and  the  workers  were  oriented  on  find- 
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ing  and  assisting  the  eligible  needy  individuals,  as  well  as  a  thorough 
briefing  on  the  SSI. 

A  conference  was  held  with  Fran  Dixon,  Social  Services,  Indian  Health  Ser- 
vice and  Mr.  Gonzales  to  review  and  coordinate  work  with  reservations. 

No  real  problem  in  transporting  applicants  has  been  encountered.  A 
schedule  of  the  Social  Security  Field  representative's  visit  has  been 
most  helpful  in  outlying  areas.  Some  of  the  remote  areas  have  arrange- 
ments for  transportation  to  the  central  office  by  a  person  employed  to 
do  this. 

The  success  of  the  past  month  in  establishing  the  project  has  been  due 
to  the  able  assistance  and  guidance  of  Mrs.  Hattie  Martin,  Manager  of 
the  Midland  Empire  Red  Cross,  and  the  efforts  of  our  efficient  and  pleas- 
ant secretary,  Margaret  Spiker. 

IV.   PLANS  FOR  FEBRUARY  '7** 
Meetings  in  the  communities  with  the  Social  Security  representatives  to 
train  volunteers  and  assist  applicants  with  necessary  preparation. 

Speaking  engagements  with  various  organizations  in  Billings. 

Letters  to  community  workers  thanking  them  for  help  given  and  encourag- 
ing continued  effort. 

Training  and  assisting  volunteers  in  the  field  in  Billings. 
Visits  to  smaller  communities.

I.   CONSORTIUMS  &   MEETINGS 
Four  consortia  met  with  a  total  attendance  of  81.  The  Bi 1 1 ings  group 
was  representative  of  local  organizations.   Meetings  in  Hardin,  Lewis- 
town  and  Roundup  were  held  with  the  Social  Security  Representatives  and 
volunteers  were  oriented.  Members  of  the  respective  consortia  organi- 
zed the  meetings  and  took  care  of  publicity.  Their  interest  in  the 
project  was  reflected  in  well  planned,  active  cooperation. 

Nine  key  people  in  Bridger  and  twenty  in  Worden  met  with  the  Project  Dir- 
ector and  were  briefed  on  SSI  and  volunteers  were  trained.  Nine  other 
small  communities  were  visited  and  volunteers  were  briefed  and  trained. 

Letters  were  sent  to  kj>   volunteers  trained  in  January,  thanking  them 
for  their  assistance  and  encouraging  them  to  continue  the  work. 

II.   BILLINGS 
More  time  was  spent  working  in  Billings  in  February.  Five  talks  were  given 
to  varied  organizations,  additional  radio  and  tv  coverage  was  solicited 
and  a  short  announcement  was  sent  to  92  pastors  who  used  it  in  church 
bulletins,  etc. 

Five  rest  homes  were  visited  and  the  program  was  discussed  with  administra- 
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tive  personnel . 

Volunteers  from  the  expanded  nutrition  and  outreach  workers  are  assist- 
ing people  to  apply  for  SSI. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  have  the  Jayceens  work  on  the  project.  The  St. 
Vincent  De  Paul  Society  has  supplied  a  list  of  needy  people. 

III.   NEWS  MEDIA 
A  news  release  was  sent  to  13  newspapers  and  news  sheets,  thanking  the 
community  workers  for  their  cooperation  and  continued  effort. 

Billings  and  Lewistown  Girl  Scout  and  4h'  leaders  were  briefed  and  they 
are  involving  troops  and  their  leaders  in  making  SSI  Alert  posters. 

Four  additional  Radio  Stations  were  contacted  and  the  Cable  tv  is  running 
some  publicity. 

The  previously  mentioned  information  sent  to  92  clergy  has  resulted  in  a 
number  of  phone  calls  and  referrals. 

IV.   SOCIAL  SECURITY  REPRESENTATIVES 
A  close  working  relationship  has  been  continued  with  the  Social  Security 
Representatives  and  has  been  most  helpful  in  keeping  informed  on  chang- 
ing pol icies. 

116  SSI  applications  have  been  taken  Feb  1  to  21st.  There  are  26  SSI 
Alert  referrals,  2  of  these  were  screened. 

V.   SPECIAL  INTEREST 
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Mr.  Gonzales'  visit  was  helpful  in  clearing  up  problems  and  bolstering 
our  morale. 

The  Red  Cross  continued  to  be  our  "security  blanket". 

The  State  Meeting  in  Butte  was  stimulating  and  enjoyable.  The  enthusiasm 
of  our  State  Director,  Mr.  Gonzales,  was  an  inspiration  to  the  district 
directors  to  achieve. 

The  individualistic  reports  by  the  district  directors  were  interesting  and 
helpful  in  an  exchange  of  methods. 

VI.   INDIAN  RESERVATIONS 
Meetings  were  held  at  Crow  and  Lame  Deer  in  January  with  the  CHR's  and 
other  representative  personnel.  At  that  time  they  were  briefed  on  the 
SSI  Program  as  well  as  trained  to  find  the  needy  eligible  and  assist  them 
with  appl i cations. 

Letters  thanking  them  for  their  assistance  and  urging  them  to  continue  the 
effort  were  sent  to  each  of  these  workers  in  February. 

The  Social  Security  Representative  reported  that  referrals  were  brought  in 
by  a  worker  in  Crow,  but  not  the  applicants.  The  Health  Educator,  who  is 
the  key  worker  on  the  SSI  Project,  was  notified  and  she  was  going  to  meet 
with  the  workers  and  advise  them  to  bring  in  the  eligible  needy  individ- 
uals to  apply. 

The  Administrative  officer  with  Indian  Health  Service  is  the  key  contact  at 
Lame  Deer.   She  informed  us  by  phone  that  the  CHR's  will  probably  bring  the

the  eligible  needy  in  to  apply  when  the  Social  Security  Representative 
is  in  Lame  Deer  March  12th. 

Mrs.  Pretty  Weasel,  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Director,  Crow  Agency  visit- 
ed the  SSI  office  and  was  briefed  on  the  SSI  Program  and  method  of  referral. 
She  has  close  contact  with  handicapped  individuals  and  will  be  most  helpful 
in  finding  needy,  eligible,  handicapped  people. 

The  total  number  of  people  65  years  old  and  up  at  Lame  Deer  is  128  and  at 
Crow  239.  Presuming  that  50%  were  on  public  assistance,  we  will  strive 
for  100%  contact  of  the  remaining  186.  A  high  percent  of  their  handicapped 
and  blind  have  been  receiving  assistance. 

Travel  this  month  totaled  851  miles.

I.  MEETINGS  AND  CONSORTIUMS 
Laurel  was  organized  this  month  with  the  Senior  Citizens  and  other  represent- 
ative groups,  nineteen  attended  the  meeting  and  were  briefed  and  trained. 

Red  Lodge  had  their  second  meeting.  Fourteen  were  in  attendance  and  the 
Social  Security  Representatives  gave  a  detailed  account  of  the  SSI  Program. 
The  Project  Director  met  with  10  members  of  the  Billings  Jayceen  Board 
to  outline  the  SSI  Project,  the  information  was  then  presented  at  the  foll- 
owing general  meeting  and  three  members  volunteered  to  assist.  They  have 
been  trained  and  are  now  in  the  process  of  making  home  visits  in  Billings. 
A  new  AARP  group  in  Billings  was  contacted  and  a  meeting  was  arranged.   13 
smaller  communities  were  visited  and  volunteers  were  briefed  and  trained 
in  each,  3  were  revisits  to  review  accomplishments  with  the  local  volunteers. 

II   NEWS  MEDIA  AND  LETTERS 
A  visit  to  the  Carbon  County  News  revealed  a  fine  article  just  going  to 
press.  The  radio  station  in  Red  Lodge  was  also  visited. 

A  30  minute  taped  interview  was  aired  on  KURL  Radio  in  Billings,  March  11th. 
Letters  were  sent  to  27  news,  radio  and  tv  stations,  thanking  them  for  their 
assistance  with  the  SSI  Project  and  stressing  the  on-going  aspect  of  the 
program. 

Resume  on  two  outstanding  volunteers  were  written  and  submitted  to  the 
state  contest. 
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Letters  were  written  and  sent  to  278  volunterrs  thanking  them  for  the 
work  they  have  accomplished  and  for  continued  interest  in  the  SSI  Program 

III.   SPECIAL  INTEREST 
Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales,  State  Project  Director,  visited  us  March  20  and 
21st.  Plans  for  April  were  discussed  and  he  was  pleased  to  have  Mrs. 
Martin  agree  to  be  Project  Director  for  the  remaining  month. 

Expanded  Nutrition  personnel  have  been  most  helpful  assisting  needy  in- 
dividuals* encountered  in  their  work,  to  apply  for  SSI. 

Workers  on  the  Senior  Dinner  Program  have  made  173  SSI  contacts. 

SSI  applications  from  January  1st  to  March  20th  total  570  in  the  Billings 
area.  The  estimated  number  of  possible  applications  was  800.   It  is  pre- 
sumed that  2/3  of  this  goal  will  be  reached  by  the  end  of  March.  Travel 
for  March  totaled  987  miles. 

IV.   FINALE 
The  past  three  months  as  Billings  SSI  Project  Director  have  been  interest- 
ing, challenging,  and  rewarding  to  me.  This  was  due  in  large  part  because 
of  the  excellent  assistance  and  guidance  received  from  my  secretary,  Mar- 
garet, Red  Cross  personnel,  SSA  personnel,  State  Director,  Mr.  Gonzales 
and  his  secretary  and  co-workers.

I.  MEETINGS  AND  CONSORTIUMS 

Two  new  consortia  was  organized  in  Pryor  and  one  in  Wyola  -  Big  Horn  County 
with  17  volunteers  trained  and  briefed. 

Seven  communities  on  the  two  district  Indian  Reservations  were  visited. 

Five  original  consortia  met  in  Ryegate,  Golden  Valley,  Roundup,  Mussel  1- 
shell,  Forsyth,  Rosebud,  Hysham,  Treasure  and  Billings,  Yellowstone  count- 
ies. 

In  addition  to  these,  seven  counties  were  visited  with  21  meetings  and  1 68 
personal  contacts. 

Three  volunteers  were  briefed  and  trained  to  cover  the  four  Hutterite 
Colonies  in  Fergus  County. 

Literature  was  placed  in  all  communities  visited. 

II.  INDIAN  RESERVATIONS 

In  Busby,  talked  with  key  persons  and  six  Indians  who  had  received  large 
amounts  from  SSA  and  were  concerned.  Postmistress  called  SSA  and  they 
said  checks  are  to  be  cashed. 
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Talked  with  key  people  in  Lame  Deer  and  met  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Little  Bird 
and  six  Senior  Diners. 

In  Ashland,  talked  with  six  people  and  left  literature  at  the  post  office, 
the  St.  Labre  Mission  and  the  public  schools.  This  was  a  first  visit  and 
I  was  frustrated  in  trying  to  find  key  people  as  everyone  was  at  a  "coal" 
meeting.  Talked  with  two  key  people  in  Lodge  Grass  and  left  literature 
at  the  school  and  with  the  postmaster.  Literature  was  mailed  to  three 
local  groups.  The  nurse  was  to  visit  and  inform  people  but  she  had  quit 
and  no  one  had  replaced  her.  This  visit  was  not  very  satisfying  because 
I  didn't  talk  to  as  many  Indians  as  anticipated. 

In  Wyola,  the  principal,  his  secretary,  the  cook  and  three  Indian  aides, 
Post  Mistress  and  Mr.  Jim  Yellowtail  and  wife  were  briefed  and  trained. 
Of  four  persons  visited,  one  was  receiving  checks  with  three  others  re- 
ferred to  a  worker  at  Crow  Agency. 

III.  NEWS  MEDIA 


State  Director,  Phillip  Gonzales  on  his  scheduled  Billings  visit  made  two 
radio  interviews.  He  also  met  with  Ed  Johnson,  SSA  District  Manager,  to 
make  a  5  minute  tv  appearance.  Then  with  John  Fleming,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Midland  Empire  Red  Cross  and  Ed  Johnson  taped  a  30  minute  tv  inter- 
view. Three  newspaper  items  were  carried  in  the  district  during  April. 

IV.   CONCERNS  ENCOUNTERED 
Securing  birth  certificates  are  a  problem  for  some  elderly  Indians.  There 
is  a  high  percentage  rate  of  denials  on  applications  submitted  by  the  hand- 
icapped. 

Gold  colored  checks  are  causing  embarrassment  to  people  using  them.  There 
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is  a  stigma. 
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Due  to  unfavorable  publicity  that  the  white  man  is  trying  to  get  the  land, 
Indians  are  afraid  to  sign  anything  including  applications  for  SSI. 

People  in  Ashland  feel  SSA  Representatives  should  visit  more  often. 

Personal  visits  to  elderly  in  this  district  were  only  fairly  successful, 
but  was  another  method  used  to  locate  eligible  persons. 

V.   SUMMARY  AND  ANALYSIS 
Planning  with  the  past  director  was  completed  and  a  monthly  schedule  set 
up  before  April  1st.  Scheduled  visits  were  made  to  al 1  but  two  towns  on 
the  list,  but  visited  two  not  on  the  list. 

Preparing  minutes  of  the  MarCn  Director's  meeting  took  a  great  deal  of 
time  during  the  first  part  of  the  month,  with  final  reports  and  closing 
our  books  occupying  the  last  of  the  month. 

No  problems  were  encountered  pertaining  to  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  but 
questions  and  comments  were  gathered  that  will  be  forwarded  to  SSA  Dis- 
trict Director  for  his  department's  handling. 

This  was  a  busy,  productive  month  that  went  smoothly.  Due  to  the  large 
numbers  of  applications  the  first  three  months,  the  numbers  decreased  this 
month.  The  SSI  Alert  staff  has  achieved  its  objective  and  the  present 
areas  of  concern  can  only  be  handled  by  SSA  staff. 

Recommendation:   SSI  Alert  be  phased  out  and  the  SSA  Representatives  carry 
on.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

For  the  past  four  months  we  have  been  busy  setting  up  our  office,  forming 
and  working  with  an  organization  of  volunteers  throughout  the  seven  count- 
ies and  one  Indian  Reservation  in  Western  Montana.  Our  district  covers  an 
area  of  approximately  250  miles  north  to  south  and  120  miles  east  to  west 5 
over  20,000  square  miles.  The  terrain  varies  from  mountains  to  valleys 
and  small  communities  to  cities.  A  large  wall  map  of  the  district  helped 
me  to  become  aquainted  with  the  towns  and  communities  and  designate  the 
volunteer  coverage  by  the  use  of  colored  pins.  This  proved  a  great  aid 
in  determining  if  all  areas  were  properly  covered.  To  get  complete  cover- 
age a  different  approach  was  used  in  different  areas.   In  small  and  medium 
sized  communities  it  was  relatively  simple  to  be  sure  everyone  was  made 
aware  of  the  program  and  those  that  might  be  eligible  were  contacted.  The 
following  report  outline,  by  county,  represents  my  approach  for  a  direct 
insight  into  my  areas  of  responsibility: 


C 


a.  North  Lincoln  County 
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This  county  section  consists  of  five  small  communities,  the  largest  of 
which  is  Eureka  with  a  population  of  1,195.  A  chairman,  with  the  help  of 
six  volunteers  living  in  all  parts  of  this  county  were  trained  and  went  to 
work  without  delay.  They  reported  that  all  potentials  were  contacted  and 
a  referral  form  made  out  for  those  that  might  be  eligible.   I  think  this 
area  has  been  well  covered. 

b.  South  Lincoln  County 

This  area  includes  only  two  communities  of  any  size  -  namely  Libby  of 
3,285  and  Troy.  Libby  was  greatly  affected  by  the  floods  of  late  January 
so  efforts  to  find  SSI  potentials  was  delayed.  Two  ladies  in  Libby  and  two 
in  Troy  covered  the  entire  area.  These  ladies  had  lived  in  this  area  for 
many  years  and  knew  about  everyone.  The  local  newspaper  and  radio  station 
were  most  cooperative  and  used  news  items  many  times  during  February,  March 
and  April.   I  feel  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  potentials  have  been 
contacted. 

c.  Flathead  County 

This  county  presented  problems  almost  from  the  start.  The  Red  Cross 
Office  was  inactive  and  most  persons  I  contacted  during  the  first  month 
claimed  to  be  involved  in  other  matters  and  had  no  time  for  the  SSI  Program. 
I  held  a  consortium  meeting  on  January  28  and  another  on  March  5  without 
any  success  in  getting  help,  After  many  more  telephone  calls  I  finally 
located  a  lady  and  man  who  agreed  to  team  up  in  forming  a  group  of  vol- 
unteers for  the  county.   I  spent  March  20  and  21  training  some  of  these 
volunteers  and  I  feel  that  now  things  are  well  on  the  way  to  an  almost 
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complete  coverage  of  this  county  even  though  we  got  a  late  start. 

d.  Sanders  County 
Part  of  this  county  is  on  the  Flathead  Reservation.  The  two  largest 
communities  are  Thompson  Falls  with  1,356  people  and  Plains  with  a  popu- 
lation of  1,046.  These  and  the  seven  other  small  communities  were  cover- 
ed by  ten  volunteers  that  report  they  have  covered  the  area.  The  part  of 
the  county  in  the  Flathead  Reservation  was  covered  by  CHR  workers  living 
in  the  area, 

©•  Lake  County 
Most  of  this  county  is  the  Flathead  Reservation.  The  county  seat  and 
largest  town  is  Poison.  Five  volunteers  cover  the  non-Indian  population 
and  at  our  last  meeting  they  report  that  they  have  covered  a  large  part 
of  their  area,  but  will  continue  to  look  for  potentials  and  refer  them 
direct  to  the  SSA  Office  in  Missoula. 

f .  Flathead  Reservation 
The  reservation  is  mainly  in  Lake  County  but  it  also  extends  into  Sanders 
County  and  Missoula  County.  Tribal  Headquarters  is  in  Dixon  but  the 
Community  Health  Representatives  (CHR),  work  out  of  the  Indian  Health 
Service  in  St.  Ignatius.   I  briefed  and  trained  nine  CHR's,  one  social 
worker  and  one  PHN  on  the  SSI  Alert  Program  and  supplied  them  with  the 
regular  white  SSI  referral  forms.  They  started  to  use  these  forms  and 
send  them  in  to  us  but  later  discontinued  this  and  I  understand  they 
started  sending  the  old  form  direct  to  the  SSA  Office,  so  I  have  no  way 
of  judging  the  efforts  and  can  obtain  no  feed-back.   For  fear  of  disturb- 
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ing  whatever  they  are  doing  1  did  not  press  the  matter.  The  head  CHR 
told  me  another  meeting  was  not  needed  even  though  the  Tribal  Secretary 
stated  he  would  arrange  a  meeting.  Without  any  evidence  to  substantiate 
it,  I  feel  that  potentials  are  being  contacted  and  referred  to  SSA. 

g.  Mineral  County 
After  many  phone  calls,  I  finally  located  eight  persons  to  brief  and  train 
and  they  have  been  active  and  productive  in  finding  46  potentials  in  the 
county  that  have  been  referred  to  SSA„  They  have  agreed  to  continue  their 
efforts  to  find  potentials  and  refer  them  to  SSA. 

h.  Missoula  County 
Our  biggest  challenge  was  in  the  city  of  Missoula,  which  has  a  population 
of  over  30,000.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  local  Post  Master  and  his 
associates,  we  divided  the  city  into  zones  corresponding  with  the  mail 
carrier  routes.  One  or  more  volunteers  were  assigned  to  each  zone  and 
was  given  the  name  and  phone  number  of  the  mail  carrier  in  that  zone. 
In  this  manner  all  areas  were  covered  without  duplication  of  effort. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  kS   volunteers  worked  the  Missoula 
city  area  to  obtain  complete  coverage.   I  was  most  fortunate  in  having  a 
chairman  that  organized  and  supervised  this  group  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Missoula  Consortium  were  held  throughout  our  active 
period  and  a  final  report  submitted  to  each  member.   Eleven  organizations 
were  represented  in  our  consortium  meetings  and  each  contributed  helpfully 
to  our  planning  and  activity. 
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i .  Ravalli  County 
Although  we  have  only  three  workers  in  this  county,  I  feel  it  has  been 
well  covered  because  one  is  an  Outreach  Worker  devoting  full  time  in  con- 
tacting the  people  we  want  to  reach.  The  radio  station  in  Hamilton  has 
been  cooperative  in  sending  out  our  messages  and  I  think  in  the  near  future, 
the  entire  county  will  have  been  well  covered. 

II.   COMMENTS 

The  following  statements  are  made  concerning  key  questions  most  likely  to 

be  asked  at  state/national  levels: 

a.  TRAINING: 
In  most  instances  training  of  chairman  of  volunteers  and  volunteers  was 
accomplished  in  approximately  1%  hour  sessions.  After  the  purpose  of  the 
SSI  Alert  Program  was  fully  explained  with  ample  time  for  questions  and 
answers,  the  referral  form  was  reviewed  and  explained  in  detail.   Identi- 
fication cards  were  presented  to  each  volunteer  and  the  importance  of 
showing  them  at  the  time  of  their  contact  with  potentials  was  stressed. 
It  was  explained  that  in  some  instances  those  being  interviewed  might  be 
reluctant  to  give  information  in  reference  to  their  income  because  they 
consider  it  confidential.  The  trainees  were  told  that  in  instances  of 
this  sort,  they  should  not  insist  on  this  information  or  feel  offended 
that  it  was  not  given,  considering  that  we  must  respect  their  desire  for 
privacy.  When  enough  information  was  not  obtained  to  determine  the  pot- 
ential eligibility  it  should  be  recommended  that  they  contact  the  SSA 
Office  direct. 
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b.  AGENCY  PARTICIPATION: 

In  the  western  Montana  District,  we  have  two  SSA  Offices,  namely  Missoula 
and  Kalispell.  Mr.  Kenneth  Hook,  Manager  of  the  Missoula  SSA  Office  and 
his  associates  were  most  cooperative  and  assisted  in  the  radio  and  tv 
interviews,  briefing  various  groups  and  assisting  in  the  training  of  vol- 
unteers. Mr.  Hook  made  available  to  me  a  set  of  slides  and  a  projector 
which  I  used  many  times  throughout  the  district. 

Mr.  Floyd  Mikkelson  of  the  Kalispell  Office  assisted  me  in  presenting  the 
program  to  the  Kalispell  Consortium  on  two  occasions  and  I  have  reports 
from  our  chairman  of  volunteers  in  the  Kalispell  Office  that  Mr.  Mikkelson 
and  his  staff  have  been  most  cooperative. 

c.  PROCESSING  OF  POTENTIAL  SSI  APPLICANTS; 

During  the  period  of  our  activities  we  show  a  total  of  299  applications 
received  and  199  referrals  received  making  a  total  of  ty?8.   In  speaking 
with  our  volunteers,  I  emphasized  that  this  was  an  on-going  program  and 
their  efforts  should  not  cease  at  the  closing  of  this  office.  This  is 
especially  true  in  Flathead  County  and  I  have  been  assured  that  a  continued 
effort  will  be  made  to  find  potentials  and  they  would  be  referred  direct 
to  the  nearest  SSA  Office. 

d.  PROBLEMS: 

Outside  of  the  bad  weather  conditions  in  certain  parts  of  this  district 
during  January  and  February,  the  only  other  serious  problem  we  encountered 
was  in  establishing  a  volunteer  organization  to  cover  Flathead  County. 
After  two  meetings  with  the  Kalispell  Consortium  with  no  results  I  was 
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finally  able  to  locate  two  individuals  who  agreed  to  act  as  co-chairmen  of 
volunteers  and  have  recruited  and  trained  37  volunteers,  which  seemed  ad- 
equate to  cover  the  county. 

I  did  not  get  very  good  cooperation  and  no  feed-back  of  results  from  the 
Flathead  Indian  Reservation  and  cannot  judge  what  they  accomplished,  because 
their  referral  forms  were  sent  directly  to  the  SSA  Office. 

e.  EVALUATION  OF  PUBLICITY; 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  directly  the  results  or  effects  of  the  many  news- 
paper items,  tv  appearances  and  radio  interviews  which  were  accomplished 
throughout  the  district.  It  is  evident  that  there  were  many  people  not 
reached  by  the  media  and  were  only  discovered  through  other  means  and  by 
personal  contact. 

f.  PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS: 

The  only  minority  or  ethnic  groups  in  our  district  is  the  American  Indians. 
Many  of  these  are  located  on  the  Flathead  Reservation,  which  covers  most 
of  Lake  County  and  parts  of  Sanders  and  Missoula  Counties.  A  sincere 
effort  was  made  to  reach  all  Indians,  but  as  set  forth  above,  we  had  no 
feed-back  from  those  who  were  working  the  reservation  to  determine  how 
effective  their  efforts  were.   It  is  also  impossible  to  determine  the 
number  of  participants  because  of  the  lack  of  feed-back. 

g.  RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES; 

Our  only  contacts  with  government  agencies  were  with  the  SSA  and  the 
Missoula  Post  Office.  Both  of  these  agencies  were  cooperative  and  helpful 
and  no  problems  in  our  relations  with  them  were  encountered. 
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h.   LOCAL  SUPPORT  FOR  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
All  of  the  media  included  the  newspapers,  radio  stations  and  tv  stations 
were  most  helpful  and  passed  on  messages  to  their  readers  and  listeners 
in  a  most  professional  way. 

i .  ASSESSMENT  OF  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT: 
It  is  my  opinion  that  many  people  are  being  benefited  by  the  SSI  Program 
and  many  more  are  aware  of  benefits  of  project  SSI  Alert  through  our  con- 
tacts with  them. 

j.  WILLINGNESS  OF  LOCAL  SUPPORT  ORGANIZATIONS  TO  UNDERTAKE  SIMILAR 
PROJECTS  IN  THE  FUTURE; 

Yes,  I  believe  the  volunteers  and  organizations  which  worked  so  diligently 

in  this  program  would  again  work  in  a  similar  project,  provided  the  cause 

and  reasons  are  worthwhile  and  beneficial  to  people  in  need, 

k.   SPECIAL  EVENTS  OR  HUMAN  INTEREST  RESULTING  FROM  THE  VOLUNTEERS/ 
CONSORTIUMS'  EFFORTS; 

I  have  no  particular  special  event  or  human  interest  story  to  relate. 

III.   SUMMARY  AND  ANALYSIS: 

Throughout  the  district,  we  enlisted  and  trained  182  volunteers  who  opera- 
ted under  the  direction  of  a  chairman  in  each  county.  Some  areas  reported 
a  very  small  number  of  people  that  could  qualify  because  of  income  above 
the  allowable  limits.  This  could  be  expected  where  more  affluent  people 
are  living  such  as  retired  people  around  Flathead  Lake  and  other  more 
desireable  neighborhoods.   It  was  easier  to  locate  low  income  people  in 
the  larger  communities  as  they  were  mainly  concentrated  in  the  low  income 
neighborhoods. 
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We  are  indebted  to  many  churches,  service  organizations  and  civic  groups 
for  their  help  and  guidance.  Most  volunteers  approached  their  task  with 
interest  and  enthusiasm  and  seemed  to  derive  a  great  satisfaction  out  of 
their  contacting  people. 

Throughout  the  Western  Montana  District,  I  made  twenty  trips  into  eight 
communities  (not  including  Missoula)  to  speak  to  many  community  organiza- 
tions and  brief  and  instruct  volunteers.  The  Social  Security  Agency  rep- 
resentatives were  most  cooperative  and  helpful  in  all  our  effort. 

From  the  reports  we  are  able  to  obtain  it  is  evident  that  our  efforts  have 
shown  increasing  results  each  month  and  this  should  continue  for  some  time 
after  our  office  is  closed.  The  only  figures  available  indicate  that  as 
of  January  1,  197^,  there  were  an  estimated  800  potential  eligibles  in 
this  district.  During  the  four  months  of  our  operation,  we  obtained  498 
referrals  out  of  which  we  screened  out  50.  This  total  represents  61%  of 
the  800  potentials.   In  the  next  two  or  three  months  there  should  be  an 
additional  80  to  100  referrals  bringing  our  total  to  70  -  75%. 

A  letter  of  thanks  was  sent  to  each  volunteer  with  a  comment  that  the  SSI 
was  an  on-going  program  and  the  suggestion  of  how  to  handle  any  prospective 
qualifiers  after  this  office  was  closed. 

In  reviewing  our  operation,  I  feel  that  we  have  been  successful  in  this 
project  with  most  credit  to  the  dedicated  volunteer  workers  throughout 
the  entire  district.   For  my  part,  I  have  enjoyed  the  challenge  and  the 
association  with  our  state  leader  and  co-workers.  My  faithful  and  efficient 
secretary  has  been  of  immeasurable  help  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the 


Red  Cross  Chapter  has  been  most  cooperative.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

In  the  latter  part  of  December  we  had  a  Missoula  consortium  meeting  and 
twelve  people  attended  representing  ten  agencies.  The  SSI  Alert  Program 
was  explained  to  them  and  their  assistance  and  cooperation  was  solicited. 

The  first  three  weeks  was  spent  setting  up  an  office  and  operation  pro- 
cedures and  contacting  people  by  phone  in  Poison,  Libby,  Kalispell,  Eureka, 
Thompson  Falls,  Victor,  St.  Ignatius,  Hot  Springs,  Lakeside  and  Stevens- 
ville  to  get  chairmen  of  volunteers.  Forty  long  distance  calls  were  made. 
During  the  month  I  visited  five  counties. 

I  visited  the  Indian  Health  Service,  Flathead  Reservation,  St.  Ignatius 
and  briefed  nine  CHR's,  one  PHN  and  one  social  worker.  These  persons 
cover  the  entire  reservation  and  seemed  willing  to  assist.  They  were 
given  folders  and  referral  forms. 

I  explained  the  program  at  an  AARP  meeting  attended  by  110  persons.   I 
asked  their  help  in  finding  persons  that  might  be  eligible  and  received 
a  good  response  then  and  at  later  dates, 

A  trip  was  made  to  Kalispell  to  meet  a  consortium  there  and  a  group  from 
North  Lincoln  County.  Mr.  Mikkelson  of  SSA,  Kalispell,  met  with,  the  con- 
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sortium  and  helped  brief  them  on  the  program.  Their  help  was  requested, 
but  no  one  had  any  suggestions  to  offer  or  would  give  me  the  names  of  any 
individuals  to  help.   I  trained  the  group  from  North  Lincoln  County  and 
they  agreed  to  start  work  at  once.   I  went  to  Libby  and  established  a  chair- 
man of  volunteers  for  South  Lincoln  County,  but  this  was  shortly  after 
their  bad  flood  so  it  was  understood  that  actual  work  would  not  start  for 
about  two  weeks.  During  the  month  I  traveled  532  miles  outside  Missoula. 

I  met  with  four  ladies  in  Poison  and  set  up  a  volunteer  organization  for 
Lake  County. 

Mr.  Walter  Marshall  visited  this  office  and  I  explained  our  operation  and 
received  a  list  of  people  throughout  the  district  that  might  be  of  help. 

Mr.  Gonzales  spent  a  day  here  and  we  discussed  our  progress,  plans  and 
problems. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  an  RSVP  volunteer  helped  set  up  our  books  and  financial 
records. 

Taped  radio  messages  at  KGVO  and  KUFM  Radio  Stations.  Made  one  appearance 
on  KGVO-TV,  Mews  items  were  printed  twice  in  the  Missoulian. 

I  felt  that  we  were  getting  off  to  a  good  start  in  North  Lincoln  County, 

South  Lincoln  County  and  Lake  County,  but  was  unhappy  with  the  reception 

I  received  in  Flathead  County  (Kalispell)  and  decided  that  this  problem 
must  be  followed  up.

FEBRUARY  1974 


I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

Visits  were  made  to  seven  counties  and  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation. 
The  big  problem  of  complete  coverage  of  Missoula*  a  city  of  over  30,000, 
was  completed  and  working  zones  assigned  to  forty  volunteers.  A  total  of 
66  volunteers  were  recruited  and  trained  throughout  the  district.  51  long 
distance  calls  were  made  in  contacting  all  field  volunteers  and  the  Great 
Falls  Office. 

I  spoke  to  a  group  of  indians  and  non-indians  at  a  Senior  Citizens  meeting 
in  St.  Ignatius.  30  attended  this  meeting.  Many  were  interested  and  talk- 
ed to  me  about  their  potential  and  gave  names  of  others  that  might  be 
el igible. 

I  met  with  a  consortium  in  Superior  and  Thompson  Falls.   I  spoke  to  the 
Key  Club  at  the  University  of  Montana  and  Hellgate  High  School  to  solicit 
their  help. 

I  spoke  to  the  NARFE  (National  Association  of  Retired  Federal  Employees) 
at  a  dinner  meeting.  There  were  65  in  attendance.  Many  questions  were 
asked  and  they  were  glad  to  get  information  on  our  program. 
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Three  radio  and  two  TV  interviews  were  held  and  there  were  four  news 
items  in  the  newspapers. 

Mr.  Gonzales  spent  two  days  here  going  over  problems  and  progress.  Outside 
of  the  problem  in  Kalispell  (Flathead  County),  all  other  parts  of  the  dis- 
trict are   working  well  and  obtaining  results.   I  traveled  a  total  of  528 
miles  outside  of  Missoula.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

A  second  meeting  of  the  consortium  in  Kalispell  produced  no  results, 
but  by  the  middle  of  the  month  I  set  up  a  volunteer  group  with  two  chair- 
men. I  spent  two  days  there  working  with  them  and  helping  to  train  vol- 
unteers.  It  was  apparent  that  as  a  representative  of  Red  Cross,  I  was  not 
well  accepted.  There  apparently  has  been  some  bad  experience  with  Red 
Cross  in  this  area  (Flathead  County  Red  Cross).   I  visited  three  counties 
and  had  one  meeting  of  the  Missoula  consortium  attended  by  twelve  people. 
A  report  was  given  on  the  progress  of  the  program. 

At  the  Missoula  Manor  I  spoke  to  110  people,  explained  the  program  and 
asked  for  their  help  as  volunteer  workers  and  their  giving  me  the  names 
of  persons  they  thought  might  be  eligible. 

Two  TV  interviws  and  three  radio  interviews  were  made. 

Mr.  Gonzales  spent  a  day  with  me  discussing  our  progress  and  problems. 
Now  that  Flathead  County  is  organized,  we  have  no  major  problems. 

I  traveled  a  total  of  503  miles  outside  of  Missoula.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

Mr.  Gonzales  and  I  met  with  our  volunteer  groups  in  Kalispell  (Flathead 
County),  Libby  (South  Lincoln  County),  Poison  (Lake  County),  Dixon  (Flat- 
head Reservation),  Missoula  (Missoula  County),  and  Hamilton  (Ravalli  County). 
I  met  with  our  volunteers  in  Superior  (Mineral  County)  and  Thompson  Falls, 
(Sanders  County).  At  each  of  these  meetings  the  volunteers  were  told  that 
our  office  was  closing  at  the  end  of  April  and  explained  how  they  could 
continue  in  their  efforts  to  find  potentials.  They  were  also  told  how  much 
we  appreciated  their  help  and  given  a  report  on  the  results  of  their  work 
and  other  volunteers  throughout  the  district  and  state.  All  counties  were 
visited  for  a  total  of  17  trips. 

Letters  of  thanks  and  appreciation  were  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  volunteers 
and  others  that  helped  in  the  program.  A  final  report  and  letter  of  thanks 
was  sent  to  all  members  of  the  consortium. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  planning  and  arranging  for  our  last  sem- 
inar and  the  preparation  of  final  reports  and  rechecking  our  financial 
records. 
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The  talks  I  had  with  volunteers  and  others  throughout  the  district  con- 
firms my  feeling  that  our  project  was  a  big  success.  Because  of  the  late 
start  in  Flathead  County  and  the  lack  of  cooperation  there,  I  cannot 
judge  the  results  or  efforts  made. 

I  traveled  900  miles  outside  Missoula.

FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

a.   COMMENTS: 
The  SSI  Alert  Program,  which  began  just  four  months  ago,  is  now  in  the 
phase  out  period.   I  find  myself  at  this  stage  with  very  mixed  feelings 
I  feel  in  many  areas  there  is  a  definite  need  for  more  work  while  other 
areas  have  been  completed. 

The  elderly  person  has  the  advantage  of  looking  backward  over  the  great- 
est part  of  his  lifetime.  He  has  more  memories  to  dwell  upon  than  new 
experiences  to  anticipate.  Whether  or  not  life  has  treated  him  well,  he 
remains  a  unique  individual , to  be  treated  with  dignity  and  respect. 

In  everyday  life  each  person,  especially  the  older  one,  reflects  the 
accumulation  of  his  life's  experiences.  This  does  affect  his  attitude, 
his  standard  of  living,  his  struggle  to  maintain  his  independence,  and 
his  ability  to  live  alone  in  his  own  apartment  or  home  whether  or  not  he 
is  physically  or  emotionally  able  to  do  so.  Regardless  of  how  well  life 
has  treated  him,  he  wants,  if  possible,  to  be  allowed  to  decide  what  to 
do  whether  or  not  it  is  best  for  his  health  and  well-being.   His  pride 
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in  many  instances  makes  it  difficult  to  admit  he  has  needs  that  he  cannot 
meet. 

Money,  or  lack  of  it,  is  a  very  real  problem  for  today's  elderly  citizen. 
Some,  who  planned  for  financial  security  for  the  later  years,  now  find 
that  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  living  has  made  their  fixed  incomes  in- 
adequate to  meet  current  needs. 

Thus,  many  elderly  persons  face  adjustments  related  not  only  to  advancing 
years,  physical  impairment,  and  isolation  from  family  members,  but  also 
to  income  insufficient  to  provide  adequately  for  their  daily  needs. 

This  report  will  bear  out  the  facts  and  figures  what  this  district  office 
has  done  to  alleviate  some  of  these  problems  of  our  elderly,  disabled  and 
blind.  Our  assignment  in  January  was  to  locate,  identify  and  enroll  a 
potential  1,500  persons  into  the  SSI  Program.

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The  local  consortium,  composed  of  citizens  representing  various  agencies 
and  organizations,  held  two  workshops.  A  moderator  for  the  consortium  was 
selected.  The  members  were  trained  in  the  mechanics  of  the  program  and 
were  trained  to  go  out  and  sell  the  program  to  their  various  groups. 

Began  the  first  phase  of  the  recruitment  and  training  program  for  volunteers. 
A  volunteer  chairman  was  selected  in  each  of  the  6  counties.  Each  volunteer 
chairman  was  asked  to  recruit  additional  help  and  set  up  a  meeting  date 
for  briefing  and  training. 

The  office  was  organized  with  a  filing  system,  necessary  supplies,  office 
equipment  and  the  secretary  was  trained  to  substitute  in  my  absence. 

The  local  television  station  was  briefed  and  began  to  make  announcements 
on  news  reports.  The  local  radio  stations  were  also  contacted  and  agreed 
to  assist  in  any  way  possible.  The  first  series  of  newspaper  articles 
began  in  January  in  four  county  papers. 

A  weekly  briefing  on  the  project  was  given  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Butte  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.

A  concentrated  effort  began  in  February  to  recruit,  train  and  brief  vol- 
unteers. Every  county  was  contacted.  Support  came  from  all  walks  of 
life,  young  and  old  alike. 

Agencies  were  contacted  either  by  me  or  the  volunteer  chairman.  These 
included,  Welfare,  Local  Heads  of  Government,  Community  Action  Agency, 
Model  City  Agency,  Region  VIII  Citizens  Council,  Community  Organizations 
and  numerous  smaller  agencies.  These  groups  were  all  briefed  on  what 
SSI  was  and  how  they  could  assist  our  office  with  our  assignment. 

Volunteers  were  now  ready  to  begin  their  assignment.  We  used  the  re- 
ferral form  system,  with  all  forms  from  volunteers  taken,  mailed  to  our 
office.  We  in  turn  took  them  to  the  District  Social  Security  Office. 

A  continued  program  of  briefing  continued  for  the  media,  Red  Cross  Board, 
Social  Security  and  the  Consortium. 
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e.   MARCH  REPORT

This  stage  of  the  program  found  things  to  moving  quite  well.  Many  areas 

I  found  it  was  not  necessary  to  visit  the  area  and  could  then  spend  time 

on  problem  areas. 

Samples  of  news  articles  were  prepared  and  mailed  to  each  of  the  volunteer 
chairman,  with  release  dates  on  them.  These  articles  were  released  in  the 
county  papers  and  where  applicable  on  the  radio.   I  made  a  twenty  minute 
tape  at  the  local  television  station,  which  was  used  throughout  a  one  week 
period  on  the  local  news  program.  This  station  reached  every  area. 

At  this  time,  Beaverhead  County  was  progressing  rather  slowly.  The  Red 
Cross  Representative  from  the  Division  Office  and  my  secretary  visited 
the  volunteer  chairman  and  urged  him  to  get  the  program  underway.  With- 
in one  week  37  volunteers  were  recruited  in  the  area,  a  heavy  publicity 
campaign  was  underway  and  the  area  was  being  canvassed. 

Letters  of  encouragement,  praise  and  information  were  mailed  to  the  vol- 
unteer chairman  weekly.  We  encouraged  our  volunteers  to  feel  free  to 
call  collect  if  any  problem  arose.  Most  problems  were  minor  and  were 
handled  accordingly. 

Utilizing  the  retired  list  of  the  local  United  Way  Office,  a  SSI  pamphlet 
was  mailed  to  every  person  on  the  list.  This  generated  a  lot  of  response 
and  even  though  additional  help  was  hired  to  complete  the  project,  it 
certainly  was  justified  according  to  all  reports.

The  first  week  in  April  we  began  to  prepare  lists  which  would  be  used 
in  sending  letters  of  appreciation  to  all  volunteers  who  assisted  with 
the  project.  Files  were  completed  and  readied  for  storage  in  the  Division 
Office  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  The  financial  report  was  prepared  and 
budgeted  for  the  month  to  insure  funds  would  be  adequate. 

A  letter  of  thank  you  was  drafted  and  readied  for  mailing  on  April  30th 
to  al 1  volunteers. 

As  reported  in  my  March  monthly  report  at  the  seminar  in  Billings,  one 
area  I  felt  was  not  being  done  properly  was  Powell  County.   I  have  made 
new  contacts  in  this  area  and  the  volunteers  have  agreed  to  continue 
working  the  area  and  working  directly  with  the  Social  Security  Represent- 
ative.  I  have  agreed  to  inform  them  of  the  dates  of  their  visit  and  mail 
to  them  any  necessary  forms. 

I  have  been  to  four  of  the  six  counties  to  personally  thank  the  volunteers 
who  I  feel  did  such  a  tremendous  job. 
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II   EVALUATION 

a.  Summary  of  Objectives  and  Strategies 
As  a  result  of  the  Operational  Strategy  set  down  in  January,  four  basic 
objectives  were  formulated:   1)  seek  to  enlist  the  assistance  of  the 
media  in  each  community;  2)  utilize  personnel  in  the  offices  of  certain 
departments  and  agencies  to  help  identify  eligible  persons;  3)  provide 
a  volunteer  -  supported  procedure  for  receiving,  listing  and  transmitting 
the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  are  potential  SSI  eligibles  to 
the  Social  Security  Administration  District  Office;  k)   provide  a  focal 
point  for  the  recruitment,  training  and  utilization  of  volunteers  who  will 
explain  to  individuals  the  nature  of  the  program. 

(1)  TRAINING: 
The  overall  responsibility  for  implementing  training  procedures  rested 
with  me  as  Project  Director.   I  saw  to  it  that  each  group  of  volunteers 
were  given  a  three  hour  training  session.  They  were  briefed  in  their 
assignment,  however,  they  were  not  briefed  in  the  mechanics  of  the  pro- 
gram.  In  several  instances,  a  Social  Security  Representative  was  present. 
I  saw  to  it  that  each  volunteer  had  adequate  material  to  work  with  and 
knew  who  to  report  to  and  how. 

I  felt  that  the  monthly  seminars  for  the  Project  Directors  were  most 
helpful.  The  exchange  of  ideas,  updating  information  and  financial  dis- 
cussions were  added  tools  to  work  with  the  following  month. 

My  local  consortium  was  given  two  training  workshops  and  unlike  local 
volunteers,  they  were  trained  in  the  mechanics  of  the  program  and  were 
able  to  accomplish  the  goals  set  down  by  the  consortium  in  a  successful 
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After  the  volunteer  chairman  had  been  recruited,  local  volunteers  were 
recruited  by  this  person,  a  training  date  was  set,  and  I  would  return  then 
to  train. 

I  felt  that  the  training  was  adequate  in  most  instances.  The  volunteers 
thoroughly  understood  they  were  free  to  call  our  office  for  advice  on  any 
question  they  might  have. 

(2)  AGENCY  PARTICIPATION: 
Our  office  received  assistance  from  many  agencies. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  Region  VIII  Citizens  Council  served  as  the 
moderator  for  the  consortium.  He  presented  many  programs  to  local  service 
and  civic  organizations.  He  assisted  with  speech  and  publicity  writing. 

The  Community  Action  Agency  assisted  by  supplying  office  space  for  con- 
sortium meetings,  office  furniture,  volunteer  lists  for  other  counties 
and  technical  advice. 

The  Social  Security  Office  was  most  helpful  in  every  respect.  Their 
people  cooperated  to  the  utmost.  The  local  District  Manager,  attended 
consortium  meetings,  was  available  every  time  his  service  was  needed, 
supplied  us  with  necessary  material,  assisted  us  with  statistics,  and 
all  in  all  did  everything  possible  to  help  the  project  be  successful. 

Model  Cities  Community  Organization  assisted  us  in  many  ways.  When  our 
office  needed  manpower  assistance  in  our  office,  this  was  available  from 
the  Community  Organization.  An  employee  from  this  agency  served  as  the

photographer  for  our  office.  They  supplied  us  with  copy  service  and  their 
outreach  people  served  as  referral  source. 

The  County  Commissioners  from  several  of  the  counties  were  briefed  in  the 
program  and  all  offered  their  services  if  needed. 

Anaconda  Urban  Renewal  Director,  agreed  to  serve  as  a  referral  person  to 
work  with  the  volunteers  in  his  area. 

Smaller  agencies  such  as  the  Alcohol  Half  Way  Houses,  Montana  Drug  Pro- 
gram, Crisis  Centers,  Indian  Alliance,  Low  Income  Groups  and  Service  Clubs 
all  had  representation  on  our  consortium,  all  played  an  active  role  in  their 
respective  community,  and  all  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the 
program. 

(3)   PUBLICITY: 
The  publicity  in  my  six  county  areas,  I  felt  was  fair  to  good.  A  failing 
of  the  program  in  my  estimation  would  be  a  lack  of  endeavor  for  purchasing 
paid  advertising  in  the  initial  stages.  The  response  to  the  large  paid 
ads  I  submitted  this  month  in  four  county  newspapers  was  overwhelming. 

In  all  forms  of  the  media  the  cooperation  was  excellent. 

{k)      PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS; 
Minority  groups  which  played  a  major  role  in  the  operation  of  our  project 

were: 

a.  North  American  Indian  Alliance  who  had  a  representative  on  the 

consortium  who  in  turn  briefed  his  people.  He  represented  300  people. 

b.  Low  Income  Groups  were  represented  on  the  consortium  and  played 
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an  active  role  throughout  my  six  county  area  in  contacting  and  referring 
members  of  their  organizations.  These  various  groups  represented  over 
500  persons. 

(5)  SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES  THAT  HAVE  EVOLVED  AS  A  RESULT  OF  PROJECT 
SSI  ALERT. 

Although  no  concrete  activity  as  yet  has  evolved,  I  feel  this  project  has 

definitely  created  an  awareness  of  the  problems  confronting  our  elderly. 

Housing,  financial,  nutrition,  isolation,  are  just  a  few  of  the  problems 

our  volunteers  have  faced  the  last  four  months. 

Pride,  resentment,  anxiety,  frustration,  anger,  resignation  and  despair 
are  among  the  reactions  our  volunteers  have  found. 

Hopefully  through  this  awareness,  more  programs  designed  for  the  elderly 
can  be  initiated  at  all  levels  of  government. 

(6)  PROBLEMS; 

I  have  felt  right  from  the  onset  of  this  program  in  January,  enough  time 
had  not  been  given  for  the  Project  Directors  to  fullfill  their  obligation. 
I  feel  this  more  so  now  as  the  program  is  being  phased  out. 

With  the  -inclement  weather  which  we  faced  the  first  two  months  of  the  pro- 
gram, the  floods,  one  director  and  one  secretary,  I  feel  time  was  the 
biggest  problem  we  had  to  overcome. 

Even  though  statistics  show  I  have  reached  100%  of  my  goal,  there  is  still 
a  definite  need  to  continue.   I  have  one  area  I  am  very  disatisfied  with. 
I  feel  another  area  needs  at  lease  one  more  month  of  hard  work  and  even 
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though  the  volunteers  have  agreed  to  continue,  I  wonder  how  successful 
they  will  be  without  a  director. 

The  end  of  the  program  has  come  at  a  time  when  the  entire  volunteer  organi- 
zation is  just  getting  enthused  and  able  to  get  to  remote  areas  due  to  the 
weather  improving. 

When  dealing  with  volunteers  you  cannot  command  or  demand.  You  only  re- 
quest.  In  many  areas,  repeated  visits  were  needed  to  get  the  program  off 
the  ground  and  implemented.  With  the  exception  of  one  area,  I  feel  the  vol- 
unteers have  done  a  tremendous  job  in  each  area. 

One  other  problem,  due  to  the  extension  of  the  program  in  April,  we  were 
on  a  very  limited  budget.   I  would  have  like  to  have  had  more  funds  for 
paid  publicity,  volunteer  expenses,  and  additional  office  staff  to  handle 
mail  out  campaigns.  This  problem  of  course  was  not  solved  and  even  though 
we  followed  our  budget  to  the  letter,  we  did  not  have  adequate  funding 
for  the  month  of  April. 

(7)  ASSESSMENT  OF  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
Most  Senior  Citizens  were  pleased  to  think  the  Federal  Government  was  con- 
sidering some  of  their  problems  regarding  the  cost  of  living.  The  program 
was  publicized  without  the  Welfare  stigma  and  was  received  much  better  as 
opposed  to  the  overall  comments  regarding  Welfare  Programs. 

People  were  receptive  because  of  the  lack  of  a  means  test  and  were  more 
susceptible  to  considering  themselves  as  receiving  the  SSI  supplement  as 
opposed  to  abandonment. 
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Overall  suspicion  of  agencies  was  lessened  or  decreased  due  to  the  method- 
ology of  the  way  SSI  is  administered. 

(8)  WILLINGNESS  TO  UNDERTAKE  SIMILAR  PROJECT  IN  THE  FUTURE: 

A  willingness  by  the  Butte  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  SSI 
consortium  to  undertake  similar  projects  in  the  future  has  been  indicated. 
The  consortium  has  agreed  to  reconvene  in  the  event  the  program  were  to 
be  re-activated  or  a  similar  one  undertaken. 

The  volunteers  in  most  areas  are  dedicated  people  who  very  seldom  say  no 
when  asked  to  assist  with  a  program  of  this  type.  I  feel  quite  certain, 
if  asked  to  participate  again  they  would  respond  in  the  same  manner  they 
did  for  this  program. 

(9)  SPECIAL  EVENTS  OF  HUMAN  INTEREST; 

People  really  want  independence  and  are  willing  to  help  themselves  if 
provided  with  the  tools  to  assist  them. 

One  particular  example  of  this  was  a  little  lady  in  the  Anaconda  area, 
who  without  arms,  maintains  her  own  apartment  in  a  beautiful  manner,  does 
her  own  cooking,  has  many  hobbies,  and  who  insisted  on  filling  out  her  own 
referral  form.  She  was  found  eligible  and  has  started  to  receive  her 
supplement  much  to  the  delight  of  al  1  who  have  contact  with  her. 

Ill  OVERALL  SUMMARY  ANALYSIS 

Today,  we  are  well  aware  that  we  cannot  remove  all  the  obstacles  that  lie 
ahead  for  our  senior  citizens,  but  we  know  from  the  past  four  months  ex- 
perience that  we  have  made  life  more  worthwhile  and  pleasant  for  those 
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who  we  are  in  contact. 

I  have  found  that  the  hours  of  planning  and  the  devoted  service  of  the 
volunteers  have  definitely  been  fruitful. 

In  January  I  was  given  the  figure  of  1,500  potential  eligibles  to  identify. 
As  of  the  week  ending  April  19th,  this  figure  had  been  realized.  We  have 
now  reached  100%  of  this  goal  and  have  surpassed  it  by  10%.  This  then 
proves  that  the  figure  given  us  was  low  and  that  additional  work  must  be 
done  to  find  the  deserving  individual.

I  am  convinced  that  the  American  Red  Cross,  through  its  extraordinary 
outreach  capability,  has  performed  an  outstanding  service  in  the  overall 
effort  to  locate  and  enroll  elderly,  blind  and  disabled  persons  in  the 
SSI  program.  Enough  cannot  be  said  about  the  dedicated  volunteers  who 
now  through  their  efforts  have  provided  millions  of  dollars  to  persons 
who  are  blind,  disabled,  and  aged  citizens  who  live  on  limited  income.

I.  FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

It  was  just  a  little  more  than  a  month  ago  that  Mr.  Gonzales  set  down 
a  goal  that  every  man-woman  eligible  for  SSI  payments  be  located  and  ident- 
ified. 

Having  worked  on  Project  Find,  the  Senior  Citizens  Diners  Club  and  many 
other  programs  and  projects  relating  to  these  people,  I  have  always  felt 
that  our  aged  were  the  over-looked  population  of  the  richest  country  in 
the  world.  However,  the  fight  against  poverty  is  still  one  of  the  biggest 
challenges  faced  by  our  nation  and  each  community. 

With  this  in  mind  I  set  a  goal  for  myself  and  that  was  to  do  the  best 
possible  job  even  though  I  had  a  target  date  of  90  days. 

Typically  it  took  Congress  3  years  to  write  the  bill,  Social  Security  Ad- 
ministration had  6  months  to  complete  the  assigment.  failed,  and  it  was 
then  given  to  SSI  Alert  with  90  days  to  complete. 

On  January  2nd  I  began  to  work  officially  on  my  new  assignment.  Having 

made  ready  the  office  in  December,  I  set  my  efficient  secretary  to  work 

organizing  it.  She  has  to  date,  set  up  a  complete  filing  system,  made 

maps,  made  signs  for  each  volunteer  chairman,  ran  errands  and  can  very 
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efficiently  run  the  office  since  she  had  played  the  active  part  in  setting 
it  up. 

My  first  assignment  was  to  set  down  an  "Operational  Strategy"  for  myself. 
I  believe  in  organization  and  from  past  experience  doing  a  job  in  a  slow 
efficient  manner  brings  the  end  results  sooner  and  in  a  thorough  complete 
manner.  Keeping  in  mind  the  final  target  date  has  posed  some  problems. 
Weather  30-35  below,  floods  and  to  keep  a  travel  schedule  to  organize  and 
train. 

a.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  find  as  quickly  as  possible  the  estimated 
2,500,000  persons  who  may  be  eligible  and  to  help  them  apply  for  their  in- 
come supplement. 

b.  My  Objectives 

(1)  Seek  to  enlist  the  assistance  of  the  media,  in  each  community, 
in  explaining  who  is  eligible  for  SSI  and  how  individuals  can  establish 

el igibil ity. 

(2)  Utilize  personnel  in  the  offices  of  certain  department  and 
agencies  to  help  identify  persons  who  may  be  eligible  and  to  forward  their 
names  and  addresses  to  District  Office  of  Social  Security. 

(3)  Provide  a  volunteer  -  supported  procedure  for  receiving 
listing,  and  transmitting  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  are  pot- 
ential SSI  eligibles  to  my  Social  Security  Administration  District  Office. 

(4)  Provide  a  focal  point  for  the  recruitment,  training  and  utili- 
zation of  volunteers  who  will  explain  to  individuals  the  nature  of  the 
program. 
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c.  How  Best  To  Accomplish  These  Goals 

(1)  Form  Consortium  to  enlist  volunteer  support  as  well  as  assist 
with  publicity,  organize  speakers  bureau  and  to  give  support  and  guidance 
to  the  project. 

(2)  Select  Volunteer  Chairman  in  each  community  to  oversee  project 
in  his  or  her  particular  area. 

(3)  To  meet  as  quickly  as  possible  with  volunteer  groups  for  train- 
ing. 

(k)      Publicity 

d.  Operation 

(1)  Consortium  -  I  made  a  supplemental  list  in  addition  to  the  one 

received  giving  recommended  agencies  and  organizations.  When  this  list 

was  completed  it  contained  18  names.  To  my  surprise  17  people  responded 

and  expressed  their  willingness  to  serve.  Included  are:

Our  first  meeting  held  was  to  explain  to  them  the  program  and  enlist  their 
support.  Our  second  meeting  explained  the  mechanics  of  the  program,  dis- 
cussed problems  which  might  arise  and  had  a  2%  hour  workshop  which  was 
most  informative  to  all. 
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Progress  -  Our  Advisory  Board  has  decided  to  meet  on  a  weekly  basis. 

(2)  Volunteer  Chairman  -  In  selecting  a  volunteer  chairman  for 
each  area  I  gave  this  a  great  deal  of  thought.  This  person  had  to  be 
able  to  work  with  me,  become  enthusiastic  about  the  project  and  have  the 
time  needed  to  handle  the  project. 

I  felt  there  should  be  a  volunteer  chairman  in  each  community 
not  only  the  county  seat. 

Progress  -  We  now  have  a  volunteer  chairman  in  each  community  such  as  Lima, 
Anaconda,  Melrose,  Silver  Bow,  Dillon,  Deer  Lodge,  etc.  One  county  has 
not  yet  been  completely  organized  that  being  Madison  County. 

(3)  Volunteer  Training  and  Progress  -  Each  volunteer  chairman  was 
asked  to  recruit  volunteers-  The  amount  of  course,  depended  on  the  size 
of  the  area  to  be  covered.  For  instance,  Butte  now  has  12  and  Lima  2. 

Progress  -  This  office  prepared  an  orientation  kit  for  each  volunteer 
chairman.   Included  in  this  kit  are: 

3  copies  of  newspaper  releases 

1  copy  of  prepared  speech 

5  examples  of  how  the  new  law  will  work 

1  copy  of  Social  Security  itinerary 

1  copy  of  names,  addresses  and  phone  numbers  of  all 

volunteer  chairman  for  referral  purposes 
1  copy  of  lead  referral  form 
1  copy  of  SSA  application  form 
k   pamphlets  on  SSI 
3  SSI  posters 

The  reason  for  this  kit  is  to  make  the  job  easier.  A  volunteer  might  not 

have  the  capabilities  of  preparing  a  news  item  for  the  local  paper.  Nor 

should  they  be  expected  to.. This  kit  has  been  a  valuable  tool  in  training. 
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Generally  the  more  the  volunteer  knows  about  his  job,  the  better  job  he 
is  going  to  do  and  the  greater  his  productivity.  Efficiency  is  bound  up 
closely  with  morale  and  orientation  is  a  great  morale  builder. 

I  have  tried  to  keep  the  training  sessions  both  interesting  and  informa- 
tive and  at  the  same  time  stressing  to  the  volunteer  that  he  is  not  to  be 
considered  a  professional  nor  should  he  try  to  be  one. 

Therefore,  we  have  eliminated  all  the  mechanics  of  the  program  from  train- 
ing. The  less  the  volunteer  knows  about  who  or  who  is  not  eligible  to 
receive  food  stamps  etc.  the  better.  This  leaves  less  room  for  an  in- 
correct or  misleading  answer  to  a  question. 

Progress  -  Volunteers  trained  in  all  areas  except  Madison  County.  Philips- 
burg  will  be  trained  Friday,  February  1st. 

{k)      Publicity  -  We  have  kept  the  publicity  low  keyed  for  many 

reasons: 

#  Time  -  I  could  not  prepare  publicity  and  circulate  it 
with  the  amount  of  time  left  in  a  normal  day. 

#  We  wanted  volunteers  trained  and  ready  before  receiving 
influx  of  inquiries. 

#  Consortium  had  not  till  now  been  prepared  to  handle 
publicity  assignment. 

Progress  -  Initial  newspaper  article,  local  tv,  radio  stations  and  local 
newspapers  which  have  reached  nearly  every  accessable  area.  Met  with 
local  T.V.  programmer  and  have  arranged  to  tape  a  h   hour  presentation 
which  will  have  excerpts  from  it  on  the  10:30  &   5:00  news  broadcast  for 
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Ministerial  Association  is  putting  an  announcement  in  all  church 
bul letins. 

Speaking  engagements  are  being  scheduled. 

All  volunteer  chairman  are  doing  likewise. 

Article  sent  in  to  Montana  Women's  Magazine,  which  has  a  circula- 
tion of  4,000. 

Local  newspaper  has  assigned  a  reporter  to  work  with  the  project. 

(5)  Additional  Points! 

#  All  volunteers  are  using  Identification  Cards 

#  Have  a  meeting  scheduled  with  a  Social  Rehabilata- 
tive  Service  delegate  on  the  consortium  to  screen 
a  list  of  names  secured  during  Project  Find. 

#  Volunteers  selected  from  groups  such  as:  Volunteer 
Fire  Chiefs,  Montana  Federation  of  Womens1  Clubs, 
Senior  Citizens,  Public  Health  Nurses,  Red  Cross 
and  Local  Service  Clubs. 


II.   SUMMARY 

After  attending  training  sessions,  conferring  with  heads  of  agencies, 
analyzing  the  volunteer  situation  and  finally  training  the  volunteers 
this  office  has  begun  serving  the  potential  eligibles  in  the  six  count- 
ies of  this  district. 

Finding  myself  at  the  end  of  the  first  month,  that  being  January,  I  have 
successfully  completed  training  with  the  volunteers  in  all  counties  with 
the  exception  of  one,  that  being  Madison  County.  However,  contacts  have 
been  made  with  this  county  and  training  will  be  completed  shortly. 
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So  in  summarizing  briefly,  I  feel  that  I  still  have  a  great  challenge 
ahead  of  me  and  that  there  will  be  hopefully  enough  time  in  the  next 
60  days  to  successfully  complete  this  project  and  experience  reward- 
ing results.

I.  FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS. 

Today  we  are  well  aware  that  we  cannot  remove  all  the  obstacles  that  lie 
ahead  for  our  senior  citizens,  but  we  know  from  two  months  experience  that 
we  can  make  life  more  worthwhile  and  pleasant  for  those  with  whom  we  are 
in  contact. 

One  in  every  ten  Americans  is  elderly.  This  means  20  million  people,  many 
of  whom  are  on  very  limited  income.  May  it  be  our  good  fortune  that  the 
volunteers  working  for  the  program  locate  and  identify  every  eligible  person. 

I  have  found  that  the  hours  of  planning  and  the  devoted  service  of  the  vol- 
unteers are  now  beginning  to  show.  The  "potential  eligible"  seem  to  be 
willing  to  utilize  the  program,  willing  to  go  make  an  SSI  application  and 
wants  to  help  one  another  by  spreading  the  word. 

Last  month  I  listed  as  a  part  of  my  report,  the  purpose,  my  objectives, 
and  how  best  to  accomplish  these  goals.  This  month  my  efforts  were  con- 
centrated on: 

#  Visiting  counties  previously  trained 

#  Publicity 

#  Office  Procedure 

#  Recruiting  new  volunteers 
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a.  Visiting  Counties  Previously  trained  -  During  the  last  three 
weeks,  I  have  revisited  every  cormiunity  previously  trained.  During  these 
visits,  I  worked  with  the  volunteer  chairman  on  problem  areas,  publicity 
and  discussed  the  method  being  used  to  canvass  the  area. 

Progress  -  We  are  receiving  the  SSI  Alert  referral  form  back  from  every 
area.  Every  area  has  had  newspaper  articles  in  their  local  papers.   In 
most  areas  the  volunteers  are  speaking  to  various  church  groups,  service 
clubs  and  other  agencies. 

b.  Publicity  -  I  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  publicity  this 
last  three  weeks.  Volunteer  chairman  were  asked  to  do  the  same  in  their 
areas.   I  concentrated  on  Silver  Bow  County  primarily. 

Progress  -  The  media  from  Silver  Bow  County  reaches  every  area  I  am  re- 
sponsible for.   I  made  a  15  minute  tv  taped  interview.  Excerpts  from  this 
tape  were  used  every  evening  for  a  week  on  the  news  and  then  repeated  the 
following  week  every  morning  on  the  news.   I  also  made  a  3  minute  tape  for 
a  radio  station.  This  is  played  periodically  throughout  the  day.  We  have 
had  several  newspaper  releases.  Plans  for  next  week  include  having  a  local 
volunteer  and  potential  eligible  photographed.  This  picture,  accompanied 
by  a  write-up,  will  be  used  in  the  Montana  Standard.  Our  office  mailed  out 
51  letters  to  service  clubs  explaining  the  program  and  asked  permission 
to  speak  to  the  group.   Church  bulletins  were  used  in  many  areas  to  pub- 
licize SSI . 
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c.  Office  Procedure  -  Basically  our  office  procedure  was  established 
in  January,  however,  we've  had  to  add  to  or  delete  many  procedures. 

Progress  Volunteers  were  asked  to  mail  or  bring  in  all  completed  referral 
forms,  to  our  office.  After  we  receive  themf  the  secretary  records  name 
and  date  received  of  every  referral  form  taken  in.  Each  volunteer  has  a 
record  sheet  which  is  used  to  record  this  information.  By  using  this 
method,  we  can  keep  track  of  the  number  of  referrals  taken  in,  and  which 
volunteers  are  producing  results.  Our  SSA  Office  has  asked  that  we  turn 
in  to  them  every  referral  form.  We  do  no  screening  at  our  level. 

A  new  procedure  started  this  month  in  regard  to  mileage  which  is  the  use 
a  new  travel  voucher.  One  of  these  is  filled  out  for  every  trip  and  twice 
a  month  submitted  for  payment.  A  cover  voucher  totals  numbers  of  trips 
made,  total  mileage  and  total  expenses. 

For  local  travel  my  secretary  and  I  keep  speedometer  readings  and  destina- 
tion records.  Each  of  us  has  a  clip  board  with  a  mileage  sheet  in  our  car 
at  all  times. 

I  have  planned  my  itinerary  to  schedule  no  more  than  three  out  of  town 
trips  per  week.  This  leaves  at  least  two  days  per  week,  for  publicity 
work,  speech  writing,  record  keeping  and  bookkeeping. 

d.  Recruitment  of  Volunteers  -  The  one  area  which  I  did  not  reach  in 
January  was  Madison  County.   In  many  areas  it  was  soon  discovered  more 
volunteers  would  be  needed . 
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Progress  -  In  Madison  County,  the  volunteers  have  now  been  trained.   In  the 
smaller  communities  such  as  Pony,  Norris,  and  Harrison  the  Postmasters  were 
trained.   In  areas  such  as  Philipsburg,  Anaconda  and  Butte,  the  need  arose 
for  more  volunteers.  Volunteer  chairman  were  asked  to  recruit  and  I  made 
a  trip  to  the  area  to  train. 

II.   PROBLEM  AREAS 

A  representative  from  the  Department  of  Aging  spoke  to  a  group  of  Senior 
Citizens  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Anaconda-Phi  1 ipsburg  clubs. 

At  this  meeting  the  speaker  told  them  to  give  an  income  figure  after  deduc- 
tions of  1/3  of  their  medical  expenses. 

This  totally  confused  the  volunteers  in  this  area. 

Volunteers  were  instructed  to  proceed  on  the  same  course  as  they  had  been 
trained  to  do. 

The  weekly  report  for  two  weeks  I  assumed  was  proceeding  in  an  accurate 
manner. 

On  Tuesday,  February  21st,  after  discussing  the  figures  with  Mr.  Menghini, 
it  was  brought  to  my  attention  that  there  was  a  great  difference  on  inter- 
preting the  report. 

Hopefully  at  this  seminar  the  problem  will  be  rectified. 

The  consortium  meetings  have  posed  some  problems.   First,  trying  to 
schedule  a  meeting  date  around  a  constantly  changing  itinerary.  Most 
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consortium  members  I  am  in  contact  with  at  least  weekly.  They  are  informed 
individually  about  the  problems  and  progress  of  the  program.  These  people 
even  though  many  are  retired,  are  extremely  busy  people.  Unless  I  can 
clearly  see  a  need  for  a  meeting  with  a  full  agenda,  I  can  see  no  reason  to 
take  their  time  and  mine  just  to  say  I've  had  a  meeting. 

Ill   SUMMARY 

I  have  found  this  assignment  extremely  demanding.  The  results  of  our 
efforts  are  just  now  beginning  to  show.   I  have  many  areas  still  needing 
a  lot  of  work.  Next  month  I  plan  to  spend  time  in  each  of  these  areas. 
There  have  been  no  major  problems  in  my  area.  This  is  not  saying  there 
have  been  no  problems,  however,  they  have  been  at  a  magnitude  to  be  solved 
at  our  level . 

The  cooperation  between  our  office  and  the  SSA  has  been  tremendous.  Mr. 
Menghini,  our  SSA  District  Manager  has  been  extremely  helpful.

a.   COMMENTS 
With  the  honor  as  an  SSI  Alert  Director  goes  responsibility.  To  know  that 
I  am  fulfilling  an  important  obligation  stimulates  me  to  do  my  best.  This 
past  month,  however  though  still  enthused  about  my  assignment,  I  have  let 
down  somewhat.  This  has  not  been  by  choice  but  because  5  members  of  my 
immediate  family  have  had  surgery,  been  hospitalized,  or  are  under  going 
surgery  in  the  immediate  future. 

I  am  able  to  report  some  progress  which  has  produced  results.  My  report 
this  month  wi 1 1  be  by  county. 

(1)  The  volunteers  of  Philipsburg  have  recently  completed  visiting 
over  290  citizens  of  the  area.  As  proof  of  their  efforts,  they  mailed  us 

a  copy  of  the  notebook  recording  every  person  interviewed  and  their  status. 
Granite  County  is  now  recorded  in  our  records  as  completed.  These  volun- 
teers did  a  beautiful  job  and  I  commend  them  for  their  efforts. 

(2)  The  towns  of  Pony  and  Harrison  and  surrounding  areas  have  been 
completed.  These  volunteers  also  did  an  excellent  job.   One  volunteer 
from  Pony  drove  eight  potential  eligibles  into  Twin  Bridges  to  meet  with 
the  SSA  representative.  Other  areas  in  Madison  County  are  showing  results 
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and  the  door  to  door  campaigns  will  be  completed  by  April  15th. 

(3)  Deer  Lodge  County,  which  Anaconda  is  the  county  seat  is  nearly 
completed.  Again  I  must  praise  the  volunteers.  Two  women  in  Anaconda 
I  must  single  out.  They  have  organized  the  area  by  block,  met  with  every 
agency  and  explained  the  program,  handled  publicity,  arranged  meetings 
for  me  with  various  community  leaders,  handled  their  referral  forms  in  an 
excellent  manner  and  I  might  add  they  would  have  been  finished  by  March  30 
until  I  told  them  we  were  going  through  April.  Now  they  want  to  stay  organ- 
ized to  double  check  their  work.  One  interesting  note,  they  had  me  scheduled 
to  speak  to  300  citizens  at  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  luncheon,  however,  due  to 
a  horrible  blizzard  and  icy  roads  I  did  not  make  the  meeting.  Fortunately 
this  was  not  the  main  program  and  did  not  create  any  problems. 

(*t)  Si]ver  bow  County  has  been  fortunate  by  having  access  to  all  the 
media,,  the  SSA  District  Office,  the  SSI  Office  and  some  tremendous  volunteers. 
The  Senior  Citizens  have  completed  visiting  every  rooming  house,  every  mem- 
ber of  the  various  senior  citizens  clubs,  areas  which  are  predominately 
housing  the  elderly  and  have  visited  referrals  from  our  office.  Other  vol- 
unteers from  our  area  have  covered  particular  parts  assigned  by  our  office. 

b.   PROGRESS 
After  mailing  out  information  letters  to  every  agency  and  service  club  the 
response  from  these  was  tremendous.  Many  asked  us  to  speak  to  members  or 
employees,  while  others  just  asked  for  more  information  to  pass  on  to  mem- 
bers, friends,  etc. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  a  mail  out  campaign  in  Silver  Bow  County.  For 
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names  we  have  had  loaned  to  us  a  complete  list  of  retired  persons  residing 
in  Silver  Bow  County.  A  work  study  student  is  addressing  the  material. 

c.   PROBLEMS 

Beaverhead  and  Powell  Counties  are  my  stumbling  blocks.  At  this  time  I  am 

happy  to  report  the  problem  in  these  two  counties  has  been  solved  and  these 

areas  will  be  completed  by  April  30th,  even  if  Cindy  and  I  have  to  do  them. 

II.   SUMMARY 

To  summarize  my  areas,  I  feel  my  projected  figure  of  1,500  must  be  high 

rather  than  low  as  stated  previously.  Many  of  my  areas  have  been  completed 

and  show  the  following  results  to  name  a  few: 

Philipsburg  12 

W  Harrison  k 

Maxville  3 

Anaconda  51 

In  each  of  these  areas  a  door-to-door  campaign  was  conducted. 

One  other  area  which  needs  mentioning  is  how  we  are  scheduling  with  SSA 
representatives.  When  we  received  the  April,  May,  June  travel  itinerary 
it  was  marked  tentative.  When  we  investigated  we  found  that  many  of  the 
field  trips  might  be  cancelled  in  April.  This  is  due  of  course  to  the 
manpower  shortage  in  our  SSA  District  Office. 

To  solve  this  problem,  we  can  anticipate  by  our  referrals,  areas  which 
will  definitely  need  an  SSI  visit,  Mr.  Menghini  will  then  see  to  it  that 
a  representative  gets  to  this  area  on  the  designated  day.  Hopefully 
April  will  bring  about  a  change  and  no  trips  will  need  to  be  cancelled. 
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I  did  have  an  hour  visit  with  our  three  County  Commissioners.   I  explained 
to  them  the  structure  of  the  SSI  Alert  Offices  and  our  goals.  They,  in 
turn  guaranteed  their  support  and  cooperation. 

I  did  nominate  two  outstanding  volunteers.   I  found  this  to  be  a  very 
difficult  assignment.  So  many  were  deserving.  Concerning  both  my  nominees, 
I  found  it  extremely  hard  to  put  on  paper  their  dedication,  sincerity  and 
enthusiasm,  cooperation  as  well  as  list  their  many  accomplishments  in  the 
community.   I  only  wish  we  could  have  nominated  at  least  ten. 

My  travel  this  month  was  low,  however,  my  efficient  secretary  did  make 
several  trips  for  me.  Areas  I  know  are  well  established  and  showing  week- 
ly results  I  see  no  real  need  in  visiting.  Volunteers  do  not  want  to  attend 
meeting  after  meeting  when  there  is  nothing  new  to  report. 

This  concludes  my  March  report.

FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

Personnel  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  within  the  Helena  District,  have  been 
working  for  the  past  four  months  with  volunteers  and  agencies  to  find  and 
inform  potential  eligibles  of  the  benefits  of  Supplemental  Security  Income. 
The  SSI  Alert  Project  has  shown  evidence  of  success  throughout  the  eight 
designated  counties  of  the  Helena  District.  These  counties,  namely  -  Park 
County,  Wheatland  County,  Lewis  and  Clark  County,  Meagher  County,  Broad- 
water County,  Sweet  Grass  County,  Gallatin  County  and  Jefferson  County  are 
comprised  of  urban  and  rural  communities  with  the  city  of  Helena  represent- 
ing the  major  metropolis  and  seat  of  state  government. 

Mr.  Ted  Larson  was  initially  appointed  as  the  SSI  Alert  District  Director 
for  the  Helena  District  and  worked  in  this  capacity  until  9  March  197^, 
whereupon  he  resigned  due  to  health  reasons.  Mr.  George  Eyebel ,  who  had 
previously  served  as  a  key  volunteer  in  the  Helena  SSI  Program  replaced 
Mr.  Larson  and  worked  until  the  phase-out  of  Montana's  SSI  Alert  Program, 
30  April  197''+. 


A  fringe  benefit  of  the  Helena  SSI  Alert  Program  was  the  fact  that  many 
state  agencies  and  personnel  could  be  easily  contacted  and  briefed  on  the 
merits  of  the  SSI  Program,  thereby  enabling  the  state  agency  on  the  blind 
and  disabled  to  mail  out  approximately  1,200  brochures  to  blind/disabled 
recipients  which  expalined  the  SSI  Program. 

It  is  believed  there  were  more  local  clubs,  organizations  and  agencies 
contacted  within  the  Helena  District  than  any  other  Montana  SSI  Alert  Dis- 
trict. This  ability  to  contact,  brief  and  converse  with  city  and  state 
personalities  on  the  SSI  Program  is  due  mainly  to  the  long  residency  of 
Mr.  Larson  and  Mr.  Eyebel  in  this  state/city  community.   The  thorough- 
ness in  which  every  city  and  county  community  was  canvassed  and  briefed 
on  the  SSI  Project  is  a  testament  to  Mr.  Larson's  and  Mr.  Eyebel s's 
intense  dedication  to  the  project.  Much  work  and  effort  was  contributed 
to  briefing  and  training  SSI  Alert  volunteers  and,  undoubtedly,  accounts 
for  the  favorable  SSI  statistics  and  progress  in  the  Helena  District. 

No  major  problems  were  encountered  beyond  inclement  weather  and  traveling 
conditions,  yet  there  were  instances  and  requirements  to  employ  diplomatic 
relations  with  key  volunteer  workers  within  the  SSI  Program.   Close 
coordination  was  maintained  between  Social  Security  Administration  officials, 
State  Director  for  Aging  and  local  Red  Cross  Chapter. 

The  following  comments  explain,  in  a  brief  and  concise  form,  the  many  facets 
of  the  SSI  Program: 

(1)   TRAINING; 
In  this  district,  training  was  by  lecture,  question  and  answer  method.  This 
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method  was  used  January,  February  and  March.  There  was  no  recruitment  of 
volunteers  or  training  in  April  as  this  was  phase-out  month  and  thank-yous 
were  said. 

(2)  AGENCY  PARTICIPATION: 

United  Commercial  Travelers,  Helena  Exchange  Club,  Helena  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Helena  Rotary  Club,  Kiwanis  Clubs,  VFW,  Masonic  Home  of 
Montana,  Cooney  Conval .  Home,  RSVP  of  Helena,  Helena  Senior  Citizen  Groups, 
Citizens  for  Better  Community,  DAV,  Montana  Veteran's  Affairs,  American 
Smelting  and  Refining  Company,  Shrine  and  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  Church 
Women  United,  Lion's  Club,  Catholic  Charities,  Helena  Ministerial  Ass'n.' 

The  above  list  of  agencies  and  organizations  actively  sought  eligibles 
for  the  SSI  Alert  Program  for  January,  February  and  March.  They  were 
not  nearly  as  active  in  April  as  they  felt  they  had  covered  their  areas 
in  the  three  previous  months. 

(3)  PROCESSING  OF  POTENTIAL  SSI  APPLICANTS: 

Our  local  Social  Security  Office  reported  this  date  U/lG/lk,    that  this 
information  had  been  given  to  the  Division  Office  in  Great  Falls  this 
morning  by  phone.  Our  office  maintained  the  number  of  applicants  by  the 
week  for  each  of  the  four  months  and  that  total  is:   Applications  ^+17; 
Referrals  216.  We  have  no  record  in  our  office  of  the  date  completed. 

(k)      PROBLEMS: 
In  January  a  problem  in  Park  County  evolved  because  of  personalities,  but 
this  was  cleared  nicely  with  correspondence  and  phone  calls. 
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One  Red  Cross  Chapter  (Broadwater  County)  felt  that  Project  SSI  was  a  Red 
Cross  Project  and  they  resented  activity  by  other  volunteers  such  as  the 
Senior  Citizen  group. 

The  Red  Cross  Chapter  in  Sweet  Grass  County  knew  nothing  of  the  project 
when  our  office  contacted  them,  so  it  was  felt  that  there  was  a  breakdown 
in  information  reaching  all  chapters  when  the  project  was  underway. 

The  travel  voucher  of  one  volunteer  was  very  much  questioned  and  we  were 
advised  by  Legal  Services  to  request  additional  verification.  This  was 
not  sent  to  us  even  after  two  written  requests. 

It  was  felt  that  the  budget  was  not  set  up  to  cover  local  executive  ex- 
pense and  this  Chapter  solved  that  by  allowing  1 5C  per  mile. 
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(5)  EVALUATION  OF  PUBLICITY; 

The  publicity  given  the  program  by  our  local  radio  stations  was  adequate. 
National  TV  ads  were  carried  by  the  local  TV  station.  News  releases  sent 
out  by  Mr.  Marshall  from  the  Bureau  on  Aging  were  most  satisfactory.  News 
items  that  we  attempted  to  have  printed  never  got  to  first  base. 

(6)  ACTIVITIES  THAT  HAVE  EVOLVED  AS  A  RESULT  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
Can't  think  of  activity  resulting. 

(7)  PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS; 

This  was  a  very  minimal  percentage.  Mrs.  Tannehill  contacted  the  Helena 
Indian  Alliance  and  the  various  groups  therin,  and  she  reported  that  all 
eligibles  she  could  locate  had  been  transferred  from  Welfare  to  SSI  pre- 
viously. 
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(8)  RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES; 

Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Nurses,  Lewis  &  Clark  Coun- 
ty Welfare,  Broadwater  County  Welfare,  Meagher  County  Welfare,  Park  County 
Welfare,  Jefferson  County  Welfare,  Sweet  Grass  County  Welfare,  Gallatin 
County  Welfare,  Wheatland  County  Welfare,  County  Health  Departments  in  all 
8  counties,  Broadwater  County  Rest  Home,  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  all  8  count- 
ies furnished  population  information.  Montana  State  Dept.  of  Visual  Ser- 
vices, Social  Security  Dept.,  County  Extension  Agents,  all  the  above  gov- 
ernment agencies  were  most  cooperative. 

(9)  LOCAL  SUPPORT  FOR  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 

Local  support  and  interest  from  all  civic  groups  was  very  good.  January 
and  February  were  peak  months,  March  and  April  they  all  felt  the  ground 
had  been  covered. 

(10)  ASSESSMENT  OF  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT; 
As  the  cost  of  living  index  rises,  benefits  will  be  more  and  more 
important. 

(11)  WILLINGNESS  OF  LOCAL  SUPPORT  ORGANIZATIONS  TO  UNDERTAKE  SIMILAR 
PROJECTS  IN  THE  FUTURE; 

Community  organizations  were  most  helpful  at  the  time  the  project  was 

first  started,  seemed  to  tire  of  it  as  they  have  their  own  projects  they 

are  actively  involved  in.  The  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Chapter  of  the 

American  Red  Cross  is  what  we  consider  the  main  support  organization  for 

our  area  and  we  do  not  have  a  statement  from  their  board  as  to  feelings 
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concerning  future  projects  that  are  similar. 

(12)   SPECIAL  EVENTS  OR  HUMAN  INTEREST  RESULTING  FROM  THE  VOLUNTEERS/ 
CONSORTIUM'S  EFFORTS:

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS: 

The  first  two  weeks  of  January,  197*+,  concentration  was  on  setting  up  the 

office,  organizing  work  and  contacting  possible  volunteers  by  letter  and 

telephone. 

Two  mimeographed  letters  were  used  and  with  these  letters  were  sent  the 
Project  SSI  Alert  application  form  and  pamphlets  explaining  the  program. 
83  individuals  and  organizations  were  contacted  with  this  letter  in  Jan. 
These  letters  were  followed  by  a  telephone  contact  to  answer  questions  and 
ascertain  that  they  were  willing  to  work  as  volunteers  for  the  program. 

The  next  two  weeks  were  spent  traveling  the  8  counties,  making  personal 
contacts  with  those  contacted  by  letter  and  phone.  Additional  volunteers 
were  recruited  and  speaking  engagements  were  kept.  Chairmen  in  each 
community  was  fairly  well  settled  at  this  time. 

The  training  was  by  lecture,  question  and  answer  method  as  this  was  felt 
to  be  the  most  adequate.  A  representative  of  the  Social  Security  was 
present  at  many  of  these  and  contributed  answers  to  things  that  were  out 
of  SSI  jurisdiction. 
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Mr.  Walter  Marshall,  Bureau  on  Aging,  was  a  great  assistance  to  Mr.  Larson 
by  supplying  names  and  introductions  to  volunteers  at  the  various  Senior 
Citizen  Centers  in  the  8  county  area,  as  well  as  other  considerations. 

Speaking  engagements  were  fulfilled  9  times  in  January, several  of  which  were 
in  conjunction  with  a  Social  Security  representative. 

Mr.  Jack  Sloan  made  a  mailing  of  100  SSI  applications  from  his  DAV  office 
at  the  VA  Center  at  Fort  Harrison  on  January  24th.  On  January  25,  Mr. 
David  Armstrong  made  a  mailing  of  100  applications  from  his  office  of  Montana 
Veteran  Affairs.  ' 

Referral  forms  received  by  our  office  in  January  and  forwarded  to  Social 
Security  the  same  day  received,  totaled  23. 

The  local  Social  Security  Office  reported  these  totals  for  the  month  of 

January: 

Total  SSI  Applications  possible  800 

Total  SSI  Applications  received  8k 

Total  Referrals  Received  62 

Referrals  Screened  3^ 

The  only  problem  area  encountered  was  a  misunderstanding  in  the  Livingston 

area  with  Red  Cross  volunteer,  Miss  Urana  Clark.  This  was  resolved  happily 

thru  correspondence  and  long  distance  telephone. 

January  28  and  29  were  days  spent  within  Helena,  contacting  people  and 
organizations  concerning  the  SSI  Program.  Reports  and  information  was 
gathered  to  be  presented  at  Seminar  I,  January  30  and  31  in  Butte,  Montana. 

Total  miles  traveled  in  January  were  1792.

I.  FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS. 

The  month  of  February  brought  about  the  firming  up  of  the  program  and  re- 
sults of  January  efforts  began  showing.  Newspaper,  radio  and  tv  ads,  in 
addition  to  the  word-of-mouth  promotion,  brought  inquiries  to  the  office  by 
letter,  phone  and  personal  visit.

Plans  were  formulated  to  complete  a  similar  mailing  for  the  disabled  child- 
ren through  the  office  of  Delores  Coleberg,  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction, 
however,  this  did  not  come  to  pass.  After  all  plans  and  arrangments  had 
been  formed,  it  was  with  profound  apology  that  Mr.  Holmquist  (Special 
Education  Department)  stated  that  he  had  been  unable  to  obtain  Mrs.  Cole- 
berg's  approval  for  this  mailing. 

Referral  forms  received  by  our  office  in  February  and  forwarded  to  Social 
Security  the  same  day  received  totaled  36. 
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The  local  Social  Security  Office  reported  these  totals  for  the  month  of 

February:

Total  SSI  Applications  received  117 

Total  Referrals  received  8k 

Referrals  Screened  22 

The  February  meeting,  Seminar  II,  was  held  in  Helena  on  February  27  and 
28,  and  time  and  effort  was  put  forth  by  the  Helena  Office  to  assure  a 
successful  and  enjoyable  meeting.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

Mr.  Larson  resigned  as  District  Director  of  the  Helena  District,  effective 
3/8/74  and  Mr.  Eybel  assumed  the  position  of  director.  Mr.  Eybel  has  been 
working  as  a  volunteer  for  several  weeks,  therefore,  stepped  into  the  job 
easi ly. 

At  the  February  seminar,  information  was  reported  that  alcoholics  and  drug 
addicts  would  be  eligible  for  our  program  under  certain  circumstances. 
Meetings  were  arranged  and  held  with  the  Outreach  Workers  of  the  Alcohol 
Rehab.  Services,  whose  areas  covered  out  8  counties.  Each  of  these  work- 
ers were  well  briefed  on  the  program  and  each  given  25  applications,  pam- 
phlets etc. 

The  director  of  the  Drug  Rehab.  Program  scheduled  meetings  with  Mr.  Eybel 
and  Mr.  Larson  on  three  different  occasions,  each  was  cancelled  due  to  an 
emergency  in  her  office. 

On  March  18,  Mr.  Larson  and  Mr.  Eybel  attended  the  Jefferson  County 
Commissioners  meeting  at  Boulder  and  explained  the  program.  The  commission- 
ers stated  they  fully  supported  the  program  for  their  county. 

On  March  20,  the  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Red  Cross  Chapter  had  their  board 
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of  directors  meeting  and  Mr.  Larson  was  asked  to  attend  and  report  on  the 
SSI  Alert  Porgram  progress.  Copy  of  this  report  attached. 

Referral  forms  received  by  our  office  in  March  and  forwarded  to  Social  Sec- 
urity the  same  day  received  were  28. 

The  local  Social  Security  Office  reported  these  totals  for  the  month  of

The  8  counties  were  revisited  in  the  month  of  March,  volunteers  rebriefed 

and  new  volunteers  recruited  and  trained.  Additional  forms  and  pamphlets 

were  supplied  where  needed.   (Travel  reports  attached) 

There  are  three  Hutterite  Colonies  in  this  district  -  all  three  were  con- 
tacted and  all  possible  eligibles  completed  applications.   12  of  these 
applications  went  thru  out  office  -  others  were  sent  directly  to  Social 
Security. 

Total  miles  traveled  in  March  were  1168.

Active  chairmen  working  in  22  communities.  These  are  Red  Cross  workers, 

Senior  Citizens,  Welfare  workers,  County  Nurses,  and  people  in  all  walks 

of  life  who  are  interested  in  helping  their  community  and  the  people  in  it. 

The  chairmen  in  each  community  in  the  8  counties  have  been  contacted  three 
times,  initially  in  January,  again  in  February  and  again  in  March.  Speak- 
ing at  group  meetings  in  these  communities  done  at  every  opportunity. 
This  coverage  required  an  average  of  over  2,000  miles  of  travel  each  month. 

The  Helena  office  completed  a  mailing  to  the  Visually  Handicapped  persons 
over  the  entire  state  (800  letters,  applications  and  pamphlets),  the  cost 
of  this  mailing  being  divided  equally  by  the  SSI  Alert  Districts. 

Social  Security  has  estimated  a  potential  800  eligible  applicants  in  this 
8  county  area.   Figures  received  by  our  SSI  Alert  Office  from  the  SSA  com- 
puter show  295  received  in  the  months  February  1  to  March  18.  We  have  no 
figures  in  our  office  for  the  month  of  January. 

The  third  SSI  Alert  seminar,  calling  together  the  district  directors  from 
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over  the  state  to  meet  with  Division  Director,  Phillip  Gonzales,  was  held 
in  Helena  Feb.  27  and  28.  Attending  this  meeting  were  representatives  from 
Red  Cross,  Bureau  on  Aging  and  Social  Security.  The  next  seminar  wiil  be 
held  in  Billings  on  March  28  and  29. 

Comments  from  Bureau  on  Aging  and  Social  Security  representatives  were  that 
SSI  Alert  j_s  working  and  results  are  being  seen  now  and  results  will  con- 
tinue to  come  in  for  some  months  to  come.

Volunteers  in  Lewis  and  Clark  County  were  mainly  contacted  this  month  by 

telephone.  All  volunteers  contacted,  in  all  areas,  were  thanked  for 

their  time  and  efforts.   In  some  instances  additional  applications  were 

left  for  future  referrals.  Daily  reports  attached.

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Thank  you  letters  were  written  to  the  161  volunteer  workers  who  have  so 
successfully  covered  out  district. 

The  week  of  April  22  to  26  was  spent  in  formulating  information  and  com- 
pleting reports,  etc.  in  preparation  for  the  Seminar  IV,  which  will  be 
held  in  Missoula  on  April  29,30  and  May  1. 

An  inventory  of  office  items  turned  to  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Chapter 
American  Red  Cross  was  completed  on  k/zG/jh. 

Upon  closing  this  office,  it  should  be  noted  that  of  the  mailing  of  800 
through  Visual  Services,  there  has  been  a  return  of  65  unclaimed  letters. 
This  is  somewhat  less  than  the  10%  return  anticipated  by  Mr.  Marshall. 

Volunteer  travel  expense  was  allowed  to  several  chairmen  and  vouchers 
and  reasonable  expenses  were  received  from  Mrs.  Mary  Holter.  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Raihl,  Livingston,  vouchered  expenses  without  verification  and  she 
did  not  reply  to  our  several  requests  that  she  forward  this  to  our  office. 
The  Legal  Services  Office  advised  non  payment  until  Mrs.  Raihl  furnished 
the  requested  verification.

On  dates  indicated,  I  contacted  many  persons  in  the  following  towns  on 
the  SSI  Program: 

White  Sulphur  Springs;  Mrs.  Bernice  Jelle  was  at  the  doctor  so  unable  to 
talk  to  her.  Left  her  a  note  saying  no  more  travel  expense  could  be  allowed. 

Martinsdale:  Mrs.  Lvnett  Crachy.  postmistress  and  Mr.  St  ill  man  Jones  of 
the  Mercantile  have  two  prospects  they  feel  would  qualify  but  claim  to  be 
getting  by  on  the  money  they  now  receive  so  did  not  care  to  apply  for  SSI 
benefits.  Mr.  Jones  will  have  some  relatives  or  close  friends  talk  to  them. 

Two  Dot:  The  only  business  we  could  find  was  a  bar,  talked  to  Mr.  Crowley 
the  manager  who  has  lived  a  lifetime  in  the  community  and  said  he  did  not 
know  of  anyone  who  would  qualify.  Talked  to  several  members  of  the  Hutter- 
ite  Colony  who  informed  me  all  the  colonies  have  been  covered. 

Harlowton:  Mrs.  Bobbye  Johnson  of  the  Welfare  Dept.  has  been  turning  forms 
to  the  Social  Security  rep.,  Mr.  Hule,  She  has  some  new  leads  in  the  last 
few  days  and  will  do  the  same  with  them.  Mrs.  C.  A.  Buckley  reported  she 
has  contacted  approximately  75  and  according  to  Mr.  Johnson,  several  have 
qualified.  Mrs.  Buckely  was  informed  there  would  be  no  further  travel 
expense  available  to  volunteers.  Volunteer  workers  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Buckley  have  done  an  outstanding  job.  Mrs.  Buckley  reported  on 
coverage  of  Judith  Gap  and  Shawmut.  County  Commissioner  Roy  Brewinqton 
contacted. 

Big  Timber:  Sandy  Smiley,  social  worker,  and  Mrs.  Brooke  were  given  brief- 
ing and  applications  and  pamphlets.  Mr.  Don  Titlie,  ASCA  received  a 
very  thorough  briefing  and  asked  many  in-depth  questions.  He  is  more 
than  happy  to  work  with  the  program.  Mrs.  Mel  Goosey  said  this  was  the 
first  she  had  heard  of  the  program,  was  given  materials  and  will  work. 

Livingston;  Tried  many,  many  times  to  reach  Mrs.  Margaret  Raihl  but  was 
never  able  to  make  contact.  Left  message  that  the  travel  etc.  fund  was 
no  longer  available  to  volunteers.  Miss  Urana  Clark  was  giving  a  music 
lesson  so  our  telephone  conversation  was  brief.   She  reported  all  going 
well,  her  contacts  turning  applications  over  to  Soc.  Sec.  Working  most- 
ly thru  the  school  and  Sen.  Cit.  Mrs.  Lilly  Mae  Robinson  of  the  liquor 
store  had  not  heard  of  the  program,  was  briefed  and  information  left 
with  applications.  Mrs.  Alice  Erdmann.  Livingston  Enterprise  will  print 
news  item  for  us.  Mrs.  Petrich  is  friend  of  Miss  Clarks  and  provides 
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transportation  for  people  needing  it. 

Bozeman:  Mrs.  Mary  Holter  said  she  believes  they  have  had  over  200  signed.

Subject!    RESUME  OF  SSI  ALERT  SEMINAR,  GREAT  FALLS,  MONTANA 


1.  A  seminar  meeting  was  held  in  Great  Falls,  Montana  on  the  26  and 
27  December  1973  to  discuss  and  evaluate  the  new  Supplemental 
Security  Income  Program  for  the  Aged,  Blind  and  Crippled  peoples 
of  Montana.   In  attendance  were  the  recently  appointed  State 
Division  and  District  Directors  and  certain  American  Red  Cross 
personnel . 

2.  The  seminar  agenda  (Attach.  1)  was  prepared  and  closely  followed 

by  the  acting  seminar  chairman,  Division  Director,  Phillip  R.  Gonzales. 
Primarily,  the  seminar  conversations  were  categorized  into  the  following 
general  topic  areas; 

A.  SSI  Alert  Background  and  Current  Program  Policies. 

B.  SSI  Budget-Accounting. 

C.  Montana  State  Work  Areas/Responsibilities. 

D.  SSI  Training  Program  and  Public  Relations. 

The  discussion  on  these  specific  topics  are  detailed  and  related 
as  follows. 

3.  SSI  Alert  Background  and  Current  Program  Policies. 

Personnel  from  the  Social  Security  Administration, 
Great  Falls  District  Office,  briefed  on  the  move- 
ment of  the  Aged,  Blind  and  Disabled  peoples  from 
the  Welfare  Agency  to  management,  and  administration 
by  the  Social  Security  Administration.   In  essence, 
this  transition  from  welfare  roles  to  SSA  was  initia- 
ted in  mid-summer  1973  with  the  objective  to  bring 
all  eligible  peoples  of  Montana  into  the  SSI  Program. 
It  was  understood  that  all  personnel  who  are  presently 
in  the  program  will  be  automatically  transferred  to 
the  Social  Security  Agency  and  payments  will  continue 
as  previously  handled. 
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Mr.  Guadalupe  Salinas  and  Mr.  George  Freemole,  Great  Falls  District 
(SSA),  explained  that  one  of  the  primary  goals  of  the  SSI  Program 
was  to  put  cash  payments  on  a  national  and  uniform  basis.  The  SSA 
was  chosen  for  the  program  because  of  the  1500  Social  Security 
offices  and  5000  contact  stations  throughout  the  United  States  and 
the  ability  to  amass/distribute  great  amounts  of  data  through  the 
SSA  computer  systems.  They  further  elaborated  that  people  in 
general  are  proud  and  will  not  participate  in  the  SSI  if  they  think 
the  program  is  in  anyway  related  to  welfare.  There  are   an  estimated 
1000  disabled  people  being  automatically  converted  from  the  State 
Welfare  Agencies  to  the  SSi,  as  of  1  January  1974.  Nationally,  there 
are  an  estimated  two  million  aged  and  one  and  a  half  million  blind 
and  disabled  presently  receiving  assistance.  This  level  is  estimated 
to  increase  to  4.6  million  for  the  aged. 

Simply  stated,  the  eligibility  for  the  SSi  Alert  Program  is:  65  years 
or  over  or  blind  or  disabled  plus  resources.  They  explained  further 
that  if  a  person  has  20/200  in  his  better  eye  with  glasses,  he  is 
termed  statutory  blind  or  if  he  has  an  impairment  of  12  months  or  longer, 
he  can  be  termed  disabled.  Further  eligibility  rules  state  a  single 
person  can  have  resources  of  $1,500.00  or  less  and  a  couple  of  $2,250.00 
or  less;  a  home  of  assessed  value  of  $25,000.00  or  less  and  one 
moderately  priced  car.   If  a  person  has  all  these  requirements,  chances 
are,  that  he  may  be  eligible  for  SSI  payments.  There  are  exclusions  for 
the  blind  and  disabled.   Importantly,  the  SSI  Program  is  based 
entirely  on  need. 


Mr«  Salinas  explained  explicitly  about  earned  and  unearned  income 
i.e.  wages,  net  earnings  from  self  employment  equals  earned  income  - 
all  else  equals  unearned  income.  The  first  $20.00  per  month  is  dis- 
regarded from  his  earned  income  equals  $60.00  a  quarter.  Examples

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Other  pertinent  facts  to  the  SSI  Program  are  that  retroactive  pay 
is  only  to  the  month  they  applied}  that  Indians  do  receive  special 
provisions  and  privileges,  but  should  check  Indian  income  and 
resources. 

Mr.  Gonzales  stressed  the  point  that  SSI  Directors/volunteers  should 
not  try  to  judge  the  qualification  of  an  applicant  for  SSI  benefits, 
but  should  encourage  those  people  being  interviewed  to  come  into  the 
Social  Seucirty  Agency  for  submission  and  review  of  their  SSI  application. 

k.        SSI  BUDGET  -  ACCOUNTING 

Mr.  Gonzales  discussed  in  detail  the  SSI  Alert  budget  and  accounting 
policies/procedures.  He  stipulates  the  following  constitute  firm 
policy  directives  and  guide  lines  to  all  District  Directors  in 
establishing  individual  budgets  and  accounting. 

a)  Bookkeeping  to  be  kept  simple  but  meticulous  and  on  a 
dai ly  basis. 

b)  A  sum  total  of  $8,100.00  requested  from  State  Director/Aged 
for  each  District  constitute  budget  allocation  monies  for 
three  months  beginning  1  January  197^. 

c)  If  at  the  end  of  January  197^  a  censensus  of  opinion  is 
reached  that  the  SSI  Alert  Program  objective  cannot  be  met, 
there  will  be  a  request  for  additional  time  and  monies  to 
carry  out  the  program. 

d)  Salaries  will  be  paid  the  1st  and  15th  of  each  month. 
Travel  vouchers,  office  and  other  expense  vouchers  are  to 
be  turned  in  to  the  Chapter  Executive  Secretary  for  review 
and  separate  payment  on  the  1st  and  15th  of  each  month. 

e)  Accounting  will  be  made  into  three  separate  categories; 

1)  Salary      2)  Travel      3)  Office  Expense 

f)  District  secretaries  will  work  8  hours,  5  days  a  week.  As 
Federal  policy  will  be  followed,  there  will  be  2  holidays 
during  the  three  month  program  period. 

g)  Detailed  accounting  should  be  made  each  day.  Vouchers 
should  be  made  in  duplicate  and  be  sure  to  differentiate 
between  salary,  office  expense  and  travel  on  field  vouchers. 

h)  District  Directors  will  be  paid  $25.00  per  day  per  diem  and 
ten  cents  per  mile  to  volunteers.  Directors  will  use  their 
own  judgement  and  discretion  in  volunteer  per  diem  payment. 
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i)  There  is  a  25%  discount  on  long  distance  calls  and  the 

telephone  is  tax  free.  Acceptance  of  long  distance  collect 
calls  will  be  left  to  the  judgement  of  the  Directors. 

j)  Stationary,  with  SS!  letterhead,  was  passed  out  (250  sheets/ 
envelopes)  to  each  Division/District  Director.  Total  cost 
was  $44.60  and  each  district  will  be  expected  to  pay  their 
pro-rated  share  of  $7.44  to  the  Division  Office  from  Budget 
moni  es . 

k)  All  Red  Cross  personnel  are  covered  by  Traveler's  Insurance. 
Make  certain  your  individual  insurance  covers  you  for 
$50, 000/$  100 ,000  Bodily  Injury  Liability  and  $10,000  Property 
Damage  Liability. 

5.  MONTANA  STATE  WORK  AREAS/RESPONSIBILITIES 

A  long  discussion  was  held  on  the  best  way  to  resolve  imbalanced  District 
Director  work  areas,  as  presently  structured  in  accordance  with  SSA,  and 
provide  an  equitable  number  of  counties  to  each  District  Director.  The 
problem  lies  in  the  number  of  allocated  counties  to  each  District  Director, 
which  are:  Butte  District  6;  Billings  District  20;  Missoula  District  6; 
Helena  District  8  and  Great  Falls  District  15  counties. 

No  solution  was  reached  since  it  was  not  feasible  for  District  Directors 
with  few  counties  to  take  additional  eastern  Montana  counties  due  to 
distance/travel  complications. 

As  a  result,  Mr.  Gonzaels  volunteered  to  take  12  eastern  Montana  counties 
as  an  additional  work-load  the  first  month  of  January  to  determine  the 
scope  of  the  work/travel  problems  and  insure  the  SSI  Alert  Program  is 
instituted  in  all  Montana  counties.  A  full,  comprehensive  report 
will  be  made  30-31  January  at  the  next  SSI  Alert  Seminar  at  Butte,  Montana. 

Mr.  Gonzales  requested  all  District  Directors  send  in  a  copy  of  proposed 
travel  itineraries,  when  completed.  He  requested  all  District  Directors  to 
work  diligently  with  county/city  volunteers  in  identifying,  locating  and 
contacting  all  eligible  peoples  within  their  area  of  responsibility. 
Make  certain  all  volunteer  leaders  are  briefed  well  and  use  every  media  to 
search  out  SSI  potential  eligibles. 

6.   SSI  TRAINING  PROGRAM  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

Mr.  Lars  Lithander,  Great  Falls  District  Director  gave  an  informative 
account/suggestions  on  news  media  and  how  to  obtain  good  news  coverages 
from  TV,  Radio  and  newspapers.  He  showed  several  examples  of  the  correct/ 
incorrect  way  to  submit  a  news  brief/report.   It  was  suggested  the  initial 
news  coverage  of  the  SSI  Program  would  be  on  a  state-wide  basis  and 
repetitive  news  coverage  would  be  placed  on  a  local  level,  emanating 
from  each  District. 
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7.  The  SSI  Alert  Seminar  was  adjourned  at  12:30  p.m.,  Friday,  28  December 
1973.  The  next  SSI  Alert  Seminar  will  be  held  30-31  January  197**  at 
1:30  p.m.  in  Butte,  Montana  with  Butte  District  Director,  Mrs.  Wilma 
Puich  as  hostess.   It  was  concluded  the  meeting  will  be  held  at  the 
Red  Cross  Chapter,  where  on  the  first  afternoon,  all  District  Director 
activities  will  be  reviewed  "where  we've  been,  where  we  are  and  where 
we're  going"  and  then  extract  the  problems.  The  following  morning 
session  at  8:00  a.m.  will  be  devoted  to  problem  discussion  and  future 
plans.  All  District  Directors  will  file  a  verbal  and  written  report 
at  this  forthcoming  meeting.

Primarily,  the  seminar  conversations  were 
categorized  into  the  following  general  topic  areas. 

A.  Each  District  Office  -  SSI  Field  Reports 

B.  Summary  and  Review  of  SSI  Program  January  197^+

D.  SSI  Proposals  and  Recommendations  for  February  197*+ 

The  discussion  on  these  specific  topics  are  detailed  and  related  as 
fol lows: 

A..  EACH  DISTRICT  OFFICE  -  SSI  FIELD  REPORTS 

1.  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales  firstly  stated  he  would  like  to  hear  a  report 
from  each  director  in  each  district  and  that  he  would  also  like  to 
receive  some  feedback  information  from  the  Social  Security  Administration 
concerning  statistics  of  SSI  within  the  following  week  in  the  form  of 
a  verbalized  report  or  computerized  listing. 
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Mr.  Gonzales  then  gave  a  report  of  his  field  trips  in  the  month  of  January, 
stressing  the  friendliness  and  wonderful  cooperation  of  the  people  who 
he  came  across  and  in  contact  with  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state,  and 
their  willingness,  ambition  and  industrious  motives  to  help  in  any  way 
that  they  could  to  promote  the  SSI  program  and  see  its  success.  Mr. 
Gonzales  explained  the  purpose  and  manner  in  which  he  drew  up  his  field 
reports  daily  including  discussion  with  each  group,  problem  areas,  actions 
taken  and  recommended,  and  as  an  attachment  a  brief  rating  on  motels, 
roads,  temperature,  etc.  One  problem  which  concerned  almost  everyone 
present  was  that  of  the  delayed  payroll  and  Mr.  Gonzales  stated  he  would 
take  care  of  the  matter  immediately  seeing  that  the  underlying  problem 
was  resting  in  the  Helena  office. 

Preliminarily  action  taken  by  Mr.  Gonzales'  secretary  to  call  ahead  of 
time  to  volunteer  leaders,  chairman,  etc.  and  request  a  definite  time 
and  date  to  meet  with  them  proved  to  be  very  fruitful  1  in  view  of  a 
short  time  utilization  of  effort. 

In  meeting  with  groups  Mr.  Gonzales  would  then  give  a  full  comprehensive 
report  on  the  SSI  program  with  a  long  question  and  answer  period  following. 
At  each  meeting  he  passed  out  SSI  pamphlets,  referral  forms  and  set  up 
a  meeting  with  the  SSA  representative  to  come  in  and  talk  to  these  groups 
to  answer  any  other  questions  that  they  might  have.  He  also  added 
that  his  field  reports  were  invaluable  to  him  in  helping  remember 
certain  key  points  and  being  able  to  identify  civic  leaders  in  each 
community  being  that  they  were  our  link  to  the  program.  He  stated  that 
pinpointing  key  leaders  of  certain  groups  was  difficult  in  some 
communities  and  that  in  some  instances  leaders  of  chairmen  had  to  be 
appointed.  Mentioned  was  the  fact  that  it  was  our  responsibility  to  tell 
these  civic  groups  exactly  how  we  wanted  this  project  carried  out  and  how 
to  go  about  solving  the  most  significant  problem  on  starting  to  identify 
and  locate  these  potential  eligibles. 

Mr.  Gonzales  designated  a  prime  person  in  each  community  to  be  responsible 
to  receive  literature,  assign  volunteers,  etc.  Other  contacts  made  by 
Mr.  Gonzales  were  the  newspaper,  radio,  and  T.V.  stations.  Mr.  Gonzales 
mostly  talked  with  Senior  citizens  which  he  said  are  very  active  and 
stressed  a  keen  interest  in  our  program,  because  they  meet  regularly 
instantaneously,  and  are  very  much  interested  in  everything  that  goes 
on  about  them.  Mr.  Gonzales  has  made  contacts  in  every  county  in  his 
district  with  the  exception  of  Circle,  Montana  which  he  stated  would 
be  completed  shortly.  Overall  Mr.  Gonzales  said  that  he  thought 
the  program  was  very  well  received  in  all  counties,  and  that  he  was 
sure  that  total  success  would  be  met. 

TED  LARSON 

2.  Mr.  Larson  stated  that  in  the  past  month  he  has  contacted  more 
people  than  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  do  so  in  his  life  time  and 
that  the  people  were  tremendous  in  their  ambitions  and  initative  to 
successfully  see  this  program  complete  and  also  their  attitude  towards 
seeing  its  goals  fulfilled.  Mr.  Larson  found  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  State  capitol   Mr.  Shoup,  and  Mr.  01  sen  very  helpful  in  recruiting 
volunteers.  Mr.  Larson  a  so  belongs  to  the  United  Commercial  Travelers, 
who  in  Bozeman,  Livingston,  and  Helena  are  making  it  a  project  of  their 
own  basically  because  they  know  that  through  this  project  accomplishments 
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can  be  made  and  without  spending  money  of  their  own.  Ted  found  that  the 
4-Her's  were  also  involved  in  working  for  the  SS!  program  and  that  this 
group  had  apparently  made  history  in  Red  Cross  in  a  previous  project 
called  Project  Find.  Mr.  Larson  then  went  into  full  detail  of  accomplish- 
ments made,  in  recruiting  volunteers,  speaking  engagements,  actual 
counties  contacted,  and  news  media,  etc,  Mr.  Larson  also  mentioned  that 
there  has  been  a  school  set  up  in  Missoula  and  that  they  are  training 
young  men  and  women  to  go  out  and  act  as  caseworkers  and  that  some  of  them 
are  working  at  the  Veterans  hospital  at  Fort  Harrison.  At  the  present 
time  Helena  has  reported  98  applications  turned  in  and  in  summarizing 
Mr,  Larson  stated  that  he  has  all  8  counties  covered  and  volunteers 
briefed  and  trained  in  each. 

MRS.  W1LMA  PUICH 

3.  Firstly,  Mrs.  Puich  stated  how  best  to  accomplish  her  goals  by  forming 
a  consortium.  Out  of  18  personal  telephone  contacts  she  had  17  which 
responded  favorably,,  She  has  enlisted  the  support  of  this  advisory 
board  to  meet  weekly.  Brought  forth  was  the  problem  which  some  Senior 
citizens  had  getting  through  the  SSA  federal  exchange  to  reach  the  SSA 
office.   In  each  county  visited  Mrs.  Puich  set  up  a  definite  time  and 
place  for  a  training  session  for  volunteers  she  would  then  send  to 
each  volunteer  chairman  a  Volunteer  Chairman  Kit,  composed  of  information 
on  the  SSf  program,  phamplets,  lead  referral  forms,  clippings  from 
newspaper  on  the  SS!  program,  a  listing  of  Volunteer  Chairman  by  county, 
5  examples  of  how  SSI  works,  and  an  itinerary  of  the  Social  Security 
Administrations.  Mrs.  Puich  also  familiarized  herself  with  each  community 
before  speaking  with  the  groups,  as  to  the  population  of  each  community 
number  of  civic  groups,  etc.  She  tried  to  keep  her  meetings  informal, 
interesting,  and  to  the  point  and  stressed  that  the  volunteers  would  not 
be  classified  or  called  caseworkers.   In  summarizing,  Mrs.  Puich  stated 
that  she  had  been  getting  great  personal  satisfaction  out  of  working  on 
this  program  and  she  is  sure  that  it  will  be  a  great  success. 

ADELE  THIEL 

h.     Adele  also  found  very  good  community  representation  however  in  quality 
rather  than  quanity®  She  thought  acceptance  of  the  SSI  project  was 
largely  due  to  the  role  which  Red  Cross  played  in  its  organization  and 
sponsoring.  Adele  did  much  traveling  in  her  11  districts  as  much  as 
1700  miles  in  the  month  of  January  alone.  She  has  had  a  close  working 
relationship  with  the  Social  Security  Administration.  She  pointed  out 
that  people  attending  the  SSI  meetings  for  the  most  part  were  the  needy 
eligible.  The  project  in  Billings  will  be  more  time  consuming  and  will 
require  more  skill  than  those  smaller  communities  because  of  the  vast 
area  to  be  covered.  To  date  Adele  has  aired  on  radio  news  broadcast 
25  times  on  the  new  SSI  program.  She  also  has  publications  appearing 
in  the  Billings  Gazette.   In  the  news  media  a  total  of  20  contacts 
were  made  to  outline  small  newspapers,  radio  stations,  and  mimeograph 
sheets.  Editors  were  very  interested  in  SSI  and  have  handled  the  releases 
well.  Two  Indian  reservations  were  visited  during  her  travels  and  volunteers 
have  been  orientated  and  are  assisting  in  finding  the  eligible  needy 
on  these  reservations. 

LARS  LITHANDER 


5.  Mr.  Li thander  stated  he  was  very  conscientious  of  the  significance 
of  the  volunteers  working  in  the  SSI  program,.  He  found  that  he  used  a 
different  approach  to  each  place  and  each  person  visited.  During  the 
initial  weeks  of  the  program  SSI  material  was  distributed  to  many 
Civic  groups,  and  volunteers.  He  mailed  phamplets  to  all  Great  Falls 
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churches  to  be  published  in  the  different  Church  bullentins.  Lars 
discussed  each  communi ty  that  he  visited  on  a  daily  report  and  ran  into 
the  same  attitude  as  the  previous  directors  had  stated.  He  found  that 
people  who  had  been  associated  with  Project  Find  were  very  valuable 
in  supplying  information  of  potential  eligibles  and  recruiting  volunteers. 
He  also  found  the  Opportunities  Incorporated  very  valuable  because 
of  their  outreach  work  in  the  low  income  area  and  that  they  already 
have  about  6  programs  within  their  own  makeup.  Mr.  Lithander  made  many 
person. to  person  contacts  in  the  past  month  which  will  be  invaluable 
to  the  SSI  Program. 

BYRON  HESS 

6.  Mr.  Hess's  organizational  setup  has  been  similar  to  those  already 
discussed.  At  the  present  time  Mr.  Hess  has  k9   volunteer  workers  signed 
up  in  his  district.  Nine  of  these  are  working  on  the  Flathead 
reservation  and  have  already  turned  in  results.  Byron  is  using  a  6  foot 
map  of  the  7  counties  in  his  district  and  he  is  using  colored  pin  points 
to  show  areas  already  covered.  He  also  has  h   volunteer  workers  which 
were  sent  out  from  the  University  of  Montana  where  they  were  trained 
to  work  with  potential  eligibles  as  volunteers.  He  has  also  found 
the  SSA  office  in  Missoula  to  be  of  great  help  in  offering  their 
projector  and  slides  of  the  SSI  program  for  presentation.  As  it  turned 
out  finding  people  in  the  Rural  areas  which  previously  was  thought  to 
be  a  problem  worked  out  just  the  opposite  way,  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  people  all  know  each  other  in  these  communities  and  know  just 
where  to  go  to  reach  many  of  the  potential  eligibles  who  might  qualify 
for  the  program.  Mr.  Hess  is  very  pleased  with  current  results  steming 
\r  from  their  efforts  made  in  the  month  of  January  in  the  Missoula  District. 

B.  SUMMARY  AND  REVIEW  OF  THE  PROGRAM  SO  FAR 

As  an  overall  summary  and  review  of  the  program  for  the  month  of  January 
it  was  stated  by  all  that  this  seminar  was  invaluable  to  each  to  be 
able  to  meet  with  each  other,  share  ideas,  discuss  problems,  and  find 
solutions  to  these  problems  and  also  to  view  each  others  approaches 
on  the  actual  application  of  the  SSI  program  to  the  public. 

C.  DISCUSSION  -  PROBLEM  AREAS 

1.  Whether  problems!  floods,  below  0  degrees  temperature,  icy  roads,  etc. 

2.  Problems  with  the  Payroll  being  held  up  in  the  Helena  office,  discussed 
money  for  volunteer  travel  and  to  set  up  a  petty  cash  fund  which 

can  be  replenished  when  needed. 

3.  Finding  ways  to  work  the  larger  areas  such  as  Billings  and  getting  lists 
of  names  to  cross  reference  with  as  to  avoid  duplications  of  SSI  prospects 

h,      Shortage  of  phamplets  on  the  SSI  program,  posters,  etc.  for  distribution 
to  inform  and  for  publicity  purposes. 

5.   In  the  Missoula  office  they  had  a  slight  problem  in  setting  up  a 
'w  bookkeeping  system  however  they  contacted  the  RSVP  office  and  a 

gentleman  from  there  came  in  and  set  up  a  system  and  the  problem 
was  then  solved. 
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6.  Itinerary  Problems  -  It  was  stated  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  make 
out  a  proposed  itinerary  and  keep  it  as  scheduled. 

7.  Mrs.  Puich  ran  into  a  slight  problem  with  a  volunteer  chairman  in 
Madison  county  as  to  her  immediately  demanding  attention  from  the 
Social  Security  people  on  the  spot  which  they  could  not  do.  However, 
further  contacts  with  this  volunteer  have  been  made  and  it  no  longer 
poses  a  problem. 

8.  Also  presented  as  the  problem  of  getting  lists  of  names  from  the 
Social  Security  Administration  to  compare  names  with,  however, 
their  rules  and  regulations  do  prevent  them  from  doing  so. 

PROPOSALS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  197** 

1.  Mr.  Gonzales  requested  a  written  report  from  each  director  and  wants 
each  director  to  make  a  report  to  him  each  week  to  be  further  passed 
on  to  San  Francisco.  He  will  have  some  kind  of  form  sent  to  each 
director  in  graph  form  so  that  he  wi 1 1  have  a  figure  of  such  to  give 
us  a  base  with  which  to  measure  against  the  SSA  people.  These 
statistics  will  be  backed  and  substantiated  by  each  directors 
written  report. 

2.  Mr.  Gonzales  stressed  the  importance  of  working  very  closely  with 
each  consortium  and  meeting  with  them  frequently  to  give  them  an  update 
on  accomplishments  and  progress,  and  that  there  should  be  an  increased 
emphasis  and  special  attention  and  effort  to  press  for  publicity 
during  the  next  few  months.  Also  give  your  SSA  representative 
a  good  briefing  frequently  on  progress,  problems,  etc. 

3.  It  was  suggested  that  on  all  SSI  referral  forms,  phamplets,  etc. 

to  stamp  or  write  the  SSI  district  office  telephone  number  on  the  bottom. 

h,      !n  some  districts  if  people  need  more  information  on  SSI  they  are 
able  to  call  the  SSA  office  through  a  toll  free  enterprise  number. 

5.  Ask  your  postmaster  for  permission  to  talk  to  mail  carriers  as  to 
giving  you  a  list  on  his  route  of  those  di sabled,  blind,  or  receiving 
Social  Security  checks. 

6.  Keep  track  of  those  people  who  have  been  of  great  help,  value,  and 
an  asset  to  the  SSI  program  to  later  send  them  a  thank  you  letter 
for  all  their  efforts  and  time.  Perha  s  in  the  future  a  certificate 
of  such  will  be  drawn  and  signed  by  the  governor  of  the  state  and 
sent  to  these  people. 

7.  Programing  for  an  additional  month  of  SSI  if  needed  were  discussed. 

BRIEFING  WITH  RUDY  MENGHINI 

A  briefing  with  Mr.  Rudy  Menghini  from  the  Butte  SSA  office  was  held. 
Mr.  Menghini  said  that  during  the  month  of  January  his  office  has  taken 
200  applications  approximately  for  SSI.  The  biggest  work  load  on  SS! 
has  been  Welfare  conversions.  Many  people  didn't  get  their  checks,  because 
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of  wrong  addresses,  etc.  However  emergency  payments  were  made  to  some 
of  them  on  a  basis  of  not  over  $100.00.  Three  SSA  personnel  were  then 
assigned  to  endorse  these  checks.  This  emergency  payment  is  only  temporary 
and  funded  from  month  to  month.   It  has  also  been  established  that  District 
Directors  in  each  district  office  will  make  the  final  determination  in 
SSI  payments.  Also  discussed  was  the  definition  in  qualifying  for 
disability  and  blindness.  Some  people  in  state  institutions  and  the 
mentally  handicapped  should  inquire  about  the  SS!  program  also. 

E.  ADJOURNMENT: 


The  SSI  Alert  Seminar  was  adjourned  at  1*18  p.m.,  Thursday,  31  January

program  and  to  discuss  the  phase-out  of  the  Alert  program.

2.  The  seminar  agenda  was  prepared  by  Division  Director,  Mr.  Phillip 
Gonzales,  and  closely  followed  by  the  acting  seminar  chairman,  Mr. 
Ted  Larson.  Primarily,  the  seminar  conversations  were  catagorized 
into  the  following  general  topic  areas.

The  discussion  on  these  specific  topics  are  detailed  and  related  as  follows: 
A.   EACH  DISTRICT  OFFICE  -  SSI  FIELD  REPORTS 
MR.  PHILLIP  GONZALES 


1.  Mr.  Gonzales  opened  his  comments  by  saying  he  wished  to  set 
the  stage  for  the  seminar  as  one  of  informality  with  free  discussion. 
He  welcomed  all  the  SSI-Alert  district  directors,  Mr.  Dan  Kelly,  Mr. 
Walter  Marshall  and  Mr*  Frank  Sennett,  Bureau  on  Aging,  and  Mr.  Mike 
McGowan  and  Mrs.  Jan  Tichenor,  Red  Cross,  Great  Falls. 
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This seminar  is  being  held  at  a  point  two-thirds  thru  our  allocated 
time.  There  are  many  important  things  to  discuss  and  thoughts  and 
recommendations  are  solicited.  A  request  has  been  submitted  for  a 
one-month  extension  but  there  has  not  been  an  answer  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, so  we  must  consider  transition  out,  as  far  as  the  SSI -Alert 
program  is  concerned,  for  the  last  of  March. 

Mr.  Gonzales  commented  that  it  was  well  that  he  had  had  his 
secretary  set  up  appointments  by  phone  ahead  of  his  arrival  in  the 
twelve  Eastern  counties.  He  had  set  too  tight  a  schedule  for  himself 
with  morning,  noon  and  afternoon  appointments,  with  radio  interviews 
inbetween.  Field  reports  are  made  out  and  sent  in  each  day. 

198  SSI  applications  were  presented  to  Mr.  Martin,  SSA,  on  his  field 
trip  to  Wolf  Point  from  the  Sioux  and  Assiniboin.  Circle,  Montana, 
was  contacted  again  and  disinterest  was  again  met.   It  is  felt  a  good 
full  months  work  will  be  needed  to  bring  the  SSI  program  to  life 
there  and  institute  some  reaction  by  the  people  there.   It  may  be  no 
one  there  is  in  need  of  SSI,  but  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
program  to  see  they  get  the  word  and  then  make  up  their  minds. 
Community  leaders  will  be  contacted  and  volunteers  sought. 

The  time  spent  in  Glendive  was  quite  fruitful.  Newspaper  coverage 
is  all  12  counties  was  very  good.  8  radio  broadcasts  were  made. 
in  Miles  City  a  taped  radio  interview  was  made  and  15  minutes  on  T.V. 
Saturday  morning  meetings  were  held.  Cracker-jack  volunteers  are 
working  in  the  area  but  also  some  apathy  was  seen.  Mr.  Gonzales 
summarized  that  there  was  good  and  bad  in  his  travels  in  the  12 
counties,  and  there  is  much  more  work  to  be  done. 

It  is  Mr.  Gonzales'  feeling  that  the  SSA  will  have  a  great  deal  of 
careful  work  in  store  for  them  in  receiving  the  SSI  referrals  from 
the  Indian  people  on  the  Fort  Peck  Reservation.  People  now  know 
about  the  SSI  program  but  the  work  will  come  in  galvanizing  the 
volunteer  workers  into  more  concerted  action  and  spead  the  word 
still  further.  Volunteer  worker,  Mrs.  Loretta  Bear  Cub,  Poplar, 
brought  in  applications  of  her  people  and  it  is  felt  that  the  SSA 
field  representative  inadvertently  discouraged  Mrs.  Bear  Cub.  There 
was  feed-back  on  this,  received  when  Mr.  Gonzaels'  secretary  was 
making  her  phone  checks  to  determine  if  everything  was  going  along 
will  in  the  areas.   It  seems  there  has  been  discrimination  against 
the  Indians  in  some  areas  and  we  must  make  sure  these  people  are 
handled  objectively,  fairly,  and  given  the  same  consideration  as 
others.   If  they  are  refused,  the  reasons  must  be  patiently 
explained  so  they  fully  understand  what  the  reason  is.  We  must 
make  sure  this  program  is  properly  handled  on  all  our  reservations. 

MRS.  WILMA  PUICH 

2.     Mrs.   Puich  stated  that   the  hard  work  by  volunteers  and  the 

Butte  office  for   the  past   is  finally  beginning  to  show.     Accomplishments 

Care  showing  also  by  recipients   spreading  the  word.     This  past 
month  concentration  has  been  on  visiting  previously  trained  volunteers, 
advance  publicity,   office  preceedure  and  recur itment  of  new  volunteers. 
There  as  a  problem  in  Dillon  but  this  was   not  due  to  apathy  but  rather 
that  the  volunteer  chairman  was  wearing  about  6  different  hats   and 
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working  in  all  of  them. 

The  County  Nurses  have  been  contacted  and  when  they  hold  their 
Beaverhead  and  Madison  County  meeting,  it  is  hoped  that  volunteers 
can  be  obtained  from  this  gathering. 

All  volunteer  chairmen  have  been  asked  to  send  their  SSI  application 
forms  directly  to  the  Butte  office  so  a  chart  can  be  kept  for  each 
volunteer,  all  applications  turned  in  by  that  volunteer  being  recorded 
on  their  chart.  Applications  are  then  forwarded  to  SSA. 

Church  groups,  service  clubs  and  civic  organizations  have  been 
spoken  to.  T.V.,  radio  and  newspaper  media  have  given  very  good 
coverage.  Announcements  have  been  carried  in  church  bulletins. 

Madision  County  was  not  covered  at  the  time  of  the  January  seminar. 
It  is  now  organized.   In  7  small  communities  either  the  postmaster 
or  postmistress  are  acting  as  volunteer  chairmen.  The  number  of 
volunteers  has  grown  in  most  areas. 

Posters  were  made  in  the  Butte  SSI -Alert  office  in  lieu  of  receiving 
the  promised  posters.  These  were  displayed  and  uses  of  posters  enlarged 
upon. 

MR.  EARL  LAWLOR.  Asst.  Mgr.  Helena  SSA  office 

3.  Mr.  Lawlor  stated  that  SSI  is  working,  SSA  is  getting  response 
showing  volunteers  are  active.  A  satisfactory  number  of  leads  are 
being  received  from  SSI  contacts. 

Mr.  Lawlor  stated  one  point  must  be  stressed:  There  is  no  retro- 
activity in  the  SSI  application  until  a  definite  intent  is  shown 
and  signed.  The  signature  space  on  the  SSI  referral  form  is  for 
the  volunteer  worker,  not  the  applicant. 

The  SSA  representative  from  Denver,  Mr.  Sterling  Petersen,  stated 
when  he  was  in  Helena  last  week,  that  they  are  very,  very  well 
satisfied  with  Montana,  it  is  well  organized,  well  underway  and 
working.  That  is  not  true  in  all  the  states. 

Mr.  Walter  Marshall  asked  Mr.  Lawlor  about  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
SSA  field  representatives.  Mr.  Lawlor  explained  the  back-log  in 
SSA  work  in  field  offices.  Problems  of  contact  with  field  represen- 
tatives was  discussed  in  detail.   Discussion  continued  to  include 
the  chart  prepared  by  Mr.  Gonzales  from  SSA  figures  for  January  and 
February.  These  were:  Total  SSI  Applications  Possible;  Total  SSi 
Applications  Received;  Referrals  Received;  Referrals  Screened.  Mr. 
Marshall  asked  about  the  proceedure  of  handling  referrals.  At  this 
point  there  was  lengthy  and  informal  discussion  on  this  and  the 
subject  of  field  office  SSA  workings.  Out  of  this  came  the  point 
that  there  is  confusion  and  misunderstanding  on  the  reporting  of  the 
figures  in  the  first  four  questions  of  this  weekly  report 
This  point  will  be  covered  and  cleared  when  Mr.  Sharp  is  able  to 
join  the  meeting  tomorrow. 

Mr.  Lawlor  described  the  SSA  "Tele-Service"  and  answered  questions 
concerning  this. 
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MR.  BYRON  HESS 

4.  Mr.  Hess  stated  there  was  one  point  that  he  wished  to  make  at 
the  onset;  it  is  very  important  that  each  volunteer  worker  make 
certain  that  if  the  applicant's  address  is  a  post  office  box,  rural 
route,  etc.  that  directions  for  finding  the  residence  is  included 
with  the  information  so  that  the  SSA  people  will  have  no  difficulty 
in  locating  these  people.  Also,  make  sure  the  name  is  legible. 

In  the  past  month,  Mr.  Hess  stated  he  has  had  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing a  volunteer  chairman  for  Superior  and  for  Kalispell.  Names 
were  suggested  to  him  at  this  time  by  Mr.  Dan  Kelly,  Bureau  on  Aging. 

The  following  figures  were  presented  for  the  month  of  February: 
Chairmen  and  volunteers  working  in  25  communities;  Chairmen  and 
volunteers  trained,  96;  Counties  and  Reservations  covered,  7; 
Consortium,  6  with  136  people.  There  were  5  training  sessions  with 
kS   people.  Volunteer  workers  in  Missoula,  *tl .  T.V.  and  radio,  3; 
Newspaper,  5.  Visits  to  the  following  cities  and  counties:  Hamilton, 
Ravalli  County;  Superior,  Mineral  County;  Thompson  Falls,  St. 
Ignatius,  Flathead  County.  Contact  with  14  groups  in  Missoula  and 
many  sources  of  names. 

MR.  LARS  L1THANDER 

5.  Mr,  Lithander  stated  that  the  end  of  February  brings  a  good 
feeling  of  accomplishment.  Another  county  and  the  3  Indian  Reser- 
vations had  not  been  covered  at  the  time  of  the  January  seminar. 

The  Great  Falls  district  did  125  mailings,  besides  correspondence, 
to  civic,  service,  county  and  state  officials,  all  human  resource 
areas  in  the  community.  A  new  avenue  of  getting  material  in  the 
hands  of  people  is  the  County  Libraries.  Media  coverage  for  the 
month  has  been  good.  SSA  men  in  the  field  have  been  very  cooperative 
in  the  Great  Falls  coverage  area.  Volunteers  have  a  good  grasp  of 
the  program  now. 

Mr.  Lithander  stated  that  some  communities  are  better  off  and  will 
have  less  referrals  than  others.  The  Blackfoot  Reservation  is 
covered  and  receiving  attention,   18  CHR  people  as  well  as  some 
agency  people  were  briefed.  Rocky  Boy  is  covered,  Irene  Mitchell 
has  a  good  group  of  volunteers  and  about  5  CHR  people. 

Activity  of  the  volunteers  has  been  amazing,  the  Senior  Citizens 
are  so  very  active  and  interested  as  long  as  they  understand  the 
program.   In  Glasgow,  Mrs.  Hagen  is  very  active  talking  SSI,  on 
radio,  speaking  to  groups,  talking  to  the  community  in  general. 

Fort  Bel  nap  area  needs  more  work  and  another  trip  to  cover  this 

area  is  needed.  CHR,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Work  has  been  briefed.  Materials 

have  been  sent  and  one  worker  briefed  on  a  previous  trip.  She  has 
spread  the  word  but  needs  help. 

All  newspapers  in  the  territory  have  run  the  articles  sent  out  to  them. 
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MRS.  ADELE  THIEL 

6.  Mrs.  Thiel  reported  h   consortium  meetings  (Hardin,  Lewistown, 
Roundup  and  Billings)  and  smaller  group  meetings  totaling  81. 
Letters  were  sent  out  to  43  volunteers  trained  in  January,  saying 
thank-you  for  your  January  work  and  keep  up  the  good  work.   In 
Billings  Mrs.  Thiel  had  5  speaking  engagements.   13  newspaper  news 
releases  in  the  territory.  92  announcements  were  carried  in  church 
bulletins.  There  were  k   radio  interviews  and  the  T.V.  is  running  an 
ad  constantly  with  the  time  and  temperature  on  cable. 

Mrs.  Thiel  stated  that  the  SSA  has  been  very  cooperative  with  her 
office  and  that  the  Red  Cross  continues  to  be  her  security  blanket. 

Crow  and  Lame  Deer  workers  were  sent  thank-you  letters  and  asked  to 
keep  up  the  good  work.  The  SSA  wishes  the  applicants  to  come  in  with 
their  referrals  in  this  area  and  the  key  CHR  workers  will  see  to  this. 
The  populations  of  people  65  years  and  older  is  128  at  Lame  Deer  and 
239  at  Crow  and  it  is  presumed  50%  are  automatically  on  assistance, 
so  most  have  already  been  channeled  in 

MR.  TED  LARSON 

7.  Mr.  Larson  stated  that  a  large  vote  of  thanks  goes  out  to  the 
chairmen  in  each  area  who  have  groups  of  interest  people  together 
for  a  meeting  after  receiving  a  phone  call  that  he  is  planning  to 
be  in  the  area. 

Mr.  Larson  reported  that  his  previous  problem  area  of  Livingston 
has  been  resolved,  his  letter  to  Miss  Urana  Clarke  was  read  to  the 
seminar,  and  he  reported  this  area  is  now  hard  at  work. 

A  review  of  the  Visual  Services  mailing  of  800  was  made  and  discussion 
of  the  projected  Special  Education  mailing  of  1200. 

Mr.  Larson  reported  31  communities  are  currently  covered  with  153 
volunteer  workers  and  organizations  active.  2  evening  speaking 
engagements  and  k   luncheon  speeches  were  given.  One,  for  the  American 
Legion  in  Bozeman  for  World  War  I  Veterans,  was  held  in  the  street 
due  to  the  fact  the  door  to  the  meeting  room  could  not  be  unlocked. 
Every  rest  home  in  the  8  counties  has  been  contacted. 

The  one  area  left  to  be  covered  is  Amsterdam.  Have  made  contacts 
but  unable  to  get  a  volunteer  chairman  for  this  area.  Perhaps  the 
ancestry  and  attitude  of  caring  for  their  own  accounts  for  this. 

B.   SUMMARY  AND  REVIEW  OF  THE  PROGRAM  SO  FAR 

Mr.  Byron  Hess  was  asked  to  make  this  summary.  He  stated  that  in 
regard  to  publicity  it  is  important  to  get  local  names  in  news 
releases.  He  further  stated  that  the  two  main  purposes  are; 
(1)  to  locate  all  names  possible  of  eligibles,  and  (2)  get  the 
names  into  hands  of  volunteer  workers  as  quickly  as  possible  so 
contact  can  be  made. 
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MR.  DAN  KELLY,  BUREAU  ON  AGING 

From  reading  reports,  Mr.  Kelly  stated  he  had  believed  there  were 
two  organizers  in  Montana  for  SSI,  Mr.  Gonzales  and  Mr.  Marshall. 
After  attending  this  meeting  he  realizes  there  is  a  large  number 
of  organizers  -  all  doing  a  great  job. 

Mr.  Kelly  stated  that  at  a  recent  state-wide  meeting  of  County 
Commissioners  he  learned  that  the  commissioners  are  very  impressed 
with  and  fully  behind  the  SSI  program. 

MRS.  JAN  TICHENOR,  SMF  GREAT  FALLS 

Mrs.  Tichenor  stated  she  had  just  recently  returned  to  Montana  and 
to  Red  Cross.  Until  about  a  month  ago  she  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
SSI  program.   In  sitting  thru  these  meetings,  she  stated  she  could 
not  see  how  anyone  in  the  State  of  Montana  could  be  missed  with  the 
extensive  and  complete  coverage  that  has  been  discussed. 

C.  DISCUSSION  -  PROBLEM  AREAS 

1.  Mrs.  Puich  said  she  was  concerned  that  incorrect  figures  were 
being  given  for  the  weekly  report  and  felt  she  would  have  to  check 
into  this  matter  with  the  Butte  SSA  as  soon  as  she  returned  to  Butte. 

A  Dept.  of  Aging  speaker  had  told  a  group  of  Anaconda  people  to 
deduct  their  medical  expenses  before  putting  figures  on  SSI  referrals. 
Unable  to  accept  this  fact,  she  told  her  volunteers  to  continue  as 
before  and  not  deduct  anything. 

Definition  of  Consortium  is  a  problem.  One  question  was,  must  we 
continue  to  hold  formal  consortium  meetings?  (Mrs.  Gonzales:  "S. 
would  suggest  playing  it  by  ear  -  it  is  not  good  to  get  a  group  of 
people  together  if  you  do  not  really  have  something  for  them.  Con- 
tinue speaking  to  groups,  etc.") 

Another  problem  brought  out  was  that  a  newspaper  in  the  Butte  Areas 
changed  the  context  of  an  article  submitted.   (Mr.  Lithanders  "If 
context  is  changed,  you  can  obtain  a  printed  correction.") 

People  on  the  Montana  Drug  Rehabilitation  Program  are  now  eligible 
so  this  is  a  new  area  in  Warm  Springs  that  has  opened  to  the  Butte 

district. 

2.  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales  stated  that  March  will  be  the  phase-out 
month.   10  days  will  be  required  to  phase  the  program  out.  A  letter 
has  been  sent  to  San  Francisco  requesting  a  30  day  extension, 
listing  all  the  reasons  we  believe  necessary  for  the  continuation 
of  the  program  for  that  time.  The  main  reason  being  that  produc- 
tivity is  just  starting.  Objectives  are   not  yet  fully  met.   In 
lieu  of  the  decision  for  additional  time,  we  must  plan  for  phase-out 
in  March.   If  the  extension  comes,  we  will  place  this  plan  at  the 
end  of  Apri 1 . 
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The  phase-out  date  was  set  for  Wednesday,  March  20,  197**,  and  a 
policy  letter  will  be  sent  to  each  district  on  this.  Some  of  the 
things  to  be  completed  at  that  time  will  be  reports  to  complete, 
summarizations  to  make,  thank-you  letters,  discussions  with  key 
volunteer  workers,  close  down  offices,  inventory,  disposal  of 
equipment,  pay  accounts  (ask  that  statement  of  accounts  be  made 
by  March  25th  -  ask  for  phone  disconnect  on  April  1.)  Equipment 
will  be  reverted  to  Red  Cross  offices.  Mr.  Hess  suggested  that 
phone  calls  be  referred  to  the  Social  Security  offices.  However, 
a  complete  policy  letter  will  be  sent  out  by  Mr.  Gonzales  with 
phase-out  plans. 

At  this  time  there  was  a  tabulation  of  travel  monies  left  to 
determine  if  we  could  operate  on  a  toned-down  operation  in  the 
event  the  extension  was  not  approved.   It  was  felt  that  with 
extreme  care  in  the  use  of  finances,  this  could  be  done. 

An  explanation  was  made  and  discussion  of  the  bill  submitted  to 
the  districts  from  Helena  for  $21.30  as  their  share  of  expense 
for  the  Visual  Services  mailing. 

Discussion  and  acceptance  of  each  office  transferring  funds  from 
the  per  diem  and  office  expense  account  to  the  Great  Falls  office 
in  the  amount  of  $108*66  for  travel  0/7*0  and  phone  (1/1/7*+  to 
2/11/7*0  expense  incurred  by  Mr.  Gonzales  in  his  travels  in  the 
12  counties  of  Eastern  Montana  where  no  such  expense  has  been 
included  in  the  budget.  A  like  expense  will  occur  in  February 
and  March. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Gonzales  took  a  poll  of  the  availability  of  the 
district  directors  for  an  additional  month  work. 

Ted  Larson:   Resignation  due  to  health  and  SSA  limitations 
(effective  March  8,  197*0 

Lars  Lithander:   No  problems  if  there  is  an  extension. 

Wilma  Puich:  Definitely  prefer  an  additional  month. 

Byron  Hess:  Would  be  able  to  use  time  to  good  advantage. 

Adele  Thiel:  Would  prefer  not  continuing  past  March  31. 

MR.  JACK  SHARP,  SSA,  HELENA  PI  ST.  D1R. 

A  recent  amendment  boosts  the  amounts  shown  in  the  literature 
effective  July  1,  197**?  $6.00  per  person,  $9.00  per  couple.  One- 
time payments  were  made  to  some  Montana  people  on  emergency  basis 
out  of  SSI  funds,  due  to  checks  not  arriving,  erroneous  amounts, 
etc. 

SSI  applications  follow  the  same  guidelines  as  other  agency 
applications,  i.e.  until  a  signed  statement  is  received  to  the 
effect  that  an  application  is  being  made,  not  just  an  inquiry 
into  the  program,  there  is  no  protective  coverage. 

A  statement  such  ass "I  hereby  apply  for  whatever  Supplemental 
Security  Income  benefits  to  which  1  may   be  entitled",  dated,  signed 
and  two  witnesses  if  applicant  signs  with  a  mark.  Until  such  a 
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statement  is  made,  the  applicant  does  not  have  protective  state- 
ment coverage.  A  postmark  can  serve  as  a  protective  date  in  some 
cases.  Following  this,  the  formal  application  will  be  taken  by  the 
Social  Security. 

There  was  more  discussion  on  "Tele-Service"  with  details  of  its 
operation  and  proceedure. 

The  signature  on  the  SSI-Alert  referral  form  is  that  of  the 
volunteer,  not  the  applicant. 

There  has  been  a  definite  increase  in  inquiries  and  applications 
since  SSI-Alert  has  been  in  operation. 

At  this  point  the  terminology  on  the  weekly  report  form  was  placed 
under  discussion.  The  understanding  was  clear  on  the  first  three 
items:   (1)  Total  SSI  Applications  Possible;   (2)  Total  SSI  Applications 
Received;  (3)  Referrals  Received.  There  is  some  confusion  on 
the  exact  meaning  of  the  No.  k,   Referrals  Screened.  Mr.  Sharp 
stated  the  meaning  is  "screened  out"  and  that  the  word  "out"  should 
be  added  to  our  forms. 

Mr.  Sharp  was  asked  about  the  eligibility  of  Drug  Addict  and 
Alcholic  Therapy  programs  and  he  stated  there  had  not  yet  been 
enough  in  Montana  for  formal  proceedures  to  have  been  worked  out 
beyond.the  directive  proceedures. 

Disability  under  SSI  is  the  same  as  SSA  and  is  determined  by  the 
state  agency  under  contract  to  the  Secretary  of  HEW  to  determine 
disability. 

Persons  in  institutions  receiving  50%  of  their  care  and  maintenance 
from  Medicaid  and  are  eligible  for  SSI,  can  receive  a  maximum  of 
$25.00  per  month,  per  person. 

PROPOSALS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  MARCH,  197^ 

MR.  LARS  LITHANDER 

1.  Continue  speaking  engagements.  Contact  volunteers  thru  phone  or 
personal  meeting. 

2.  Collect  volunteer  vouchers  and  have  a  complete  master  list  of  all 
volunteer  for  recognition. 

3.  Boost  use  of  PS  announcements  on  radio. 

k.      Decision  on  recognition  certificates  for  mailing  by  the  end  of 
the  month. 

5.  Keep  good  records  on  volunteers. 

6.  Proposal  to  use  some  paid-for  advertisements.   This  would  say 
thank-you  for  all  the  free  news  releases.   (Display  ad,  blocked 
in,  attention  getter.) 
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7.  Start  recognition  letters  now. 

8.  Continue  to  press  forward  for  the  month  of  March. 

9.  Continue  to  report  as  previously  -  adding  the  word  "out"  to 
No.  k   question  on  weekly  report  chart. 

10.  Proceed  with  the  1200  mailing  to  Special  Education  people. 

MR,  WALTER  MARSHALL,  BUREAU  ON  AGING 

Mr.  Marshall  reminded  the  directors  that  a  letter  had  been  sent  out 
by  his  office  requesting  each  district  to  submit  the  names  of  two 
candidates  for  outstanding  volunteer  work,  accompanied  by  150  words 
explaining  in  what  way  they  were  outstanding.  This  is  national  and 
names  are  needed  by  the  first  week  in  March. 

Mr.  Marshall  quoted  SSA  representatives  as  saying  SSI  in  Montana  is 
doing  an  outstanding  job.   It  is  his  feeling  the  SSA  will  have  to 
get  extra  people  in  the  fjeld  to  take  care  of  the  back-log  and  keep 
up-to-date  with  the  SSI  referrals  which  are  now  coming  in  at  an 
increased  rate. 

Mr.  Marshall's  closing  statement  was  that  from  his  viewpoint,  the 
financial  outlook  is  not  bleak  for  the  one  additional  month.

The  fourth  District  Seminar  was  held  in  Billings,  Montana  on  the  28th 
and  29th  of  March,  197^.

Mrs,  Adele  Thiel,  Host  for  IV  SSI  Seminar,  and  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales 
opened  the  meeting  with  a  brief  welcome  to  and  an  introduction  of  all 
those  attending. 

Mr.  Gonazles  stated  the  first  topic  of  business  as  listed  in  the 
agenda  was: 

I.   FIELD  REPORTS 

Mr.  Phi  1  lip  Gonzales: 

Mr.  Gonzales  has  a  district  which  encompasses  12  counties  of  eastern 
Montana  -  large  area  with  a  small  population.  He  observed  that  most 
of  the  contacts  he  had  in  March  were  those  he  had  met  with  before  but 
that  there  were  a  few  new  faces,  as  was  the  meeting  with  RSVP 
President  in  Gl endive. 

Mr.  Gonzales  had  good  attendance  at  meetings  despite  weather.  He  was 
unable  to  keep  his  appointment  at  Ekalaka  because  of  the  inclement 
weather.  He  called  later  to  apologize  for  missing  the  meeting  and 
found  to  his  dismay  that  6  brave  souls  had  attended. 
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In  making  the  March  tour  of  the  counties,  Mr.  Gonzales  was  looking 
for  the  attitude  and  incentive  that  he  had  received  in  Jan.  and  Feb. 
and  discovered  that  in  March  that  there  was  a  falling  off  of  the 
volunteer  program  in  that  their  enthusiasm  was  not  as  high.  This 
was  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  as  in  Scobey,  Plentywood,  Sidney, 
Terry,  and  Wibaux  the  volunteers  felt  that  they  had  adequately 
covered  all  the  communities  in  their  counties.  They  felt  that  they 
had  identified  the  eligible  and  had  much  success  in  bringinq  in  SSI 
referrals. 

The  Indian  Reservations  are  definitely  a  weakspot.  Mr.  Gonzales 
found  that  in  Poplar,  Wolf  Point,  and  Ft.  Peck  he  encountered  pas- 
iveness,  poor  volunteer  efforts  and  little  response  or  no  feed  back. 
As  a  result,  referrals  not  correct  or  not  acceptable  for  the  Social 
Security  Representatives  to  work  from.  Resolve:  to  work  with  vol- 
unteers in  April  to  get  referrals  filled  in  and  recommend  that  the 
social  Security  Administration  Representatives  meet  with  people  to 
reacquaint  them  to  the  SSI  program  as  to  benefits  and  eligibility. 

Mr.  Hess  said  that  the  Indian  Reservation  at  Flathead  was  a  problem 
area  m  his  district  also.  He  had  meeting  there  of  9  CHR's  of  the 
Indian  Health  Service.  They  were  very  attentive  but  Mr.  Hess  found 
that  they  had  been  briefed  previously  by  the  SSA  Representatives. 
They  declined  using  the  new  referral  forms  which  replaced  the  old 
white  ones.  When  he  went  back  to  train  additional  volunteers  he  was 
met  with  a  cold  shoulder  so  that  he  was  unable  to  gaqe  what  proaress 
they  were  making. 

After  discussion  by  the  Seminar  members  and  with  comments  by  John 
Fleming  on  the  organizational  structure  of  the  Indian  Reservations, 
Mr.  Gonzales  recommended  that  it  was  best  to  check  in  first  with 
the  Tribal  Chairman  when  trying  to  put  the  SS!  Program  on  the 
Reservation.  He  felt  that  regardless  of  whatuavenue  you  planned 
to  work  with,  be  it  Tribal  Chairman,  Tribal  Secretary  or  CHR;  if 
you  inform  the  Tribal  Chairman  of  your  intentions,  give  him  a  good 
briefing  on  the  SSI  Program  and  then  keep  him  informed  on  the 
progress  it  would  make  for  smoother  relations. 

After  almost  a  zero  response  in  the  previous  months,  Mr.  Gonzales  found 
that  upon  arriving  in  Circle  he  was  met  by  a  large  group  who  had  been 
waiting  about  an  hour  for  him  to  arrive.  The  attendance  was  repre- 
sentative of  a  good  cross  section  of  the  conmunity.  They  didn't 
feel  that  many  would  be  eligible,  even  though  there  are  478  Senior 
Citizen  members  in  Circle  alone,  because  McCone  County  is  affluent; 
however,  they  would  cover  the  area. 


^ 


Mr.  Gonzales  was  given  good  radio  coverage  throughout  the  counties. 
Some  of  the  taped  interviews  were  to  be  given  prepeated  airings 
to  the  end  of  March.  Miles  City  also  carried  a  TV  interview. 
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In  Broadus,  due  to  the  poor  judgement  of  the  manager-editor  who  has 
ignored  printing  any  material  on  the  SSI  Project,  Mr.  Gonzales  was 
unable  to  get  attendance  at  his  meeting.  Only  those  people  who  had 
heard  of  the  project  from  outside  of  Broadus  came  in  to  seek  informa- 
tion or  to  apply.  As  a  whole,  Mr.  Gonzales  felt  the  coverage  given 
by  the  newspapers  in  all  counties  had  fallen  off  and  were  not  as 
good  as  in  previous  months.  He  recommended  that  in  April  there 
was  a  need  to  revitalize  the  news  media  by  sending  directed  news 
articles  to  the  editors  or  a  blanket  type  program  where  news  articles 
are  sent  throughout  the  state. 

Mr.  Lars  Lithander: 

Mr.  Lithander  found  that  there  were  many  things  left  to  do  in 
March.  He  found  it  beneficial  in  catching  up  on  his  work  and  con- 
centrating on  other  methods,  or  proven  methods  of  implementation  and 
results  as  opposed  to  the  introductory  procedure  which  he  had  been 
going  through.  He  finds  that  it  is  much  faster  going  through  the 
communities  now  since  he  is  established  and  has  the  people.  He 
has  decided  that  in  March  and  April  he  will  have  to  talk  to  groups 
and  other  people  rather  than  just  the  Volunteer  Chairmen. 

Three  or  four  communities  are  in  the  wrap-up  process  due  in  part  to 
the  small  population,  economical  make-up  plus  other  variable  things. 

Rural  letter  carriers  in  Belt,  Monarch,  Highwood,  Simms,  and  Cascade 
are  taking  SSI  information  to  potential  eligible  on  their  routes. 
In  Great  Falls  this  is  also  being  done  in  two  major  low  income  areas, 
Hill  57  and  Greater  South  Side.  All  these  people,  working  with  low 
income  groups  are  from  Opportunities  Inc.  and  the  referrals  are  going 
back  to  one  or  two  people  there. 

Mr.  Lithander  did  more  work  with  Church,  Senior  High  School  Youth 
Groups  in  Great  Falls  in  taking  information  of  the  SSI  program  to 
shut-i  ns. 

Information  was  available  through  the  volunteer  Income  Tax  Assistance 
Program  in  three  locations  in  Great  Falls  and  a  similar  situation  at 
a  location  in  Glasgow. 

Spoke  at  Senior  Citizen  Groups  in  Great  Falls,  Chester,  Chinook  & 
Conrad. 

The  first  encounter  with  specialized  groups  was  made  with  Parents  of 
Handicapped  Children  in  Great  Falls.  Mr.  Lithander  found  that  it 
would  have  been  very  beneficial  to  have  Social  Security  Representatives 
at  this  meeting.  After  discussion  by  the  Seminar  members  it  was 
felt  that  in  April  there  would  be  many  more  contacts  with  specialized 
groups  and  that  there  should  always  be  a  SSA  Representative  at  these 
meetings  to  interpret  the  program,  answer  the  questions  determining 
eligibility  and  explain  the  basic  procedures  of  the  review  board. 
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Seminar  discussion  brought  out  that  it  would  have  been  ideal  to 
have  had  all  five  Social  Security  Managers  present  for  at  least  one 
SSI  Seminar.  This  would  have  been  most  helpful  in  that  all  SSI 
Directors  and  SSA  Managers  would  be  uniform  on  Social  Security 
Administration  rulings  for  the  project.  Mr.  Gonzales  reported 
that  prior  to  the  meeting  he  had  talked  with  each  manager  asking  for 
recommendations,  suggestions  and  criticisms  of  the  program  to  be 
presented  to  the  Seminar  members. 

Mr.  Gonzales  then  told  everyone  to  be  mindful  in  the  month  of 
April  that  the  phase-out  of  the  SSI  Program  should  be  well  organized 
so  everything  s  left  resolved  with  all  agencies  and  everyone  is 
happy  with  our  handling  of  the  program. 

Mr.  Walter  Marshall  reported  that  of  32  states,  Denver  stated  that 
Montana  is  still  first  in  the  nation  in  the  SSI  Program. 

Mr.  Bill  Bailey  further  reported  that  at  a  Rt d  Cross  Division  Meeting 
at  Portland,  the  SS!  Program  in  Montana  is  the  best  in  the  Western 
States  with  Montana  having  more  cases  than  Los  Angeles.  Mr.  Gonzales 
then  inserted  the  information  that  the  Montana  SSI  is  approaching 
50%  of  total  potential. 

Mr.  Lithander  continued  with  his  Field  Report  by  stating  that  he 
visited  all  3  Indian  Reservations  and  found  it  was  going  very  well 
at  the  Blackfeet  and  Rocky  Boy  Agencies.  He  had  a  hard  time  organ- 
izing in  Ft.  Belknap  and  after  repeated  attempts,  he  still  feels 
that  they  don't  know  the  program.  However,  there  have  been  reported 
undercurrents  of  activity;  the  SSA  Representatives  met  with  the  CHR's 
for  a  meeting  in  Feb.  and  were  asked  for  another  meeting  to  which 
they  were  bringing  several  people  with  them.  Mr.  Lithander  plans  to 
meet  there  i  n  Apri 1 . 

SSI  update  information  was  sent  to  Shelby,  Conrad,  Fairfield,  weeklies; 
Havre,  daily;  and  eastern  Montana  Catholic  Register,  weekly.  Received 
radio  coverage  on  two  Great  Falls  stations,  one  in  Shelby,  one  in 
Havre,  and  a  SSA  Representative  and  a  volunteer  went  on  Glasgow 
radio.  SSI  informational  display  ads  were  put  in  Chester,  Cut  Bank, 
Harlem  and  Havre  newspapers. 

In  March,  contact  was  made  with  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  District 
and  Social  Rehabilitative  Services  such  as  Welfare,  Mental  Health 
Centers,  etc.;  also,  as  many  local  Red  Cross  Chapter  Chairmen  to 
inform  them  of  SSI  extension  in  progress. 

On  calling  100  names  on  the  Cascade  County  Tax  Deduction  List,  it  was 
found  that  18  had  been  transferred  to  SSL  85%  no  comment  or  indicated 
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their  ineligibility.   15%  had  questions  but  didn't  indicate  whether 
they  would  follow  up  with  an  application  to  the  Social  Security 
Administration.  Mr.  Lithander  expects  to  do  more  of  this  in  April. 

Mr.  Lithander  has  speaking  engagements  in  April  in  Great  Falls, 
Fairfield,  Havre,  and  one  other  community. 

Adele  Thiel,: 

Mrs.  Thiel  organized  Laurel  with  the  Senior  Citizen  and  other 
representative  groups.  Red  Lodge  had  their  second  meeting  with  the 
Social  Security  Representatives  who  gave  detailed  account  of  the 
SSI  Program.  She  met  with  the  Billings       Board  to  outline 
the  SSI  Project.  The  information  was  then  presented  at  the 
following  general  meeting  and  three  members  volunteered  to  assist 
in  making  home  visits  to  the  kO   names  given  the   A  new  AARP 
group  in  Billings  was  contacted  and  a  meeting  was  arranged  in  April 
for  Mrs.  Hattie  Martin.   13  smaller  communities  were  visited  that  had 
been  missed  before  and  three  were  revisited  to  review  accomplishments 
with  the  local  volunteers. 

Mrs,  Thiel  visited  the  Carbon  County  News  in  Red  Lodge  and  found  a 
fine  article  just  going  to  press.  Also  visited  the  Radio  Station 
KRBN  in  Red  Lodge.  A  30  minute  taped  interview  was  aired  on  KURL 
Radio  in  Billings,  March  11th.  Letters  were  sent  to  27  news, 
radio  and  TV  stations,  thanking  them  for  their  assistance  with  the 
SSI  Project  and  stressing  the  on-going  aspect  of  the  program. 

Resumes  on  two  outstanding  volunteers  were  written  and  submitted  to 
the  State  Contest. 

Letters  were  written  and  sent  to  278  volunteers  thanking  them  for 
the  work  they  have  accomplished  and  for  continued  interest  in  the 
SSI  program. 

On  his  stop  in  Billings,  Mr.  Phi  1 1 ip  .Gonzal es  arranged  for  Mrs. 
Hattie  Martin  to  take,  over  as  Project  Director  for  the  month  of  April. 

Expanded  Nutrition  personnel  have  been  working  the  SSI  Program  along 
with  their  work  and  have  been  taking  referrals  and  making  applications 
as  they  go  along.  One  outreach  worker  in  the  Senior  Dinners  Program 
has  made  173  SSI  contacts. 

SS!  applications  from  Jan.  1st  to  March  20th  total  602  thus  complet- 
ing 3  A  of  the  estimated  total  of  800.

Mr.  Byron  Hess 

Mr.  Hess  contacted  most  of  his  Chairmen  of  Volunteers  in  person  or 
by  phone  to  see  if  they  had  problems  and  how  things  were  going  in 
their  communities.   He  spent  three  days  in  Kali  spell  setting  up 
volunteer  organizations  to  cover  the  Flathead  County.   As  reported 
in  last  Seminar  meeting,  this  was  a  sore  spot  but  now  he  finally 
has  it  going.  He  has  people  interested  and  expect  a  lot  of  referrals 
soon. 

Six  appear naces  were  made  on  radio  and  TV.  Have  received  reports  of 
many  news  items  in  papers  throughout  the  district.  The  news  media 
in  Missoula  has  been  very  cooperative  in  that  they  have  continued 
to  accept  news  items  and  print  them  in  their  newspapers. 

Mr.  Hess  met  with  110  church  workers  and  residents  of  the  Missoula 
Manor  Home.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  he  has  been  receiving 
names  of  several  potential  recipients  and  volunteer  workers  and 
expects  more  will  come  because  of  it* 

The  Missoula  Consortium  met  March  15th.   Seven  organizations  were 
represented.  Mr.  Hess  presented  a  report  of  activities  and  accom- 
plishments to  date  and  told  of  plan  to  extend  activities  through 
April.  The  report  explained  there  were  32  communities  in  the 
District  with  8  Chairmen  of  Volunteers  and  119  volunteers.  Since 
then  the  Missoula  District  has  added  6  communities,  3  Chairmen  of 
Volunteers  and  15  volunteer  workers.  A  great  many  more  will  be 
added  from  the  Flathead  County  when  they  become  better  organized. 

Mr.  Hess  has  started  to  compile  a  list  of  names  for  letters  of  thanks 
and  certificates  of  appreciation.  He  also  has  sent  several  personal 
letters  to  those  who  have  contributed  in  his  effort.   It  was  stressed 
at  this  point  that  in  all  thank  you  letters  don't  leave  the  impression 
that  the  SSI  Program  is  over.  Stress  the  point  that  the  SSI  Program 
goes  on. 

Only  one  area,  North  Lincoln  County  has  reported  they  are  finished. 
Mr.  Hess  felt  it  was  understandable  since  there  are  only  several 
small  communities  in  that  part  of  the  district  but  he  asked  the 
volunteers  to  keep  watching  for  applicants  and  help  them  to  apply. 

Mrs.  Wi Ima  Puich   * 

Mrs.  Puich  said  that  with  the  honor  of  being  an  SSi  Director  goes 
the  tremendous  responsibility  behind  it.   Responsibility  usually 
stimulates  Mrs.  Puich  to  do  her  best  but  since  the  1st  of  March, 
with  5  members  of  her  family  scheduled  for  surgery,  her  responsibility 
has  been  taxed  to  the  limit. 
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Granite  County 

Philipsburg.  Volunteers  went  through  the  city  directory  and  telephone 
book,  listed  the  potential  eligible  within  the  Philipsburg  area  and 
then  assigned  these  names  to  their  workers.  Over  200  contacts  were 
made.  Each  referral  list  had  been  marked,  not  eligible,  pension,  etc. 
and  each  referral  form  taken  had  additional  notes  which  the  SSA 
Representatives  found  very  helpful.  Completed  -  Pony,  Harrison,,  and 
Maxville  and  incomplete  -  Anaconda  are  also  handling  referrals  this  way 

Madison  County 

Incomplete  are  also  Ennis,  Twin  Bridges,  and  Virginia  City.  A  volun- 
teer from  Pony  took  8  recipients  to  an  appointment  in  Ennis  with  the 
SSA  Representatives. 

Deer  Lodge  County 

Anaconda.  Volunteers  handled  publicity,  spoke  at  various  groups  and 
worked  with  the  Senior  Citizen  Groups.  Mrs.  Puich  and  Mr.  McGowan 
were  scheduled  to  speak  at  the  Anaconda  Chamber  of  Commerce  Annual 
Luncheon  honoring  volunteers  who  assist  within  the  community  but 
had  to  cancel  because  of  weather.  Mrs.  Puich  feels  that  the  county 
seat  is  nearly  completed  with  51  referral  forms  submitted  to  date. 

Si  1 ver  Bow  County 

Butte  is  very  fortunate  as  they  have  access  to  all  the  SSI  media.  Last 
month  a  brief  letter  explaining  the  program  and  asking  for  time  to 
speak  was  mailed  to  the  various  groups  in  Butte.  She  has  had  very 
good  response  from  this  letter.  Senior  Citizen  groups  in  the  area 
have  visited  every  rooming  house  ,  every  member  of  various  Senior 
Citizen  Clubs  and  areas  which  predominately  house  potential  eligible 
persons. 

Beaverhead  County 

Dillon.  This  has  been  the  stumbling  block  of  Beaverhead  County. 

However,  a  new  volunteer  has  been  recruited  so  Dillon  will  now  be 

covered. 

Mrs.  Puich  feels  that  the  projected  1500  eligible  is  high  rather  than 
low.  Example:  having  completed  Philipsburg,  of  the  200  door  to  door 
visits  the  volunteers  received  17  referrals.   In  Anaconda  they  have 
received  only  51 . 

Mrs.  Puich  is  pleased  with  her  way  of  handling  referrals  since  she 
has  her  thumb  on  top,  knows  what  is  coming  in  and  what  areas  need 
SSA  Representatives.   Consequently  she  is  able  to  get  the  SSA  Repre- 
sentatives to  those  areas. 
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Mrs.  Puich  had  a  meeting  with  three  county  commissioners  from  Silver 
Bow  County,  briefed  them,  and  are  now  receiving  referrals  from  them. 

Two  names  for  outstanding  volunteers  were  sent  to  the  contest.  Mr. 
Marshall  reported  that  of  the  177  nominations  sent  from  Montana,  the 
two  volunteers  sent  to  Denver  for  the  Six  State  Contest  was  from  the 
SSI  Project  and  the  RSVP. 

Travel  this  month  was  low-.  The  three  trips  that  were  necessary  were 
made  but  Mrs.  Puich  stated  that  with  the  volunteers  doing  such  a  fan- 
tastic job  there  was  no  need  going  back  saying  the  same  things  to  the 
same  faces. 

Since  Mrs.  Puich  didn't  feel  she  wanted  to  speak  to  the  specialized 
groups  she  had  them  call  the  SSA  Representatives  direct.   It  was  also 
determined  at  this  point  by  the  Seminar  members  that  the  group  could 
also  go  through  the  United  Way  and  have  them  request  the  SSA  Represen- 
tatives to  speak. 

Mr.  George  Eybel : 

Mr.  Larson  and  Mr.  Eybel  visited  and  briefed  the  Jefferson  County 
Commissi  oners.  A  project  of  visiting  the  Hutterite  Colonies  was 
suggested  by  Mr.  Larson  prior  to  his  resigning  as  SSI  District 
Director.  Mr.  Eybel  visited  Augusta  and  signed  the  eligible  to  the 
program  100%.  He  met  with  a  minister  from  the  Marti nsdale  Colony  and 
through  this  contact  the  Harlowtown  Colony  will  also  be  covered.  There 
is  still  one  colony  left  in  the  district  to  be  contacted. 

Mr.  Eyble  met  with  17  people,  including  2  counselors  of  the  Outreach 
Program  for  Alcoholics,  at  the  Halfway  House.  He  left  four  packets 
of  information  on  the  program  for  the  counselors  to  have  for  their 
use  with  their  clients. 

West  Yellowstone  seems  to  be  well  taken  care  of.  The  inhabitants  of 
Amsterdam  was  not  receptive  to  having  the  program  put  in  their  com- 
munity. Mr.  Eybel  hopes  to  be  able  to  get  Ms   foot  in  the  door  there 
by  visiting  with  the  minister  of  the  local  church  and  the  community 
of  Manhattan  who  might  give  him  some  contacts  in  the  community  of 
Amsterdam.   In  White  Sujphur  Springs,  the  Welfare  Department  is  dir- 
ecting those  people  who  might  qualify  for  SSI  to  the  Social  Security 
Office. 

The  project  of  sending  mailers  to  the  list  of  1200  disabled  children 
was  not  completed  since  authorization  to  release  this  list  was  not 
granted.  A  new  attempt  at  this  will  be  given  priority  in  April. 
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II.   SUMMARY  AND  REVIEW  OF  SSI  PROGRAM  FOR  MARCH 

Mrs.  Wi Ima  Puich 

Mrs.  Puich  stated  that  there  is  only  one  month  left  to  complete  the 
project  and  felt  that  the  results  were  just  beginning  to  show.  She 
reflected  that  Montana  is  a  vast  expanse  of  space,  inclement  weather, 
high  mountains,  and  icy  roads.  Time-wise  the  program  has  been  under 
the  gun.  Since  all  districts  have  been  working  with  volunteers  who 
should  not  be  pushed  or  rushed,  we  still  have  to  get  the  project  done 
and  done  wel 1 . 

As  for  publicity,  since  the  publicity  for  Albertson  and  Safeway  ads 
goes  through  the  Butte  offices,  Mrs.  Puich  will  have  those  companies 
run  the  SSI  ad  in  their  ad.  She  stressed  that  there  was  need  to  get 
back  on  radio,  get  back  on  TV,  use  your  press,  and  use  anything  to 
spread  the  word. 

At  the  end  of  the  project,  thank  your  volunteers.  Treat  them  as  if 
they  were  angels  from  heaven.  Treat  them  as  SSI  volunteers  you  respect 
and  hang  on  them  as  future  Red  Cross  volunteers.  Red  Cross  will 
also  issue  certificates  for  volunteers  in  addition  to  the  ones 
i  ssued  by  SSI . 

For  the  specialized  groups  always  have  the  Social  Security  Representa- 
tives speak  at  those  meetings. 

Progress  to  date  is  very  satisfactory.  Mrs.  Puich  feels  that  the 
1^  District  Directors  are  not  losing  enthusiasm  but  that  the  volunteers 

are  gaining  it  and  do  not  need  the  Directors  as  much. 

Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales 

Mr.  Gonzales  stated  that  the  staff  will  be  working  harder  than  they  ever 
worked  before  on  the  program  to  insure  that  the  program  goes  out  as  it 
came  in  -  in  success.   It  is  unfortunate  that  the  project  could  not 
continue  but  he  felt  that  for  what  the  program  was  designed  for  and  set 
up  for,  we  have  met  the  objectives  of  the  program.   It  was  not  a  long 
term,  long  range  type  of  program  but  was  a  short  fast  punch  to  tell  the 
people  of  what  the  SSI  Program  is  all  about  and  to  encourage  them  to 
participate  in  the  program,   it  is  interesting  to  see  how  it  started 
out  and  the  detail  each  of  the  Directors  has  taken  to  cover  the 
particular  areas  of  responsibility.  The  program  was  set  up  through 
Red  Cross  because  they  have  the  expertise  to  work  with  volunteers. 
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It  had  been  proven  that  national  broadcasting  and  state  broadcasting 
had  not  solved  the  problem  of  getting  the  word  out.   It  took  the 
individual  grass  root  contact  that  occured  between  person  to  person 
repartee.  That  is  what  Mr.  Gonzales  feels  the  SSI  is  here  for  and 
what  each  has  done  in  their  own  individualistic  way. 

The  fifth  District  Seminar  will  be  held  in  Missoula  April  29,  30  and 
May  1st  with  Byron  Hess  as  Host.   It  will  be  a  workshop  with  all  Directors 
compiling  a  very  comprehensive  report  on  what  has  been  done  in  the 
four  month  project. 

The  phase-out  objective  will  be  April  30.  Mr.  Gonzales  told  the  Directors 
to  give  themselves  time  at  the  end  of  the  month  to  consolidate  and  pay 
expenses f  and  to  ascertain  how  much  funds  is  left  to  the  end  of  the 
project. 

Mr.  Gonzales  will  be  working  through  May  and  he  will  be  able  to  handle 
anything  that  is  left  over.  He  intends  to  visit  all  Indian  Reservations 
and  any  place  that  the  Directors  feel  need  additional  work.  He  will 
preach  the  continuation  of  the  program  with  all  volunteers  and  smooth 
the  program  forever  with  SSA  and  RC. 

Since  Billings  has  a  low  estimated  balance  for  the  end  of  the  project, 
it  was  determined  that  each  of  the  other  four  districts  will  pay  $150 
for  the  eastern  Montana  district. 

IV  Mr.  Ed  Johnson 

Mr.  Ed  Johnson  was  introduced  to  the  Seminar  Members.  Mr.  Gonzales 
briefed  Mr.  Johnson  on  the  statistics  which  the  SSI  Project  keeps  to 
measure  the  extent  of  work  and  efforts  expended  on  the  program. 

Estimated  applications  for  Montana  is  4800  -  5200.   In  trying  to  visit 
every  county  every  month,  170  counties  have  been  visited.  At  this  date 
and  using  4800  as  base,  we're  approaching  43%  of  our  goal  and  expect  to 
achieve  50%  with  the  fourth  week.  This  doesn't  take  into  account  the 
number  of  SSI  referrals  received  but  the  mere  fact  that  people  come  in 
shows  the  program  achievement  reached.  Of  the  2680  referrals  received, 
346  were  screened  out  or  rejected.  Civic  groups  means  Kiwanis,  etc.,  or 
groups  to  whom  the  program  has  been  given.  Radio,  newspapers,  give  the 
initial  contact  plus  every  repeat  of  item.  There  were  22  TV  programs 
giving  statewide  coverage.  12,000  miles  were  traveled  Jan.  &  Feb. 
11  Indian  Reservations  were  also  visited  in  Jan.  &  Feb. 

Mr.  Johnson  explained  that  with  the  help  of  temporary  people,  his 
office  is  doing  SSI  applications  in  addition  to  their  regular  duties 
with  a  high  receipt  on  their  regular  program.  The  figures  given 
by  his  office  to  the  District  SSI  was  computed  on  a  personal  basis 
since  the  computer  reports  took  so  long  in  getting  back  to  his  office. 
Referrals  and  applications  contacted  one  day  are  mailed  out  the  same 
day.   It  may  take  a  little  longer  the  first  of  the  month  depending 
on  the  work  load  and  may  vary  according  to  district. 
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Mr.  Johnson  felt  that  the  SSI  Project  was  a  very  needed  function.   It 
was  a  job  that  the  SSA  would  have  been  required  to  do  so  he  appreciate 
those  who  have  done  it.  He  agreed  that  there  have  been  challenges, 
problems,  and  time  has  passed  but  the  end  result  has  been  that  the 
people  are  getting  the  word.  He  feels  that  the  SSI  Project  is  very 
effective  and  both  sides  have  benefited  by  the  Project. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  capture  statistics  since  the  applicants 
source  of  information  has  not  been  questioned  but  they  have  received 
k39   claims  in  the  District  Office  and  139  in  Miles  City  and  Mr.  Johnson 
felt  that  the  church  bulletins  and  use  of  mass  media  was  ingenious 
and  obviously  added  to  these  figures. 

One  concept  that  Mr.  Johnson  felt  that  should  be  considered  were  the 
number  of  informal  denials  given.  These  denials  are  given  to  people 
who  are  obviously  not  eligible  due  to  their  income  and  resources. 
426  of  these  denials  from  the  District  Office  and  Miles  City  have 
not  been  entered  in  the  SSI  statistics. 

The  conversion  from  the  Welfare  rolls  has  been  difficult  but  is  now 
working  well.  Five  cases  still  remain  that  the  SSA  is  still  working 
on. 

Summary 

It  was  stressed  the  volunteers  and  Red  Cross  Chapters  should  send 
applicants  direct  to  the  Social  Security  Office. 

Red  Cross  and  Social  Security  Managers  would  like  the  lists  of  volunteers 
who  worked  with  SS!  so  that  if  there  is  any  transportation  problems,  etc., 
in  the  various  communities  in  the  on-going  SSI  Program,  a  volunteer 
could  be  contacted  to  deal  with  it. 

A  blanket  publicity  campaign  will  be  developed  by  Lars  Lithander 
and  sent  to  each  district  Director  who  can  place  them  in  the  news 
media  with  the  surplus  funds.

Subject:     Resume'  of  SSI  Alert  Seminar  V. 

Missoula,  Montana 


The  last  seminar  meeting,  SSI  Alert  Program  of  Montana  was  held  in 
Missoula,  Montana  on  29-30  April  and  1  May  1974.  The  main  and  most 
important  purpose  of  the  seminar  was  to  discuss  the  phase-out  of 
all  SSI  Alert  Districts  in  Great  Falls,  Helena,  Missoula,  Butte, 
Billings,  Montana  and  the  completion  of  all  required  summary  re- 
ports. In  attendance  were  the  SSI  Alert  District  Directors,  per- 
sonnel from  local/state  American  National  Red  Cross,  State  Director/ 
Aging  and  SSI  secretarial  staff.

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Mr.  Byron  Hess,  host  for  SSI  Seminar  V,  and  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales 
opened  the  meeting  with  a  brief  welcome  to  and  introduction  of  all 
those  attending. 

2.   The  seminar  agenda  (attachment  1)  was  carefully  prepared  to  insure 
all  necessary  action  for  the  phase-out  and  closure  of  each  SSI  Dis- 
trict Director  office  would  be  completed  by  30  April  197^,  to  in- 
clude the  reconciliation  and  settlement  of  budget  monies,  bills  and 
accounts.  The  SSI  Alert  workshop  was  conducted  by  the  acting  sem- 
inar chairman,  Division  Director,  Phillip  R.  Gonzales.  Primarily, 
the  seminar  conversations  were  categorized  into  the  following  gen- 
eral topic  areas: 

a.  Discussion  of  Seminar  Workshop. 

b.  Financial  Reports  -  Phase-Out  Procedures. 

c.  SSI  Field  Reports  -  Each  District  Office. 

d.  Final  Report  Requirements/Summaries. 

e.  Final  Report  Wrap-up  and  File  Storage. 

The  discussion  on  these  specific  topics  are  detailed  and  related  as 
fol lows? 

A.  Discussion  of  Seminar  Workshop. 

(1)  Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales,  first,  discussed  the  seminar 
agenda  and  the  work  program  for  the  next  21-2  days.   He  assured  all 
participants  they  would  be  able  to  check  out  of  their  quarters  on 
Wednesday  morning,  1  May  7k.      The  change  in  the  Wednesday  A.M.  pro- 
gram was  from  a  seminar  work  luncheon  at  1200  hours  to  a  seminar 
work  breakfast  at  0830  hours;  this  change  would  allow  timely  de- 
parture of  the  seminar  group  to  their  respective  home  stations  on 
Wednesday  morning.  As  a  result  of  this  change ,  it  would  then  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  workshop  by  Tuesday. 

B.  Financial  Reports  -  Phase  Out  Procedures. 

(1)  Mr.  Gonzales  asked  each  District  Director  on  the 
status  of  their  bank  accounts,  rentals,  salaries,  and  property  dis- 
posal. All  districts,  with  the  exception  of  Helena  District  had 
closed  out  charge  accounts,  paid  up  office  equipment  rentals,  tele- 
phones shut  off,  disposal  of  office  furniture,  arranged  office 
closure,  supplies  returned  to  Red  Cross  Chapters,  salaries  paid 
through  30  April  197*+,  left-over  monies  in  district  accounts  offici- 
ally transferred  to  SSI  Division  account  and  all  financial  records 
brought  to  seminar  workshop  for  storage. 
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(2)  The  districts  reported  that  telephone  accounts  were 
still  outstanding  due  to  late  billing  dates;  however,  each  district 
had  made  detailed  cost  estimates  for  telephone  useage  and  these 
figures  were  furnished  to  the  Division  Director.   It  was  understood 
the  Division  Director  would  pay  outstanding  telephone  charges  of 
each  district,  as  they  arrive.  These  payments  would  be  made  from 
the  district  consolidated  left-over  monies,  placed  at  Division  level. 
To  back  these  procedures,  the  SSI  Alert  Districts  did  receive  a 
letter  of  authorization  from  the  State  Director  of  Aging  (attachment 
2),  which  allowed  left-over  monies  of  each  SSI  District  to  be  placed 
in  the  Division  Office  at  Great  Falls  and  distribute  these  monies 
throughout  the  month  of  May  197^.   It  was  suggested  these  remittances 
be  made  in  the  form  of  a  cashier's  check,  rather  than  a  bank  account 
check,  due  to  the  approximate  30  day  time  span  to  receive  bank  state- 
ments and  cancelled  checks. 

(3)  The  seminar  chairman  then  asked  each  district  to  give 
their  report  for  estimated  financial  standing,  effective  30  April  7^. 
The  reports  were  received  and  duly  recorded  -  all  questions  and  pro- 
blems were  resolved  on  the  spot.   Specific  questions  were  made  by 
several  persons  regarding  the  payment  of  withheld  Federal /State 
taxes  and  unemployment  costs.  The  following  financial  reports  by 
SSI  District  Directors  follow: 

Mr.  Lithander  -  Great  Falls  District 

#  Leftover  monies  $171.16.   Remitted  to  Division. 
Includes  all  bills  paid  except  telephone.  Mr. 
Gonzales  stated  all  left  over  monies  will  have 
a  separate  bank  account  and  will  require  dual 
signatures. 

Mrs.  Wilma  Puich  -  Butte  District 

#  Leftover  monies  $116.57}  this  will  more  than 
cover  phone  bills  -  no  other  problems.  Mrs. 
Puich  posed  the  question  and  advisability  for 
breaking  up  her  present  bookkeeping  system  - 
Mr.  Gonzales  advised  no,  just  put  in  mam*  la 
envelopes  and  properly  tag  all  reports  for 
future  filing.  Mrs.  Puich  has  not  received 
final  March  bank  statement. 

Mr.  Byron  Hess  -  Missoula  District 

#  The  exact  expense  is  unknown  for  conference  room, 
etc.  yet,  left  over  monies  will  amount  to  o/a 
$416.89,  which  will  be  remitted  to  the  Division 
Office.  All  taxes  have  been  paid  and  checks  issued. 
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Mrs.  Hattie  Martin  -  Billings  District 

#  Mrs.  Martin  thought  all  records  should  go  to 
the  SSI  Division  at  Great  Falls.   Estimated 
left  over  monies  to  be  $98,67,  which  will  be 
remitted  to  Division,  Great  Falls. 

Mr.  George  Eyebel  -  Helena  District 

#  Left  over  monies  -  approximately  $112.36.  All 
bills  paid,  except  telephone.  Mr.  Gonzales 
promised  to  come  to  Helena  and  talk  to  Mrs. 
Patton  (Executive  Secretary  at  Helena)  and  en- 
courage her  to  turn  over  all  original  checks  and 
vouchers  to  the  Helena  District  Director's  file 
records.   It  is  believed  all  original  records/ 
files  of  Montana's  SSI  Alert  Program  should  be 
kept  in  the  permanent  storage  files  of  each  SSI 
Alert  District. 

Mr.  Phillip  Gonzales,  Divisfon  Director. 

#  Mr.  Gonzales  stated  a  written  report,  plus  sub- 
stantiating financial  data,  should  be  given  to 
each  Red  Cross  Chapter  Board  by  the  District 
Directors.  He  suggested  he  would  give  such  a 
report  when  he  visits  and  briefs  the  SSA  District 
Managers  in  May  197^.   It  was  also  determined 
that  Red  Cross  personnel  in  the  5  district  chap- 
ters should  be  briefed  and  trained  to  answer 
questions  from  future  potential  SSI  applicants 
and  callers. 

#  Mr.  Gonzales  asked  for  suggestions  on  tie  dispensa- 
tion of  left  over  monies.   Several  suggestions 
were  made  among  which  was  the  suggestion  to  use 
more  paid  publicity.  Mr.  King  said  that  May  was 
Senior  Citizens'  month  and  paid  publicity  could 
encourage  people  to  come  in  and  apply  SSI.  Mr. 
Gonzales  asked  Mr.  Lars  Lithander  to  draft  a  state- 
ment for  the  news  media  on  the  SSI  Alert  Program 
and  phase-out;  Mr.  Lithander  did  comply  with  this 
request  before  the  seminar  adjourned. 

(4)  Mr.  Gonzales  had  asked  Mr.  Hess,  District  Director 
for  Missoula,  to  obtain  a  guest  speaker  and  advisor  from  the  Small 
Business  Administration  (SBA)  for  the  benefit  of  all  seminar  mem- 
bers in  filing  and  handling  seminar  monies  and  close  out  of  accounts, 
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Mr.  Dickinson  did  arrive  in  the  morning  and  gave  many  suggestions 
for  the  handling  of  financial  monies  and  phase  out;  certainly,  all 
conferees  were  extremely  impressed  with  his  remarks  and  advice. 

(5)  Upon  conclusion  of  Mr.  Dickinson's  remarks,  it  was 
decided  to  hold  all  SSI  District  records  at  SSI  Division  level  for 
a  period  of  5-7  years.  At  this  time,  Mr.  Gonzales  confirmed  the 
exact  linear  footage  each  district  director  would  require  for  the 
storage  of  their  respective  records.  When  this  was  determined, 
Mr.  Gonzales,  and  his  secretary  brought  standard  sized  boxes  for 
each  district  director's  records  during  the  noon  break  for  lunch. 

C.  Outline  Final  Report  Requirements 

(1)  Mr.  Gonzales  opened  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
seminar  with  the  issuance  of  storage  boxes  to  each  district  dir- 
ector. Mr.  Gonzales  then  proceeded  to  outline,  step  by  step,  the 
exact  procedure  for  storage  of  district  records.  For  example, 
all  tabs  would  be  referenced  in  the  following  manner:

As  a  result,  each  SSI  Alert  District  Director's  file  of  records 
are  outlined,  established  and  stored  in  the  exact  system. 

(2)  Considerable  time  was  spent  by  each  district  director 
in  organizing  and  filing  all  SSI  records  in  the  manner  outlined  by 
the  Division  Director.  A  duplicator  had  been  provided  to  make  need- 
ed copies  of  policy  letters,  etc.  if  required  by  district  director's 
file/record  needs.  Upon  conclusion  of  the  first  day's  seminar,  all 
field  reports  and  financial  reports  had  been  given  -  all  storage 
boxes  obtained  -  all  SSI  Alert  District  Director's  file  records  had 
been  outlined,  labeled,  categorized  and  stored  in  each  respective 
storage  box. 

3.   The  second  day  of  the  seminar  (Tuesday,  30  April  197*0  was  devoted 
to  a  hearing  of  all  SSI  Alert  District  Director's  Field  Reports  for 
the  month  of  April  lh.      Since  an  outline  for  the  final  four  month 
summary  report  had  been  forwarded  to  each  district  director  in  mid- 
April  by  the  Division  Director,  all  district  directors  handed  in 
their  complete  written  report,  after  their  verbal  recitation.   Each 
report  was  evaluated  and  checked  to  insure  specific/pertinent  que- 
stions from  state/national  agency  levels  had  been  answered  and  re- 
ported. Each  of  these  reports  will  be  included  in  the  overall  final 
report  of  the  Division  Director.  Highlights  of  the  SSI  Alert  dis- 
trict directors  reports,  to  include  problem  areas  and  recommendations 
are,  as  follows: 

a.   Indians 

There  was  a  concensus  of  opinion  from  all  directors  that  the  SSI  Pro- 
gram, as  it  applies  to  Montana  Indians,  would  be  a  long,  continuing 
program  and  not  completed  in  a  short  or  final  manner.  A  long  dis- 
cussion and  report  was  made  by  each  district  director  on  the  special 
handling  required  in  briefing  and  promoting  the  SSI  Program  on  the 
reservation. 

No  single  director  was  pleased  or  completely  satisfied  with  the  SSI 
Program  among  the  Indians.   It  was  concluded  that  the  SSI  Program 
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was  not  unique  in  itself  for  non  participation,  but  all  other 
programs  and  projects  met  with  the  same  attitude  and  results. 

The  Division  Director  stated  he  would  visit  all  Montana  Indian 
Reservations  in  the  month  of  May  and  transition  the  SSI  Alert 
Program  to  Community  Health  Representatives  (CHR).  This  was  in 
agreement  and  concurrence  with  Mr.  John  Fleming,  Indian  Health 
Service,  who  will  propose  this  project  to  his  key  CHR  supervisors 
on  8  May  197*+  in  Billings,  Montana.  Mr.  Gonzales  will  brief  and 
train  all  CHR  personnel  on  each  reservation  in  regard  to  the 
SSI  Program  and  distribute  all  necessary  material  and  brochures. 

b.  Social  Security  Administration 

It  was  conceded  that  more  benefits  to  the  SSI  Alert  Program  could 
have  been  experienced  by  all  directors  and  volunteers  if  the  five 
SSA  District  Managers  could  have  met  at  one  time  and  discussed 
across  the  board  all  facets  of  the  program.  Meeting  each  SSA  Man- 
ager separtely  was  important  and  beneficial  but  not  enough  concerted, 
firm  guidance  on  policy  or  precedures  -  each  SSA  Manager  had  a 
slightly  different  approach  or  opinion  on  SSI  matters. 

c  Letters  of  Appreciation,  etc. 

All  district  directors  were  encouraged  to  write  and  forward  all 
letters  of  appreciation  and  thanks  to  their  key  workers  and  volun- 
teers, to  include  business,  publicity,  state/local  media  and  people. 

d.  Pub! icity 

It  was  discovered  during  April  that  paid  publicity  was  extremely 
successful  and  well  worth  the  cost.   It  is  recommended  on  future 
programs  that  paid  publicity  be  established  in  the  early  phases  of 
any  project  and  the  free  public  service  news  media  will  follow  more 
easi ly. 

k.       The  seminar  discussion  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
afternoon  on  the  Final  Report  Wrap  Up  and  Storage  of  Files.  The 
SSI  Alert  Seminar  V.  was  adjourned  at  1630  hours,  Tuesday,  30  April 
197^.   In  summary,  all  seminar  objectives  had  been  met,  questions 
answered,  problems  resolved  and  all  business  of  Montana's  SSI  Alert 
Program  for  the  Aged,  Blind  and  Disabled  had  been  successfully  con- 
cluded and  closed.

I.  FACTS  AND  ACHIEVEMENTS. 

a.  On  10  December  1973.  Phillip  R.  Gonzales  was  appointed 
Division  Director,  SSI  Alert  Program,  Montana 

b.  On  11  December  1973,  the  Division  Director  started  per- 
sonnel interviews  for  SSI  District  Directors/Secretarial 
staff  and  initiated  work  for  the  state  SSI  Alert  budget 
monies. 

c.  On  12  December  1973.  the  Montana  SSI  Alert  budget  was 
completed  and  briefed  to  the  Division  Manager,  American 
National  Red  Cross,  Montana. 

1)  Office  established.  Telephone  installed. 

2)  Personnel  interviews  conducted  for  secretar- 
ial staff. 

d.  On  13  December  1973.  contact  was  made  with  State  Director/ 
Aging  for  SSI  Alert  budget  presentation  on  Friday,  ]k 
December  1973. 

1)  Mrs.  Michael  Mc  Gowan  was  hired  as  Executive  Sec- 
retary to  SSI  Alert  Division  Director. 

e.  On  l*t  December  1973.  Mr.  Dan  Kelly,  State  Director/Aging, 
was  briefed  on  the  proposed  budget  of  Montana  SSI  Alert 
monies.  Budget  was  approved,  as  briefed.  Mr.  William 
Bailey,  Montana  Red  Cross,  was  present  at  interview/brief- 
ing. 

f.  On  15  December  1973.  Mr.  Lars  Lithander  was  interviewed 
and  hired  as  the  SSI  Alert  District  Director,  Great  Falls 
District,  Montana.  Job  position  and  salary  to  begin  1 
January  1974. 
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g.  On  17  December  1973,  the  SSI  Alert  Division  Director 
traveled  to  Billings,  Montana  for  personnel  job  in- 
terviews. Mrs.  Adele  Thiel  was  hired  as  the  SSI  Alert 
District  Director,  Billings  District,  Montana.   Job 
position  and  salary  to  begin  1  January  197^. 

1)  Briefed  Red  Cross  Chairman,  Executive  Secretary/Mid- 
land Empire  Red  Cross  Chapter  and  Red  Cross  Field 
Representative  on  the  SSI  Alert  Program. 

h.  On  18  December  1973.  Division  Director  to  Butte,  Montana 
for  personnel  job  interviews,  Mrs.  Wilma  Puich  was  hired 
as  SSI  Alert  District  Director,  Butte  District,  Montana. 
Job  position  and  salary  to  begin  1  January  197^. 

1)  Executive  Secretary,  Red  Cross  Chapter,  Butte,  was 
briefed  on  SSI  Alert. 

i.  On  19  December  1973.  Division  Director  to  Missoula,  Mont- 
ana for  personnel  job  interview.  Mr.  Byron  Hess  was  hir- 
ed as  SSI  Alert  District  Director,  Missoula  District, 
Montana.  Job  position  and  salary  to  begin  1  January  197^. 

1)  Executive  Secretary,  Red  Cross  Chapter,  Missoula, 
was  briefed  on  SSI  Alert. 

j-  On  20  December  1973.  Division  Director  to  Helena,  Montana 
for  personnel  job  interview.  Mr.  Ted  Larson  was  hired 
as  SSI  Alert  District  Director,  Helena  District,  Montana. 
Job  position  and  salary  to  begin  1  January  1974. 

1)  Chairman  and  Executive  Secretary,  Red  Cross  Chapter 
Helena,  was  briefed  on  SSI  Alert. 

k.  Additionally,  the  Division  Director  met  each  District 
Manager,  Social  Security  Administration,  in  Great  Falls, 
Billings,  Butte,  Missoula  and  Helena  Districts  and  brief- 
ed on  the  SSI  Alert  Program  and  future  courses  of  action. 

1.  On  21  December  1973.  each  new  SSI  Alert  District  Director 
was  called  with  detailed  instructions  of  the  SSI  Alert 
Seminar  to  be  held  27-28  December  1973  in  Great  Falls, 
Montana.   Letter  with  instructions  and  seminar  agenda 
followed  to  insure  coordinated  action. 

m.  On  26  December  1973.  the  Division  Director  prepared  for 
SSI  Alert  Seminar. 
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1)  Conference  room  briefing  aids,  hotel  accomodations, 

transportation,  speakers  (SSA),  written  policy  letters, 
organizational/budget  charts  were  prepared  and  readied 
for  seminar. 

On  27-28  December  1973.  the  first  SSI  Alert  Seminar  was 
held  in  Great  Falls,  Montana,  whereby  all  newly  appointed 
SSI  Alert  District  Directors,  Montana,  were  briefed,  train- 
ed and  readied  to  assume  their  duties,  tasks  and  responsi- 
bilities on  1  January  197^.  Every  facet  of  the  SSI  Alert 
Program  was  discussed  and  resolved. 


II.  PROBLEMS 
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a.  Geographical  areas  of  responsibility  for  five  district  dir- 
ectors. Time,  distance  and  population  factors  proved  that 
five  district  directors  would  be  unable  to  visit  each  county 
in  Montana  each  month. 

1)  Problem  resolved.  The  SSI  Alert  Division  Director 
elected  to  carry  the  12  eastern  counties  of  Montana 
as  an  additional  duty.

Each  district  director  will  press 
on  to  assigned  SSI  Alert  tasks,  regardless  of  weather 
conditions.  A  thorough  briefing  was  given  to  semin- 
ar participants  on  the  hazards  of  Montana  winter  driv- 
ing conditions  by  the  Division  Director.

I  requested  this  same  group  to  meet  again  at  4:00  P.M.,  Jan.  22,  1974, 
to  receive  a  complete  briefing  from  Mr.  Herb  Martin,  SSA  Field  Rep- 
resentative on  the  SSI  Program,  etc.  This  will  enable  volunteers  to 
understand  and  better  discuss  the  program  in  the  field. 

I  proposed  the  5  key  towns  of  appreciable  size  in  Daniels  County,  i.e. 
Scobey,  Flaxville,  Whitetail,  Peerless,  and  Four  Buttes,  be  thorough- 
ly canvassed  to  insure  the  SSI  Program  was  discussed  and  potential 
SSI  recipients  make  SSI  application.

I  made  appoint- 
ments to  talk  to  Mr.  Woods,  Mgr.,  Radio  KCGM,  and  Mr.  Milton 
Gunderson,  Mgr.,  Daniels  County  Leader  on  Wednesday  A.M.,  16  Jan- 
uary 197^-   It  is  my  intent  to  pass  on  news  releases  in  radio- 
press  format  to  these  personnel  for  county  coverage.

II.    PROBLEM  AREAS:

I  am  developing  a  pattern  among  counties  to  isolate  the  principal  towns, 
establish  a  key  worker  and  make  sure  all  communities  are  thoroughly  work- 
ed and  then  to  tackle  outlying  county  areas  through  news  media.  At 
least,  this  represents  definite  actions  which  these  people  can  proceed 
with  this  program. 

No  time  to  contact  local  radio  news  media  and  will  be  unable  to  do  so 
tomorrow  due  to  early  appointment  in  Sidney,  Montana.  Mrs.  Carpenter 
will  insure  appointment  and  representation  of  SSI  workers  in  the  towns 
of  Wolf  Point,  Poplar,  Culbertson,  Froid,  Bainville  and  Brockton.

The  early  start  from  Wolf  Point,  Montana  did  not  allow  for  the  stop-over 
at  Poplar,  Montana,  where  I  contacted  Mr.  Norman  Hollow,  Tribal  Chair- 
man, Fort  Peck  Reservation,  and  arranged  for  a  ton  o'clock  meeting,  Friday, 
January  1 8th  in  which  I  will  brief  the  SSI  Program  and  how  it  may  apply 
to  Indians.  I  was  thirty  minutes  late  to  arrive  in  Sidney  and  the  ten 
o'clock  meeting  with  Mrs.  Noyes,  who  did  not  show.   I  did  meet  with  a  Mrs. 
Alice  Rehbein,  Public  Health  Nurse  Supervisor,  who  arranged  my  extensive 
speaking  schedule.   She  was  extremely  cooperative,  informative,  knowledge- 
able and  helpful.

I  will  see  Mr.  Radue,  a 
personable  chap,  at  Miles  City  and  I  will  get  a  briefing  on  Indians  from  him. 
At  this  meeting,  I  met  Mrs.  Jo  Olson,  Director  of  Nursing,  who  was  reluct- 
ant to  take  on  the  SSI  Chairmanship.  She  has  not  yet  changed  her  mind. 

II.   PROBLEM  AREAS; 

Same  basic  problem  -  how  to  get  started  in  the  county?  Mrs.  Rehbein  will 
find  key  personnel  for  Richland  County  in  the  towns  of  Sidney,  Savage,  Lam- 
bert and  Fairview  who  will  research  the  town  for  SSI  eligibles.   I  will 
meet  with  news  media  but  I  don't  have  the  time  to  do  so  this  trip  in  Sidney. 
A  tight  schedule  leaves  little  time  for  changes  -  might  be  considered  a 
problem. 

III.  ACTION  TAKEN/RECOMMENDED : 

Key  workers  in  county  towns.  These  people  will  be  designated  by  Mrs. 
Rehbeino  News  media  throughout  the  county.  Promised  to  come  again  in 
February  -  Must  give  itinerary  to  Mrs.  Rehbein  when  complete.

Alert  Program.  Mr.  Ted  Larson  had  to  resign  as  Helena  District 
Director  on  9  March  197**  due  to  failing  health.  Met  with  Dan_ 
Kelly,  State  Director/Aging  and  briefed  the  status  and  financial 
bearing  of  the  SSI  project  and  plans  for  continuation  of  the  pro- 
gram beyond  March. 

c.  n-20  March  197*t.  The  Division  Director  traveled  to  the  12  east- 
ern counties  of  Montana  (previously  described)  to  work  with  key 
workers/volunteers  on  the  SSI  Project.   It  was  the  intent  to  brief 
on  the  SSI  Alert  extension  beyond  31  March  197**  through  April  1974 
and  encourage  volunteer  workers  to  continue  in  the  SSI  Project 
and  program. 

d.  21  March  197**.  The  Division  Director  proceeded  to  Billings,  Mont- 
ana to  discuss  SSI  matters  and  review  the  agenda  for  the  forth- 
coming March  seminar  in  Billings.  Mrs.  Adele  Thiel,  District 
Director,  Billings  had  decided  not  to  continue  as  District  Dir- 
ector after  31  March,  as  she  was  committed  to  previous  plans.

I  arrived  Poplar  at  1:30  P.M.  and  went  to  the  tribal  office  and 
Mrs.  Bear  Cub.  We  chatted  briefly  and  then  I  paid  a  courtesy  call 
on  Mr.  Norman  Hollow.  He  was  incensed  against  Herb  Martin,  the 
SSA  Field  Rep.  Hollow  has  been  ticked  off  against  Martin  since  the 
last  February  meeting.  The  reason  being  that  Martin  appeared 
reluctant  to  come  out  to  the  tribal  office  and  talk.   It  isn't  nice 
to  fool  the  Sioux.  Anyway,  Norman  Hollow  wanted  to  discuss  Social 
Security  matters  with  Martin  this  date.  When  I  tried  to  reach 
Martin,  I  discovered  he  was  not  in  town,  but  in  Glasgow.  I  called 
there  and  I  talked  to  him  briefly.  He  had  made  a  radio  talk  on  the 
SSI  Program  in  Glasgow  and  had  sent  two  women  to  Poplar  to  handle 
SSA  matters.  When  I  mentioned  this  fact  to  ttie  tribal  chief,  Norman 
Hollow,  I  could  see  what  was  happening  in  his  mind's  eye  -  Herb 
Martin  was  hanging  head  down  from  a  stake  in  middle  of  camp,  a  slow 
fire  burning  close  to  his  blackened  face,  several  thousand  Sioux 
trying  to  reach  Herb  Martin  with  their  spears  and  Norman  Hollow 
giving  the  old  thumbs  down  sign.  Poor  old  Herb.   I  had  suggested 
he,  Herb,  call  Norman  Hollow  which  he  did.  He  caught  hell  since 
Hollow  had  a  nice  long,  scathing  letter  from  one  of  his  Indians  to 
Senator  Mike  Mansfield  on  the  bad  handling  Martin  and  crew  had  given 
him. 

Anyway,  I  met  with  Mrs.  Bear  Cub's  volunteers  and  we  talked  (or 
rather  I  talked  and  talked  and  talked)  and  I  am  never  sure  whether 
I  have  gotten  through  or  not.  The  SSI  referral  forms  were  a  mess. 
The  long  list  of  names  which  Loretta  had  compiled  for  SSI  applica- 
tion on  my  last  visit  was  a  shambles  and  incomplete.   It  appears 
that  I  should  come  back  to  Poplar  and  spend  two-three  days  working 
with  the  Indian  volunteers,  visiting  each  community  and  check  off 
each  name  as  we  interview  them  one  by  one. 

I  left  Poplar  and  returned  to  Wolf  Point  -  not  satisfied  with  the 
SSI  Program  at  Mr.  Hollow's  place.

As  a  result,  the  community 
has  not  been  widely  briefed  on  the  SSI  Program  benefits,  etc.  Mrs.  Foster 
learned  of  the  SSI  Program  from  a  news  article  printed  in  Miles  City  on 
my  February  visit  to  that  community  and  she  came  to  the  SSI  meeting.  Ob- 
viously, Mrs.  Foster  can  greatly  benefit  from  the  SSI  Program  -  she  is  68 
years  old,  $96.00  veteran's  pension,  no  other  income,  no  assets,  lives  in 
a  one  room  log  cabin,  no  electricity  and  carries  her  water  from  across  the 
road.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS. 

a.  2  April  1 974.  The  Division  Director  taveled  to  Helena,  Montana 
to  brief  Mr.  George  Eyebel ,  SSI  District  Director,  Father  Court- 
ney -  newly  appointed  Red  Cross  Chairman,  Helena  Chapter  on  the 
SSI  Alert  extension.  A  particular  problem  and  question  was 
whether  the  Helena  SSI  District  had  sufficient  monies  for  salary 
and  operational  expense?  The  financial  standing  of  the  Helena 
District  was  again  reviewed;  the  Division  Director  assured  the 
Helena  Red  Cross  Chairman  that  all  salaries  and  expenses  would 
be  met. 

1)  The  Division  Director  then  proceeded  to  the  State  Director 
of  Aging  and  asked  permission  to  transfer  SSI  Alert  District 
monies  between  the  five  SSI  Alert  Districts  to  help  Helena 
meet  April  operational  expenses.  This  was  agreed  by  Mr. 
Kelly,  both  verbally  and  with  a  written  letter  to  all  Dis- 
trict Directors.  As  a  result,  all  four  districts  of  Butte, 
Billings,  Missoula  and  Great  Falls  chipped  in  with  a  pro- 
rated amount  of  monies  to  Helena,  which  allowed  continued 
district  participation  of  the  SSI  Alert  project  through 
April  1 974.  It  must  be  realized  that  the  30  day  extension 
of  the  SSI  Alert  Program  in  Montana  would  be  funded  and 
costed  out  of  original  budget  monies,  withro  additional 
cost  to  state/federal  agencies. 

b.  3-6  April  1974.  The  Division  Director  traveled  to  Missoula, 
Montana  to  join  Mr.  Byron  Hess,  District  Director,  for  a  schedul- 
ed visit  and  SSI  briefing  at  Kalispell  and  Libby,  Montana  on  the 
3rd  and  4th  April.  These  briefings  were  productive  with  key 
workers  and  some  newly  trained  volunteers.  The  close  itinerary 
brought  the  Division  and  District  Directors  to  visit  the  Flat- 
head Indian  Reservation  on  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  April;  after 
a  briefing  to  the  tribal  secretary,  both  directors  proceeded  to 
Missoula  for  overnight.  Oh  the  5th  April,  both  directors  drove 
to  Ravalli  County  and  Hamil ton/Corval 1  is  communities  where  key 
workers  were  briefed  on  the  SSI  program.

c.  6-8  April  1974.  Administrative  work,  pol icy/itinerary/apprecia- 
tion/thank you  letters  were  written  and  processed  by  the  Division 
Director. 

d.  9  April  1974.  The  Division  Director  traveled  to  Helena,  Montana 
to  visit  with  Mr.  Dan  Kelly,  State  Director/Aging  and  Mr.  George 
Eyebel ,  District  Director  on  SSI  budget  and  financial  update. 

e.  10-17  April  1974.  The  Division  Director  traveled  to  the  12  east- 
ern counties  of  Montana  to  meet  and  confer  with  SSI  Alert  vol- 
unteers and  key  workers  in  each  county  seat.  Special  effort  and 
attention  were  made  to  brief /encourage  volunteers  to  continue 
their  work,  even  though  the  SSI  Alert  program  was  phasing-out.

Plans 
have  been  made  to  visit  each  tribal  reservation  during  the  last 
part  of  May,  whereupon  Community  Health  Representatives  (CHR's) 
will  be  briefed  and  trained  to  identify  and  process  SSI  appli- 
cants within  local  Indian  communities  and  reservations. 

c.  Additionally,  the  records  and  files  of  the  Division  Director 
will  be  reviewed,  analyzed  and  stored  for  future  purposes  in 
the  last,  flickering  days  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program.  The  office 
will  be  officially  closed  31  May  197^.

I.   FACTS  AND  SPECIFIC  ACHIEVEMENTS. 

In  retrospect,  the  SSI  Alert  Program  in  Montana  for  the  past  four  months 
has  been  a  whirlwind  of  accomplishments,  problems,  decisions,  innovations, 
dedication  and  plain  hard  work.  Whatever  the  interplay  of  these  factors 
have  had  upon  the  project,  they  are  only  inert  qualities  until  used  and 
projected  through  the  effort  and  mind  of  each  volunteer  and  key  worker 
within  the  program.  To  add  a  successful  ingredient,  the  touch  and  dash 
of  competent,  effective  program  leadership  has  been  adequately  provided 
by  the  five  SSI  Alert  District  Directors  and  staff. 

The  breadth  and  scope  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program  was  a  remarkable  and 
classic  example  of  a  people  to  people  program  in  every  circumstance,  con- 
dition and  place  throughout  the  State  of  Montana.   It  would  be,  indeed, 
difficult  to  describe  the  personal  effort  and  tribulation  each  worker  put 
into  this  most  worthwhile  project  or  record  the  mixture  of  their  disappoint- 
ment, joy,  failure  and  success;  yet,  most  assuredly,  these  conditions  were 
real  and  applicable  to  every  person  who  attempted  to  identify,  locate  and 
tell  the  Aged,  Blind  and  Disabled  people  of  Montana  about  the  Supplemental 
Security  Income  Program  and  its  benefits.   It  is  to  these  good  citizens, 
neighbors  and  volunteers  of  Montana  that  we  owe  our  thanks  and  appreciation 
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for  another  job,  "well  done".  This  final  summary  dutifully  testifies  to 
their  work  and  efforts  in  the  Supplementary  Security  Income  Program  of  Mont- 


ana.

1)  Montana's  SSI  Alert  Program  was  fortunate  to  have  competent, 
steadfast,  dedicated  district  staff /volunteer  personnel 
working  in  this  project.  For  example,  Mrs.  Wilma  Puich, 
Butte  District  Director,  achieved  100%  SSI  participation  of 
800  potential  eligibles  within  a  four  month  period. 


i .  Careful  Expenditure  of  Budget  Monies. 

1)  Through  careful  expenditure  of  budget  monies,  Montana's  SSI 
Alert  Program  was  able  to  extend  its  program  an  additional 
thirty  day  period  without  any  additional  cost  of  salary/ 
operational  expense  to  state/national  agencies. 


II.   EVALUATIONS. 

I  have  believed  from  the  outset  that  the  Supplementary  Security  Income  Pro- 
gram, enacted  and  passed  by  Congress  on  17  October  1972,  is  one  of  the  best 


and  most  beneficial  programs  for  the  Aged,  Blind  and  Disabled  people  of 
our  country.   I  think  most  people  share  this  view.  This  is  one  reason, 
and  a  major  factor,  for  the  wholehearted  support  and  dedication  given  by 
volunteer  groups/agencies  at  local,  state  and  national  levels.  In  other 
words  -  the  cause  is  good  and  easy  to  support  up,  down  and  across  our 
country  and  in  every  community.  There  are  no  soul-searching  hangups  when 
people  are  asked  to  support  or  participate  in  this  type  of  program.  In 
the  state  of  Montana,  there  is  a  resistance  and  reluctance  to  a  welfare 
role  and  its  stigma;  the  legislators,  who  designed  and  wrote  the  SSI  bill, 
did  a  fine  job  in  reducing  this  blight  by  awarding  the  program  with  a  new 
name  (for  dignity)  and  new  management  (for  effectiveness).   It  is  the 
first,  but  certainly  not  the  last,  minimum  guaranteed  income  for  a  special 
group  of  people  in  our  country. 

TRAINING.  As  stated  and  explained  in  earl ier -portions  of  this  report, 
the  organization  and  training  of  volunteers  for  this  project  were  not 
difficult  tasks.  The  real  problem  lies  in  the  identification  and  motiva- 
tion of  the  volunteer  to  the  program.  This  requirement  to  encourage  and 
motivate  the  SSI  Alert  volunteer  was  a  continuous  and  necessary  function; 
however,  this  requirement  to  re-energize  and  bolster  the  volunteer  applied, 
equally,  to  the  SSI  Alert  Division/District  Director  (s)  and  staff.   In 
the  pep  talk  to  the  players,  the  coach  was  revitalized  to  the  tasks  ahead. 

Each  SSI  Alert  District  Director  traveled  to  each  county  seat  of  each  Mont- 
ana county  each  month  of  their  respective  districts)  and  briefed/trained 
(1)  key  workers  in  the  community  (2)  who,  in  turn,  briefed/trained  their 
volunteers.  The  result  of  this  procedure  was  to  establish  and  keep  at 
local  level  volunteers  who  are  known  in  their  community  and  who  could 
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identify  and  contact  potential  SSI  eligibles.  Usually,  the  key  volunteer 
would  assign  and  designate  certain  volunteers  to  cover  outlying  communities 
and  towns.  Of  course  the  problem  (which  will  be  discussed  later)  was  in 
not  knowing  the  number,  name  or  place  of  the  SSI  potential.  The  adequacy 
of  training  was  a  progressive,  educational  process  and  evolution  for  the 
volunteer.  At  the  end  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  most  volunteers  could 
answer  the  most  pertinent  questions  regarding  the  program  and  knew  as  much 
about  the  eligibility  criteria  and  application  process  as  the  SSA  Field 
Directors. 

AGENCY  PARTICIPATION.   The  SSI  Alert  Program  in  Montana  was  born  and 
approved  through  consortium  action.  In  one  place  or  another,  different 
agencies  were  briefed,  consulted  and  included  in  the  function  of  the  SSI 
Alert  Program  by  Division/District  Directors.  For  example,  a  meeting  of 
an  RSVP  or  Senior  Citizens'  group  would  include  a  briefing  from  a  District 
Director  or  key  worker  on  the  benefits  of  the  SSI  Program.  Not  only  were 
these  special  and  varied  groups  SSI  briefed,  but  local/state  civic  groups 
were  informed  during  their  normal  meetings, such  as  -  Kiwanis,  Lions,  Moose 
Lodge,  Catholic  Daughters,  Elks,  Eastern  Star  and  many  others.   It  is 
difficult  to  evaluate  the  direct  role  each  consortium  or  civic  group 
played  in  the  overall  SSI  Project,  but  I  am  positive  these  agencies  did 
give  their  support,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  program. 

PROCESSING  OF  POTENTIAL  APPLICANTS.  The  SSI  Alert  Program  in  Montana 
came  to  a  successful  conclusion  in  April  197^  with  over  3,000  people  now 
participating  in  the  SSI  Program.  These  statistics  represent  80%  of  the 
estimated  3,900  potential  SSI  eligible  persons  in  Montana  who  have  applied 
for  benefits  since  1  January  197**.  While  these  statistics  of  3,900  potential 


SSI  eligible  people  are  a  qualified  estimate,  it  is  in  the  best  opinion 
of  the  five  District  Managers,  Social  Security  Administration,  Montana, 
that  these  figures  are  comparatively  realistic  and  within  reason.  Weekly 
reports  from  SSA  computer  sources  showed  a  daily  increase  in  SSI  applica- 
tions once  the  SSI  Program  was  established  and  underway.  State-wide  SSI 
applications  continue  to  come  into  local  SSA  offices  for  review  and 
processing  and  it  must  be  concluded  these  applications  are  contributable 
to  the  work  and  effort  of  the  SSI  Alert  District  Directors  and  their  res- 
pective volunteer  forces.  Even  though  the  SSI  Alert  Program  officially 
closed  on  30  April  197*+,  the  impetus  and  drive  established  by  Montana's 
SSI  Alert  personnel  and  volunteer  agencies  for  recruitment  of  people  to 
the  program  will  remain  effective  for  a  period  of  four  to  six  months. 
Therefore,  due  credit  should  be  given  to  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  through- 
out this  future  time  frame,  for  any  improved  statistics  and  continued 
progress  of  the  SSI  Program,  as  they  occur. 

PUBLICITY.  The  most  valuable  asset,  volunteers  excepted,  of  the  SSI 
Alert  Program  was  the  publicity  given  to  the  project  from  the  beginning 
until  the  end.  Each  geographical  part  of  Montana  responded  differently 
to  varied  combinations  of  news  media.  For  example,  in  the  far  reaches 
of  eastern  Montana,  the  radio  and  newspaper  media  worked  best  to  inform 
the  people.   In  the  metropolitan  areas,  television  and  newspapers  seemed 
the  best  corrmuni cations  media  for  telling  the  SSI  story.   Each  district 
director  made  radio  tapes,  television  appearances  and  submitted  SSI  news 
articles  to  local  newspapers  several  times  each  month.  To  prove  the 
intensity  in  which  all  directors  publicized  the  SSI  program,  I, as  Division 
Director  in  the  month  of  April,  made  eleven  radio  broadcasts,  submitted 
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news  articles  to  eight  eastern  Montana  County  newspapers  and  made  four 
television  appearances  -  all  state-wide  coverage,  with  one  appearance  for 
a  30  minute  duration. 

There  is  no  argument  against  publicity,  if  it  is  good,  varied  and  timely. 
When  you  couple  a  good  publicity  program  with  a  good  door  to  door  volun- 
teer campaign,  you  have  a  winner  no  matter  what  you  sell. 

Publicity  takes  on  various  other  forms,  aside  from  radio,  TV  and  newspapers. 
In  the  Helena  District,  there  were  over  1,200  stuffed  mailers  sent  to  the 
blind  throughout  the  state  explaining  the  SSI  benefits.   In  the  Butte  Dis- 
trict, a  comprehensive  SSI  news  article  was  placed  in  a  large  chain  store 
weekly  shopper's  ad,  which  received  state-wide  coverage.   In  the  Billings 
District,  SSI  notices  were  placed  on  all  church  bulletin  boards.   In  the 
Missoula  District,  telephone  listings  of  all  retired  people  were  given  to 
the  District  Director  and  volunteers  for  follow-up  calls.   In  the  Great 
Falls  District,  monies  were  set  aside  for  some  paid  advertising;  Butte 
District  followed  suit  in  a  similar  manner.  The  response  was  so  good 
from  these  paid  advertisings  that  we  now  regret  we  did  not  all  take  this 
action  early  in  the  program. 

Due  credit  must  be  given  to  all  Montana  news  media  for  the  understanding, 
support  and  cooperation  that  was  given  to  the  SSI  Alert  Program  through 
free,  public  service  contributions. 

ACTIVITIES  THAT  HAVE  EVOLVED  AS  A  RESULT  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT. 
I  am  not  aware  of  any  activities  which  have  evolved  as  a  result  of  the 
SSI  Alert  Program.   I  do  know  that  the  program  has  brought  together  many 
people  and  agencies,  who,  formerly,  had  not  the  foggiest  notion  of  one 
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another  until  the  SSI  Alert  Program  came  into  being. 

The  SSI  Alert  Program  was  the  catalyst  which  brought  all  Montana  people 
and  agencies  out  of  routine  activities  and  focused  attention  to  the  care 
and  condition  of  the  aged,  blind  and  disabled  people  within  the  state. 

USE  OF  SPECIAL  ASSISTANCE  MEMOS.  The  special  assistance  memos  were 
useful  to  me  if  they  were  informative  and  pertinent  to  my  problem  or  pro- 
gram, at  that  particular  point  in  time.  The  fact  that  I  used  or  did  not 
use  the  special  assistance  memos  extensively  is  not  as  relevant  or  import- 
ant as  the  realization  that  a  means  of  communication  was  established  and 
open  to  disseminate  information  and  policy  to  lower  echelons.  I  did  read 
and  review  every  special  assistance  memo. 

PARTICIPATION  OF  MINORITY  GROUPS.  The  minortiy  group  (s),  identifiable 
and  indigenous  to  Montana,  are  the  Indian  tribes,  who  live  on  and  off 
seven  large  Indian  Reservations.  Few  Blacks  and  Mexicans  reside  in  Mont- 
ana; ethnic  groups  of  Hutterites  are  small  numbered  and  the  large  number 
of  people  who  have  ancestral  strains  of  Scandinavian  and  Germanic  heritage 
do  not  constitute  a  minority  group.  A  very  special  effort  was  made  to 
include  the  Indian  people  in  the  SSI  Alert  Program.  Each  tribe  was  visit- 
ed, the  people  briefed;  volunteer  forces  put  into  action  and  SSI  applica- 
tions were  received.  As  stated  previously,  the  SSI  Program  among  the 
Indians  is  a  long  range  and  continuous  program  and  not  a  short-lived  or 
quickly  concluded  project.  There  are  several  reasons  for  these  statements- 
CD  It  is  difficult  to  determine  eligibility  due  to  varied  tribal  laws 
concerning  tribal  properties  (2)  Special  policies  concerning  the  Indians 
and  SSI  eligiblity  have  been  slow  or  not  yet  formulated  (3)  Many  Indians 
are  already  participants  in  other  welfare  program  benefits  (4)  Communica- 


tion  remains  a  problem  -  not  necessarily  because  of  language  differences 
but  in  attitudes  and  the  psychological  outlook  of  the  Indian. 

Yes,  the  Indian  is  a  very  special  minority  group  who  has  been  given  the 
full  SSI  Program  and  opportunity  to  participate.  The  Community  Health 
Representatives  (CHR)  are  continuing  the  SSI  Program  on  all  seven  Indian 
Reservations.  No  information  is  available  as  to  the  number  of  individual 
participants  as  a  percent  of  total  participation. 

RELATIONS  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AGENCIES.  Early  liaison  and  briefings  to  key 
state  and  local  agencies  on  SSI  Alert  Program  and  plans  were  the  keystone 
for  the  fine  and  harmonious  relationship  between  Division/District  Direct- 
or (s)  and  government  agencies.  Particular  effort  was  made  to  inform  and 
coordinate  all  SSI  matters  of  importance  with  the  State  Director  of  Aging 
and  the  SSA  District  Managers.  I  maintained  personal,  telephonic  contact 
with  State  Director  of  Aging,  Deputy  Regional  Director  (SSA),  Red  Cross 
Regional  Liaison  Officer  and  Western  Area,  American  National  Red  Cross. 
All  problems  were  resolved  through  personal  communication  and  contact. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  support  of  these  people  in  federal, 
state  and  local  agencies  who,  unstintingly,  gave  their  time  and  effort 
to  the  issues  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program  and  who  never  failed  to  respond  to 
my  questions  and  proposals. 

LOCAL  SUPPORT  FOR  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT.  The  support  for  the  SSI  Alert  Pro- 
gram, both  locally  and  state-wide,  has  been  outstanding.  Once  the  people 
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understood  what  the  program  was  about,  there  was  never  a  single  instance, 
to  my  knowledge,  when  the  public  did  not  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  pro- 
gram. Each  person  responded  in  his  own  way  -  the  volunteer  who  went  out 
and  knocked  on  doors  -  the  newscaster  who  provided  public  service  communi- 
cation -  the  civic  leader  who  allowed  you  to  speak  at  his  meeting/function 
the  SSA  District  Director  who  attended  seminar  sessions  as  an  advisor  and 
authority  and  the  many  number  of  consortium  groups/volunteers  who  helped 
to  identify  and  locate  SSI  eligibles.  The  support  to  SSI  Alert  Program 
has,  indeed,  been  impressive. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  LONG  TERM  BENEFITS  OF  PROJECT  SSI  ALERT.  The  benefits  of 
the  SSI  Alert  Project  can  be  measured  each  day  into  future  years  by  the 
question,  "How  does  the  Supplemental  Security  Income  Program  benefit  the 
aged,  blind  and  disabled  people  of  our  country?"  The  conclusion  to  this 
proposition  must  be  that  each  SSI  participant  will  receive  increased  bene- 
fits which  make  his/her  life  easier  and  better.  The  fact  that  the  parti- 
cipant is  now  in  the  SSI  Program  means  that  person  was  formerly  below  the 
standard  minimum  income  and  now  enjoys  increased  assistance  monies. 

I  believe  the  Project  has  proved  again  the  efficacy  of  the  volunteer 
program  and  its  basic  concept  of  a  grass  root  approach  in  a  people  to 
people  contact.  These  people  represent  a  dormant  force  until  awakened 
to  the  call  of  a  worthwhile  project  for  their  volunteer  services.  To 
lead  this  volunteer  force  requires  strong,  direct  leadership  and  organi- 
zation. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS  OR  HUMAN  INTEREST  STORIES  RESULTING  FROM  THE  CONSORTIUM'S 
EFFORTS: 


The  SSI.  Alert  story  in  Montana  is  filled  with  accounts  of  colorful  person- 
alities and  human  interest.  Two  incidents  which  occurred  in  my  eastern 
Montana  district  are  typical  of  the  resourcefulness  and  courage  of  Mont- 
ana people. 

The  town  of  Plentywood,  Montana  (2,381  population)  lies  in  the  far  north- 
east of  the  state  -  only  16  miles  from  the  Canadian  border.  One  potential 
SSI  applicant  in  Plentywood  was  a  lady  over  65  years  of  age  crippled  and 
barely  able  to  walk,  who  owned  her  own  home,  $2,000.00  in  savings  assets, 
yet  received  only  $86.00  per  month  from  social  security  payments.  When 
the  Red  Cross  Chairman/SSI  Alert  Volunteer  and  Mrs.  Saralda  Nathe,  Mont- 
ana's Mother  of  the  Year,  briefed  this  elderly  lady  on  the  SSI  Program, 
she  was  receptive,  but  disappointed  that  she  was  ineligible,  due  to  her 
assets.  To  record  how  personal  interest  and  care  for  your  neighbor  can 
benefit  a  person,  the  Chairman  (Red  Cross),  Mrs.  Nathe  and  her  wonderful 
SSI  Alert  volunteer  workers  investigated  and  found  that  this  lady  needed 
a  new  roof  for  her  old  house,  a  new  stove  and  a  new  bed.  They  persuaded 
her  to  spend  $500.00  to  get  the  roof  repaired,  buy  a  new  stove  and  bed 
and  thereby  bring  her  assets  below  the  $1,500.00  limitation.  All  pur- 
chases were  arranged  at  absolute  rock  bottom  price  with  the  merchants  of 
Plentywood  by  the  SSI  Alert  Volunteer  Committee.  The  lady  was  signed  up 
for  the  SSI  Program  benefits  and  she  is  now  receiving  approximately  $7^.00 
increased  income  each  month.  It  was  almost  a  miracle  happening  to  her 
and  she  is  still  talking  about  her  good  fortune. 

Broadus,  Montana  (Population  799)  is  the  county  seat  of  Powder  River  County. 
Sparsely  populated,  arid,  rolling  hills  provide  grazing  land  for  thousands 
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of  cattle  in  the  southeast  section  of  the  state.  The  elderly  lady  in 
Broadus  attended  one  of  my  SSI  briefings;  after  the  meeting,  she  asked 
that  I  review  her  circumstances  and  determine  her  eligibility  for  the  pro- 
gram. In  our  conversation,  I  found  she  lives  in  her  own  one  room  log  cabin 
only  two  blocks  away,  no  water  (carried  by  bucket  from  a  faucet  across  the 
street),  no  electricity  and  receives  a  total  of  $96.00  per  month  from  her 
deceased  husband's  pension.  I  signed  her  with  the  SSI  Alert  Program  and 
she  now  receives  approximately  $6^.00  increased  income  each  month.  Think 
about  how  these  additional  monies  will  benefit  this  lady. 

III.  PROBLEMS. 

While  it  is  redundancy  to  repeat  SSI  Alert  Problems  noted  in  foregoing 
annexes,  I  think  it  necessary  to  gather  and  present  a  digest  of  these  pro- 
blem areas,  with  additional  comments: 

a.  Geographical  areas  of  responsibility  for  five  district  directors. 
Time,  distance  and  population  factors  proved  that  five  district 
directors  would  be  unable  to  visit  each  county  in  Montana  each 
month. 

1)  Problem  resolved.  The  SSI  Alert  Division  Director  elected 
to. carry  the  12  eastern  counties  of  Montana  as  an  addition- 
al duty. 

b.  Inclement  weather  posed  serious  and  detrimental  problems  for  mid- 
winter travel  in  Montana  to  each  county. 

1)  Problem  resolved.  Each  district  director  did  press  onto 
assigned  SSI  Alert  tasks,  regardless  of  weather  conditions. 
A  thorough  briefing  was  given  to  seminar  participants  on 
the  hazards  of  Montana  winter  driving  conditions  by  the 
Division  Director. 

c.  The  non  arrival  of  SSI  Alert  monies  to  meet  payrolls  and  ex- 
penses in  each  SSI  Alert  District  became  an  immediate  and 
pressing  problem  for  SSI  Alert  personnel  and  key  Red  Cross 
Chapters.  This  early  financial  condition  posed  great  pro- 

w  lems  to  a  newly  organized  program  and  personnel. 
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1)  Problem  resolved.  Local  Red  Cross  Chapters  carried  certain 
payrolls  and  expenses  of  the  SSI  Program  until  grant  monies 
from/through  the  State  Director  of  Aging  arrived  0/A  12 
February  1974. 

d.  Inclement  weather  continued  to  be  an  unavoidable  hindrance,  but 
no  deterent  to  the  overall  SSI  Alert  Program. 

e.  Payroll  and  expense  monies  for  Montana's  SSI  Alert  Program  arrived 
during  February. 

1)  Resolved  -  as  described  in  January's  report. 

f.  Fort  Peck  Indians  complained  about  the  SSA  coordination  and  pro- 
cessing of  SSI  applicants. 

1)  Resolved  -  through  conversation(s)  with  Great  Falls  SSA 
District  Manager. 

g.  A  decision  and  close  look  at  the  SSI  Alert  budget  and  monies 
for  continuation  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program  beyond  31  Mar  1974. 


h.  How  to  determine  exact  financial  status  of  present  and  future 
SSI  Alert  monies  in  order  to  extend  the  SSI  Alert  Project  an 
additional  30  days  at  no  additional  expense/cost  to  the  state 
or  federal  agencies? 

1)  Resolved  -  through  long,  soul  searching  cost  estimates  and 
budget  planning  by  SSI  Alert  District  Directors  at  the 
Billings  seminar. 

i.  How  to  plan  and  complete  the  Montana  SSI  Alert  Program  by  30 
April  1974? 

1)  Resolved  -  through  suggestions,  ideas  and  discussions  made 
at  the  Billings  seminar  by  District  Directors. 

j.  How  to  continue  the  SSI  Alert  Program  in  certain  districts  on 
initial  allocated  monies  was  a  nagging  problem. 

1)  Resolved  -  by  transfer  of  budget  monies  from  district  to 
district,  as  previously  described. 

k.  How  to  write/outline  final  summaries  of  district  reports. 

1)  Resolved  -  by  providing  a  comprehensive  work  outline  to  SSI 
Alert  Districts  by  which  they  could  follow  and  answer  key 
questions  of  evaluation  and  analysis. 
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IV.  RECOMMENDATIONS, 


Facts,  achievements,  evaluations  and  problems  have  been  stated  in  retrospect 
and  appropriately  digested  -  the  remaining  cud  is  the  question,  "What  would 
have  made  the  program  better?"  Since  I  do  not,  in  every  instance,  have 
factual  knowledge  of  exact  policy,  procedures  and  organizational  command 
lines  at  state  and  federal  levels,  the  following  recommendations  are  temper- 
ed by  theory  and  conjecture: 

a.  The  lead  time  for  the  American  National  Red  Cross  to  establish  the 
SSI  Alert  Program  in  Montana  was  insufficient  -  even  though  the  Division 
Director  overcame  the  adversity  of  a  late  start.  At  least  a  full  thirty 
days  lead  time  would  be  required  to  allow  the  Division  Director  to  establish 
and  organize  the  SSI  Alert  Program,  similar  to  Montana's  procedures  in 

Dec  73. 

b.  It  should  have  been  mandatory,  not  an  option,  to  employ  a  SSI  Alert 

Division  Director  in  each  state  to  lead  and  give  guidance  to  the  overall 
state  program  at  intermediate  management  level. 

c.  The  SSI  Alert  Division  Director  and  the  Representative,  State 
Director  of  Aging  should  have  been  one  and  the  same  position.  How  easy  it 
would  have  been  for  the  SSI  Alert  Division  Director  to  have  completed  his 
duties  as  Division  Director,  American  National  Red  Cross,  and  then  phase 
into  his  continuing  SSI  duties,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Director 
of  Aging.  An  approximate  savings  of  $15,000  could  have  been  effected  by 
this  procedure,  along  with  the  experience  and  project  knowledge  possessed 

!  by  one  individual. 


d.  National,  State  and  Area  policies  should  have  been  firm  and  dis- 
eminated  prior  to  the  start  of  the  SSI  Alert  Project.  For  example,  firm 
policy  should  have  been  made  earlier  in  regard  to  unemployment  withholding 
procedures,  accrued  leave  time  or  no  leave  time  for  division  level  employees, 
etc. 

e.  In  this  respect,  budget  monies  should  have  been  placed  at  state 
levels  before  the  start  of  the  SSI  Alert  Program. 

f.  It  is  suggested  a  one  time  seminar  of  state  division  directors 
should  have  been  held  in  Western  Area  at  the  end  of  the  first  month's 
operation.  This  would  have  allowed  a  concerted  look-see  into  each  division's 
program  of  past,  present  and  future  activities.  A  cross  section  of  views, 
procedures,  policies,  ideas  and  suggestions  from  seminar  participants  would 
have  been  beneficial  for  their  respective  programs. 

g.  The  SSI  Alert  Program  was  not  long  enough  in  duration.  The  brief- 
ing, training  and  organization  of  volunteer  forces  was  just  becoming 
effective  in  the  second  month  of  operation;  theoretically,  close  down  and 
phase-out  procedures  would  have  taken  place  approximately  15  days  into  the 
third  and  last  month  of  authorized  operation.  I  recommend  a  four  month 
period  for  such  an  intensified  volunteer  program.  This  would  allow  full 
utilization  and  peak-out  of  volunteer  forces;  it  is  hardly  worth  gearing 
up  the  operation  for  anything  less.

V.  PHASE-OUT. 

The  SSI  Alert  District  Directors  were  phased  out  30  April  197*+.  The  SSI 
Alert  Division  Director  and  staff  will  phase  out  31  May  197*+.  This  over- 
all summary  embodies  the  individual  SSI  Alert  District  reports  and  support- 
ing appendices  over  a  four  month  period;  additionally,  the  SSI  Alert  Divi- 
sion Director  has  reported  and  summarized,  in  detail,  his  activities,  achieve- 
ments, evaluations,  problems  and  recommendations  for  a  six  month  interval. 

All  District  left  over  monies  were  transferred  to  a  special  account,  estab- 
lished at  Division  level,  to  carry  expenses  of  the  Division  Director  and 
pay  outstanding  District  expenditures  and  accounts  not  yet  received  on 
30  April  1 974. .The  Division  Director  will  close  out  this  special  account, 
with  zero  balance,  on  31  May  1974. 

A  financial  briefing  on  all  SSI  Alert  budget  monies  and  matters  will  be 
given  to  the  State  Director  of  Aging  during  the  last  week  in  May  74.  Fin- 
ancial and  historical  records  of  the  Division  Director  will  be  received, 
classified  and  stored  in  two  filing  boxes,  permanently  stored  in  Red  Cross 
facilities,  ontana  Division,  American  National  Red  Cross,  Great  Falls, 
Montana.  The  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  Red  Cross  in  Great  Falls 
are  Box  2406,  Great  Falls,  Montana,  59406  and  telephone  number  452-6486. 
The  permanent  home  address  and  telephone  number  of  Montana's  SSI  Alert 
Division  Director  are  3823  Vigilante  Drive,  Great  Falls,  Montana  59401  and 
telephone  number  761-7802 
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Letters  of  appreciation,  thank  you  letters,  SSI  Alert  certif icates( signed 
by  Division  Director  and  Montana's  Red  Cross  Manager)  SSI  Alert  and  Director/ 
Aging  certificates  (signed  by  Montana's  Governor)  were  sent  to  each  Montana 
volunteer  and  key  worker.  Also,  letters  of  appreciation  and  thank  you  letters 
were  sent  by  Division/District  Director  (s)  to  civic  groups,  SSA  personnel, 
publicity  news  media  and  many  others  who  helped  in  the  SSI  Alert  Program. 
Personal  letters  of  appreciation  and  plaques  were  awarded  to  each  SSI  Alert 
District  Director  by  the  Division  Director  in  a  formal  ceremony  at  the  April 
seminar.  Testaments  have  been  given  at  every  formal  function  extolling 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  extraordinary  SSI  Alert  volunteer  effort 
and  leadership  of  the  District  Directors. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  every  detail  and  requirement  to  transition  and  phase 
out  SSI  Alert  responsibilities  and  services  in  an  orderly  manner  have  been 
performed.  Additionally,  all  social  amenities  and  courtesies  have  been 
spoken,  written  and  rewarded  to  those  who  have  worked  and  helped  the  aged, 
blind  and  disabled  people  of  Montana. 

VI.   FUTURE. 

"While  the  present  is  past,  the  future  is  yet  to  come".  There  are  times 
when  we  must  stand  in  the  present  and  look  back  to  the  past  for  guidance, 
experience  and  hope  for  the  future.  The  SSI  Alert  Program,  and  similar 
programs,  could  be  repeated  again  and  again  and  each  program  would  be 
successful.  The  principle  or  basic  formula  for  solving  a  problem  always 
remains  the  same  and  unchanged,  yet  there  may  be  several  ways  to  arrive 
at  a  correct  solution;  success  is  the  result  of  a  principle  correctly  used. 
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The  basic  principle  of  a  people  working  in  a  volunteer  status,  without 
reward,  for  the  care  and  betterment  of  his  fellow  man  can  be  successfully 
used  in  every  program  or  circumstance.   It  requires  leadership  to  insure 
the  principle  for  a  program  is  correctly  applied,  and  as  long  as  this  prin- 
ciple of  care  remains  in  the  heart  of  man  -  the  volunteer  system  for  helping 
one  another  will  always  work  and  function. 

The  future  is  now  brighter  and  better  for  the  aged,  blind  and  disabled 
people  of  Montana.

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WELCOME  BACK 

A  warm  welcome  is  extended  to  all  Montana  school  administra- 
tors, educators  and  ancillary  staff.  It  is  hoped  your  summer  was  positive 
and  relaxing,  and  that  you  are  looking  forward  to  a  successful  and 
productive  1994-95  school  year. 

REGIONAL  TEACHER  TRAINING  PROGRAM 

The  OPI  HIV/AIDS/STD  Education  Program's  regional  teacher 
training  program  is  entering  its  fifth  year  of  providing  trainings  to 
Montana  educators,  and  has  some  new  training  workshops  to  offer. 

The  teacher  training  program  involves  1 9  trainers  located  through- 
out the  state  available  to  conduct  five  to  six-hour  HIV/AIDS/STD 
education  training  workshops,  ancillary  staff  workshops  and  short  AIDS 
awareness  community  presentations.  The  teacher  trainings  consist  of 
teaching  strategies  and  classroom  activities  in  HIV/AIDS/STD  educa- 
tion and  Health  Enhancement,  technical  and  medical  aspects  of  HIV  as 
a  disease,  policy  and  policymaking  procedures,  universal  precautions 
and  body  fluid  clean-up,  and  resources  and  materials. 

The  ancillary  staff  workshops  will  be  conducted  by  the  OPI  HIV/ 
AIDS/STD  Education  Program  staff  and  by  the  regional  trainers.  These 
workshops  are  primarily  directed  toward  custodians,  bus  drivers,  cleri- 
cal staff,  school  nurses,  school  food  service  personnel,  playground 
attendants  and  classroom  aides.  The  workshops  will  focus  on  the 
medical/technical  aspects  of  HIV  and  Hepatitis  B  (HBV),  safety,  issues, 
body  fluid  clean-up/waste  disposal  procedures  (universal  precautions), 
policy  issues,  and  resource  information  for  school  district  personnel. 

In  a  j  oint  effort  with  the  Montana  Board  of  Education,  the  OPI  HIV/ 
AIDS/STD  Education  Program  will  offer  two  workshops  focusing  on 
communicable  disease  policies,  including  HIV/AIDS.  Administrators 
and  boards  of  trustee  members  will  be  invited  to  attend  these  sessions  to 
receive  the  assistance  and  information  necessary  to  produce  a  sound  and 
viable  communicable  disease  policy.  Participants  will  receive  a  model 
policy  developed  by  legal  experts,  materials  designed  to  assist  in 
developing  and  revising  policies,  an  opportunity  to  work  with  legal  staff 
from  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  OPI  to  create  and  depart  with  a  well- 
defined  district  communicable  disease  policy,  and  five  renewal  units  for 
recertification.  Information  regarding  the  dates  and  locations  of  the 
policy  workshops  will  be  sent  to  all  Montana  superintendents  and  board 
chairpersons.

SCHOOL  SAFETY  PLAN 

Under  Montana  law,  schools  are  required  to  develop  and  imple- 
ment a  safety  plan  to  reduce  workplace  injuries  and  illnesses.  Among 
other  safety-related  issues,  the  safety  plan  is  to  address  bloodborne 
pathogens,  infectious  waste  and  hazardous  waste.  The  OPI  has  prepared 
a  guidance  packet  to  provide  Montana  schools  with  basic  information 
for  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  safety  plan  requirements  related 
to  bloodborne  pathogens,  infectious  waste  and  hazardous  waste. 

Bloodborne  Pathogens 

Effective  December  1,  1994,  the  Montana  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industry  (MDLI)  adopted  federal  OSHA  standards,  including  the 
safety  standards  for  bloodborne  pathogens.  Under  several  Montana  laws 
(the  Montana  Safety  Act  and  the  Montana  Safety  Culture  Act),  the 
MDLI  has  jurisdiction  to  monitor  compliance  with  the  safety  standards 
in  all  public  sector  worksites,  including  schools. 

The  bloodborne  pathogen  standards  require  employers  to:  develop 
an  exposure  control  plan,  provide  protective  equipment  for  employees, 
provide  hepatitis  B  Vaccinations  for  certain  employees,  and  provide 
training  for  all  employees. 

Infectious  Waste 

Handling  and  disposing  of  potentially  infectious  waste  material 
could  be  an  issue  for  schools.  The  Montana  Department  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences  (MDHES)  does  not  apply  the  Montana  Infec- 
tious Waste  Management  Act  to  schools  because  dispensing  health  care 
services  which  generate  infectious  waste  is  not  a  normal  school  activity, 
and  the  quantity  of  potentially  infectious  material  generated  is  insignifi- 
cant. 


Hazardous  Waste 

Hazardous  wastes  are  materials  that  are  easily  combustible  or 
flammable,  corrosive,  chemically  unstable  and  reactive,  and  toxic. 
Examples  of  hazardous  material  that  may  be  found  at  schools  include 
solvents,  mineraL  spirits,  acids,  strong  alkaline  solutions,  bleaches, 
many  chemicals,  paints,  greases  and  pesticides.  The  onsite  storage  and 
handling  of  hazardous  material  are  the  jurisdiction  of  the  MDLI;  the 
disposal  of  these  materials  as  hazardous  waste  is  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
MDHES.  Referral  information  on  the  proper  storage,  handling  and 
disposal  of  hazardous  material  is  in  the  guidance  packet.

RESOURCE  MATERIALS  REVIEW 

Each  issue  of  the  Communique'  includes  a  section  on  resource 
materials  that  have  been  reviewed  by  a  Montana  educator,  and  will 
contain  a  short  synopsis  on  the  materials.  The  materials  are  valuable  to 
Montana  administrators,  educators  and  school  nurses  for  use  in  HIV/ 
AIDS  education  and  in  health  enhancement.  This  issue's  review: 

"OUT  OF  FOCUS:  CHILDREN'S  CONCEPTIONS  OF 
AIDS,"  Larry  K.  Brown,  Lynn  Ann  Reynolds  and  Allan  J.  Brenman, 
Journal  of  Health  Education.  July/August  1 994,  Volume  25,  No.4, 204- 
209. 

Using  focus  groups  (same  sex  groups  of  five  to  seven  students) 
moderated  by  trained  professionals,  the  authors  were  able  to  evaluate  the 
understanding  of  HIV/AIDS  among  a  group  of  fifth-grade  students 
before  any  systematic  HIV  education  occurred.  The  results  indicated 
that  while  all  the  students  had  some  knowledge  of  HIV/AIDS,  their 
conceptions  were  more  naive  than  expected.  The  children  had  several 
misconceptions  about  HIV/ AIDS  which  were  based  on  magical  think- 
ing. Another  surprising  finding  was  the  level  of  anxiety  the  children 
displayed  about  contracting  HIV/ AIDS.  The  authors  concluded  that  the 
level  of  anxiety  may  keep  children  from  being  able  to  properly  assimilate 
knowledge  of  HIV/AIDS.  The  focus  group  allowed  children  freedom  to 
explore  ideas  and  exchange  thoughts;  this  may  be  a  useful  teaching 
method  for  this  and  older  age  groups.  Common  statements  by  children 
about  AIDS  and  about  people  with  AIDS  are  included  in  the  article,  and 
they  offer  insight  into  the  thoughts  of  fifth-grade  children. 

"LESSONS  FROM  CONTROVERSY  IN  APPLYING  UNI- 
VERSAL PRECAUTIONS  FOR  HIV/AIDS,"  Jeffrey  K.  Clark,  Collin 
C.  Schwoyer,  Journal  of  School  Health.  August  1994,  Vol.  64,  No.  6, 
266-267. 

The  school  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  suffered  parental,  public  and 
media  controversy  following  an  incident  in  which  uninformed  parents 
observed  a  teacher  using  universal  precautions  in  dealing  with  a  child  on 
a  field  trip.  The  authors  use  this  incident  to  make  recommendations  to 
schools  so  all  parties  involved  are  informed  and  properly  educated  about 
universal  precautions.  They  list  eleven  steps  to  be  taken  to  ensure 
smooth  implementation  of  policies  to  protect  students  and  staff,  and  to 
properly  train  all  school  personnel  in  the  use  of  universal  precautions. 

HEALTH  ENHANCEMENT  MASTER  TEACHER 
PROGRAM 

Nineteen  Montana  teachers  received  training  during  a  two-week 
summer  session  ( 1 994)  to  become  "Health  Enhancement  Master  Teach- 
ers." The  training  was  provided  by  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences 
and  the  Health  and  Human  Development  Department  at  Montana  State 
University.  The  program  focused  on  the  elementary  level. 

Participants  will  act  as  resources  for  their  school  districts  in  the 
development  of  health  enhancement  programs.  During  the  summer 
session,  the  educators  received  training  on  curriculum  development, 
student  assessment,  program  evaluation,  integration  of  program  compo- 
nents, and  specific  information  in  the  content  areas  of  health  enhance- 
ment. The  health  enhancement  master  teachers  are:  Linda  Colton, 
Denton;  Betsy  Spivey,  Fair-Mont-Egan  School;  Patti  Miller,  Laurel;

STATISTICAL  BRIEFS 

From  U.S.  Surgeon  General  M.  Joycelyn  Elders,  M.D.,  in  an 
editorial  appearing  in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association: 

•Injury  and  violence  account  for  three  of  four  adolescent  deaths. 

•Homicide  is  the  second  leading  cause  of  adolescent  deaths,  with 
a  186  percent  increase  among  15  to  24  year  olds  from  1960  to  1989. 

•Suicide  is  the  third  leading  cause  of  adolescent  deaths  with  a  156 


percent  increase  among  15  to  24  year  olds  from  1960  to  1989. 

•Infection  with  HIV  is  the  sixth  leading  cause  of  death  among  15 
to  24  year  olds. 

•About  Iinl015tol9  year  old  girls  get  pregnant  each  year. 

•Adolescents  are  more  likely  to  be  sexually,  physically  and  emo- 
tionally abused  than  any  other  age  group  of  children. 

•The  World  Health  Organization  estimates  that  more  than  3  million 
people  worldwide  have  developed  AIDS  and  that  more  than  14  million 
people  have  been  infected  with  HIV,  the  virus  that  causes  AIDS.

A  Location  Public  Hearing  will  be  held  in  the  City-County  Building,  Commission  Room  #330 
in  Helena,  Montana  on  Wednesday,  May  27,  1981  at  7:30  P.M.  Highway  personnel,  the 
Consultants  and  displays  will  be  available  for  informal  discussion  in  the  afternoon, 
from  1:00  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M. 

The  proposal  is  for  the  proposed  extension  of  Cruse  Ave.  from  6th  Ave.  E.,  northerly 
to  11th  Ave.  or  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  in  the  vicinity  of  Helena  Ave.  Also  the 
extension  of  Last  Chance  Gulch  or  Main  St.,  northerly  to  Montana  Ave.  will  be  discussed. 

The  work  would  provide  a  2 -way,  2  lane  roadway  with  parking  from  6th  Ave.  E.  to 
llth/Neil  Ave.  From  Neil  Ave.  northerly  to  Lyndale,  the  project  would  provide  a  2 -way, 
2  lane  roadway,  with  2  parking  lanes  and  a  10'  painted  median.  From  Lyndale  to 
Montana  Ave.  the  roadway  would  be  4  lane  with  a  14'  median  at  Lyndale  and  from 
Chestnut  northeasterly  to  the  end.  All  sections  would  have  curbs,  gutters  and 
sidewalks  on  each  side.  Some  new  right-of-way  would  be  required. 

A  copy  of  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement  on  environmental  considerations, 
along  with  maps,  drawings,  and  other  pertinent  information  relating  to  this  project 
will  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  copying  at  the  Department  of  Highway 
Offices  in  Butte  and  Helena,  Montana.  The  tentative  schedule  for  right-of-way 
acquisition  and  construction,  as  well  as  relocation  assistance  will  be  discussed. 

INVITATION  IS  IEREBY  EXTENDED  TO  ALL  INTERESTED  PERSONS  to  attend  said  Hearing,  and 

if  they  so  desire,  to  submit  written  briefs  or  verbal  arguments  either  for  or 

against  the  project.  Written  statements  will  also  be  accepted  for  ten  (10)  days 

following  the  Hearing  by  the  Department  of  Highways  in  Helena,  Montana.

The  following  is  a  transcript  of  a  Highway  Department  Public  Hearing  held  in 
City-County  Building  Commission  Room  in  Helena,  Montana  on  Wednesday,  May  27, 
1981  at  7:30  P.M.  relating  to  the  proposed  location  features  of  a  highway 
construction  project  on  1.5  miles  of  urban  streets,  beginning  at  Cruse  and  6th 
Avenue  and  extending  northerly  across  Lawerence  and  11th  Avenue  to  the  Neil 
Avenue,  Helena  Avenue,  Last  Chance  Gulch  intersection  hence  on  Last  Chance 
Gulch  to  Lyndale  continuing  northerly  on  North  Main  across  the  BN  tracks,  then 
north  easterly  to  Montana  Avenue. 

The  Project  will  consist  of  some  two-lane  and  four-lane,  with  parking,  turn 
bays,  new  or  widened  structures  over  the  railroad,  and  traffic  control  devices 
as  needed.

TRANSCRIPT 

D.  BARTSCH:    Good  evening  and  welcome  to  our  Location  Hearing  on  the  Cruse 
Avenue  project.   As  many  of  you  know,  we  have  had  two  informal 
informational  meetings,  at  which  time  we  took  the  input  of 
those  that  attended  and  submitted  statements  and  incorporated 
it  into  our  review  of  the  project.  We  have  made  a  couple  of 
changes  from  the  main  alternates  that  were  being  considered  at 
those  meetings. 

Tonight  is  the  formal  Location  Hearing.  A  quick  background  of 
what  will  happen  later,  after  this  Hearing,  hopefully  an  alter- 
nate will  be  chosen,  the  location  will  be  approved  and  then 
they  will  begin  the  design  of  the  project.  At  a  later  date,  I 
can't  tell  you  when,  may  be  as  much  as  a  year  from  now  or  at 
least  several  months  from  now,  we  will  have  another  formal 
Public  Hearing  to  discuss  the  design  features  of  whatever 
alternate  is  chosen.   That  is  kind  of  where  we  are  at  in  the 
planning  process  this  evening. 

Before  I  fill  you  in  on  some  of  the  things  that  we  will  be 
doing,  I  had  better  introduce  a  few  people  that  will  be  involved 
in  either  the  presentation  or  in  discussion  afterwards.   First 
of  all,  Gordon  Larson  over  here  is  the  Manager  of  the  Consultant 
Design  Unit  for  the  Highway  Department,  his  office  is  here  in 
Helena.  This  is  a  consultant  design  project  so  he  works  closely 
with  them  in  making  sure  the  design  fits  the  requirements  and 
needs  of  the  Highway.   Joe  Micheletti  next  to  him  is  the  Super- 
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visor  of  the  Right-of-Way  Section  out  of  Butte,  we  are  in  the 
Butte  division  of  the  Highway  Department  and  his  people  will  be 
responsible  for  the  purchasing  of  the  right-of-way.   Bill 
Stephenson  next  to  him  is  my  assistant  and  helps  me  run  the 
Public  Hearings.   The  consultant  firm  is  Koehnlein,  Lightowler 
and  Johnson  out  of  Great  Falls  and  John  Kelly  is  the  Project 
Engineer  on  this  project.   Clete  Dailey  is  serving  as  his 
Traffic  Engineer  and  working  on  the  project  with  him. 

As  you  all  probably  know,  it  is  an  urban  funded  job,  urban 
funds  that  have  been  coming  into  the  financial  districts  each 
year,  some  of  those  funds  for  the  Helena  area  have  been  accumu- 
lated and  aiming  toward  this  project,  and  that  fund  still  is 
split  with  22%  State  funds  to  match  the  78%  Federal  funds, 
which  will  total  the  amount  of  money  toward  buying  the  right- 
of-way  and  building  the  project. 

Excuse  me,  I  neglected  to  introduce  another  person  who  is  going 
to  be  involved  in  giving  a  short  presentation,  Russ  Ritter  up 
here  in  front  is  the  Chairman  of  the  TCC  Committee,  the  local 
planning  organization.   At  this  time  I  will  ask  Russ  to  give  us 
a  little  run  down  of  the  history  of  the  job  and  where  it  is  on 
the  priority,  and  a  couple  of  points  like  that,  Russ? 
Thank  you  Dan.   The  Helena  City  Commission  has  authorized  this 
as  the  top  priority  for  the  use  of  the  funds  as  has  been  de- 
scribed by  Mr.  Bartsch.   The  TCC  is  an  organization  made  up  of 
two  members  of  the  Helena  City  Commission,  Mayor  Brown  and 
myself,  also  two  County  Commissioners,  Commissioner  Wilkinson 
and  Commissioner  Decker  and  also  a  third  person  from  the  Highway 
Department,  Mr.  Jack  Beckert.   That  organization  also  is  indi- 
cating that  the  top  priority  for  the  use  of  these  funds  would 
be  m  the  extension  of  Cruse  Drive,  that  is  the  avenue  that  has 
already  been  started  and  its'  continuation  to  completion  using 
the  funding  that  now  exists  and  future  funding  as  will  be  some 
day  determined.   So,  that  is  really  the  position  of  those  two 
organizations,  the  Helena  City  Commission  and  the  TCC,  both  of 
which  have  indicated  this  as  our  top  priority  for  downtown 
Helena . 


D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you  Russ.   I  started  to  mention  Federal  funding  and  the 
reason  was  to  introduce  Ollie  Ollila,  who  is  from  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration  office  here  in  Helena.   He  is  their 
Environmental  Engineer  and  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  approval 
of  those  funds  when  they  do  come  up  for  spending. 

I  think  many  of  you  were  at  the  last  informational  meeting  but 
I'll  review  our  situation  briefly.   One  of  the  things  that  we 
are  trying  to  do  is  cover  the  environmental  studies  and  the 
study  process  that  goes  into  a  Highway  project,  to  include  the 
entire  length  as  we  show  it  up  here  on  the  display  board.   It 
begins  from  6th  Avenue  here  at  Cruse,  down  to  Last  Chance  Gulch 
at  this  point.   Then  the  Last  Chance  Gulch  section  goes  northerly 
until  it  becomes  Main  Street,  past  the  park  and  all  the  way  out 
to  where  it  connects  to  Montana  Street.   This,  of  course, 
doesn't  mean  that  it  is  all  going  to  be  built  at  once  or  anything 


like  that,  but  we  do  want  to  try  to  fulfill  all  the  study 
requirements  for  that  entire  length  of  the  project,  so  it  is  a 
little  bit  longer  than  most  of  our  urban  projects. 

Of  course,  as  you  know  the  urban  projects  are  a  little  more 
involved  than  a  secondary  road  or  a  country  project  and  for 
that  reason,  plus  the  fact,  in  the  Cruse  area,  we  have  four  or 
five  alternates  to  consider,  we  felt  that  it  would  be  also 
easier  to  do  the  same  thing  we  did  at  the  informational  meetings 
and  that  is,  I'll  have  John  go  over  the  engineering  section  of 
the  Last  Chance-Main  Street  section  out  to  Montana.   Now,  one 
of  the  reasons  for  that  is,  we  are  basically  are  following 
right  along  the  present  road,  we  don't  have  any  other  alternates 
that  we  could  consider  as  viable  and  possibly  questions  and 
discussion  should  probably  not  be  too  great  on  that  section. 
So,  we  will  restrict  our  discussion  section  to  that  portion  of 
the  project  first.   Then  John  will  go  over  the  four  alternates 
so  they  will  be  fresh  and  you  can     hopefully  see  the  compar- 
isons of  them  and  how  they  will  work.   Then  we  will  get  into 
the  discussion  and  the  review  of  those,  and  hopefully  so  that 
we  can  determine  a  consensus  of  preference  to  one  of  the  alter- 
nates, at  least  more  for  one  than  an  other  and  help  us  in 
making  that  final  decision. 

I  think  I  will  have  Joe  Micheletti  go  over  the  right-of-way 
first.   Because  it  is  a  location  hearing  he  doesn't  have  any 
specific  right-of-way  limits  and  we  can't  very  well  talk  about 
the  specific  requirements  from  the  private  properties  or  even 
in  very  much  detail  how  the  project  will  affect  some  of  the 
adjacent  properties.  He  can   go  over  the  general  procedure  for 
purchasing  right-of-way  and  that  will  apply  to  the  entire  job. 
Then  I  will  have  John  go  over  the  engineering  after  that  on  a 
two-step  basis.   So,  Joe  why  don't  you  do  that  and  then  you 
will  be  through? 

J.  MICHELETTI:  Thank  you  Dan.   I  have  one  of  my  Right-of-Way  Agents  with  me 
tonight,  Ray  Bozman,  who  has  been  passing  out  the  literature. 
Ray  is  our  relocation  specialist.   At  the  end  of  my  presentation 
I  will  remind  you,  we  do  have  available  this  relocation  pamphlet 
here  for  anybody  who  is  interested  and  would  have  any  questions. 
Ray  or  I  will  be  available  after  the  meeting.   To  basically 
cover  the  right-of-way  acquisition  for  the  project  let  me 
briefly  go  through  this.   On  the  Cruse  Avenue  job  beginning 
here,  extending  down  to  here  on  all  four  Alternates,  you  can 
see  that  we  will  have  some  right-of-way  acquisition.   Generally 
speaking,  from  the  Armory   to  about  Chestnut  Street  on  the 
North  Main  section,  there  will  be  a  slight  amount  of  right-of-way 
required  on  the  west  side  of  this  street  that  would  affect  some 
private  ownerships.   Right  through  the  area  of  the  Memorial 
Park,  we  will  have  a  small  amount  of  new  R/W. 

Now,  in  the  handouts  that  were  given  to  you,  there  is  a  pamphlet 
that  does  cover  several  of  the  general  questions  that  you  may 
have  concerning  right-of-way  acquisition.   The  important  thing 
to  remember  is  that  you  will  be  contacted  by  an  appraiser  to 


discuss  your  property  and  how  it  relates  to  the  project.   At 
that  particular  time  it  is  to  your  best  interest  that  you  spend 
some  time  with  him  so  that  you  completely  understand  the  project 
and  explain  the  problems  that  you  foresee  with  the  right-of-way 
that  has  to  be  purchased.   Following  the  appraisal  of  the 
property  and  a  review  by  a  review  appraiser,  you  will  be  contacted 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  required  area.  Hopefully  the  problems 
will  be  all  resolved  and  a  settlement  is  reached.  In  the  event 
that  we  can  not  come  to  an  agreement,  the  condemnation  or 
eminent  domain  process  takes  over  and  the  settlement  is  determined 
through  the  Legal  Department. 

Now,  in  addition  to  the  acquisition,  the  Department  of  Highways 
does  have  a  relocation  program  to  assist  those  displacees  that 
are  residents  and/or  businesses  are  tenants  along  the  project. 
The  relocation  program  comes  in  many  forms  and  is  eligible  to 
any  displacee  regardless  of  his  color,  religion,  sex  or  national 
origin.   The  relocation  that  is  available  includes  supplemental 
housing,  and  rental  payments,  increased  interest  payments, 
moving  costs  for  personal  property,  incidental  expenses  required 
to  replace  your  dwelling  or  your  business,  financial  information, 
housing  and  rental  listings  that  help  to  find  replacement 
housing.   The  pamphlet  that  I  showed  you  before  I  started 
talking  has  an  in-depth  dissertation  as  to  the  relocation  and 
what  is  available  to  you.  We  will  make  that  available  to  anybody 
who  has  not  seen  one  or  would  like 

one  following  the  meeting.  Now,  in  the  event  that  you  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  relocation  offer,  you  do  have  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Director  of  Highways. 

Getting  back  to  the  particular,  call  it  three  different  projects, 
first  the  Cruse  project.   At  this  particular  time  we  anticipate 
that  it  will  involve  the  displacement  of  17  businesses,  three 
family  residences  and  twenty  rental  tenants,   this  is  for 
alternate  number  one.   We  don't  have  the  display  for  alternate 
two,  three  or  four  up,  but  I  will  give  you  the  figures  as  the 
number  of  displacees.   For  number  two,  twenty  businesses,  two 
families  and  no  individual  tenants.   For  alternate  number 
three,  we  anticipate  fifteen  businesses,  one  family  and  twenty 
individual  tenants.   Alternate  number  four  involves  ten  busi- 
nesses, and  three  families  and  no  individual  tenants. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  done  a  limited  study  and  we  have 
found  that  there  are  sufficient  numbers  of  decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  dwellings  available  on  the  market  within  the  financial 
means  of  those  persons  that  would  be  displaced  by  the  proposed 
project.   We  will  not  authorize  the  construction  of  the  project 
or  any  portions  of  the  proposed  projects  until  the  relocation 
of  the  individuals  affected  has  been  completed.   Tentatively,  for  the 
Cruse  Avenue  Section  now,  the  scheduled  letting  date  is  in 
April  of  1984.   Not  having  the  benefits  of  a  crystal  ball,  I 
can  only  anticipate  at  that  time,  the  number  of  residental 
and/or  business  places  will  be  likewise  available.   We  antici- 
pate that  our  relocation  will  be  completed  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  letting  of  the  project.

D.  BARTSCH: 


J.  KELLY: 


I  have  introduced  Ray  Bozman,  who  is  my  Relocation  Agent  out  of 
Butte  and  he  will  be  handling  the  relocation.   Remember  if 
anybody  has  any  questions  about  relocation  please,  following 
the  meeting,  ask  for  the  booklet  on  relocation,  we  will  be 
happy  to  discuss  any  other  questions  that  you  do  have.  Dan. 

Thank  you  Joe.   As  I  said  before  we  don't  have  the  real  detailed 
right-of-way  widths,  so  exacting  questions  on  right-of-way  and 
relocation  will  have  to  be  deferred  as  we  don't  have  exact 
answers  for  you  at  least  tonight.   John,  do  you  want  to  go  over 
the  engineering  of  the  north  end  of  the  project  first  and  then 
we  will  get  into  discussion  on  that? 

Thank  you  Mr.  Bartsch.   My  presentation  will  begin  at  Neill 
Avenue  and  proceed  north.   The  Highway  designation  on  the 
particular  project  is  called  M-5807  (1),  When  we  get  to  Lyndale 
then  it  becomes  M-5807  (2).  This  first  section  is  approximately 
forty-five  hundreds  of  a  mile;  from  Lyndale  to  Montana-Cedar  is 
eighty-two  hundreds  of  a  mile.   The  principal  improvement 
between  Neill  and  Lyndale  is  to  develop  a  typical  section  that 
will  handle  the  year  2000  traffic.  The  proposal  is  to  construct 
the  improvement  within  the  existing  seventy  foot  right-of-way, 
that  will  be  two  eight  foot  sidewalks,  one  on  either  side,  two 
ten  foot  parking  lanes,  two  twelve  foot  driving  lanes  and  a  ten 
foot  painted  median.   The  purpose  of  the  median  is  to  develop 
left-turn  bays  at  the  designated  intersections.   The  median  is 
proposed  to  be  painted. 

The  capacity  at  the  year  2000,  we  anticipate  that  this  section 
will  not  be  able  to  carry  traffic  much  beyond  the  year  2000  , 
but  this  width  could  be  maintained  along  with  the  ten  foot 
painted  median,  then  restripe  it,  probably  reversing  the  twelve 
foot  driving  lane  next  to  the  curb  and  make  a  ten  foot  driving 
lane  next  to  the  painted  median.   This  would  convert  into  a 
four-lane  roadway  by  removing  the  parking. 

The  anticipated  full  construction  project  of  removing  the 
existing  pavement  section  and  replacing  it  with  a  new  parabolic 
crown  section  would  be  approximately  $385,000.   We  did  propose 
in  the  draft  E.I.S.  a  minimum  improvement  alternate.   The  State 
could  paint  the  existing  overlay  that  the  Highway  put  in  there 
last  year,  and  we  could  construct  curb  and  gutter  where  we 
have,  drive-over  curb  and  gutter,  none  exists  at  this  particular 
time,  and  redo  the  faulty  sidewalks,  if  and  where  they  exist, 
for  roughly  about  $65,000,  I  believe.   So,  that  is  the  proposed 
improvements  on  this  program,  between  Neill  and  Lyndale. 

Between  Lyndale  and  Montana  Avenue,  the  traffic  count  jumped 
quite  high,  the  existing  two-lane  roadway  is  not  satisfactory 
to  handle  the  projected  traffic  we  are  looking  at  in  the  year 
2000,  about  18,000  cars.   So,  we  propose  to  build  a  four  lane, 
with  median  at  Lyndale  Avenue  and  medians  beginning  at  Chestnut 
Street  to  Montana  Avenue.   The  medians  are  to  provide   left-turn 
bays  onto  Lyndale  Avenue,  and  the  cross  streets  north  of  the 
tracks.   We  propose  to  have  curb  and  gutter  and  sidewalks  the 
entire  length  on  the  project. 


There  is  existing  seventy  foot  right-of-way  at  the  present  time 
between  Lyndale  and  approximately  Chestnut  Street,  from  Chestnut 
Street  to  Montana  Avenue  the  existing  right-of-way  is  hundred 
feet.   We  anticipate  needing  some  new  right-of-way  at  the 
National  Guard  Armory,  about  eight  to  ten  feet  on    the  east 
next  to  Lyndale,  about  eight  to  ten  feet.   When  we  enter 
Bausch  Park  and  Memorial  Park  we  would  go  to  a  no  median  concept 
with  only  restricting  left  turns  at  the  entrance  by  the  stone 
cul-de-sac  into  Bausch  Park  and  we  would  move  the  entrance  to 
Memorial  Park  opposite  the  Bausch  Park  entrance.  We  would  also 
propose  to  deflect  the  roadway,  as  shown  on  this  particular 
display  and  the  E.I.S.,  to  the  west.   The  purpose  of  that  would 
be  to  maintain 

traffic  on  the  bridges  during  construction,  build  the  bridges 
in  stage.   The  west  half  would  be  built  first,  when  it  could 
accomodate  traffic  then  the  east  half  would  be  built,  so  we 
would  maintain  traffic  through  the  corridor  during  construction. 
We  would  also  propose  to  move  the  sidewalks  away  from  the 
pavement  into  the  park  area  so  we  would  diminish  the  conflict 
between  pedestrian  and  vehicles.   This  could  be  a  bicycle/jogging 
path  of  some  type  that  would  be  away  from  the  traffic.   Due  to 
the  fact  that  we  are  proposing  to  raise  the  grade  at  the  B.N. 
spur  by  4.2  feet  to  maintain  the  clearance  requirement  over  the 
Burlington  Northern  Railroad,  that  would  necessitate  closing 
the  access  near  the  pool  on  the  south  end  of  what  we  call  the 
spur  bridge.   We  would  also  construct  a  pedestrian  underpass 
under  the  bridge  so  we  would  have  a   link  between  the  two 
parks.   We  would  also  propose  to  construct  a  new  access  up  to 
the  bridge  for  pedestrian  crossing  on  both  sides  of  the  bridge. 
The  new  bridge  would  be  considerable  longer  than  the  existing 
bridge  as  we  offset  it  to  the  west. 

The  clearance  requirement  on  the  B.N.  mainline  is  not  the  same 
because  the  existing  clearance,  at  this  particular  time  is  a 
little  over  twenty-two  feet.  We  need  twenty- three  and  a  half 
and  due  to  the  thickness  of  the  new  superstructure,  it  will  be 
about  a  1.75,  or  one  foot  nine  inch  increase  in  the  height  of 
this  particular  bridge.  We  would  maintain  the  same  grade  and 
we  would  meet  the  existing  grade  after  the  two-foot  rise, 
approximately  at  Chestnut  Street. 

The  access  control,  we  would  recommend  that  the  National  Guard 
be  restricted  to  right  turn  only,  Memorial  Drive  would  be  right 
turn  only.   We  would  close  the  access  near  the  pool  at  the 
south  end   of  the  B.N.  spur  bridge,  we  would  restrict  Montana 
Power  building  to  two  access  roads  because  we  have  no  median 
control  in  here.   We  would  move  the  existing  access  that  goes 
to  the  land  to  the  west,  opposite  one  of  the  approaches  into 
Mont.  Power  ,  that  would  eliminate  this  staggered  type  left  turn 
conditions.   As  we  get  to  Chestnut  Street,  turning  toward 
Montana  Avenue,  we  would  recommend  a  right  turn  only  situation 
at  Chestnut  to  the  west,  we  would  recommend  closing  Chestnut 
Street  to  the  east.   I  believe  the  alley  between  Columbia  and 
National  is  still  dedicated  which  has  never  been  built,  but  we 
would  recommend  that  it  be  officially  closed.   I  believe  the 


alley  is  officially  open  between  National  and  Dodge  to  the 
south,  we  would  recommend  that  be  closed.  We  would  recommend 
that  Poplar  Street  be  closed  to  the  east  and  west,  and  we  would 
recommend  also  that  Aspen  Street  be  closed  to  the  east.   Right 
now  it  has  never  been  developed  or  constructed  any  further  than 
National.   Then  the  project  would  end  at  Montana. 

For  drainage  control  we  would  only  use  the  existing  storm 
sewers  systems  that  are  along  between  Neill  and  Lyndale.   We 
would  propose  to  build  a  storm  sewer  that  would  connect  to  the 
City  system  that  would  collect  the  rain  or  the  runoff  in  this 
area  because  you  would  have  more  concentration  of  runoff  because 
of  the  curb  section.   We  would  also  propose  to  run  a  conduit 
from  the  end  of  the  north  bridge  up  to  the  existing  City  system 
to  collect  the  runoff  that  we  would  have  in  this  area.   The 
existing  runoff  would  follow  the  same  drainage  patterns  from 
Chestnut  to  Montana  that  you  have  at  the  present  time.   Now, 
that  was  a  hurried  up  thumbnail  sketch  of  those  two  projects, 
now,  Dan  is  that  correct  we  open  up  for  questions? 

D.  BARTSCH:    The  last  couple  of  Hearings  I  have  had  a  couple  of  problems  on 
a  longer  Hearing  where  people  have  got  either  their  questions 
answered  or  got  disgusted  waiting,  and  left.   So,  I  will  quickly 
fill  you  in  on  how  we  will  run  the  meeting  and  what  will  happen 
right  after  the  meeting.  As  you  probably  know  we  are  recording 
all  of  the  statements,  we  will  prepare  a  formal  transcript, 
submit  that  transcript  to  all  the  authorities  for 
review  and  also  make  the  transcript  available  to  anyone  who 
speaks  at  the  Hearing  and  anyone  else  who  wishes  one.   So,  for 
that  reason  Bill  set  out  a  couple  of  sign-up  sheets  over  on  one 
of  these  tables  behind  the  display  boards.   One  says  "Speakers 
Sign  Here"  and  the  other  one  says  "Request  for  Transcript, 
Non-Speakers",  put  their  name  on  the  other  one.   If  you  want  to 
leave  but  you  want  a  transcript  make  sure  you  put  your  name  in 
there  so  I  can  get  you  on  the  list.   I  have  a  couple  of  micro- 
phones here  and  if  somebody  has  a  comment  will  you  please  pass 
them  back  and  forth,  that  will  help.   John,  what  did  you  want 
to  say? 

J.  KELLY:      Three  things,  I  had  a  little  time  here  to  think  and  three  major 
points  that  I  didn't  bring  out  that  I  really  feel  are  a  must. 
The  Montana  National  Guard  was  designated  as  an   eligible 
structure  to  be  listed  in  the  National  Register.   It  is  based 
on  architectural  treatment,  so  we  will  add  it  to  the  draft 
E.I.S.  and  the  final  E.I.S.   We  will  have  to  address  the  impact 
of  taking  about  eight  feet  of  right-of-way  and  moving  the 
sidewalk  and  disrupting  the  boulevard. 

The  raising  of  the  grade  of  four  feet  at  this  point  and  two 
feet  at  this  particular  point  is  based  on  construction  of  a 
brand  new  four-lane  structure  and  as  you  know,  I  think  in  the 
E.I.S.,  from  Lyndale  to  Montana-Cedar,  the  cost  is  about  3.1 
million  dollars.   There  is  a  chance,  and  the  Montana  State 
Highway  is  investigating  at  this  time,  so  I  can't  give  you  any 
positive  answer,  but  we  are  hoping  to  putting  an,  "add  two-lane"

bridge  in.   That  is,  if  the  existing  bridges  are  structurally 
sound  enough  that  they  can  be  refurbished  to  carry  the  projected 
traffic  and  they  are  structurally  sound  enough  to  meet  the 
present  loading  requirements,  we  can  maintain  the  same  clearance. 
So,  if  this  is  clear,  this  will  not  be  a  four-foot  rise  but  it 
will  be  just  match  the  grade  of  the  existing  road  and  the  same 
thing  is  true  on  the  Burlington  Northern  mainline.   If  that  is 
true,  the  cost  would  be  reduced  substantially  to  somewhere 
about  2.2  million  because  the  structures  then  would  be  narrowed 
to  be  comparable  to  the  existing  structures.   I  wanted  to  draw 
that  and  the  prices  to  your  attention,  which  I  didn't  mention. 

Yes,  I  forgot  that  came  up  fairly  recently,  that  there  is  a 
change,  we  could  use  the  same  superstructure  underneath  there 
and  save  some  money.   So,  let's  restrict  our  discussion  in  this 
area  and  hopefully  answer  the  questions  or  get  your  comments. 
We  may  not  be  able  to  answer  all  the  questions  but  if  we  get 
your  comments,  your  input,  your  thoughts  about  it,  we  can 
review  them       and  pass  them   to  the  powers  that  have  to 
review  them  and  make  a  decision.   At  this  time,  does  anybody 
have  some  questions  that  they  would  like  to  get  clarified?  A 
gentleman  over  here,  yes  sir? 

My  name  is  Del  Sharbono  and  I  have  some  comments.   First  of 
all,  I  want  to  go  on  record  as  opposing  this  in  it's  present 
plan  and  I  want  to  make  it  clear  that  it  is,  it's  present  plan. 
You  stated  here,  that  there  will  be  no  right  turn.   I'm  situated 
right  here. 

Okay,  that  is  the  property  bounded  on  the  north  by  Chestnut  and 
of  course,  along  the  project. 

That  is  right.   You  are  saying  that  there  is  going  to  be  a 
divider  inbetween  there  so  I  can  no  longer  come  out  but  must 
make  only  a  right  turn?  That  presents  a  problem  to  me  because 
of  all  the  construction  trucks  and  stuff  that  we  have.  We  have 
to  come  back  through  the  residential  section  someplace  to  get 
out  of  there.   I  don't  know  exactly 

where  it  is  and  it  also  presents  a  problem  for  customers  to  try 
to  get  in.   So,  I  am  opposed  to  that  starting  there.   Then  you 

say  in  your  letter  to well,  you  have  clarified  that  one. 

I  had  that  4.2'  but  that  is  on  the  other  bridge.   That  approach 
coming  up  out  of  my  place  right  now  is  steep,  another  two  feet 
is  going  to  present  a  problem  getting  out  of  there,  it  becomes 
a  problem  in  the  wintertime. 

I  would  like  to  clarify  one  thing  just  a  little  bit,  it  shouldn't 
be  a  rise  of  two  feet  at  this  point. . . . 

At  that  point,  it  will  be  steeper  getting  up  on  it. 

At  your  approach,  it  will  be  a  rise  of  something  less  than  two 
feet 


D.  SHARBONO: 


You  have  noticed,  I  am  sure  that  everybody's  noticed,  in  the 
wintertime  cars  spin  out  on  right  now,  when  they  are  lined  up 
way  back.   It  will  become  steeper. 
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The  road  up  this  other  way  is  seventy  feet,  but  when  it  gets  up 
here,  what  I  am  really  opposed  to  is  when  it  gets  right  here 
you  make  a  jog,  as  you  refer  to  it.   I  have  it  all  clipped  in 
the  book,  you  refer  to  at  least  four  times,  moving  to  avoid 
taking  the  lawn  out  of  Montana  Power,  destroying  the  aesthetic 
value.   You  mention  nothing  about  me  and  I  don't  even  get 
honorable  mention  in  that  book.   I  never  even  got  a  book  sent 
to  me. 

I  already  went  out  here  and  measured  it  out  and  if  you  take  all 
of  that  right-of-way  off  of  my  side,  you  are  going  to  be  about 
twenty-five  feet  from  the  glass.   Now,  I  put  a  bunch  of  bucks 
in  that  building  for  the  aesthetic  value  also  and  I  am  going  to 
lose.   We  worked  it  out  today  and  I  am  going  to  lose  all  of  my 
parking  except  seven  spaces.   So  while  everybody's  worried 
about  Montana  Power  Company's  lawn  you  are  going  to  put  me  out 
of  business  and  I  have  a  lot  of  bucks  in  there.   Besides,  I 
intended  to  build  down  here  and  it  is  not  something  that  I 
dreamed  up  since  this  report  came  out.   I  think  if  the  City 
will  look  back  on  their  plans,  when  I  built  this  office  two 
years  ago,  that  was  proposed  in  there.  So  it  is  not  something 
that  I  am  just  coming  up  with  now,  the  plans  are  drawn.   We 
would  have  been  building  on  it  this  spring  except  for  the 
economy,  but  that  has  been  a  good  location  and  there  is  a  lot 
of  people  who  want  to  rent  it,  it  has  been  a  good  spot  so  I 
thought  as  long  as  it  was,  I  would  just  as  well  move  on  down 
and  come  some  more. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Just  to  clarify  one  thing  on  my  transcript,  just  a  little  bit 
earlier,  your  reference  to  the  approach  was  on  the  southerly 
end  of  the  first  structures? 

D.  SHARBONO:   Sure,  you  are  moving  across  and  you  also  relate  to  that  structure. 
You  also  mention  at  least  four  times  in  there  that  you  are 
concerned  with  taking  Montana  Power  Company's  lawn  out  and  what 
they  have  to  contribute  to  the  community.   Well,  now  just  for  a 
matter  of  record,  last  year  we  employed,  and  this  can  be  verified 
by  the  union,  we  employed  105  carpenters  last  summer,  not 
counting  the  laborers.   So,  I  think  we  are  substantial  in  the 
area  also,  to  not  even  get  mentioned  in  it.   And,  it  looks  to 
me  like,  and  I  am  not  upset  about  not  being  mentioned,  I  am 
upset  about  not  being  in  business  when  you  get  done.   That  is 
what  it  looks  to  me  like  you  are  going  to  do. 

Let's  see  what  else  I  have  here,  one  of  the  things  that  you 
refer  to  also  in  your  book  here,  that  everything  that  is  done 
here  is  supposed  to  be  for  the  good  of  the  public  and  the  least 
private  harm.  I  find  it  a  little  bit  difficult,  when  I  drive  up 
this  road  right  now  and  look,  this  road  when  it  gets  right 
here,  it  already  starts  bending  to  the  west.   All  you  have  to 
do  is  straighten  it  out  and  the  other  road  automatically  becomes 
on  the  east  and  takes  the  curve  out.   It  looks  to  me  like,  that 
if  you  are  going  to  do  it  for  the  good  of  the  public... I'd  had 
three  cars  come  right  across,  through  that  fence,  wipe  out 
outfits,  knock  axles  out  from  under  air  compressors  and  do 
everything  else  on  that  corner  right  now.   I  am  sure  that  the 
super  would  be  changed  on  it,  but  if  you

drive  down  here  and  take  a  look,  that  road  already  goes  west 
and  so  it  looks  to  me  like  the  logical  way  is  to  straighten  it 
out  and  come  on  the  east  with  that  bridge,  except  for  the  major 
problem  there  which  is  Montana  Power. 

You  are  referring  to  what  we  call  the  second  structure? 

The  second  structure,  when  you  look  across  there,  when  you  come 
across  you  can  even  see  it  here,  the  road  starts  bending  to  the 
west,  all  it  has  to  do  is  come  straight  and  that  bridge  becomes 
on  the  east  and  it  is  no  longer  on  the  west,  and  that  is  the 
logical  place  to  put  it.   I  am  not  opposed  to  widening  the 
street.   I  am  opposed  to  you  taking  it  all  away  from  me  and 
putting  me  out  of  business  when  you  are  worrying  about  somebody 
elses  grass. 

The  mainline,  okay.   I  want  to  identify  the  references  so  that 
in  our  transcript  will  make  sense. 

I  have  it  all  in  a  written  letter,  I  have  about  a  three  page 
letter  that  I  am  going  to  give  you,  which  you  can  have.   I  want 
it  to  be  on  record  I  .had  a  little  more  time  to  put  into  that 
than  I  do  here.   I  get  ahead  of  myself  in  my  talking.   I  guess 
I  will  quit  with  that. 

Thank  you,  and  as  I  mentioned,  your  testimony  brings  up  items 
that  we  can't  directly  answer,  yes,  we  can  do  this  or  no  we 
can' t.

I  just  want  it  to  be  on  record  because  I  have  them  all  clipped 
in  here  and  every  one  of  those  refers  to  what  you  are  going  to 
do  to  Montana  Power. 

Okay,  thank  you  for  that  input.   I  guess  I  better  mention  too, 
if  anyone  has  written  statements  either  now  or  then  think  of 
things  they  would  want  to  put  in  later  on,  they  can  do  so  by 
sending  them  in  to  me  and  I  will  attach  all  written  comments  to 
the  transcript  and  they  become  part  of  the  testimony  the  same 
as  any  statements  made  here,   please  keep  that  in  mind  too, 
thank  you.  A  gentleman  there? 

You  might  as  well  get  me  out  of  the  way  while  we  are  talking  on 
that  building  because  my  business  is  in  that  building,  I  own  a 
real  estate  company. 

What  was  your  name  please? 

Dick  Larson.   It  is  Realty  World  Four  Seasons. 

And  that  is  in  the  Sharbono  Building? 

It  is  in  the  Sharbono  Building.   We  are  bound  by  a  lease  in 
that  building.   We  employ  nine  people  and  our  projected  gross 
for  the  year  will  be  right  around  $6  million.   We  feel,  for 
several  different  reasons,  it  will  affect  us.   Number  one  and  I 
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think  Del  failed  to  mention  that,  when  you  move  this  street 
this  way  forty-some  feet,  if  you  do,  this  street  is  already 
running  downhill,  you  will  put  a  bank  in  there  that  you  couldn't 
get  in  or  out  of  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  You  will  sit  there 
and  spin  all  day  trying  to  get  up  out  of  there. 

D.  BARTSCH:    This  is  the  approach  into  Chestnut  Street? 

D.  LARSON:     That  is  right.   The  farther  that  way  you  go,  the  steeper  that 
approach  is  going  to  be.   We  market  houses  for  Mr.  Sharbono, 
new  houses.   When  we  get  customers  in  to  our  business,  we  get 
prices  from  him  on  new  structures  through  the  real  estate 
company.   If  there  is  only  seven  parking  spaces  left,  with  the 
customers  that  we  have  in  there  and  also  our  people,  it  will  be 
completely  not  functional  because  we  won't  even  have  a  place  to 
park.   That  means,  we  move  out.   If  we  move  out  of  there  we  are 
in  trouble,  it  is  going  to  cut  our  business  in  half,  and  here 
is  a  letter  from  us. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Fine,  thank  you.   We  knew  we  had  problems  in  that  corner. 

Thank  you  for  putting  them  on  the  record  for  us.  Anybody  else 
have  some  comments  about  this  end  of  the  project.   The  next 
gentleman? 

T.  WESTER:     My  name  is  Tom  Wester,  I  am  here  on  behalf  of  Valley  Development 
this  evening.  We  are  also  located  in  that  building  and  I  don't 
really  want  to  be  redundant  on  the  building,  but  the  biggest 
problem  that  we  do  see  is  the  parking  lot.   I  guess  the  biggest 
question  that  I  have  falls  back  to  my  discussion  with  you 
gentlemen  this  afternoon,  with  respect  to  the  alignment  of  that 
road,  the  offsetting  of  that  road  onto  the  west  side  of  the 
project. 

From  a  practical  standpoint,  if  we  come  down  here  and  take  a 
look  at  this  island  that  is  setting  as  a  portion  of  Memorial 
Park,  that  island  is  totally  analogous,  it  serves  absolutely  no 
purpose  from  a  recreational  standpoint  or  any  other  standpoint, 
other  than  being  somewhat  decorative.   The  logical  thing  to  me 
and  I  am  not  a  Highway  engineer,  but  the  logical  thing  to  me 
would  be  to  encroach  upon  that  island  in  someway  shape  or  form 
so  that  the  100  foot  improvement  that  we  are  talking  about  on 
this  end  could  be  maintained  through  the  entire  project  with 
possible  exceptions  to  the  structures  themselves.  The  projection 
in  the  E.I.S.  state  that  currently  this  area,  in  the  proximinity 
of  the  Armory,  experiences  12,800,  I  believe,  trips  per  day. 
This  area  near  north  Montana  Avenue  experiences  somewhat  less 
than  11,000,  so  we  have  currently  a  15%  differential  in  traffic 
from  one  end  to  the  other  and  we  are  choking  off  the  area  that 
has  the  higher  load. 

It  would  appear  to  me  that  we  would  be  far  better  off  to  explore 
the  idea  of  encroaching  upon  that  parkway  to  increase  the  width 
of  the  improvement  through  that  section.   In  so  doing,  it  would 
facilitate  what  Mr.  Sharbono  just  brought  out,  which  was  moving 
the  bridge  to  the  proper  side  of  the  road  and  in  thus  doing, 
straighten  out  the  entire  project. 
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It  was  explained  to  me  this  afternoon  that  by  moving  the  bridge 
to  the  other  side  of  the  road  we  are  not  increasing  the  radius 
at  the  bend  near  Chestnut.   It's  current  radius  is  8  degrees 
and  it  was  explained  to  me  that  is  going  to  be  maintained,  I 
don't  understand  that  but  I  will  buy  that.   But  it  would  appear 
to  me  if  we  moved  across  the  road  and  I  am  not  a  geometry 
major,  but  it  would  appear  to  me  we  could  probably  decrease 
that. 

The  biggest  problem  that  we  have  at  Valley  Development  falls 
back  on  the  parking  lot,  with  seven  spaces  and  currently  four 
businesses  operating  out  of  there,  seven  spaces  is  about  10% 
enough  to  handle  our  own  employees.   It  doesn't  even  take  into 
accounting  the  customers  and  the  other  problem  of  course,  is 
getting  to  it.   We  have  an  alley  here  which  obviously  is  not 
suitable  to  be  driving.   We  have,  what  I  believe  is  Gold  Street, 
which  is  unimproved  and  unmaintained  so  we  are  really  landlocked, 
it  would  leave  us  in  a  position  where  we  are  an  island  sitting 
out  there  and  unable  to  get  to  and  from.  Mr.  Larson  adequately 
pointed  out  that  increasing  the  width  at  this  point  on  Chestnut 
is  going  to  radically  increase  that  gradient  and  it  is  going  to 
be  almost  impossible  to  get  out  of,  and  in  fact,  in  the  winter 
it  would  be  impossible  to  get  out  of.   I  think  anything  else  I 
could  say  would  be  redundent. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you  and  you  also  have  a  written  statement  that  we  will 

include  in  the  record.   Right  behind  you,  this  gentleman  has 
his  hand  up,  yes  sir? 

E.  KNOX:       My  name  is  Ed  Knox  and  I  own  the  property  just  the  other  side 

of  Del  Sharbono,  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  kind  of  keep  a  count  of 
how  many  cars  we  get  in  our  front  yards.   I  have  a  house  right 
here  and  it  has  a  steel  concrete  reinforced  wall  and  I  think 
since  we  built  that,  we  have  had  as  many  seven  vehicles  including 
semi-trailer  trucks  up  nose  to  nose  with  our  bedroom  window. 
Anything  that  would  increase  the  angle  here  and  cause  cars  to 
slip  or  take  that  corner 

too  fast,  whether  it  is  ice,  or  speed  or  alcohol,  I  would  be 
opposed  to.   So  I  would  go  along  with  the  proposal  of  Del 
Sharbono  and  various  other  people  to  put  the  road  on  the  east 
side  of  these  existing  bridges  and  cut  down  that  corner.  The 
roadway  is  essentially  already  there,  there  would  be  very 
little  fill  to  put  it  on  the  east  side  rather  than  the  west 
side. 

I  also  have  a  little  bit  of  a  problem  understanding  why  we 
would  go  through  here  with  70'  and  it  is  nice  we  get  down  here 
and  have  a  100',  but  it  is  kind  of  like  putting  an  inch  water 
through  a  V  water  pipe  and  expecting  it  to  handle  it  at  the 
other  end.   As  I  grew  up,  I  helped  plant  most  of  these  trees 
that  you  see  here  in  Memorial  Park  and  I  used  to  ask  my  Dad, 
what  is  the  reason  for  this  little  bit  of  grass  out  there 
between  the  two  highways  and  he  always  said  "Well,  son  someday 
they  intend  to  widen  that  highway  and  that  will  be  four  lane 
all  the  way  through  there".   So  I  would  agree  with  the  gentleman 
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from  Valley  Development,  the  logical  if  you  sit  there  and  sight 
down  the  road,  would  be  to  encroach  on  that  grass,  which  the 
City  wants  the  water  four  to  six  hours  a  day  and  have  a  lake 
part  of  the  time  anyway.   But,  encroach  on  that  grass,  it 
serves  no  real  useful  purpose  and  it  would  make  a  lovely  roadway. 
You  wouldn't  be  encroaching  into  Bausch  Park  at  all,  you  wouldn't 
be  causing  a  veer  in  the  highway,  it  would  be  a  straight  shot 
and  narrowing  the  curve  down  over  here,  thank  you. 

D.  BARTSCH:    I  should  comment  on  the  reference,  a  couple  of  times,  about 
encroaching  on  this  side  into  the  grass  area  of  the  park. 
Maybe  there  is  not  very  many  of  you  aware  of  the  problems  the 
Highway  has  the  minute  we  have  to  try  to  acquire  one  square 
foot  of  designated  park  ground,  regardless  of  its  use,  its 
function,  or  whether  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  or  the  governing 
body  they  want  it  or  not.   I  would  like  to  have  the  time  to 
relate  a  couple  problems  we  had,  where  we  had  a  gravel  bar  that 
was  a  designated  park  and 

what  it  cost  the  State,  because  we  couldn't  do  anything  about 
it  but  comply  with  Federal  regulations  on  handling  parklands. 

I  would  just  like  to  emphasize  that  the  State  tries  to  encroach, 
as  little  as  possible  on  any  of  this  parkland  and  I  am  sure 
that  is  one  of  the  reasons.   May  be  we  can  investigate  your 
proposal,  but  I  would  like  to  point  out  to  the  rest  of  you 
generally,  why  we  started  there,  it  had  nothing  to  do  with  any 
of  the  other  properties  except  to  keep  this  park  acquisition  to 
the  absolute  minimum.   Private  properties  down  here  that  may 
pay  a  lot  more  taxes,  may  do  a  lot  more  other  things,  cannot  be 
addressed  in  that  problem.   They  will  not  let  us  buy  property 
in  parks  unless  there  is  absolutely  no  other  way.  That  is  just 
for  the  record  and  to  let  you  know  what  we  have  to  look  at.  We 
still  will  take  your  comments ,  I  am  not  saying  that  we  are  not 
going  to  because  of  those  reasons. 

One  of  the  other  things  that  you  led  us  all  to  believe  was  a 
change  in  the  width  of  the  road  down  here,  I  think  you  referred 
to  the  width  of  the  road  down  here  as  100'  and  we  are  choking 
it  down  in  here.   John  may  not  have  pointed  out  quite  clearly 
that  the  driving  width  in  front  of  the  National  Guard,  the 
driving  width  over  the  bridges  and  the  driving  width  through 
this  area  into  the  curve  and  the  to  Montana  Street  are  all  the 
same,  we  are  not  choking  the  driving  widths  down  at  all.  What 
is  happening  is,  we  are  using  a  wider  right-of-way  because  we 
are  proposing  12  to  14'  of  median  here  to  control  left  and 
right  turn  facilities.   Through  here,  we  didn't  feel  it  was 
quite  as  necessary  for  two  reasons,  again,  stay  out  of  buying 
any  park  and  not  buy  any  private  right-of-way  in  here  that  we 
didn't  feel  we  could  absolutely  justify.   To  the  north,  we 
already  have  the  100'  and  we  are  able  to  provide  the  left-turn 
bays  in  here  and  use  the  100'.  There  are  12'  driving  lanes  on 
the  inside  lanes  and  14'  driving  lanes  on  the  outside  lanes 
throughout  the  entire  length  of  this  project.   It  looks  like  it 
is  narrowed  because  of  the  median  change. 
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The  one  other  thing  is  the  way  engineers  measure  curves,  I  am 

not  an  engineer,  but  I  can  point  this  out.  They  drawn  a  straight  line 

through  the  bridges,  and  the  straight  line  from  Montana  and 

they  measure  that  angle  in  there.  Now  if  you  move  it  down  this 

way  to  the  east,  you  make  it  sharper,  you  have  to  make  a  shorter 

turn  in  order  to  get  from  this  direction  to  this  direction. 

The  further  you  move  it  to  the  west  the  flatter  it  gets,  because 

even  though  the  curve  may  be  the  same,  you  can  use  a  little 

longer  curve.   That  is  one  of  the  other  reasons  they  tried  to 

move  that  way. 

Here  again,  I  am  not  saying  that  it  can't  be  done  and  I  am  sure 
that  they  will  be  looking  at  it.   Those  were  some  of  the  critical 
items,  and  I  can  also  appreciate  the  critical  problem  with  that 
building  and  that  property  also.   The  Knox  property  is  just  at 
Villard  and  Main  Street  on  the  west  side.  The  gentleman  right 
back  here?

S.  KEIM: 


T.  SCHMITZ:    My  question  was,  you  indicated  that  it  is  impossible  to  take 
parkland.   Have  you  encountered  this  problem  before  and  have 
you  accomplished  buying  such  land?   I  am  just  curious  whether 
it  has  ever  been  done  before? 

Well,  yes,  it  is  not  impossible. 

Okay,  that  is  all  I  needed  to  know. 

I  didn't  mean  to  imply  that  it  is  impossible  but  it  has  delayed 
a  couple  of  our  highway  projects  like,  two  years  just  to  try  to 
get  that  straightened  out.  Yes? 

Steve  Keim,  representing  the  National  Guard  property.   I  am  not 
speaking  in  opposition  to  the  project  but  a  matter  of  clarifi- 
cation more  than  anything.  The  National  Guard  Building  sits  in 
a  precarious  position  here  as  you  can  see,  but  I  sit  back  here 
wondering,  we  have  about  125  cars  that  park  here  daily  and 
John,  maybe  you  can  clarify  this,  it  is  a  series  of  right 
turns,  as  I  understand  it,  into  the  National  Guard  Armory  lot. 
Now,  coming  out  of  that  parking  lot  apparently,  we  cannot  make 
a  left  turn,  is  that  correct? 

J.  KELLY:      That  is  the  proposal,  yes. 

S.  KEIM:       That  is  because  of  the  median.   Now,  how  about  coming  out  of 
this  lot  here,  this  is  the  back  lot,  will  there  be  a  left  turn 
permitted  here  on  Lyndale? 

J.  KELLY:      Well,  that  is  off  the  project  and  I  am  not  familiar  with  it. 

Is  there  medians  on  Lyndale?  It  doesn't  look  that  way  and  I  am 
pretty  sure  they  are  taking.... 

S.  KEIM:       No,  there  isn't  a  median.

They  are  taking  left  turns  there  now,  I  believe. 

That  approach  that  Steve  referred  to,  is  the  approach  onto 
Lyndale  on  the  west  side  of  the  intersection  and  I  think,  Steve 
that  will  remain  just  the  way  it  is.   I  think  they  removed  that 
median  back  a  little  ways  and  allows  both  left  and  right  turn 
out  of  there  now. 

Fine,  Dan.  We  are  proposing  improvement  here  so  they  going  way 
around  Carroll  College,  the  people  that  live  in  the  north  end 
of  the  City.   I  understand  it,  they  can  also  come  out  in  front 
of  the  YMCA  and  make  a  left  turn  through  that  approach,  is  that 
correct? 


J.  KELLY:      That  is  correct. 

S.  KEIM:       Okay,  good.   My  last  question  and  I  don't  know  if  you  can 

answer  this  or  not,  but  how  will  the  four- lane  highway  impact 
the  traffic  on  Lyndale?  What  percentage  increase  will  that  be 
or  do  you  know  that? 

J.  KELLY:      We  have  projected  traffic  counts.  For  the  present  time,  Lyndale 
is  carrying  about  17,000  cars  a  day,  Lyndale  in  the  year  2000, 
we  project  will  be  carrying  somewhere  pushing  23,000  cars. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Steve,  did  your  question  intend  to  ask  if  this  four-lane  project 
will  be  the  impact  that  causes  that  traffic? 

S.  KEIM:       No,  that  was  just  a  matter  of  curiosity  more  than  anything  Dan. 
You  answered  my  questions,  our  main  concern  was  how  we  were 
going  to  get  out  of  our  parking  lot  at  the  Armory  and  it  has 
been  answered. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Oh,  okay.   You  asked  about  the  traffic  counts  and  I  thought 

your  intention  was,  if  we  go  four  lane  here,  will  it  be  the 
direct  cause  of  impacting  Lyndale  counts.   John's  answer  only 
referred  to  the  increased  traffic  counts  based  on  the  projection 
of  the  year  2000,  and  I  don't  think  that  is  directly  related. 

S.  KEIM:       No,  that  was  for  my  own  information. 

D  BARTSCH:    Fine,  sometimes  you  have  to  bear  with  me,  I  want  to  be  sure  we 
understood  the  intent  of  the  question.   Anyone  else  have  any 
specific  questions  or  problems  they  would  like  to  discuss? 

E.  McHUGH:     My  questions  are  minor.   Number  one,  I  definitely  favor  having 

a  four- lane  highway  constructed.   Number  two,  I  would  like  to 
see  it  as  much  as  possible  come  onto  the  east  side  of  Mam 
Street  rather  than  the  west  side.   The  fact  that  we  would  be 
using  a  little  bit  of  dedicated  park  seems  to  be  a  very  easy 
traded  off  with  the  fact  that  there  has  been,  maybe  50  acres  of 
park,  west  of  the  road,  developed  out  of  the  land  fill.   Any 
part  of  it  could  be  justified  as  added  park  area  and  be  a 
trade-off  the  few  feet.   It  seems  to  me  the  government  today  is 
more 
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realistic  and  less  idealistic  and  may  be  that  wouldn't  be  so 
hard  to  accomplish. 

I  have  a  couple  of  questions,  the  statement  first  is  that  I 
hope  that  we  are  able  to  convince  the  Burlington  Northern  that 
the  height  of  the  viaducts  are  adequate  now,  because  it  certainly 
is  going  to  cause  a  lot  of  problems  and  tremendous  expenses  if 
they  are  not  and  I  would  hope  that  we  pursue  that  strongly.   I 
was  trying  to  figure  out  how  the  people  coming  south  on  the 
viaduct  would  get  to  the  Power  Company? 

D.  BARTSCH:    They  are  going  toward  town,  or  south? 

E.  McHUGH:     Yes. 

D.  BARTSCH:    They  would  be  allowed  to  make  a  left  turn  into,  probably  either 

of  the  approaches,  if  the  Power  Company  lets  two-way  approaches 
on  both. . . . 

E.  McHUGH:     Okay,  I  didn't  understand  that.   The  next  thing  and  it  is  a 

little  closer  to  my  personal  interest.   I  understand  you  are 
going  to  take  the  storm  water  off  and  take  it  over  west  to  the 
present  City  storm  system.  Do  you  know  that  there  is  no  storm 
system  over  there? 

J.  KELLY:      I  am  just  going  on  the  latest  report  that  was  put  out. 
E.  McHUGH:     What  did  they  say? 

J.  KELLY:      The  proposal  for  a  major  storm  sewer  conduit,  open  ditch,  and 
enclosed  ditch,  with  retention  ponds  in  this  area. 

E.  McHUGH:     Oh,  you  are  talking  about  something  in  the  future,  because  at 
this  time  all  the  water  is  dumped  into  the  dredgings  at  that 
point. 

J.  KELLY:      It  is  something  in  the  future.   The  dredgings  at  that  point, 
that  is  the  retention  pond  that  I  was  speaking  of.  The  intent 
is  to  move  the  water  towards  the  City  responsibility  for  dis- 
posing it  towards  the  north  of  Ten 
Mile  Creek,  in  that  direction. 

E.  McHUGH:     Which  runs  through  my  and  my  partner's  land,  all  the  way  down, 
which  causes  us  t©  bea  little  bit  nervous. 

J.  KELLY:      This  is  a  local  runoff.   We  are  putting  curb  and  gutter  in 
there,  we  haven't  had  that  before. 

E.  McHUGH:     Yes.   We  need  more  water  in  the  Ten  Mile  down  there,  like  we 
need  two  more  holes  in  our  head  right  now. 

J.  KELLY:      This  is  just  a  proposal,  we  have  to  address,  containing  of 
storm  water  runoff  when  you  are  addressing  a  highway  project.

My  name  is  Nils  Pearson.   I  would  like  to  go  on  record  referring 
to  my  letter  to  Mr.  Kologi,  dated  April  30th,  1981,  paragraph 
one  and  two.   I  will  quickly  paraphrase,  number  one,  some 
reference  has  been  made  to  intersection  design  to  increase 
capacity  in  the  study  area.   I  would  hope  that,  for  example,  if 
the  bottleneck  at  Lyndale  is  a  problem,  that  perhaps  if  the 
funds  were  not  available,  we  could  at  least  improve  that  inter- 
section to  alleviate  some  of  the  backup  southbound  on  North 
Main  at  that  point. 

And  to  paraphrase  my  second  paragraph,  there  recently  has  been 
a  development  in  that,  the  Custer  Interstate  15  interchange  has 
been  addressed  in  the  comprehensive  transportation  plan.   It 
appears  to  me  that  this  could  alleviate  some  or  possibly  a 
great  deal  of  the  through  traffic  heading  towards  Missoula  that 
would  then  go  down  Custer  and  to  Henderson  or  in  that  general 
area  instead  of  going  through  the  study  area.   I  would  hope 
that  the  final  draft  would  address  that  and  the  resulting 
traffic  count  should  that  take  place.   I  would  also  like  to 
add,  I  was  very  impressed  with  the  report,  it  is  very  clearly 
presented,  very  concise  and  I  think  those  who  prepared  it.... 

Excuse  me  under  the  minor  "no-build"  on  this  project,  we  did 
put  $10,000  in  this  area  to  widen  it  out  and  get  one  additional 
lane. 

Correct,  but  I  don't  believe  there  are  any  capacities  addressed 
on  that  and  to  what  year  that  would  take  place,  it  might  be  in 
there,  I  may  have  missed  that. 

Thank  you. 

That  last  reference  was  to  the  Lyndale-Main  Street  intersection. 

That  was  just  an  example,  other  intersections  should  be  looked 
at  also. 

Oh,  others  were  referred  to  in  the  study  as  possible  spot 
improvements?

Thank  you.   Anyone  else  have  some  comments,  input  about  this 
end  of  the  job?  Right  here,  John? 

John  Wall.  I  was  only  going  to  wear  two  hats  tonight  but  now  I 
have  three.  As  I  understand  the  engineer,  you  said  everything 
east  of  the  railroad  tracks,  there  was  no  drainage? 

There  is  no  improved  drainage  program  at  this  time. 

I  see.   We  have  all  the  water  we  can  handle  at  Lake  Northgate 
now.   There  is  plenty  of  water  down  there  and  we  really  think 
you  should  address  drainage  especially  on  that  end  of  the 
project.

We  appreciate  that  comment.   According  to  my  studies  and  Mr. 
Nisbet  can  correct  me,  I  believe  the  closest  existing  City 
system  is  about  a  \   mile  or  so  away.   It  would  take  that  much 
to  pipe  the  storm  water  in  that  direction,  which  is  quite 
costly.   That  is  the  purpose  of  a  Public  Hearing  to  hear  your 
comments . 

I'll  just  leave  it  at  that,  I  am  not  sure  what  the  ramifications 
might  be.   That  is  all,  John,  right  now?   Anybody  else  have 
some  comment  about  this  end  of  the  job? 

We  have  four  alternates  and  probably  all  kinds  of  different 
things  are  going  to  be  affected,  so  we  will  now  go  into  the 
engineering  and  the  alternates  and  the  problems  of  the  Cruse 
Avenue  job.  John,  I'll  give  you  a  hand  in  switching  the  pictures 
and  we  will  try  to  just  spot  through  it  so  we  can  get  into 
questions. 

We  started  out  with,  I  don't  know  how  many  alternates,  for  the 
E.I. 8,  we  looked  at  maybe  25  different  configurations  through 
here.   We  narrowed  them  down  to  a  final  four,  I  believe  in  the 
first  informational  meeting  we  did  discuss  Helena  Avenue,  there 
is  no  presentation  here  suggesting  that  we  close  Helena  Avenue. 

The  problem  that  we  had  was  to  handle  the  traffic  on  11th  and 
how  could  we  build  a  new  Cruse  and  we  ended  up  with  two  alignments 
on  Cruse.  We  have  Alternative  1  here  and  this  alignment  for 
Cruse  will  start  off  at  the  intersection  of  Cruse  and  6th  and 
extend  northwesterly  and  would  through  or  require  taking  in  the 
500  block  of  Last  Chance  Gulch,  between  Last  Chance  Gulch  and 
Jackson  Street.   It  would  enter  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  a 
couple  of  hundred  feet  south  of  Neill.  With  this  alignment,  we 
jogged  11th  at  North  Jackson  and  moved  it  northerly  and  created 
a  new  connection  opposite  Neill  Avenue  so  the  traffic  condition 
between  Neill  and  11th  would  be  practically  a  straight  line. 

On  all  the  alternates  that  are  proposed  in  the  draft  E.I.S., 
and  here,  the  alignment  between  6th  and  Lawrence  would  remain 
the  same,  so  we  can  address  that  at  this  particular  time.   The 
typical  pavement  section  that  we  are  proposing  is  two  ten-foot 
parking  lanes,  two  twelve-foot  driving  lanes  and  a  fourteen-foot 
painted  median  with  six-foot  sidewalk  on  both  sides  between  6th 
and  Lawrence.   We  were  trying  to  salvage  as  many  buildings, 
maintain  a  narrow  right-of-way  to  stay  along  Allen  Street  and 
to  keep  as  much  parking  area  between  6th  and  Lawrence  as  possible 
and  keep  it  on  the  inside  part  of  the  loop. 

The  principal  bottlenecks  or  problem  areas  that  we  have  is  the 
Helena  Historical  District,  whose  boundary  comes  down  near  the 
Cathedral,  between  the  Cathedral  and  the  old  St.  Helena  School, 
it  comes  down  Lawrence  Street,  hits  Jackson  Street  then  takes 
in  the  400  block  between  Last  Chance  and  Jackson  Street,  comes 
back  to  Lawrence  Street  and  heads  west.   Now  this  historical 
district  is  listed  in  the  National  Register  so  we  have  to  treat 
it  with  what  we  call  a  106  process,  which  is  a  lengthy  report.

Anything  that  we  do  in  this  area,  no  matter  what  the  alignment 
is,  this  106  process  has  to  take  place. 

With  this  particular  alignment  we  are  looking  at  removing  the 
building  at  305  to  315  Allen  Street,  we  are  looking  at  missing 
the  Kain  Building  for  the  lack  of  anything  else  to  call  it,  I 
think  locally  that  is  what  it  is  called,  and  then  we  would 
remove  the  School  Administration  Building.  The  School  Admini- 
stration Building  and  the  school  property  to  the  west  has  been 
acquired  by  the  City  sometime  ago  so  this  is  really  City  of 
Helena  property.   Once  we  get  to  Lawrence  Street,  then  Alternate 
1  proceeds  as  I  told  you  north,  northwesterly  and  as  it  crosses 
Jackson  it  enters  into  the  500  block  and  it  enters  into  North 
Last  Chance  Gulch  a  couple  of  hundred  feet  down  from  Neill. 

On  the  access  control,  we  would  propose  to  block  off  7th  Avenue, 
west  of  the  new  Cruse  alignment,  we  would  maintain  7th  Avenue 
east  as  open;  we  would  recommend  closing  the  existing  11th 
between  Jackson  and  Last  Chance  Gulch  where  the  new  11th  would 
veer  to  the  northwest.   We  would  plan  to  close  Placer  Avenue 
between  Last  Chance  Gulch  and  Jackson,  we  propose  to  close  the 
alley  that  comes  onto  11th  Avenue  west  of  Jackson  Street.  That 
alley  would  be  closed  and  there  would  be  no  connection  there. 
We  would  allow  Jackson  Street  to  just  be  a  local  access,  and  we 
would  allow  local  driveway  access  to  the  remaining  Jackson 
Street  to  the  north  of  new  Cruse  Avenue.  This  alternate,  if  it 
was  suggested  be  build  it,  would  require  the  acquisition  of  the 
carpet  store.   That  is  Alternate  #1.   Can  we  go  to  Alternate 
#3? 

Without  getting  into  a  lot  of  discussion,  has  everybody  got  a 
clear  enough  concept  of  what  this  alternate  is?  We  won't  get 
into  the  real  detail  but  does  anybody  have  any  questions  they 
would  like  to  have  cleared  up  as  to  what  this  alternate  would 
do,  while  it  is  up  here?  John? 

One  more  thing,  as  long  as  I  was  at  it.   I  mentioned  earlier 
that  the  Montana  National  Guard  is  considered  eligible  for 
recordation  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  That 
was  reported  in  the  resource  inventory  study  that  was  done  on 
this  corridor  for  this  particular  project.  The  old  St.  Helena 
School,  and  the  Montana  Powder  Building  were  evaluated  and 
looked  promising  to  the  local  State  Historical  Preservation 
Office.  They  were  reported  and  the  keeper  of  the  National 
Register  made  a  determination  that  both  of  these  buildings  are 
also  eligible  for  listing  on  the  National  Register.   So,  when 
we  are  talking  about  these  buildings  we  have  to  address  them  in 
the  E.I.S.  and  address  the  impact  on  them. 

Anybody  need  some  clarification  on  any  points  there?  Okay,  we 
will  get  to  number  3,  I  think  it  is  more  closely  related  to  1. 

Alternate  3  is  the  same  identical  alignment  for  Cruse  as  Alternate  1, 
the  difference  between  the  two  is,  instead  of  bending  11th  to  the 
northwest  we  bent  it  to  the  southeast.   That  required  less  taking  of 
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property.   We  can  save  two  residences  and  two  business  properties 
that  face  Helena  and  North  Last  Chance  Gulch.   It  does  require 
two  signalized  intersections  about  200'  apart.   It  is  another 
method  of  handling  11th  with  a  cost  factor  in  mind.  The  closures 
on  this  particular  one  would  still  be  Placer  Avenue,  the  alley 
that  was  between  Helena  Avenue  and  11th  Avenue  west  of  Jackson 
and  we  would  close  the  existing  11th  between  Jackson  Street  and 
North  Last  Chance  Gulch.  We  would  have  two  major  intersections. 

The  storm  system  that  is  in  Neill  now  would  be  extended  over 
here  and  inlets  would  be  put  into  that  major  asphaltic  inter- 
section ■ south  of  the  present  11th  -  Helena  Avenue  junction. 
Now,  that  is  the  only  difference.   The  impacts  on  the  historical 
district  and  the  impacts  on  the  buildings  that  we  consider 
eligible  are  the  same,  between  these  particular  alternates.   Is 
there  any  questions  on  Alternate  #3? 

Alternate  2  addresses  a  different  alignment  on  Cruse  from 
Lawrence  to  Neill  Avenue.   It's  primary  philosophy  was  to  stay 
out  of  the  500  block  of  Last  Chance  Gulch  between  Placer  and 
11th  Avenue,  therefore  the  entrance  into  the  intersection  of 
Neill-Helena-North  Last  Chance  Gulch  would  take  the  place  north 
and  east  of  Alt.  1.  This  alternate  directs  the  traffic  on  11th 
over  to  Lawrence. 

Now,  the,  desire  lines  in  the  year  2000,  states  that  the  traffic 
will  have  a  tendency  to  split.  Around  50%  of  the  people  will 
be  heading  into  the  central  business  district,  or  southerly  and 
50%  to  points  directly  west  or  northerly.   So,  therefore,  if  we 
direct  the  traffic  over  to  Lawrence  we 

are  handling  about  50%  on  a  direct  route.  The  other  50%  of  the 
people  will  have  a  longer  trip,  which  is  created  by  more  mean- 
dering route  down  Lawrence.  You  would  enter  into  Neill  Avenue 
and  Helena  Avenue  in  a  better  condition  than  the  right  turn 
situations  now.   11th  and  Neil  would  be  opposite  each  other. 
With  this  plan  you  do  have  the  problem  of  disruption  to  the  St. 
Helena  School,  I  believe  it  is  called  the  Catholic  Rectory 
Building.   We  would  greatly  increase  the  traffic  on  Lawrence 
and  we  would  have  to  have  a  signalized  intersection  at  Lawrence 
and  Cruse  on  this  particular  alternate.   It  would  diminish  the 
use  of  11th  between  Warren  and  Jackson  Street  to  just  a  local 
residential  street,  it  should  move  the  through  traffic  off  from 
it.   The  aerial  photograph  is  a  little  bit  difficult  to  read  in 
this  area  because  it  is  spliced  but  the  intent  here  is  only  to 
take  the  corner  where  St.  Helena  School  is  and  the  Rectory, 
which  would  mean  the  removal  of  those  two  buildings.  The  rest 
of  the  driveway  here  is  intended  to  remain  on  the  existing  grid 
system.   Are  there  any  questions? 

Alternate  4  is  an  alternate  that  has  been  studied  practically 
since  the  steering  committee  started.  It  is  one  that  was  not 
presented  at  the  first  informational  meeting  but  subject  to  the 
comments  that  we  received,  asking  to  avoid  taking  of  businesses 
and  reduce  relocation  as  much  as  possible  and  the  least  impact 
to  the  area  as  possible,  we  evaluated  the  alignment  of  missing 
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the  500  block  between  11th  and  Placer,  also  maintaining  11th 
Avenue  in  the  alignment.   This  would  create  a  signalized 
intersection  at  11th  and  Cruse,  Cruse  and  11th  would  also  be  a 
major  intersection,  and  signalization  at  Neill-Helena  and  Last 
Chance  Gulch.   11th,  between  new  Cruse  and  North  Last  Chance 
would  remain  open,  but  would  be  restricted  to  westbound  traffic 
only,  anybody  that  wants  to  east  would  be  entering  from  Neill 
or  Last  Chance  Gulch,  would  follow  Cruse  and  make  this  particular 
movement.   This  movement  going  west,  would  be  strictly  for  the 
11th  Avenue  people  to  come  straight  down  and  take  your  left 
rather  than  going  through  this  Helena  -  Neil  intersection  and 
taking  a  200  degree  left  turn. 

Under  Alternates  2  and  4,  Placer  would  remain  open  and  Jackson 
Street  would  remain  open.   The  closure,  I  think  I  .told  you 
before,  was  at  7th  and  this  alley  would  be  closed.   Under 
Alternate  4  we  would  also  propose  to  cul-de-sac  or  deadend 
Jackson  Street  north  of  11th  to  prevent  these  extra  turning 
movements.   I  think  the  grade  in  here  is  somewhere  between  7  to 
8%,  in  that  area.   So,  to  prevent  any  turns  that  would  be 
disruptive  and  cause  conflicts  of  movement,  we  would  propose  a 
cul-de-sac  to  close  that  street  off  and  eliminate  one  nuisance 
leg. 

Now,  the  cost  of  the  four  alternates  I  believe  are  in  the 
E.I.S..   I  will  and  read  them  to  you.   This  will  be  the  total 
project  cost  which  would  include  all  costs  known  to  date* 
Alternate  1  is  2.65  million;  Alternate  2,  which  is  the  one  that 
came  through  the  St.  Helena  School  would  be  2.9  million.  We 
could,  if  Alternate  2  seemed  feasible  but  there  is  a  reluctance 
to  take  the  building  at  this  time  or  the  cost  of  the  buildings 
was  extreme,  you  could  turn  the  traffic  at  Warren  at  90  degrees. 
I  think  everybody  knows  what  kind  of  a  bottleneck  that  would 
turn  into  and  it  would  eventually  program  the  taking  of  this 
building  if  this  alternate  seemed  feasible  and  handled  the 
traffic  as  anticipated.  Alternate  3  is  2.3  million,  Alternate 
4  is  2.4  million. 

The  draft  E.I.S.  addressed  the  minor  up-grading  which  would  be 
just  to  channelize  traffic,  diminish  this  wide  fan  intersection 
at  Jackson  and  7th,  it  would  remove  all  the  parking  on  Jackson, 
it  would  also  recommend  removing  this  knoll  at  the  west  end  of 
the  Capitol-Sunset  Apartments,   this  would  improve  sight  distances 
and  your  approach  distance  for  traffic  at  11th  and  Jackson.   It 
would  make  it  a  little  safer.  We  would  also  recommend,  under 
the  minor  up-grade,  putting  one  additional  right-turn  lane  on 
the  south  approach,  going  north  on  North  Last  Chance  Gulch.   I 
believe  it  would  be  in  front  of  the  optometrist's  office  there. 
That  was  one  minor  up-grading,  that  would  handle  the  traffic 
forecast  up  to  the  anticipated  capacity,  but  it  would  be  as 
cumbersome  a  movement  as  you  have  now.  As  everybody  recognizes, 
as  you  leave  the  existing  Cruse  Avenue  at  6th  going  north,  and 
everybody  here  knows  better  than  I  do,  a  left,  a  right  and  then 
a  left  and  then  a  right  in  order  to  get  out  of  the  area,   then 
you  have  the  narrow  right-of-way  and  I  believe  they  are  consid- 
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D.  BARTSCH: 


ering  removing  parking  at  this  time.  Mike  have  you  already 
removed  parking  on  Jackson  Street?  Yes,  you  have  removed  it 
already. 

Now,  the  other  minor  up-grading  we  had  discussed  in  the  draft 
E.I.S.  was  to  change  Jackson  Street  to  a  one-way  couplet,  where 
Jackson  Street  would  be  going  north,  Last  Chance  Gulch  would  be 
going  south  as  it  is  now,  that  increases  the  capacity  but  it 
also  loads  Last  Chance  Gulch  by  about  2  to  3,000  cars  by  the 
year  2000.   It  would  have  about  10,000  cars  on  Last  Chance 
Gulch   if  we  went  into  a  one-way  couplet.   On  all  three  alter- 
nates we-  addressed  the  no-action  alternate,  which  is  maintaining 
the  existing  patterns  and  capabilities  of  the  existing  corridors. 
Now,  that  is  Alternate  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  we  have  addressed  the 
historical  district,  the  cultural,  the  costs  and  the  alignment, 
but  I  am  sure  there  is  many  questions,  so  lets  open  it  up  for 
questions? 

I  think  that  is  about  as  good  as  we  can  possible  do  without 
getting  into  much  detail.  We  would  like  to  have  some  comments, 
questions  for  clarification  and  then  some  opinions  for  or 
against,  may  be  some  of  the  reasons  why;  the  affect  on  your 
particular  business.  The  way  you  see  one  alternate  would  be 
better  or  worse  than  the  other,  any  comments  of  this  nature? 
Yes  ma ' am? 


E.  NELSON:     I  am  Edna  Nelson  and  I  would  make  this  comment.  First  of  all  I 
don't  think  it  is  going  to  do  any  good  for  uptown  but  neverthe- 
less it's  going  through,  so  I  would  favor  4  for  several  reasons; 
coming  uphill  on  11th  twice  a  day  every  day  for  years,  I  know 
if  Jackson  is  left  open,  you  have  had  it.   There  is  some  car 
going  to  get  stuck  in  the  winter  and  block  traffic  clear  down 
to  the  intersection  and  somebody  is  not  going  to  get  started. 
I  had  it  happen  too  many  times.   I  favor  number  4  over  all  the 
other  ones  that  have  been  proposed.   Incidently,  thank  you  for 
all  the  information,  it  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  known 
anything  where  you  were  informed  ahead  of  time  in  this  country, 
and  that  is  the  truth. 


D.  BARTSCH: 


C.  FLAHERTY: 


Well,  may  be  we  are  getting  a  little  better.   Thank  you  very 
much.   A  lady  over  there  please? 

Thank  you,  my  name  is  Connie  Flaherty  and  I  am  from  the  Diocese 
of  Helena.   I  have  a  question  on  Alternate  2,  what  will  the 
road  look  like  as  it  comes  up  Lawrence  in  front  of  the  Cathedral, 
in  terms  of  width,  parking  lanes,  etc.? 


D.  BARTSCH:    John,  do  you  have  that? 

J.  KELLY:      Yes,  3rou  are  speaking  about  the  alternate  no  longer  up  here,  of 
2  taking  a  southerly  cut  of  11th  and  coming  onto  Warren  and 
then  going  down  to  Lawrence.   It  would  be  using  the  existing 
right-of-way.   The  only  right-of-way  width  that  we  would  be 
looking  for  would  be,  we  might  cut  a  little  bit  of  the  church's 
parking  lot  on  this  side.   This  proposal  would  possibly  take  a 
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few  feet  off  from  there  to  smooth  the  curve  that  would  be 
entering  into  Lawrence,  but  we  would  maintain  the  existing 
sidewalks,  the  existing  right-of-way  width  and  we  would  make 
Warren  south  of  this  area  a  stop-sign  condition,  leaving  the 
free  turn  on  the  preferential  street. 

Okay,  I  have  a  second  question  then,  would  there  be  any  access 
to  that  parking  lot  across  the  street  from  the  Cathedral  at  the 
corner  of  Lawrence  and  Warren? 

I  pointed  to  the  parking  lot  to  the  west  of  Warren? 
Yes. 

If  it  meets  and  abides  by  the  City  codes  as  far  as  setbacks 
from  the  intersection,  the  width,  yes  you  would  have  an  access 
driveway  into  the  area.  Anybody  who  complies  to  the  City  codes 
gets  them. 

Okay,  I  guess  I  have  a  third  question  then.  What  about  pedestrian 
access  from  that  parking  lot  to  the  front  of  the  Cathedral? 

It  would  be  interf erred  with  by  the  traffic.   That  is  the  best 
that  I  can  tell  you.   If  you  are  asking  if  there  is  going  to  be 
a  signal  light,  or  pedestrian  control,  or  a  bouncing  ball,  all 
projects  the  Highway  Department  are  subject  to  the  volume  of 
pedestrian  use.   You  will  have  the  normal  crosswalks,  "Stop 
when  Occupied",  this  type  of  information.  But,  that  would  be 
the  extent  of  it  right  now. 

Okay,  so  there  could  possibly  be  a  crosswalk  there  but  no 
lights,  or  signals  or.... 

A  signal  is  not  programmed  until  it  is  warrented.   I  believe  it 
is  in  Helena,  the  Technical  Coordination  Committee,  takes  that 
under  advisement,  if  they  feel  that  the  warrents  are  possibly 
there,  they  ask  the  Traffic  Engineer  and/or  the  City  to  study 
it  and  when  the  warrents  are  met  they  request  funding  to  provide 
better  pedestrian  control.   That  stands  true  at  the  landfill 
area,  as  it  and  Memorial  Park  becomes  more  of  a  joint  park  use, 
if  you  read  the  E.I.S.  that  was  addressed,  they  want  continual 
monitoring  in  case  there  is  a  future  need  for  a  better  pedestrian 
lane . 

Thank  you. 

My  name  is  Ward  Shanahan  and  I  am  a  member  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish  Council.   I  would  just  like  to  ask,  looking  at  #2,  does 
that  road  taking  include  the  old  Bishop  Gilmore  School  or  just 
the  St.  Helena  School  building  there?  There  are  two  buildings, 
there  is  one  older  building  near  the  Cathedral  and  then  the  one 
on  the  outside  is  the  old  high  school  building. 

Let  me  clarify  that  for  John  here,  Ward.   John,  right  here  in 
the  photo  is  the  end  of  the  old  structure,  the  old  school 
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building  that  faces  on  Warren.  Now  attached  to  it  but  a  newer 
building,  which  has  a  little  ell  sticking  out  toward  Warren, 
that  goes  along  there  and  extends  quite  a  distance  back  toward 
Ewing.   Now  I  can  see,  and  I  didn't  notice  this  either  until 
tonight,  that  the  overlay  slipped  a  little  bit  when  they  took 
the  photo,  the  broken  line  that  comes  around  there  is  supposed 
to  line  up  with  11th.   Now  his  question  is,  would  the  require- 
ment for  that  get  into  this  old  structure  or  just  that  corner 
of  the  new  structure? 

The  recommendation  is  both  structures  to  be  acquired. 

Is  it  both  structures  to  be  acquired?  We  aren't  prepared  to 
oppose  the  taking  at  this  time  but  we  do  have  some  of  these 
questions  that  we  would  like  to  know  about. 

Under  Alternate  2? 

We  have  some  tenants  in  some  of  those  buildings.   The  State  of 
Montana  is  a  cost  tenant  in  the  old  Bishop  Gilmore  School  there 
and  we  also  have  a  question  with  respect  to  the  steps  in  front 
of  the  Cathedral.   Is  that  road  going  to  be  widened  to  interfere 
with  the  step  access  to  the  front  of  the  Cathedral? 

No,  it  would  not  interfere.   The  only  work  subject  to  the 
alignment  in  there,  might  be  to  replace  your  curb  in  the  exact 
location  that  it  is  at  now.   We  would  also  maintain  the  existing 
grades . 

So,  I  guess  the  answer  to  my  first  question  is  that  both  of  the 
school  buildings  would  be  taken  in  their  entirety,  is  that 
correct? 


J.  KELLY: 
W.  SHANAHAN: 
P.  MELBY: 


That  is  correct. 
All  right. 

My  name  is  Pat  Melby,  I  am  representing  the  Helena  Improvement 
Society  which  is  an  organization  of  Helena  businessmen  and 
women  who  are  concerned  with  maintaining  the  vitality  of  the 
central  business  district.   One  of  our  long-range  goals  for  a 
long,  long  time  has  been  better  access  to  the  downtown  area  and 
for  this  reason  we  do  support  the  extension  of  Cruse  Avenue  and 
the  reconstruction  of  Last  Chance  Gulch  from  Neill  to  Montana. 
I  think  the  majority  of  our  members  do  prefer  Alternate  #4  as 
it  does  have  the  least  impact  on  existing  businesses  and  should 
be  the  less  expensive  of  the  alternates.   Recognizing,  however, 
the  limitation  on  funding  and  the  proposals  to  cut  this  kind  of 
funding  at  the  Federal  level,  we  would  suggest  and  urge  that 
consideration  be  given  to  staging  the  construction  of  these 
projects  in  order  that  would  include  in  this  order;  the  construc- 
tion of  Cruse  Avenue  from  6th  to  Lawrence  and  tying  that  in 
with  the  existing  street  system.   Secondly,  if  money  allows 
constructing  Last  Chance  Gulch  from  Neill  to  Lyndale,  thirdly, 
if  money  allows,  continuing  with  Last  Chance  Gulch  to  Montana

J.  KELLY: 


and  finally  completing  the  extension  of  Cruse,  which  would 
include  some  solution  to  that  intersection  at  Helena  and  11th 
and  Neill  Avenues  and  Last  Chance  Gulch.  We  would  also  hope, 
and  I  know  that  everybody  here  feels  the  same  way,  that  this 
would  be  with  the  least  possible  impact  on  existing  businesses 
and  the  unique  character  of  this  particular  area  and  that  these 
projects  would  be  done,  initiated  as  soon  as  possible.  Thank 
you. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you,  that  is  a  very  positive  stand  on  where  you  want  us 
to  be  and  that  is  what  we  are  looking  for.  Does  anybody  have 
any  particular  change  in  that  or  a  different  approach  than 
that?  Tom? 

T.  SCHMITZ:  Yes,  I  am  Tom  Schmitz  and  I  own  a  business  in  the  500  block  on 
the  proposed  Cruse  Avenue.  I  would  like  to  go  on  record  first 
of  all  that  I  oppose  the  continuation  of  Cruse  Avenue  because  I 
do  not  feel  it  will  accomplish  a  thing  to  improve  business  in 
the  area.  Who  ultimately  determines  which  alternate  is  going 
to  be  used? 

John,  do  you  want  to  go  through  the  steps? 

Well  the  steps,  after  the  transcript  is  produced  by  the  Highway 
Department,  and  is  evaluated,  the  procedure  will  recommend  is 
to  go  back  to  the  Steering  Committee  which  initially  did  a  lot 
of  work  and  a  lot  of  the  study,  and  evaluate  all  the  letters 
that  have  been  addressed  to  us,  all  the  potential  changes  and 
then  the  Steering  Committee  would  make  a  recommendation  to  the 
TCC.  It  doesn't  mean  that  they  have  to  follow  it.   The  TCC, 
Technical  Coordination  Committee,  which  a  representation  I 
think  addressed  you  earlier,  which  would  be  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, the  City  Commissioners  and  a  representative  of  the 
Highway  Department,  they  would  make  a  recommendation  to  the 
City  Commission  of  Helena.   The  City  Commission  would  take 
their  recommendation  and  pass  it  through  to  the  Montana  State 
Highway  Department  subject  to  their  concurrance,  the  highway 
would  pass  it  through  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  for 
their  concurrance.  When  that  is  done,  then  we  can  proceed  with 
the  final  E.I.S.  and  design.  Does  that  help? 

T.  SCHMITZ:    Yes.   What  my  question  mainly  was  that  the  residents  and  business 
people  affected  by  this,  ultimately  don't  have  too  much  to  say 
about  it,  right? 

J.  KELLY:      The  purpose  of  this  Public  Hearing  is  part  of  the  evaluation 
process  and  the  letters  that  we  receive. 

T.  SCHMITZ:    Okay,  thank  you  for  the  answer.  Another  question  that  I  have 
is  that  on  Alternate  2  and  Alternate  4,  basically  take  the  same 
route  but  there  is  a  difference  of  20  businesses  being  relocated 
as  opposed  to  10.   Can  you  clarify  that  a  little  bit? 

D.  BARTSCH:    John,  Joe  is  back  here  and  has  some  of  the  study  on  the  relocation. 
Joe  do  you  happen  to  have  that  handy,  can  you  explain  that? 
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J.  MICHELETTI:  The  reason  for  the  large  number  of  businesses  that  will  be 
disturbed  by  Alternate  #2  is  the  taking  of  the  two  Catholic 
school  buildings  that  do  house  several  different  organizations 
in  there.  Not  only  are  they  private  organizations  that  do  deal 
with  the  public  but  there  are  some  Catholic-oriented  businesses 
that  are  in  that  particular  building  and      each  has  been 
counted  as  a  business.   You  would  have  the  same  number  of 
businesses  downtown  on  2  versus  4,  except  that  you  will  have 
the  additional  ten  in  those  two  school  buildings. 

T.  SCHMITZ:    Okay,  thank  you.  The  cost  figures  that  you  gave  us,  does  that 
include  everything,  is  that  the  total  cost  of  each  alternate, 
including  acquisition  of  land,  relocations,  purchasing,  every- 
thing, including  building  of  the  road? 

J.  KELLY:      That  is  the  total  project  estimated  cost  at  the  present  time, 
yes . 


T.  SCHMITZ: 


Well,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  after  the  last  public 
meeting  as  you  will  recall,  we  had  a  little  discussion  after 
the  meeting  because  there  was  some  $800,000  given  as  the  cost 
of  the  project,  which  turned  out  to  be  just  grading  as  I  recall. 
But,  after  the  meeting  a  figure  of  4.3  million  dollars  pertained 
to  one  of  these  four  alternates  and  I  am  not  sure  which  one  it 
was? 


J.  KELLY:      I  will  have  to  accept  the  blame  for  that  if  I  took  too  high  of 
a  shot  on  that,  because  we  did  not  have  the  exact  figures  that 
I  used  to  develop  the  E.I. S.  at  that  time,  at  the  first  public 
hearing.   At  the  second  public  hearing  we  did  come  out  with 
some  figures  more  in  line  of  what  we  have  released  in  the  draft 
E.I.S. 


T.  SCHMITZ: 


J.  KELLY: 


Another  question  I  have  is,  what  is  the  net  loss  of  parking 
places  that  would  result  in  all  four  alternates? 

We  have  that  addressed  Clete,  can  we  find  that  in  a  hurry?   I 
don't  like  to  throw  a  figure  out  too  much  and  at  this  particular 
time. 


T.  SCHMITZ: 


I  believe  we  have  had  them  counted  at  one  time  in  the  draft 
E.I.S.  I'm  sorry  I  didn't  refresh  my  memory  exactly  what  the 
count  is  but  it  is  fairly  substantial.   The  alignment  would 
disrupt  the  parking  on  the  east  side  of  this  S.I.D.  lot,  we 
would  be  taking  out  the  lot  that  is  just  east  of  the  Montana 
Powder  Building  and  we  would  also  be  taking  out  some  spots  that 
would  be  adjacent  to,  on  either  side  of  the  carpet  building. 
These  are  the  ones.   There  is  some  parking  right  here  just  as 
you  are  approaching  11th  Avenue. 

Well,  one  of  the  things  that  does  concern  me  and  the  reason  I 
made  that  statement  at  the  outset  about  opposing  the  project 
is,  the  concern  seems  to  be  to  gain  more  business  downtown,  in 
the  downtown  area.   With  the  completion  of  Cruse  Avenue  it 
looks  to  me  like  we  are  going  to  have  a  monkey  speed  way,  where 
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a  lot  of  people  can  get  down  there  but  where  are  they  going  to 
go  when  they  get  there,  as  far  as  the  retail  businesses  are 
concerned  and  parking  spaces  for  employees  and  this  sort  of 
thing? 

J.  KELLY:      The  parking,  the  acquisition  of  the  lots,  I  cannot  say  what  the 
actual  taking  would  be  and  what  would  be  left  or  the  severance 
would  be  that  is  too  far  right  now  in  the  future.  But,  the 
purpose  of  the  whole  thing  is  a  loop  system,  as  I  see  it, 
access  to  the  property,  to  the  Federal  Building,  to  your  mall 
area  and  around  the  loop  area  is  a  necessary  link.  You  have 
had  the  Cruse  Avenue  stopping  at  6th  and  they  have  a  minor 
east-west  arterial  here.   If  you  continue  Cruse  you  will  be 
connecting  into  the  area  to  the  valley,  to  the  north,  which  is 
addressed  in  the  draft  E.I.S.,  you  will  also  be  connecting  into 
11th  and  Neill  Avenue,  which  is  a  major  east-west  connector. 
But  that  is  a  long  answer  and  I  don't  know  if  it  satisfies  you. 

T.  SCHMITZ:    Well,  I  would  like  to  go  on  record  then  as  not  being  in  favor 
of  Cruse  Avenue,  but  if  we  have  no  choice  it  would  be  Alternate 
4. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Tom,  I  might  ask  or  probe  your  thinking  a  little  bit  on  the 
question  of  the  parking.   I'm  not  sure  that  the  Highway  could 
get  into  this  very  deeply  but  maybe  through  the  City  Planning, 
that  may  be  able  to  do  this.   When  we  get  into  the  Design 
Hearing  on  whatever  alternate  finally  boils  out  of  this,  address 
some  additional  parking  somewhere.  I  guess  I  am  inserting  that 
thought  to  the  other  agencies  that  will  be  reviewing  this,  that 
we  should  look  at  some  parking  replacement  somewhere  in  the 
job,  or  after  the  job.  Would  that  be  fair? 

T.  SCHMITZ:    Yes,  I  just  have  one  more  comment,  Dan.   In  defense  of  the 
initial  north  portion  of  the  project  as  far  as  the  park  is 
concerned,  you  said  it  has  delayed  some  projects  as  much  as  two 
years.  But,  at  the  outset  of  the  meeting  it  was  indicated  that 
April  of  '84  is  when  the  letting  would  be  so,  if  they  were  to 
start  now  acquiring,  the  two  years  would  take  care  of  it, 
wouldn't  it? 

D.  BARTSCH:    That's  about  right.   Yes  sir,  right  here? 

C.  PYFER:      My  name  is  Clark  Pyfer  and  I  have  property  at  555  Fuller  and 
also  have  a  little  interest  in  the  Arcade  Building.   I  have 
been  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Helena  Improvement  Society  since 
it  started  about  four  years  ago.  We  have  had  an  awful  lot  of 
breakfasts  at  the  Travelodge  every  week  for  some  four  years,  as 
some  of  us  know.   I  don't  want  to  be  redundent  and  I  just  want 
to,  number  one  echo  exactly  what  Pat  Melby  says,  which  seems  to 
be  our  unamimous  opinion  of  the  group  that  studied  this  for  a 
long  time  and  have  monitored  rather  closely  the  Steering  Committee  s 
work  on  this  as  well. 

I  would  just  like  to  add  too,  that  I  personally  support  all  the 
things  that  have  been  said  about  the  other  end  of  the  project, 
particularly  the  moving  it  to  the  east  even  though  it  will  probably 
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not  endear  me  to  my  friend  Bill  Headapohl  at  the  Montana  Power. 
There  were  several  comments  that  I  didn't  understand,  I  think 
we  ought  to  get  Joe  back  on  the  pan  a  little  bit,  I  thought  he 
said  that  they  would  plan  to  go  to  bid  April  1st  of  '82  with  a 
portion  of  it  and  then  somebody  said  '84,  which?   Is  it  '84 
before  you  would  have  any  opportunity  to  go  to  bid  with  this? 

Right,  in  our  letting  schedule  and  I  think  Joe  said  that,  maybe 
not  too  clear,  but  it  is  April  of  '84. 

That  probably  is  the  thing  that  disturbs  me  about  this  the 
most.   I  think  that  you  have  done  a  magnificent  job  of  informing 
the  public  but,  this  is  now  going  on,  it  will  be  four  years 
before  anything  can  move.   It  certainly  seems  to  me  that  the 
area  in  segments  could  move  a  whole  lot  faster  than  that, 
particularly  as  we  recommend  that.   I  think  it  ought  to  be 
pointed  out,  that  the  first  section  there,  the  6th  to  Lawrence 
or  Lawrence  to  6th  segment,  only  requires  the  acquisition  of 
the  property  of  Hustads  on  the  corner  of  Allen  and  6th,  and  I 
believe  that  is  less  than  four  businesses,  is  that  correct  Joe? 
How  many  businesses  there  are.... 

Valtron,  and  Dr.  Score's  office  on  the  corner,  is  that  the 
building? 

Yes,  that  building  is  only  one  ownership  and  I  believe  it  has 
less  than  four  people. 

He  said  six. 

Six  people  in  there,  it  is  a  one-story  building  and  the  relocation 
is  relatively  simple  by  comparison  with  some  of  the  other 
things  that  we  are  talking  about.   So,  when  we  talk  about  four 
or  five  or  six  year  terms,  as  far  as  the  rest  of  the  disruption 
is  concerned,  it  seems  to  us  that  in  the  reality  of  it  we 
should  be  addressing  this  section  right  here  and 
moving  quickly  to  property  acquisition,  being  only  one  spot 
that  we  need.  Then  secondly  or  perhaps  as  long  as  we  don't  lose 
our  priorities,  doing  the  area  from  Lyndale  to  Neill  or  Neill 
to  Lyndale  so  that  you  get  that  section  that  doesn't  require 
anything.   You  could  even  do  it  for  $65,000,  that  would  be  a 
whole  lot  better  than  what  you  have  now  and  would  certainly 
make  it  more  attractive.   I  think  that  Mr.  Schmitz  would  agree 
with  that.   That  would  certainly  help  to  bring  people  into  your 
area  of  downtown.   I  think  that  the  parking  situation  is  something 
that  we  have  all  been  concerned  about  and  that  #4  does  less 
violence  to  the  parking  situation  than  any  other. 

There  are  plans  both  for  another  level  of  parking  on  Jackson, 
that  is  part  of  the  design,  that  is  the  area  between  6th  and 
Lawrence.   That  would  give  additional  parking  in  very  close 
proximity  to  the  500  block.   This  would  not  do  any  violence  to 
the  existing  parking  behind  the  Globe  on  Jackson.   It  is  almost 
essential,  if  you  are  going  to  get  a  parking  structure  that 
goes  along  with  the  Sheraton  Hotel,  that  this  continuation  of 


the  loop  be  accomplished.  That  has  been  almost  a  given  from  the 
beginning  and  I  think  that  for  the  Travelodge's  plans  to  be  suc- 
cessful you  have  to  have  that  as  well. 

I  have  one  final  thing  in  addition  to  the  compliments,  I  want  to 
complain  bitterly  about  the  lousy  photography  because  that  probably 
causes  more  problems  than  anything  else.  Every  time  you  try  to 
explain  these  photos  and  these  alternates  you  are  looking  at  the 
shadows  instead  of  the  building.  When  you  have  somebody  take  a 
picture  again  let's  take  it  on  a  cloudy  day.  Thank  you. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thanks  Clark.   John  said  that  somewhere  in  his  draft  he  has  a 
comment  about  the  parking. 

J.  KELLY:      To  answer  your  question  on  the  number  of  parking,  what  we  counted  by 
photograph  and  bear  with  me,  plus  or  minus  some,  it  was  27  parking 
stalls  in  this  area  subject  to  the  alignment,  7  around  the  Kain 
Building  and  plus  or  minus  about  a  100  between  11th  and  Lawrence 
is  on  our  count. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you,  John.  A  gentleman  over  here? 

H.  MASSMAN:    I  am  Hugh  Massman  and  a  little  like  John  Wall,  I  guess  I  have 

three  hats.   I  have  first,  a  hole  in  the  ground  on  the  corner  of 
6th  and  Last  Chance  Gulch  is  certainly  interested  in  this  subject, 
and  secondly  I  and  a  group  of  people  who  were  in  those  buildings 
have  purchased  and  are  engaged  in  a  major  refurbishment  of  the 
Elk's  Building  right  across  the  street.   Like  Clark,  I  have  been 
an  active  participant  in  the  H.I.S.  organization  for  several  years 
and  I  want  to  make  a  couple  of  comments.  First,  I  think  that,  I 
hope  to  heaven  that  we  don't  have  to  wait  another  four  years  or 
three  years  until  '84  to  do  something  between  6th  and  Lawrence  on 
this  because  I  think  it  has  such  a  major  impact  on  the  development 
of  additional  parking  which  has  been  mentioned  here  between  what 
is  now  Allen  and  Jackson,  or  would  become  Cruse  and  Jackson.   I 
think  that,  that  certainly  would  become  a  two-level  parking  area 
in  all  probability,  to  accomodate  that  need,  I  think  overall  we 
would  acquire  added  downtown  parking.   It  would  give  some  defini- 
tion to  what  needs  to  be  done  to  acquire  more  parking.  The  first 
phase  that  is  mentioned  again  in  this  book  indicates  a  cost  of 
less  than  a  million  and  compared  with  the  overall  project,  it 
would  seem  like  at  least  a  good  starter.   I  too  want  to  support 
the  completion  of  the  whole  project  down  to  Montana  because  I 
think  the  community  definitely  needs  it  and  I  think  it  is  consis- 
tent with  downtown  planning  for  the  last  ten  years.  Thank  you. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you.   Yes  Sir? 

M.  NELSON:     I  am  Mickey  Nelson  and  I  live  at  611  North  Jackson.   It  appears 

that  the  project  will  go.   I  still  have  to  settle  some  doubt  that 
it  is  going  to  have  any  effect  downtown.  As  my  colleagues  know  I 
don't  buy  anything  except  in  Helena  and  mainly  downtown,  so  they 
know  I  do  support  them.  But,  if  it  does  go,  we  have  to  definitely 
look  at  the  residential  remifications  of  these  other  areas  and 
alternates  that  are  offered.   Alternate  #4  definitely  gives  the 
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best  alternate  to  the  residential  properties  that  will  not  be 
totally  removed,  by  putting  in  the  cul-de-sac  in  the  600  block 
at  Jackson  at  11th  Avenue.   For  that  reason  I  would  have  to 
support  that.   I  also  would  say  that  any  of  these  other  alternates, 
if  a  cul-de-sac  was  considered  there  at  that  ending  of  Jackson 
onto  11th  Avenue,  the  600  block,  that  I  could  support  this  same 
type  of  a  move.   At  the  same  time,  we  look  at  Alternate  #2, 
11th  Avenue  as  long  as  I  have  lived  there,  which  is  my  entire 
life  and  two  generations  ahead  of  me,  has  definitely  increased 
with  traffic  flow  and  there  is  no  one  going  to  convince  me 
that  traffic  flow  is  going  to  be  cut  down  to  10,  12,  15%  or 
some  ridiculously  low  figure  like  that  for  traffic  that  is 
going  that  direction.   Jackson  Street  will  end  up  being  a 
continuation  of  11th  avenue  at  a  very  high  volume  of  traffic  I 
am  quite  sure,  on  the  uneducated  level,  but  I  am  sure  it  would 
prove  to  be  that  way. 

Presently  I  have  been  trying  to  get  buses  off  of  Jackson  Street 
and  I  don't  mean  our  City  buses,  but  our  cross-country  buses 
and  that  seems  to  be  an  impossibility  so  I  am  sure  that  there 
wouldn't  be  any  change.  At  the  same  time  I  have  to  support  all 
those  ahead  of  me,  Mr,  Melby,  Mr.  Massman,  Mr.  Pyfer,  that  have 
spoke  on  this  section  of  doing  this  one  leg  at  a  time  and  doing 
those  most  critical  areas  first.   I  think  that  maybe  I  could  be 
much  more  supportive  after  we  did  get  in  the  leg  from  Lawrence 
Street  to  6th,  or  6th  to  Lawrence  and  see  what  does  happen 
there.   Definitely  we  are  decaying,  North  Last  Chance  Gulch 
from  Neill  Avenue  down,  we  are  getting  vacant  buildings  in 
there  and  curbs  and  sidewalks  that  are  going  to  pieces  because 
cars  are  parking  on  them  and  etc.  $64,000  for  that  I  think 
would  definitely  generate  business  to  that  area  and  bring  it 
back  to  what  it  should  be.   Thank  you. 

Thank  you,  Mickey.  Okay,  we  are  getting  some  fairly  reasonable 
lines  drawn  supporting  different  steps,  Ed  again? 

Yes,  Ed  McHugh.  At  this  time  I  speak  for  the  Helena  Citizens 
Council  of  Transportation  Committee.  I  would  like  to  stress 
first  that  the  Committee  met  two  nights  ago,  I  believe  it  was 
the  21st  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  take  our  recommendations 
to  the  HCC,  which  meets  next  week,  we  will  do  it  at  that  time. 
We  feel,  due  to  the  fact  there  were  quite  a  few  members  of  the 
HCC  at  our  meeting  that  they  will  pass  it,  plus  the  fact  of  our 
recommendations  were  unanimous.  So  take  our  recommendations 
as  they  are,  they  haven't  been  passed  by  the  HCC  as  yet. 

The  first  one,  and  I  will  read  it.   Because  of  the  apparent 
funding  limitations  on  the  entire  Cruse  Avenue-North  Main 
Street  project,  the  Transportation  Committee  suggests  that 
Helena  decision  makers  in  this  project,  consider  constructing  a 
first  segment  of  Cruse  Avenue  from  6th  to  Lawrence,  so  that  it 
connects  directly  with  the  existing  location  of  Jackson  and 
Lawrence.   If  such  a  configuration  was  installed  it  could  stand 
by  itself  and  be  more  useful  than  it  would  be  with  the  "T" 
intersection  at  Lawrence.   In  other  words,  the  first  segment  of 
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the  project  would  be  a  useful  and  useable  unit.   If  funding  for 
the  urban  transportation  system  is  cut  off,  the  first  segment 
of  the  project  could  operate  for  many  years  and  achieve  much  of 
the  goals  that  have  been  set  for  providing  access  to  the  downtown 
area. 

The  improvement  of  Jackson  Street  between  Lawrence  and  11th 
would  of  course,  be  a  necessary  portion  of  the  project.   It 
might  even  include  the  rearranging  of  the  proposed  five-way 
intersection  at  Neill  Avenue  and  North  Last  Chance  Gulch. 
However,  even  that  intersection  could  be  delayed  should  funding 
be  unavailable.   It  is  further  recommended  that  the  City  acquire 
first  option  for  purchase  of  right-of-way,  or  other  such  interest 
to  assure  smooth  transition  of  ownership  in  the  timely  manner 
when  needed  for  further  construction  of  this  segment.  This  was 
our  first  recommendation  and  coincidently  it  seems  to  go  hand 
in  hand  with  the  Helena  Improvement  Society  and  various  others 
who  have  testified  here  tonight. 

The  second  recommendation  that  we  have  to  make  is  that,  for  any 
reason  that;  as  we  understand  the  priorities  now,  that  Cruse 
Avenue  is  number  one  priority,  North  Main  from  Neill  to  Lyndale 
is  number  two  and  North  Main  from  Lyndale  to  Montana  Avenue, 
number  three,  if  for  any  reason  the  engineering,  right-of-way 
or  something  causes  this  project  to  be  held  up  to  a  point  to 
where  the  urban  money  that  we  have  in  Helena  today,  which  is 
approximately  a  million  dollars,  is  jeopardized,  and  I  under- 
stand if  it  isn't  committed  or  under  construction  in  some  18 
months,  it  will  be  taken  back  by  the  Federal  government,  so  if 
it  is  in  jeopardy,  we  recommend  that  the  two  Main  Street  projects 
immediately  be  undertaken,  so  that  money  is  not  lost. 

Thank  you.   I  guess  I  did  hear  that  there  is  a  limitation  on 
the  availability  of  that  money,  which  we  have  ready  and  available. 
I  am  not  sure  what  the  date  is,  I  am  glad  you  brought  that  out 
and  into  the  record. 

Well,  I  think  what  we  are  saying  is,  your  date  of  1984  is 
totally  unacceptable.   I  think  that  everybody  here  would  agree, 
for  two  reasons,  the  one  is  the  urban  money  will  be  lost  and 
half  of  the  money  we  have  to  spend  will  be  lost  in  round  figures. 
The  other  half  is  that  the  gas  tax  money  that  we  continue  not 
to  spend  erodes  each  year  by  the  inflation  factor.   So  the 
money  that  we  had  five  years  ago   still  standing  in  the  pot, 
doesn't  exist  anymore,  it  is  gone,  for  the  most  part  due  to 
inflation  and  erosion.   To  postpone  it  four  more  years  and 
erode  that  money  that  we  have  now,  another  60-70%,  is  totally 
unacceptable.  Whether  it  is  the  City  fathers,  the  State  Highway, 
the  Federal,  whoever  has  caused  all  of  this  we  dont'  know.   Our 
transportation  study  has  more  or  less  been  the  cause  of  it, 
waiting  four  years  to  get  the  study  back,  whatever  those  reasons 
are,  we  have  had  it.   I  think  the  people  of  Helena  have  had  it 
right  up  to  their  eyeballs.   So,  ::t  is  unacceptable  and  we  can 
get  rid  of  red  tape  if  we  work  at  it  and  I  think  we  are  all 
here  tonight  representing  various  parts  of  the  City,  the  State, 
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Federal  and  we  can  get  rid  of  that  red  tape  a  lot  easier  than 
what  the  time  schedule  you  have.  That  basically  is  what  I  have 
to  say. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you  very  much  for  that  emphatic  statement.  Anybody  have 
some  variations  to  that.  Everybody  feel  that  they  were  repre- 
sented by  the  different  ones  who  spoke,  that  expressed  their 
opinion?  John? 

I  am  taking  hat  #2  now.   I  am  talking  about  26  11th  Avenue, 
that  is  the  old  homestead  up  there  and  that  is  where  the  cul-de-sac 
is  on  that  present  one.  No  matter  which  one  they  pick,  if  they 
would  put  a  cul-de-sac  there  on  Jackson,  it  would  work  just 
about  as  well  on  any  plan.   I  think  really,  plan  #3  would  be  a 
better  plan  than  4,  in  that,  when  you  come  down  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  Neill  and  Helena  Avenue  you  have  just  four  streets 
coming  in  instead  of  five,  am  I  not  right?  And  if  I  am  not 
also  wrong,  I  believe  that  has  the  less  gradient  of  any  plan  of 
coming  up  the  hill,  is  that  not  right? 

Coming  up  the  hill,  on  11th  you  mean? 

Yes,  I  realize  that,  but  1%  is  quite  a  bit  when  you  are  talking 
8  and  9,  I  believe.  Well,  I  understand  it  does  take  out  a  few 
more  businesses  but  on  the  other  hand  I  think,  according  to 
your  costs  here  the  total  cost  of  3  is  the  least  amount  too,  by 
about  a  $100,000,  it  is  the  most  reasonable  plan. 

J.  KELLY:      The  reason  for  the  less  grade  is  that  it  catches  up  to  Cruse 
when  Cruse  is  still  going  down  hill,  the  other  grades  have  to 
hit  North  Last  Chance,  we  sort  of  catch  up.... 

J.  WALL:       11th  Avenue  is  a  tough  hill  and  always  has  been. 

J.  KELLY:      It  is  a  tough  hill,  yes. 

J.  WALL:       And  it  is  going  to  be  maybe  worse  here.  One  other  comment  I 
have  to  make  in  this,  I  still  have  a  little  interest  in  the 
Steamboat  Block  Annex,  but  it  applies  up  on  Cruse  Avenue  as 
well.   Are  we  making  these  streets  wide  enough?   In  other 
words,  the  way  they  are  planned  right  now,  from  Lyndale  clean 
onto  the  top  end  of  Cruse,  we  are  going  to  have  parking  according 
to  this  present  plan,  right? 

J.  KELLY:      Are  you  saying  from  Lyndale  clean  through,  parking?  Yes  correct. 

J.  WALL:       There  will  be  parking  there,  but  it  is  only  a  two  driving  lane? 

J.  KELLY:      Correct.  With  a  left- turn  bay. 

J.  WALL:       Yes,  and  I  am  just  wondering  if  we  are  not  getting  sold  down 
the  stream  again  on  this  one.  As  soon  as  the  traffic  comes  up 
you  are  going  to  lose  all  the  parking  from  Lyndale  to  the  top 
of  Cruse  and  you  will  be  back  in  the  same  old  saddle  again,  no 
parking  uptown.   I  think,  if  uptown  has  got  any  problem  whatso- 
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ever  it  is  parking,  and  when  they  decide  that  they  are  going  to 
furnish  free  parking,  that  is  when  uptown  is  going  to  go.  I 
think  that  we  have  got  to  furnish  those  streets  with  parking 
forevermore.   In  other  words  if  you  are  going  to  put  parking  on 
them  now,  it  should  be  sacred  and  never  taken  away  and  that  is 
all  I  have  to  say. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Thank  you,  John.   A  gentleman  back  here  made  the  comment,  he 
thought  it  was  four  lane.  John  did  touch  on  the  possibility  of 
a  very  far  distant  future  alternate  of  possibly  converting  some 
of  this  to  four  lane,  but  the  present  design  and  the  present 
presentation  is  two  lane,  from  Iyndale,  back. 

MAN:  Cast  in  stone  is  what  I  said. 

- 

D.  BARTSCH:    Oh,  cast  in  stone  at  the  present  time.   Pardon? 

MAN:  Where  is  the  rest  of  the  City  people? 

D.  BARTSCH:    Where  is  the  rest  of  the  City  people,  I  don't  know.   Cort 
Harrington? 

C.  HARRINGTON:  I  am  Cort  Harrington,  could  I  say  something?  I  have  opposed, 
violently  plan  #3,  which  my  neighbor  there  just  recommended. 
First  of  all,  I  think  it  takes  out  too  much  business  property, 
it  takes  out  the  500  block  on  Last  Chance  Gulch  and  secondly  in 
the  earlier  part  of  the  speech  this  evening  Mr.  Kelly  said  that 
it  would  close  11th  Avenue  from  Jackson  down  and  it  would  also 
close  the  alley  behind  11th.   That  would  put  me  a  half  a  city 
block  from  the  closest  anything.   I  would  have  no  parking  in 
front  of  my  house,  I  wouldn't  parking  in  back  of  my  house,  I 
would  have  no  parking  anyplace.   Garbage,  now  they  pick  it  up 
in  my  backyard,  near  the  back  porch,  here  I  would  have  to  carry 
it  a  block  and  a  half  to  have  the  garbage  truck  get  to  me.   So, 
I  violently  oppose  3. 

Personally,  if  I  had  a  choice,  I  think  that  4  is  the  most 
logical  plan  of  any  of  them.   I  think  that  you  take  out  the 
less  business  and  people  coming  from  the  other  side  of  town  can 
make  it  out  to  the  highway,  and  if  they  are  going  east,  they 
can  make  it  out  to  the  east  with  just  a  little  short  curve 
there.   The  rest  of  them,  if  you  are  coming  from  the  west  side 
going  to  the  highway  you  have  a  great  big  "S"  turn.   I  think 
the  smaller  you  can  make  that  "S"  turn  the  better  off  you  are 
going  to  be.  Thank  you. 

D.  BARTSCH:    Cort,  thank  you.   I  would  like  to  outline  the  variation  of  the 

alignment  on  this  first  leg  as  referred  to  by  the  H.C.C.  Transpor- 
tation Committee.   This  starts  at  6th  with  the  same  angle  as  it 
shows  here  but  continue  almost  straight  ahead  and  even  turn 
slightly  to  the  west,  so  that  it  drops  down  and  probably  passes 
through  part  of  the  Kain  Building.   It  drops  down  to  come  in 
line  with  Jackson  at  Lawrence  at  this  point? 
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That  is  correct.   Some  advantage  of  that  would  be  the  elimination 
of  quite  a  large  cut  and  several  of  the  takings  of  business  on 
that  second  segment  of  Cruse.   It  would  take  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  Montana  Powder  Building,  however,  I  think  most  of  it 
could  remain  unaffected  and  again,  I  would  like  to  stress  it 
would  be  a  useful  and  useable  unit,  something  that  perhaps 
would  be  achievable  with  the  funding  that  is  now  available. 
Lastly  this  did  not  come  from  the  HCC.   I  have  heard  around 
town  that  once  Cruse  is  constructed  that  the  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation Committee  should  begin  immediately  on  planning  for  the 
Helena  Grand  Prix  routing,  which  would  be  quite  an  asset,  I 
think  to  the  businesses  of  the  downtown  and  to  the  entertainment 
of  all,  thank  you. 

Thank  you. 


We  can't  guarantee  that  the  design  will  be  set  for  a  Grand  Prix 
on  the  thing.   But,  we  appreciate  it  and  we  do  have  your  letter. 

I  am  Si  Seifert,  I  am  the  General  Manager  and  Secretary  of  the 
Globe  Clothing  Company,  we  have  two  stores  downtown.   I  didn't 
plan  to  say  anything  here  tonight  until  the  last  remarks. 
Every  time  the  Helena  Citizens  Council  gets  up  to  talk  I  get 
panicky.  When  we  built  our  store  on  the  upper  end  of  the  mall, 
which  is  now  our  women's  store,  part  of  the  transportation 
complex  to  reach  that  store  and  reach  the  Federal  Building  was 
the  crosstown  connector.  The  street  on  the  south  side  of  town. 
The  Helena  Citizen  Council  started  a  very  effective  movement 
and  killed  that  off.   The  only  way  that  we  can  get  adequate 
access  to  that  store  on  the  south  end  of  the  street  is  if  we 
can  complete  this  loop  around  downtown. 

I  am  in  business  down  there,  I  have  a  very,  very  substantial 
interest  in  two  businesses  in  the  area  that  will  be  most  affected 
by  the  completion  of  Cruse  Avenue  and  I  want  to  point  out  that 
regardless  of  what  the  Helena  Citizen's  Council  says,  we  are 
very,  very  interested  in  the  completion  of  Cruse  Avenue.  Right 
now,  we  feel,  that  good  access  and  good  egress  to  downtown  has 
almost  been  eliminated  and  without  the  completion  of  Cruse 
Avenue  it  will  be  eliminated.  Thank  you. 

Thank  you,  Si.  For  those  of  you  leaving,  Ray  has  those  sign-up 
books  out  there  at  the  back  door,  so  anybody  that  is  leaving 
they  can  get  their  name  and  address  out  there.  Ed? 

I  think  we  need  a  point  of  clarification  because  there  has  been 
a  misunderstanding.   The  HCC  is  not  in  favor  of  abandoning  the 
Cruse  Drive  at  Lawrence.   We  are  just  passing  ideas  as  to  how 
it  would  come  into  Lawrence  and  be  useable.  As  was  stated  in 
our  first  part,  we  want  the  City  and  the  State  to  consider 
lining  up  right-of-way  immediately  if  possible,  by  leases  and 
options  and  things  like  that  so  in  counter  to  Si  Seifert,  we 
are  opposite  to  that,  we  are  speaking  in  behalf  of  it  not  to 
abandon  it. 
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D.  BARTSCH:    Okay,  fine,  Ed,  thank  you.  Yes  sir? 

C.  PYFER:      I  am  Clark  Pyfer  again  and  I  think  that  Si  should  be  put  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  of  4,  he  didn't  really  say  that. 

I  want  to  make  a  couple  of  comments,  we  certainly  appreciate 
the  support  that  we  are  getting  from  the  HCC  but  I  am  concerned 
that,  if  we  consider  Alternates  5  or  6,  or  whatever  this  might 
be,  of  the  proposal  that  you  are  making,  that  takes  all  of  that 
parking  away,  behind  the  Globe.   But,  more  importantly,  it 
would  add  another  entirely  new  process  into  this,  a  total  new 
procedure.   You  would  have  to  go  through  this  whole  mechanism 
all. over  again. 

I  think  that  Ed  addressed  that  emphatically  and  we. certainly 
echo  it,  that  '84  is  totally  unacceptable  and  we  could  add 
another  two  years  by  starting  another  series  or  another  alternate 
,'  in  there.   I  think  that  what  Si  was  addressing  was  the  facetious 
comment  about  the  Grand  Prix,  which  frankly  I  don't  think 
should  be  in  here  at  all.   I  think  that  there  is  problems 
whenever  you  put  a  straight  stretch  of  road  and  I  think  that  we 
have  too  many  places  where  you  can't  have  the  Grand  Prix  in 
Helena.  Also,  Duane  Lewis  was  at  our  meeting,  he  is  Administrator 
I  believe  for  the  Federal  Highway  Department  for  Montana  and 
he  pointed  out  very  emphatically  what  Ed  has  said,  that  we  have 
a  two-year  phase  down  here.   If  we  don't  use  these  funds,  which 
I  believe  are  two  million,  rather  than  a  million  that  Helena 
has  set  aside,  $400,000  a  year  is  supposed  to  be  going  into 
that,  so  it  is  probably  only  a  million  worth  after  the  shrinkage 
of  inflation,  but  it  is  supposed  to  be  two  million  and  we 
better  get  cracking  and  cut  all  the  red  tape  that  we  can  to  get 
that  done  right  away  and  without  delay. 

D  BARTSCH:    Thank  you.  We  will  hopefully  pass  those  comments  so  the  people 
that  are  reviewing  this  will  take  note  of  those.  Yes,  ma  am?

would' like  to  say  that  we  are  opposed  to  Alternate  2  and  Alternate 
4  because  it  takes  out  parking  behind  the  building  known  as  the 
Dawn  Hotel  Building.   It  not  only  takes  out  our  parking  but  it 
comes  so  close  to  the  back  of  the  building  that  there  is  no  way 
for  our  garbage  to  be  picked  up  and  also  our  boiler  room  runs

N.  SCHNECKLOTH: That  is  it,  that  area  right  there.  How  much  would  it  be  lowered 
over  and  above  what  it  is  right  now? 

D.  BARTSCH:    The  edge  of  the  new  Cruse  Avenue,  if  you  came  through  here 
behind  that  building,  would  be  just  exactly  the  same  level  as 
Jackson  is  right  now. 

N.  SCHNECKLOTH: Okay,  see  my  boiler  room  is  down  approximately  15  to  18'  from 
that  and  if  they  are  in  that  area  working  with  heavy  equipment, 
I  am  quite  sure  they  would  destroy  my  wall.  One  other  question 
that  I  would  like  to  bring  up  here  at  this  point.  They  say, 
according  to  E.P.A.  they  want  to  alleviate  the  five  intersections 
at  Neill  or  make  it  two  forks,  excuse  me,  and  get  rid  of  one, 
but  on  two  of  these  plans  it  looks  like  we  will  still  maintain 
the  five,  is  that  true? 

D.  BARTSCH:    Yes,  that  is  true.  Thank  you.   The  only  comment  I  have  is,  you 
said  it  would  eliminate  your  garbage  pickup.   Your  garbage 
pickup  would  be  the  same,  the  street  would  be  there,  there  is 
parallel  parking  spaces  along  there  and  they  would  serve  you 
about  the  same.   It  is  true  that  your  parking  spaces  acrosss 
Jackson  Street  to  the  east,  woudl  have  to  be  aquired,  you  are 
right  there.   Sounds  like  as  far  as  I  know  we  have  covered  most 
all  of  the  questions  and  some  of  the  opinions  that  we  are 
looking  for.  Anybody  else  have  anything  to  add?  Mr.  Schneckloth, 
yes? 

N.  SCHNECKLOTH: Which  one  do  you  prefer,  which  route  do  you  people  prefer, 
which 
alternate,  1,2,3  or  4? 

D.  BARTSCH:  As  far  as  I  know,  at  the  meetings  that  I  have  been  to  with  the 
consultants  and  different  people  from  the  Highway  Department, 
we  have  no  particular  feeling  on  way  or  the  other. 

N.  SCHNECKLOTH: I  see. 

D.  BARTSCH:    The  alternates  that  direct  the  traffic  toward  town  off  of  11th 
will  serve  a  good  portionthat  want  to  go  that  way  and  if  you 
swing  it  the  other  way,  it  looks  to  us  like  you  would  serve  a 
good  portion,  also.  As  far  as  I  know,  we  don't  have  any  partiuclar 
preference,  we  are  waiting  to  hear  what  we  are  hearing  and 
evaluate  what  is  being  said.   Hopefully,   it  will  give  us  some 
direction. 

I  had  better  wind  this  up  with  a  couple  of  other  comments,  I 
already  mentioned  the  signing  up.   I  do  have  a  mailing 
as  those  letters  that  we  have  sent  out  get  returned,  they  don't 
get  delivered,  that  address  goes  off  the  mailing  list.   For 
those  of  you  who  spoke  or  that  want  a  transcript,  I  would  like 
to  have  you  put  your  name  and  even  though  you  may  be  on  that 
mailing  list,  I  will  cross-reference  it  and  hopefully  only  send 
you  one,  but  I  would  like  your  names  on  as  attendance  here  and 
reinforce  that  request  too.   Remember  to  write  in,  any  written 
statements  that  come  in  after  this,  within  the  next  ten  days  to 
two  weeks,  will  be  included  in  the  transcript.   I  really  apprec-

I  appreciate  receiving  The  Cruse  Avenue  Extension,  and  North  Last 
Chance  Gulch  reports  and  studies. 

Having  lived  in  Helena  most  of  the  time  since  1937,  I've  slifi  up, 
sideways,  and  down  the  first  block  of  11th  Avenue  bet  ween  Last  Chance 
Gulch  and  Jackson  Streets  many  times,  and  watched  other  motorists  every 
time  we  had  a  fresh  snowfall.  Getting  rid  of  that  one  block  of  traffic 

is  a  MUST.  And,  I  favor  Alternate  #1.  Actually,  it  would  be  more  funct- 
ional if  you  could  move  all  the  east-west  traffic  off  11th  avenue,  and  get 
it  down  to  13th  Avenue,  but  the  screams  of  the  citizenry  would  be  even 
louder  than  at  present  because  our  pretty  little  town  was  thrown  together 
as  onelandowner  would  break  up  his  acreage  into  lots  with  some  kinds  of 
streets  and  add  it  to  the  city,  whether  or  not  it  fitted  anyone  else's 
plan.   That's  why  we  have  the  won.  erf ul  jumble  of  ideas.  And  that's  why 
I  think  its  about  time  we  tried  to  bring  a  little  order  out  of  this  chaos. 

Each  property  owner  who  screamed  bloody-murder  at  the  evening  hearing 
I  attended,  as  these  ideas  were  presented,  was  most  hopeful,  in  the  quiet 
of  his  home,  that  he  would  be  bought  out  and  could  retire  with  a  nice  little 
nestegg,  or  located  somewhere  in  some  home  or  business  location  to  his 

liking. 

The  concern  about  what  to  do  with  tenants  of  low-rent  property  is  a 
beside-the-point  issue.  Look  how  quickly  all  of  those  who  dived  in  the 
Denver  Block  moved  and  found  other  suitable  quarters  when  they  were  finally 
given  their  notice  to  be  out  by  a  certain  date  I    Housing  is  available  in 
Helena.  So  are  business  locations  for  those  businesses  that  will  be  displaced. 

The  one  point  you  have  overlooked  in  your  plans  for  the  North  Last  Chance 
Gulch  improvement  is  what  you  are  going  to  do  to  successfully  handle  the 
automobile  traffic  from  Memorial  Park  when  we  have  ball  games  that  attract 
large  crowds.  You  have  an  approach  for  getting  traffic  out  of  the  park,  and 
onto  North  Main  Street  for  northbound  traffic.  I  think  you  have  to  run  a 
traffic  lane  westerly  alongside  the  BN  tracks,  under  the  North  Main  Overpass, 
turning  left  and  rising  to  put  that  flow  of  traffic  that  wants  to  go  sounth 
onto  Last  Chance  Gulch. 

I'm  certain  you've  been  in  Helena  long  enough  to  know  what  traffic  problems 
we  have  in  getting  crowds  out  of  the  Memorial  Park  after  sporting  events.  I'm 
certain  you've  been  around  Helena  long  enough  to  know  what  a  nightmare  it  has 
been  for  the  city  to  get  their  equipment  out  of  their  garages  and  onto  West 
Lyndale,  or  across  Lyndale  if  it  wanted  to  go  east  because  we  didn  t  have  sense 
enough  or  money  enough  to  put  an  underpass  from  Carroll  College  and  the  shops, 
alongside  the  railroad  tracks  and  south  again  on  Getchell,  or  swing  around 
up  to  Lyndale  heading  East,  ^ure,  it  would  have  cost  a  little  money  then,  but 
it  certainly  has  cost  a  lot  of  money  in  gasoline,  in  time  of  employees  sitting 
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and  waiting  for  a  break  in  traffic  so  they  could  get  their  machines  onto 
Lyndale  and  block  traffic  as  they  tried  to  maneuver  down  and  across.

The  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Helena  Citizens1  Council 
is  a  standing  committee  of  the  Council  which  meets  monthly  to 
discuss  transportation  matters  in  the  city  of  Helena.   The  Trans- 
portation Committee  has  closely  followed  the  progress  of  the  Cruse 
Avenue-North  Last  Chance  Gulch  project  and  has  been  represented 
on  the  Project  Steering  Committee  during  the  project  planning^ 
and  environmental  assessment  efforts.   The  completed  draft  EI3 
on  projects  M58l5(l),  M5807(l),  and  M5807(2)  has  been  reviewed  and 
discussed  by  Committee  members.   The  concensus  of  opinion  is  that 
the  document  contains  valuable  information  on  the  impacts  to  a 
wide  variety  of  concerns  affected  by  the  proposed  project.   The 
draft  statement  is  a  compliment  to  good  transportation  planning. 

Having  a  familiarity  with  the  draft  EI3  but  not  being  experts 
in  transportation  planning,  our  Committee  wishes  to  offer  the 
following  recommendations  to  the  draft  EIS: 

o  Becuase  of  apparent  funding  limitations  on  the 
entire  Cruse'" Avenue-North  Last  Chance  Gulch 
project,  the  Transportation  Committee  suggests 
that  Helena's  decision  makers  in  this  project 
consider  constructing  a  first  se^rment  of  Cruse 
Avenue  from  6th  Avenue  to  Lawrence  so  that  it 
connects  directly  with  the  existing  location 
of  Jackson  at  Lawrence.   If  such  a  configura- 
tion was  installed,  it  could  stand  by  itself 
and  be  much  more  useful  than  it"  would  be  with 
a  "T"  intersection  at  Lawrence.   In  other  words, 
this  first  secernent  of  the  project  would  be  a 
"useful  and  useable  unit."   If  funding  for  the 
urban  transportation  system  is  cut  off,  the 
first  segment  of  the  project  could  operate  for 
many  years  and  achieve  much  of  the  goal  that 
has' been' set  for  providing  access  to  the  down- 
town area.   Improvement  of  Jackson  Street 
between  Lawrence  and  11th  Avenue  would,  of 
course,  be  a. necessary  portion  of  the  project.

proposed  five-way  intersection  at  Neill  Avenue 
and  North  Last  Chance  Gulch.   However,  even  that 
intersection  could  he  delayed  should  funding  be 
unavailable. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  city  acauire 
first  option  for  purchase  of  right-of-way  or  other 
such  interest  between  Lawrence  and  Neill  Avenue 
to  assure  smooth  transition  of  ownership  in  a 
timely  manner  when  needed  for  future  construction 
of  this  segment. 


In  the  event  that  urban  system  funds  are  not 
committed  on  the  Cruse  Avenue  project  at  an 
early  enough  date  to  allow  transfer  to  another 
project  without  being  lost,  then  the  Transpor- 
tation Committee  recommends  that  these  funds 
be  transfered  for  prompt  use  on  the  North  Last 
Chance  Gulch  project. 


o  The  Transportation  Committee  reo±uests  that  a 
more  thorough  discussion  of  alternative  funding 
sources  be  addressed  in  the  event  that  urban 
system  funds  are  terminated.

We,  Valley  Development,  have  been  in  business  for  four 
years.  We  have  been  located  in  the  Sharbono  building  for  nine 
months  in  which  time  we  have  had  substantial  success  in  the  housing 
market.   We  are  also  under  lease  agreement  with  Del  Sharbono. 

Del  Sharbono  has  informed  us  that  the  Highway  Department  is 
considering  moving  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  40  feet  towards  the 
Sharbono  building  thus  eliminating  parking  for  Sharbono  Construction, 
Valley  Development,  4  Seasons  Real  Estate,  and  International 
Diamond  Corporation.   Also,  you  are  considering  closing  Chestnut, 
thus  eliminating  our  access  to  the  building.   This,  combined  with 
raising  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  4  feet  and  other  changes,  will 
put  traffic  directly  in  front  of  our  second  story  office  windows. 
Not  to  mention  traffic  increases  through  residential  areas  sur- 
rounding the  Sharbono  building  as  our  excavating  equipment, 
trucks,  customers  and  sales  staff  are  in  and  out  of  the  yard 
constantly.  We  feel  these  changes  will  hurt  Valley  Development 
and  the  community  substantially. 

Having  seen  your  plans,  we  feel  the  Department  of  Highways 
is  making  a  gross  error  by  not  moving  the  road  40  feet  to  the 
east  as  there  is  ample  room  through  Montana  Power,  and  Steffeck 
Equipment  to  avoid  such  damage  to  the  business  community.

We  take  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  above  referenced  project, 
understand  that  the  comment  period  extends  through  June  1,  1981.

We  own  property  directly  adjacent  to  the  proposed  project.   That 
property  is  known  by  the  legal  description  of  -  Block  16  of  the  Grand 
Avenue  Addition,  City  of  Helena.   It  lies  immediately  north  of  the  Northern 
Railway  crossing,  west  of  North  Last  Chance  Gulch,  and  south  of  Chestnut 
Street.  We  also  are  lessees  of  that  portion  of  Burlington  Northern  property 
between  the  railway  itself  and  our  own  property. 

The  proposed  project  holds  significant  potential  to  drastically  alter 
the  good  and  productive  value  of  our  property.   It  is  for  this  reason  that  we 
offer  the  following  rather  lengthy  comments.

2) 


Access:   Page  26  of  the  EIS  states  that  West  Chestnut  Street  will  be 
restricted  to  right  turn  only.   This  will  severly  limit  the  ability  of 
our  customers  and  potential  customers  as  well'  as  our  employees  and  ten- 
ants to  enter  our  property  in  an  orderly  and  logical  manner.  The  result 
of  this  measure  would  be  to  force  our  people  to  travel  from  our  property 
west  on  Chestnut  to  Gold  Street  (which  is  not  improved  nor  maintained), 
then  north  on  Gold  Street  to  Poplar,  then  east  on  Poplar  to  Villard,  then 
south  on  Villard  to  Last  Chance  Gulch  just  to  get  to  and  from  our  building. 
This  would  cause  our  customers  undo  confusion.   Furthermore,  with  a 
combined  payroll  of  50  to  80  persons  added  to  the  traffic  generated  by  our 
customers,  the  business  on  our  property  would  produce  a  large  volume  of 
traffic  through  the  residential  neighborhood  to  the  north. 

Grade  Change:   In  a  letter  to  City  Manager,  Robert  Erickson  from  John  Kelly, 
dated  August  7,  1981,  it  is  stated  that  the  grade  at  the  Burlington 
Northern  crossings  will  be  raised  4.2  feet.   It  can  be  expected  that  this 
change  will  translate  into  a  significant  grade  change  at  the  Chestnut 
intersection.   Any  significant  gradient  change  on  Chestnut  Street  would 
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render  this  intersection  nearly  unusable  and  seasonally  dangerous. 
This  further  erodes  accessibility  to  our  property. 

3)  Taking  of  Right-of-Way :   Currently,  it  appears  that  the  road  enjoys  a  70' 
right-of-way.   Figure  '2-2  on  page  35 ,  indicates  that  the  width  of  the 
proposed  improvement  will  be  100'.  When  taking  into  account  the  exag- 
gerating effect  of  building  the  vertical  alignment,  it  would  appear  that 
in  total,  a  right-of-way  of  a  minimum  of  118'  would  be  required  for  the 
improvement.   Figure  Jl-1  indicates  a  horizontal  offset  to  the  west  of  the 
existing  centerline  by  22'.   This  would  indicate  that  the  roadway  would 
require  encroachment  onto  our  property  by  approximately  46'.   Conversely, 
our  calculations  show  encroachment  onto  the  east  side  of  Last  Chance  Gulch 
in  our  vicinity  to  be  only  2'.   This  would  seriously  jeopardize  the 
functional  value  of  our  parking  lot.   The  parking  accommodations  would  be 
reduced  from  22  spaces  to  7  spaces.   This  would  have  a  grievous  affect  on 
our  ability  to  conduct  business  which  could  not  be  mitigated.   Also,  this 
shift  westward  in  the  roadway  would  further  complicate  the  Chestnut 
intersection  by  increasing  the  gradient. 

4)  Negative  Effect  on  Asthenic  Value:   We  have  undergone  considerable 
planning  and  expence  to  insure  that  our  property  displays  a  positive 
appearance  to  the  observing  public.   By  moving  the  roadway  closer  to  our 
building  and  increasing  the  vertical  alignment,  the  property  will  suffer 
asthenically .   The  driver  will  be  seeing  eyelevel  onto  the  upper  portion 
of  the  second  level  at  point  blank  range.   The  architectural  design  which 
has  been  achieved  will  be  lost  in  hiding. 

5)  Negative  Effect  on  Recognition:   For  10  years  we  have  displayed  a  Marque 
type  reader  sign  in  the  proximity  of  our  parking  lot.   The  realignment  of 
the  roadway  will  force  its  removal.  A  suitable  secondary  site  for  this  or 
any  other  sign  would  not  exist  under  the  circumstances. 

6)  Negative  Effect  on  Expansion:   In  early  1980,  we  developed  a  master  plan 
for  the  development  of  our  property  into  an  office  complex,  roughly  two 
and  one-half  times  its  present  size.   This  project  has  been  fully  drafted 
and  would  be  now  complete  if  the  present  state  of  the  economy  were  more 
favorable.   The  project  absolutely  requires  that  we  maintain  our  existing 
parking  lot.   The  encroachment  of  this  improvement  onto  our  parking  lot 
would  scrub  our  expansion  project. 

The  above  points  are  the  specific  areas  where  we  feel  that  the  proposed 
project  adverselyaffect  our  property.   In  addition  to  these,  we  have  specific 
concerns  with  respect  to  the  design  itself. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  sum  total  of  available  engineering  with 
respect  to  this  project  is  included  in  the  draft  EIS.   The  material  is  sketchy, 
at  best,  and  forces  us  to  speculate  in  certain  areas. 

We  do  have  very  specific  concerns  with  respect  to  the  objectivity  of  the 
draft  EIS.   Specifically,  it  is  apparent  that  the  authors  are  sensitive  to  only 
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two  entities  involved:  Montana  Power  Company,  and  Bausch  Park.   This  is  born 
out  in  the  context  of  the  report  as  well  as  the  design  standards. 

In  respect  for  the  park,  the  width  of  the  improvement  is  choked  down 
to  52'.   From  somewhere  in  front  of  our  property  to  Montana  Avenue,  a  100' 
improvement  is  scheduled.   This  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  figures  1-2  and 
1-3  project  a  higher  traffic  volume  in  front  of  the  park  than  farther  north. 

An  onsite  evaluation  of  the  park  property  area  makes  it  very  apparent  that 
the  most  logical  method  of  gaining  roadway  width  would  be  to  encroach  upon 
or  remove  the  seeded  island  between  the  Memorial  parking  lot  and  the  existing, 
road.   From  a  recreational  standpoint,  it  is  clearly  analogous  anyway. 

Figure  4-1  depicts  a  new  curve  in  the  road  to  facilitate  the  22'  offset 
at  the  railway  crossing.   Presently,  the  roadway  is  relatively  free  from  horizontal 
displacement.   Adding  a  bend  at  this  point  would  seem  to  be  a  violation  of  the 
"greatest  public  good,  least  private  injury"  ideal  for  roadway  modification. 
It  is  stated  that  the  purpose  for  the  22'  offset  is  twofold:   1)   to  mitigate 
any  adverse  impact  to  the  Montana  Power  Company  property  and  2)  to  allow  continued 
use  of  the  existing  structure  as  deture  routes  during  construction. 

The  logical  approach,  again,  would  be  to  take  the  22'  offset  on  the  east 
side  of  the  existing  structure  rather  than  the  west  side.   This,  along  with 
a  taking  of  Memorial  Park  island  as  indicated  above,  would  leave  the  road 
totally  straight  at  this  point.   It  would  also  allow  for  medians  and  a 
continuation  of  the  sidewalk.   It  appears  that  the  damage  done  to  Montana  Power 
Company's  plant  would  be  confined  to  a  loss  of  a  large  portion  of  their  lawn. 
This  would  appear  to  be  the  only  significant  private  consession  to  be  made  if 
the  new  road  were  to  take  this  route. 

Assuming  that  alternate  route  described  above  were  to  be  incorporated,  the 
taking  of  significant  right-of-way  in  the  proximity  of  our  property  would  be  on 
the  east  side  of  Last  Chance  Gulch  rather  than  the  west  side.   This  would  allow 
for  a  much  more  gradual  curve  which  would  again  be  in  keeping  with  the  "most 
public  benefit,  least  private  injury"  idea. 

In  closing,  we  are  not  opposed  to  the  concept  of  improving  North  Last 
Chance  Gulch.   Our  concern  is  that  it  be  done  in  a  logical  and  objective  manner. 
We  have  addressed  our  concerns  above  and  trust  that  you  will  take  them  under 
advisement.

I  offer  the  following  thoughts  concerning  the  above  referenced  EIS: 

1.  Some  reference  is  made  in  the  study  to  address  intersection 
design  for  increased  capacity  in  some  areas  of  the  study 
area.  However,  these  references  are  not  followed  up  by 
specific  system  capacity  analysis.  It  appeared  that  if  such 
a  determination  was  made,  at  least  the  North  Last  Chance 
Gulch  phase  of  the  proposed  work  could  be  postponed  until 
such  time  as  the  actual  roadway  capacity  was  nearing  its 

.limits.  For  example,  a  left  turn  lane  installed  on  North 
Main  in  the  southbound  lane  at  Lyndale  Avenue  might  allow 
the  projected  traffic  of  around  16,131  vehicles  per  day  in 
1990  might  be  handled.  This  would  eliminate  the  necessity 
of  addressing  the  North  Main  portion  of  the  project  until 
that  time. 

2.  If  an  intersection  at  Custer  and  Interstate  15  is  constructed 
during  the  planning  period,  I  would  think  the  average  daily 
traffic  count  travelling  south  on  North  Main  and  then  west 

on  Lyndale  would  be  reduced  somewhat  by  lowering  the  through 
traffic  count  proceeding  from  the  interstate  to  Highway  12 
West.  In  other  v/ords,  much  of  the  through  traffic  might 
exit  at  Custer  and  proceed  via  Custer  and  Henderson.  I 
assume  this  routing  would  be  discussed  in  the  updated 
transportation  plan.  If  in  fact  the  above  is  true,  I 
suggest  the  consideration  of  this  segment  of  the  project  be 
delayed  until  a  positive  determination  can  be  made. 

3.  Because  of  the  apparent  funding  limitations  on  the  entire 
project,  I  suggest  the  decision  makers  in  this  project 
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consider  constructing  a  first  segment  of  Cruse,  M5815(l)  so 
that  it  connects  directly  with  Jackson  at  Lawrence  Avenue. 
If  such  a  configuration  was  installed,  it  could  stand  by 
itself  and  be  much  more  useful  than  it  would  be  with  a  "TM 
intersection  at  Lawrence.  In  other  words,  this  first  segment 
of  the  project  would  in.  itself  be  a  "useful  and  useable 
unit".  If  funding  for  the  Urban  Transportation  System  is 
cut  off,  the  first  segment  of  the  project  could  operate  for 
many  years  and  achieve  much  of  the  goal  that  has  been  set 
for  providing  access  to  the  downtown  area.  Improvement  of 
Jackson  Street  would,  of  course,  be  a  necessary  portion  of 
the  project.  It  might  even  include  the  rearrangement  of  the 
propsoed  five-way  intersection  at  Neil!  Avenue  and  North 
Last  Chance  Gulch.  However,  even  that  intersection  could  be 
delayed  should  funding  be  unavailable. 

4.  Along  the  same  lines,  please  consider  an  interim  step  of 
making  Jackson  and  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  one  way  couplets 
with  Jackson  going  southbound.  Such  a  configuration  would 
eliminate  having  to  execute  left  turns  on  the  southern  limit 
of  this  couplet.  This  would,  of  course,  require  North  Last 
Chance  Gulch  to  be  one  way  northbound.  Of  coure,  the  effect 
of  the  five-way  intersection  at  Neill  Avenue  and  North  Last 
Chance  Gulch  would  have  to  be  studied  very  carefully,  but  I 
do  not  honestly  see  what  the  difference  would  be  on  traffic 
control  at  that  intersection. 

5.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  see  a  more  thorough  discussion  of 
the  funding  sources  should  the  Urban  System  Funding  be 
terminated.  What  alternate  funding  sources  are  available 
for  each  of  these  three  separate  segments  of  road? 

Thank  you  for  allowing  me  to  comment  on  this  draft  EIS.  It  was  well 
organized  and  clearly  presented.  I  only  hope  that  the  guidelines  set  forth 
in  it  are  not  "cast-in-concrete"  at  this  time.

Although  I  attended  the  Cruse  Avenue  and  Last  Chance 
Gulch  reconstruction  meeting  at  the  City/County  Building,  at 
which  time  I  expressed  my  support  for  getting  the  extension  of 
Cruse  Avenue  from  6th  to  Lawrence  completed  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  I  did  not  support  my  position  by  letter. 

From  my  position  as  owner  of  the  Horsky  Block  site  on  the 
corner  of  North  Last  Chance  Gulch  and  6th  Avenue,  and  as  an 
owner  of  a  substantial  interest  (and  obligation!)  in  the 
Downtown  Professional  Center,  314  North  Last  Chance  Gulch 
(formerly  the  Elks  Building)  making  an  early  and  final 
decision  on  this  short  two-block  extension  is  very  important 
to  me  and  other  property  owners  in  that  immediate  area.   There 
has  been  substantial  investment  and  revitalization  in  the 
downtown  area;  and  we  have  now  reached  the  position  where 
serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  additional  downtown 
parking.   If  the  extension  from  6th  Avenue  to  Lawrence  is 
finalized  and  work  is  initiated,  we  "downtowners"  can  then 
address  through  our  downtown  property  owners  group  and  jointly 
with  the  City  Commission  the  necessary  changes  in  Jackson 
Street  between  6th  and  Lawrence,  both  for  parking  and  traffic 
routing.   It  appears  feasible  to  have  a  level  of  parking  off 
Cruse  Avenue  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Jackson  Street 
parking,  perhaps  a  center  level  of  parking  on  grade  with  the 
entrance  at  the  north  end  of  the  lot  near  the  Kain  Building, 
and  a  lower  level  of  parking,  perhaps  off  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  lot.   This  configuration  would  permit  three  levels  of 
parking,  with  no  loss  of  parking  stalls  for  internal  routing 
level- to-level. 
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At  any  rate,  we  certainly  need  an  early  solution  to  this 
short  section.

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SUPERINTENDENT ' S  COMMENTARY 

As  we  turn  Into  this  new  year  It  Is  rewarding  to  look  back  on  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  staff  of  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital.   Perhaps  the  most  visible 
one  has  been  moving  into  the  six  new  cottages.   Equally  important  is  the  demolition 
of  three  of  the  older  buildings,  because  they  can  never  be  used  to  house  human 
beings  again.   There  has  also  been  the  conversion  of  the  former  Junior  Hall  into 
a  central  warehouse.  This  building  will  no  longer  be  used  to  warehouse  human 
beings  and  gives  BRS&H  its  first  good  control  over  its  inventories.  Another 
building,  old  Spruce  Hall,  has  been  emptied  of  patients  and  has  become  a  center 
for  paramedical  services,  inservice  trainings  behavior  modification,  and  religious 
services.   This  past  Thanksgiving  we  had  our  first  roasted  turkeys  and  on  New  Years 
Day  our  first  baked  ham,  thanks  to  the  new  ovens.   We  also  installed  a  grill  for 
hamburgers,  pork  chops,  and  other  fried  foods,  together  with  a  deep  frier  for 
"french  fries".   These  improvements  in  the  food  service,  along  with  our  new  dish- 
washer, were  made  late  last  fall. 

Overall,  the  level  of  care  and  facilities  have  been  raised  to  the  point  that 
persons  eligible  for  Medicaid  are  being  treated  in  facilities  that  are  licensed 
under  both  State  and  Medicaid  rules.   Building  3  will  be  remodeled  to  Medicaid 
licenseability,  but  buildings  1,  2,  4,  5  and  9  have  been  determined  as  being 
incapable  of  being  remodeled  to  this  level.   The  hospital  will  be  remodeled  and 
its  services  much  improved.   The  Non-Ambulatory  Unit  will  be  remodeled  and  brought 
into  full  compliance  with  regulations, 

The  clinical  programs  are  working  well.   The  Unit  System  is  producing  better 
over-all  patient  care  and  Is  accomplishing  the  goals  set  for  it.   The  Behavior 
Modification  program  has  received  much  praise  and  is  benefitting  many,  individual 
patients.   Education  and  Recreation  are  serving  more  patients  than  ever  before. 
The  community  programs  are  beginning  to  blossom  under  cooperative  agreements  with 
other  state  agencies,  In  which  federal  dollars  are  really  being  put  to  work. 

In  this  legislative  session  we  are  asking  for  three  things:   1)  an  increased 
amount  for  community  programs  with  the  counties  being  given  an  opportunity  to 
participate,  2)  an  extension  of  the  newborn  screening  law,  which  would  help  in 
the  prevention  of  mental  retardation,  and  3)  a  Protective  Services  law  which  will 
give  to  the  developmentaily  disabled  the  combined  advantages  of  guardianship  and 
advocacy.  This  next  year  will  be  a  lean  one  with  the  budgetary  limitations  being 
recommended.   The  staff  presented  a  realistic  budget  that  would  provide  the  services 
we  all  know  we  needed  to  have  a  full ,  modern  day  program  —  not  an  extravagant 
program.   We  will  need  the  help  of  every  one  of  you  in  contacting  your  legislators 
and  asking  them  to  support  our  bills  and  budget  request.   Your  help  will  certainly 
be  appreciated.

A  BETTER  DEAL  FOR  THE  MONTANA  DEVELOPMENTAL!^  DISAELED 

In  October  a  cooperative  agreement  was  made  between  the  Mental  Retardation 
Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Institutions  and  the  Division  of  Social  Services 
of  the  Montana  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services.   This  agreement 
has  created  six  jobs,  one  for  a  monitor  to  evaluate  the  project  on  a  state  wide 
basis  and  five  for  community  workers  to  implement  the  program  in  each  of  the  five 
regions  of  Montana, 

The  State  Monitor  position  has  been  filled  by  Audrey  Zisler  who  will  be  officed 
with  the  Division  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  in  Helena. 

This  assistance  program,  known  as  Title  45,  provides  for  the  direct  purchase 
of  services  for  clients  18  years  or  older  who  cannot  receive  service  from  generic 
services  such  as  education  or  rehabilitation.   Title  45  is  one  of  the  amendments 
to  the  Social  Security  Act.   Mr.  Robert  M.  Perry,  State  Coordinator  of  DMR  &  ERS&H, 
pointed  out  that  the  funding  of  $200,000,  when  divided  among  the  estimated  500 
recipients  out  in  the  community,  comes  to  only  $400  each,  considerable  less  than 
the  $4,000  per  client  per  year  it  would  cost  the  taxpayer  to  send  the  same  people 
to  the  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital.   "The  savings  could  be  about  $1.6  million 
over  the  years",  Mr.  Perry  said. 

The  community  worker,  under  supervision,  stimulates  the  development  of  specialized, 
adult  developmental  services,  makes  proper  referrals  for  services,  and  performs 
other  entrance  level,  professional  social  or  community  work  as  required.  The  commun- 
ity worker  also  provides  consultation  to  the  generic  services  regarding  the  special 
needs  of  the  client,  has  regularly  planned  conferences,  and  prepares  and  maintains 
needed  records,  reports  and  correspondence.  They  began  their  community  work  activi- 
ties last  October.   Their  names,  region,  and  base  of  operations  are  as  follows:

Region;  A  geographical  division  of  a  state  with  1)  a  population  of  150,000 
in  order  to  be  able,  to  offer  a  full  complex  of  services,  2)  a  central  concentration 
of  population  to  act  as  a  focal  point,  3)  an  institution  of  higher  learning,  and 
4)  the  potential  to  make  a  local  financial  effort  a  tax  base,  5)  a  concentration 

of  medical  and  other  professional  services. 

SERVICE  AWARDS  BANQUET  HELD 

Thursday  evening,  October  26,  1972,  eighty-one  employees  of  Boulder  River  School 
and  Hospital  were  honored  for  their  conscientious  service  of  five  years  or  more 
at  the  institution. 

A  social  Certificate  of  Award  for  thirty-seven  years  of  "meritorious,  imaginative, 
longtime  service"  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Harold  Jessen  of  Boulder.  Mr.  lessen  has 
worked  at  BRS&H  longer  than  any  individual  historically  employed  at  the  school. 

The  Best  Employee  Award  was  initiated  with  the  honoring  of  Mrs.  Arleen  Weber, 
Attendant  Counsellor  II.   Employed  at  the  Hospital  since  1965,  Mrs.  Weber  has  played 
an  active  part  in  training  the  severely  and  profoundly  retarded  patients.  After 
the  ceremonies  she  stated,  "Being  an  attendant  is  not  just  a  routine  job  for  monetary 
rewards,  one  must  work  for  the  patients."  Mr.  Perry,  Superintendent,  stated  that 
"Mrs.  Weber  is  the  model  of  what  an  attendant  at  BRS&H  should  be  as  reflected  in 
her  loyalty  to  the  School  and  her  pride  in  her  job." 

BRS&H  CAREER  LADDER 

Since  its  initiation  back  in  February  of  1970,  the  career  ladder  has  provided 
a  useful  means  for  the  individual  employee  to  raise  himself  economically  and  on 
the  responsibility  scale.   The  career  ladder  was  established  with  the  arrival  of 
Robert  M.  Perry,  Superintendent.  Since  then,  62  individuals  currently  employed 
at  BRS&K  have  made  their  way  up  the  rungs,  many  of  them  promoted  several  times. 

The  Career  Ladder  is  present  in  all  departments  excepting  the  Shop-Maintenance 
and  the  Business  Offices.   The  career  ladder  is  within  most  everyone's  grasp.

The  members  attending  heard  from 
several  speakers,  including  Dr.  Jack  Rudio, 
Montana  State  Supervisor  of  Special  Educa- 
tion; Mr.  Michael  Frederickson,  Chief 
Strategen  for  Project  Outreach  at  Eastern 
Montana  College;  and  Montana  Legislators 
Gary  Marbtst  and  Art  Zody.  The  registrants 
were  also  able  to  tour  the  Sheltered 
Workshop  in  Miles  City. 


STATE  DOCUMENTS 

INDIVIDUALIZED  DATA  BASE  for  Montana: 

Representatives  from  the  University  of 
California  in  Los  Angeles  visited  BRS&H 
February  6,  1973,  to  discuss  implementation 
of  an  "Individualized  Data  Base"  in  Montana. 
Participating  in  the  discussions  were  rep- 
resentatives of  BRS&H,  the  Division  of 
Special  Education,  the  Child  Development 
Center  in  Missoula,  and  the  University  of 
Montana. 

Individualized  Data  Base  (IDB)  provides 
current,  longitudinal  and  historical  informa- 
ation  on  all  persons  known  to  have  a  devel- 
opmental disability,  and  makes  it  possible 
to  continuously  locate  these  persons.  The 
system  will  provide  information  on  program- 
ming for  these  individuals,,  Thus  any  devel- 
opmentally  disabled  person  can  be  detected 
by  IDB,  and  the  appropriate  agency  would 
bring  service  as  needed. 

BRS&H  psychologist,  Dan  Anderson,  will 
be  the  State  Coordinator  of  the  IDB  project 
scheduled  to  be  operative  by  July  1,  1973. 
Other  Montana  agencies  dealing  with  the 
developmentally  disabled  are  expected  to 
participate  in  the  data  system. 


BRS&H  HOSTS  UAF  CONFERENCE 

Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  hosted  a  conference  February  2,  1973  to  discuss 
the  concept  of  a  University-Affiliated  Facility  to  be  located  at  Boulder.   Participating 
in  the  conference  were  representatives  from  the  University  of  Montana,  Carroll  College, 
Montana  State  University,  Northern  Montana  College,  Dawson  College,  Eastern  Montana 
College,  and  Rocky  Mountain  College. 

The  purpose  of  the  University-Affiliated  Facility  (UAF)  is  to  draw  upon  the  unique 
strengths  of  the  various  facilities  in  Montana,  and  to  coordinate  them  toward  the  goals 
in  the  field  of  developmental  disabilities.   According  to  Superintendent,  Robert  M.  Perry, 
the  Division  of  Mental  Retardation  is  presently  trying  to  implement  programs  in  the  com- 
munities of  Montana,  without  a  labor  force  of  personnel  with  the  proper  interdisciplinary 
training.  The  UAF  concept  would  aim  to  supplement  the  training  of  those  persons  who 
will  make  a  direct  contribution  at  the  community  level. 

Dr.  Richard  Swenson,  Director  of  the  Behavior  Modification  Program  at  BRS&H  co- 
ordinated the  conference . 


COLLEGE  EXTENSION  CLASSES  AT  BRS&H 

Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital 
recently  received  authority  from  the 
University  of  Montana  in  Missoula,  to 
conduct  extension  classes  for  college 
credit  here  at  the  institution.  At  the 
same  time,  seven  members  of  the  BRS&H 
staff  have  been  certified  to  teach 
these  courses.  The  staff  includes 
Robert  Perry,  Keith  McCarty,  Richard 
Swenson,  Dan  Anderson,  and  Ron  Lang- 
worthy  for  psychology.   Bill  McCrae 
will  be  teaching  English  and  Jeff 
Hughes  in  chemistry. 

The  classes  were  open  to  the  BRS&H 
staff  as  well  as  members  of  the  Boulder- 
Basin  area.  There  are  presently  thirty- 
two  people  enrolled  in  the  three  classes,

TITLE  I  NEWS

The  last  quarter  has  witnessed  a  great  increase  in  activity  and  output  from  the 
behavior  modification  staff.   Their  main  efforts  have  been  devoted  to  Cottage  15, 
the  "training  cottage."  By  focusing  their  training  efforts  in  one  cottage,  they  plan 
to  provide  a  model  for  other  cottages  and  to  produce  high  visibility  results.  Data 
from  the  training  cottage  indicate  that  after  nine  weeks  of  training  in  toileting, 
feeding,  dressing,  hand  and  face  washing,  speech  and  toothbrushing ,  they  are  having 
great  success  with  about  one-third  of  the  patients  and  moderate  success  with  the 
rest,  except  for  about  three  patients  who  have  progressed  slightly. 

In  order  to  maximize  the  use  and  knowledge  of  behavior  modification  by  all 
BRS&H  staff,  a  weekly  newsletter,  the  Boulder  Behavior 1st  was  started  on  February  20. 
Six  issues  have  been  printed  so  far. 

An  Attendant  Incentive  program  was  designed  at  the  same  time  to  increase  (by 
rewarding)  Attendant  Counselors'  involvement  in  training.  The  program  has  been  a 
great  success,  thanks  to  the  support  of  local  businessmen.  The  results  of  the  weekly 
drawing  for  prizes  by  Attendant  Counselors  who  have  conducted  systematic  training 
sessions  and  the  data  generated  from  this  training  is  reported  regularly  in  the. 
Boulder  Behaviorist. 

Recently  the  behavior  modification  staff  formed  committees  to  study  special 
areas  such  as  the  token  economy,  research  development  and  community  intervention. 
Community  intervention  is  concerned  with  teaching  community  members,  particularly 
parents,  teachers  and  employers,  how  to  effectively  apply  principles  of  behavior 
management  to  retarded  persons.   Its  ultimate  goal  is  to  prevent  institutionalization 
whenever  possible.   The  token  economy  committee  has  recommended  that  the  token ^ 
system,  recently  halted  for  re-examination,  be  started  anew  for  specific  individuals 
in  controlled  programs. 

On  March  8  and  9,  R.  Don  Horner  from  Parsons  State  Hospital  and  Training  Center 
in  Kansas  visited  BRS&H  to  consult  with  the  behavior  modification  staff.   The  con- 
sultation was  a  great  success  from  the  standpoint  of  Horner's  concrete  suggestions 
for  improving  the  Title  I  program  and  his  fine  evaluation  of  the  existing  program.

Fleege  of  BRS&H.  Also  speaking  were 
Ken  Royhans,  who  is  Executive  Director 
of  MARCA,  and  Al  Bertelsen,  who  serves 
on  the  Regional  DDSA  Board  at  Bozeman. 


Pharmacy  Report 

A  new  drug  distribution  system  has 
been  implemented  at  BRS&H,  which  accord- 
ing to  HEW  Pharmacy  Consultant,  George 
Freedman,  "could  become  a  model  for  Mental 
Retardation  Centers  all  over  the  country." 

With  the  new  distribution  system 
BRS&H  pharmacist  Reggie  Scott  has  extended 
supervision  beyond  the  hospital,  allowing 
him  better  control,  more  accuracy,  and 
more  contact  in  the  cottages.  The  hos- 
pital will  be  supplied  with  cassette  type 
carts,  which  will  be  filled  by  the  pharm- 
acy on  a  24-hour  basis.  The  prescriptions 
for  the  residential  cottages  will  eventu- 
ally be  supplied  by  individual,  packaged 
doses,  being  more  sanitary  and  allowing 
better  accuracy. 

Another  improvement,  implemented  last 
fall,  is  the  patient  profile,  card.   This 
is  a  history  of  the  patient's  past  and 
present  drug  prescriptions,  which  aids 
the  pharmacist  in  determining  any  drug 
interactions. 


NEWLY  REMODELED  PATIENT  COMPLEX 

The  shop  crew  is  putting  the  finishing  touches  on  the  newly  remodeled  patient 
complex  in  Building  9,  although  many  of  the  services  are  already  open.  The  complex 
houses  a  beauty  shop,  barber  shop,  canteen,  lounge,  and  soon  to  open  library. 

The  area  housing  these  services  was  previously  used  for  food  and  other  storage. 
The  construction  and  remodeling  have  been  completed  by  Mr.  Harold  Jessen  and.  our 
shop  crew,  which  has  done  some  very  creative  work.  New  lighting  and  windows  were 
installed  in  the  main  areas,  with  supplies  salvaged,  from  the  demolition  project  last 
fall.  The  toilet  facilities  in  the  present  lounges  were  transferred  from  the  former 
Junior  Hall.,   Fans  were  installed  in  the  canteen  and  rest  rooms,  which  should  be 
a  noticeable  improvement  this  summer.   There  is  still  linoleum  to  be  laid  in  the 
canteen,  lounge,  hallway,  which  is  scheduled  to  arrive  from  Helena  in  the  coming  weeks. 

Mrs.  Jessen,  operator  of  "Thumbelina"  beauty  shop,  comments,  that  there  is  a 
"more  colorful,  pleasant  atmosphere  surrounding  her  shop"  besides  it  being  more 
convenient.  There  are  facilities  in  the  new  beauty  shop  to  teach  some  of  the  women 
to  set  and  fix  their  own  hair,  and  Mrs.  Jessen  hopes  to  begin  the  project  when 
supplies,  become  available.  Lyle  Spencer,  operator  of  the  barber  shop,  recalls 
that  it  is  the  first  facility  specifically  designed  as  a  barber  shop  as  long  as  he 
can  remember. 

The  canteen  was  moved  and  opened  for  business  on  the  weekend  of  April  7. 
Shirley  Spencer,  operator,  comments  that  she  has  additional  storage  space  and 
"with  the  lounge  next  door  to  be  completed  soon,  there  will  be  a  much  larger  seating 

capacity." 

The  library,  to  serve  both  patients  and  staff,  is  awaiting  completion  before  the 
State  Librarian,  Lib by  Repert,  moves  into  the  new  facility.   At  present  there  is  no 
library  on  the  grounds,  although  we  are  being  served  by  the  State  Library  staff  from 

Helena.

On  April  9,  1973  two  research  assis- 
tants from  Pacific  State.  Hospital,  in 
Pomona,  California,  were  in  Boulder  to  con- 
duct a  survey  with  our  staff.   Pacific 
State  Hospital  has.  been  conducting  research 
in  the  field  of  mental  retardation  for  a 
number  of  years.  As  part  of  a  current 
research  project,  fifty-five  of  our 
Attendant  Counselors  filled  our  question- 
naires, designed  to  measure  factors  affect- 
ing the  environment  of  an  MR  institution. 
Attendant  counselors  participating  were 
commended  for  their  excellent  cooperation 
with  the  project. 

Workshop  Held,  Feb.  14-16 

BRS&H  social  workers  and  the  com- 
munity service  workers  from  Title  45, 
met  at  the  Diamond  S  Ranchotel  out  of 
Boulder,  for  a  workshop  in  professional 
and  leadership  development. 

The  workshop  was  led  by  two  con- 
sultants from  Butte,  Mr.  Gery  Davis  and 
Richard  McKnight.   It  was  designed  for 
building  systems  in  individual  and  group 
accountability.   Charlie  Trott,  Director 
of  Community  Services  at  BRS&H,  also 
attended  the  workshop.

care  person  who.  bears,  primary- responsi- 
bility for  the  welfare  of  the  patient,  on 
a  daily  basis.   While  this  has  always  been 
true,  the  recognition  and  emphasis  of  this 
position  is  a  relatively  recent  occurence. 

This  emphasis  is  manifested  in  the 
"group  leader"  concept  in  which  each 
attendant  has  a  small  number  of  patients 
assigned  to  him  for  whom  he  is  directly 
responsible.   Among  the  responsibilities 
of  the  group  leader  are.  assisting  in  the 
development  of  the  individual's  nursing 
care  plans,  teaching  social  and  self-help 
skills,  and  looking  after  the  patient's 
personal  needs.  The  group  leader  is  then 
accountable  for  the  accomplishments  of 
patients  assigned  to  him,  and  can  take 
justifiable  pride  in  their  progress 
toward  the  goals  outlined  in  the  nursing 
care  plan.   When  a  patient  has.  been  suc- 
cessfully treated,  the  group  leader  is 
generally  involved  in  the  actual,  physical 
return  of  the  patient  to  the  community. 

The  most  important  person  at  BRS&H, 
the  patient,  thus  benefits  by  having  a 
better  relationship  with  the  attendant ; 
each  can  know  the  other  as  an  individual, 
and  training  can  be  carried  out  in  a  more 
consistent  manner.   In  addition,  the 
patient's  family  will  have  a  reliable, 
current  source  of  information  to  refer 
to.  when  inquiring  about  the  progress  and 
well-being  of  their  family  member  at 
Boulder.

BRS&H  AND  THE  MEDEX  PROGRAM 

Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  hired  its  first  Medex  on  March  19,  1973.   He  is 
Mr.  Arthur  Broksas,  coming  to  the  staff  from  Overlake  Hospital  in  Bellevue,  Washington. 
The  Medex  are  former  military  medical  corpsmen,  who  are  being  carefully  trained  to 
assist  physicans,  who  are  in  desperate  undersupply  and  need  additional  help  in 
providing  additional  health  services. 

The  MEDEX  system  is  a  fifteen  month  program  divided  into  two  phases:  a  three  month 
phase  within  a  university  system,  which  emphasizes  the  transition  from  military  to 
civilian  medical  practice,  and  the  acquisition  of  skills  not  acquired  in  the  armed 
services.   The  phase  is  followed  by  twelve  months  of  practical  training  under  the  guidance 
of  a  preceptor  and  a  faculty  associated  with  a  College  of  Medicine. 

Mr.  Broksas  joined  the  MEDEX  program  in  May  of  1972,  attending  classes  at  the 
University  of  Washington  in  Seattle.   He  began  his  preceptor ship  in  Toppenish,  Washington 
last  October,  and  will  finish  his  training  in  Boulder  with  Dr.  Philip  Pallister,  Director 
of  Clinical  Services  at  BRS&H. 
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FOSTER  GRANDPARENT  PROGRAM 

The  following  is  a  resolution  recently 
passed  by  the  Montana  State  Senate,  to  en- 
dorse and  respectfully  honor  the  work  of  the 
Foster  Grandparent  Program  in  the  State  of 
Montana :

Deaf-Blind  Program 

The  Northwest  Regional  Deaf -Blind 
Council  contracted  the  services  of 
a  program  review  team  from  the  Oregon 
Teaching  Research  Division,  who  spent  two 
days  at  BRS&H  the  last  week  in  February. 
The  review  team  evaluated  the  medical 
and  school  records,  lesson  plans,  methods 
and  techniques  employed  in  the  Deaf- 
Blind  Program  here.  The  team  will 
continue  to  work  with  our  staff  to  help 
locate  and  develop  materials,  and  provide 
training  in  the  following  areas:  parent 
training,  individualized  instruction, 
curriculum  development,  evaluations  and 
proposal  writing. 

June  Miller,  Director  of  the  Deaf- 
Blind  Program  at  BRS&H,  is  a  member  of 
the  advisory  board  of  the  Northwest 
Regional  Deaf -Blind  Council. 


RECREATION  NOTES 

Summer  Day  Camp-  Last  summer  was  the  beginning  of  the  Summer  Day  Camp  program  on  the  Little 
Boulder  River.   The  75-80  acres  of  land,  leased  from  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  was 
made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Joseph  P.  Kennedy  Foundation.   In  addition  to  the 
Kennedy  grant,  the  Montana  Soroptimists  donated  $2,000  towards  operation  of  the  camp, 
which  was  used  to  purchase  small  hand  tools,  recreation,  cooking  and  other  camping  equip- 
ment. The  BRS&H  recreation  staff  is  spending  the  first  two  weeks  in  April,  readying  the 
facilities  for  its  opening  on  May  7,  They  will  be  doing  trail  work,  clearing,  raking, 
and  putting  up  some  new  fence.  They  will  also  be  contructing  a  rope  bridge,  building 
an  obstacle  course,  and  clearing  ground  for  a  badminton-volley  ball  court. 

The  Summer  Day  Camp  will  run  through  the  summer  months  into  late  September,  according 
to  Recreation  Director,  Doug  Barnes.   In  addition  to  its  use  by  BRS&H,  the  facilities 
will  also  be  visited  by  the  Special  Education  students  from  Region  III. 
Recreation  Center-  A  Recreational  Center  was  opened  in  Building  8,  which  was  formerly 
Spruce  Hall,   It  is  a  cooperative  effort  amongst  the  Recreation,  Psychology,  and  Industrial 
Therapy  Departments^  The  Center  hosts  such  activities  as  bingo  games,  dances,  movies, 
leather  and  other  craft  projects.  There  is  a  pool  table  in  the  Center  at  present,  and  the 
Recreation  Department  has  ordered  a  shuffleboard  and  ping-pong  tables. 
Theater  Events:  January  19,  1973,  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  held  a  series  of 
plays  In  the  school  gymnasium.  The  dramas  were  organized  by  the  unit  educational 
aideSj,  who  did  some  fine  directing.   Units  IV  and  VII  combined  their  play,  Robin  Hood, 
for  the  first  place  award.   Unit  V  received  second  place  with  Prospecting  in  Montana. 
Receiving  third  place  were  Units  II  and  VII  for  Mother  Goose's  Tea  Party,  while  Units 
III  and  I  received  honorable  mention. 

On  Saturday,  January  20,  1973,  a  children's  theater  group  from  the  University  of 
Montana  performed  at  the  school.   All  the  cottages  were  invited  and  received  the  per- 
formance enthusiastically.   Our  thanks  to  the  Missoula  theater  troupe  for  their  fine 
performance.

Montanans  are  demonstrating  with  great  enthusiasm  their  interest  in 
commemorating  the  Bicentennial. 

This  is  evidenced  by  the  news  from  the  American  Revolution  Bicentennial 
Administration  that  early  in  August  the  Treasure  State  led  the  nation  in  the 
number  of  Bicentennial  projects. 

Every  day  more  and  more  indications  of  the  active  involvement  of  people 
all  over  the  state  pour  into  the  Montana  Bicentennial  Administration  offices. 
In  late  August,   we  will  be  conducting  Educational  Workshops  over  the  state  at 
several  cities.     An  educational  booklet  is  now  available. 

We  are  proud  of  the  citizens  of  the  Big  Sky  Country  for  their  response 
to  the  challenges  of  the  Bicentennial. 

When  we  began  this  enviable  task  in  July  of  1973,  and  began  traveling 
over  the  state  to  tell  about  the  Bicentennial,  it  was  at  first  slow  going. 
It  wasn't  easy  urging  getting  into  the  Bicentennial  "act"  way  back  then  to 
arouse  enthusiasm  for  1976  seemed  so  far,    far  away. 

But  by  the  autumn  of  1975,   almost  all  of  the  counties  had  active 
committees  going,    and  their  organization  proceeded  apace  and  the  involvement 
grows  day  by  day. 

Thanks  to  the  Legislature,    $200,000  in  state  funds  were  made  available 
to  augment  the  national  monies,   ami  now  the  Bicentennial  has  given  nearly 
$500,000  in  matching  funds  throughout  the  state.      Over  one  hundred  projects 
iiave  been  assisted  to  date. 

Some  funds  are  still  available,    but  they  are  very   limited,   and  we  will 
be  haying  to  be  extremely  discriminatory  hereafter.      Your  inquiries  and 
applications  are  welcome  for  consideration. 

The  Legislature  also  gave  $250,000  for  a  major  statewide  project,   and 
Governor  Judge  named  a  Statewide  Selection  Committee  to  receive  applications 
and  make  a  decision  by  October  1,    1975. 

The  Bicentennial  has  afforded  us  all  an  opportunity   to  work  together,    to 
study  our  heritage,    to  properly  celebrate  our  nation  's   200th  birthday,   and 
to  plan  for  the  future  as  we  enter  into  our  Third  Century. 

This  newsletter   lists  only  a  few  highlights  of  the  nearly   2000  projects 
being  worked  on.      It's  sketchy,   admittedly,    'but  a  full   list  will  appear  in 
our  July,    1975   "Register  of  Activities" ,   which  is  now  at  the  printers. 

My  personal  thanks   to  all   of  you  for  your  unstinting  efforts.      Were   it 
not  for  you  and  the  hard-working  staff  of  the  Bicentennial,   Montana  would  not 
be  ranking  tops  in  the  United  States.      I  would  be  wasting  words  urging  you  to 
do  better — your  record  speaks  for  itself.

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EASTERN  COUNTIES: 

BIG  HORN  COUNTY  is  not  only  celebrating  the  nation's  Bicentennial,    but  also 
commemorating  the  Centennial  of  the  Battle  of  the  Little  Big  Born,    better  known 
as   "Custer's  Last  Stand."    An  interesting  and  unique  Bicentennial  preservation 
project  being  implemented  in  the  Wolf  Mountains  is  a  frog-raising  enterprisel 
Long  ago,   frog  ponds  had  been  made  from  spring  water.      The  ponds  and  buildings 
are  abandonded,    but  still  standing.      They  have  been  threatened  by  s trip -mining , 
but  are  being  preserved  as  a  Heritage  project. 

CARBON  COUNTY,    the  home  of  cartoonist  Stan  Lynde,   will   host  the  annual  Rick  O'Shay 
Costume  Ball.      In  addition  to  this   "fun"  project,    the  Carbon  County  Historical 
Society  has  been  founded  as  a  Bicentennial  project.      Red  Lodge  was  the  site  of  the 
Festival  of  Nations.      Joliet's  Diamond  Jubilee  has  also  been  on  the  agenda  of 
Carbon  County^  Bicentennial  projects.      Bridger  will  cast  a  statue  of  Jim  Bridger, 
famous  Montanan,   and  place  it  in  their  new  Bicentennial  Park. 

An  outstanding  project  in  CARTER  COUNTY  is  the  blue  commemorative  glass  flask 
made  especially  for  them.      Only  a   limited  number  were  created,   making  this  a 
collector's  item  in  the  future.      Carter  County  is  also  one  of  the  first  in. the 
state  to  order   "Bicentennial  County"  signs  for  the  road  leading  into   the  county. 
These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  activities  Carter  County   is  doing  for  the  Bi- 
centennial. 

CUSTER  COUNTY  has  put  their  resources   to  good  use  for  the  Bicentennial  era.      The 
Range  Riders  Association  kac  published   "Grandma 's  Favorite  Recipes,  "  a  unique 
cookbook  including  early  ways  of  preserving  and  preparing  foods.      They  are  also 
constructing  an  annex  to  their  museum  and  a  rest  area  for  the  many   tourists  who 
visit  it.      The  Custer  County  Bicentennial  Committee  is  building  a  replica  of  the 
first  lost  Office  in  Miles  City.      The  original  equipment  will  be  installed  along 
with  1300  historical  books  as  a   lasting  memorial   to  their  heritage.      "Yellowstone 
Journey,  "  a  re-enactment   of  the  great  fur  boat   trips  down  the  Missouri  and 
Mississippi  Rivers  is  planned. 

DANIELS  COUNTY  Bicentennial  Committee,   chaired  by  Bob  Southland  of  Whitetail,    is 
really  on  the  ball.      They  have  been  successful  in  getting  many  varied  organizations 
to  sponsor  Bicentennial  projects.      For  example,    the   "750"  Riding  Club  of  Flaxville 
is  responsible  for  piping  water  to   the  ball  park,    rodeo  grounds,   and  cemetery.      The. 
Peerless  Community  Club  will  plant  trees,    enlarge,   and  renovate   their  present  ball 
park.      The  Pageant /Parade  Committee  of  Scobey  will  put  a   local,    state,   and  national 
history  presentation  in  parade  form.      These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  projects 
going  on  in  Daniels  County. 

The  DAWSON  COUNTY  Bicentennial  Committee,    together  with  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 
Association,    has  reprinted  the   1900  edition  of  the  MONTANA   STOCKGROWERS  DIRECTORY 
OF  MARKS  &  BRANDS.     As   this   is  an  exact  duplicate,   all  the  old  advertisements,   as 
well  as  the  old  typing  errors  still   exist  in  the  book.      This  has  been  a  very 
profitable  venture  for  the  Bicentennial  committee,   with  the  proceeds  being  channeled 
into  other   local  Bicentennial  projects.      The  Glendive  Lions'  Cluh  and  the  Carpenters' 
Local  Union  are  building  a    "Bicentennial  Lodge",    an  A-frame  building  near  Makoshika 
Park  to  be  used  by  youth  groups  and  others.      Construction  is  still  underway,    but  it 
will  be  completed  in  1976.      With  excellent  cooperation  from  all   the  media,   news- 
papers,  radio,   and  television,   Dawson  County  has  created  quite  an  aura  of    ■ 
Bicentennial  awareness. 

In  FALLON  COUNTY,    the  FFA  and  the  FRA  organizations  are  deeply  involved  in  the 
Bicentennial.      Together,    they  madw  a   large  wooden  Nomtana  Logo  to  be  displayed  in 
public  places  during  the  next  two  years.      Old  fashioned  arts,    crafts,   and  fashions 
are  a  vital  part  of  the  FHA  programs.      Baker  is  planning  an   "All  Class/All  Town" 
reunion  from  July  1-4,    1976.      If  you  ever  lived  there,    or  attended  school   there, 
please  make  plans  to  attend  the  reunion.      The  more   the  merrier! 

FERGUS  COUNTY'S  Bicentennial  program  has  developed  with  amazing  speed.      Since 
the  committee's  first  meeting  on  March  21,    1975,    over  fifty  projects  have  been 
initiated.      The  projects^  from  all   three   thematic  areas,   range  from  research  to 
fashion  shows,    to  red,   white,   and  blue  parking  meters.      Congratulations,    Lewis- 
town  and  Fergus  County  for  such  a  rapid,    well-organized  job!      Keep  up   the  good, 
work! ! 

GARFIELD  COUNTY  is  founding  a  museum  which  will  hopefully  be  opened  this  fall. 
The  Home  Demonstration  Club  has  been  discussing  the  idea  of  making  slides  of 
historical  places  in.  Garfield  County   that  could  perhaps  be  exchanged  with  other 


counties.      What  a  wonderful  way   this  would  be  for  Montanan's  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  their  heritage  on  a  statewide   level.      For  further  information,

A   large,   detailed, 
fold-out  map  of  the  county  is  attached  to  the  back  cover.      In  June,1  both  Lavina 
and  Ryegate  had  all-school  reunions,    using  the  Bicentennial   theme.'    Window  dis- 
plays and  histories  of  the  older  buildings  were  put  up  for  the  celebrations .      Both 
schools  have  been  Bicentennial-conscious,   and  the  1975-76  school  year  shoud  be 
totally  involved  as  well.      A  monument  is   to  be  dedicated  soon,   commemorating 
Nez  Perce  Indians  crossing  of  the- Musselshell  River. 

The  main  Bicentennial  project  in  McCONE  COUNTY  is  the  restoration  of  a   typical 
rural  schoolhouse.      The  schoolhouse  has  been  moved  into  Circle,   where  it  'will 
become  part  of  -the  museum.      The  Circle  Kiwanis  has  been  working  to  complete  a 
wading  pool  in  Circle  this  summer.

MUSSELSHELL  COUNTY  has  aimed  its  main  thrust  in  the  Heritage    '76  thematic  area. 
Histories  of  Roundup,   Melstone,    the  Valley,   and  early  settlers  are  being  compiled.. 
Bicentennial  style  shows  and  teas  are  also  a  part  of  the  Musselshell  Bicentennial 
celebration.      The  Roundup  fifth  and.  sixth  graders  of  1974-75  have  painted  a  Bi- 
centennial picture,    "Montana  1776",   which  'will  be  hung  in  Fort  Croghan  Museum 
in  Burnett,    Texas.      This  was   the  only  school  so  honored  in  Montana..      Bicentennial 
style  shows  and  teas  are  also  a.  part  of  the  Musselshell  Bicentennial   celebration. 

PARK  COUNTY  is  exploring  the  possibilities  of  compiling  an  in-depth  history  of 
the  Livingston  area  as  a  Bicentennial  project.     Another  project  is   finding  a 
location  that  an  old.  1914  Northern  Pacific  caboose  can  call  home.      Park  County 
has  a  few  more  Bicentennial  ideas  and  plans  tucked  uv  their  sleeves,    which  I  ' 
hope  we  shall  hear  about  at  a   later  date. 

PETROLEUM  COUNTY  Rodeo  Club  and  Roping  Club  sponsored  a  nine-event  rodeo  on 
July  19  &  20,    1975.      The  rodeo  was  followed  by  an  old-fashioned,  dance  at  the 
Flatwillow  Hall  on  July   19   to  celebrate  the  Bicentennial  with  some  good  old 
time  fun! 

PHILLIPS  COUNTY,   with  a  recently  organized  Bicentennial  committee,    has  plans 
to  build  a.  darger  library,   and  convert  the  proeent  building  into  a  museum.      The 
present   library  was  built  on  the  Dale  Carnegie  program,    so  it  -will  be  quite  an 
appropriate  museum  site,    as  it  is  history   in  itself. 

POWDER  RIVER  COUNTY  had  a  very  sad  event  take  place  during  this  Bicentennial  era. 
We  express  our  sincere  sympathies  at  the  loss  of  Mr.  J.  Fred  Toman,  the  second- 
vn-command  of  the  Powder  River  County  Bicentennial  Committee.  Powder  River  was 
Helping  host  the  wagon  train  from  Miles  City  on  July  27  to  August  1,  1975.  Bi- 
centennial Day  at  the  county  fair  was  August  19,  1975,  with  old  photo  displays, 
antique  machinery,    etc. 

PRAIRIE  COUNTY  Bicentennial  Committee  helped,  get  many   lasting  Bicentennial  project', 
underway^     The  old  hospital  has  been  converted  into    "Prairie  Manor",   a  home  for 
Senior  Citizens.      The  old  hank  building  in  Terry  is  being  used  to  start  a  museum, 
and  the  famous  Stith  outhouse  has  been  moved  next  to  it.      The  old  bank  building 
in  Fallon  has  been  refurbished  and  is  now  the  Post  Office.      Another  project  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  has  initiated  is   hanging   the  pictures  of  the  first  county 
officials  in  the  County  Courthouse. 

RICHLAND  COUNTY^    the  first  Bicentennial  Community  in  Montana.,    listed   the  construc- 
tion of  an  amphitheatre  and  adjoining  park  as  one  of  their  Bicentennial  projects. 
A  commemorative  bikeway  is  also  on  their  roster  of  activities. 

ROOSEVELT  COUNTY  was  visited  by   the  U.S.   Armed  Forces  Bicentennial  Caravan  on 
August  5,    in  Wolf  Point.      The  county   has   hired  a  person  to   help  publish  a  photo 
book  on  Roosevelt  County.      The  book  will  contain  captions  and  short  histories  of 
the  era  surrounding  the  photographs.      The  Historical  Society  has  completed  cases 
for    a    historic  firearms  display. 
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ROSEBUD^  COUNTY  held,  a  Bicentennial  Art  Contest,   with  the  winning  entry  being  made 
the  official  Bicentennial   logo  for  Rosebud  County.      The  Rosebud" County  Pioneers 
sponsored  a  pioneer  picnic  on  July   13,    1975.      The  county  fair  on  August  19-21  was 
dedicated  to   the  Bicentennial.      On  August  27,   an  old-time  picnic  will  be  sponsored 
by  the  Young  Men's  Club.      They  will  also  sponsor  the  annual   threshing  bee  this  fall 
on  September  6  &   7 . 

In  SHERIDAN  COUNTY,    the  key   to  success  has  been  total  county-wide  involvement  and 
enthusiasm.      Each  community  is   thoroughly  represented  and  active  at  each  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Bicentennial  committee.      The   list  of  over   70  projects    includes 
"Beginning  of  Tomorrow"  stationery,   placemats,    note-cards,   and  napkins.     Many 
other  activities  in  each  of  the  three   thematic  areas  have  received  county-wide 
help  and  involvement.      Keep  up   the  good  work! 

STILLWATER  COUNTY,    though   later  in  getting  started  than  most  of  the  counties,    has 
already  formulated  plans  for  some   long-lasting  Bicentennial  projects.      The  Farmer's 
Market,   which  will   take  place  on  designated  days  each  summer  is   like  an   "Old 
World  Market,"  with  garden  produce,   arts,    crafts,    etc.,    being  sold,    traded,   and 
bartered.   _  Betty  Morse,    the  County  Bicentennial  Chairperson,    reported  on  the 
overwhelming  success  of  the  first  Farmer's  Market,   despite   the  intense  heat. 
Another   lasting  project  is   that  of  placing  street  markers  for  all   the  streets  in 
Absarokee . 

SWEET  GRASS  COUNTY,    for  a  Bicentennial  project,    lias  developed  a  calendar  for' 1976 
with  original  sketches  of  familiar   landmarks  around  the  county  being   featured  each 
month.      Pioneer  Days  was  held  in  City  Park  on  July  19,    1975.    " A   hsitory  of  Sweet 
Grass  rural  schools  is  being  compiled,   and  the  different  churches  are  discussing 
the  possibility  of  compiling   their  own  histories  for  the  Bicentennial. 

TREASURE  COUNTY,   as  a  Bicentennial  Horizons  project,    has  completed  a  wading  pool 
^77.  Hysham,   with  a  protective  fence  surrounding  it.     Many  people  have  also  'been 
involved  in  writing  a  history  of  Hysham  High  School,    to  be  published  soon.      We 
regret   that  Ruth  Carring ton ,    the  chairperson  for  the  county  comnittee,    has  moved 
near  Washington,   DC.      She  has  assured  me   the  Mardell  Redder,    who  will  assume  the 
chairmanship,    will  do  an  excellent  job,    however! 

VALLEY  COUNTY  has   the  youngest  Bicentennial  chairman  in  the  state,   maybe  the  whole  . 
nation.      Jack  Nickels  began  setting  up  a  Bicentennial   Committee  as  a  Senior  4-H 
Leadership  project.      The  committee   liked  his  work  so  well   that  they  voted  him  the 
permanent  chairman,   fresh  out  of  high  school.      In  late  July,    they  began  setting 
up  a  Bicentennial  office  in  Glasgow.      They   have  already  been  responsible  for 
getting  over   70  projects  underway.      Are  you  shooting  for  one  hundred? 

WHEATLAND  COUNTY  Bicentennial   Committee  has  been  responsible  for  getting  the 
various  clubs  and  organizations  involved  with  different  projects.''   An  old  train 
engine  has  been  placed  in   the  City  Park.     A  granite  marker  has  been  placed  to 
memorialize  the  pioneers  who  made  our   life  possible,   and  a  small  park  and  rest 
area  has  been  completed  next    to   the  hospital  for  those  visiting  relatives  and 
friends.      These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  projects   this  county  is  doing  to 
commemorate   the  Bicentennial . 

WIBAUX  COUNTY,   although   there    is  no  organized  Bicentennial  committee,    has  at  least- 
one  Bicentennial  project   in   the   making.     Mrs.    Ellis  Jones  of  Wibaux,    is  compiling 
a   local   history  of  the  count,-   which  she  hopes  will   be  printed    >' n  1976.      The 
restoration  of  Pierre  Wibaux's  office  is  at  a  standstill   at    the  moment. 

YELLOWSTONE  COUNTY  Bicentennial   Commission  will  host   the  American  Freedom  Train 
on  October   10-13,    1975.      Only   73,000  people  will-be  able   to  tour  the  Train  during 
its  four-day  stay,    so  get  your   ticket  reservations  in  as  early  as  possible.      The 
tickets  cost  $2  for  adults,    t'   for  children  12  and  under,    and  $1  for  Sr.    Citizens 
who  are   65  or  older.      A  statewide  festival  is  planned  around  the  Train's  stay,   with 
exhibits  and  demonstrate  -ns  from  across   the  state  being  set  up.

BEAVERHEAD  COUNTY  is  move   than  ready   to  celebrate   the  Bicentennial  with  ova1  sixty 
activities  already  planned.      Some  of  the  more  interesting  projects  a.nd  activities 
include  their  Bicentennial  Membership  project,   which  is  now  in  effect  and  will 
continue  through  December ,    1976.      Bicentennial  memberships  are  being  sold  by  the 
county  Bicentennial  committee  as  a  fund-raising,   participation,    and  interest- 
raising  devise.     Members  will  receive  the  MBA  pin,   membership  card,,    and  bumper 
sticker.      Preparation  of  a.  Bicentennial  stamp  cachet  is  being  encouraged  in  honor 
of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Centennial  Valley,    so  named  because  the  first  eat 
drive  into  Montana  arrived  there  on  July   4,    1876,   during  the  celebration  of  our 
nation's  Centennial. 

Interest  toward  the  Bicentennial  has  taken  hold  in  BLAINE  COUNTY.      The  main  emphasii 
has       centered       around     renovation  and  expanding   the  Blaine  County  Museum  in 
Chinook  and  working  to  untimately  publish  a  history  of  the  county,    entitling  it 
Great  Blaine.      They  are  also  painting  the  fire  hydrants  in  Chinook  red,,   white,   and 
blue  to  create  more  Bicentennial  awareness . 

BROADWATER  COUNTY  is  working  on  expanding  and  updating   their  Library -Museum,    re- 
storing the  historic  Canton  Church  and  eventually  publishing  a   local  history  of 
the  county.      These  particular  projects  are  being  undertaken  in  an  effort   to 
encourage  a  better  awareness  and  appreciation  of  the  cultural,    educational,    and 
historical  values. 

CASCADE  COUNTY  is  one  of  the   leading  counties  in  planned  Bicentennial  activities, 
with  well  over  a  hundred  underway.      On  April   19,    Great  Falls  held  a  pageant 
commemorating  the   200th  anniversary  of  the   "shot  heard    'round  the  world"  at  Gibson 
Park.      In  April  of  this   ? ear,    the  Industrial  Heritage  USA-Bicentennial  Exhibit, 
from  the  Henry  Ford  Museum,   was  featured  at  the  Holiday   Village.-    Planned  for 
September   15  in  Great  Falls  will  be  the  Miss  Great  Falls  scholarship  pageant, 
utilizing   the  Bicentennial  as   its   theme.      The  winner  will  act  as  Bicentennial 
hostess  for  the  Great  Falls /Cascade  County  Bicentennial  Community  for  1975  and 
1976. 

CHGTEAU  COUNTY  has  already  gained  national  attention  and  recognition  for  its 
major  project  of  commissioning  Bob  Scriver  to  construct  a.  memorial  statue  of 
Lewis  and  Clark  for   the  Bicentennial  at  Fort  Benton.      Financed  by   the  sale  of 
small  bronze  replicas,   more  than  $400,000  has  been  raised  from  this  project  to 
serve   local  Bicentennial  projects.      In  June  of  1976,    the  statue  will  be  unveiled. 

There  is  much  excitment  over  the  Bicentennial  in  DEER  LODGE  COUNTY.      Among   the  many 
activities  already  planned  is  the  Boys  Choir  of  Ananoonda  Tour  of  the  State  from 
June  16-  to  August  6,    1976.      Dressed  in  Revolutionary  uniforms,    the  choir  will 
perform  patriotic  songs.      In  October  of  this  year,    they  are  scheduled  to  perform 
in  Billings  during  the  Freedom  Train  Festival.      Another  worthwhile  project  will  be 
the  dedication  of  a  memorial  fountain  and  Liberty  Bell  at  the  Kennedy  Commons 
in  Anaconda  on  July  4,    1976. 

FLATHEAD  COUNTY  is  busy  with  Bicentennial  activities .      One  of  their  big  events 
which  took  place  over  the  4th  of  July  weekend,   was   the  Rendezvous  Celebration. 
Various  activities  relating   to  the  mountain  man  of  the  1800 's  were  the  major 
attractions.      It  is  hoped  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

GALLATIN  COUNTY  has  become  one  of  the  most  actively  involved  counties  with 
regard  to   the  Bicentennial.      Already,    45  state  Bicentennial  flags  have  been 
purchased  and  are  flying  throughout  the  county.      On  the  4th  of  July,    a  county- 
wide  Independence  Day  Celebration  was  held  in  Bozeman  commemorating  the 
beginning  of  the   200th  year  of  our  Country.      Some   25  county  organizations  worked 
together  to  help  organize  and  prepare  for  the  celebration.      During   the  course 
of  1976,    numerous  Bicentennial  festivals  are  scheduled  to   take  place  in  Three 
Forks,   Manhattan,    Churchill,    and  Belgrade.      Wisdepread  community  involvement  is 
indeed  a  reality  in  Gallatin  County. 
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Enthusiasm  for  the  Bicentennial  has   taken  hold  in  GLACIER  COUNTY.     A  week  long 
county-wide  Bicentennial  Celebration  took  place  in  August  of  197b,   which  included 
a  buffalo  barbeque,   and  arts  &  crafts  festival,   and  a  music  and  dance  festival 
One  of  the  proposed  projects  of  the  county  is  the  establishment  of  an  Oil  Field 
Museum,   which  would  include  such  exhibits  as  old  photos,    art  and  clothing       An 
eighty-foot  oil  derrick  used  during  the  1930  's  will  be  the  main  attraction. 

Widespread  community  interest  in  the  Bicentennial  has   taken  hold  in  GRANITE 
COUNTY.     Amond  the  many  activities  planned  for  this  summer  was  the  Flint  Creek 
Valley  Days  Festival  in  Philipsburg  on  August  2-3.      In  commemorating   the  Bi- 
centennial,   it  utilized  the  theme,    "Yesterday,    Today,   and  Tomorrow"  for  its 
parade.      Since  March,    the   "Philipsburg  Mail"  has  featured  weekly  historical 
photographs  of  the  county  entitled   "Bicentennial  People  Panorama.  " 

Bicentennial  activity  has  'been  a  reality  in  HILL  COUNTY  for  quite  some   time. 
Many  activities  have  been  planned  honoring  our  Nation's  birthday.      Two  big 
projects  thus  far  have  been  the  building  of  a  Buffalo  Museum  and  a  sculpturing 
of  Rocky  Boy  by  William  Robertson  with  the  idea  of  utilizing  profits  for   local 
Bicentennial  projects. 

Interest  toward  the  Bicentennial  in  JEFFERSON  COUNTY  has  been  slow  to  date,    but 
it  is  hoped  that  in  the  insuing  months   that  interest  and  activity  will  pick  up 
On  March  15,    Whitehall  held  their  annual  Foreman's  Ball  and  Commemorated  the 
Bicentennia I . 

Horizons  projects  have  been  the   top  priority  in  JUDITH  BASIN  COUNTY  in  the 
commemoration  of  the  Bicentennial.      Stanford  is  working  toward  building  a 
swimming  pool,   a  city  park,   arid  recreational  area  complete  with  a  youth  center, 
while  Geyser  has  planned  to  make  improvements  on  their  Community  Hall. 

In  planning  its  activities  for  the  Bicentennial,   LAKE  COUNTY  has  done  well   in 
utilizing  all   three  themes  of  the  Bicentennial.      Poison  plans   to  add  an  historical 
corner  to  their  public   library,   while  Arlee  proposes   to  put  up  road  signs  with 
historic  names  in  an  effort  to  add  to  the  overall  safety,   pride,   and  historical 
awareness  of  the  area.      On  July   26,   Lake  County  had  its  county-wide  Bicentennial 
celebration  at  Ronan. 

With  a  broad  spectrum  of  community  organizations  well  represented,   a  variety  of 
activities  are  planned  in  LEWIS  &  CLARK  COUNTY  for   the  commemoration  of  the  Bi- 
centennial.     In  Lincoln,   plans  have  been  made  to  construct  a  community  recreation 
center,   while  Augusta  has  proposed     to  build  a  Youth  Center.      Since   the  summer 
of  1974,   Helena  has  held  a  Bicentennial  Fair  and  plans   to  do  the  same  in  1976. 
The  Bicentennial  was   the  major   theme  used  for  the   Vigilante  Parade  held  May   9, 
in  Helena  and  will  be  again  in   1976.      The  Lewis   &  Chirk     Bicentennial  Committee 
offered  a  prize  to  the  best  Bicentennial  float.

BRS&H  RECEIVES  GRANT 

Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  has  just  received  a  $15,000 
Developmental  Disability  Mini  Grant  of  National  Significance  from 
HEW  for  Institutional  Reform  and  Deinstitutionalization, 

The  project  will  be  headed  by  Jim  Whealan,  planning  coordinator, 
and  will  involve  all  supervisors  and  many  other  BRS&H  employees  who 
will  be  asked  to  sit  on  various  committees  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating 
deficiencies  of  the  institution  and  developing  plans  to  correct  these 
deficiencies. 

Institutional  reform  and  deinstitutionalization  is  needed  if  BRS&H 
is  to  meet  accreditation  standards  set  up  by  the  accreditation  council 
for  Facilities  for  the  Mentally  Retarded.  This  council  evaluated  BRS&H 
last  year  and  found  that  BRS&H  did  not  meet  their  accreditation  standards , 
By  identifying  substandard  aspects  of  the  institution's  facilities  and 
programs,  identifying  resources  potentially  available  for  improving 
conditions  within  the  institution,  a  plan  can  be  devised  which  will 
lead  to  the  achievement  of  acceditation  standards.  When  completed, 
this  project  will  have  developed  a  written  plan  for  developing,  improving, 
and  up-dating  BRS&H.

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MASSACHUSETTS  GROUP  OPPOSES  COMMUNITY  PLACEMENT 

The  Fernald  League  for  Retarded  Children  has  gone  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the 
Massachusetts  Community  Residence  Program  (MCP)  which  is  responsible  for  placing 
residents  from  state  institutions  into  the  community  programs.   They  have  insisted 
that  community  placements  be  deferred  until  several  conditions  are  met. 

The  league  suggests  that  all  state  schools  should  be  greatly  improved  so  as  to 
provide  the  present  residents  with  other  rightful  services.   State  Residential 
centers  should  be  upgraded  by  being  staffed  with  enough  properly  trained  behavioral 
personnel  to  train/teach  all  the  residents  in  self-help  skills  and  awareness  of 
social  roles  and  restrictions.  Also  the  Residential  Centers  should  be  provided 
with  new  cottage  type  living  units.   Furthermore,  the  remaining  residents  should 
be  mentally,  emotionally  and  socially  capable  of  living  in  an  outside  community 
and  sheltered  village  before  placement. 

Community  placement  should  be  halted,  according  to  the  League,  until  the  MCRP 
has  had  a  chance  to  prove  itself  as  effective.   The  League  wants  the  MCRP  to 
be  monitored  by  interested  citizens  groups  so  it  can  be  properly  evaluated  and 
improved.   The  League  suggests  a  public  education  program  be  implemented  so 
the  community  can  better  evaluate  the  programs.   They  even  propose  a  law  to 
guarantee  the  right  of  a  placed  resident  to  return  to  the  state  institution  if 
his/her  placement  does  not  succeed. 

The  Fernald  League  seems  primarily  concerned  with  the  quality  of  both  the  State 
Residential  Centers  and  community  services.   They  claim  that  both  are  of  poor 
quality.   The  League  is  not  necessarily  opposed  to  community  placement  per  se, 
rather  they  are  deeply  concerned  that  community  placement  is  being  used  mainly 
as  a  means  to  escape  the  problems  faced  by  large  institutions,  without  insuring  a 
better  way  of  life  for  the  retarded.   Community  programs,  they  claim,  are  inadequate, 
yet  residents  are  placed  there  anyway  under  the  banners  of  "normalization"  and  "zero 
admissions".   They  seem  to  feel  that  a  mentally  retarded  individual  is  better  off 
in  a  high  quality  state  institution,  than  a  lower  quality  community  program. 

The  Fernald  League's  basic  position  can  be  adequately  summarized  by  the  following 
quote:  from  their  newsletter,  the  "Fernald  Flicker": 

"...the  MCRP  makes  the  retarded  resident  a  guinea  pig  for  an  inept  bureaucracy 
seeking  the  direct  attention  from  the  failure  to  operate  State  schools  well, 
by  dispersal  of  the  problem  into  many,  small,  unmonitorable  facilities  agreed 
all  over  the  length  and  health  of  the  Commonwealth."

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WAGE  GUIDELINES  FOR  RESIDENTS 

By  December  1,  1974,  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  must  be  in  compliance  with 
the  1966  amendments  to  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  applicable  to  working  residents 
of  state  institutions.   These  amendments  require  that  resident  employees  receive 
the  same  regulations  and  rights  as  do  non-resident  employees.   These  rights  include 
just  compensation  for  work  performed,  the  right  to  choose  to  work  or  not  to  work, 
and  child  labor  laws.   It  is  up  to  the  State  of  Montana  to  fund  additional  monies 
with  which  to  compensate  the  resident  employees. 

While  BRS&H  is  waiting  for  funding,  it  is  complying  with  other  portions  of  the  act. 
All  residents,  guardians  of  residents,  and  non-resident  workers  will  be  informed  of 
the  rights  of  the  resident  workers.   All  time  worked  by  the  residents  will  then 
be  recorded,  using  a  similar  timekeeping  system  as  used  for  non-resident  employees. 


LAUNDRY 


BRS&H  will  receive  bids  from  various  commercial  laundries,  as  soon  as  a  survey  of 
our  laundry  needs  is  completed.   Estimates  on  the  cost  of  laundry  service  are  to 
be  based  on  the  pounds  of  dirty  laundry  going  out  of  the  cottages  during  one  week. 
Secondary  consideration  will  be  ironing  and  folding  of  laundry,  daily  pick-up  and 
delivery  of  laundry  to  a  central  point  on  the  grounds.  Our  present  cost  is  7  cents 
per  pound. 


POLICY  AND  PROCEDURE  MANUALS 

The  policies  and  procedures  at  BRS&H  are  currently  being  revised  through  a  combined 
effort  of  management  and  Union  representation.  Meetings  are  held  twice  weekly  in 
an  attempt  to  complete  the  revision  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Present  policy  manuals  have  been  recalled  in  order  to  minimize  the  confusion  between 
existing  policy  and  the  new  or  revised  policy  to  come.   Present  policies  will  still 
remain  the  same  until  they  are  revised  or  replaced.   New  policies  will  then  be 
distributed  after  the  old  policy  books  have  been  returned. 


SMILE  ROOM 

The  Physical  Therapy  Department  has  started  building  what  they  call  the  Smile  Room. 
Funded  largely  through  private  donations,  the  new  room  promises  to  be  a  useful 
addition  to  P.T. 

The  Smile  Room  is  primarily  for  the  lower  functional  non-ambulatory  residents  who 
as  of  now  P.T.  has  been  unable  to  program  effectively.  The  room  will  consist  of  a 
sand  box,  a  swinging  hammock,  possibly  a  small  trampoline  and  a  sensory  stimulation 
area.   The  sensory  stimulation  area  will  consist  of  sophisticated  electronic  gear 
to  effectively  stimulate  the  resident's  five  senses.   The  swinging  hammock  and 
trampoline  will  give  the  residents  the  feeling  of  movement  they  are  otherwise  unable 
to  experience.  , 

The  overall  goal  of  the  Smile  Room,  therefore,  is  to  allow  the  lower  functional 
non-ambulatory  residents  to  become  aware  of  their  senses  and  thus  to  experience 
their  environment  more  vividly  than  before,  thereby  arousing  within  them  some 
degree  of  initiative  to  act  on  their  environment.  ] 

REGIONAL  SPECIAL  OLYMPICS 


Thirty-two  residents  participated  in  the  recent  Southwestern  Montana  Regional 
Special  Olympic  Games  in  Deer  Lodge.   The  competition  consisted  solely  of 
track  and  field  events  in  order  to  obtain  some  official  times  and  scores. 
Also  BRS&H  gave  tumbling  and  trampoline  demonstrations. 


Over  thirty  students  enrolled  in  the  Future  Homemakers  of  America  and 

Family  Living  classes  at  Jefferson  High  School  have  volunteered  to 

take  part  in  a  special  program  with  the  Deaf  and  Blind  Program  at 

Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital .   The  program,  originally  designed 

for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  Department  may  eventually  be  expanded  to  include 

other  areas  of  BRS7h  due  to  the  large  response  received  from  the  high 

school  students ,  .  The  program  will  help  the  students  fulfill  the  community 

service  requirement  of  their  classes . 
■ 

The  program  is  designed  to  not  only  benefit  the  residents  of  BRS&H,  but  .  ... 
also  to  offer  an  education  in  mental  retardation  to  the  volunteer  students , 
After  the  students  have  completed  special  inservice  training,  they  may  be 
training  individuals  assigned  to  them  using  special  programs  prepared  by 
the  Deaf  and  Blind  Department  personnel ,   Of  course  proper  supervision  will  be 
given  to  all  volunteers  while  conducting  a  program .  The  main  functions  of 
the  volunteers  is  to  aide  the  present  staff;  with  activities  such  as  walking 
the  residents  to  and  from  classes,  and  carrying  on,  recreational  activities . 

While  the  whole  program  is  still  in  its  infant  stages,  it  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  Several  students  have  already  expressed  an  interest  in 
continuing  on  through  the  summer  as  volunteers.  When  the  program  matures, 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  come  under  consideration  as  a  permanent  part  of 
the  high  school  curriculum. 


EASTER  EGG  HUNT 


Easter  Sunday  was  celebrated  at  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  with 
church  services  followed  by  Easter  dinner  and  an  Easter  party.  The  party 
was  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Department,  and  lasted  for  several  hours 
out  in  the  grassy  oval  by  Canary  Dining  Room. 

Canary  Kitchen  made  a  few  coolers  of  Kool-Aid,  which  was  served  while  music 
was  playing  and  the  eggs  and  candy  were  being  hidden  by  the  Recreation 
Personnel.  When  all  was  ready,  the  signal  was  given  and  the  hunt  began. 
Within  half  an  hour,  everyone  seemed  to  have  plenty  of  goodies  that  he 
or  she  had  found.

Besides  the  music  and  the  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  there  were  three  pinatas  and 
impromptu  puppet  shows.  The  pinatas  were,  of  course,  filled  with  more 
goodies  and  as  they  were  broken,  the  candy  spilled  to  the  ground  and 
everyone  scrambled  to  collect  the  treats.  All  during  these  kinds  of 
activities,  the  Recreation  Personnel  and  some  of  the  residents,  put  on 
impromptu  puppet  shows,  mainly  wishing  everybody  a  Happy  Easter. 

DAY  CAMP  OPENS 

The  Summer  Day  Camp  Program  began  Monday,  May  6,  1974.   All  units  will 

participate  on  a  rotation  system.  Two  units  will  be  combined  and 
participate  together  on  a  tour  day  basis,  Monday  through  Thursday. 
Different  students  will  be  going  to  the  camp  each  day,  grouped  according 
to  habilitative  need.  The  Recreation  Department  will  distribute  schedules. 

All  students  will  receive  instruction-  in  the  same  activities  with  the 
exception  of  Compliance  Training  Students.  Compliance  Training  Students 
will  participate  in  hiking  and  easy  game  activities. 

Gross  Motor  Skill  students  will  receive  camping  technique  instruction  on 
Thursday  afternoons  to  prepare  them  for  overnight  camping  trips  in  August. 
Fine  Motor  Skill  students  will  receive  camping  technique  instruction  on 
Tuesdays . 
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SHOCKWORK  ORANGE 

(Taken  from  MOVE  Newsletter,  Winter  74) 
In  Hartford,  Connecticut,  a  young  inmate  lies  on  a  couch  in  a  hospital  unit  of  the 
Somers  State  Prison.   Slides  of  nude  children  and  adult  women  are  flashed  on  a  screen 
which  he  watches  intently.   Every  slide  of  a  nude  child  is  accompanied  by  a  painful 
electric  shock  to  the  inmates  groin  area.   There  are  no  shocks  when  the  slides  of 
nude  women  appear.   The  inmate  is  a  convicted  child  molester.   Importantly,  he  is 
also  a  volunteer,  participating  in  a  unique  behavior  modification  program  designed 
to  produce  feelings  of  anxiety  whenever  the  inmate  thinks  of  a  child  as  a  sex  object. 
Dr.  Dominic  Morino,  chief  of  the  prison's  mental  hygiene  unit,  said  the  conditioning 
that  the  program  instills  in  the  volunteer  occurs  very  subtly  and  hap  the  effect  of 
completely  repressing  the  inmate's  desire  to  have  sexual  contact  with  children  while 
at  the  same  time  enhancing  the  man's  desire  for  normal  sexual  relationships  with 
adults.

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RESULTS  OF  INSTITUTIONAL  RE-ORGANIZATION  QUESTIONNAIRES 

The  results  of  the  questionnaires  sent  to  the  employees  of  BRS&H  and  to  the  parents 
of  the  residents,  reveal  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  those  who  responded. desire 
a  change  in  the  present  unit  system  structure .  Residents  also  indicated  a  desire  for.; 
change.  There  were  212  employees  responses,  247  parent  responses,  and  55  resident 
responses. 

Out  of  212  responses  from  BRS&H  employees,  165  or  nearly  78%  indicated  a  need  to 
change  the  present  unit  system  of  resident  grouping.  Furthermore,  116  of  these. 212. 
responses,  or  55%,  chose  habilitative  need  as  the  best  type  of  residential  grouping, 
while  22%  chose  functional  level  as  the  best. 

Other  questions  resulted  in  a  more  even  spread  of  preference.   Eighty-two,  or  39% 
responded  yes  to  the  question  should  residents  be  segregated  according  to  sex,  while 
90,  or  43%  responded  negatively.   If  residents  were  grouped  according  to  level  of 
functioning  and  age,  36  or  17%  preferred  working  with  low-functioning,  young  resi- 
dents, 7.5%  preferred  low- functioning  adults,  26%  preferred  working  with  high- func- 
tioning, young  residents,  while  18%  preferred  high-functioning  adults.  With  the 
exception  of  low-functioning  adults,  this  presents  a  fairly  even  distribution. 

If  residents  were  grouped  according  to  sex,  57,  or  27%,  preferred  to  work  with  females, 
while  109,  or  52%,  preferred  to  work  with  male  residents.  Clearly,  the  employees 
prefer  to  work  with  the  male  residents, 

A  strong  majority  of  the  respondees,  73%,  felt  there  was  a  need  for  a  special  cottage 
for  residents  who  are  difficult  to  manage.   This  may  indicate  that  those  residents 
who  are  hard  to  manage  cause  quite  a  problem  under  the  present  unit  system. 

If  employees  had  a  choice  of  teaching  various  skills,  basic,  secondary,  or  advanced, 
20%  would  prefer  teaching  basic  skills,  29%  would  prefer  teaching  secondary  skills, 
and  30%  would  prefer  teaching  advanced  skills.  This  seems  to  be  a  fairly  even  spread 
and  apparently  employees  hold  no  particular  preference  in  this  area. 

The  parents  of  residents  and  the  residents  also  indicated  a  change  is  needed  in  the 
present  unit  system.   Out  of  247  parent  responses,  230,  or  9*3%  preferred  to  base  the 
organization  of  the  unit  system  on  habilitative  need,  while  only  12,  or  5%,  preferred 
the  present  unit  system. 

The  present  unit  system  then,  is  not  a  popular  one,  and  will  therefore  be  changed. 
A  committee  composed  of  Dick  Heard,  Janice  Frisch,  Dick  Swenson,  Jerry  Butcher  and 
an  attendant  will  design  a  new  unit  system  and  determine  the  date  of  implementation. 
This  committee  will  be  open  to  input  from  all  sources  within  the  institution  and 
from  parents.

The  main  events,  Track  &  Field,  took  place  on  wet  and  cold 
Friday,  May  17,  BRS&H  residents  came  alive  and  competed  well  in 
the  standing  broad  jump,  high  jump,  50,  100,  220  yard  dashes,  a 
440  yard  relay  race,  and  several  longer  distance  races.   Included 
in  the  day's  competition  was  the  unique  wheel-chair  race.   Though 
the  day  was  wet  and  cold,  the  day's  events  went  well  for  us,  and 
we  collected  a  number  of  medals ■ 

The  Special  Olympics  are  funded  by  the  Kennedy  Foundation, 
but  without  numerous  volunteers  and  service  organizations,  the 
games  could  not  have  been  as  successful  as  they  were.   The  Butte 
PROS,  in  this  case  mainly  young  ladies,  served  as  prize-bearers, 
presenting  those  who  placed  in  the  competition  with  their  proper 
medal.   Various  football  celebraties,  such  as  Pete  Lazoritsch  and 
Jan  Stenerud  were  on  hand  to  present  medals  and  cheer  on  the 
competitors.   Countless  other  groups,  such  as  the  Butte  Jaycees, 
helped  to  make  the  197^  Montana  Special  Olympics  a  success.

Olympics  to  be  held  in  Chicago  this  summer. 


JIMMY  R.:   BEEP'S  SHINER

When  Jimmy  R.  of  Cottage  2  entered  the  Boulder  Environmental 
Enrichment  Program  (BEEP)  this  April  3,   he  was  described  by  his 
teacher,  Angie  Kaufman,  as  being  bored  with  class,  and,  "if  he 
couldn't  do  a  task,  he  would  become  frustrated  and  just  sit  and 
stare."   His  social  worker,  Shirley  Frlsch,  noted  that  Jimmy  used 
to  hang  his  head  and  walk  by  her  without  speaking. 

Only  six  weeks  later  the  BEEP  staff  describes  him  as  sociable 
and  a  very  rapid  learner.  Ms.  Frlsch  notes  that  he  now  stops  and 
talks  to  her  more  frequently.  Twenty-year-old  Jimmy  learned  how 
to  tell  time  in  three  weeks  and  has  bought  himself  a  wrist  watch 
with  the  money  he  had  saved  In  BEEP ' s  bank.  He  earned  the  money 
by  receiving  points  for  specified  behaviors  in  BEEP.  ACI  Gladys 
Frank  reports  that  Jimmy  is  quite  proud  of  his  new  watch. 

Besides  learning  to  tell  time,  Jimmy  has  graduated  from  ten 
other  programs  in  this  short  time.   He  has  learned  how  to  wash" "and 
dry  white  and  colored  clothes,  how  to  patch  clothing,  shop  for  his 
clothing  size,  iron  shirts  and  pants,  set  the  temperature  on  a 
stove  and  oven,  dial  a  telephone,  use  a  pay  phone,  and  make  long 
distance  collect  calls.   These  skills  involved  92  step  graduations. 

BMT  Karl  Nybo  notes  that  Jimmy  Is  so  eager  to  learn  that  he 
watches  intently  when  trainers  model  a  skill  and  often  memorizes 
their  performance. 

Jimmy's  newest  love  is  learning  to  write.   Upon  entering  BEEP, 
he  could  only  write  his  name.   Although  he  has  since  received  no 
formal  instruction  in  writing,  he  spends  his  spare  time  in  BEEP 
practicing  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  and  simple  sentences  to 
perfect  his  form.   The  BEEP  staff  members  are  anxious  to  get  Jimmy 
started  in  a  systematic  reading  and  writing  program. 

The  trainers  in  BEEP  report  that  Jimmy  interacts  well  with 
them  and  the  other  residents  at  BEEP.   He  has  never  been  a  problem 
and  is  the  only  resident  to  consistently  earn  enough  points  during 
the  week  to  be  able  to  attend  BEEP ' s  Friday  afternoon  special  acti- 
vity.  This  means  that  Jimmy  consistently  earns  points  for  such 
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things  as  coming  to  BEEP  on  time,  being  well  groomed,  being  cour- 
teous, and  completing  his  daily  household  task  assignment. 

Jimmy  also  excels  as  an  athlete  having  won  many  ribbons  for 
track  events.   He  is  a  conscientious  worker  for  the  shop  crew  who 
have  obviously  provided  good  guidance  for  him. 

Jimmy  R.'S  success  in  so  many  areas  has  been  an  extremely 
reinforcing  experience  for  the  BEEP  staff,  who  feel  their  primary 
contribution  has  been  to  structure  the  learning  process  for  Jimmy 
in  such  a  way  as  to  maximize  progress.

HISTORICAL  NOTE 

BRS&H  in  1900  was  known  as  the  "Montana  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum".   At  that  time  the 
policy  was  to  make  the  pupils  of  this  school  intelligent,  self-supporting  citizens  of  the 
state.   Then  the  Institution  had  only  one  building,  now  viewed  as  the  Administration 
Building,  in  which  all  40  pupils  were  housed  and  educated.   Of  this  population  28  were  deaf, 
12  were  blind,  and  20  were  male  and  20  female.   Only  10  applications  for  admission  were  on 
file  that  year. 

Among  the  28  deaf  pupils,  cause  of  deafness  ranged  from  measles,  meningitis,  diptheria, 
scarlet  fever,  mumps,  fever  from  fall  from  high  buildings,  enlarged  tonsils,  and  asthma. 

Admission  policy  in  1900  was  to  admit  all  deaf  and  blind  of  the  state  between  6  and 
21  years  of  age  who  were  not  "idiotic,  feebleminded,  afflicted  with  an  offensive  or 
contagious  disease,  or  an  invalid  so  confirmed  to  prevent  study".

Y  N  -  Do  you  store  lawn  mower  gasoline,  flammable  solvents,  etc.,  in 

approved  containers  outside  the  house? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  of  the  main  gas  valve  in  the  house  and 

how  to  turn  it  off  in  an  emergency? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  check  the  pilot  light  of  the  furnace  and  water  heater 

regularly? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  make  sure  flammable  materials  are  stored  away  from  the  furnace? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  of  the  main  electrical  switch  in  the  house 

and  how  to  shut  off  the  power  house  in  an  emergency? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  know  the  location  and  purpose  of  the  fuse  box  and  where 

it  is  located? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  make  sure  electrical  outlets  are  not  overloaded? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  have  covered  metal  containers  for  rubbish  and  waste  paper? 

Are  they  stored  out  of  the  house? 

Y  N  -  Does  your  fireplace  have  a  screen? 

Y  N  -  Do  you  have  fire  extinguishers  for  the  kitchen  and  workshops?

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UWIT  SYSTEM  MAY  BE  REORGANIZED 

The  administration,  is  presently  considering  changing  the  present  unit 
system.   Consideration  has  been  delayed  by  the  strike.   Before  any  changes 
are  made,  however,  the  opinions  of  the  entire  staff,  parents  of  residents, 
and  residents  themselves  will  be  solicited  as  to  what  kinds  of  living  ar- 
rangements they  feel  are  best  for  the  residents.   Hopefully,  Cottage ^#3 
will  be  ready  soon,  which  will  facilitate  making  new  arrangements. 

It  is  plain  we  cannot  depend  upon  the  legislature  for  external  help, 
so  we  must  rely  on  internal  changes  to  alleviate  what  problems  we  can.   By 
changing  the  present  unit  system,  it  may  be  possible  to  better  utilize  the 
resources  that  are  available. 

GRIEVANCE  COMMITTEE 

In  compliance  with  state  guidelines,  non-union  employees  have  elected 
a  grievance  committee.   The  committee  consists  of  Margaret  Douglas,  Roger 
Ogren,  Gary  Pagnotta  (Chairman),  Tom  Seekins,  Don  Powell,  and  Gary  Tokle 
(alternate).   The  committee  is  responsible  for  considering  grievances  from 
all  employees,  though  specifically  non-union  employees. 

Basically,  the  Non-Union  Grievance  Committee  appears  to  offer  a  more 
direct  channel  in  which  to  funnel  such  requests  than"  has  been  previously 
the  case.   Of  course,  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  effective  a  tool  it  will 
be,  but  the  potential  is  certainly  there.   It  could  become  an  effective 
means  of  employee  input  into  the  administration  of  this  institution. 

Employees  wishing  to  use  the  committee  should  follow  the  prescribed 
procedures  listed  below.   First,  an  employee  should  try  to  work  out  a 
solution  with  his  or  her  supervisor.   If  this  procedure  fails,  a  written 
report  should  be  filed  with  the  committee  chairman,  including  the  following 
information: 

1)  detailed  description  of  the  grievance 

2)  names  of  people  involved 

3)  any  documents 

4)  history  of  the  grievance  to  date 

5)  a  statement  indicating  the  inability  of  the  supervisor 
to  work  out  a  satisfactory  solution 

6)  the  employee's  requested  solution. 

The  committee  will  then  act  on  the  grievance  by  deciding  whether  it 
is  justified  or  not.   If  they  decide  it  is  justified,  written  notice  will 
be  sent  to  the  Superintendent,  who  will  have  five  working  days  to  schedule 
a  meeting  with  all  involved.   Otherwise,  the  employee  will  be  notified  of 
the  rejection  of  his  grievance. 

THE  KING  WHO  LOVED  LOLLIPOPS 

White  Sulphur  Springs  High  School  presented  Boulder  River  School  and 
Hospital  with  a  play  on  Thursday,  March  28.   The  play  was  entitled  "The 
King  Who  Loved  Lollipops,"  which  was  enjoyable  for  all.   The  play  was  pre- 
sented at  3:00  p.m.  in  the  gymnasium.   Approximately  203  residents  attended 
the  hour  long  play.   The  cast  of  seventeen  high  school  students  volunteered 
their  time  and  effort  to  entertain  the  residents  in  a  most  enjoyable  manner. 

RESIDENT  APPLIED  FOR  OWN  RELEASE 

Walter  G.  was  first  admitted  to  Boulder  River  School  &  Hospital  on  the 
fifth  of  November,  1963.   He  was  then  twenty  years  old.   Nearly  ten  years 
later,  Walter  applied  for  his  own  release.   In  July,  1973,  Walter  dictated 
his  release  application  to  Janice  Frisch. 


Under  the  recently  changed  placement  system,  SRS  was  responsible  for 
locating  placement.   SRS  was  unable  to  find  "suitable"  placement  for  Walter 
until  court  action  set  a  deadline.   Proper  placement  was  found  on  March  15 , 
1974,  ten  months  after  his  initial  application  for  release.   Walter  was 
officially  released  from  BRS  &  H  on  March  22, 

Walter  was  placed  in  the  Providence  Resocialization  Center,  one  of  the 
largest  half -house  ranches  in  the  country,  with  a  population  of  around  75 = 
Now  that  he  has  been  released  from  BRS  &  H  and  placed  by  SRS,  SRS  has  legal 
responsibility  for  Walter's  welfare.   In  fact,  he  cannot  return  to  BRS  &  H 
unless  court  action  declares  him  dangerous  to  himself  and  society,  in  which 
case  he  could  be  committed  to  the  school.   Walter  has  applied  for  Supple- 
mentary Security  Income,  as  he  will  receive  no  wage  for  the  work  he  does  on 
the  ranch.   However,  he  does  have  a  fairly  adequate  personal  savings. 


PARENTS '  VISITATION  ROOM 

A  new  space  has  been  made  available  at.  BRS  &  H  which  can  be  remodeled 
as  a  parent's  visitation  room.   The  room  is  located  in  Cottage  #9  above 
the  canteen.   As  of  now,  parents  wishing  to  visit  their  children  are  offered 
little  privacy  to  do  so.   Of  course,  there  is  much  work  to  be  done.   The 
Lewis  &  Clark  Association  for  Retarded  Children  is  spearheading  this  pro- 
ject and  will  come  up  with  a  plan  and  estimated  cost  for  the  necessary 
equipment  and  decor. 

BETTY  CROCKER  COUPONS  TO  BUY  BUS

"DEATH  WITH  DIGNITY"  LEGISLATION 

Dr.  Walter  Sackett,  a  physician  and  member  of  the  Florida  House  of 
Representatives,  introduced  a  bill  to  save  the  state  $5  billion  over  the 
next  50  years  by  withholding  antibiotics  from  Down  Syndrome  infants  and 
permitting  them  to  succumb  to  pneumonia.   He  calls  it  "death  with  dignity" 
legislation.   On  the  other  hand,  the  National  Association  for  Retarded 
Children  has  taken  a  strong  stand  against ;.  this  philosophy  and' instead  sup- 
ports life  with  dignity  by  changing  the  public  attitudes  about  retardation.

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REPORT  OF  FINDINGS  OF  PILOT  PORT  OF  ENTRY  SURVEY 
CONDUCTED  AT  LIMA  AND  SALTESE 
FROM  JULY  15  TO  AUGUST  31,  1954 

December  30,  1954 

The  pilot  port  of  entry  survey  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  desirability  of  establishing  ports  of  entry  around  the  perimeter  of  the  State, 
These  stations  would  be  established  on  the  principal  highways  crossing  the  State  line 
with  the  objective  of  inspecting  trucks  entering  and  leaving  the  State  to  assure  that 
regulations  of  the  various  State  agencies  had  been  complied  with- 

Exploratory  discussions  were  held  with  other  State  agencies  to  ascertain 
the  extent  to  which  such  a  survey  would  benefit,  the  other  agencies  and  also  to  learn 
whether  these  agencies  would  care  to  participate  in  the  operation  of  the  survey,  The 
following  agencies  indicated  an  interest  in  the  surveys 

State  Highway  Commission  Department  of  Agriculture 

State  Highway  Patrol  State  Livestock  Commission 

Railroad  and  Public  Service  Commission  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 

State  Eoard  of  Equalisation  State  Liquor  Control  Board 

A  questionnaire  form  was  prepared  which  contained  the  principal  information 
desired  by  these  agencies,  and  at  a  subsequent  conference,  officials  of  the  various 
agencies  discussed  the  operations  and  regulations  of  their  departments- 

The  initial  survey  was  started  at  the  town  of  Lima  where  weighing  facili- 
ties were  available .  The  crew  was  under  the  supervision  of  a  highway  patrolman  and 
■consisted  of  the  patrolman  and  his  relief  man,  four  interviewers  furnished ^by  the 
Planning  Survey  Division,  two  weighers  from  the  Maintenance  Division,  and  full  or 
part  time  employees  of  the  Railroad  and  Public  Service  Commission,  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  and  the  State  Livestock  Commissiono 

After  the  survey  had  been  in  operation  for  a  short  time,  it  was  found  that 
the  original  questionnaire  form  was  too  detailed  to  be  completed  within  the  avail- 
able time  as  governed  by  the  flow  of  traffic,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  shorten 
the  form  and  to  eliminate  some  of  the  less  important  questions .  It  was  also  found 
that  the  interviewers  had  insufficient  time  or  knowledge  to  cover  all  of  the  regu- 
lations of  the  various  agencies,  and  for  this  reason,  truck  operators  hauling  agri- 
cultural produce  or  livestock  were  referred  to  the  closest  station  of  the  departments 
interested  in  this  type  of  cargo <,  The  station  at  Lima  was  operated  from  IsOO  Po  M. 
on  July  15th  to  12s00  Ac  Mo  on  August  6th.  During  the  first  week's  operation  at 
this  station,  and  as  a  result  of  the  complications  encountered,  incomplete  data  were 
obtained  on  some  of  the  questionnaires.  During  the  remainder  of  the  period,  the  sur- 
vey was  well  organized  and  reliable  data  were  reported  on  the  forms. 


The  survey  was  shifted  to  the  town  of  Saltese  and  was  started  on  August 
11th  at  7:00  A,  M„  It  operated  at  this  point  until  12:30  P.  M.  on  August  Slat. 
The  experience  gained  at  the  Lima  operation  enabled  the  Saltese  station  to  function 

with  greater  efficiency,  even  though  the  volume  of  traffic  was  greater „  The  Saltese 
station  was  also  better  staffed  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  traffic 

After  the  field  work  was  completed  at  the  Lima  and  Saltese  stations,  the 
interview  forms  were  brought  to  the  Highway  Department  where  they  were  analyzed, 
coded,  and  the  data  were  punched  on  IBM  cards .  The  results  were  summarised  and  the 
principal  findings  have  been  reported  in  the  tables  appended  to  this  narrative.  Cop- 
ies of  the  interview  forms  and  a  reciprocity  chart  are  also  included  in  the  appendix. 

Although  full  details  are  presented  in  the  tables,  some  of  the  more  import- 
ant points  and  interpretations  of  the  data  are  presented  in  the  following? 

Table  No.  1  -  Ownership  of  Vehicles 

At  the  Lima  station,  25%  of  the  trucks  entering  the  State  were  Montana 
owned,  27%  of  these  leaving  the  State  were  Montana  owned,  making  an  average  of  26% 
of  all  trucks  crossing  the  State  line  being  Montana  owned. 

At  the  Saltese  station,  the  number  of  Montana  owned  trucks  crossing  the 
State  line  amounted  to  19%  for  those  both  entering  and  leaving  the  State. 

Principal  ownership  of  out-of-state  trucks  crossing  the  State  line  at  both 

stations  was  as  follows; 

Washington  -  17.49%  Utah  -  -  -  4.87% 

Idaho  -  -  -  17.45%  Canada  -  -  4.51% 

Oregon  -  -  -  17.43% 

At  the  Lima  station,  322  trucks  were  interviewed  which  had  both  origin  and 
destination  within  the  vicinity  of  Lima  and  did  not  cross  the  State  line.  These 
trucks  were  reported  in  Table  No.  1,  but  have  been  omitted  in  calculating  the  fore- 
going percentages. 

Table  No.  2  -  Origin  and  Destination  at  Lima  Station 
Table  No.  3  -  Origin  and  Destination  at  Saltese  Station 

Precluding  the  322  trucks  of  local  origin  and  destination  interviewed  at  the 
Lima  station,  the  data  showed  that  37%  of  the  trucks  had  the  origin  of  their  trip  in 
Montana,  22%  had  their  origin  in  Idaho,  9%  with  origin  in  Utah,  8%  with  origin  in 
California  and  2%  with  origin  in  Canada. 

Destination  of  trips  showed  the  following:  40%  had  destinations  in  Montana, 
25%  had  destinations  in  Idaho,  8%  had  destinations  in  Utah,  and  6%  had  destinations  in 

.ifornia. 


Data  obtained  at  the  Saltese  station  showed  that  26%  of  the  trucks  had  trip 
origins  in  Montana,  33%  in  Washington,  8%  in  Canada,  5%   in  Idaho  and  5%  in  Oregon. 


Trip  destinations  were  divided  as  follows:  25%  in  Montana,  35%  in  Washing- 
ton, 9%  in  Canada,  7%  in  Idaho,  b%   in  Oregon  and  5%  in  Illinois, 

Table  No.  4  -  Distribution  of  Vehicles  by  Type 

Data  obtained  at  the  Lima  station  showed  that : 

43%  were  single  unit  trucks 

467„  were  tractor-semitrailer  combinations 

11%  were  truck  -  full  trailer  combinations 

The  Saltese  station  showed  that: 

21%  were  single  unit  trucks 

69%  were  tractor-semitrailer  combinations 

10%  were  track  -  full  trailer  combinations 

The  combined  stations  showed  that: 

52%  of  the  Montana  owned  trucks  were  of  the  single  unit  type, 

48%  of  the  Montana  owned  trucks  pulled  trailers. 

22%  of  the  Out-of-State  trucks  were  of  the  single  unit  type, 

78%  of  the  Out-of-State  trucks  pulled  trailers.

Table  No.  6  -  Summary  of  Violations 

As  explained  before,  complications  which  had  arisen  prevented  the  collec- 
tion of  data,  concerning  violations  pertaining  to  livestock,  agricultural."'-  produce, 
liquor ,  etc  The  limited  amount  of  columns  available  on  the  IEM  card  also  narrowed 
the  sursmarisation  of  violations  to  those  concerned  principally  with  the  motor  ve- 
hicle itself,  such  as  loadings,  G.  V»  W»  Tax  status  and  license  plate  status.  Al- 
though sora©  reliable  MRC  data  were  obtained  at  the  Lima  station,  in  general,  the  data 
obtained  at  this  station  were  incomplete  and  were  not  summarised,,  The  MRC  data  ob- 
tained at  the  Salter©  station  were  relatively  complete  and  have  been  summarized  in 
Table  No.  80 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  number  of  license  plate  and  G0  V„  ¥.  Tax  viola- 
tions shown  in  Table  No„  8  was  quite  substantial »  In  explanation  of  these  violations 
it  should  be  stated  that  a  considerable  number  of  these  violations  were  recorded  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  vehicles  did  not  carry  registration  cards „  In  the  absence 
of  these  cards,  it  was  impossible  to  determine  whether  the  vehicles  were  properly  re- 
gistered with  respect  to  license  plates  and  the  Go  V„  Wo  Tax,  and  consequently,  they 


were  recorded  as  being  in  violation  of  these  respective  laws.  If  the  survey  had  been 
continued  for  sufficient  time,  the  registration  card  situation  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  rectified,  and  there  would  not  have  been  so  many  violations  of  these  types. 

It  should  also  be  explained  that  out-of-state  vehicles  are  entitled  to 
travel  to  the  office  of  the  nearest  county  treasurer  where  the  operator  can  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  payment  of  registration  and  G0  V.  W„  fees,  if  re- 
quired. Since  the  port  of  entry  stations  were  located  near  the  State  line,  the  op- 
erators of  vehicles  entering  the  State  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to  contact  ":he 
nearest  treasurer;  however,  for  statistical  purposes,  those  vehicles  which  did  not 
have  reciprocity  clearance  were  classified  as  being  in  violation  of  the  respective 
registration  and  G„  V„  W.  Tax  laws. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  violations  were  reported  as  follows; 

1  out  of  23  Montana  owned  vehicles  violated  the  G„  V„  W«  law, 

1  out  of  17  Montana  owned  vehicles  violated  the  registration  laws- 


of  5  out-of-state  vehicles  violated  the  G»  V„  ¥«  law, 
1  out  of  6  out-of-state  vehicles  violated  the  registration  laws0 

Go  V»  Wo  violations  amounted  to  41%  of  the  total  violations . 
Registration  violations  amounted  to  35%  of  the  total  violations, 
MRC  violations  amounted  to  28%  of  the  total  violations  at  the 
Saltese  station. 

Overloading  did  not  appear  to  be  too  serious ,  amounting  to  about 
5%  of  the  total  violations. 

There  was  one  violation  of  some  type  for  every  seven  Montana 

owned  vehicles „ 
There  was  one  violation  of  some  type  for  every  two  out-of-state 

vehicles,, 

Table  Ho,  9  -  Vehicle  Loads 

Because  of  the  diversity  of  information  reported  in  Table  No,  9,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  reference  be  made  to  the  table  itself  for  data  of  interest,  ft  regular 
loadometer  survey  is  conducted  by  the  Planning  Survey  during  each  year,  and  the  in- 
formation reported  in  Table  No,  9  duplicates  to  a  certain  extent  the  data  contained 
in  the  annual  Loadometer  R@port,  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  the  data 
contained  in  Table  No,  9  agrees  substantially  with  that  presented  in  the  Loadometer 
Report , 

Table  No,  9  presents  a  summary  of  axle  loads  for  each  type  of  vehicle  or 
combinations  of  vehicles  which  may  be  of  interest.   In  some  instances  the  sample 
for  one  particular  type  of  vehicle  is  quite  low,  and  consequently  it  is  not  an  ade- 
quate base  for  generalization. 
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Table  No.  10  -  Potential  Fee  Collections 

This  table  shows  the  amount  of  fees  which  might  have  been  collected  on  the 
basis  of  registration  and  G„  V,  W.  violations  which  occurred  at  the  combined  stations. 
Here  again,  it  should  be  repeated  that. a  large  percentage  of  the  violations  were  re- 
corded because  the  vehicles  did  not  carry  registration  cards.  These  vehicles  were 
considered  as  being  subject  to  license  plates  fees  and  also  an  itinerant  G„  V„  W. 
trip  permit,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  they  might  be  carrying  license  plates  on  the 
vehicle. 

It  may  be  noted  that  a  high  percentage  of  the  fees  were  chargeable  against 
vehicles  from  states  with  which  reciprocity  agreements  are  in  effect,  such  as  Oregon 
and  Washington,  This  condition  arises  because  a  large  number  of  these  vehicles  did 
not  carry  registration  cards  in  proper  order. 

Because  of  the  foregoing  situation  and  the  fact  that  the  county  treasurers 
did  not  always  collect  the  full  amount  of  the  fees  due,  or  the  justices  of  the  peace 
did  not  find  the  operator  guilty  of  the  violation,  the  following  figures  are  probably 
somewhat  overstated.  They  do,  however,  represent  a  picture  of  the  potential  fees 
that  might  have  been  collected; 

Go   V„  W„  Fees  -  $6,476.00  or  $1.37  per  vehicle 

License  Plate  Fees  -  $8,303.00  or  $1.75  per  vehicle 

The  table  also  shows  that  a  potential  of  $1,242.00  might  have  been  collected 
from  1261  Montana  owned  vehicles,  or  $.98  per  vehicle.  These  violations  included  pri- 
marily the  lack  of  registration  cards,  lack  of  license  plates,  lack  of  G„  V*  W.  re- 
gistration, and  loads  in  excess  of  G.  V,  W.  registration. 

Table  No.  11  -  Motor  Fuel  Carried  in  Tanks 

There  has  always  been  considerable  speculation  about  the  amount  of  motor 
fuel  carried  in  the  tanks  of  incoming  trucks  which  was  purchased  in  other  states 
and  which  is  used  to  propel  the  trucks  on  Montana  highways  free  of  tax.  Reference 
should  be  made  to  Table  No,  11  for  full  details  of  the  importation  and  exportation 
of  motor  fuel.  The  following  salient  facts  are  extracted  from  this  table;

This  table  indicates  that  any  revenue  gained  from  taxation  of  motor  fuel 
entering  the  State  would  have  to  be  offset  by  credits  for  tax  paid  on  motor  fuel 
purchased  in  the  State  but  carried  outside  the  State , 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  no  attempt  was  made  to  actually  measure  the 
fuel  in  tanks  on  trucks.  The  drivers  were  simply  asked  to  state  the  amount  of  fuel 
in  their  tanks.  For  this  reason,,  there  was  a  possibility  that  true  figures  were  not 
given.  However,  the  fact  that  importations  agreed  closely  with  expectations  (for 
which  there  was  no  incentive  to  misstate  the  amount  of  fuel)  would  indicate  that  the 
figures  are  reasonably  accurate. 

Table  No.  12  -  Summons  and  Fines 

This  table,  which  was  prepared  on  the  basis  of  information  supplied  by  the 
Highway  Patrol,  shows  that; 

At  the  Lima  station,  a  summons  was  issued  to  1  out  of  each  11  vehicles; 
fines  collected  amounted  to  $.93  per  vehicle  inspected  at  the  station. 

At  the  Saltese  station,  a  summons  was  issued  for  1  out  of  each  15  vehicles; 
fines  collected  amount  to  $.79  per  vehicle  inspected  at  the  station. 


This  table  present  a  comparison  of  the  registered  weights  in  the  various 
Go  Vo  Wo  categories  and  the  actual  operating  weights  (average  of  loaded  and  empty 
vehicles)  in  the  same  G.  Vo  Wo  categories.   The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the 
principal  features  . 

TRUCKS  -  Actual  operating  weights  ranged  from  60%  of  registered 
Go  Vo  Wo  for  trucks  in  the  16,000  pound  G.  V,  W=  category  to  89% 
of  the  registered  G»  V„  W.  for  trucks  in  the  38„000  pound  category. 
The  average  operating  weight  for  all  trucks  averaged  74%  of  their 
combined  registered  gross  vehicle  weights.  The  sizes  of  samples 
and  the  consistency  of  figures  tend  to  support  the  reliability  of 
these  figures. 

TRAILERS  -  Actual  operating  weights  ranged  from  44%  of  the  regis- 
tered Go  v.  W.  for  trailers  in  the  42,000  pound  G.  V.  W.  category 
to  120%  of  the  registered  G=  V.  Wo  for  trailers  in  the  20,000 
pound  Go  Vo  Wo  category.  In  both  of  these  instances,  the  number 
of  vehicles  was  so  small  ('2  and  4  respectively)  that  the  figures 
are  not  reliable.  The  average  operating  weight  for  all  trailers 
amounted  to  69%  of  the  combined  registered  gross  vehicle  weights 
for  this  type  of  vehicle.  This  figure  was  based  on  a  sample  of 
457  trailers  which  appears  to  be  large  enough  for  sta-tistical 
accuracy.

GENERAL  REMARKS: 
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PART  VII.   TRAFFIC  CONTROLS  FOR  SCHOOL  AREAS 
A.   GENERAL 
7A-1   Need  for  Standards 

Traffic  control  in  school  areas  is  a  highly  sensitive  subject.  If  all 
the  demands  of  parents  and  others  were  met,  there  would  have  to  be  many  more 
police  and  adult  guards  for  school  duty;  and  many  more  traffic  signals/signs 
and  markings.  Such  demands,  however,  are  not  always  in  line  with  actual 
needs . 

Analyses  often  show  that  at  many  locations,  school  crossing  controls 
requested  by  parents,  teachers  and  other  citizens  are  unnecessary  and  costly 
and  tend  to  lessen  the  respect  for  controls  that  are  warranted.  It  is 
therefore  important  to  stress  the  point  that  regardless  of  the  school 
location,  safe  and  effective  traffic  control  can  best  be  obtained  through  the 
uniform  application  of  realistic  policies,  practices  and  standards  developed 
through  engineering  studies. 

Pedestrian  safety  depends  in  large  measure  upon  public  understanding  of 
accepted  methods  for  efficient  traffic  control.  This  principle  is  never  more 
important  than  in  the  control  of  pedestrians  and  vehicles  in  the  vicinity  of 
schools  Neither  school  children  nor  vehicle  operators  can  be  expected  to 
move  safely  m  school  zones  unless  they  understand  both  the  need  for  traffic 
controls  and  the  ways  in  which  these  controls  function  for  their  benefit. 

Non-uniform  procedures  and  devices  cause  confusion  among  pedestrians  and 
vehicle  operators,  prompt  wrong  decisions,  and  can  contribute  to  accidents 
In  order  to  achieve  uniformity  of  traffic  control  in  school  areas,  comparable 
traffic  situations  must  be  treated  in  the  same  manner.  Each  traffic  control 
device  and  control  method  described  in  this  part  fulfills  a  specific  function 
related  to  specific  traffic  conditions. 

The  type  of  school  area  traffic  control  used,  either  warning  or 
regulatory,  must  be  related  to  the  volume  and  speed  of  traffic,  street  width 
and  the  number  of  children  crossing.  For  this  reason,  the  traffic  controls 
necessary  in  a  school  area  located  on  a  major  highway  would  not  be  needed  on  a 
residential  street  away  from  heavy  traffic.  Yet,  the  important  point  to  be 
made  is  that  a  uniform  approach  to  school  area  traffic  controls  must  be 
ttZltll  to  assure  the  use  of  similar  controls  for  similar  situations  (which 
promotes  uniform  behavior  on  the  part  of  vehicle  operators  and  pedestrians). 

A  school  route  plan  for  each  school  serving  elementary  and  kindergarten 
students  "useful  m  developing  uniformity  in  the  use  of  school  area  traffic 
for  °L  The-Pltar!'  devel°Ped  ^  the  school  and  traffic  officials  responsible 
for  school  pedestrian  safety,  consists  of  a  simple  map  showing  streets,  the 
school,  existing  traffic  controls,  established  school  routes,  and  established 
school  crossings.   A  typical  school  plan  map  is  shown  in  figure  7-1 
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figur*  7-1.      Typical  tchool  route  plan  map. 


The  plan  permits  the  orderly  review  of  school  area  traffic  control  needs, 
and  the  coordination  of  school  pedestrian  safety  education  and  engineering 
activities. 

The  following  treatment  of  signs,  signals,  and  markings  for  school  areas 
is  intended  to  provide  in  effect  a  comprehensive  handbook  in  its  field,  to  be 
applied  as  a  national  standard.  It  establishes  general  principles  to  be 
observed  in  designing,  installing,  and  maintaining  traffic  control  devices  in 
school  areas,  and  prescribes  specific  standards  where  possible.  While  it 
constitutes  a  part  of  this  Manual,  it  is  designed  so  that  it  can  be  used 
independently,  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  are  not  concerned  with  the 
many  other  phases  of  traffic  control.  To  that  end  some  material  concerning 
specifications  and  devices  having  more  general  application  is  repeated  here 
from  preceding  parts  of  this  Manual. 

Reference  to  reduced  speed  signs  for  school  areas  and  crossings  is 
included  in  this  Manual  solely  for  the  purpose  of  standardizing  signing  for 
these  zones.  However,  this  is  not  to  be  considered  an  endorsement  of  the 
practice  of  mandatory  reduced  speed  zones  for  all  school  areas  and  crossings. 

7A-2   School  Routes  and  Established  School  Crossings 

School  routes  should  be  planned  to  take  advantage  of  the  protection 
afforded  by  existing  traffic  controls.  This  planning  criterion  may  make  it 
necessary  for  children  to  walk  a  non-direct,  longer  distance  to  an  established 
school  crossing  located  where  there  is  existing  traffic  control,  and  to  avoid 
the  use  of  a  direct,  hazardous  crossing  where  there  is  no  existing  traffic 
control. 

Factors  to  be  considered  when  determining  the  feasibility  of  requiring 
children  to  walk  a  longer  distance  to  a  crossing  (at  a  location  with  existing 
traffic  control)  are: 

1.  The  availability  of  adequate,  safe  sidewalks  or  off  roadway  sidewalk 
areas  to  and  from  the  location  with  existing  control, 

2.  The  number  of  children  using  the  crossing, 

3.  The  age  levels  of  the  children  using  the  crossing,  and 

4.  The  total  extra  walking  distance. 

7A-3   School  Crossing  Control  Criteria 

Alternate  gaps  and  blockades  are  formed  in  the  vehicular  traffic  stream 
in  a  pattern  particular  to  each  crossing  location.  For  safety,  a  pedestrian 
must  wait  for  a  gap  in  traffic  that  is  of  sufficient  duration  to  permit  a 
street  crossing  without  interference  from  vehicular  traffic.  When  the  delay 
between  the  occurrence  of  adequate  gaps  becomes  excessive,  children  may  become 
impatient  and  endanger  themselves  by  attempting  to  cross  the  street  during  an 


inadequate  gap.  This  delay  may  be  considered  excessive  when  the  number  of 
adequate  gaps  in  the  traffic  stream,  during  the  period  the  children  are  using 
a  crossing,  is  less  than  the  number  of  minutes  in  that  same  time  period.  With 
this  condition  (when  adequate  gaps  occur  less  frequently  than  an  average  of 
one  per  minute)  some  form  of  traffic  control  is  needed  which  will  create  in 
the  traffic  stream  the  gaps  necessary  to  reduce  the  hazard. 

A  recommended  practice  for  determining  the  frequency  and  adequacy  of  gaps 
in  the  vehicular  traffic  stream  is  given  in  the  Institute  of  Transportation 
Engineers  publication,  "A  Program  for  School  Crossing  Protection". 

7A-4  Scope 

This  part  sets  forth  basic  principles  and  prescribes  standards  to  be 
followed  in  the  design,  application,  installation  and  maintenance  of  all 
traffic  control  devices  and  other  controls  required  for  the  special  pedestrian 
conditions  of  school  areas.  Such  devices  and  controls  include  signs,  signals, 
markings,  adult  guards,  student  patrols,  and  grade  separated  crossings. 

7A-5   Application  of  Standards 

The  standards  of  this  Manual  apply  to  all  streets  and  highways  open  to 
public  travel  regardless  of  type  or  the  level  of  governmental  agency  having 
jurisdiction. 

All  traffic  control  devices  used  in  school  areas  shall  conform  to  the 
applicable  specifications  of  this  Manual. 


7A-6   Engineering  Study  Required 

The  decision  to  use  a  particular  device  at  a  particular  location  should 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  an  engineering  study  of  the  location.  Thus,  while 
this  Manual  provides  standards  for  design  and  application  of  traffic  control 
devices,  the  Manual  is  not  meant  to  be  a  substitute  for  engineering  judgment. 
It  is  the  intent  that  the  provisions  of  this  Manual  define  the  standards  for 
traffic  control  devices,  but  shall  not  be  a  legal  requirement  for  their 
installation. 


7A-7   Maintenance  of  Traffic  Control  Devices 

Maintenance  of  devices  must  be  to  high  standards  to  assure  that 
legibility  is  retained,  that  the  device  is  visible,  that  it  is  functioning 
properly,  and  that  it  is  removed  if  no  longer  needed. 

Devices  which  are  used  on  a  part-time  basis  shall  be  in  operation  only 
during  the  time  periods  they  are  required. 


Regulatory  traffic  control  devices  for  school  areas  should  be  removed, 
covered  or  not  operated  when  they  are  not  needed  for  extended  periods  of  time, 
such  as  during  summer  vacations. 


7A-8   Legal  Authority 

Traffic  control  devices  shall  be  placed  only  by  the  authority  of  a  public 
body  or  official  having  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating,  warning, 
or  guiding  traffic.  No  traffic  control  device  or  its  support  shall  bear  any 
advertising  or  commercial  message,  or  any  other  message  that  is  not  essential 
to  traffic  control. 


7A-9  Removal  of  Confusing  Advertising 

There  should  be  legal  authority  to  prohibit  the  display  of  any 
unauthorized  sign,  signal,  marking,  or  device  which  interferes  with  the 
effectiveness  of  any  official  traffic  control  device.  The  enactment  of 
Section  11-205  of  the  Uniform  Vehicle  Code  will  provide  this  authority. 

7A-10  Meaning  of  "Shall,"  "Should"  and  "May" 

In  the  Manual  sections  dealing  with  the  design  and  application  of  traffic 
control  devices,  the  words  "shall,"  "should"  and  "may"  are  used  to  describe 
specific  conditions  concerning  these  devices.  To  clarify  the  meanings 
intended  in  this  Manual  in  the  use  of  these  words,  the  following  definitions 
are  given: 

1.  SHALL  -  A  mandatory  condition.  Where  certain  requirements  in  the 
design  or  application  of  the  device  are  described  with  the  "shall" 
stipulation,  it  is  mandatory  that  these  requirements  be  met. 

2.  SHOULD  -  An  advisory  condition.  Where  the  word  "should"  is  used,  it 
is  considered  to  be  advisable  usage,  recommended  but  not  mandatory. 

3.  MAY  -  A  permissive  condition.  No  requirement  for  design  or 
application  is  intended. 


SIGNS 


7B-1   Design  of  Signs 

Uniformity  in  design  includes  shape,  color,  dimensions,  symbols,  wording, 
lettering,  and  illumination  or  ref lectorization.  The  Federal  Highway 
Administration,  on  request,  will  furnish  to  State  and  local  highway  and 
traffic  authorities,  sign  manufacturers,  and  similarly  interested  agencies, 
detailed  drawings  of  the  standard  signs  illustrated  in  this  Manual. 
Standardization  of  these  signs  does  not  preclude  further  improvement  by  minor 
changes  in  the  proportion  of  symbols,  stroke  width  and  height  of  letters,  or 
width  of  borders.  However,  all  shapes  and  colors  shall  be  as  indicated,  all 
symbols  shall  be  unmistakenly  similar  to  those  shown  and,  where  a  word  message 
is  applicable,  the  wording  shall  be  as  provided  herein. 


Sometimes  a  change  from  word  message  to  symbol  requires  a  significant 
time   period   for   public   education   and   transition.     For   this 
educational  plaques  are  provided  for  use  beneath  new  symbol  signs. 


purpose , 


All  symbol  signs  which  are  readily  recognizable  by  the  public  may  be 
erected  without  educational  placques.  New  warning  or  regulatory  symbol  signs 
not  readily  recognizable  by  the  public,  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  educational 
plaque  which  is  to  remain  in  place  for  at  least  3  years  after  initial 
installation.  No  special  effort  need  be  made  to  remove  educational  plaques  as 
long  as  they  are  in  serviceable  condition. 

Illustrations  which  accompany  the  text  show  the  specifications  for 
individual  sign  size,  color,  and  legend.  These  specifications  may  not  be 
detailed  in  the  text. 


7B-2   Dimensions 

The  sign  dimensions  prescribed  in  this  Manual  shall  be  standard  for 
application  on  public  highways.  An  increase  above  these  standard  sizes  is 
desirable  where  greater  legibility  or  emphasis  is  needed. 

7B-3   Lettering 

Sign  lettering  shall  be  in  upper-case  letters  in  conformance  with  the 
Standard  Alphabets  for  Highway  Signs  Booklet. 


7B-4   Sign  Borders 


All  signs  illustrated  herein  have  a  border  of  the  same  color  as  the 
legend,  at  or  just  inside  the  edge.  When  a  border  is  darker  than  the 
background,  it  should  be  set  in  from  the  edge.  When  the  border  is  lighter,  it 
should  extend  to  the  edge  of  the  plate. 


7B-5   Illumination  and  Ref lectorization 

Ordinarily  the  signs  used  for  school  area  traffic  control  shall  be 
reflectonzed  or  illuminated  when  regularly  scheduled  classes  begin  or  end 
during  hours  of  darkness,  and  should  be  ref lectorized  or  illuminated  when 
there  is  a  considerable  use  of  school  buildings  by  children  during  hours  of 
darkness. 


7B-6   Position  of  Signs 

Signs  should  be  placed  in  positions  where  they  will  convey  their  messages 
most  effectively  without  restricting  lateral  clearance  or  sight  distances 
Placement  therefore  should  be  accommodated  to  highway  design,  alignment  and 
roadside  development.  Signs  should  have  a  minimum  practical  lateral  clearance 
from  the  edge  of  the  traveled  way  for  safety  of  vehicles  that  may  leave  the 
roadway  and  strike  the  sign  supports.  Normally  signs  should  not  be  closer 
than  6  feet  from  the  edge  of  a  paved  shoulder,  or  if  none,  12  feet  from  the 
edge  of  the  traveled  way. 

In  urban  areas,  if  the  lateral  clearance  indicated  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  are  not  practicable,  a  lesser  clearance  may  be  used  (not  less  than  2 
feet  from  the  face  of  the  curb).  In  urban  areas,  where  sidewalk  width  is 
limited  or  existing  poles  are  close  to  the  curb,  a  clearance  of  1  foot  from 
the  curb  face  is  permissible.

Portable  schools  signs  shall  not  be  placed  within  the  roadway  at  any 


7B-7   Height  of  Sign 


Signs  erected  at  the  side  of  the  road  in  rural  districts  shall  be  mounted 
at  a  height  of  at  least  5  feet,  measured  from  the  bottom  of  the  sign  to  the 
level  of  the  roadway  edge.  In  business,  commercial  and  residential  districts 
where  parking  or  pedestrian  movement  is  likely  to  occur  or  where  there  are 
other  obstructions  to  view,  the  clearance  to  the  bottom  of  the  sign  shall  be 
at  least  7  feet. 


7B-8   Erection  of  Signs 

Normally  signs  should  be  mounted  approximately  at  right  angles  to  the 
direction  of,  and  facing,  the  traffic  that  they  are  intended  to  serve.

7B-9   School  Advance  Sign  (Sl-1) 

The  School  Advance  sign  is  intended  for  use  in  advance  of  locations  where 
school  buildings  or  grounds  are  adjacent  to  the  highway.  It  may  also  be  used 
in  advance  of  established  school  crossings  not  adjacent  to  a  school  ground. 
The  School  Advance  sign  shall  be  used  in  advance  of  any  installation  of  the 
S2-1  School  Crossing  sign. 

Where  used,  the  sign  generally  shall  be  erected  not  less  than  150  feet  or 
more  than  700  feet  in  advance  of  the  school  grounds  or  school  crossing.  The 
sign  shall  have  a  minimum  height  and  width  of  3  6  inches  in  rural  areas,  and  30 
inches  in  urban  areas. 


7B-10  School  Crossing  Sign  (S2-1) 

The  School  Crossing  sign  is  intended  for  use  at  established  crossings 
including  signalized  locations  used  by  pupils  going  to  and  from  school,  except 
that  at  crossings  controlled  by  stop  signs,  the  sign  should  be  omitted.  Only 
crossings  adjacent  to  schools  and  those  on  established  school  pedestrian 
routes  shall  be  signed.  When  used,  the  sign  shall  be  erected  at  the 
crosswalk,  or  at  the  minimum  distance  possible  in  advance  of  the  crosswalk. 
The  sign  shall  have  a  minimum  height  and  width  of  36  inches  in  rural  areas, 
and  30  inches  in  urban  areas. 

A  School  Advance  sign  (sec.  7B-9)  shall  be  used  in  advance  of  every 
School  Crossing  sign.

7B-11   School  Bus  Stop  Ahead  Sign  (S3-1) 

The  School  Bus  Stop  Ahead  sign  is  intended  for  use  in  advance  of 
locations  where  a  school  bus,  when  stopped  to  pick  up  or  discharge  passengers, 
is  not  visible  for  a  distance  of  500  feet  in  advance.  It  shall  have  a  minimum 
30"  x  30"  size. 

It  is  not  intended  that  these  signs  be  used  everywhere  a  school  bus  stops 
to  pick  up  or  discharge  passengers  but  for  use  only  where  terrain  and  roadway 
features  limit  the  approach  sight  distance  and  where  there  is  no  opportunity 
to  relocate  the  stop  to  another  location  with  adequate  visibility.

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7B-12   School  Speed  Limit  Signs  (S4-1,  S4-2,  S4-3,  S4-4) 

The  School  Speed  Limit  sign  shall  be  used  to  indicate  the  speed  limit 
where  a  reduced  speed  zone,  for  a  school  area  has  been  established  (in 
accordance  with  law,  after  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation)  or  when  a 
speed  limit  is  specified  for  such  areas  by  statute.  The  sign  shall  be  either 
a  fixed-message  sign  assembly  or  a  variable  display  type  sign. 


The  fixed  message  sign  assembly  shall  consist  of  a  top  panel  (S4-3) ,  24" 
x  8"  (the  legend  SCHOOL  in  black  on  a  yellow  background) ,  a  Speed  Limit  sign 
(R2-1),  24"  x  30",  and  a  bottom  panel  (S4-1)  indicating  the  specific  periods 
of  the  day  and/or  days  of  the  week,  when  the  special  school  speed  limit 
applies.  The  bottom  panel  shall  be  24"  x  10"  (or  larger  if  needed)  and  shall 
have  a  black  legend  on  a  white  background.  Alternate  legends  such  as  WHEN 
CHILDREN  ARE  PRESENT  (S4-2)  may  be  used  if  permitted  by  law.  The  numerical 
speed  limit  displayed  on  the  sign  shall  be  the  limit  established  by  law. 

Variable  display  signs  may  be  used  to  indicate  the  special  school  speed 
limit.  These  signs  may  use  blank-out  messages  or  other  methods  to  display  the 
school  speed  limit  only  during  the  periods  it  applies.  A  Speed  Limit  Sign 
Beacon  may  also  be  used,  with  a  WHEN  FLASHING  sign  (S4-4)  ,  to  identify  the 
periods  the  school  speed  limit  is  in  force.  The  lenses  of  the  Speed  Limit 
Sign  Beacon  may  be  positioned  within  the  face  of  the  School  Speed  Limit  sign. 

Because  of  special  features,  it  may  not  always  be  practical  to  make 
variable  display  signs  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  accepted  standards. 
However,  during  the  periods  the  school  speed  limit  is  in  force,  their  basic 
shape,  message,  legend  layout,  and  colors  should  conform  to  the  standard  for 
the  fixed  message  sign,  except  that  if  the  sign  is  internally  illuminated,  it 
may  have  a  white  legend  on  a  black  background. 
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Variable  display  signs  with  flashing  beacons  should  be  used  for  the  more 
critical  situations,  where  greater  emphasis  of  the  special  school  speed  limit 
is  needed. 

Where  practical,  consideration  should  be  given  to  including,  on  the  back 
of  variable  display  signs,  a  light  or  device  to  indicate  the  speed  limit 
message  is  in  operation  or  visible. 

The  end  of  an  authorized  and  posted  school  speed  zone  shall  be  marked 
with  a  standard  Speed  Limit  sign  showing  the  speed  limit  for  the  section  of 
highway  which  follows  or  with  an  END  SCHOOL  ZONE  sign. 

7B-13   Parking  and  Stopping  Signs  (R7  Series) 

Parking  signs  and  other  signs  governing  the  stopping  and  standing  of 
vehicles  in  school  areas  cover  a  very  wide  variety  of  regulations  and  only 
general  specifications  can  be  laid  down  here.  Typical  examples  are  as 
follows: 

1.  No  Parking  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  School  Days  Only. 

2.  No  Stopping  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  School  Days  Only. 

3.  5  Min.  Loading  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  School  Days  Only. 

The  legend  on  parking  signs  shall  state  whatever  regulations  apply,  but 
the  signs  shall  conform  to  the  standards  of  shape,  color,  position  and  use. 
Generally,  parking  signs  should  display  such  of  the  following  information  as 
is  appropriate,  from  top  to  bottom  of  the  sign,  in  the  order  listed. 

1.  Restriction  or  prohibition. 

2.  Time  of  day  it  is  applicable,  if  not  at  all  hours. 

3.  Days  of  week  applicable,  if  not  every  day. 

In  addition,  there  should  be  a  single-headed  arrow  pointing  in  the 
direction  the  regulation  is  in  effect  (if  the  sign  is  at  the  end  of  a  zone)  or 
a  double-headed  arrow  pointing  both  ways  (if  the  sign  is  at  an  intermediate 
point  in  the  zone).  As  an  alternate  to  the  arrow  (if  the  signs  are  posted 
facing  traffic  at  an  angle  of  90  degrees  to  the  curb  line)  there  may  be 
included  on  the  sign,  or  on  a  separate  plate  below  the  sign,  such  legend  as 
BEGIN,  END,  HERE  TO  CORNER,  HERE  TO  ALLEY,  THIS  SIDE  OF  SIGN,  or  BETWEEN 
SIGNS. 

Where  parking  is  prohibited  at  all  times  or  at  specified  times,  parking 
signs  shall  have  red  letters  and  border  on  a  white  background  (Parking 
Prohibition  signs);  and  where  only  limited-time  parking  is  permitted,  or  where 
parking  is  permitted  only  in  a  particular  manner,  the  signs  shall  have  green 
letters  and  border  (Parking  Restriction  signs) . 

For  emphasis  the  word  NO  or  the  numeral  showing  the  time  limit  in  hours 
or  minutes  may  be  in  a  reversed  color  arrangement  in  the  upper  left-hand 
corner  of  the  sign,  i.e.,  in  white  on  a  rectangular  area  of  red  or  green. 
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The  No  Parking  symbol  (shown  in  sign  R8-3a)  may  be  used  as  an  alternative 
to  the  words  NO  PARKING  on  signs  R7-1,  R7-2,  R7-3,  R7-6,  R7-7,  and  R7-107a 
When  the  symbol  sign  itself  (R8-3a)  is  used  for  urban  applications,  it  shall 
have  a  minimum  and  standard  size  of  12  inches  square.  The  symbol  "P"  is 
black,  circumscribed  in  a  red  circle  with  a  red  slash  on  a  white  background 
and  black  border. 

The  supplemental  educational  plaque,  NO  PARKING,  with  a  red  legend  and 
border  on  a  white  background,  may  be  used  above  the  symbol. 

Parking  signs  shall  have  a  standard  size  of  12  inches  by  18  inches.  If 
arrows  are  used  to  indicate  the  extent  of  the  restricted  zone,  the  signs 
should  be  set  at  an  angle  of  not  less  than  30  degrees  nor  more  than  45  degrees 
with  the  line  of  traffic  flow  to  be  visible  to  approaching  traffic.  If  word 
legends  on  a  separate  panel  are  used  to  indicate  the  extent  of  the  restricted 
zone,  the  signs  should  be  posted  facing  traffic  at  an  angle  of  90  degrees  to 
the  curb  line. 
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C.   MARKINGS 


7C-1   Functions  and  Limitations  of  Markings 

Markings  have  definite  and  important  functions  to  perform  in  a  proper 
scheme  of  school  area  traffic  control.  In  some  cases  they  are  used  to 
supplement  the  regulations  or  warnings  of  other  devices  such  as  traffic  signs. 
In  other  instances  they  obtain  results,  solely  on  their  own  merits,  that 
cannot  be  obtained  by  the  use  of  any  other  device.  In  such  cases  they  serve 
as  a  very  effective  means  of  conveying  certain  regulations  and  warnings  that 
could  not  otherwise  be  made  clearly  understandable. 

Pavement  markings  have  definite  limitations.  They  are  obliterated  by 
snow,  may  not  be  clearly  visible  when  wet,  and  may  not  be  very  durable  when 
subjected  to  heavy  traffic.  In  spite  of  these  limitations,  they  have  the 
advantage,  under  favorable  conditions,  of  conveying  warnings  or  information  to 
the  driver  without  diverting  his  attention  from  the  roadway. 

7C-2   Standardization 

Each  standard  marking  shall  be  used  only  to  convey  the  meaning  prescribed 
for  it  in  this  Manual. 


7C-3   Crosswalk  Lines 

Crosswalk  lines  shall  be  solid  white  lines  marking  both  edges  of  the 
crosswalk.  They  shall  be  not  less  than  6  inches  in  width  and  should  not  be 
spaced  less  than  6  feet  apart.  Under  special  circumstances  (where  no  advance 
stop  line  is  provided  or  where  vehicular  speeds  exceed  35  MPH  or  where 
crosswalks  are  unexpected)  it  may  be  desirable  to  increase  the  width  of  the 
crosswalk  line  up  to  24"  in  width.  Crosswalk  lines  on  both  sides  of  the 
crosswalk  should  extend  across  the  full  width  of  pavement  to  discourage 
diagonal  walking  between  crosswalks. 

Crosswalks  should  be  marked  at  all  intersections  on  established  routes  to 
school  where  there  is  material  conflict  between  vehicles  and  kindergarten  or 
elementary  students  (while  crossing) ,  where  students  are  permitted  to  cross 
between  intersections,  or  where  students  could  not  otherwise  recognize  the 
proper  place  to  cross. 

For  added  visibility,  the  area  of  the  crosswalk  may  be  marked  with  white 
diagonal  lines  at  a  45°  angle  or  with  white  longitudinal  lines  at  a  9  0°  angle 
to  the  line  of  the  crosswalk.  These  lines  should  be  approximately  12"  to  24" 
wide  and  spaced  12"  to  24"  apart.  When  diagonal  longitudinal  lines  are  used 
to  mark  a  crosswalk,  the  transverse  crosswalk  lines  may  be  omitted.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  insure  that  crosswalks  with  diagonal  or  longitudinal  lines 
used  at  some  locations  do  not  weaken  or  detract  from  other  crosswalks  where 
special  emphasis  markings  are  not  used. 
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7C-4  Stop  Lines 

Stop  lines  are  solid  white  lines,  normally  12  to  24  inches  wide, 
extending  across  all  approach  lanes,  and  (under  both  urban  and  rural 
conditions)  indicate  the  point  at  which  vehicles  are  required  to  stop  in 
compliance  with  a  stop  sign,  traffic  signal,  officer's  direction,  or  other 
legal  requirement.  When  used,  the  stop  line  should  ordinarily  be  placed  4 
feet  in  advance  of  and  parallel  to  the  nearest  crosswalk  line. 


7C-5   Curb  Markings  for  Parking  Restrictions 

Since  curb  markings  of  yellow  and  white  are  used  for  delineation  and 
visibility,  it  is  usually  advisable  to  establish  parking  regulations  through 
the  installation  of  standard  signs.  However,  when  local  authorities  prescribe 
special  colors  for  curb  markings  as  supplemental  to  standard  signs,  they  may 
be  used. 

When  signs  are  not  used,  intended  meaning  should  be  stenciled  on  the 
curb. 

Signs  shall  always  be  used  with  curb  markings  in  those  areas  where  curb 
markings  are  frequently  obliterated  by  accumulations  of  snow  and  ice. 

7C-6  Word  and  Symbol  Markings 

Word  and  symbol  markings  on  the  pavement  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
guiding,  warning,  or  regulating  traffic.  They  should  be  limited  to  not  more 
than  a  total  of  three  lines  of  words  and/or  symbols.  They  shall  be  white  in 
color. 

Word  and  symbol  markings  shall  not  be  used  for  mandatory  messages  except 
in  support  of  standard  signs. 

The  letters,  numerals,  and  symbols  should  be  in  accordance  with  the 
Standard  Alphabets  and  Symbols  for  Highway  Pavement  Markings.  Letters, 
symbols  and  numerals  should  be  8  feet  or  more  in  height;  and,  if  the  message 
consists  of  more  than  one  word,  it  should  read  "up"  i.e.,  the  first  word 
should  be  nearest  to  the  driver.  Where  approach  speeds  are  low,  somewhat 
smaller  characters  may  be  used.  The  space  between  lines  should  be  at  least 
four  times  the  height  of  the  characters  for  low  speed  roads  but  not  more  than 
ten  times  the  height  of  the  characters  under  any  conditions.  Figure  7-2  shows 
the  word  SCHOOL  in  typical,  elongated,  pavement  marking  letters. 

Pavement  messages  should  preferably  be  no  more  than  one  lane  in  width 
except  SCHOOL  messages  may  extend  to  the  width  of  two  lanes.  When  a  two-lane 
width  is  used  the  characters  should  be  10  feet  or  more  in  height.

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D.   SCHOOL  AREA  TRAFFIC  SIGNALS 


7D-1  Definition 

School  signals  are  standard  traffic  control  signals  erected  at 
established  school  crossings  on  the  basis  of  a  need  to  create  adequate  gaps  in 
the  vehicular  traffic  stream  for  pedestrian  crossings. 

7D-2   Advantages  and  Disadvantages 

When  properly  designed,  located  and  operated  under  conditions  that  fully 
warrant  their  use,  school  signals  usually  have  either  or  both  of  the  following 
advantages: 

1.  Considering  initial  and  operating  costs,  school  signals  over  a  period 
of  several  years  represent  an  economy  as  compared  with  police  supervision  or 
crossing  guards. 

2.  Under  conditions  of  favorable  spacing  they  can  be  coordinated  with 
adjacent  signals  to  provide  for  continuous  or  nearly  continuous  movement  of 
vehicular  traffic. 

Properly  designed  and  warranted  signals  also  have  some  disadvantages  and 
the  following  should  be  considered  when  choosing  a  specific  means  of  crossing 
control: 

1.  School  signal  control  has  a  much  higher  initial  cost  than  police 
supervision  or  crossing  guards.  It  should  not  be  considered  for  locations 
where  several  years  use  cannot  be  expected. 

2.  In  some  circumstances,  the  school  signal  control  requires 
supplemental  control  by  an  adult  guard  or  school  safety  patrol. 

3.  If  school  signal  control  is  to  be  properly  operated,  provision  must 
be  made  for  both  periodic  and  emergency  maintenance  by  capable,  trained 
persons. 


7D-3   Standardization 

Because  of  the  great  mobility  of  today's  traffic  and  the  ever-increasing 
range  of  traffic  circulation,  it  is  of  primary  importance  that  there  by 
national  standardization  of  those  features  of  traffic  signals  that  affect 
public  participation  in  traffic  movement.  This  applies  without  exception  to 
signals  at  school  crossings,  where  instant  recognition  and  understanding  of 
controls  is  vital  to  both  students  and  motorists.  Deviations  and  innovations 
in  school  areas,  however  well-accepted  by  local  people,  are  bound  to  lead  to 
confusion  and  disobedience  on  the  part  of  strangers. 

Design,  application,  location,  and  operation  lend  themselves  to  a  certain 
degree  of  standardization,  and  standards  for  such  features  are  prescribed 
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herein.  A  driver  or  pedestrian  must  first  see  signals  and  then  react  to  their 
indications.  Location  and  sequence  of  operation  are  basic  requirements. 
Signals  should  be  placed  where  a  driver  or  pedestrian  cannot  miss  seeing  them. 
Standard  signal  indications  and  sequences  should  be  used  universally  so  that  a 
signal  message  can  be  recognized  and  heeded  at  a  glance. 

7D-4   Warrants 

A  school  signal  may  be  warranted  at  an  established  school  crossing  when  a 
traffic  engineering  study  (of  pedestrian  group  size  and  available  gaps  in  the 
vehicular  traffic  stream)  indicates  that  the  number  of  adequate  gaps  in  the 
traffic  stream  during  the  period  the  children  are  using  the  crossing,  is  less 
than  the  number  of  minutes  in  that  same  time  period  (sec.  7A-3) . 

When  traffic  control  signals  are  installed  solely  under  this  warrant: 

1.  Pedestrians  signal  indications  shall  be  provided  at  least  for  each 
cross-walk  established  as  a  school  crossing. 

2.  At  an  intersection,  the  signal  normally  should  be  traffic  actuated 
(sec.  7D-7) .  Intersection  installations  that  can  be  fitted  into  progressive 
systems  may  use  pretimed  control. 

3.  At  non-intersection  crossings,  the  signal  should  be  pedestrian 
actuated,  parking  and  other  obstructions  to  view  should  be  prohibited  for  at 
least  100  feet  in  advance  of  an  20  feet  beyond  the  crosswalk,  and  the 
installation  should  include  suitable  standard  signs  and  pavement  markings. 
Special  police  supervision  and/or  enforcement  should  be  provided  for  a  new 
non-intersection  location. 

A  School  Advance  sign  (sec.  7B-9)  and  a  School  Crossing  sign  (sec.  7B-10) 
may  be  used  at  locations  where  signals  are  installed  under  the  warrant. 

7D-5  Meaning  of  Signal  Indications 

In  Part  IV  of  this  Manual  meanings  and  applications  for  all  traffic 
signal  color  and  arrow  indications  are  given.  In  this  section  the  meanings 
are  given  only  for  the  signal  indications  generally  used  at  school  crossings 
and  the  flashing  yellow  when  a  speed  limit  sign  beacon  is  used  as  part  of  a 
variable  display  School  Speed  Limit  sign  assembly  (sec.  7B-12)  . 

The  CIRCULAR  GREEN  indication  and  the  GREEN  ARROW  indication  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: 

1.  Traffic,  except  pedestrians,  facing  a  CIRCULAR  GREEN  signal  may 
proceed  straight  through  or  turn  right  or  left  unless  a  sign  at  such  place 
prohibits  either  such  turn.  But  vehicular  traffic,  including  vehicles  turning 
right  or  left,  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  other  vehicles  and  to 
pedestrians  lawfully  within  the  intersection  or  an  adjacent  crosswalk  at  the 
time  such  signal  is  exhibited. 
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2.  Traffic,  except  pedestrians,  facing  a  GREEN  ARROW  signal,  shown  alone 
or  in  combination  with  another  indication,  may  cautiously  enter  the 
intersection  only  to  make  the  movement  indicated  by  such  arrow,  or  such  other 
movement  as  is  permitted  by  other  indications  shown  at  the  same  time.  Such 
vehicular  traffic  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians  lawfully  within 
an  adjacent  crosswalk  and  to  other  traffic  lawfully  using  the  intersection. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  pedestrian  signal,  pedestrians  facing 
any  green  signal,  except  when  the  sole  green  signal  is  a  turn  arrow,  may 
proceed  across  the  roadway  within  any  marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk. 

The  steady  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  and  YELLOW  ARROW  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

1.  Traffic,  except  pedestrians,  facing  a  steady  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  or 
YELLOW  ARROW  signal  is  thereby  warned  that  the  related  green  movement  is  being 
terminated  or  that  a  red  indication  will  be  exhibited  immediately  thereafter 
when  vehicular  traffic  shall  not  enter  the  intersection. 

2.  Pedestrians  facing  a  steady  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  or  YELLOW  ARROW  signal, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  pedestrian  signal,  are  thereby  advised  that 
there  is  insufficient  time  to  cross  the  roadway  before  a  red  indication  is 
shown  and  no  pedestrian  shall  then  start  to  cross  the  roadway. 

The  steady  CIRCULAR  RED  or  RED  ARROW  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  Traffic,  except  pedestrians,  facing  a  steady  CIRCULAR  RED  signal 
alone  shall  stop  at  a  clearly  marked  stop  line,  but  if  none,  before  entering 
the  crosswalk  on  the  near  side  of  the  intersection,  or  if  none,  then  before 
entering  the  intersection  and  shall  remain  standing  until  an  indication  to 
proceed  is  shown  except  as  provided  in  (3)  below. 

2.  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  steady  RED  ARROW  signal  shall  not  enter 
the  intersection  to  make  the  movement  indicated  by  the  arrow  and,  unless 
entering  the  intersection  to  make  a  movement  permitted  by  another  signal, 
shall  stop  at  a  clearly  marked  stop  line,  but  if  none,  before  entering  the 
crosswalk  on  the  near  side  of  the  intersection,  or  if  none,  then  before 
entering  the  intersection  and  shall  remain  standing  until  an  indication 
permitting  the  movement  indicated  by  such  red  arrow  is  shown  except  as 
provided  in  (3)  below. 

3.  Except  when  a  sign  is  in  place  prohibiting  a  turn,  vehicular  traffic 
facing  any  steady  red  signal  may  cautiously  enter  the  intersection  to  turn 
right,  or  to  turn  left  from  a  one-way  street  into  a  one-way  street,  after 
stopping  as  required  by  (1)  and  (2)  above.  Such  vehicular  traffic  shall  yield 
the  right-of-way  to  pedestrians  lawfully  within  an  adjacent  crosswalk  and  to 
other  traffic  lawfully  using  the  intersection. 

4.  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  pedestrian  signal,  pedestrians  facing 
a  steady  CIRCULAR  RED  or  RED  ARROW  signal  alone  shall  not  enter  the  roadway. 


Pedestrian  signal  indications  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  The  DON'T  WALK  indication,  steadily  illuminated,  means  that  a 
pedestrian  shall  not  enter  the  roadway  in  the  direction  of  the  indication. 

2.  The  DON'T  WALK  indication,  while  flashing,  means  that  a  pedestrian 
shall  not  start  to  cross  the  roadway  in  the  direction  of  the  indication,  but 
that  any  pedestrian  who  has  partly  completed  his  crossing  during  the  steady 
WALK  indication  shall  proceed  to  a  sidewalk,  or  to  a  safety  island. 

3.  The  WALK  indication  means  that  pedestrians  facing  the  signal 
indication  may  proceed  across  the  roadway  in  the  direction  of  the  indication. 
The  WALK  indication  means  that  there  may  or  may  not  be  possible  conflict  of 
pedestrians  with  turning  vehicles. 

4.  A  WALK  indication  shall  not  be  flashed. 

The  flashing  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  indication,  displayed  as  a  Speed  Limit  Sign 
Beacon,  shall  mean  that  the  school  speed  limit  shown  on  the  sign  is  in  effect. 


7D-6   Intersection  and  Non-Intersection  Installations 

School  signals  may  be  installed  at  established  school  crossings  at 
intersection  and  non-intersection  locations  under  the  adequate  gap  warrant. 

Intersection  locations  have  the  hazards  of  turning  vehicles  and  generally 
require  the  provision  of  signal  equipment  for  the  control  of  vehicle  traffic 
on  two  streets.  However,  they  are  less  likely  to  present  an  element  of 
surprise  for  drivers,  and  they  may  provide  a  secondary  function  of  improved 
vehicle  access  to  an  arterial  street. 

Non-intersection  locations  are  free  from- the  hazards  of  turning  vehicles, 
require  vehicle  control  equipment  for  one  street  only,  and  may  offer  added 
convenience  to  students.  However,  they  can  present  an  element  of  surprise  for 
drivers  who  do  not  expect  pedestrian  crossings  and  signal  control  between 
intersections.  Therefore,  special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  signal 
head  placement  and  the  signs  and  markings  used  at  non-intersection  locations, 
to  be  sure  drivers  are  aware  of  this  special  application.  Parking  should  not 
be  allowed  within  100  feet  in  advance  of  the  crosswalk,  nor  20  feet  beyond. 

7D-7   Controllers 

School  signals  which  are  installed  only  under  the  adequate  gap  warrant 
(sec.  7D-4)  shall  be  the  traffic-actuated  type  unless  an  intersection 
installation  is  fitted  into  a  progressive  system  and  uses  pre-timed  control. 

The  traffic-actuated  signal,  as  its  name  implies,  responds  to  vehicle  or 
pedestrian  actuations,  and  it  is  necessary  that  detector  and  controller 
equipment  be  designed  for  this  service.   The  general  characteristics  of  the 

19 


various  types  of  detectors  and  controls  that  have  been  developed  for  use  with 
traffic-actuated  equipment  are  described  in  a  supplemental  publication. 


7D-8  Pedestrian  Detectors 

Detectors  (usually  push  buttons)  for  pedestrian-actuated  signals  should 
be  conveniently  located  near  each  end  of  crosswalks  where  pedestrian  actuation 
is  required.  A  mounting  height  of  3  1/2  to  4  feet  above  the  sidewalk  has  been 
found  best  adapted  to  general  usage.  Permanent-type  signs  shall  be  mounted 
above  or  in  unit  with  the  detectors,  explaining  their  purpose  and  use.  At 
certain  locations  it  may  be  desirable  to  supplement  this  sign  with  a  larger 
sign  suspended  over  the  sidewalk  to  call  attention  to  the  push  button.  Where 
two  crosswalks  oriented  in  different  directions,  end  at  or  near  the  same 
location,  the  positioning  of  pedestrian  push  buttons  should  clearly  indicate 
which  crosswalk  signal  is  actuated  by  each  push  button.  Additional  push 
button  detectors  may  be  required  on  islands  or  medians  where  a  pedestrian 
might  become  stranded. 

Special  purpose  push  buttons  to  be  operated  only  by  authorized  persons 
should  include  a  housing  capable  of  being  locked  to  prevent  access  by  the 
general  public.   Instruction  signs  are  not  necessary  in  this  case. 

A  pilot  light  or  other  means  of  indication  may  be  installed  with  a 
pedestrian  push  button  and  normally  shall  not  be  illuminated.  Upon  actuation, 
it  shall  be  illuminated  until  the  pedestrian's  green  or  WALK  indication  is 
displayed. 


7D-9   Operation  of  Pedestrian  Signals 

At  non-intersection  school  signal  installations,  as  there  is  no  parallel 
vehicular  movement,  the  pedestrian  crossing  is  an  exclusive  interval. 

Pedestrians  should  be  assured  of  sufficient  time  to  cross  the  roadway  at 
a  signalized  intersection: 

1.  Where  traffic  signals  are  of  the  actuated  type,  control  equipment 
should  provide  sufficient  pedestrian  crossing  time  when  there  has  been  a 
pedestrian  actuation,  whenever  the  minimum  vehicular  time  is  less  than  that 
needed  by  the  pedestrians. 

2.  Where  traffic  signals  are  not  of  the  vehicle-actuated  type, 
pedestrian  actuation  may  be  used  to  provide  sufficient  pedestrian  crossing 
time,  or  the  vehicular  time  should  be  adjusted  to  provide  the  crossing  time 
needed  by  the  pedestrians. 

3.  Under  normal  conditions,  the  WALK  interval  should  be  at  least  4  to  7 
seconds  in  length  so  that  pedestrians  will  have  adequate  opportunity  to  leave 
the  curb,  before  the  clearance  interval  is  shown.  The  lower  values  may  be 
appropriate  where  it  is  desired  to  favor  the  length  of  an  opposing  phase  and 
if  pedestrian  volumes  and  characteristics  do  not  require  the  longer  interval. 
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The  WALK  interval  itself  need  not  equal  or  exceed  the  total  crossing  time 
calculated  for  the  street  width,  as  many  pedestrians  will  complete  their 
crossing  during  the  flashing  DON'T  WALK  clearance  interval. 

4.  A  pedestrian  clearance  interval  shall  always  be  provided  where 
pedestrian  signal  indications  are  used.  It  shall  consist  of  a  flashing  DON'T 
WALK  indication.  The  duration  should  be  sufficient  to  allow  a  pedestrian 
crossing  in  the  crosswalk  to  leave  the  curb  and  travel  to  the  center  of  the 
farthest  traveled  lane  before  opposing  vehicles  receive  a  green  indication 
(Normal  walking  speed  is  assumed  to  be  4  feet  per  second.)  On  a  street  with  a 
median  width  sufficient  for  pedestrians  to  wait,  it  may  be  desirable  to  allow 
only  enough  pedestrian  clearance  time  on  a  given  phase  to  clear  the  crossing 
from  the  curb  to  the  median.  In  the  latter  case  if  the  signals  are 
pedestrian-actuated,  an  additional  detector  shall  be  provided  on  the  island. 

7D-10  Coordination  with  Adjacent  Signals 

A  school  signal  at  an  established  school  crossing  within  half  a  mile  of  a 
signal  controlling  the  same  traffic  should  be  coordinated  with  the  adjacent 
signal. 

Coordinated  operation  normally  should  include  both  pretimed  signals  and 
traffic-actuated  signals  within  the  appropriate  distances. 

7D-11   Vehicle  Change  Interval 

A  yellow  vehicle  change  interval  shall  be  used  following  each  CIRCULAR 
GREEN  interval  and,  where  applicable,  after  each  GREEN  ARROW  interval  In  no 
case  shall  a  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  indication  be  displayed  in  conjunction  with  the 
change  from  CIRCULAR  RED  to  CIRCULAR  GREEN. 

The  exclusive  function  of  the  yellow  interval  shall  be  to  warn  traffic  of 
an  impending  change  in  the  right-of-way  assignment. 

Yellow  vehicle  change  intervals  should  have  a  range  of  approximately  3  to 
6  seconds.  Generally  the  longer  intervals  are  appropriate  to  higher  approach 
speeds. 


7D-12   Location  and  Placement 

The  detailed  standards  and  requirements  governing  the  location  and 
placement  of  all  signals,  including  school  signals,  are  given  in  Part  IV  of 
this  Manual.  The  aspects  of  these  standards  and  requirements  most  significant 
to  school  signals  are  given  in  the  following  sections. 
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7D-13   Visibility,  Number,  and  Location  of  Signal  Faces 

Each  signal  face  shall  be  so  adjusted  that  its  indications  will  be  of 
maximum  effectiveness  to  the  approaching  traffic  for  which  they  are  intended. 

Visors  should  be  used  on  all  signal  faces  to  aid  in  directing  the  signal 
indication  specically  to  approaching  traffic,  as  well  as  to  reduce  "sun 
phantom"  resulting  from  external  light  entering  the  lens. 

The  visibility  of  signals  shall  be  insured  by  providing,  on  each  approach 
to  an  intersection,  a  minimum  of  two  signal  faces  for  through  traffic.  They 
should  be  continuously  visible  from  the  appropriate  distances  listed  in  Table 
VII-1,  up  to  the  stop  line,  unless  a  physical  obstruction  exists.

Where  physical  conditions  prevent  drivers  from  having  a  continuous  view 
of  at  least  two  signal  indications  as  specified  herein,  a  suitable  sign  shall 
be  erected  to  warn  approaching  traffic.  It  may  be  supplemented  by  a  Hazard 
Identification  Beacon. 

Unless  physical  conditions  make  it  impractical,  at  least  one,  and 
preferably  both  of  the  signal  faces  as  required  above,  shall  be  located  no 
less  than  40  feet  nor  more  than  120  feet  beyond  the  stop  line.  Such  signal 
faces  shall  be  located  between  two  lines  intersecting  with  the  center  of  the 
approach  lanes  at  the  stop  line,  one  making  an  angle  of  20  degrees  to  the  left 
of  the  centerline  extended  and  the  other  making  an  angle  of  20  degrees  to  the 
right  of  the  centerline  extended. 

When  overhead  signals  are  required,  the  signal  faces  for  any  one  approach 
shall  not  be  less  than  eight  feet  apart,  measured  horizontally  between  centers 
of  faces. 
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At  signalized  mid-block  crosswalks,  there  should  be  at  least  one  signal 
face  over  the  traveled  roadway  for  each  approach.  In  other  respects,  a 
traffic  control  signal  at  a  mid-block  location  shall  meet  the  requirements  set 
forth  herein. 

Pedestrian  signal  indications  should  be  placed  so  they  attract  a 
pedestrian's  attention  and  they  should  be  readable  from  as  far  as  the  crossing 
width,  to  as  close  as  10  feet. 

There  shall  be  pedestrian  signals  located  at  each  end  of  each  established 
crosswalk. 

The  DON'T  WALK  indication  shall  be  mounted  directly  above  or  integral 
with  the  WALK  indication. 

Pedestrian  indications  may  be  mounted  separately  or  on  the  same  support 
with  other  signal  heads.  When  mounted  with  other  signal  heads  there  shall  be 
a  physical  separation  between  the  two  heads.  The  pedestrian  signal  head  shall 
be  so  positioned  and  adjusted  as  to  provide  maximum  visibility  at  the 
beginning  of  the  controlled  crossing. 

The  transverse  location  of  a  signal  face  mounted  on  the  top  of  a  post  or 
on  a  short  bracket  from  a  post,  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  in  section 
7D-15. 


7D-14  Height  of  Signal  Faces 

The  bottom  of  the  housing  of  a  signal  face  not  mounted  over  a  roadway 
shall  not  be  less  than  8  feet  or  more  than  15  feet  above  the  sidewalk  or,  if 
none,  above  the  pavement  grade  of  the  center  of  the  highway,  except  that  the 
bottom  of  center  median,  near  side  signal  faces  may  be  mounted  at  a  minimum  of 
4  feet  6  inches  above  the  median  island  grade. 

The  bottom  of  the  housing  of  a  signal  face  suspended  over  a  roadway  shall 
not  be  less  than  15  feet  or  more  than  19  feet  above  the  pavement  grade  at  the 
center  of  the  roadway. 

Within  the  above  limits,  optimum  visibility  and  adequate  clearance  should 
be  the  guiding  considerations  in  deciding  signal  height.  Grades  on 
approaching  streets  may  be  important  factors,  and  should  be  considered  in 
determining  the  most  appropriate  height. 

Pedestrian  signal  faces  shall  be  mounted  with  the  bottom  of  the  housing 
not  less  than  7  feet  nor  more  than  10  feet  above  the  sidewalk  level,  and  so 
that  there  is  a  pedestrian  indication  in  the  line  of  vision  of  the  pedestrian 
using  the  crosswalk  to  which  it  applies.

7D-23   Pedestrian  Indications 

Pedestrian  signal  indications  should  attract  the  attention  of  and  be 
readable  to  the  pedestrian  both  day  and  night  and  at  all  distances  from  10 
feet  to  the  full  width  of  the  area  to  be  crossed. 

All  pedestrian  indications  shall  be  rectangular  in  shape  and  shall 

consist  of  the  lettered  or  symbolized  messages  WALK  and  DON'T  WALK.   Only 

internal  illumination  shall  be  used.  Symbol  designs  are  set  forth  in  the 
Standard  Highway  Signs  booklet. 

When  illuminated,  the  WALK  indication  shall  be  lunar  white,  conforming  to 
the  Standard  for  Adjustable  Face  Pedestrian  Signal  Heads,  1975  with  all  except 
the  letters  or  symbols  obscured  by  an  opaque  material. 

When  illuminated,  the  DON'T  WALK  indication  shall  be  Portland  orange, 
meeting  the  standards  referred  to  above,  with  all  except  the  letters  or 
symbols  obscured  by  an  opaque  material. 

When  not  illuminated,  the  WALK  AND  DON'T  WALK  messages  shall  not  be 
readily  distinguishable  by  pedestrians  at  the  far  end  of  the  crosswalk  they 
control. 

For  crossings  where  the  distance  from  the  near  curb  to  the  pedestrian 
signal  indication  is  60  feet  or  less,  the  letters,  if  used,  shall  be  at  least 
3  inches  high  or  the  symbols,  if  used,  shall  be  at  least  6  inches  high.  For 
distances  over  60  feet,  the  letters,  if  used,  should  be  at  least  4-1/2  inches 
high  and  the  symbols,  if  used,  should  be  at  least  9  inches  high. 

The  light  source  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  so  that  in  case  of  an 
electrical  or  mechanical  failure  of  the  word  DON'T,  the  word  WALK  of  the  DON'T 
WALK  message  will  also  remain  dark. 


7D-24   Speed  Limit  Sign  Beacon 

A  Speed  Limit  Sign  Beacon  is  two  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  lens  sections  each 
having  a  visible  diameter  of  not  less  than  six  inches,  or  alternately,  one  or 
more  CIRCULAR  YELLOW  lenses,  each  having  a  visible  diameter  of  not  less  than 
eight  inches. 

The  yellow  lens  color  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Vehicular  Control  Signal  Heads,  Revised  1985. 

Where  two  lens  sections  are  used  with  school  speed  limit  signs,  they  may 
be  vertically  or  horizontally  aligned,  and  may  flash  either  alternately  or 
simultaneously . 
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Speed  Limit  Sign  Beacons  shall  be  flashed  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  50 
nor  more  than  60  times  per  minute.  The  illuminated  period  of  each  flash  shall 
not  be  less  than  one-half  and  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  cycle. 

All  flashing  contacts  should  be  equipped  with  a  filter  for  suppression  of 
radio  interference. 

When  illuminated,  the  Speed  Limit  Sign  Beacon  shall  be  clearly  visible  to 
all  drivers  it  faces  for  a  distance  of  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  mile  under 
normal  atmospheric  conditions,  unless  otherwise  physically  obstructed. 

A  Speed  Limit  Sign  Beacon  is  intended  for  use  with  a  fixed  or  variable 
Speed  Limit  sign,  to  indicate  that  the  speed  limit  shown  is  in  effect.  The 
lenses  of  a  Speed  Limit  Beacon  when  used  with  a  School  Speed  Limit  Sign  may  be 
positioned  within  the  face  of  the  sign. 


7D-25   School  Crossings  at  Existing  Signal  Installations 

Intersections  where  pre-timed  or  traffic-actuated  signals  have  been 
installed  on  the  basis  of  vehicle  warrants  (Part  IV)  may  be  convenient 
locations  for  established  school  crosswalks.  If  so,  their  use  should  be 
encouraged  and  proper  allowance  should  be  made  in  the  signal  equipment  and 
operation  for  this  use  (sees.  7D-27  and  28). 


7D-26   Signal  Indications 

When  an  existing  traffic  signal  installation  is  to  be  used  as  an 
established  school  crossing,  pedestrian  signals  shall  be  located  and  mounted 
in  the  manner  specified  in  sections  7D-14  and  7D-15. 


7D-27   Signal  Control 

When  an  existing  traffic  signal  installation  is  to  be  used  as  an 
established  school  crossing,  the  control  of  the  pedestrian  signal  indications 
may  be  accomplished  with  the  timing  mechanism  normally  employed  for  the 
traffic  signal.  For  this  type  of  operation,  the  pedestrian  phase  or 
indication  is  given  at  a  predetermined  point  during  each  cycle,  or  a  push 
button  is  used  to  introduce  the  pedestrian  phase  or  indication  (in  accordance 
with  the  needs  of  pedestrian  traffic) . 
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7D-28   Signal  Operation 

When  an  intersection  with  an  existing  traffic  signal  installation  is  to 
be  used  as  an  established  school  crossing,  the  pedestrian  crossing  interval 
can  be  combined  with  the  vehicular  movements  in  one  of  the  four  basic  ways  set 
forth  in  section  7D-9. 

The  timing  of  the  pedestrian  crossing  phase  shall  be  in  conformance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  7D-9. 
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E.   CROSSING  SUPERVISION 


7E-1   Types  of  Crossing  Supervision 

There  are  two  types  of  school  crossing  supervision: 

1.  Adult  control  of  pedestrians  and  vehicles  with  adult  guards  or  police 
officers. 

2.  Student  control  of  only  pedestrians  with  student  patrols.

Recommended  practices  for  the  organization,  operation  and  administration 
f  an  adult  crossing  guard  program  are  given  in  Civilian  Guards  for  School 
Crossings  and  Adult  School  Crossing  Guards. 

Recommended  practices  for  the  organization,  administration  and  operation 
of  a  student  patrol  program  are  given  in  Policies  and  Practices  for  School 
Safety  Patrols. 


7E-2   Adult  Guards 

Adult  guards  may  be  used  to  provide  gaps  in  traffic  at  school  crossings 
where  an  engineering  study  has  shown  that  adequate  gaps  must  be  created  (sec 
7 A- 3)  . 


7E-3   Legal  Authority  for  Adult  Guards 

Adult  guards  should  be  special  police  officers  appointed  by  the  local 
police  agency. 

The  local  police  agency  should  be  responsible  for  the  selection,  training 
and  supervision  of  adult  guards. 


7E-4  Choice  of  Adult  Guards 

High  standards  for  selection  of  adult  guards  are  essential.  Adult  guards 
must  understand  children  and  in  addition  should  possess  the  following 
qualifications: 

1.  Average  intelligence 

2.  Good  physical  condition,  including  sight  and  hearing 

3.  Mental  alertness 

4.  Neat  appearance 

5 .  Good  character 

6.  Dependable 

7.  Sense  of  responsibility  for  safety  of  children 
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7E-5   Uniform  of  Adult  Guards 


Adult  guards  should  be  uniformed  so  that  motorists  and  pedestrians  can 
recognize  them  and  respond  to  their  signals.  It  is  recommended  that  their 
uniforms  be  distinctively  different  from  those  worn  by  regular  police 
officers.  F 

During  periods  of  twilight  or  darkness,  adult  guards  and  student  patrols 
should  wear  either  reflective  material  or  reflective  clothing. 

7E-6  Operating  Procedures  for  Adult  Guards 

Adult  guards  should  not  direct  traffic  in  the  usual  police  regulatory 
sense.

Police  officers  should  be  used  for  school  crossing  supervision  only  in 
emergency  situations  on  a  temporary  basis  or  at  very  hazardous  school  crossing

Student  patrols  may  be  used  to  direct  and  control  children  at  crossings 
near  schools  where  there  is  no  need  to  create  adequate  gaps  in  traffic.

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7E-10  Choice  of  Student  Patrols 

Student  patrols  should  be  carefully  selected.  They  should  be  children 
from  the  5th  grade  or  higher.  Leadership  and  reliability  should  be 
determining  qualities  for  patrol  membership. 

Parental  approval  should  be  obtained  in  writing  before  a  child  is  used  as 
a  member  of  a  student  patrol. 

7E-11  Operating  Procedures  for  Student  Patrols 

Student  patrols  control  children,  not  vehicles.  They  should  ston 
children  back  of  the  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadway  and  allow  them  to  cross  only 
when  there  is  an  adequate  gap  in  traffic. 

Flagging  devices  used  during  periods  of  twilight  or  darkness  shall  be 
reflective  or  illuminated. 
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GRADE  SEPARATED  CROSSINGS 


7F-1   Function 


Grade  separated  crossings  may  be  used  to  physically  separate  the  crossing 
of  a  very  heavy  volume  of  school  pedestrian  traffic  and  a  heavy  vehicular 
flow. 


7F-2   Types  of  Grade  Separated  Crossings 

Grade  separated  crossings  may  be  either  overpasses  or  underpasses.  The 
design  should  follow  the  guidelines  given  in  the  published  policies  of  the 
American  Association  of  State  Highway  and  Transportation  Officials. 

Experience  has  shown  that  for  pedestrian  crossings  overpasses  are  more 
satisfactory  than  underpasses,  as  overpasses  are  easier  to  maintain  and 
supervise. 


7F-3   Criteria  for  Use  of  Grade  Separated  Crossings 

Grade  separated  crossings  should  be  considered  only  when  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  location  make  such  a  structure  feasible.  If  use  of  the 
grade  separation  will  be  less  convenient  than  an  at-grade  crossing,  barriers 
or  supervision  will  be  needed  to  assure  a  satisfactory  level  of  use. 
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PAVEMENT  MARKINGS  BY  MONTANA  DEPARTMENT  OF  HIGHWAYS 


A.   SCHOOL  CROSSINGS 


Pavement  markings  for  school  crossings  shall  be  as  illustrated  in  Figure 
15.  White  longitudinal  lines  at  a  90°  angle  to  the  crosswalk  shall  be  2  feet 
in  width,  spaced  2  feet  apart.  The  crosswalk  shall  be  a  minimum  of  8  feet 
wide  and  span  the  full  width  of  pavement.  A  white  stop  bar,  2  feet  wide 
should  ordinarily  be  placed  4  feet  in  advance  of  and  parallel  to  the  crosswalk 
and  span  all  approach  lanes. 

The  proper  signs  should  be  in  place,  if  possible,  at  the  time  the 
pavement  markings  are  laid  down. 
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PEDESTRIAN  CROSSINGS 


An  engineering  study  should  be  used  to  determine  proper  crosswalk 
placement.  Optimum  locations  for  crosswalks  at  points  of  pedestrian 
concentration  include  signalized  intersections,  intersectional  approaches, 
traffic  stops  that  have  been  designed  to  channel  pedestrians  into  approved 
corridors  and  all  intersections  where  a  significant  conflict  between 
pedestrians  and  vehicles  occurs.  Crosswalk  lines  are  2  parallel  solid  white 
stripes  normally  spaced  8  feet  apart  (6  feet  minimum).  The  widths  of  the 
crosswalk  lines  are  normally  8  inches  but  may  be  increased  to  24  inches  in 
areas  where  vehicle  speeds  exceed  35  m.p.h. ,  where  an  advance  stop  line  is  not 
provided,  or  in  areas  where  crosswalks  would  not  normally  be  expected.  To 
discourage  improper  use  of  a  crosswalk,  both  lines  should  extend  from  face  of 
curb  to  face  of  curb  or  across  the  full  width  of  pavement.  Stop  bars,  where 
used,  are  2  feet  in  width  and  should  ordinarily  be  placed  4  feet  in  advance  of 
and  parallel  to  the  crosswalk. 
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Foreword 


The  safety  of  children  on  their  way  to  and  from  school  is  of  concern  to  all. 
School  traffic  safetv  problems  must  be  handled  with  a  minimum  of  friction  and 
a  maximum  of  effectiveness.  The  procedures  presented  in  this  manual  are  a 
consolidation  of  current  professional  thinking  on  the  subject  of  school  crossing 
protection.  3 

It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  this  booklet  does  not  select  the  device  or 
measure  which  will  best  accommodate  a  specific  situation.  Instead,  a  uniform 
process  is  outlined  for  the  logical  selection  of  those  locations  where  real 
hazard  exists  after  which  engineering  judgment  is  needed  to  select  a  measure 
that  will  eliminate  or  reduce  the  hazard. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  publication  will  serve  as  a  resource  to  school  ad- 
ministrators, parent-teacher  organizations,  and  others,  in  establishing  and  ad- 
ministering a  safer  and  more  uniform  School  Crossing  Protection  Program. 
Such  a  program  must  be  meaningful  to  the  motorist  and  is  vital  to  the  safety 
of  our  chtldren.

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INTRODUCTION 


No  traffic  casualty  arouses  greater  public  outcry  and  concern  than  the 
injury  or  death  of  a  child  going  to  or  from  school.  No  traffic  issue  provokes 
parents  and  civic  leaders  to  plague  highway  officials  with  more  persistent 
demands  for  signs,  signals,  and  markings  than  the  exposure  of  children  to  the 
lethal  potential  of  the  motor  vehicle,  yet  there  is  no  phase  in  the  entire 
field  of  traffic  control  exhibiting  as  many  unique  departures  and  deviations 
from  basic  national  standards  as  may  be  found  in  the  operation  and  protection 
of  school  zones  and  crossings.  This  gap  in  the  national  program  of  uniformity 
invites  extravagent  procedures  and  confusing  regulations  and  encourages 
unsound  concessions  in  the  use  of  all  traffic  control  devices. 

The  safety  of  the  school  child  is  an  ever-pressing  problem  with  which 
traffic  engineers  and  school  administrators  must  cope  daily.  Requests  are 
received  regularly  by  the  State  Highway  Department,  city  traffic  engineering 
departments,  and  by  the  police  departments  for  signs,  painted  crosswalks, 
traffic  signals,  adult  guards,  school  safety  patrols,  and  policemen  for  school 
crossing  protection.  These  requests  come  from  individual  parents,  organized 
groups,  school  authorities,  and  local  governing  bodies.  Most  such  requests 
are  sincere  and  represent  definite  concern  for  child  safety.  Most  persons 
sponsoring  them  feel  that  the  measures  advocated  are  vitally  necessary  and 
they  are  sincerely  convinced  of  their  effectiveness.  Who  would  question  the 
fact  that  the  welfare  of  children  is  the  paramount  concern  of  all  parents?  It 
is  no  surprise  that  parents  will  demand  any  measure  which  they  feel  will 
increase,  however  slightly,  the  safety  of  their  youngsters.  Officials 
concerned  with  traffic  safety  cannot  help  but  sympathize  with  the  fears  of 
parents  and  it  is  almost  an  overwhelming  temptation  to  accede  to  all  these 
requests.   After  all,  most  traffic  safety  officials  are  parents  too. 

Many  practices  relative  to  school  child  protection  have  evolved 
throughout  Montana  and  the  nation  because  each  community  has  treated  school 
crossing  protection  as  a  special  local  hazard  problem.  Consequently,  a 
variety  of  types  of  signs,  signals,  and  methods  of  control  have  resulted  which 
are  confusing  and  undoubtedly  of  questionable  aid  in  solving  the  very  problems 
with  which  everyone  is  vitally  concerned;  in  fact,  it  has  been  shown  through 
research  that  some  methods  now  in  use  are  of  little  value  in  the  light  of 
present  day  traffic  demands. 

The  state  of  Montana  has  recognized  for  some  time  that  it  is  imperative 
that  a  firm  and  uniform  policy  on  school  child  protection  should  be  followed 
throughout  the  state.  The  thorough  and  comprehensive  studies  that  have  been 
made  of  school  crossings  in  Montana,  the  factual  studies  made  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  successful  policies  used  in  a  variety  of  communities 
are  the  basis  for  the  methods  recommended  in  this  manual.  The  program  of 
school  crossing  protection  using  signs,  signals,  markings,  school  safety 
patrols,  and  adult  control  that  is  recommended  in  this  manual  is  a  sound 
standard  policy  which  all  concerned  should  follow.  Through  positive  and 
uniform  action,  increased  respect  by  the  driving  public  can  be  obtained  for 
school  crossing  protection.   Sound  protection  can  be  established  by  following 
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the  procedures  described  herein,  as  they  will  reduce  driver  confusion, 
regardless  of  the  geographical  or  political  area  traveled.  when  confusion  is 
reduced  for  the  driver,  positive,  reasonable  action  follows,  and  increased 
safety  for  school  children  is  the  result. 
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BASIC  PRINCIPLES  OF  SCHOOL  CROSSING  SAFETY 


The  importance  of  teaching  children  how  to  cross  safely  is  most  basic. 
Children  must  be  taught  early  that  it  is  safe  to  cross  any  street  only  when 
there  is  a  safe  gap  between  vehicles  and  they  must  be  taught  to  know  the 
difference  between  a  safe  and  unsafe  gap. 

The  safety  education  of  each  child  must  be  started  before  school  age  by 
the  parents  and  they  must  continue  it  for  many  years.  It  should  be 
supplemented  during  school  years  by  school  authorities  assisted  by  city  and 
state  traffic  officials,  and  it  must  continue  until  such  time  as  the  growing 
child  becomes  capable  of  accepting  the  responsibility  for  his  own  safety. 
Admittedly,  it  is  difficult  to  teach  children  to  look  in  both  directions  and 
to  wait  for  a  safe  gap  in  traffic  before  crossing  or  entering  a  street. 
Difficult  as  it  is — there  is  no  other  way.  There  is  no  mechanical  or 
electronic  device  which  can  assume  this  responsibility  for  a  child.  One  can 
assist  children  to  handle  this  responsibility  in  their  early  years  with  a 
school  safety  patrol  or  a  responsible  adult  crossing  guard  at  some  school 
crossings  for  some  of  the  street  crossings  every  child  must  make,  but  it  is 
impossible  to  give  any  child  this  protection  at  all  times  of  the  day  at  every 
crossing.  A  program  of  safety  education  begun  by  parents  and  carried  forward 
by  both  parents  and  school  authorities  can  make  it  possible  for  children  to 
accept  responsibility  early  in  life  and  give  each  child  a  better  chance  of 
having  an  accident-free  childhood.  The  responsibility  of  parents  is 
imperative  to  the  success  of  any  school  child  safety  program,  especially  with 
steadily  growing  traffic  volumes. 

Children  must  be  taught  that  they  alone  are  responsible  for  their  safety 
and  that  they  must  be  vigilant  at  all  times.  They  must  be  convinced  that  a 
traffic  sign,  a  traffic  signal,  or  even  a  school  safety  patrol  does  not 
relieve  them  of  that  responsibility;  that  all  street  crossing  locations  are 
dangerous;  and  that  only  through  safe  crossing  habits  and  practices  will  they 
remain  safe. 

It  is  also  important  that  children  be  taught  to  walk  correctly  on 
sidewalks  and,  when  they  are  not  available,  to  walk  on  the  shoulder  or  the  far 
left  side  of  the  street  or  highway.  This,  too,  is  a  parent  responsibility  and 
should  also  be  part  of  safety  education  in  school.  Most  children  of  school 
age  are  injured  or  killed  at  locations  other  than  at  school  crossings  and 
other  than  when  going  to  and  from  school.  The  necessity  of  teaching  children 
safe  practices  for  their  use  at  all  street  crossings  and  othe  traffic 
locations  and  at  all  times  is  extremely  important,  for  they  need  to  assume  the 
responsibility  for  their  own  safety  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  saving  of  even  a  few  lives  and  preventing 
a  few  injuries  is  desirable,  but  it  is  also  possible  that  protection  of  the 
school  child  pedestrian  while  going  to  and  from  school  can  be  overdone  and 
result  in  children  having  a  false  sense  of  security  in  the  crossing  of 
streets,  which  they  must  do  by  themselves  at  other  times  of  the  day.  It 
certainly  is  true  that  any  substantial  improvement  in  the  motor  vehicle  death 
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and  injury  rate  must  occur  in  areas  other  than  school  crossings   (See 
"Pedestrian  Accidents,  Who,  Where,  When,  Why?",  Appendix  B.) 

The  best  approach  to  the  school  child  safety  problem  lies,  then,  in  the 
continuous  safety  education  of  each  child  and  a  responsible  School  Crossing 
Protection  Program. 


A  REALISTIC  SCHOOL  CROSSING  PROTECTION  PROGRAM 


A  basic  rule  which  must  be  followed  in  the  development  of  a  School 
Crossing  Protection  Program  is: 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  child,  perhaps  aided  by  school  safety 
patrols,  to  select  proper  gaps  in  traffic  and  to  cross  streets  safely.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  community  to  establish  restrictive  controls  to 
create  adequate  gaps  where  they  do  not  exist. 

It  is  not  a  public  responsibility  to  lead  children  across  the  street,  or 
to  tell  them  when  to  cross  gong  to  and  from  school.  At  all  other  times  this 
remains  their  responsibility  and  to  assume  it  part  of  the  time  may  result  in 
their  improper  conditioning  for  assuming  this  responsibility  at  other  times. 


SCHOOL  CROSSING  PROTECTION  COORDINATING  COMMITTEE 


The  first  step  in  establishing  a  School  Crossing  Protection  Program  is  to 
form  an  official  coordinating  committee,  which  should  include  representatives 
from  the  agencies  of  the  community  responsible  for  engineering,  enforcement, 
and  the  schools.  One  of  the  duties  of  this  committee  should  be  that  of 
developing  a  School  Crossing  Protection  Program  or  plan.  Official 
representatives  of  the  parent-teacher  associations,  safety  councils,  and  other 
interested  groups  should  also  be  invited  to  participate. 


SCHOOL  ROUTE  PLAN 


The  second  step  in  organizing  a  School  Crossing  Protection  Program  is  to 
select  logical  routes  to  be  used  by  school  children.  This  can  be  done  by  the 
Coordinating  Committee.  Competent  personnel,  such  as  the  City  or  State 
Traffic  Engineers,  can  be  used  to  select  the  routes  for  the  Coordinating 
Committee . 

A  school  route  plan  should  be  developed  for  each  elementary  and 
kindergarten  school  area  with  the  purpose  of  providing  maximum  protection  at 
minimum  cost.   An  accurate  and  complete  map  of  the  area  should  be  made  showing 
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th-d  ic.;.. Lowing  information:  the  location  of  residences  of  children; 
inior'.r.uci.-'..  on  sidewaik.st  shoulders,  arterial  streets,  traffic  controls;  and 
natural  and  easily  traversed  routes.  School  routes  are  selected  so  as  to  take 
advantage  of  existing  sidewalks,  adequate  shoulders,  traffic  controls,  and 
natural  routes.  A  route  should  not  be  closer  than  four  normal  city  blocks  to 
another  parallel  route  in  most  instances,  and  the  number  of  routes  should  be 
kept  at  a  minimum.  Normally  only  one  side  of  a  street  is  a  school  route,  with 
that  side  selected  which  requires  the  fewest  children  to  cross  arterial 


All  routes  should  insofar  as  possible  converge  on  a  school  site  at  one  of 
the  adjacent  intersections  and  that  location  will  often  be  a  major  crossing. 
Ihis  locaton  should  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  building  entrance,  the 
hazards  at  the  adjacent  intersections  and  the  number  of  children  using  each  of 
the  school  routes. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  members  of  the  Coordinating 
Committee  should  initiate  programs  to  instruct  children  carefully  in  the  use 
of  school  routes,  inform  parents  of  the  routes,  and  persuade  parents  to 
cooperate  fully  in  getting  children  to  use  them. 


SCHOOL  ROUTE  CROSSING 


Wherever  a  school  route  crosses  a  street,  the  Coordinating  Committee 
should  establish  one  of  three  types  of  crossings.  These  three  categories  are: 
Liissa  where  protection  is  unnecessary  or  unrealistic,  those  where  limited 
protection  is  desirable,  and  those  where  additional  protection  is  needed. 
Tnese  three  categories  will  cover  all  crossings. 


No  Protection 

At  crossings  where  there  are  sufficient  gaps  in  traffic  to  permit  safe 
crossing  by  small  groups  of  children  and  where  the  children  will  not  be 
detained  for  an  unreasonable  length  of  time,  school  crossing  protection  is 
unnecessary.  At  crossings  where  there  are  not  sufficient  gaps  for  children  to 
cross  safely  but ' where  there  are  only  a  few  children  crossing,  school  crossing 
pre  urtlon   bj  a  public  agency  may  be  uneconomical  and  unrealistic. 

For  the  latter  case  the  solution  to  the  problem  may  be  for  the  parents  of 
trie  few  children  involved  to  transport  them  through  the  crossing  or  crossings 
cf  concern.  This  situation  normally  occurs  at  long  distances  from  the  school 
in  areas  where  few  people  live  and  where  private  transportation  to  school  is 
iiBwessa<y ,  or  where  parents  can  conduct:  their  children  across  a  near-home 
crossing,  The  minimum  numoer  of  school  children  for  which  the  community  will 
supply  a  gap-created  method  is  a  decision  each  local  community  must  make.  All 
gap-creating  techniques  are  expensive,  and  a  realistic  minimum  should  be 
established. 
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For  the  first  case—where  safe  gaps  are  available — any  number  of 
conditions  will  create  the  necessary  safe  gaps.  A  low  volume  of  traffic  will 
naturally  provide  gaps  which  permit  children  to  cross.  Signals  or  controls  at 
adjacent  intersections  may  create  gaps.  The  tendency  of  vehicles  to  move  in 
groups  provides  gaps. 

At  this  type  of  intersection  or  crossing  children  should  have  the 
conditioning  and  judgment  education  they  need  to  develop  as  a  safe  pedestrian, 
and  the  use  of  crossing  guards  is  unnecessary.  Many  crossings  will  fall  into 
classification. 


Limited  Protection 

Where  safe  gaps  are  present  but  where  traffic  volumes  are  substantial, 
where  turning  movements  are  heavy,  where  speeds  are  higher,  or  where  larger 
groups  of  children  are  crossing  it  may  be  desirable  to  give  limited  protection 
by  assigning  a  trained  school  safety  patrol.  The  function  of  the  safety 
patrol  is  to  assist  children  in  the  selection  of  safe  gaps  and,  in  an 
organized  manner,  act  as  a  leader  in  guiding  groups  of  children  across  the 
street.  Although  sufficient  safe  gaps  are  still  appearing,  they  may  not  be  as 
frequent;  therefore  better  judgment  is  needed  to  select  them  for  larger  groups 
of  children.  The  safety  patrol  is  trained  to  select  these  gaps  and  then 
permit  the  children  to  cross.  Student  patrols  do  not  control  vehicular 
traffic  and  should  not  be  permitted  to  do  so.  They  are  not  qualified  to  do  so 
and  must  not  assume  this  added  responsibility.  Inasmuch  as  large  groups  of 
children  will  occur  only  as  one  nears  the  school  grounds  and  since  the  school 
patrol  must  also  attend  school,  such  protection  is  realistic  only  near  the 
school. 


Additional  Protection 

If  adequate  gaps  are  not  present  to  permit  safe  crossing  or  if  they  do 
not  appear  in  sufficient  frequency  and  if  a  substantial  number  of  students 
cross  each  period,  then  additional  protection  is  necessary  and  a  public 
responsibility  exists.  Where  traffic  flow  is  almost  continuous,  speeds  are 
high,  or  for  some  other  reason  the  crossing  time  is  longer  than  the  gap  time 
due  to  the  width  of  the  street  or  the  size  of  the  groups  of  children,  adequate 
safe  gaps  must  be  created. 

Provision  for  adequate  gaps  may  be  achieved  by  several  methods.  Adult 
crossing  guards,  police  control,  or  signalization  at  the  crossing  will  provide 
the  necessary  gaps.  However,  when  adequate  gaps  do  not  exist  in  traffic,  a 
traffic  signal  should  be  installed.  The  use  of  adult  crossing  guards  and 
police  control  should  be  considered  a  "temporary  measure"  for  the  creation  of 
gaps.  The  primary  function  of  the  type  protection  used  is  to  control 
vehicular  traffic  so  as  to  provide  gaps  in  traffic.  The  problem  of  safely 
crossing  the  street  by  proper  pedestrian  practices  remains  the  responsibility 
of  each  school  child.  Adequate  gaps  are  provided  at  locations  where  school 
routes  pass  through  signalized  intersections  and  no  further  traffic  control  is 
normally  required  at  these  crossings. 
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Crossing  Study 

After  the  selection  of  the  school  routes,  each  crossing  must  be  analyzed 
and  classified  as  requiring  no  protection,  limited  protection,  or  additional 
protection.  This  is  done  after  making  an  analysis  of  each  crossing  from  data 
obtained  in  a  survey  of  these  crossings.  Any  number  of  persons  may  be  called 
upon  to  assist  in  the  survey  of  these  intersections.  Personnel  from  the 
schools,  the  police,  the  highway  department,  the  parent -teachers  associations, 
or  other  persons  may  be  utilized  (see  Appendix  B)  .  These  surveys  must  be 
conducted  at  the  times  of  day  when  children  cross  or  would  cross  the 
intersection.  They  should  be  conducted  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Coordinating  Committee  and  should  be  conducted  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Coordinating  Committee  and  should  be  performed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Traffic  Unit  Manager  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Highways  (see  Appendix.  B) . 

A  survey  involves  counting  of  the  number  of  vehicles,  a  determination  of 
the  length  and  spacing  of  gaps  in  traffic,  the  width  of  the  street  and  the 
maximum  number  of  children  crossing  the  street  at  each  gap  interval. 

Volume  Count.  The  volume  count  includes  all  vehicles  which  cross  a  path 
that  children  would  use  at  the  crossing.  This  includes  vehicles  approaching 
the  crossing  from  both  directions  and  vehicles  turning  to  cross  this  path. 
The  crossing  from  both  directions  and  vehicles  turning  to  cross  this  path. 
The  count  should  be  made  for  each  fifteen  minutes  during  each  period  when 
children  use  the  crossing.  The  count  may  be  made  by  manually  tallying  the 
vehicles  which  cross  a  school  route  for  each  15-minute  period  or  it  may  be 
made  by  15-minute  automatic  recording  counters  placed  at  the  crossing.  The 
highest  15-minute  count  obtained  for  any  period  when  students  would  normally 
cross  is  the  volume  used  for  the  crossing. 

Width  of  Street.  The  width  of  the  street  is  the  curb-to-curb  width  for 
streets  or  roads  without  a  median  strip  greater  than  or  equal  to  six  (6)  feet 
in  width.  For  streets  with  median  strips  greater  than  or  equal  to  six  (6) 
feet,  the  width  of  the  street  is  the  curb-to-curb  width  on  each  side  of  the 
median.  In  the  latter  case,  children  make  two  separate  crossings  of  the  road- 
-first  from  the  curb  to  the  median  and  then  the  median  to  the  far  side  curb. 
For  streets  without  curbs  the  width  should  be  measured  from  six  feet  from  the 
edge  of  the  pavement  to  a  corresponding  point  on  the  opposite  side. 

Size  of  Groups  Crossing.  The  number  of  children  who  use  the  crossing  is 
determined,  preferably  from  actual  counts  of  children  using  the  crossing  or  by 
an  evaluation  of  where  children  live  who  would  use  the  crossing.  The  total 
number  crossing  during  each  period  of  the  day  and  the  times  of  the  day  during 
which  these  crossings  are  made  or  should  be  made  are  determined  for  each 
location.  This  will  be  different  for  crossings  distant  from  the  school  than 
for  crossings  near  the  school.  The  typical  maximum  number  of  children  who 
cross  at  one  time  should  be  determined  from  actual  observation.  The  term 
"typical  maximum"  is  not  meant  to  be  the  absolute  rare  maximum  observed,  but 
the  maximum  number  which  occurs  at  least  once  during  most  days.  The  size  of 
the  group  will  typically  be  larger  near  the  schools  than  for  crossings  farther 
from  the  school. 
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Determination  of  Safe  Gap.  A  safe  gap  permits  a  child  to  perceive  that 
the  crossing  can  be  safely  made  and  then  to  cross  with  some  margin  of  safety. 
Most  grade  school  children  will  require  no  longer  than  three  (3)  seconds  to 
perceive  a  safe  crossing  and  to  react.  They  will  walk  at  a  rate  of 
approximately  3.5  feet  per  second.  If  there  is  a  group  of  children,  the 
entire  group  must  be  able  to  complete  the  crossing  safely. 

The  pedestrian  counts  should  be  made  on  a  normal  school  day  during  the 
heaviest  hour  of  crossing  activity  in  the  morning ,©r  afternoon,  but  preferably 
both. 

As  indicated,  the  pavement  width,  W,  is  the  curb-to-curb  width  as 
measured  at  the  crossing  under  study.  If  the  roadway  is  divided  and  the 
center  island  is  wide  enough  for  the  maximum  sized  group  of  pedestrians  to 
stand  on  it  in  safety,  the  curb-to-curb  width  of  only  one  roadway  is  used  for 
W.  This  information  can  be  obtained  at  the  same  time  the  pedestrian  group 
size  study  is  made. 

Before  the  field  survey  is  made  to  determine  pedestrian  delay  time  at  the 
study  location,  it  is  necessary  to  find  the  minimum  length  (in  seconds)  of  a 
gap  in  traffic  which  will  permit  an  85th-percentile  group  of  pedestrians  to 
cross  the  street  of  width  W.  This  minimum  gap  in  traffic,  known  as  the 
Adequate  Gap  Time,  G,  includes  both  perception  and  reaction  time  and  the  time 
needed  to  cross  the  roadway  without  coming  in  conflict  with  passing  vehicles.

The  clearance  time  interval  is 
equal  to  (N-l) 2  where  N  is  the  number  of  rows,  1 
represents  the  first  row  and  2  the  time  interval 
between  rows . 


After  the  Adequate  Gap  Time  has  been  selected,  the  field  study  to 
determine  the  actual  delay  time  to  pedestrians  by  passing  traffic  can  be 
undertaken.  This  study  actually  measures  the  time  intervals  between  passing 
vehicles.  Those  intervals  or  traffic  gaps  that  are  equal  to  or  greater  than 
the  Adequate  Gap  Time  are  the  periods  when  children  must  cross  the  roadway. 
The  intervals  between  these  gaps  are  the  delay  gaps,  the  sum  of  which  is  the 
Actual  Pedestrian  Delay. 

Either  the  Graphic  Recorder  Method  or  the  Metronome  Method  may  be  used  to 
determine  the  gaps  in  the  traffic  stream.  Naturally,  if  the  entire  roadway 
must  be  crossed  once  the  pedestrian  leaves  the  curb,  traffic  flow  in  all  lanes 
regardless  of  direction  must  be  considered  together. 

When  the  field  survey  is  completed,  the  total  time  of  all  gaps  when 
pedestrians  could  cross  is  found  by  adding  together  the  length  in  seconds  of 
each  gap  which  was  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  Adequate  Gap  Time,  G.  This 
figure  is  known  as  t  and  is  subtracted  from  the  total  survey  time  in  seconds, 
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T.   The  following  equation  is  then  used  to  determine  the  percentage  of  actual 
pedestrian  delay,  D: 


T  -  t 
D  (in  percent)  =  100 


Crossing  Classification.  Using  the  data  collected  during  the  survey  and 
the  procedure  for  safe  gap  determination,  each  crossing  is  next  classified  as 
no  protection,  limited  protection,  and  additional  protection.  Each  crossing 
that  has  a  traffic  volume  for  adequate  safe  gaps  is  automatically  classified 
as  a  "No  Protection"  crossing.  School  children  crossing  at  a  "No  Protection" 
crossing  will  cross  singly  or  in  a  small  group  and  they  will  individually 
determine  when  it  is  safe  to  cross.  A  crossing  will  also  be  classified  as  "No 
Protection"  where  only  a  few  children  cross  at  the  crossing  during  a  complete 
crossing  period. 

Crossings  which  have  a  traffic  volume  which  approaches  the  maximum  volume 
for  a  safe  crossing  are  to  be  considered  for  limited  protection  by  the  School 
Coordinating  Committee.  If  such  a  crossing  has  few  students  using  it  or  it  is 
far  from  the  school,  it  should  be  classified  as  "No  Protection."  If  the 
crossing  has  a  large  number  of  students  crossing  it,  the  speeds  are  high,  and 
if  the  crossing  is  close  to  the  school  or  if  the  crossing  is  complex,  it 
should  be  classified  as  a  "Limited  Protection"  crossing  and  the  School  Patrol 
should  be  assigned  to  assist  students  crossing  at  this  location. 

Crossings  which  have  a  substantial  number  of  students  using  the  crossing 
and  where  adequate  safe  gaps  do  not  exist  must  be  classified  as  "Additional 
Protection"  crossings.  This  additional  crossing  protection  is  normally 
provided  by  a  trained  adult  crossing  guard  or  a  community  policeman  until  a 
traffic  signal  can  be  installed.  Traffic  signals  shold  be  used  to  create  the 
necessary  gaps  only  if  the  traffic  volumes  and/or  other  factors  at  the 
intersection  warrant  their  installation.  The  appropriate  warrants  for  signals 
including  warrants  for  pedestrian  signals  are  clearly  defined  in  the  Manual  on 
Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices.  Special  locations  may  permit  the  use  of 
pedestrian-actuated  signals  to  create  these  gaps. 
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THE  SCHOOL  PATROL 


School  patrols  should  be  carefully  selected  and  thoroughly  trained. 
School  safety  patrol  personnel  should  be  children  who  are  nine  years  of  age  or 
more,  and  should  be  especially  trained  for  the  patrol  job.  Parental  approval 
should  be  obtained  in  writing  before  a  child  is  used  as  a  school  patrol 
member.  He  should  be  instructed  to  never  direct  vehicular  traffic  in  any  way. 
He  must  stop  the  children  back  of  the  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadway  and  allow 
them  to  cross  only  when  no  traffic  is  approaching  from  either  direction.  If  a 
stop  sign  or  signal  is  in  place  at  the  crossing,  he  must  control  or  stop  the 
children  until  traffic  has  stopped  for  the  sign  or  signal.  He  is  to  report  at 
once  to  the  principal  the  names  of  children  who  fail  to  obey  his  direction  or 
those  who  fail  to  cross  in  an  orderly  manner.  In  rural  areas,  a  crossing 
should  not  be  established  where  sight  distance  is  less  than  one  fourth  of  a 
mile  in  both  directions;  however,  a  speed  study  should  be  conducted  in  order 
to  determine  minimum  sight  distances.  School  patrols  shold  be  used  only  near 
the  school  they  attend  and  they  must  be  adequately  supervised. 

Recommended  training  and  practices  of  the  school  safety  patrol  are 

contained  in  the  SAFETY  PATROL  HANDBOOK  AND  SUPERVISOR'S  KIT  issued  by  the 

American  Automobile  Association.    School  patrols  are  to  be  identified  and 

trained  as  indicated  in  this  handbook.   This  material  is  available  from  the 
Montana  Automobile  Association  (see  Appendix  B) . 


ADULT  CROSSING  GUARDS 


If  inadequate  vehicular  control  for  school  crossings  is  to  be  eliminated 
where  it  is  not  warranted,  there  must  be  an  acceptable  practice  which  will 
improve  driver  respect  and  assure  greater  safety  and  protection  for  the  school 
child  who  must  cross  a  major  street  or  highway.  Such  a  practice,  of  course, 
must  be  built  on  a  sustained  program  of  safety  education  by  parents  and 
teachers  so  the  child  can  assume  the  responsibility  for  his  own  safety  as 
early  as  possible. 

Such  a  practice  is  the  use  of  adult  crossing  guards  for  most  locations 
where  additional  protection  is  required  at  school  crossings,  at  locations 
where  additional  safe  gaps  need  to  be  created.  An  adult  of  mature  judgment 
can  also  inform,  train,  and  guide  the  very  young  child  in  the  essentials  of 
good  walking  and  crossing  habits.  Adult  control  coupled  with  adequate  warning 
signs  for  school  crossings  will  assure  driver  respect  and  safety  for  school 
children. 

Adult  guards,  however,  should  be  used  only  on  a  temporary  basis  where  the 
crossing  requires  that  safe  gaps  be  created  and  these  adult  guards  must  be 
thoroughly  trained  and  supervised.  A  manual  titled  HANDBOOK  FOR  ADULT  SCHOOL 
CROSSING  GUARDS  by  the  American  Automobile  Association,  Washington,  D.C. 
should  be  used  to  develop  a  program  of  selection  and  training  of  adult  guards. 
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This  handbook  is  available  from  the  Montana  Automobile  Association  (see 
Appendix  B) .  Adult  crossing  guards  can  be  effectively  used  as  an  educational 
tool  for  any  crossing  location. 


TRAFFIC  CONTROL  DEVICES 


Traffic  control  devices  of  various  types  are  used  in  conjunction  with 
school  crossings  to  provide  protection  to  the  child  and  to  provide  warning  and 
information  to  the  motorist.  All  markings  and  signs  used  should  be  uniform  as 
specified  in  the  MUTCD  of  the  Department  of  Highways  and  should  be  carefully 
erected  and  maintained. 


Crosswalks 

A  crosswalk  should  be  marked  and  well  maintained  at  all  crossings  on  a 
school  route.  Crossings  should  usually  be  only  across  one  leg  of  an 
intersection  and  should  be  painted  only  on  the  leg  which  is  a  part  of  the 
route.  At  intersections  where  two  or  more  school  routes  join,  more  than  one 
leg  of  the  intersection  will  be  a  crossing  but  in  no  case  should  all  four  legs 
of  an  intersection  be  crossed.  Special  colors  for  school  crosswalks  are  not 
required  or  desirable  as  parents  and  children  should  be  adequately  informed  of 
the  location  of  school  routes  before  children  use  them.  Crosswalks  should  be 
marked  with  paint  or  a  more  permanent  marking. 

All  crossings  by  children  should  be  made  only  within  the  marked 
crosswalks  and  should  be  rigidly  enforced. 


School  Signs 

A  lack  of  uniformity  of  signs  creates  disrespect  for  all  signs.  Unique 
signs  may  create  a  temporary  beneficial  effect,  but  this  rapidly  disappears 
and  they  too  are  ignored.  Only  uniform  signs  should  be  employed  and  only 
those  school  signs  which  are  necessary  should  be  used.  All  non-uniform  signs 
are  illegal. 

The  use  of  adequately  designed  school  signs  as  warning  devices  for 
vehicular  traffic  at  school  crossing  locations  is  well  recognized  by  most 
traffic  safety  and  school  officials,  and  certainly  fits  into  every  plan  of 
school  crossing  protection  and  control.  The  signs  determined  by  the  Traffic 
Unit  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Highways  for  use  in  school  crossing 
protection  and  control  are  standard  signs  which  can  be  easily  recognized  by 
motorists.  These  signs  are  accepted  as  uniform  throughout  the  United  States, 
and  as  such  enjoy  a  high  degree  of  voluntary  obedience. 

The  installation  of  a  yellow  bouncing  ball  flasher  at  a  school  crossing 
is   always   in   accordance   with   current   standards   or   acceptable   design 
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principles.  This  type  of  device  may  be  used  when  the  following  conditions 
exist:  an  average  of  one  safe  crossing  gap  per  minute  during  the  average  peak 
pedestrian  crossing  period  and  a  minimum  crossing  of  50  school-age  pedestrians 
during  the  crossing  period.  When  any  of  the  following  are  present,  the 
pedestrians  volume  portion  of  the  warrant  may  be  70  percent  as  determined  by 
engineering  judgment:  (1)  sight  distance  falls  below  minimum  stopping  sight 
distance  for  existing  approach  speeds;  (2)  approach  speeds  exceed  45  miles  per 
hour;  and  (3)  the  crossing  is  on  a  four  or  more  lane  facility,  except  when 
facility  is  divided  by  a  median  of  six  feet  or  more. 

Bouncing  ball  flashers  shall  be  in  operation  only  during  those  hours  in 
which  school  children  use  the  crossing. 


PEDESTRIAN- ACTUATED  TRAFFIC  SIGNALS 

A  traffic  control  signal  may  be  warranted  at  an  established  school 
crossing  when  a  traffic  engineering  study  of  the  frequency  and  adequacy  of 
gaps  in  the  vehicular  traffic  stream  as  related  to  the  number  and  size  of 
groups  of  school  children  at  the  school  crossing  shows  that  the  number  of 
adequate  gaps  in  the  traffic  stream  during  the  period  when  the  children  are 
using  the  crossing  is  less  than  the  number  of  minutes  in  the  same  period. 

When  traffic  control  signals  are  installed  entirely  under  this  warrant: 

1.  Pedestrian  indications  shall  be  provided  at  least  for  each 
crosswalk  established  as  a  school  crossing. 

2.  At  an  intersection,  the  signal  normally  should  be  traffic- 
actuated.  As  a  minimum,  it  should  be  semi-traffic- 
actuated,  but  full  actuation  with  detectors  on  all 
approaches  may  be  desirable.  Intersection  installations 
that  can  be  fitted  into  progressive  signal  systems  may 
have  pretimed  control. 

3.  At  non-intersection  crossings,  the  signal  shuld  be 
pedestrian -actuated,  parking  and  other  obstructions'  to 
view  should  be  prohibited  for  at  least  100  feet  in  advance 
of  and  20  feet  beyond  the  crosswalk,  and  the  installation 
should  include  suitable  standard  signs  and  pavement 
markings.  Special  police  supervision  and/or  enforcement 
should  be  provided  for  a  new  non-intersection 
installation. 
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UNDERPASSES  AND  OVERPASSES 


These  special  pedestrian  facilities  are  generally  warranted  only  at 
locations  where  especially  heavy  volumes  of  school  traffic  must  cross  a  heavy 
vehicular  flow.  An  underpass  or  overpass  should  only  be  constructed  when  the 
problem  cannot  be  solved  in  some  simpler  and  more  economical  manner. 

Experience  has  shown  that  in  almost  every  instance  facilities  of  this 
type  are,  not  voluntarily  used  by  school  children.  On  the  other  hand  if  the 
facility  offers  a  more  convenient  path  than  a  crossing  at  street  grade,  the 
likelihood  of  use  by  school  children  is  good.  If  the  situation,  however, 
requires  descending  to  a  different  level  and  then  ascending  to  the  original 
level,  or  vice  versa,  the  chance  of  adequate  use  is  not  good  unless  barriers 
are  erected  or  adult  guards,  policemen,  other  adults,  or  the  school  safety 
patrol  are  used  to  force  school  children  to  use  the  facility.  Ramps,  where 
space  and  location  permit  their  construction,  are  usually  more  satisfactory 
than  steps  as  they  are  safer  and  also  permit  the  use  of  bicycles  and  wheel 
chairs. 

Assuming  the  need  exists,  decision  as  to  whether  to  use  an  overpass  or  an 
underpass  is  generally  determined  by  the  physical  layout  of  the  area. 
Overpasses  have  certain  advantages  over  underpasses  in  that  they  usually  can 
be  constructed  for  considerably  less  money,  and  excavating  work  for 
underpasses  is  often  complicated  by  sewers,  water  mains,  utility  conduits, 
etc.  Underpasses  also  require  lighting,  forced  ventilation,  drainage,  and 
enforcement  of  sanitary  and  moral  laws. 

School  overpasses  or  underpasses  may  be  warranted  at  specific  school 
crossings  only  when  all  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

1.  When  the  number  of  adequate  gaps  in  the  traffic  stream, 
during  the  period  the  children  are  using  the  crosswalks, 
is  less  than  the  number  of  minutes  in  that  same  period  of 
time  or  when  children  are  prohibited  from  crossing  at 
grade. 

2.  When  the  general  conditions  that  require  the  school 
crossing  are  sufficiently  permanent  to  justify  such 
structures. 

3.  When  an  economic  comparison  between  these  structures  and 
other  methods  indicates  that  overpasses  or  underpasses  are 
justified  from  a  long  range  standpoint. 

4.  When  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  location  make 
such  structures  feasible. 

5.  When  the  initial  cost  of  such  improvements  does  not  limit 
available  funds  to  the  point  where  other  essential  school 
crossing  protection  is  neglected. 
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6.  When  such  structures  serve  other  pedestrians  and  a  sizable 
number  of  school  children. 

7.  When  there  is  no  possibility  of  eliminating  the  need  for 
such  structures  by  the  replanning  of  school  routes  or 
school  districts. 


PARKING  RESTRICTIONS 


All  parking  should  be  prohibited  on  the  school  side  of  all  streets 
directly  adjacent  to  the  school  from  before  the  time  children  begin  to  arrive 
at  the  school  in  the  morning  until  after  most  of  the  children  leave  in  the 
evening.  No  parking  or  standing  or  even  stopping  should  be  permitted  at  any 
time  directly  in  front  of  any  entrance  to  the  school,  and  these  regulations 
should  be  strictly  enforced.  Parents  should  be  instructed  to  pick  up  their 
children  at  a  location  which  does  not  require  crossing  the  street  and  which  is 
not  directly  in  front  of  any  school  entrance. 


SCHOOL  HOURS 


The  times  of  school  opening  and  closing  shuld  be  determined  after 
consideration  of  all  pertinent  factors,  including  the  possible  minimization  of 
crossing  conflicts  by  scheduling  school  opening  and  closing  so  that  walking  to 
and  from  school  does  not  occur  during  periods  of  heavy  traffic  movements. 
This  is  especially  important  in  the  early  morning  hours  when  darkness  and  fog 
may  result  in  poor  visibility  and  a  conflict  with  the  morning  traffic  volume 
peak.  If,  for  example,  the  morning  peak  for  traffic  occurs  just  prior  to  8 
a.m.  in  a  school  area,  it  would  be  wise  to  schedule  the  opening  of  school  so 
that  no  child  would  need  to  start  to  school  until  after  8  a.m. 


CONCLUSION 


The  solution  of  the  problem  of  school  crossing  protection  does  not  rest 
entirely  on  the  strict  control  of  street  or  highway  vehicular  traffic. 
Rather,  the  solution  to  the  problem  lies  more  in  the  development  of  an 
informed  child  as  to  proper  walking  habits  and  as  to  the  hazards  which  exist 
on  every  street  and  highway.  A  sound  safety  education  program  in  the  home  and 
school  will  contribute  much  more  toward  the  protection  of  school  children, 
through  the  development  of  their  own  initiative  and  their  own  vigilance,  than 
the  dependence  on  protective  devices  in  the  form  of  signs  or  signals. 
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The  plans  of  vehicular  warning  and  control  recommended  by  this  manual 
will  augment  the  necessary  education  and  adult  control;  all  of  which,  if 
fitted  into  a  workable  program,  will  increase  respect  for  school  crossing 
protection  and  definitely  provide  for  the  best  protection  of  school  children 
while  enroute  to  and  from  school  as  well  as  at  other  times  of  the  day.

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SPEED  ZONING  ON  MONTANA  STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS 

Speed  Regulation  is  a  subject  of  interest  to  almost  everyone  because, 
whether  we  drive  or  not,  most  of  us  are  directly  affected  by  the  motor 
vehicle,  that  modern  creation  which  is  a  blessing  in  some  ways  and  a  curse  in 
other  ways.  There  has  always  been  a  small  segment  of  the  motoring  public 
which  drives  in  a  careless  and  reckless  manner  —  traveling  much  faster  than 
conditions  warrant.  This  leads  to  demands  from  all  sides  that  definite  rules 
be  laid  down  regarding  the  operation  of  the  motor  vehicle  and  that  special 
effort  be  made  to  control  those  motorists  who  do  not  use  common  sense  to 
govern  their  vehicular  speeds. 

Early  legislation  regulating  speeds  was  designed  mostly  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  non-motorists  and  most  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  old-time 
speed  traps  which  were  such  a  source  of  aggravation  to  the  motorists  and  a 
source  of  revenue  to  some  communities.  As  the  number  of  motorists  increased, 
however,  their  demands  for  more  reasonable  speed  regulation  were  given 
consideration.  Eventually,  it  was  recognized  that  many  of  the  existing  speed 
limits  which  applied  without  regard  to  the  type  of  road  or  its  condition  were 
not  practical.  This  fact  became  more  and  more  evident  as  the  riding  and 
handling  characteristics  of  the  automobile  were  improved  and  as  portions  of 
the  rural  road  and  highway  network  were  also  improved  to  the  point  where 
faster  speeds  were  obviously  both  safe  and  practical. 

Realistic  speed  zoning  in  Montana  began  in  the  early  1950' s.  It  was  at 
that  time  that  the  state  legislature  established  the  framework  for  the  present 
speed  zone  policy  which  has  been  instrumental  in  the  success  of  the  speed 
zoning  program  on  the  streets  and  highways  in  Montana.   This  is  in  spite  of 


the  fact  that  speed  zoning  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  and 
controversial  functions  of  traffic  operation  and  control.  The  difference  of 
opinion  between  the  people  living  along  the  highway  on  one  hand  and  the 
motorists  on  the  other,  as  to  the  proper  speed  limit,  is  quite  understandable. 
Invariably  the  local  residents  feel  that  the  speed  zone  should  be  set  at  a 
much  lower  speed  than  does  the  motorist  and,  consequently,  the  emotional 
involvement  between  these  two  factions  makes  it  difficult  to  reconcile  their 
differences  satisfactorily.  The  magnitude  of  the  area  of  conflict  has  been 
sharply  accentuated  by  the  growth  in  population  and  in  motor  vehicle 
registration  which  Montana  has  experienced  since  the  passage  of  the  first 
speed  zone  legislation. 

The  basic  features  of  the  speed  zoning  techniques  originally  adopted  in 
Montana  are  still  in  use.  This  attests  to  the  soundness  of  the  methods 
originated  by  some  of  the  pioneers  in  the  Traffic  Engineering  field.  However, 
during  the  last  35  years  much  has  been  learned  about  the  proper  usage  of  speed 
zones,  and  about  the  publicity  and  public  relation  aspect  of  speed  zoning.  It 
is  this  closer  contact  with  the  public  through  the  press  and  radio  which  has 
been  effective  in  gaining  general  acceptance  of  speed  zoning  and  which  has 
allowed  increases,  as  well  as  decreases,  of  existing  speed  zones  when  the 
facts  indicate  that  this  is  in  order. 

There  is  little  doubt  the  present  method  of  establishing  speed  zones  in 
Montana  gives  results  that  are  fair  to  the  motorist,  practical  for  the 
enforcement  officer,  and  acceptable  to  the  community. 

A  judicial  appraisal  of  speed  zoning  practices  on  the  street  and  highway 
system  is  not  easy  because  of  the  complexity  of  the  subject  and  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  evaluating,  like  all  things  pertaining  to  human  behavior,  the 


exact  effect  of  a  speed  zone  can  be  difficult  to  define.  However,  a  limited 
appraisal  will  be  attempted  by  discussing  first,  the  engineering  aspects; 
second,  the  proper  application  of  speed  zones;  and  third,  the  procedures  which 
are  used  to  acquaint  the  public  with  speed  zoning. 

ENGINEERING  ASPECTS 

The  determination  of  the  proper  speed  to  use  for  any  proposed  speed  zone 

hinges  mostly  on  an  engineering  study  which,   for  the  purpose  of  this 

discussion,  can  be  separated  into:  1)  the  collection  of  the  data,  and  2)  the 
analysis  of  the  data. 

Collection  of  Data 

The  collection  of  data  usually  requires  some  field  work  to  create  a  strip 
map  and  for  spot  speed  checks  of  the  existing  vehicular  flow.  The  accident 
data  is  available  from  the  accident  reports  or  the  state  computer  system  which 
have  been  created  by  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  Sheriff's,  BIA  and  the  City 
Police  Departments. 

Strip  Map:  The  first  step,  usually,  is  the  field  work  necessary  to 
develop  the  strip  map  of  the  area  to  be  speed  zoned.  A  typical  strip  map  is 
shown  by  Fig.  1.  In  some  cases  this  information  can  be  obtained  from 
available  maps.  Another  method  of  making  strip  maps  is  to  use  the  information 
from  aerial  photographs,  if  they  are  available. 

Spot  Speed  Checks:  Spot  speed  checks  at  intervals  of  about  1,000  feet 
are  taken  during  the  daylight  hours  between  the  peak  hours.  Speed  checks  are 
taken  under  "average  conditions"   which  is  interpreted  in  Montana  to  mean  that 
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the  weather  is  good  (dry  pavement)  and  traffic  conditions  are  normal.  Speeds 
are  checked  by  sampling  approximately  one  or  two  hundred  vehicles.  The  most 
common  practice  is  to  use  radar.   Only  the  free-flowing  vehicles  are  included. 

If  the  alignment  is  such  that  the  speed  at  some  locations  is  controlled 
by  the  curvature,  then  ball  bank  indicator  studies  of  the  curves  to  determine 
the  safe  driving  speed  should  be  included. 

Accidents:  The  accident  data  for  a  three-year  period  is  collected  and 
plotted  on  the  strip  map  according  to  whether  they  are  fatal,  injury  or 
property  damage  only  types. 

Analysis  of  Data 

After  the  pertinent  data  has  been  collected,  the  following  steps  are 
taken:  analyze  the  speed  characteristics,  calculate  the  accident  rate,  and 
evaluate  the  enforcement  considerations. 

Statutory  Requirements 

61-8-303.  Speed  restrictions  —  basic  rule.  (1)  A  person  operating  or 
driving  a  vehicle  of  any  characteristic  on  a  public  highway  of  this  state 
shall  drive  it  in  a  careful  and  prudent  manner,  and  at  a  rate  of  speed  no 
greater  than  is  reasonable  and  proper  under  the  conditions  existing  at  the 
point  of  operation,  taking  into  account  the  amount  and  character  of  traffic, 
condition  of  brakes,  weight  of  vehicle,  grade  and  width  of  highway,  condition 
of  surface,  and  freedom  of  obstruction  to  view  ahead,  and  he  shall  drive  it  so 
as  not  to  unduly  or  unreasonably  endanger  the  life,  limb,  property,  or  other 
rights  of  a  person  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  street  or  highway. 


(2)  Where  no  special  hazard  exists  that  requires  lower  speed  for 
compliance  with  subsection  (1)  of  this  section,  the  speed  of  a  vehicle  not  in 
excess  of  the  limits  specified  in  this  section  or  established  as  authorized  in 
61-8-309,  61-8-310,  61-8-311,  and  61-8-313  is  lawful,  but  a  speed  in  excess  of 
those  limits  is  unlawful: 

(a)  25  miles  per  hour  in  an  urban  district; 

(b)  35  miles  per  hour  on  a  highway  under  construction  or  repair; 

(c)  55  miles  per  hour  in  other  locations  during  the  nighttime,  except 
that  the  nighttime  speed  limit  on  completed  sections  of  interstate  highways  is 
65  miles  per  hour. 

(3)  "Daytime"  means  from  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour 
after  sunset.   "Nighttime"  means  at  any  other  hour. 

(4)  The  speed  limits  set  forth  in  this  section  may  be  altered  by  the 
highway  commission  as  authorized  in  61-8-309,  61-8-310,  and  61-8-313. 

(5)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall,  consistent  with  subsection  (1) ,  drive 
at  an  appropriate  reduced  speed  when  approaching  and  crossing  an  intersection 
or  railway  grade  crossing,  when  approaching  and  going  around  a  curve,  when 
approaching  a  hill  crest,  when  traveling  upon  a  narrow  or  winding  roadway,  and 
when  a  special  hazard  exists  with  respect  to  pedestrians  or  other  traffic  or 
by  reason  of  weather  or  highway  condition. 

61-8-306.  Lower  speed  limits.  Nothing  in  61-8-304  through  61-8-307  shall 
prohibit  any  state,  county,  municipal,  or  other  local  official,  board,  or  body 
which  has  authority  to  enact  laws  relating  to  motor  vehicle  speed  limits  from 
establishing  speed  limits  lower  than  that  required  by  federal  law  on  any 
public  streets  or  highways  as  permitted  by  law  on  March  2,  1974. 


61-8-309.  Establishment  of  special  speed  zones.  (1)  If  the  department  of 
highways  determines  upon  the  basis  of  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation 
that  a  speed  limit  set  by  61-8-303  is  greater  or  less  than  is  reasonable  or 
safe  under  the  conditions  found  to  exist  at  an  intersection,  curve,  dangerous 
location,  or  any  other  part  of  a  highway  under  its  jurisdiction,  the 
commission  may  set  a  reasonable  and  safe  special  speed  limit  at  that  part. 

(2)  The  department  shall  erect  and  maintain  appropriate  signs  giving 
notice  of  these  special  limits.  When  they  are  erected,  the  limits  are 
effective  at  that  part  at  all  times,  or  at  other  times  the  commission  sets. 

(3)  The  authority  of  the  commission  under  this  section  includes  the 
authority  to  set  reduced  nighttime  speed  limits  on  curves  and  other  dangerous 
locations. 

(4)  This  section  does  not  authorize  the  commission  to  set  a  state-wide 
speed  limit. 

61-8-310.   When  local  authorities  may  and  shall  alter  limits.   (1)  If  a  local 

authority  in  its  jurisdiction  determines  on  the  basis  of  an  engineering  and 
traffic  investigation  that  the  speed  permitted  under  61-8-303  and  61-8-309 
through  61-8-313  is  greater  or  less  than  is  reasonable  and  safe  under  the 
conditions  found  to  exist  upon  a  highway  or  part  of  a  highway,  the  local 
authority  may  set  a  reasonable  and  safe  limit  thereon  which: 

(a)  decreases  the  limit  at  an  intersection; 

(b)  increases  the  limit  within  an  urban  district,  but  not  to  more  than 
55  miles  per  hour  during  the  nighttime;  or 


(c)  decreases  the  limit  outside  an  urban  district,  but  not  to  less  than 
15  miles  per  hour. 

(2)  A  board  of  county  commissioners  may  set  limits  as  provided  in 
subsection  (1) (c)  without  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  on  a  county 
road,  as  defined  in  60-1-103. 

(3)  A  local  authority  in  its  jurisdiction  shall  determine  by  an 
engineering  and  traffic  investigation  the  proper  speed  for  all  arterial 
streets  and  shall  set  a  reasonable  and  safe  limit  thereon  which  may  be  greater 
or  less  than  the  speed  permitted  under  61-8-301  for  an  urban  district. 

(4)  An  altered  limit  established  as  authorized  under  this  section  is 
effective  at  all  times  or  at  other  times  determined  by  the  authority  when 
appropriate  signs  giving  notice  of  the  altered  limit  are  erected  upon  the 
highway . 

(5)  The  commission  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  set  special  speed 
limits  on  all  federal-aid  highways  or  extensions  thereof  in  all  municipalities 
or  urban  areas.  The  commission  shall  set  these  limits  in  accordance  with  61- 
8-309. 

Spot  Speeds:  The  field  data  is  used  to  plot  Cumulative  Speed 
distribution  curves  for  each  direction  of  traffic  at  each  speed  check 
location.  See  Fig.  2.  In  addition,  a  determination  is  made  of  the  average 
speed,  the  85  percentile,  and  the  pace  speeds  at  each  location.  The  pace 
speed  is  defined  as  the  10-mile  increment  speed  containing  the  largest  number 
of  vehicles.  Ordinarily  55  to  70  percent  of  the  vehicles  taken  during  a  spot 
speed  check  fall  within  the  10-mile  pace  speed.

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The  critical  speed  (85  percentile)  and  the  lower  limit  of  the  pace  for 
each  direction  for  each  speed  check  location  are  used  to  make  a  speed  profile. 
See  Fig.  3.  Another  very  useful  tool  for  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  spot 
speeds  is  a  speed  distribution  diagram  of  each  speed  check.  See  Fig.  4.  This 
also  allows  an  instant  evaluation  to  be  made,  when  discussing  a  proposed  speed 
zone  with  an  officer  or  an  interested  official,  of  the  percentage  of  the 
motoring  public  who  would  drive  at  speeds  outside  any  proposed  speed  limit  at 
that  point. 

Accident  Kate:  The  accident  rate  per  million  vehicle  miles  is  calculated 
for  a  three-year  period  for  sections  of  the  roadway  which  have  similar 
characteristics  and  which  have  similar  roadside  development.  This  allows  a 
comparison  of  the  accident  rate  to  be  made  to  that  of  the  state-wide  average 
for  comparable  roads. 

Enforcement  Considerations:  An  important  part  of  the  job  of  establishing 
a  speed  zone  is  to  present  the  engineering  findings  to  the  enforcement  people 
in  a  clear  and  easily  understandable  way.  It  is  a  policy  of  long-standing  by 
the  State  of  Montana  to  obtain  the  concurrence  of  local  jurisdictions  on  any 
proposed  speed  zone  change.  It  has  been  found  that  this  is  not  difficult  if 
the  factual  data  is  presented  properly  because  the  facts  speak  for  themselves. 
It  is  recognized  that  concurrence  and  support  of  enforcement  officials  is 
necessary  for  the  successful  operation  of  a  realistic  speed  zone. 

If  the  determination  of  the  proper  speed  and  of  the  length  of  a 
restricted  speed  zone  is  done  carefully  with  full  consideration  to  all 
pertinent  facts,  a  logical  and  fair  speed  zone  is  created  which  obviously 
conforms  to  conditions.   The  reasonableness  of  such  a  zone  is  apparent  to  the 

average  motorist  and  consequently  the  enforcement  work  is  probably  easier 
because  there  is  likely  to  be  less  argument.

ENGINEERING  PROGRAMS 


The  diskette  contains  two  programs  which  may  be  used  for  traffic  engineering 
purposes.  The  first  program  is  a  speed  survey  program  which  calculates  some 
statistics  from  a  speed  sample  and  prints  a  simple  graph.  The  second  program 
makes  an  estimate  of  gaps  in  vehicle  flow  based  upon  a  vehicle  count  over  a 
certain  time  span. 

^*  difkette  conutains  the  necessary  program  files,  but  does  not  contain  the 
BASIC  language  that  is  necessary  in  order  for  it  to  run.  This  is  due  to  the 
ract  that  there  are  many  versions  of  DOS  available.  You  will  need  to  copv 
your  BASICA.COM  file  which  is  on  your  IBM  or  Microsoft  DOS  disk  onto  this 
diskette.   At  that  time  the  diskette  will  be  ready  to  run. 

The  program  may  be  started  by  putting  the  diskette  in  drive  A  and  turning  on 
the  computer.  A  menu  will  appear  allowing  you  to  choose  between  the  speed 
sample  and  the  gap  module  as  shown  below.

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Choice  of  Speed  and  Length  of  Zone:  After  all  of  the  facts  pertaining  to 
any  proposed  zone  have  been  collected  and  analyzed,  there  still  remains  the 
final  step  of  deciding  on  a  proper  speed  or  series  of  speeds.  Usually  many 
elements  must  be  considered,  such  as  alignment,  grade,,  vertical  curves,  sight 
distance,  width  of  traveled  way,  width  of  shoulder,  parking,  speed  pattern, 
traffic  volumes,  pedestrian  travel,  type  of  pavement  surface,  accident 
picture,  and  roadside  culture.  The  frequency  of  grade  intersections  and 
traffic  signals  are  other  very  important  considerations. 

Obviously,  no  hard  and  fast  rules  can  be  laid  down  for  the  evaluation  of 
the  data  which  would  allow  a  simple  and  straight-forward  choice  of  a  proper 
speed  to  be  made.  Experience  has  shown,  however,  that  the  prevailing  speeds 
and  the  accident  rate  are  of  extreme  importance  and  these  two  factors  are 
given  primary  consideration. 

The  preferred  speed  is  one  that  lies  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  85 
percentile.  The  permissible  range  is  from  the  lower  limit  of  the  pace  speed 
to  the  85  percentile.  It  has  been  found  that  a  speed  limit  set  near  a  speed 
below  which  85  percent  of  the  traffic  is  moving  is  reasonable  and  safe  for 
ordinary  conditions  and  facilitates  the  orderly  movement  of  traffic.  Where 
there  are  unusual  traffic  or  roadway  conditions  not  readily  apparent  to  the 
motorist,  the  speed  limit  may  be  set  at  a  lower  limit.  However,  these 
conditions  are  normally  handled  by  applying  other  traffic  control  measures. 

If  the  accident  rate  is  higher  than  average,  then  this  indicates  that  the 
choice  of  speed  for  the  section  of  road  in  question  might  be  lowered  somewhat. 

Experience  has  shown  that  speed  zones,  to  be  practical,  must  be  at  least 
1000  feet  long.  This  is  the  minimum  length  for  25  mph  or  30  mph  zones.  2500 
foot  minimum,  lengths  are  recommended  for  speeds  of  45  mph  or  more. 
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The  importance  of  carefully  choosing  reasonable  beginning  and  end  points 
for  speed  zones  cannot  be  over-emphasized.  These  are  generally  located  in  the 
field  after  the  strip  map  and  spot  speeds  have  been  analyzed.  Preferred 
location  for  the  beginning  and  end  points  is  where  there  are  definite  changes 
in  the  character  of  the  roadside  development.  It  is  often  desirable  to  choose 
to  begin  or  end  a  speed  zone  so  as  to  include  an  important  road  intersection. 
It  has  been"  found  that  it  is  best  not  to  begin  or  end  a  speed  zone  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  adjacent  school  grounds. 

A  speed  limit  established  according  to  these  principles  is  not  one 
person's  idea  or  judgment,  but  is  the  consensus  of  those  who  drive  the  section 
of  highway  being  zoned.  The  workability  and  soundness  of  this  approach  have 
been  proven  by  35  years  of  successful  use. 

PROPER  USE  OF  SPEED  ZONING 

If  it  is  assumed  now,  for  purposes  of  discussion,  that  the  engineering 
work  in  connection  with  a  proposed  speed  zone  is  handled  carefully  and 
intelligently,  it  is  pertinent  to  consider  what  constitutes  proper  usage  of 
this  traffic  control  tool.  To  conscientious  public  officials  this  matter  of 
proper  usage  is  one  of  the  most  perplexing  aspects  of  speed  zoning  because  of 
the  demand  by  well-meaning  but  uninformed  people  for  speed  zones  where  they 
are  not  needed  or  where  no  speed  zone  should  ever  be  used.  It  is  important  to 
remember  that  speed  zoning  is  essentially  an  enforcement  aid  and  that  it  has 
no  magical  power  to  eliminate  all  troublesome  friction  and  strife  on  the 
street  or  highway  network.  It  is  imperative,  therefore,  that  every  proposed 
speed  zone  be  examined  with  regard  to:   1)  location,  and  2)  operation,  so  that

speed  zones  will  be  installed  only  at  those  locations  where  there  is  a  problem 
to  which  a  speed  zone  is  applicable  and  would  be  of  help  in  curbing  the 
reckless  and  irresponsible  driver.  •• 

Location  of  Speed  Zone 

Speed  zoning  on  Montana  streets  and  highways  has  generally  been 
restricted  to  those  locations  which  are  urban  or  suburban  in  character.  It  is 
on  highways  that  pass  through  this  type  of  area  that  a  problem  is  created 
because  faster  moving  through  travel  conflicts  with  pedestrians,  parking 
movements,  and  slower-moving  vehicles  on  local  trips. 

Small  Communities:  The  problem  in  smaller  communities  which  straddle  the 
highway  is  particularly  difficult  because  oftentimes  the  motorists  have  been 
driving  for  long  periods  at  sustained  high  speeds  with  the  result  that  they 
pass  through  this  type  of  community  at  a  much  faster  speed  than  the  local 
residents  feel  is  proper. 

Urban  and  Suburban  Areas:  Speed  zoning  in  built-up  areas  serves  an 
important  function  in  that  the  motorists,  through  the  speed  limit  signs,  are 
reminded  that  they  are  approaching  a  section  of  highway  where  more  than 
ordinary  care  is  required.  It  is  in  this  type  of  area  that  driving  conditions 
are  apt  to  change  suddenly  and  without  warning.  For  instance,  there  is  a 
possibility  that  pedestrians  may  be  poised  at  the  side  of  the  road  preparing 
to  cross.  There  is  also  a  possibility  that  cross  traffic  may  be  encountered 
and  that  random  vehicular  movements  may  occur  because  of  parking  maneuvers  and 
because  of  motorists  entering  and  leaving  driveways. 

Rural  Locations:  Contrast  to  the  conditions  cited  above  with  what  a 
motorist  may  expect  at  remote  rural  locations  with  little  or  no  roadside 
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development.  Obviously,  the  need  for  speed  zoning  is  nowhere  near  as  great  on 
a  rural  road.  If  there  are  alignment  or  grade  characteristics  which  require 
more  than  usual  care,  the  motorist  can  be  alerted  by  the  use  of  standard 
warning  signs. 

Seasonal  Conditions:  If  a  problem  location  on  a  highway  is  seasonal  in 
character  because  of  recreational  aspects  of  a  region,  this  fact  must  be 
carefully  weighted  in  establishing  the  speed  zone  as  there  is  a  danger,  in 
some  cases,  that  the  speed  zone  would  not  be  appropriate  for  long  periods. 

Transitional  Speed  Zones:  Indiscriminate  use  of  transitional  speed 
zoning  is  to  be  avoided  because  of  the  tendency,  in  some  cases,  to  create  long 
speed  zones  of  doubtful  value  as  a  result  of  a  traffic  conflict  on  a 
relatively  short  section  of  road  where  there  may  be  a  genuine  problem.  In 
other  words,  short,  reasonable  speed  zones  are  preferred. 

Speed  Zone  Operation 

Speed  zones  require  periodic  review  and  observation  to  be  sure  that  they 
function  properly.  Even  the  most  warranted  speed  zone,  established  with  due 
study  and  consideration,  will  fall  into  disrepute  unless  attention  is  given  to 
enforcement,  to  periodic  speed  zone  revision,  and  to  sign  and  pavement  marking 
maintenance. 

Enforcement:  Cooperation  of  enforcement  officers  is  essential  for  the 
successful  operation  of  a  restricted  speed  zone. 

Maintenances  Another  important  consideration  is  the  proper  maintenance 
of  the  signs  and  pavement  marking  which  are  used  in  conjunction  with  speed 
zones.  In  traffic  engineering  it  is  axiomatic  that  if  signs  and  pavement 
markings  are  allowed  to  grow  dirty  and  shabby,  they  quickly  lose  their 
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authority.  In  all  fairness  to  the  considerate  and  conscientious  driver,  speed 
limit  signs  should  be  of  adequate  size  and  prominently  displayed  in  the 
standard  positions  so  that  they  will  catch  the  driver's  eye,  even  though  he  is 
occupied  with  some  of  his  other  duties  as  a  driver,  as  he  passes  through  the 
area  where  the  sign  is  located. 

Speed  Zone  Revision:  If  a  speed  zoning  program  is  to  be  effective,  it  is 
also  necessary  that  there  be  a  regular  reexamination  of  existing  speed  zones 
to  bring  them  in  line  with  existing  conditions.  In  Montana,  for  example, 
there  are  many  locations  where  the  roadside  and  general  community  development 
have  changed  in  just  a  few  years.  As  a  result,  modernization  of  the  existing 
speed  zone  is  necessary.  To  neglect  this  phase  of  the  work  creates  a 
situation  where  public  disrespect  would  be  created  if  the  out-of-line  speed 
zones  are  not  revised. 

Effect  of  Restricted  Speed  Zones:  Studies  have  shown  that  speed  zoning 
has  very  little  permanent  effect  on  average  vehicular  speeds.  There  are 
indications,  however,  that  it  does  have  a  tendency  to  group  more  of  the 
drivers  within  the  pace  speed  range  through  the  fact  that  some  of  the  slower 
drivers  drive  faster  and  some  of  the  faster  drivers  drive  slower  after  a 
realistic  speed  zone  is  established. 

In  some  cases,  it  has  been  reported  that  speed  zoning,  under  specific 
traffic  and  enforcement  conditions,  has  had  an  effect  in  lowering  the  accident 
rate.  However,  this  is  unusual!  Other  types  of  traffic  control  devices  that 
have  proven  to  reduce  traffic  accidents  should  be  applied  first. 

The  principal  benefit  of  properly  established  speed  zoning  is  to  provide 
a  means  for  officers  to  apply  enforcement  to  those  that  do  not  conform  to 
speeds  considered  reasonable  and  safe  by  the  majority  of  drivers. 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

Public  understanding  and  acceptance  of  a  speed  zoning  program  cannot  be 
obtained  unless  great  care  is  exercised  to  set  the  actual  speed  restriction  at 
a  reasonable  value.  In  addition  to  this  primary  requirement,  it  must  be 
recognized  that  speed  zoning  is  a  cooperative  project  which  includes  the 
traffic  engineer,  the  enforcement  officer,  and  the  judiciary.  In  other  words, 
it  is  of  vital  necessity  that  these  three  groups  have  a  full  grasp  of  each 
other's  problems  with  respect  to  speed  zoning.  The  positive  approach  to 
obtain  this  understanding  lies  in  personal  contact  between  the  individuals 
involved. 

Good  public  relations  in  regard  to  speed  zoning  have  been  obtained 
through  a  three-step  procedure  which  includes  contact  with  the  following:  1) 
enforcement  personnel,  2)  newspapers  and  radio  people,  and  3)  public 
officials. 

Enforcement  Personnel:  Many  of  the  requests  for  speed  zones  and  for 
speed  zone  revisions  come  from  police  officers  or  local  officials.  If  the 
request  is  a  written  one,  before  any  work  is  done,  the  Traffic  Engineer,  or 
one  of  his  assistants,  contacts  the  individuals  involved  and  discusses  the 
problem  at  hand  with  respect  to  their  viewpoint  and  actual  experiences  along 
that  section  of  highway.  This  also  gives  the  traffic  engineer  a  chance  to  air 
his  problems  and  to  explain  the  limitations  within  which  they  must  operate. 
The  individuals  are  then  requested  to  formally  approve  the  speed  zone 
procedures  and  required  to  agree  with  the  study  results. 


After  all  of  the  field  work  has  been  obtained  and  the  data  analyzed, 
another  contact  is  made  with  the  traffic  officer  or  local  official  and  the 
results  of  the  study  are  discussed.  An  agreement  is  reached  as  to  what  speed 
restriction  will  be  established.  In  the  case  of  speed  zones  on  state 
highways,  this  must  be  a  tentative  agreement  because  the  speed  zone  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Helena  Headquarters  Office  of  the  Department  of  Highways  for 
commission  approval. 

Publicity:  Publication  of  a  speed  zone  change  by  the  local  media  will 
alert  the  community  to  the  change,  and  where  necessary,  an  explanation  may  be 
given,  such  as,  "the  survey  showed  that  the  former  speed  limit  was  no  longer 
applicable  to  present  traffic  conditions."  Usually,  however,  the  statement 
that  an  engineering  and  traffic  study  had  been  made  is  sufficient. 

If  the  speed  zone  is  one  in  which  an  existing  speed  restriction  is  to  be 
raised,  then  a  Traffic  Engineer  might  contact  the  press  representative  in 
order  that  there  be  no  misunderstanding  as  to  our  objectives. 

Public  Officials:  It  is  particularly  important  that  public  officials  be 
contacted  before  the  study  begins.  In  cases  where  it  is  probable  that  a 
question  might  be  raised  as  to  why  a  particular  .  speed  was  chosen  the  public 
officials  must  be  informed  and  in  agreement  with  the  changes.  Oftentimes 
public  officials  assume  that  the  power  to  establish  speed  zoning  is  arbitrary 
and  that  a  lower  speed  would  be  desirable.  Generally,  this  is  on  the 
assumption  that  a  restricted  speed  zone  will  reduce  the  vehicular  speeds. 

When  an  explanation,  before  the  study  begins,  is  made  as  to  how  speed 
zones  are  established  and  how  they  operate,  the  average  public  official  is 
generally  reasonable  and  accepts  the  findings.  Many  times,  however,  a 
discussion  of  this  kind  leads  to  a  request  that  these  same  facts  be  explained 
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to  some  local  civic  organization  which  has  interested  itself  in  the  speed 
zone.  The  Traffic  Engineer,  or  one  of  his  assistants,  should  give  freely  of 
their  time  for  this  purpose.  In  some  cases,  actual  demonstrations  are  given 
using  radar,  to  show  how  the  speeds  are  obtained. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  lay  audience  can  understand  and  appreciate 
the  engineering  approach  to  speed  zoning  when  presented  on  a  common-sense 
basis. 

CONCLUSION 

Successful  speed  zoning  is  a  cooperative  project  which  includes  the 
traffic  engineer,  the  enforcement  agencies  and  the  judiciary.  It  requires 
careful  engineering,  conformance  to  recognized  rules  of  usage,  and  development 
of  public  understanding  and  support.  Under  this  approach,  speed  zoning  is  a 
valuable  aid  to  the  conscientious  motorist  and  to  the  traffic  officer.

2B-10   Speed  Limit  Sign  (R2-1) 

The  Speed  Limit  sign  shall  display  the  limit  established  by  law,  or  by 
regulation,  after  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  established  traffic  engineering  practices.  The  speed  limits 
shown  shall  be  in  multiples  of  5  miles  per  hour. 

In  order  to  determine  the  proper  numerical  value  for  a  speed  zone  on  the 
basis  of  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  the  following  factors  should 
be  considered: 

1.  Road  surface  characteristics,  shoulder  condition,  grade,  alignment 
and  sight  distance. 

2.  The  85-percentile  speed  and  pace  speed. 

3.  Roadside  development  and  culture,  and  roadside  friction. 

4.  Safe  speed  for  curves  or  hazardous  locations  within  the  zone. 

5.  Parking  practices  and  pedestrian  activity. 

6.  Reported  accident  experience  for  a  recent  12-month  period. 

Two  types  of  speed  limit  signs  may  be  used:  One  to  designate  passenger 
car  speeds  including  any  nighttime  information  or  minimum  speed  limit  that 
might  apply,  and  the  other  to  show  any  special  speed  limits  for  buses  and 
trucks.  No  more  than  three  speed  limits  should  be  displayed  on  any  one  speed 
limit  sign  or  assembly.  Where  a  special  speed  limit  applies  to  trucks  or 
other  vehicles,  the  legend  TRUCKS  40,  or  such  similar  message  as  is 
appropriate,  shall  be  shown  below  the  standard  message  or  on  a  separate  plate 
(R2-2) .  When  used  independently,  the  Truck  Speed  sign  should  carry  a 
reference  to  SPEED  or  MPH. 

Minimum  speeds  shall  be  displayed  only  in  combination  with  the  posted 
speed  limit  (sec.  2B-12) . 

Advisory  Speed  signs  are  treated  under  section  2C-35. 

The  standard  Speed  Limit  sign  shall  be  24  x  30  inches.  On  expressways 
the  sign  should  be  at  least  36  x  48  inches,  with  48  x  60  inches  prescribed  for 
use  on  freeways. 

2B-11   Night  Speed  Sign  (R2-3) 

Where  different  speed  limits  are  prescribed  for  day  and  night,  both  the 
limits  shall  be  posted.   This  may  be  done  in  either  of  two  ways: 

1.  Immediately  below  the  standard  Speed  Limit  sign  (R2-1)  or  combined 
with  it,  a  Night  Speed  sign  (R2-3)  carrying  the  legend  NIGHT  45  (or  other 
suitable  numerical  limit)  may  be  erected.  In  this  case  the  numerals  in  the 
Night  Speed  sign  and  only  the  words  SPEED  LIMIT  in  the  standard  sign,  should 
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be  ref lectorized.  As  a  special  but  logical  exception  to  the  general  color 
scheme,  the  Night  Speed  sign  should  have  its  legend  in  white  upon  a  black 
background. 
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2.  A  changeable  message  sign  may  be  used,  so  that  only  the  appropriate 
regulation  is  visible  at  a  given  time.  The  sign  may  have  interchangeable 
panels,  or  ref lectorization  of  the  nighttime  speed  superimposed  over  the 
unref lector ized  numerals  of  the  daytime  speed,  to  permit  only  the  nighttime 
speed  to  become  legible  in  the  beam  of  motor-vehicle  headlamps  at  night. 

2B-12  Minimum  Speed  Sign  (R2-4) 

Where  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  shows  that  slow  speeds  on 
a  highway  consistently  impede  the  normal  and  reasonable  movement  of  traffic, 
signs  may  be  used  to  post  a  minimum  legal  speed.  Driving  slower  than  the 
minimum  limit  is  illegal  except  when  necessary  for  safe  operation  or  in 
compliance  with  the  law.  The  minimum  speed  shall  be  displayed  only  in 
combination  with  the  posted  speed  limit  and  if  desired,  these  two  signs  may  be 
combined  (R2-4a) .  The  Minimum  Speed  sign  shall  have  a  standard,  and  a 
minimum,  size  of  24  x  30  inches.

2A-3  Driver °s  Needs 


To  guide  and  operate  a  vehicle  smoothly  and  safely,  the  driver  must 
perceive  the  appropriate  travel  path  while  guiding  and  controlling  his  vehicle 
over  the  roadway.  The  driver  must  be  able  to  see  the  sign,  read  the  message, 
and  understand  its  meaning  before  he  can  guide  his  vehicle  along  the  proper 
path. 

There  are  a  number  of  factors  that  can  interfere  with  or  distract  the 
driver  from  this  seeing,  reading,  and  understanding  cycle.  To  begin  with,  all 
signs  should  be  located  where  the  driver  will  be  able  to  see  them  while 
guiding  and  operating  a  vehicle.  After  the  driver  is  aware  of  the  sign's 
location,  the  driver  must  next  be  able  to  read  the  legend  (letters,  numbers, 
symbols,  etc.)  on  the  sign.  Thus,  the  longitudinal  and  lateral  position  of 
the  sign,  and  the  legend  style  and  size  are  critical. 

To  see  the  sign  during  periods  of  darkness,  contrast  is  necessary. 
Contrast  is  a  product  of  the  brightness  of  the  message  on  the  sign  panel  in 
relation  to  the  brightness  of  the  background  of  the  sign  panel.  This 
brightness  is  produced  by  the  illumination  from  the  vehicle's  headlights  or 
other  illumination.  For  example,  for  a  guide  sign,  the  green  sign  background 
contrasts  well  with  the  light  colored  ref lectorized  letters  or  symbols. 

The  environment  in  which  the  sign  is  installed  also  affects  the  contrast. 
For  example,  in  rural  areas  at  night  during  clear  weather,  a  standard 
ref lectorized  sign  is  highly  visible  since  there_  is  no  environmental  "clutter" 
to  distract  from  the  contrast  of  the  sign.   Conversely,  in  highly  developed 
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urban  situations,  illuminated  commercial  signs  and  city  street  lighting  can 
"wash  out"  sign  contrast. 

During  daylight  hours,  the  surrounding  background  is  visible  and  competes 
with  signs  for  driver  attention.  Consequently,  the  size,  shape,  and  color  of 
the  sign  are  factors  that  contribute  to  the  driver's  ability  to  see  the  sign. 
Contrast  during  daytime  is  also  important.  The  most  common  environmental 
backgrounds  for  a  sign  are  the  green  of  vegetation  and  the  blue  of  the  sky. 
For  this  reason,  a  border  is  placed  around  signs.  With  a  border,  signs  show 
up  as  a  geometrical  shape,  one  that  does  not  occur  naturally.  The  geometrical 
shape  provides  the  contrast  between  the  sign  and  its  environmental  background. 

When  the  eye  is  in  a  fixed  position  it  is  acutely  sensitive  within  a  5  or 
6  degree  cone,  but  is  satisfactorily  sensitive  up  to  a  maximum  cone  of  20 
degrees.  It  is  generally  accepted  that  all  of  the  letters,  words,  and  symbols 
on  a  sign  should  fall  within  a  visual  cone  of  10  degrees  for  proper  viewing 
and  comprehension.  This  is  roughly  equivalent  to  the  width  of  the  hand  (4 
inches)  held  at  arms  length  in  line  with  the  center  of  the  road  (Ref.  2-3). 

After  the  driver  sees  the  sign,  he  must  understand  its  message  and 
determine  what  action  should  be  taken.  To  assist  the  driver  in  this  task,  the 
following  factors  should  be  considered: 

Comprehension  —  The  message  should  be  logical,  thus  minimizing 
misinterpretation  and  ambiguity. 

Emphasis  —  The  more  important  information  should  be  emphasized  by 
size,  location,  or  letter  type. 

Expectancy  —  The  legend  and  its  location  must  conform  to  the 
driver's  expectation. 

Uniformity  —  Similar  types  of  information  must  be  presented  in  a 
similar  manner  for  similar  decision  situations. 

Sign  Consistency  -  Similar  types  of  information  should  be  kept  in 
the  same  general  location  on  sign  panels. 

In  the  context  of  sign  application,  the  "85th  percentile  speed"  is  the 
critical  factor.  This  speed  factor  is  defined  as  "that  speed  below  which  85 
percent  of  all  vehicles  travel  and  above  which  15  percent  travel."  The  85th 
percentile  speed  is  nationally  recognized  and  accepted  as  the  basis  of  posting 
speed  limits  unless  there  is  a  combination  of  unusual  geometries,  high 
accident  conditions,  limited  sight  distance,  or  other  extenuating 
circumstances. 

The  procedure  for  determining  the  85th  percentile  speed  is  given  in  many 
engineering  texts  (for  example,  Ref.  2-4  and  2-5).  Some  of  the  key  aspects 
involved  in  this  procedure  include: 
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Methods  for  measuring  speeds  are  varied  and  have  inherent  advantages 
and  disadvantages.  Commonly  used  methods  include  the  radar  meter, 
20-pen  graphic  recorder,  and  enoscope  (Ref.  2-6) . 

The  speed  sample  should  be  taken  in  good  weather  during  off-peak 
hours  to  measure  relatively  free  moving  vehicles. 

The  desired  sample  size  is  at  least  100  vehicles.  In  rural  areas 
and  low  volume  roadways  this  may  be  difficult  to  achieve  in  a 
reasonable  time  period.  The  sample  size  may  be  lowered  accordingly 
in  these  cases.  Should  this  present  a  problem,  the  prevailing 
traffic  speeds  can  be  estimated  by  driving  the  route. 

A  sample  study  procedure  to  calculate  the  85th  percentile  and  average 
speeds  is  illustrated  in  Figure  2-4.

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PROCEDURE  8     Spot  Speed  Study 


Purpose 

Spot  speed  studies  are  used  to  determine  the  speed  distribution  of  a 
traffic  stream  at  a  spot  location. 

Application 

A  number  of  characteristics  are  commonly  determined  in  spot  speed 
studies.   They  include: 

Median,  Speed  (50th  percentile)  -  The  middle  value  in  a  speed 
distribution  pattern,  i.e.,  one-half  of  the  observed  values  are 
higher  than  the  median  and  one-half  are  lower. 

Modal  Speed  -  The  speed  (or  range  of  speeds)  at  which  the  greatest 
frequency  of  observations  occurs. 

85th  Percentile  Speed  -  The  speed  within  a  distribution  at  or  below 
which  85  percent  of  the  vehicles  travel  and  above  which  15  percent 
travel. 

Skewness  -  The  tendency  of  a  speed  distribution  to  favor  a 
particular  speed  range.  It  is  used  to  identify  the  overall  speed 
tendencies  of  a  speed  study  sample. 

Pace  "  The  10  mile  per  hour  range  in  speeds  containing  the  highest 
number  of  recorded  observations.  The  pace  is  used  in  identifying 
the  range  of  speeds  for  the  sample. 

Need  for  Spot  Speed  Study 

The  spot  speed  study  may  be  performed  because  of  information  from  (1)  the 
accident  procedures,  (2)  the  field  review,  (3)  complaints  made  by  citizens  or 
(4)  other  conditions  which  warrant  a  review  of  the  "safe  approach  or  travel 
speed"  of  the  traffic.  Typical  accident  patterns  and  possible  causes 
indicating  the  need  for  a  spot  speed  study  are  shown  in  Table  16: 


Use  of  Spot  Speed  Characteristics 
Spot  speed  studies  are  useful  for: 

Determining  and  justifying  the  need  for  countermeasures,  such 
as  the  posting  of  advisory  speed  indicators  at  curves.

Period  of  Data  Collection 

The  study  period  for  performing  a  spot  speed  study  is  dictated  by  the 
"time  of  day"  accident  patterns  at  the  site.  For  example,  if  a  pattern  of 
accidents  is  indicated  during  a  specific  time  period,  this  period  should  be 
used  for  performance  of  the  spot  speed  study. 

It  is  important  that  studies  be  performed  in  favorable  weather  and 
typical  traffic  conditions,  except  where  special  studies  dictate  the 
performance  of  a  study  under  special  conditions. 
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Sample  Size  Determination 

Prior  to  performing  a  spot  speed  study,  it  is  necessary  to  determine  the 
sample  size  required  to  depict  the  existing  conditions  accurately. 

The  minimum  sample  size  [1]  is  determined  by  the  following  formula: 

N  =  (SK/E)2 

Where: 

N  =  minimum  sample  size 

S  =  sample  standard  deviation  (mph  or  kph) 

K  =  constant  relating  to  the  desired  confidence  level 

E  =  permitted  error  in  the  speed  estimate  (mph  or  kph) 

If  the  standard  deviation,  S,  has  not  been  determined  prior  to  the  studv 
an  estimated  value  should  be  used.    Table  17  contains  sample  standard 
deviations,  classified  by  highway  area  and  type,  which  are  based  on  past 
research  and  experience  [1] .  p

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Generally,  a  confidence  level  of  95.0%  (K  =  1.96)  is  used  for  most 
traffic  engineering  purposes.  For  special  cases,  a  greater  confidence  level 
may  be  required.

The  permitted  error,  E,  generally  ranges  from  +  1.0  mph  (1.5  kph)  to  + 
5.00  mph  (8.0  kph).  The  selected  "permitted  error"  is  based  on  the  importance 
of  the  accuracy  of  the  results.  A  low  permitted  error  should  be  used  for 
safety  studies. 

A  general  rule-of-thumb  for  sample  size  determination  is  to  use  a  minimum 
sample  of  100  vehicles. 


Example 

A  spot  speed  study  is  to  be  performed  at  an  isolated  curve  to  determine 
driver  conformance  to  the  posted  speed  limit.  The  study  is  warranted  because 
a  pattern  of  run-off-road  accidents  has  been  identified.  The  minimum  sample 
size  was  computed  using  the  previously  defined  criteria: 

S  =  5.3  mph  (8.5  kph) 

K  =  1.96  (confidence  level  of  95.0  percent) 

E  =  +1.0  mph  (1.6  kph)

Performance  Guidelines 

To  depict  an  unbiased  and  accurate  estimate  of  spot  speed  data  at  a 
location,  several  general  rules  should  be  followed: 

1.  Equipment  should  be  concealed  from  the  approaching  driver, - 

2.  The  observer  or  the  data  recorder  should  be  as  inconspicuous  as 
possible; 
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3.  Onlookers  should  be  avoided; 

4.  An  adequate  sample  should  be  obtained; 

5.  The  lead  vehicle  in  a  queue  should  preferably  be  sampled  to  obtain  a 
more  representative  sample  of  free  flowing  vehicles; 

6.  Select  trucks  for  speed  observation  in  proportion  to  their  presence 
in  the  traffic  stream;  and 

7.  Avoid  sampling  a  large  proportion  of  high  and  low  speed  vehicles. 


Speed  Study  Techniques 

Four  principal  methods  of  data  collection  are  available  to  obtain  spot 
speed  data.   They  include: 

Doppler  Meter. 

Stop  watch  method. 

Electric  or  electronic  methods. 

Photographic  techniques. 

Primary  considerations  for  these  techniques  are  given  in  Table  18. 


Doppler  Meter 

Meters  based  on  the  Doppler  principle  [2,3,4]  utilize  reflected  electro- 
magnetic or  sound  waves  to  detect  vehicle  speeds.  Two  meter  types  are 
typically  used:  radar  and  sonic.  The  radar  meter  [2,3]  is  usually  operated 
by  trained  personnel  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer's  specifications  and 
procedures.  It  can  be  operated  from  a  mobile  battery  pack  or  plugged  into  a 
vehicle  power  source  (cigarette  lighter,  etc.).  Prior  to  recording  data,  a 
tuning  fork  is  used  to  calibrate  the  meter. 

In  operating  the  meter,  the  observer  is  situated  in  an  inconspicuous 
manner  on  the  side  of  the  road.  The  operator  directs  the  meter  at  the  desired 
vehicle,  attempting  to  keep  the  angle  between  the  vehicle's  direction  of 
travel  and  the  line  of  sight  of  the  meter  as  small  as  possible.  This  practice 
minimizes  the  error  in  the  meter  reading.  The  meter  displays  the  speed  of  the 
vehicle,  which  is  then  recorded  on  a  data  sheet.  This  process  is  continued 
until  the  minimum  sample  size  is  obtained. 

The  ultrasonic  meter  method  [3,4]  utilizes  an  overhead,  transmitter- 
receiver.  The  meter  is  directed  toward  approaching  traffic  and  records  the 
sound  wave  reflections.  In  many  cases  the  data  are  relayed  (via  telephone 
lines  or  other  transmission  equipment)  to  a  central  location,  where  they  are 
recorded  on  data  sheets. 

Advantages: 

1.  Set-up  and  operation  is  simple  for  radar  method. 

2.  Can  produce  reliable  results. 

3.  Equipment  has  high  service  life.

The  radar  meter  is  the  most  widely  used  method  of  obtaining  speed  data. 
It  is  appropriate  for  most  situations  because  of  its  low  cost,  ease  of  use, 
and  the  capability  to  obtain  a  large  sample  in  a  relatively  short  amount  of 
time.  Sonic  meters  are  infrequently  used  due  to  the  lack  of  available 
equipment. 


Stop  Watch  Method 

The  stop  watch  method  [2-7]  estimates  vehicle  speed  from  the  measured 
time  required  for  a  vehicle  to  travel  over  a  defined  distance.  In  this 
method,  a  measured  course  is  laid  out  at  the  study  location.  Recommended 
course  lengths  are  dependent  on  the  estimated  travel  speeds  along  the  roadway. 
Typical  course  lengths  are  given  in  Table  19. 

In  some  cases,  the  course  length  is  laid  out  in  lengths  such  as  100  feet, 
100  meters,  etc.  For  time  measurement  and  accuracy  purposes,  these  distances 
should  be  set,  so  that  the  minimum  time  to  traverse  the  course  will  not  be 
less  than  1.5  seconds.   A  2.0  -  2.5  second  target  value  is  preferred.

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Pavement  markings  or  identifiable  reference  points  are  used  to  define  the 
course  limits.  These  markings  or  points  should  be  easily  visible  by"  the 
observer  from  his  vantage  point. 

Techniques  available  to  assist  in  timing  vehicles  include: 

An  observer  method. 
The  use  of  an  enoscope. 
The  use  of  flashing  lights. 

In  the  observer  technique,  an  observer  is  positioned  midway  between  the 
reference  markings.  As  the  front  wheels  of  a  vehicle  cross  the  reference 
marks,  the  observer  actuates  a  stop  watch.  The  watch  is  stopped  the  instant 
the  vehicle  passes  the  second  reference  point.  The  stop  watch  reading  is  then 
recorded  on  a  data  sheet. 

Using  an  enoscope1,  the  observer  is  situated  at  one  end  of  the  course. 
The  enoscope,  placed  at  the  other  end,  provides  a  flash  of  light  as  the 
vehicle  passes  the  reference  point.  A  stop  watch  is  used  to  record  the 
elapsed  time.   The  stop  watch  reading  is  then  recorded  on  a  data  sheet. 

In  the  flashing  lights  technique,  a  detection  and  switch  device,  such  as 
pneumatic  road  tubing,  tapeswitches,  or  electrical  conduit  is  positioned  at 
one  end  of  the  course.  The  device  is  connected  to  a  set  of  flashing  lights. 
As  a  vehicle  passes  the  reference  point,  the  lights  are  actuated.  The 
observer  stationed  at  the  other  reference  point  measures  the  starting  and 
ending  times.   The  stop  watch  reading  is  then  recorded  onto  a  data  sheet. 

The  readings  obtained  by  these  techniques  are  recorded  onto  a  data  sheet 
similar  to  the  one  shown  in  the  Appendix. 

Advantages : 

1.  Requires  minimal  set-up  time. 

2.  Has  low  or  no  maintenance  costs. 

3.  Equipment  costs  can  be  low. 

4.  Operation  is  simple. 

Disadvantages : 

1.  May  result  in  timing  inaccuracies  due  to  inappropriate  vantage 
points. 

2.  Human  bias  may  affect  timing  of  vehicles. 

3.  Visibility  of  relay  or  recording  devices  along  the  roadside  may 
result  in  atypical  driving  patterns. 
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enoscope  is  an  L-shaped  box,  opened  at  both  ends,  with  a  mirror  set 
at  a  45  degree  angle  to  the  arms  of  the  device,  permitting  a  flash  of  light  to 
be  emitted  as  a  vehicle  passes  the  device. 
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The  stop  watch  methods  are  appropriate  for  most  situations.  Prior  to  the 
use  of  radar  meters,  such  methods  were  commonly  employed  for  spot  speed 
studies.  Where  equipment  resources  are  minimal,  these  methods  provide  a 
reliable  measurement  of  spot  speeds. 


Electric  and  Electronic  Methods 


The  electric  and  electronic  methods  [3,4,7-11]  utilize  detection  and 
relay  devices  such  as:  pneumatic  road  tubes,  tapeswitch,  magnetic  tapes, 
etc.,  positioned  within  the  roadway  and  interfaced  to  electric  or  electronic 
recording  devices.  In  most  of  these  methods,  vehicle  travel  times  over  a 
measured  course  are  used  to  define  the  spot  speed.  The  course  length  may  be 
as  short  as  6  to  15  feet,  depending  on  the  expected  travel  speeds.  The  course 
is  bounded  by  switch  devices  installed  on  the  roadway,  which  transmit  the 
vehicle  travel  times  to  a  recording  device  or  recording  meter  located  along 
the  side  of  the  road. 

Techniques  for  measuring  the  travel  time  include: 

Pen  graphic  recorder. 

Speed  watch. 

Electrically  operated  meter. 

Electronic  meter. 

Mobile  traffic  data  collection  system. 

Electronic  decade  meter. 

Magnetic  loop  detectors. 

The  pen  graphic  recorder  utilizes  either  pneumatic  road  tubes  or 
tapeswitches  positioned  at  the  beginning  and  end  points  of  the  travel  course. 
As  a  vehicle  passes  the  starting  point,  indicator  marks  are  automatically 
recorded  on  a  chart  (moving  at  a  constant  speed)  for  each  axle  on  the  vehicle. 
When  the  vehicle  passes  the  end  point,  another  set  of  indicator  marks  is 
generated  by  the  same  pen.  The  speed  of  the  vehicle  is  determined  by  the 
distance  between  the  two  sets  of  marks. 

In  the  speed  watch  method,  the  timing  of  a  vehicle  is  obtained 
automatically.2  The  speed  watch  is  connected  to  roadway  detection  and  switch 
devices  located  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  course.  As  a  vehicle  passes 
the  starting  point,  the  speed  watch  is  actuated.  The  watch  is  automatically 
stopped  as  the  vehicle  passes  the  end  point.  The  reading  on  the  speed  watch 
is  recorded  onto  a  data  sheet  by  an  observer  who  also  resets  the  device. 

The  electric  and  electronic  decade  meters  are  similar  to  the  speed  watch. 
Pneumatic  road  tubes  actuate  the  electric  meters  while  tape-switches  are  used 
in  relaying  information  to  the  electronic  decade  meter.  Calibrated  speed 
readings  are  recorded  from  these  devices. 


A  speed  watch  is  a  calibrated  timing  unit  operated  by  road  tube  or 
electrical  impulses. 
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Mobile  traffic  data  collection  systems  and  magnetic  loop  detectors  are 
similar  in  that,  both  are  able  to  obtain  speed  data  by  measuring  the  time  it 
takes  a  vehicle  to  pass  a  predefined  loop  length.  Such  information  is  relayed 
to  a  roadside  recording  device  where  it  is  recorded  on  magnetic  tape  or  on 
printed  or  punched  tape.  These  methods  can  also  be  used  to  obtain  other 
traffic  variables,  such  as:  volume,  space  headway,  and  time  headway. 

Advantages: 

1.  Reduced  human  error  and  bias. 

2.  Can  be  simple  to  operate. 

3.  Produces  reliable  measurements. 

4.  Collects  a  large  number  of  measurements  in  a  relatively  short 
amount  of  time. 

Disadvantages: 

1.  Detection  devices  located  on  the  roadway  may  influence  driver 
behavior. 

2.  Requires   frequent   calibration   of   devices   due   to   weather 
changes. 

3.  Equipment  costs  may  be  considerable. 

These  techniques  are  more  accurate  than  the  stop  watch  method.  The  lack 
of  equipment  usually  limits  their  use,  however.  Where  equipment  is  available, 
this  technique  is  appropriate  for  most  highway  locations. 


Photographic  Techniques 

Photographic  techniques  [12]  utilize  distance  and  time  relationships  to 
obtain  speed  information.  Means  of  performing  photographic  surveys  include 
time-lapse  and  continuous  film  photography.  Steps  for  these  techniques  are 
similar  to  those  described  in  Procedure  7  -  "Volume  Study".  Advantages, 
disadvantages,  and  limitations  are  also  similar.  This  technique  is  generally 
limited  to  use  where  other  traffic  variables  are  being  studied. 

Selection  of  Techniques 

In  selecting  techniques  for  performing  a  spot  speed  study,  it  is 
necessary  to  consider  the  management  concerns.  These  concerns  include: 
equipment,  time,  and  manpower  requirements,  the  data  collection  capabilities, 
and  the  accuracy  of  each  technique.  Table  20  displays  the  utility  of  each 
spot  speed  study  technique  as  a  function  of  these  management  concerns. 

General  guidelines  to  use  in  selecting  a  technique  are: 

1.  For  most  highway  safety  applications,  the  use  of  a  radar  meter  is 
preferred.  Costs  of  a  radar  meter  ($500  -  $1500)  can  be  moderately 
higher  than  some  of  the  other  techniques.  The  flexibility,  ease  of 
use,  and  overall  efficiency  of  the  radar  meter  make  it  a  desirable 
technique. 
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2.  Where  radar  equipment  is  unavailable,  stop  watch  methods  are 
acceptable. 

3.  If  greater  accuracy  is  desired,  the  electric  or  electronic  methods 
are  required.  Where  available,  magnetic  loop  detectors  produce 
highly  reliable  results. 

4.  Photographic  techniques  are  discouraged  except  where  other  traffic 
variables  are  to  be  measured. 


Findings 

The  tabulation  and  output  of  the  spot  speed  data  are  usually  presented  on 
data  sheets  as  shown  in  the  Appendix. 

In  the  stop  watch  methods,  several  of  the  electric  and  electronic 
methods,  and  photographic  techniques,  the  data  obtained  are  typically  in  the 
form  of  the  travel  time  data  required  to  pass  over  a  defined  course  length. 
In  this  form,  the  data  must  be  transformed  into  speed  information  by  dividing 
the  recorded  travel  time  into  the  course  length. 

Use  of  Findings 

In  cases  where  high  travel  speeds  are  noted  as  a  "possible  accident 
cause",  the  speed  characteristics  are  directly  compared  to  the  speed  limits 
and  conditions  at  the  study  site.  Where  travel  speeds  are  determined  to  be 
higher  than  is  reasonably  safe  for  field  conditions,  a  reduction  in  travel 
speeds,  a  change  in  geometries  or  field  conditions,  or  advance  warning  of 
vulnerable  conditions  are  feasible  alternatives.  Where  insufficient  sight 
distance  exists,  the  sight  obstruction  may  be  removed,  or  approach  speeds 
reduced. 

Finally,  spot  speed  data  can  also  be  used  to  compare  the  effectiveness  of 
an  improvement  using  speed  as  a  measure  of  effectiveness  in  a  before/after 
study.  Evaluation  studies  are  covered  in  detail  in  the  Evaluation  Component 
of  HSIP. 


Example 

The  following  example  is  for  a  spot  speed  study  conducted  with  the  stop 
watch  method  over  a  course  length  of  176  feet  (52.8  m)  .  From  the  data  shown 
in  Figure  18,  the  following  characteristics  were  calculated. 

Median  speed  -  (50th  percentile)  -  Obtained  by  manually  counting  the 
vehicle  groups  to  depict  the  speed  at  which  fifty  percent  (or  54  vehicle's)  of 
the  vehicles  travel  at  a  higher  rate.  In  this  case,  the  median  speed  is  37.5 
mph. 
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Figure  18.  Spot  speed  study  data-example, 
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Modal  Speed  -  Obtained  by  manually  counting  and  selecting  the  vehicle 
speed  group  with  the  greatest  number  of  observations.  In  this  case,  the  modal 
speed  would  be  40.0  mph  (25  observations). 

85th  percentile  speed  -  Obtained  by  manually  counting  the  vehicle  groups 
to  depict  the  speed  at  which  15  percent  (or  16  vehicles)  of  the  vehicles 
travel  at  or  higher.   In  this  case,  the  85th  percentile  speed  is  42.8  mph. 

Skewness  -  Obtained  by  dividing  2  (S93  -  S50)  by  (S93  -  S7).

A  skewness  of  1.0  indicates  symmetry  of  the  speeds  about  the  mean  speed. 
A  value  below  1.0  shows  skewness  towards  the  lower  speeds,  indicating  a 
greater  tendency  of  lower  travel  speeds  along  the  study  section.  A  higher 
value  indicates  higher  travel  speeds.  In  the  example  noted  above,  the 
distribution  shows  skewness  towards  the  higher  speed  ranges  which  indicates 
more  free  flowing  uncongested  conditions. 

Pace  -  Obtained  by  manually  counting  the  vehicles  in  each  speed  group  to 
represent  the  greatest  number  of  observations  within  a  10  mph  range.  In  the 
example,  the  pace  occurs  in  approximately  the  3  3-43  mph  range  with  84  of  108 
observations  in  this  range.  It  indicates  a  narrow  range  of  travel  speeds  by 
the  sample  traffic  which  is  a  favorable  safety  condition.  A  wide  range 
usually  indicates  more  hazardous  conditions,  caused  by  differences  in  travel 
speeds  between  vehicles. 

The  spot  speed  findings  can  be  obtained  using  a  graphical  approach  as 
shown  in  Figure  19.  This  plot  visually  displays  the  speed  distribution 
pattern  of  the  traffic.  On  one  axis,  the  range  of  spot  speeds  is  displayed. 
The  other  axis  records  the  cumulative  frequency  of  observations  within  the 
defined  speed  ranges.  The  key  spot  speed  characteristics  can  be  obtained 
from,  and  are  shown  on  the  graph.  The  data  reveal  a  narrow  distribution  of 
speeds  along  the  study  area. 

Another  speed  characteristic  often  used  by  traffic  engineers  is  speed 
variance.  The  variance  is  obtained  by  squaring  the  standard  deviation  of  the 
speeds.  For  optimum  safety  conditions,  the  variance  should  be  less  than  1.0. 
It  has  been  shown  by  several  researchers  that  accident  involvements  increase 
significantly  when  large  deviations  from  the  mean  speed  occur. 


PROCEDURE  9   Travel  Time  and  Delay  Study 

Travel  time  and  delay  studies  are  normally  grouped  into  two  areas: 

Link  studies. 
Intersection  studies. 
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Each  study  serves  a  unique  purpose  and  has  differing  criteria  regarding 
its  performance.   This  section  will  discuss  these  studies. 


-  Link  Studies 
Purpose 

Link  travel  time  and  delay  studies  are  used  to  obtain  data  on  the  amount 
of  time  it  takes  to  traverse  a  specified  section  of  roadway  and  the  amount, 
cause,  location,  duration,  and  frequency  of  delays  occurring  during  the  trip. 
Travel  time  and  delay  characteristics  are  indicators  of  the  level  of  service 
of  a  facility.  They  can  be  used  as  a  relative  measure  of  efficiency  of 
traffic  flow. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This  manual  is  written  as  a  practical  guide  to  realistic  speed  zoning  for 
those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  engineering  and  traffic  studies  as  conducted  by 
the  Montana  Department  of  Highways . 

Montana  law  provides  for  establishment  of  safe  and  reasonable  speed 
limits,  by  the  Highway  Commission,  for  all  Federal-Aid  highways  including 
those  portions  within  cities  or  urban  areas.  Speed  limits  are  to  be  based  on 
an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  and  are  applicable  for  special  zones 
or  sections  of  streets  or  highways,  where  the  general  statewide  statutory 
speed  limits  do  not  fit  the  road  and  traffic  conditions  (Sections  of  the  law 
re:  speed  zones  are  32-2144,  45,  46  and  47)  .  The  Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic 
Control  Devices,  as  adopted  by  the  Montana  Highway  Commission,  is  used  by 
Montana  as  a  standard  for  establishing  speed  zones,  placing  signs,  signals  and 
pavement  markings,  and  the  numerous  other  devices  needed  for  traffic  guidance 
and  controls. 

The  first  part  of  this  pamphlet  discusses  why  speed  limits  should  be 
reasonable  and  why  they  are  based  on  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation. 
The  last  part  tells  how  an  engineering  and  traffic  investigation  is  conducted. 


SPEED  ZONING  -  WHY? 

Fundamentals  of  Realistic  Speed  Zoning 

Most  citizens  will  behave  in  a  reasonable  manner  as  they  go  about  their 
daily  activities.  Many  of  our  laws  reflect  observations  of  the  way  reasonable 
people  behave  under  most  circumstances.  Traffic  regulations  are  also  based 
upon  the  observations  of  the  behavior  of  groups  of  reasonable  motorists  under 
various  conditions.  Generally  speaking,  traffic  laws  which  are  based  on  the 
behavior  of  reasonable  motorists  are  found  to  be  successful.  Laws  that 
arbitrarily  restrict  the  majority  of  drivers  encourage  wholesale  violations, 
lack  public  support  and  usually  fail  to  bring  about  desirable  changes  in 
driving  behavior.   This  is  especially  true  of  speed  zoning. 

Speed  zoning  is  based  upon  some  concepts  which  are  deeply  rooted  in  our 
american  system  of  government  and  law: 

1.  Driving  behavior  is  an  extension  of  our  social  attitude,  and  the 
majority  of  our  drivers  respond  in  a  safe  and  reasonable  manner  as 
demonstrated  by  their  good  driving  records. 

2.  The  careful  and  competent  actions  of  a  reasonable  person  should  be 
considered  legal. 

3.  Laws  are  established  for  the  protection  of  the  public  and  the 
regulation  of  unreasonable  behavior  of  an  individual. 
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4.  Laws  cannot  be  effectively  enforced  without  the  consent  and 
voluntary  compliance  of  the  public  majority. 

Public  acceptance  of  these  precepts  is  normally  instinctive.  However, 
the  same  public,  when  emotionally  aroused  in  a  specific  instance,  will 
invariably  reject  these  fundamentals  and  rely  instead  on  more  comfortable  and 
widely  held  misconceptions,  such  as: 

1.  Speed  limit  signs  will  slow  the  speed  of  traffic. 

2.  Speed  limit  signs  will  decrease  the  accident  rate  and  increase 
safety. 

3.  Raising  a  posted  speed  limit  will  cause  an  increase  in  the  speed  of 
traffic. 

4.  Any  posted  speed  limit  must  be  safer  than  an  unposted  speed  limit, 
regardless  of  traffic  and  roadway  conditions  prevailing. 

Before  and  after  studies  consistently  demonstrate  that  there  are  no 
significant  changes  in  traffic  speeds  following  the  posting  of  new  or  revised 
speed  limits.  Furthermore,  no  published  research  findings  have  established 
any  direct  relationship  between  posted  speed  limits  and  accident  frequency, 
although  short  term  reductions  have  resulted  from  saturation  enforcement 
efforts  directed  at  speed  and  other  traffic  law  violations. 

Police  agencies  necessarily  rely  on  reasonable  and  well  recognized  speed 
laws  to  control  the  unreasonable  violator  whose  behavior  is  clearly  out  of 
line  with  the  normal  flow  of  traffic. 


Why  Are  Realistic  Speed  Zones  Desirable? 

Realistic  speed  zones  are  of  importance  for  a  variety  of  reasons: 

1.  They  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  state  law  for  establishing 
prima  facie  speed  limits  on  public  streets  and  highways. 

2.  They  invite  public  compliance  by  conforming  to  the  behavior  of  the 
majority  and  by  giving  a  clear  reminder  to  non-conforming  violators. 

3.  They  offer  an  effective  enforcement  tool  to  the  police  by  clearly 
separating  the  occasional  violator  from  the  reasonable  majority. 

4.  They  tend  to  minimize  current  public  antagonism  toward  police 
enforcement  of  obviously  unreasonable  regulations. 

5.  They  inject  an  element  of  logic  and  reason  into  an  otherwise 
arbitrary  and  often  emotional  issue. 
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6.  They  correctly  serve  to  place  responsibility  for  justifying  so- 
called  "tolerances"  upon  those  administrative  agencies  that  grant 
them. 

7.  They  lend  credence  and  acceptability  to  the  widely  posted  admonition 
"Speed  Checked  by  Radar"  at  many  city  boundaries. 

>. 

Where  Are  Realistic  Speed  Zones  Applicable? 

Establishment  of  safe  and  realistic  speed  limits  for  certain  special 
zones  or  sections  of  street  or  highway,  where  the  general  state-wide  statutory 
speed  limits  do  not  fit  the  road  and  traffic  conditions,  is  often  necessary. 
Various  locations  at  which  speed  zoning  is  commonly  warranted  include: 

1.  Transitional  stretches  of  roadway,  from  rural  to  urban  conditions. 

2.  Unusual  roadway  conditions.  or  other  features  which  make  it 
advisable  to  establish  speed  limits  different  from  those  applicable 
under  general  laws.  Such  conditions  would  include  winding  sections 
of  roadway,  sharp  curvature,  steep  downgrades,  restricted  sight 
distance  or  view  obstructions,  restricted  lateral  clearance,  poor 
surface  conditions  and  other  dangerous  locations. 

3.  Intersection  approaches,  particularly  where  view  obstructions  exist. 

4.  Highways  and  streets  which  have  design  standards  considerably  higher 
or  lower  than  other  highways  in  the  state  or  community  involved. 
Such  examples  are  freeways,  expressways,  urban  extensions  of  primary 
state  highways,  major  streets  and  arterials. 

5.  Temporary  zoning  at  construction  sites. 

The  basic  intent  of  speed  zoning  is  to  influence  as  many  drivers  as 
possible  to  operate  at  or  near  the  same  speed  -  thus  reducing  conflicts 
created  by  wide  differentials  in  operating  speeds. 

What  Does  the  Law  Require? 

The  Montana  Vehicle  Code  reflects  the  sensible  viewpoint  that  speed 
zoning,  as  other  types  of  traffic  control,  is  based  on  traffic  conditions  and 
natural  driver  behavior  -  and  not  simply  upon  a  hasty  or  arbitrary  response  to 
a  traffic  event. 
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Basic  Speed  Law 

All  fifty  states  base  their  speed  regulations  on  the  Basic  Speed  Law: 

"No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  upon  a  highway  at  a  speed 
greater  than  is  reasonable  or  prudent  having  due  regard 
for  weather,  visibility,  the  traffic  on,  and  the  surface 
and  width  of,  the  highway,  and  in  no  event  at  a  speed 
which  endangers  the  safety  of  persons  or  property." 

This  law  recognizes  that  driving  conditions  vary  widely  from  time-to-time 
and  place-to-place.  No  set  of  fixed  driving  rules  will  adequately  serve  all 
conditions.  The  motorist  must  constantly  adjust  his  driving  behavior  to  fit 
the  conditions  he  meets.  He  must  learn  to  do  this  with  a  minimum  of 
assistance  from  the  police.  The  basic  speed  law  is  founded  on  the  belief  that 
most  motorists  are  able  to  modify  their  driving  behavior  properly,  as  long  as 
they  are  aware  of  the  conditions  around  them. 

Absolute  Speed  Limit 

Montana  has  speed  limits  above  which  it  is  always  illegal  to  drive, 
regardless  of  the  conditions.  This  type  of  speed  limit  allows  no  questions  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  driver  was  proceeding  at  a  safe  speed  when  he  exceeded 
the  speed  limit.  Advantages  of  absolute  speed  limits  are  their  clarity  of 
meaning,  and  the  comparative  ease  with  which  verdicts  can  be  reached. 

Intermediate  Speed  Limit 

Montana  law  permits  the  Highway  Commission  to  establish  speed  limits  on 
all  Federal-Aid  highways  or  extensions  thereof  in  all  municipalities  or  urban 
areas.  These  speed  limits  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  an  engineering 
and  traffic  investigation.  These  intermediate  speed  zones  are  the  subject  of 
this  manual. 


SPEED  ZONING  -  HOW? 

Engineering  and  Traffic  Investigation 

As  defined  in  the  Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices,  an 
engineering  and  traffic  investigation  should  include  consideration  of  the 
following  items: 

1.  Road  surface  characteristics,  shoulder  condition,  grade,  alignment 
and  sight  distance. 

2.  The  85th  percentile  speed  and  pace  speed. 

3.  Roadside  development  and  culture  and  roadside  friction. 
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4.  Safe  speed  for  curves  or  hazardous  locations  within  the  zone. 

5.  Parking  practices  and  pedestrian  activity. 

6.  Reported  accident  experience  for  a  recent  12-month  period. 

Key  Elements 

1.  Location:  On  a  small  scale  map  (city  plat  or  strip  map)  of  the 
street  to  be  surveyed,  select  enough  speed  check  sites  to  assure  a  good 
representation  of  differing  conditions  throughout  the  study  section. 
Normally,  in  urban  and  suburban  areas,  measurements  are  made  at  about  1,000 
foot  intervals,  or  at  points  where  traffic  and  roadway  characteristics  change. 

Care  is  taken  to  select  locations  sufficiently  removed  from  any  stop 
signs,  traffic  signals,  or  other  traffic  flow  interruptions  that  significantly 
affect  operating  speeds.  Mid-block  locations  generally  represent  typical  flow 
conditions  for  accurate  sampling. 

2.  Equipment:  Field  survey  equipment  consists  simply  of  speed  survey 
sheets  and  a  speed  measuring  device,  usually  a  radar  unit  in  an  unmarked  car. 
Other  tools  include  a  stop  watch,  a  ball-bank  indicator  for  establishing 
advisory  speeds  on  horizontal  curves,  a  measuring  wheel  for  determining  sight 
distances,  a  camera,  and  a  manual  counter  for  recording  pedestrian  movements 
and  density  of  roadside  development. 

3.  Personnel:  While  one  person  can  normally  accomplish  the  field 
survey  task,  it  is  desirable,  under  busy  urban  conditions,  to  assign  both  an 
observer  and  a  recorder  to  measure  prevailing  speeds  accurately  and  to 
inventory  roadway  and  roadside  conditions. 

4.  Time:  Speed  limits  are  established,  based  on  normal  road 
conditions,  to  advise  the  motorist  of  safe  speeds  during  free-flow  operations. 
Prevailing  speeds  for  zoning  purposes  are  therefore  measured  during  off-peak 
periods  when  traffic  conditions  are  closest  to  free  or  uninterrupted  flow.  On 
most  street  networks,  these  conditions  exist  throughout  most  of  the  daytime 
hours  except  for  the  morning  and  afternoon  commuter  hours.  It  is  sometimes 
desirable  for  comparative  purposes  to  measure  peak-hour  speeds.  If 
significant  congestion  occurs,  however,  the  characteristics  of  peak  traffic- 
flow  are  not  representative  of  normal  conditions  necessary  for  realistic  speed 
zoning . 

5-  Positioning  the  Speed  Measuring  Device:  The  observer  attempts  to 
locate  the  speed  measurement  device  as  inconspicuously  as  possible  so  as  not 
to  affect  the  normal  flow  of  traffic.  The  speed  gun  is  positioned  at  an  angle 
of  not  greater  than  15°  to  the  center line  of  the  roadway  and  about  three  feet 
above  the  surfacing  of  the  roadway.  In  this  position  the  speed  gun  will 
measure  speeds  in  either  direction  or  in  adjacent  lanes.  Speeds  and  direction 
are  recorded  by  appropriate  tallies  on  the  field  survey  sheet. 
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6-  Size  of  Sample:  Sample  sizes  are  frequently  related  to  traffic 
volumes  within  the  study  section.  This  type  of  study  is  satisfied  by  100 
properly  selected  observations,  assuring  accuracy  within  the  normal  capability 
of  the  measuring  device.  On  multi-lane  streets,  either  divided  or  undivided", 
separate  samples  should  be  recorded  for  each  direction  of  travel. 

7-  Observing  and  Measuring  Prevailing  Speeds:  The  data  collection 
phase  of  the  speed  survey  is  extremely  important  and  requires  considerable 
care  due  to  the  many  variables  involved  and  the  sources  of  possible  bias  in 
sampling.  For  this  reason  it  is  necessary  to  assign  a  trained  observer, 
capable  of  properly  selecting  vehicles  on  a  truly  random  basis.  Some  common 
errors  that  tend  to  introduce  bias,  and  the  procedures  for  eliminating  these 
errors  are: 

a.  Selecting  the  first  vehicle  in  a  platoon  of  traffic.  When 
traffic  is  constantly  platooned,  vehicles  are  selected  from  varying  positions 
in  the  platoons.  If  platoons  are  densely  packed,  it  may  mean  that  congestion 
has  been  reached  and  that  traffic  is  too  heavy  to  permit  a  good  survey. 

b.  Selecting  too  large  a  portion  of  trucks.  Obtain  about  the  same 
proportion  of  trucks  on  the  sample  as  exist  in  the  traffic  stream. 

c.  Selecting  too  large  a  proportion  of  higher  speed  vehicles. 
Untrained  observers  often  ignore  measuring  normal  speed  vehicles  to  "catch"  a 
high  speed  vehicle  to  find  the  fastest  one.  Results  will  be  biased  toward  the 
upper  speed  ranges. 

8.  Inventory  of  Road  Conditions:  The  speed  survey  form  provides  space 
for  information  about  existing  speed  zones,  prevailing  speeds,  location  of 
residents,  roadway  alignment,  traffic  volumes,  and  other  general  roadside 
physical  characteristics.  Visibility  restrictions  are  recorded  and 
deficiencies  corrected  to  assure  compatibility  with  the  prevailing  speeds. 
All  of  this  information  is  obtained  in  the  field. 

9-  Inventory  of  Accident  Records:  In  speed  surveys  where  numerous 
accidents  have  been  reported,  accidents  for  the  area  under  study  are 
researched.  A  detailed  accident  analysis  is  made,  including  a  collision 
diagram  for  the  route  or  intersections,  as  necessary.  Adequate  consideration 
may  then  be  given  to  other  corrective  measures,  the  degree  of  enforcement 
emphasis  needed,  and  the  general  applicability  of  any  posted  speed  limit  at 
all. 

10.  Analyzing  Speed  Survey  Field  Data:  Two  characteristics  developed 
from  the  prevailing  speed  data  are  of  primary  importance  in  the  selection  of  a 
reasonable  limit: 

a.  Critical  (85th  percentile)  Speed  -  This  is  the  speed  at  or 
below  which  85%  of  the  traffic  is  moving.  The  critical  speed  can  be 
determined  directly  from  the  field  sheet  by  counting  from  the  top  speed  the 
number  of  vehicles  equaling  15%  of  the  total  number  of  vehicles  observed.   If 
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for  example  100  vehicles  were  observed,  15%  (or  15  vehicles)  were  traveling  at 
40  m.p.h.  or  more,  then  the  85th  percentile  would  be  40  m.p.h. 

The  85th  percentile  speed  is  usually  within  two  miles  per  hour 
of  the  upper  limit  of  the  pace.  This  can  be  compared  on  the  cumulative  speed 
distribution  curve,  which  presents  a  measure  of  the  validity  of  the  field  data 
or  the  presence  of  an  abnormal  bias. 

b.  Pace  -  The  pace  is  the  10  m.p.h.  range  of  speeds  containing  the 
largest  number  of  observations.  This  can  usually  be  determined  by  visual 
inspection  of  the  vehicle  speed  data  sheet.  After  determining  the  pace,  it  is 
useful  to  compute  the  percentage  of  vehicles  in  the  pace,  the  percentage  over 
the  pace,  and  the  percentage  under  the  pace.  A  normal  speed  distribution  will 
contain  approximately  70%  of  the  sample  within  the  pace  with  15%  above  and  15% 
below. 

11 •  Selecting  the  proper  Speed  Limit:  Experience  has  shown  that  the 
85th  percentile  speed  is  the  one  characteristic  of  traffic  speeds  most  nearly 
conforming  to  a  safe  and  reasonable  limit.  Speed  limits  set  higher  than  the 
critical  speed  will  make  very  few  additional  drivers  "legal"  for  each  5  m.p.h. 
increment  of  speed  increased.  Speed  limits  set  lower  than  the  critical  speed 
will  make  a  large  number  of  reasonable  drivers  "illegal"  for  each  5  m.p.h. 
increment  speed  is  reduced.  This  can  be  easily  demonstrated  by  development  of 
a  cumulative  speed  curve.  As  the  name  implies,  the  cumulative  speed  or  (S) 
curve  is  a  representation  of  cumulative  speeds  on  a  percentage  basis.  For 
example,  if  in  the  example  used  above,  the  speed  limit  were  increased  5  m.p.h. 
to  45  m.p.h.  from  the  40  m.p.h.,  the  85th  percentile  speed  would  "legalize"  an 
additional  8%  of  the  sample  traffic,  while  a  decrease  of  5  m.p.h.  to  35  m.p.h. 
would  make  "violators"  of  an  additional  21%  of  the  sampled  traffic. 

For  practical  purposes,  the  5  m.p.h.  increment  at  or  immediately  below 
the  85th  percentile  (or  the  upper  limit  of  the  pace)  is  the  numerical  value 
properly  selected  for  posting  a  realistic  and  enforceable  speed  limit. 

12.  Final  Consideration:  As  a  final  aid  to  establishing  realistic  speed 
zones,  the  following  practical  considerations  are  kept  in  mind: 

a.  Intermediate  speed  limits  are  applicable  to  through  routes 
having  positive  intersection  controls,  good  signing,  striping  and  markings  to 
accommodate  appreciable  volumes  of  traffic  from  beyond  the  immediate 
neighborhood. 

b.  Unusually  short  zones  of  less  than  1,000  feet  in  length  are 
avoided  whenever  possible. 

c.  Speed  zone  changes  are  coordinated  with  visible  changes  in 
roadway  conditions  or  roadside  developments. 

d.  Successive  5  m.p.h.  speed  zone  changes  are  avoided  by  properly 
selecting  longer  speed  zones  in  10  m.p.h.  increments.

e.    Speed  zoning  is  coordinated  with  adjacent  jurisdictions  tc 
assure  compatibility. 


An  after-study  of  operating  speeds  in  a  newly  established  speed  zone  is 
made  to  verify  appropriateness,  relative  effectiveness  and  general  acceptance 
by  the  motoring  public. 
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HOW     FAST   ? 


A  SHORT  COURSE  IN  SPEED  ZONES  AND 
TRAFFIC  FROM  THE  MONTANA  DEPARTMENT  OF  HIGHWAYS 

(excerpted  from  brochure) 
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HOW    FAST? 

How  fast?  We  answer  that  question  each  time  we  get  behind  the  wheel  and 
go  about  our  business.  Our  answer  depends  on  many  things  -  road  conditions, 
traffic,  the  weather,  roadside  activity  -  and  the  speed  we  choose  takes  all 
these  things  into  account. 

This  concept  -  speed  based  on  conditions  -  is  basic  to  the  process  of 
setting  speed  limits  in  all  50  states.  It  recognizes  most  drivers  will  drive 
at  a  reasonable  and  safe  speed,  but  also  recognizes  attempting  to  slow  down 
traffic  by  setting  restrictive  speed  limits  just  doesn't  work. 

"Unnecessary  or  unrealistic  speed  zones  make  conditions 
worse  by  restricting  traffic  and  creating  new  conflicts 
for  motorists.  Changing  the  speed  limit  does  not 
necessarily  change  the  speed  of  traffic  -  nor  does  it 
affect  safety." 


Traffic  engineers  think  of  traffic  speeds  in  terms  of  pace.  When  most 
vehicles  are  traveling  at  about  the  same  pace,  the  change  of  collisions  is 
greatly  reduced. 

To  determine  this  pace,  radar  is  used  to  measure  the  speed  of  vehicles 
traveling  in  both  directions  and  engineers  calculate  the  speed  most  drivers 
are  driving.  The  greater  the  percentage  of  vehicles  in  the  pace,  the  fewer 
conflicts  the  driver  has  to  deal  with  and  the  safer  the  roadway. 

In  addition  to  radar  measurements  of  traffic  speeds,  several  other 
factors  must  be  considered  in  the  "traffic  and  engineering  study"  required  by 
law  before  speed  limits  can  be  set  or  changed: 

road  surface  and  condition; 

curves  and  hazards; 

roadside   development,   such  as  business  and  advertising   signs- 
sometimes  called  roadside  friction; 

parking  and  pedestrian  activity; 

accident  records. 

Since  motorists  take  most  of  these  things  into  account  when  determining 
their  speed,  the  best  measurement  for  speed  zone  setting  is  still  the  speed 
most  drivers  are  driving  -  what  engineers  call  the  eighty-fifth  percentile 
speed.  From  this  information,  we  can  plan  a  series  of  speed  zone  signs  that 
make  sense  for  the  area. 
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What  about  school  crossings?  One  good  solution  to  school  crossing  safety 
concerns  is  a  safety  patrol  or  crossing  guard.  Trained  workers  or  volunteers 
use  signs  to  slow  or  stop  traffic  for  pedestrians  and  help  teach  children  good 
habits  so  they  recognize  the  best  time  to  cross.  Safety  patrols  can  have  a 
real  impact  on  school  or  pedestrian  safety  -  much  more  than  an  artificially 
set  speed  limit  or  traffic  control  signs. 

Traffic  engineers  can  also  improve  safety  in  school  areas  by  working  with 
school  officials  and  parents  to  change  dangerous  parking  habits  and  identify 
crosswalks.   Often  people  don't  realize  the  danger  of  their  driving  habits 
but  cooperation  between  officials,  parents  and  traffic  engineers  can  improve 
traffic  and  pedestrian  safety. 
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Q.    Don't  speed  limit  signs  slow  traffic? 

A-  No.  Signs  are  just  one  of  many  factors  drivers  consider  when  setting 
their  speed.  Before  and  after  studies  in  many  Montana  communities,  and 
across  the  country,  show  that  simply  lowering  the  speed  limit  does  not 
slow  traffic. 


Q.   Won't  raising  the  speed  limit  cause  an  increase  in  the  speed  of  traffic? 

A.   No.   Time  and  again,  studies  show  speed  limit  signs  have  little  or  no 
effect  on  the  speed  of  traffic. 


Q    What  if  officials  just  lower  the  speed  limits,  despite  the  results  of  the 
speed  study?  Won't  this  make  for  a  safer  street  or  highway? 

A.   No.   First,  no  significant  change  in  speed  will  take  place. . 

Then,  if  local  officials  decide  to  enforce  the  lower  limit,  a  speed  trap 
is  created.   Now,  most  drivers  are  law  breakers. 

Some  drivers  -  a  few  at  least  -  will  slow  down  and  attempt  to  drive  at 
the  artificially  set  speed.  Now  the  other  drivers  have  an  additional 
obstacle  -  a  slow-moving  vehicle.  This  forces  the  driver  to  spend  more 
time  watching  the  vehicles  ahead  or  behind,  diverting  attention  from  the 
important  business  of  watching  the  road. 

What's  more,  as  soon  as  visible  enforcement  -  police  or  patrolman  -  is 
gone,  speed  increases.  Artificially  low  speed  limits  only  reduce  driver 
compliance  and  can  cause  a  more  hazardous  situation. 


Public  safety  is  central  to  the  role  of  the  Department  of  Highways. 
Through  engineering  and  education,  we  strive  to  make  Montana's  roads  safe  for 
our  residents  and  for  those  who  visit  our  state.  Well-thought-out  and 
consistent  traffic  control  is  essential  to  that  effort,  and  it's  the  reason  we 
seek  your  support  for  properly  set  speed  limits  and  speed  zones.

Attached  is  the  computer  accident  analysis  for  the  following  project  as 
requested  by  your  memorandum  of  March  17,  1987. 

FAP-17  milepost  11.0  to  13.03. 

The  accident  information  is  for  the  time  period  of  January  1,  1979  through 
December  31,  1986. 

The  statewide  average  accident  rate  for  primary  routes  is  2.13  with  a  high 
average  of  3.72.  The  statewide  average  severity  rate  for  primary  routes  is 
1.51  with  a  high  average  of  1,76. 

The  following  portions  of  the  accident  analysis  printout  have  been  reviewed  by 
this  section.  Analysis  Codes  I  and  II,  Junction  Related,  Roadway  Related, 
First  Harmful  Event,  First  Object  Hit,  Weather  Condition,  Road  Condition, 
Light  Condition  and  Body  Type. 

As  you  will  note  on  the  computer  printout,  six  of  the  seven  accidents  that 
occurred  at  this  location  were  overturning  type  accidents.  This  is 
considerably  higher  than  the  statewide  primary  average  of  24%  for  this  type  of 
accident.  None  of  the  remaining  accident  details  that  we  have  reviewed  seem 
to  vary  significantly  from  the  average  occurrence.

INTRODUCTION 

Pursuant  to   Par.   9,    Sec,    2,    Chap.   8,   Volume   6  of  the   Federal-aid 
Highway  Program  Manual,   this  topics  evaluation  report   is  submitted. 

Topics  planning  reports  were   prepared   using  HPR  moneys   for  all  cities 
in  Montana  with   a  population  of  5,000  or  more.     These   planning  reports   are 
the  basis  upon  which   spot  improvement  or  topics  type  projects   are  programmed 
For  many  of  the   smaller  cities,   the  topics  report  is  the  only  documentation 
for  transportation  planning  purposes.     Urban  funds   are  now  being  used   for 
projects  that  were   recommended   in  the  topics  planning  reports   since 
topics   funding  has  been  discontinued. 

PROGRAM  EVALUATION 

The  objective  of  the  topics  program  is  to  improve  the  safety  and 
efficiency  of  a  city's  street  network  through  the  application  of  well 
established  traffic  engineering  techniques  which  have  proven  successful 
in  the  past . 

The  applications  of  these  traffic  engineering  techniques  requires 
engineering  expertise.   At  the  time  of  the  inception  of  the  topics 
program  in  1968,  only  one  city  in  Montana  had  a  traffic  engineer  on  its 
Staff,   Now,  four  cities  have  traffic  engineers  and  several  of  the 
smaller  cities  have  hired  consulting  engineers  on  a  retainer  basis. 


The  Montana  Department  of  Highways  has  hired  five  engineers,  trained  them 
in  traffic  engineering  principles,  and  placed  them  in  the  five  field  divisions 
which  have  the  larger  cities. 

In  order  to  Liu-iure  thnt  the  expmided  hrnlTIn  engineering  exporliae  la 
applied  to  those  aotivttes  that  will  provide  the  maximum  increase  in  efficiency 
of  urban  streets,  the  Department  of  Highways  has  worked  closely  with  the 
thirteen  urban  areas.  For  each  urban  area,  the  State  and  the  city  worked 
out  an  arrangement  of  available  talent  that  could  work  on  traffic  engineering 
problems  and  evaluations.  Four  cities,  Billings,  Great  Falls,  Missoula, 
and  Helena,  have  professional  traffic  engineers  in  their  city  staffs.  Each 
of  these  engineers  is  a  member  of  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee.  Three 
cities,  Bozeman,  Havre,  and  Kalispell,  have  professional  civil  engineers 
on  the  city  staff.   Consulting  engineering  firms  are  providing  traffic 
engineering  services  to  Anaconda,  Bozeman,  Butte,  Glendive,  Lewistown,  and 
Miles  City  on  a  retainer  basis.  The  five  division  traffic  engineers  of  the 
Department  of  Highways  provide  their  services  to  cities  when  requested.  The 
thirteen  cities  and  the  State  have  worked  out  individual  arrangements  to 
apply  the  available  talent  to  local  traffic  engineering  problems.  The 
Program  for  Providing  On-Going  Traffic  Engineering  Service  for  the  City  of 
Anaconda  Is  a  typical  example  and  is  included  in  the  appendix  of  this  report, 

With  this  greatly  expanded  expertise  in  traffic  engineering,  the 
State  and  many  Montana  cities  have  installed  traffic  control  devices  that 
are  in  90$  or  greater  conformance  with  the  MUTCD.  The  safety  and 
operational  efficiency  of  the  transportation  networks  of  the  cities  is 
thereby  Improved  although  the  contribution  of  low  cost  Improvements  such 
as  signs,  markings  and  traffic  signals  to  the  safety  and  efficiency  of 
the  system  is  difficult  to  determine.  Efforts  to  measure  this  increase  in 
safety  and  efficiency  and  the  resulting  cost  effectiveness  of  projects 


should  be  expanded . 

In  order  to   insure   that  limited  Federal   and  State  highway  funds  will 
be   available   for  Topics-type  projects  two  cities,   Billings  and  Great  Falls 
have  committed   a  certain  percentage  of  these   allocated   funds  to  these 
Topics-type   improvements.     By  this  method   the  local  officials  will 
prevent  the  depletion  of  all  their  highway  funds  by  a  major  project  taking 
several  years  of  allocated   funds. 

In    the  last   fiscal  year  eight   topics  type  projects  were  completed 
and   put   Into  operation   as   shown  by  Table   I.      At  the   end  of  the   fiscal  year 
there  wr-re   seven   topics    type   projects  under  contract   and   construction,    as 
Listed    In  Table    1].      These   projects,    as  well   as   the   projects  completed, 
were  well  distributed   among  the  various  cities  of  the  State.      In  addition, 
there  has  been    five   Topics-type   projects   funded  with  local   funds. 

At  this    lime  there   are   also   57  projects  that  have  been  programmed   and 
are    In   the  design  stage   that  have  been  developed  primarily  from  topics 
planning  reports.

EVALUATION  OF  COMPLETED  PROJECTS 

Evaluation  of  completed  projects  is  made  to  determine  if  the  benefits 
predicted  for  the  project  at  its  inception  have  proved  valid.  Projects 
can  be  evaluated  on  t.he  basio  of  cost/benefit,  cost  effectivenss,  reduction 
in  accidents,  improvement  in  operating  measures  such  as  speed,  capacity  or 
delay.  The  evaluation  of  a  project  is  based  on  operating  conditions  on 
the  site  of  the  project  before  improvement,  as  compared  to  conditions 
existing  following  completion  of  the  project.  Accident  histories,  the 
ususal  criteria  to  evaluate  safety  improvements,  require  time  periods 
measured  in  years  because  of  the  rare  occurrence  at  a  particular  location. 
The  improvement  in  capacity  can  be  calculated  even  before  the  project  is 
built.  Delay  can  also  be  estimated  with  reasonable  accuracy  for  a  planned 
project.

Arthur  Avenue  J  a  a  north-south  street  which  provides  access  to  the 
campus  of  the  University  of  Montana  and  its  surrounding  residential  area. 
Traffic  volumes  on  this  street  vary  from  4000  to  9000  A.D.T.  Two  of 
the  cross  streets,  Sixth  Avenue  South  and  Beckwith,  have  traffic  volumes 
which  warrant  signalization. 

Three  intersections  of  Arthur  Avenue  were  improved  as  part  of  the 
first  TOPICS  Projects  constructed  in  Missoula.  The  contract  cost  of  these 
three  projects  wan  $47,000. 

The  intersection  of  Arthur  Avenue  and  Sixth  Street  South  was  exper- 
iencing a  high  number  of  angle  type  collision  accidents.  In  1970  flashing 
beacons,  illumination  and  traffic  control  devices  were  Installed  at  this 
intersection  under  a  State  funded  project.  These  improvements  did  not 
significantly  improve  the  accident  situation.  A  project  to  install 
traffic  signals  was  let  to  contract  in  1972  and  the  construction  completed 
by  June  27,  1973.   in  the  two  years  following  the  installation  the  accident 
rate  has  shown  a  significant  reduction.   In  the  two  years  before  the 
signal   Installation  there  were  9  accidents  that  occurred  at  this  intersection, 
while  in  the  year  and  a  half  following  the  installation  only  2  accidents 
occurred . 

A  fixed  time,  single,  four-way  traffic  signal  had  been  installed  over 
the  intersection  of  Arthur  and  University.  University  is  an  east  west 
street  with  the  east  leg  being  closed  to  vehicular  traffic.  The  traffic 
signal  had  been  installed  for  the  benefit  of  pedestrians  wishing  to  cross 
Arthur  to  and  from  the  University  of  Montana.  Neither  the  volume  of 
pedestrians  nor  vehicles  was  sufficient  to  warrant  continued  use  of  the 


traffic  signal.  Unnecessary  delay  was  experienced  by  vehicular  traffic 
on  both  Arthur  and  the  west  approach  of  University  as  well  as  to  all 
pprir.'i  I",  ri  ana  .   Ad  agmement  was  worked  nut  with  hhn  cl  l,y  l,o  rvvine    the 
signal  to  a  flashing  beacon  with  red  indications  for  University  and  amber 
indications  on  Arthur.  In  the  year  and  a  half  following  the  installation 
of  the  flashing  beacon  there  has  been  no  reported  accidents  occurring  at 
bhis  intersection  as  contrasted  to  the  two  years  before  installation  in 
which  four  accidents  occurred.   None  of  these  accidents  involved  pedestrians 

Beckwith  Avenue  is  the  main  street  for  access  vehicular  traffic  onto 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  Montana.  The  volume  of  traffic  using 
Beckwith  was  great  enough  to  warrant  traffic  signals.  Both  approaches 
of  Beckwith  were  controlled  by  stop  signs  and  during  peak  hours  long 
delays  were  experienced  by  Beckwith  traffic.  The  TOPICS  Project  to 
Install  traffic  signals  at  this  intersection  also  provided  parking  restric- 
tions to  provide  two  lanes  for  all  approaches  and  curb  return  radius 
were  increased  to  facilitate  right  turns. 

The  operation  of  this  intersection  Improved  because  of  this  project 
with  overall  delay  being  reduced  and  redistributed  to  all  approaches. 
The  accident  history  showed  Improvement  following  the  installation  of  the 
signals.   In  the  year  and  one  half  after   installation  4  accidents 
occurred,  while  in  the  two  years  before  installation,  7  accidents  were 
experienced .

Section  Annual  Report  1975 

In  response  to  your  memo  of  July  7,  1975  the  following  is  submitted  as  our 
annual  topics  evaluation  for  1975. 

The  intersection  of  Central  Avenue  West  and  6th  Street  was  completed  in  March, 
1974.  Under  this  contract,  new  actuated  traffic  signals  were  installed  and 
parking  removed  from  each  approach  to  provide  more  room  for  additional  traffic 
lanes.  A  leading  green  arrow  was  installed  for  left  turning  traffic  from 
Central  Avenue  West  onto  6th  Street  S.W.  These  improvements  have  decreased 
delay  time  and  increased  the  capacity  at  this  intersection.  The  major 
improvement  at  this  location  is  the  increased  safety  as  reflected  in  the 
accident  rates.  Prior  to  construction  there  were  51  accidents  in  a  three 
year  period,  or  about  17  accidents  per  year,  for  an  accident  rate  of  2.52 
accidents  per  million  entering  vehicles.  For  the  17  months  following  completion 
of  the  project,  the  intersection  experienced  17  accidents,  for  an  accident 
rate  of  1.75  accidents  per  million  entering  vehicles.  The  number  of  injuries 
has  fallen  from  2.3  per  year  to  only  one  during  the  17  month  period  after 
construction. 

The  intersections  of  Park  Drive  at  First  Avenue  North  and  Central  Avenue  were 
completed  in  January,  1974  at  a  cost  of  $154,200.00.  Under  this  project,  both 
intersections  received  new  actuated  traffic  signals  and  additional  traffic 
lanes  by  widening  of  Park  Drive.  The  installation  of  double  left  turn  bays 
from  Park  Drive  onto  First  Avenue  North  and  Central  Avenue  has  provided 
adequate  capacity  for  the  large  turning  movements  at  these  intersections. 
Overall  travel  time  for  vehicles  entering  and  leaving  the  Central  Business 
District  by  Park  Drive  has  been  reduced. 

At  Central  Avenue  and  Park  Drive  the  overall  accident  rate  in  a  three  year 
before  period  was  2.97  accidents  per  million  entering  vehicles.  For  the  19 
month  period  following  completion  of  the  project  the  intersection  experienced 
17  accidents,  with  only  1  injury  for  an  overall  accident  rate  of  2.76  accidents 
per  million  entering  vehicles.  Forty-seven  percent  of  the  accidents  in  the 
after  period  were  rear  end  collisions. 

At  the  intersection  of  Park  Drive  and  First  Avenue  North,  the  overall  accident 
rate  in  a  three  year  before  period  was  2.39  accidents  per  million  entering 
vehicles.  Due  to  a  large  number  of  rear  end  collisions,  the  overall  accident 
rate  during  the  19  months  following  completion  of  the  project  increased  slightly 
to  2.88  accidents  per  million  entering  vehicles.  However,  when  one  examines 
the  severity  rate,  it  is  found  that  there  were  7  injuries  for  an  accident 
injury  rate  of  3.75  injury  accidents  per  10  million  entering  vehicles  in  the 
before  period.  During  the  19  month  after  period  there  has  been  no  injury 
accidents,  for  an  accident  rate  of  0  injury  accidents  per  10  million  entering 
vehicles.

M-5112(2)  &  M-7111(l)   MONTANA  AVENUE  -  FIRST  AVENUE  NORTH  COUPLET 


Those  projects  utilized  revisions  to  geometries,  signals,  signing 
and  striping  to  implement  a  one-way  couplet  from  Division  Street  to  18th  Street. 
As  can  be  seen  in  Figure  1,  Montana  Avenue  and  1st  Avenue  North  run  parallel 
through  the  CBD.   Figure  1  illustrates  the  one-way  grid  system  now  in  operation 
in  Billings.   The  jrid  system  was  completed  in  conjunction  with  these  projects. 

Prior  to  construction,,  Montana  Avenue  was  a  two-way,  two-lane,  minor 
arterial  which  operated  inefficiently  due  to  the  influence  of  train  crossings 
and  loading  dock  activities.  Train  movements  blocked  turns  from  Montana  South, 
and  at  time  all  traffic  movements  were  stopped  on  Montana  when  29th,  28th  and 
27th  Street  traffic  backed  up  North.   Engress  and  Egress  at  the  loading  docks 
just  West  of  29th,  blocked  all  but  one  lane  on  Montana  through  the  duration  of 
their  activity. 

Project  preparations  included  an  agreement  with  the  railroad  to  realign 
the  loading  docks  and  refine  their  truck  parking  procedures.  Montana  Avenue  is 
now  a  three  lane,  one-way  arterial  which  allows  at  least  two  free  lanes  at  aJl 
times  for  traffic  movement.   Signal  revisions  provide  a  railroad  pre-empt  phase 
that  clears  vehicles  on  the  tracks,  prohibits  turning  movements  off  Montana 
to  the  South,  and  gives  a  flashing  amber  indication  to  Eastbound  traffic. 
Although  data  necessary  to  compute  the  present  level  of  service  (L.O.S.)  is  not 
available  at  t-i-is  time,  cursory  observations  would  indicate  a  L.O.S.-B  at  peak 
hours  despite  a  significant  increase  in  traffic  at  all  Montana  Avenue  Intersections, 

As  illustrated  in  Table  1,  Average  travel  speeds  through  downtown 
East  -  West  streets  were  compiled  before  and  after  conversion  to  a  one-way  system. 
A  50  percent  increase  in  travel  speed  on  Montana  Avenue  was  recorded  and  a  53 
percent  increase  on  1st  Avenue  North.   These  travel  speeds  evidenced  the  reduction 
in  time  of  crosstewn  trips,  for  which  there  is  significant  demand.

Recently  the  City  -  County  Planning  Board  distributed  a  draft  studv  on 
Volume  Capacities  for  intersections  in  the  Urban  Area.  These  capacities  vcre  computed 
on  1973  data.   The  capacity  calculations  were  taken  from  Traffic  Engineer!;-'"  by 
Louis  J.  Pignataro  and  compiled  as  an  overall  intersection  L.O.S.  The  draft  study 
provides. an  excellent  format  for  a  before  and  after  comparison,   since  traffic 
opnratlnn*  are  sti.U  in  a  period  of  transition,  it  was  felt  that  extensive  counts 
at  every  interbwclioii  would  not  remai..  valid  as  minor  operationl  adjustments  ars

to  be  made.  The  intersection  of  1st  Avenue  North  and  27th  Street  was  scrutinized 
since  it  had  a  prior  Level  of  Service  "E".   Table  2  indicates  the  volume  capacity- 
changes  resulting  from  the  one-way  system.  As  can  be  seen,  the  L.O.S.  has  been 
improved  slightly  and  further  improvements  will  result  when  27th  Street  is 
incorporated  in  the  one-way  system.

Since  the  accident  time  base  is  not  sufficient  enough  for  an  after 
comparison,  safety  benefits  cannot  be  computed  at  this  time.   It  should  be  noted 
t-hat  the  intersection  of  Division  and  1st  Avenue  North  had  experienced  a  high 
accident  rate  prior  to  conversion  that  has  sinco  dropped  drastically. 

Operational  problems  noted  detil  mainly  with  lane  usage  ind  CBD 
circulation.  The  entire  grid  system  of  one-ways  changed  drivers  habit  patterns 
and  motorists  cling  to  outside  lanes  unnecessarily,  which  results  in  lane  load- 
ing at  off  peak  hours.  The  two  remaining  two-wsy  streets  (27th  and  28th)  attract 
more  traffic  than  3xpected,  probably  due  to  motorist  familiarity  with  their 
operation.  The  traffic  load  on  these  streets  creates  frequent  backups  during 
peak  hours.   These  problems  are  expected  to  he   reduced  after  motorists  accept 
the  change  and  create  new  habits.   Circulation  problems  will  be  relieved  by 
additional  parking  spaces  provided  by  future  parking  structures. 


T  -  9010(19)  DIVISION  TO  31st,  6th  AVENUE  NORTH  TO  1st  AVENUE  NORTH 


Thi"3  project  involved  signals  and  signing  to  incorporate  this  area 

into  the  downtown  on**- ,.'?»y  grid  system  and  to  improve  the  traffic  flow.  Quantitative 

analysis  is  no!-,  possible  at  present  due  to  the  short  period  of  time  the  one-way 
streets  have  been  in  operation. 

Subjective  observations  indicate?  that  these  streets  provide  Level 
of  Service  "A"  ac  all  hours  of  the  day  as  was  experienced  in  the  past.   Bide 
street  delay  has  been  reduced  at  3rd  Avenue  North  and  32nd  with  the  installation 
of  a  fixed  time  signal. 

Future  accident  analysis  mny  show  a  more  definitive  benefit  derived 
from  this  project. 
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T-9010(19?  LEWIS  AVENUE  AND  8th  STREET  WEST 

This  project  was  completed  in  November  1974.   The  intent  of  the 
reconstruction  war;  to  remove  a  130  foot  offset  jog  in  Lewis  Avenue.   Since  the 
major  traffic  on  Lewis  is  straight  through,  delay  encountered  by  vehicle  wait- 
ing to  cross  8th  street  West  was  excessive.  The  average  amount  of  a  vehicle 
required  to  cross  8th  was  six  seconds.   Motorist's  awareness  of  this  situation 
decreased  the  level  of  gap  acceptance. 

The  new  ilignment  has  reduced  the  crossing  distance  to  approximately 
half,  proportionately  reducing  vehicle  hours  delay  and  increasing  gap  acceptance. 

From  January  1973  to  September  1974,  there  were  nine  recorded  accidents 
(Primarily  rear  e.id  type) .   The  computed  accident  rate  is  0.99/MVE.   Subsequent 
to  the  completion  of  this  project  in  November  1974,  nine  accidents  were  recorded 
(Predominantly  angle  type).   This  accident  rate  is  computed  at  2.85/MVE,  or  an 
increase  of  187  percent. 

Improvements  of  this  type  normally  do  create  a  rash  of  accidents  at 
first  as  was  probably  the  case  in  this  instance  with  90*  of  the  accidents 
occurring  in  the  first  three  months  of  operatic:^.   It  is  further  believed  that 
the  previous,  appearance  of  this  intersection  was  sufficiently  hazardous  to  cav.se 
motorists  to  exercise  extreme  caution.   The  present  channelized  xntersection  does 
not,  by  appearance,  create  a  need  for  extra  caution. 

Additional  accident  data  should  reflect  the  motorists  familiarity 
by  a  reduced  accident  rate.   If  future  data  does  not  support  this  contention, 
signalization  should  be  considered. 

T-9010(20)  BROADWATER  AND  16th  STREET  WEST 

The  operational  characteristics  of  this  intersection  were  not 
appreciably  changed.   The  project  involved  upgrading  the  signal  indications 
to  M.U.T.C.D.  Standards.   An  accident  aralyrJs  will  be  conducted  when  a  statis- 
tically significant  time  base  is  available.

TRAFFIC   ENGINEERING  PROGRAM   REVIEW  PROCESS 

In  1972  a  Parking  Authority  was  established  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  37,  R.C.M. 
1947    The  Authority  meets  monthly  or  more  frequently  if  required  to  review  parking  and  traffic 
circulation  problems.  The  Authority  acts  as  an  advisory  agency  to  the  City  Council.   Parking 
Authority  meetings  arc  attended  by  the  Mayor,  Chairman  of  the  City  Council  Streets  and  Alleys 
Committee,  City  Engineer,  Fire  Cliief,  Police  Chief,  and  the  Traffic  Consultant 

The  final  decision  to  implement  traffic  circulation,  parking  and  related  improvements  is 
made  by  the  City  Council.    Recommendations  for  improvements  are  set  forth  by  a  three-member 
Streets  and  Alleys  Committee  made  up  of  Council  members.   A  weekly  report  is  made  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  committee. 

An  Urban  Transportation  Plan  was  prepared  for  the  City  of  Anaconda  by  the  Montana  De- 
partment of  Highways  in  1974.  Traffic  improvements  are  coordinated  with  this  plan.

Organization 

Policies  for  traffic  circulation  and  parking  improvements  are  set  forth  by  the  Anaconda  City

1947.  The  Authority  acts  as  advisory  agency  to  the  City  Council. 

Staff 

The  City  of  Anaconda  employs  a  City  Engineer  who  has  experience  in  the  field  of  traffic  engi- 
neering.  The  Qty  Electrician  is  charged  with  tiie  maintenance  of  traffic  signals.   The  Cliief  of  Police, 
Fire  Chief  and  Qty  Engineer  attend  meetings  of  the  Parking  Authority  and  are  consulted  on  parking, 
traffic  circulation  improvements  and  emergency  vehicle  routing. 

In  addition  to  the  local  staff,  the  firm  of  Daily-Peccia  and  Associates,  Helena,  Montana  are  re- 
fined as  consultants  on  an  on-call  basis.   Professional  traffic  engineers  from  tliis  firm  attend  City 
-Council  and  Parking  Authority  meetings,  conduct  studies  of  specific  problem  areas  and  recommend 
Improvements. 

Consultants  have  been  utilized  to  conduct  a  Traffic  Control  Device  Study  which  resulted  in  up- 
-^rading  traffic  signs  in  the  Qty  and  in  the  preparation  of  traffic  circulation  plans  for  the  urban  area. 

The  combination  of  local  staff  with  professional  traffic  engineering  consultation  has  proven  ef- 
fective in  meeting  the  on-going  traffic  engineering  function.

TOPICS  EVALUATION 


INTRODUCTION 

Pursuant  to  Par.    9,    Sec.    2,    Chap.    8,   Volume   6  of  the   Federal-Aid  Highway 
Program  Manual,    this  topics  evaluation  report   is   submitted. 

Topics  planning  reports  were  prepared   for  all  cities   in  Montana  with  a 
population  of  5,000  or  more.      HPR  moneys  were  used  to  prepare   these  reports. 
These  planning  reports  are  the  principal  basis  upon  which  spot  Improvement 
on  topics  type  projects   are  presently  being  based  upon.      For  many  of  the 
smaller  cities,    the    topics   report   Is  the  only  documented  planning  for  trans- 
portation that  has  been  done.      Urban  funds   are   now  being  used   for  projects 
that  were  recommended  in  the  topics  planning  reports  since  the   topics   funds 
have  been  exhausted. 


TATUS  OF  THE  TOPICS  PROGRAM  BY  CITY 


Billings 


The  Billings  Topics  Plan,  recommended  projects  with  an  estimated  cost 
of  $1,308,000.   By  the  end  1974,  six  projects  had  been  constructed  at  cost 
of  $260,000  plus  engineering  costs  and  four  projects  are  under  construction 
with  a  total  contract  cost  of  $360,000.   Five  additional  projects  are  under 
design  and  will  be  placed  under  contract  by  the  end  1975.

The  installation  of  lighting  luminaires  along  Exposition  Drive  was 
completed  in  1972  at  a  construction  cost  of  $139,000.  Another  street  light- 
ing project  for  First  Avenue  No.  is  expected  to  he  let  to  contract  in  1974 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4/,  ,000. 

A  topics- type  project  for  the  installation  of  a  new  traffic  signal  at 
the  intersection  of  State  Street  and  Orchard  Lane  was  completed  in  1974  at 
a  cost  of  $19,600. 

Grea  t  Falls 

The  Great  Falls  Topics  Plan  recommended  eleven  projects  for  the  First 
Stage.  All  these  projects  have  been  constructed  at  a  contract  price  of 
$564,667.   For  the  Second  Stage,  projects  estimated  to  cost  $180,000  were 
recommended. 

Topic-type  projects  that  were  constructed  or  under  design  that  are  in 
addition  to  those  recommended  in  the  Topics  Plan  include  .five  signalized 
intersections,  of  2.5th  and  26th  Streets  and  an  intersection  lighting  project. 


Missoula 

The  Missoula  Topics  Plan  recommended  $1,839,000  worth  of  projects  to  he 
implemented  in  three   stages. 

One  hundred  and  sixty- four  thousand  dollars  ($164,000)  of  projects  have 
been  constructed   and   $233,000  in  projects   have   been  or  are   being   designed. 
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Helena 


The  Helena  Transportation  Study  recommended  16  Topics- type  projects  for 
the  Helena  Urban  area  estimated  to  coet  $525,000.   The  first  four  projects 
have  been  constructed  and  evaluation  reports  have  been  prepared  on  two  of 
these  projects.  (See  Appendix)  A  lighting  project  along  3.0  miles  of  Euclid 
and  Lynda le  Avenues  were  completed  in  1974-  at  a  cost  of  $150,000. 

Two  additional  Topics- type  projects  have  been  programed  and  are  scheduled 
for  contract  early  in  1975. 


Butte 


The  Butte  Transportation  Study  recommended  thirteen  topics-type  projects 
that  were  estimated  to  cost   $261,000.      A   new  traffic  signal  has  been  installed 
on  Harrison  Avenue   in  1974   at  a  cost  of  $26,500.      A   five  block  section  of  this 
Avenue  had   been  widened  to  four  lanes  previously  by  State  Maintenance   Forces. 

Two  of   the   13  projects  have  been  programed  and  will  be   let  to   contract 
in  the  winter  of  1974-1975. 

Bozeman 

Twelve  projects,   estimated  to  cost   $201,000,    were  recommended  in  the 
Bozeman  Topics  Report.      The  project  to  implement  the  Mendenhall-Babcock 
one-way  couplet  has  been  programed  and  is   scheduled   for  contract   in  1976. 

Two  topics-type   improvements  were   constructed  in  1974  in  conjunction 
with  the   project   to  widen  West  Main  Street. 


Miles  Citv 

Four  topics-type  projects  were  selected  for  possible  construction  in 
the  Miles  City  Transportation  Study.   One  project,  the  installation  of  new 


traffic  signals  at  Eighth  and  Main  Street,  has  been  programed  and  is  sched- 
uled for  construction  in  September  of  1975. 

Anaconda. 

The  Anaconda  Traffic  Study  recommended  eleven  construction  projects 
for  the  area  to  be  implemented  in  the  next  20  years.   Four  of  these  projects 
are  of  the  topics- type.   The  widening  of  an  eight  block  section  of  Park 
Avenue  from  two  to  four  lanes  is  scheduled  for  contract  in  November  1974, 

Kalispell 

The  Topics  Study  for  Kalispell  recommended  fifteen  projects  expected 
to  cost  $538,700.   One  project,  the  installation  of  signals  at  U.S.  2  and 
Meridian  Road,  has  been  contracted  at  a  contract  price  of  $31,000.   Another 
project,  M-6730,  has  been  programed  and  will  be  let  to  contract  in  the  spring 
of  1975.   In  1973,  a  F-9999  project  to  upgrade  signs  and  traffic  signals  on 
the  primary  highway  through  Kalispell  was  constructed. 

Livingston 

The  Topics  Study  for  Livingston  recommended  eight  projects  at  an  estima- 
ted cost  of  $117,300.   No  topics-type  projects  have  been  prgramed;  however, 
a  F-9999  project  has  been  completed  involving  signing  and  installation  of 
traffic  signals  at  two  Intersections  on  Park  Street  in  197-4. 

Glendive 

The  Topics  Study  for  Glendive  recommended  nine  projects  with  an  estima- 
ted cost  of  $82,500.  The  Barry  Street  Underpass,  the  first  priority  project 
has  been  let  to  contract.  Five  of  the  remaining  eight  projects  are  expected 
bo  cost  less  than  $1000  each. 
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Havre 


Nine  projects,  with  an  estimated  cost  of  $155,800,  were  recormiended 
by  the  Havre  Topics  Study.   Projects  for  the  major  construction  of  First 
Street  (U.S.  2)  and  Fifth  Avenue  are  scheduled  for  contract  letting  within 
the  next  few  years  which  will  take  all  available  highway  funds  for  Havre 
until  after  1978. 

Lewlstown 

New  traffic  signals  have  been  installed  on  Main  Street  in  1974,  and 
several  old  traffic  signals  were  removed  as  part  of  a  F-9999  project.   In 
addition,  other  traffic  control  devices  were  upgraded  on  the  primary  highway 
in  Lewistown.   Nine  projects,  expected  to  cost  $43,300  were  recommended  by 
the  Topics  Study.   None  of  these  projects  have  been  programed. 


SUMMARY 


Table  No.    1  summarizes   the  total  estimated  costs  of  projects   recommended 
in   the   thirteen  Topics  Studies   conducted  for  each  of  the  urban  areas   in 
Montana.      Of  the   $5,885,100  in  projects   recommended,    $1,657,200  in  projects 
have  been  built  or  are  under  contract.

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EVALUATION  OF  SELECTIVE  TOPICS  PROJECTS 

r 

In  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the  Topics  program  the  individual 
projects  were  reviewed.   It  was  possible  to  review  some  of  the  earlier 
projects  on  a  quantitative  basis  by  comparing  the  reduction  in  accidents 
and/or  the  increase  in  capacity. 

The  traffic  engineers  assigned  to  the  divisions  made  subjective  comments 
on  completed  topics  projects  in  their  area.   Most  topics  projects  have  not 
been  completed  long  enough  to  provide  a  long  enough  after  period  to  evaluate 
safety. 

A  selective  number  of  completed  topics  projects  will  be  discussed  as 
far  as  the  benefits  to  the  auto  drivers  and/or  pedestrians  are  concerned. 

Billings 

Poly  Drive  and  Virginia  Lane,  project  T-9010  (5),  this  project  consisted 
of  replacing  an  existing  traffic  signal  with  a  new  fully  actuated  signal 
and  Installing  new  signs  and  pavement  markings.   This  Intersection  had  an 
average  of  10  l/2  accidents  per  year  with  a  high  percentage  of  being  angle 
collisions  resulting  in  many  injuries.   In  the  first  full  year  after  the 
improvement  was  completed  no  accidents  were  experienced. 

4th  and  6th  Avenue  North  couplet,  T-9010  (7)  and  (8).   New  traffic  ■ 
signals  were  installed  at  nine  intersections  on  these  two  Avenues.   These 
signals  were  interconnected  for  progression  and  new  signs  and  pavement 
markings  were  installed. 

Overall  travel  speed  has  increased  but  safety  has  been  Improved.   For 
6th  Avenue  North  an  average  of  67  accidents  occurred  per  year  of  which 
11  were  injury  accidents.   These  accidents  occurred  at  the  five  signalized 
intersections  along  6th  Avenue.   In  the  first  year  after  improvement  13 
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accidents  occurred  of  which  3  resulted  in  injury. 

For  the   four  signalized  intersections  of  4th  Avenue  North  an  average 
of  28  accidents   occurred   of  which  6  were   injury  accidents.      In  the   after 
period   17  accidents   occurred   of  which  6  were   injury  accidents.      This   is   a 
reduction  of  more   than  300  percent. 

The   sharp  reduction   in  accidents   and    the    faster  travel  speeds   are   no 
doubt   the  result  of  one-way  operation  of  4th  and  6th  Avenues.      Topics 
projects   now  under  construe  Lion  will  extend  the   one-way  operation  throughout 
the  Central  Business  District. 

Great  Falls 

Smelter  Avenue  and  4th  Street,    N.E.,    T-9052   (11).      The   jog  in  4th 
Street  was   removed  by  off  setting  the  two  sections  of  4th  Street  north  and 
south  into  a  curving  street  section  thab   connect   to  Smelter  Avenue  at  one 
location.      Channelization  islands  and  two  street  luminal res  were  installed. 
New  signing  and  pavement  markings  were  placed   throughout.      The  operation 
of    this   intersection  was   greatly  Improved   and    vehicle   accidents   were 
reduced  from  four  per  year  before  the   improvement  to  a  single  accident   for 
the   first  year  after. 

Fourth  Street   and  Railroad   couplet,    T-9052    (5).      This   one-way   couplet 
was   installed   between  Central  Avenue  W.    and   Fifth  Avenue,    S.W.      This 
Improvement  provides   relief   for  the   6th  Street   S.W.    arterial   north  of  the 
Burlington  Northern  underpass  and  provides   an  alternate  route   for  traffic 
between  Central  Avenue   W.    and  10th  Avenue   S.      Existing   traffic  signals 
were   removed   from   the   Intersection  of   5th  Street   S.W.    and   Central  Avenue 
W.      The    intersection  of  3rd   Street   N.W.    and   Central  Avenue   W.    was   improved 
by  widening  3rd   Street   on    the   north  side   and   restricting  traffic   to  one-way 


on  Lhe  south  approach.   Parking  was  restricted  on  both  sides  of  Central 
Avenue  W.  in  order  that  a  left  turn  lane  could  be  provided  on  both  approaches 
to  3rd  Street  N.W.  Although  traffic  volumes  entering  the  intersection  of 
Central  Avenue  W.  and  3rd  Street  increased,  Lhe  accidents  decreased  from 
21  per  year  before  the  improvement  to  4  accidents  the  first  year  after. 

South  River  Road  from  Tenth  Street  to  Giant  Springs  Road,  T-9052  (4). 
this  project  improved  the  intersections  of  River  Road  with  10th  Street 
and  with  25th  Street.   Pavement  markings  and  channelization  were  installed 
at  both  intersections.   Highway  lighting  was  installed  at  these  intersections 
as  well  as  along  the  River  Road  from  10th  Street  to  Giant  Springs  Road. 
New  guard  rail  was  installed  at  those  locations  warranting  its  installation. 

The  South  River  Road  has  experienced  a  growth  in  traffic;  however,  the 
total  accidents  along  this  section  of  road  has  decreased  from  a  yearly  average 
of  32  to  a  total  of  8  for  the  first  year  after  the  completion  of  the  project. 
This  is  a  reduction  of  400  percent. 

Helena 

An  evaluation  report  of  two  projects  of  the  four  completed  in  Helena  is 
included  in  the  appendix.

As  requested  by  Mr.   Paul   Poirier  of  the  Planning  &  Research  Bureau,  the 
following  is  a  report  covering  completed  Topics  projects  in  the  Great  Falls 
area : 

(1)  F  278(9)  -  Lighting  at  3rd  Street  Northwest  and  Division  Road  completed 
in  December,  1971   for  $3,800.00.     Prior  to  this  project,  the  Department 
was  continually  plagued  with  complaints  from  drivers  being  unable  to 
find  the  proper  left-turn  bay  to  turn  from  3rd  Street  Northwest  onto 
Division  Road.     Division  Road  is  a  heavily  traveled  two-lane,  linking 
the  residential   Riverview  area  to  3rd  Street  Northwest,  an  arterial 
four-lane  carrying  an  A.O.T.  of  16,000.     The  project  has  improved  the 
efficiency  and  safety  of  this  intersection  by  providing  adequate 
visibility  during  night  time  hours. 

(2)  F  388(17)  -   Installation  of  traffic  signals  at  the  intersections  of  10th 
Avenue  South  with  Fox  Farm  Road  and  6th  Street  Southwest  completed  in 
July,  1969  for  $19,900.00.     The  signal    installation  at  Fox  Farm  Road 

has  benefited  the  community  because  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  housing  to 
the  south  of  10th  Avenue  South  in  recent  years.     This  has  established 
Fox  Farm  Road  as  a  major  link  with  10th  Avenue  South  and  the  rest  of 
Great  Falls.     The  signal   installation  at  6th  Street  Southwest  has  reduced 
delay  at  the  intersection.     The  signals  at  these  two  intersections  are 
inter-connected  to  provide  minimum  delay  foi    traffic  on  10th  Avenue  South. 

(3)  T  9052(11)  -  Channelize  and  light  Smelter  Avenue  and  4th  Street  Northeast 
completed  July,  1972  for  $57,000.00.     The  channelization  of  this  inter- 
section has  improved  the  efficiency  and  safety  by  the  use  of  right  and 
left-turn  lanes.     Delay  time  has  been  greatly  reduced.     The  thermoplastic 
pavement    markings  are  still   completely  visable  and  help  to  organize 

the  traffic  movements.     Lighting  has  helped  reduce  conflicts  at  night. 

(4)  T  9052(6)  -  Park  Drive  completed  December,  1973  for  $154,200.00.     The 
widening  of  two  blocks  on  Park  Drive  has  improved  capacity  by  providing 
more  pavement  space  for  adequate  turn-bays.     Backups,  which  were  common 
during  the  evening  rush  hour  prior  to  the  project,  have  almost  been 
eliminated.     The  installation  of  two  double  left-turn  bays  from  Park 
Drive  onto  First  Avenue  North  and  Central   Avenue  helps  handle  the 
large  turning  movements  at  this  intersection.     Overall  travel  time  for 
vehicles  entering  and  leaving  the  Central  Business  District  by  Park 
Drive  has  been  reduced.

Under  (7)  -  The  approaches  were  widened  and  new  signals  were  installed 
at  Central  Avenue  West  and  6th  Street.  Delay  time  was  reduced  and  capacity 
increased,  with  a  leading  green  phase  for  left-turns  from  Central  Avenue 
West  onto  6th  Street. 

Under  (8)  -  The  south  approach  at  10th  Avenue  South  and  9th  Street  was 
widened  and  new  signals  were  installed.  This  is  one  of  the  highest 
volume  intersections  in  Great  Falls  and  the  widening  of  the  south  approach 
on  9th  Street  South  to  establish  turn-bays  has  helped  reduce  delay  time 
for  traffic  coming  from  Holiday  Village  Shopping  Center. 

(6)  T  9052(3),  (4)  &  (5)  completed  June,  1973  for  $206,400.00. 

Under  (3)  -  The  intersection  of  Smelter  Avenue  &  Division  Road  was  lighted 
and  turn-bays  were  established  with  pavement  markings.  This  has  improved 
the  efficiency  by  getting  all  left-turning  vehicles  into  left-turn  bays 
and  away  from  thru  traffic. 

Under  (4)  -  Guard  rail,  channelization  and  lighting  were  installed  on 
River  Road  between  9th  and  25th  Streets.  The  guard  rail  has  added  to  the 
safety  of  River  Road  and  the  lighting  has  improved  visibility  at  night. 
The  intersections  of  9th  Street  and  25th  Street  at  River  Road  were 
channelized  with  concrete  islands  and  pavement  markings.  The  delay  time 
has  been  decreased  with  the  addition  of  these  turn-bays  and  the  safety 
increased  because  of  the  organization  of  the  traffic  movements. 

Under  (5)  -  A  one-way  couplet  on  4th  Street  Southwest  and  Railroad  Street 
was  established  between  Central  Avenue  West  and  5th  Avenue  Southwest. 
This  couplet  has  provided  an  alternate  for  vehicles  using  6th  Street 
Southwest  as  a  link  between  10th  Avenue  South  and  Central  Avenue  West 
and  consequently  has  relieved  some  congestion  on  6th  Street  Southwest. 
Also,  new  signals  were  installed  at  Central  Avenue  West  and  3rd  Street 
Northwest,  which  has  contributed  to  the  increased  capacity  at  this 
intersection.

EVALUATION  OF  A  HELENA  TOPICS  PROJECT 

Two  intersection  improvements  were  selected   for  evaluation.      These 
intersections,    Montana  Avenue   and   Cedar  Street,    and  Lyndale   and  Main.  Street 
were  part  of  a   four   intersection  Topics   Project.      The   project,    1-9058(1), 
was  let   to  contract  In  July,    1971  and  completed  by  September,    1972  at  a 
project  cost  of  over  $100,000. 
Montana  Avenue   and   Cedar  Street 

This   intersection  Is  located  In   the   northern  portion  of  the   city.      This 
area  is  growing  quite  rapidly.      Figure   No.    1  graphically  portrays  the 
development  around  this  intersection.      The  before  picture  was  taken  in  1969 
and  at  that  time  Montana  Avenue  was  controlled  by  stop  signs,    although 
that  street  carried  more  than  half  of  the  approach  traffic.      Back  up     of 
both  north  and   south  approaches  of  Montana  Street   for  up  to  two  blocks 
occurred  several   times  a  day.      Volume  of  traffic  entering  the   intersection 
in  1969  averaged  11,500  vehicles. 

For   the   five  years  before  the   construction  of  the  project,    24  accidents 
occurred.    These   accidents  were    fairly  divided    tx  tween  the   different  types 
such  as   rear-end,    angle   and  turning  movement.      The   overall  accident 
rate  was  1.1  accidents  per  million  entering  vehicles. 

The   construction  at    this  Intersection  included  a  new  three-phase, 
full-actuated  traffic  signal.      The   approaches  on  Montana  Avenue  were 
widened  to  provide    two  lane  approaches   for  both  directions.      Left-turn 
lanes  weie   marked  on  Cedar  Street. 

Following   completion  of  the  project   congestion  was   significantly  reduced. 
Because  of   the   full-actuated  feature  of  the   installation,   Montana  Avenue 
received    the   majority   of  the   green  time.      Operation  of  the   signal  proved 
to   be   snappy  and   quick  to  adjust   to  changing    traffic   loads.      Back  ups  were 
short   in  length  and  duration  for  all  approaches.      Traffic   volume   entering

the  intersection  in  1973  averaged  17,600  vehicles,  a  53^  increase  over 
the  before  period. 

For  the  twenty-one  months  following  the  completion  of  the  project,  the 
intersection  experienced  17  accidents  for  an  accident,  rate  of  1.5  accidents 
per  million  entering  vehicles.   Rear  end  type  accidents  accounted  for  53% 
of  the  total  versus  33%   of  total  for  the  before  period.   This  situation 
is  fairly  common  following  installation  of  a  traffic  signal  at  an  intersec- 
tion controlled  by  stop  signs. 
hvndale  and  Main  Street 

Lyndale  and  Main  Street  are  both  principal  arterials.   The  west  leg 
of  Lyndale  was  reported  to  be  deficient  for  capacity  in  the  Helena 
Transportation  Study.   The  total  1969  traffic  entering  the  intersection 
was  18,800  vehicles  per  day. 

For  the  four  years,  1967  thru  1970,  a  total  of  55  accidents  occurred 
at  this  intersection.   In  1967  a  total  of  9  angle  type  and  11  turning 
movement  type  accidents  were  reported.  A  leading  left  turn  phase  with  a 
green  arrow  indication  was  installed  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year.   The 
next  year,  1968,  the  turning  movement  accidents  reported  were  four  in 
number  compared  to  11  in  1967.   The  total  number  of  accidents  reported 
in  1968  was  12  compared  to  28  in  the  previous  year. 

Congestion  was  frequently  experienced  principally  because  of  the 
heavy  left  turn  volumes  from  all  approaches.   Parking  was  restricted 
along  the  curb  lines  of  Lyndale  east  from  Main  Street.   The  added  width 
was  marked  out  into  four  lanes  and  a  left  turn  lane.   This  expedient 
plus  the  leading  left  turn  phase  helped  ease  the  left  turn  problem  for  the 
eas  t  approach. 

The  TOPICS  work  at  this  intersection  Included  removal  of  a  four  foot 
wide  raised  median  on  the  west  approach  of  Lyndale  In  order  to  provide  room 


For  a  left  turn  lane.   Painted  left  turn  lanes  were  marked  out  for  all 
approaches.  A  new  four  phase,  full  actuated  controller  and  left  turn 
arrows  on  longer  mast  arms  were  installed.  A  larger  radius  curb  return 
was  installed  at  the  southeast,  corner  to  allow  a  right  turn  to  be  made 
from  the  curb  lane.   Figure  No.  2  shows  an  aerial  view  of  intersection. 

The  operation  of  the  intersection  was  improved  by  marking  out 
exclusive  left  and  right  turn  lanes.   The  left  turn  lanes  on  hyndale  were 
provided  with  detectors  which  will  place  a  call  for  the  leading  left  turn 
phase  when  needed. 

Volume  of  vehicles  entering  the  intersection  increased  to  23,200  by 
1973,  which  is  an  increase  of  23%   over  the  before  period.   The  accident 
rate  for  the  21  months  after  completion  was  0.54  accidents  per  million 
vehicles  entering  compared  to  2.0  accidents  per  million  vehicles  entering. 
There  were  no  left-turn  accidents  in  the  after  period.
